About 100,000 dollars will be spent this year in those experiments. I am, 
in my private capacity, a correspondent of the United States Commission, and 
have at their request co-operated with them in suggestions as to the objects and 
methods of the experiments. :

CONCERNING BOILER EXPLOSIONS IN STEAM VESSELS. 5 


27th July, reported myself to Mr. Copeland, one of the members of ‘the 
Explosion Commission. He explained to me that although they had expected 
to be at work before the month of July, certain difficulties had arisen in pro- 
curing the necessary special instruments without which the results of the 
experiments would be in a great measure lost. To decide what the instruments 
_ should be had been the first difficulty, but when that was settled a greater diffi- 

“culty presented itself, the chairman refused to sanction the expenditure required 
for their purchase. He objected to do anything beyond making boilers, and 
bursting them with as much noise and before as many spectators as possible. 
Special instruments, he considered, were quite unnecessary for that purpose ; 
further, he was the Commission, and the others were only practical men appointed 
‘to assist him as he might direct ; he was the inspector general and chairman of 
the Commission, and he passed all accounts and authorised all disbursements, 
without any co-operation on the part of the members of the Commission. 

This conduct of the chairman had brought the business of the Commission to 
‘a standstill, and it was beginning to be suspected that the accounts would not 
bear to be examined, and that the money had not been properly husbanded. 
‘As the chairman resisted their demand to see the accounts, the members of the 
‘Commission had appointed a deputation to apply to the Treasury Department 
for an investigation into the pecuniary transactions of the Commission, and for 
a recognition of the equal authority vested in the members of the Commission 
and in the chairman. I was invited to accompany the deputation to Washington, 
‘when I could report my arrival to the chairman of the Commission and at the 
British Legation. 

On Wednesday, 29th July, we went to Washington. On the evening of that 
‘day [ was introduced to Mr. D. D. Smith, the Supervising Inspector General, 
chairman of the Commission. He said he had received the Board of ‘Trade’s 
letter, and welcomed me to their country. His mind was evidently not in his 
words to me; it seemed to be wholly occupied with his own business, knowing 
that the two gentlemen who were with me had come to Washington to oust him 
if they could. Next day it was announced in the papers that Mr. Smith had 
been dismissed from the two appointments which he held. In a day or two it 
was known that he had applied for leave to send in his resignation instead of 
being dismissed. Permission to do so was granted, his resignation to take effect 
on the Ist September. In a week or two his political friends had mustered an 
influential party, which petitioned that he should be permitted to withdraw his 
resignation, but this was not allowed. 

The accounts were found to be in a most unsatisfactory state ; the greater part 
of the appropriation money was already expended and there was almost nothing 
to show for it. ° 

In the previous season Mr. Smith had suggested as a useful experiment that 
an old boiler should be burst just as.it was when last running. He had one he 
was about removing from one of his boats, and he proposed that it should be burst 
at the experimental grounds. The Commission considered his offer an acceptable 
one, as it would enable them, at almost no expense, to obtain some valuable 
results directly bearing upon steamboat boiler inspection. A crowd of spectators 
were gathered together to see a real boiler burst by steam. Mr. Smith had all 
his friends there, and liberally provided first-class luncheon and the best cham- 
pagne, conveying those invited by his tug-boat with its new boiler in it. “Two 
or three attempts at first failed to burst the shell, the fires going out before a 
sufficient pressure was reached. Mr. Smith urged that the boiler must be burst, 
as it would never do to send away all the people again ; and, without taking time 
to examine and carefully record the effect of the first steam tests, they forced the 
fires to get up an explosion to time, much as a 4th of July fireworks exhibition ; 
and at last the boiler was burst, and that is about all that-can be said about it. 
When the accounts were examined it was at once discovered that the profuse 
liberality of the chairman to his invited friends was all at the expense of the 
appropriation money; the refreshments had been provided by stores in which 
he had an interest, and charged at extravagant prices; the old boiler was also 
charged: for at a fancy price by a boiler-maker to whom Mr. Smith had sold it, 
and finally, he had charged 400 dollars per day for the use of the tug-boat. The 
rest of the accounts were all on the same pattern, and Mr. Smith was at once 
removed from both his offices, and the Commissioners were requested to nominate 
a successor to the chairmanship.,-As this examination took place in the begin- 
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ning of August, and Mr. Smith’s resignation was to date from the 1st September, 
a successor could not be appointed until the latter date. — YY 

On my return to New York I visited the experimental grounds with one of the 
Commission, and, as far as practicable, arrangements. were talked over to begin 
experimenting early in September. . There are six boilers in place, almost ready 
for lighting fires, and all that was necessary seemed to be repairing the bomb 
proof and fixing the instruments. Mr. Copeland, who was: with me, was con- 
fident we could get through a deal of work before winter set in, if the new 
chairman were only appointed and proper instruments procured. 

In the end of August, when the new chairman was still not appointed, I 
learned that Mr. Smith had not forwarded Board of Trade’s letter to the 
Treasury, and I was in doubt as to how I should act. Mr. Copeland was then 
going to Washington to have the business fixed, and I accompanied him, to see 
the Secretary of the Treasury about my own proceedings. The Secretary 
regretted the awkward turn the affairs of the Commission had taken, expressed 
his desire that the work should be carried on energetically as soon as the neces- 
sary appointment was made, and he hoped [I should be able to attend all the 
experiments, that the Commission might have the benefit of my co-operation, 
and that the results would be valuable both to British and to American 
engineers. 

I understand that the Secretary intimated to the Commission that the 
appropriation money can be increased if the Commission show valuable results.. 

In the first week of September, at the suggestion of the Commissioners, 


Professor Joseph Winlock of Harvard University was invited to accept the 


chairmanship of the Commission. 

This choice was influenced by the consideration of the importance of having 
the assistance of a man of high scientific attainment who was accustomed to 
operate with exact self-recording instruments as in our observatories. Professor 
Winlock has the Chair of Astronomy at Harvard, he had been ‘consulted by the 
Commission’s Committee on instruments, and from that experience of his 
qualifications it is believed that he will be a valuable assistance to the Com- 
mission, in digesting the results they may obtain, and in contriving instruments 
to register the pressures and temperatures influencing the explosions. 

Professor Winlock’s appointment coming to him quite unexpectedly, he being, 
the secretary told him, the first man he had ever appointed to a post for which 
he had not applied, he had to take a few days to consider what it was he was 
asked to become, and to understand its duties. By the middle of September he 
had accepted, and the Commission met at Washington on the 16th September 
for reorganisation and to investigate accounts, intending to adjourn to Pittsburg 
experimental grounds, where I was to meet them. 

On the 21st September the adjourned meeting was held at Pittsburg; I was 


present. There are here also six boilers, four of them in place and two not: 
placed. After carefully considering the condition of the boilers and the kind of. 


instruments requisite for the work, to render the experimental results valuable in 
proportion to the great expenditure of money voted for them, it was considered 
that it would be impossible to do more than merely make a beginning in the few. 
weeks that would be available for out-of-door experiments before winter set in. 
It was, therefore, decided to postpone the explosions till the spring of 1875, and 
in the meantime to be procuring the best instruments that skill and money could 
provide, to be ready for operations then without delay. I undertook to obtain 
for them full particulars of the Siemen’s thermometer which I had seen used 
in this country, and. of any other instrument that might be applicable to their 
purpose. 

I returned to. New York on the 26th September, and left on the 30th by the 


steamship ‘‘ Algeria,” arriving at London (on the 10th October, and reported.

satisfactory proof that the use of the same is safe and efficient; and upon, such 
proof, and the approval of such certificate by the Secretary of the Treasury, a 
special license for the use of such process. or invention, as aforesaid, shall issue 
under the seal of the Treasury Department. 7 xf Staged 
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Sect. 5. And.be it further enacted, That all gunpowder, nitro-glycerine;'cam* 
phene, naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude: or refined petroleum, ‘oil:iof 
vitriol, 
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‘vitriol, nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of turpentine, friction matches, 
and all other articles of like character, when packed or put up for shipment, 
shall be securely packed and put up separately from each other and from all 
other articles, and the package, box, cask, or other vessel containing the same 
shall be distinctly marked on the outside with the name or description of the 
article contained therein ; and every person whu shall pack or put up, or cause 
to be packed or put, up for shipment any gunpowder, nitro-glycerine, camphene, 
naphtha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude or refined petroleum, oil of vitriol, 
nitric or other chemical acids, oil or spirits of turpentine, friction matches, or 
other article of like character, otherwise than as aforesaid, or shall knowingly 
‘ship or attempt to ship the same, or shall deliver the same to any such vessel as 
stores, unless packed and marked as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanour, and, upon conviction thereof by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding two thousand dollars, or imprisonment 
not exceeding eighteen months, or both, one-half of the fine to go to the informer, 
and the articles to be liable to seizure and forfeiture. 


Sect. 6. And be it further enacted, That every vessel so propelled by steam 
and carrying passengers during the night time shall keep a suitable number of 
watchmen in the cabins and on each deck, to guard against fire or other dangers, 
and to give alarm in case of accident or disaster, and for every neglect of this 
duty the license of the officer in charge of the vessel for the time being shall be 
revoked ; and the Board of Supervising Inspectors may require every such steamer, 
and also steamers carrying freight, to be provided with such number and kind of 
good and efficient portable fire-extinguishers as in the judgment of the Board may 
be necessary to protect them from fire when such steamers are moored or lying 
at a wharf, without steam to work the pumps; and if any owner of such vessel 
shall neglect or refuse to furnish the requisite number of men necessary to keep 
watch as herein required, he shall be fined one thousand dollars. 


Sect. 7. And be it further enacted, That every steam vessel navigating rivers 
only (except ferry boats, freight boats, canal boats, and towing beats of less than 
fifty tons) shall have at least one good, substantial boat, with lines attached, and 
properly supplied with oars, and kept in good condition at all times and ready 
for immediate use; and in addition thereto, every such steamer carrying 
passengers shall have one or more metallic lifeboats, fireproof, and in all respects 
good and substantial boats, of such dimensions and arrangements as the Board of 
Supervising Inspectors by their rules and regulations shall prescribe, which boats 
shall be carried in the most convenient manner so as to be brought into imme- 
diate use in case of accident: Provided, that where the character of the naviga- 
tion is such that in the opinion of the supervising inspector the metallic lifeboats 
can be dispensed with, he is hereby authorised to exempt any such steamer from 
carrying the same, or may require a substitute thereof, at his discretion. 


_ Sect. 8. And be it further enacted, That every such vessel carrying passengers 
shall be provided with a good life-preserver, made of suitable material, for every 
cabin passenger for which she will have accommodation, and also a good life- 

_ preserver or float for each deck or other class passenger which the. inspector’s 
certificate shall allow her to carry, including the officers and crew, which life- 
preservers or floats shall be kept in convenient. and accessible places on such 
vessel in readiness for immediate use in case of accident; and every such vessel 
of two hundred tons or less, shall also keep at least eighteen fire buckets and 
two barrels, and shall have not less than four axes; and every such steamer of 
over two hundred tons, and not less than five hundred tons burden, shall carry 
not less than twenty-four buckets, four water barrels, and six axes; and every 
such steamer of over five hundred tons shall carry not less than thirty-five 
buckets, six water barrels, and eight axes. The buckets and barrels shall be 
kept in conyenient places and filled with water, to be in readiness in case of fire, 
and the axes shall be kept in good order and ready for immediate use: Provided, 
however, that tanks of suitable dimensions and arrangement, or buckets in 
sufficient number, may be substituted for barrels, 


- Sect. 9. And be it further enacted, That every such vessel carrying passengers 
on the main deck shall be provided with permanent stairways and other sufficient 
means conyenient to,such passengers, for their escape to the upper deck, in. case 
iI, a$0. > re B of 
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of the vessel sinking or other accident endangering life ; and in the stowage of 
freight upon such deck, where passengers are carried, gangways or passages, 
sufiiciently large to allow persons to pass freely through them, shall be left open 
both fore and aft of the vessel, and also to and along the guards on each side; 
and it shall be the duty of the captain or mate of such vessel to assign to all 
deck passengers when taking passage the space on deck they may occupy during 
the voyage, and such space shall not thereafter be occupied by freight, nor over- 
crowded by other persons, nor shall freight ve stowed about the boilers or 
maclinery in such a manner as to obstruct or prevent the engineer from readily 
attending to his duties; and for every violation of this section relating to the 
carriage and accommodation of passengers, the owners of the vessel shall pay 


_a fine of three hundred dollars. 


Sect. 10. And be it further enacted, That every steamer carrying passengers 
shall be provided with wire tiller ropes, or iron rods or chains, for the purpose 
of steering and navigating the vessel, and shall employ wire bell pulls for signal- 
izing tie engineer from the pilot house, together with tubes of proper size so 
arranged as to return the sound of. the engine bells to the pilot house, or other 
arrangements to, repeat back the signal: Provided, that on ‘any such vessel, 


navigated, by the mariner’s compass, so much of such wire rope or chain may be ~ 


dispensed with and disused as shall influence or disturb the working of such 
com pass. a 


Sect. 11. And be it further enacted, That upon the passage of this Act’ the 
offices of all local inspectors who have not the qualifications prescribed in this 
Act shall be deemed vacated, and that when any vacancy shall oecur in any local 
Board of inspectors now existing, or whenever local inspectors are to be appointed 
for a new district, the supervising inspector shall notify the collector or other 
chief officer of the Customs for the district, and the judge of the district court 
of the United States for the district in which such appointment is made, who, 
together with the supervising inspector, shall meet together as a Board of 
designators ; and it shall be the duty of such Board, or the major part thereof, one 
of which majority shall be the supervising inspector, when designating an inspec- 
tor of. hulls, to select a person of good character and suitable qualifications and 
attainments, to perform the services required of him by this Act, who, from his 
practical knowledge of shipbuilding and navigation and the uses of steam in 
navigation, shall be fully competent to make a reliable estimate of the strength, 
seaworthiness, and other qualities of the hulls of steamers and their equipment 
deemed essential to safety of life in the navigation of such vessel, to be called 
the inspector of hulls; and when designating an inspector of boilers, to select a 
person of good character and suitable qualifications and attainments to perform 
the services required of him by this Act, who, from his knowledge and experi- 
ence of the duties of an engineer employed in navigating vessels by steam, and 
also in the construction and use of boilers and machinery, and appurtenances 
therewith connected, shall be able to forma reliable opinion of the strength, 
form, workmanship, and: suitableness to such boilers and machinery tobe 


employed without hazard to life, from imperfection in the material, workmanship, 


or arrangement of any part of such apparatus for steaming, to be called the 


inspector of. boilers; and these two persons, when approved by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, shall, from the date of designation, constitute a Board of local 


inspectors, and shall be empowered and required to perform the duties herein 
specified, to wit : | | 

First. Upon application in’ writing Of the master or owner they shall, once in 
every year at least, carefully inspect the hull of each steamer within their respec- 


‘tive districts, and shall satisfy themselves that every such vessel so submitted to 


their inspection is of ‘a structure suitable for the service in which she is to be 
employed, has suitable accommodation for passengers and the crew, and is in a 
condition to' warrant the belief that she may be used in navigation as a steamer, 
with safety to life, and that all the requirements of law in regard to fires, boats, 
pumps, hose, life-preservers, floats, anchors, cables, and other things, are faith- 
fully complied with ; and if they deem it expedient, they may direct the vessel 
to be put in motion, and may adopt any other suitable means to test her suffi- 
ciency and that of her equipment. } re 


Second. They shall also inspect the boilers ‘of all steamers before the same 
shall 
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shall be used and once at least in,every year thereafter, subjecting them to the . 


hydrostatic, pressure prescribed by this Act, and satisfy themselves by thorough 
examination that the boilers are well, made, of good and: suitable material ;. that 
the openings for the passage, of water and steam, respectively, and all pipes and 
tubes exposed to heat, are of proper dimensions and free from obstruction ; that 
the spaces between and around the flues are sufficient, and that the flues are 
circular in form, and the fire-line of the furnace is at least two inches below the 
prescribed minimum water-line of the boilers; and that the arrangement for 
delivering the feed-water is such that the boilers cannot be injured thereby ; and 
that such boilers and the machinery, and the appurtenances, may be safely em- 
ployed in tlie service proposed in the written application without peril to life; 
and shall also satisfy themselves that the safety-valves are of suitable dimensions, 
sufficient in number, and well arranged (one of which may, if necessary, in the 
opinion of the inspectors, to secure safety, be taken wholly, from the control of all 
persons engaged in navigating such vessel, and secured by the inspectors), and 
that the weights of the safety-valves.are properly adjusted, so as to allow no 
greater pressure in the boilers than the amount prescribed, by the inspection cer- 
tificate ; that there is a sufficient number of gauge-cocks properly inserted, and 
to indicate the pressure of steam, suitable steam registers that will correctly re- 
cord each excess of steam carried above the. prescribed limit and the highest point 
attained, which shall be taken wholly from the control of all persons engaged in 
navigating such vessel, and secured by the inspectors, and reliable low-water 
gauges ; and that fusible metals are properly inserted so as to fuse by the heat of 
the furnace when the water in the boilers shall fall below its prescribed limits ; 
and that adequate and certain provision is made for an ample supply of water to 
feed the boilers at all times, whether such vessel is in motion or not, so that in 
high-pressure boilers the water shall not be less than four inches above the top 
of the flues ; and also that means of blowing out are provided, so as to thoroughly 
remove the mud and sediment from all parts of the boilers when they are under 
pressure of steam: Provided, however, that no kind of instrument, machine, or 
equipment, for the better security of life, provided for by this Act, shall be used 
on any such vessel which shall not first be approved by the Board of Supervising 
Inspectors, and also by the Secretary of the Treasury. 


Third. That in subjecting to the hydrostatic tests boilers called and usually 
known under the designation of high-pressure boilers, the inspector shall assume 
one hundred and ten pounds to the square inch as the maximum pressure allow- 
able as a working power for a new boiler forty-two inches in diameter, made in 
the best manner, of inspected iron plates, one-fourth of an inch thick, and of a 
quality required by law, and shall rate the working power of. all high-pressure 
‘boilers, whether old or new, according to their strength, compared with this 
standard, and in all cases the test applied shall exceed the working power allowed 
in the ratio of one hundred and sixty-five to one hundred and ten ; and in sub- 
jecting to the test aforesaid that class of boilers usually designated and known as 
low-pressure boilers, the said inspectors shall allow as a working power of each 
new boilera pressure’ of only a pressure of only three-fourths the number of pounds 
to thesquare inch to which it shall have been subjected by the hydrostatic test, and 
found to be sufficient therefor; but should such inspectors be of the opinion that 
said boiler, by reason of its construction or material will not safely allow so high 
a working pressure, they may, for reasons to be stated specially in their certiti- 
cate, fix the working pressure of said boiler at less than three-fourths of said test 
pressure; but all boilers used on steam-vessels, and constructed of iron or steel 
plates, inspected under the provisions of Section 36 of this Act, shall be 
subjected to a hydrostatic test, in the ratio of one hundred and fifty pounds to the 
square inch to one hundred pounds to the square inch of the working steam- 
power allowed; and no boiler or pipe, or any of the connections therewith, shall 
be approved which is made, in whole or in part, of bad material, or is unsafe in 
its form, or dangerous from defective workmanship, age, use, or other cause. 


Fourth. When the inspection is completed, and the inspectors approve the 
vessel and her equipment throughout, they shall make and subscribe a certificate 
to the collector or other chief officer of the Customs of the district in which such 
inspection shall be made, in aecordance with such form and regulations as the 
Board of Supervising Inspectors shall prescribe ; which certificate shall be verified

of the district, or any other person competent by law to administer oaths ; and 
in case the said inspectors refuse to grant a certificate of approval, they shall state 
in writing, and sign the same, their reason for their disapproval. 


Sect. 12. And be it further enacted, That upon the application of any master 
or owner of any steamer employed in the carriage of passengers, for a license to 
carry gunpowder, the said inspectors shall examine such vessel, and if they find 
that she is provided with a chest or safe composed of metal, or entirely lined and 
sheathed therewith, or if the vessel has one or more compartments, thoroughly 
lined and sheathed with metal, at a secure distance from any fire, they may grant 
a certificate to that effect, authorising such vessels to carry as freight, within such 
chests, safes, or compartments, the article of gunpowder. 


Sect. 13. And beit further enacted, That the said inspectors shall keep a record 
of certificates of inspection of vessels, their boilers, engines, and machinery, and all 
of their acts in their examinations and inspection of steamers, whether of ap- 
proval or disapproval, and when a certificate of approval is recorded, the original 
shall be delivered to the collector or other chief officer of the Customs of the dis- 
trict : they shall also keep a like record of certificates authorising gunpowder to 
be carried as freight by any steamer carrying passengers, and shall keep a like 
record of all licenses granted to captains, mates, pilots, and engineers, and of all 
refusals of the same; also, of all suspensions and revocations of license ; also, of 
all refusals, suspensions, or revocations of which they shall receive notices from 
other districts ; and shall report to the supervising inspector of their respective 
districts, in writing, their decisions in cases of refusal of licenses, or the suspen- 
sion or revocation thereof, and all testimony received by them in such proceed- 
ings. They shall also report promptly to such supervising inspector all viola- 
tions of the steamboat laws that shall come to their knowledge. 


Sect. 14. And be it further enacted, That the inspectors shall license’ and 
classify the captains, chief mates, engineers, and pilots of all steam vessels, and 
it shall be unlawfulto employ any person, or for any person to serve as a captain, 
chief mate, engineer, or pilot on any steamer, who is not licensed by the inspec- 
tors; and any one so offending shall forfeit one hundred dollars for each offence ; 
and no steamer carrying passengers shall depart from any port unless she shall 


have in her service a full complement of officers and crew, sufficient at all times 


to manage the vessel, including the proper number of watchmen: Provided how- 
ever, that if any such vessel, on her voyage, is deprived of the services of any 
licensed officer, without the consent, fault, or collusion of the master, owner, or of 
any person interested in the vessel, the deficiency may be temporarily supplied 
until others licensed can be obtained. 


_ Sect. 15. And be it further enacted, That when any person shall apply to be 
licensed a8 captain or master of steam vessels, the inspectors shall make diligent 
inquiry as to his character, and shall carefully examine the applicant as well as 
the proofs which he presents in support of his claim, and if they are satisfied that 
his capacity, experience, habits of life, and character are such as to warrant the 
belief that he can be safely intrusted with the duties and responsibilities of the 
station for which he makes application, they shall grant him a license authoris- 
ing him to discharge such duties on any such vessel for the term of one year; 
but such license shall be suspended or revoked, upon satisfactory proof of bad 
conduct, intemperate habits, incapacity, inattention to his duties, or the wilful 
violation of any provision of this Act. 


Sect. 16. And be it further enacted, That when any person shall apply for 
authority to be employed as chief mate of steam vessels, the inspectors shall re- 
quire satisfactory evidence of the knowledge, experience, and skill of the appli- 
cant in lading cargo, the handling and stowage of freight, and shall examine him 
as to his knowledge and ability in navigation and managing such vessels, and all 
other duties pertaining to his station; and if satisfied of his qualifications and 
good character, they shall grant him a license, authorising him to perform such 
duties for the term of one year; but such license shall be suspended or revoked 
upon satisfactory proof of bad conduct, intemperate habits, unskilfulness, or want 
ot pron eslee of the duties of his station, or the wilful violation of any provisions 

Act. . 


Sect. 17. 
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Sect. 17. And be it further enacted, That when any person shall apply for 
authority to perform the duties of engineer of any steamer, the inspectors shall 
examine the applicant as to his knowledge of steam machinery, and his experi- 
ence as an engineer, and also the proofs which he produces in support of his 
claim ; and if, upon full consideration, they are satisfied that his character, habits 
of life, knowledge, and experience in the duties of an engineer, are all such as 
to authorise the belief that the applicant is a suitable and safe person to be 
entrusted with the powers aud duties of such a station, they shall grant hima 
license authorising him to be employed in such duties for the term of one year, 
in which they shall assign him to the appropriate class of engineers; but such 
license shall be suspended or revoked upon satisfactory proof of negligence, 
unskilfulness, intemperance, or the wilful violation of any of the provisions of 
this Act; but if complaint be made against any engineer holding a license autho- 
Tising him to take charge of the boilers and machinery of any steamer, that he 
has, through negligence or want of skill, permitted the boilers in his charge to 
burn or otherwise become in bad condition, or that he has not kept his engine 
and machinery in good working order, it shall be the duty of the inspectors, upon 
satisfactory proof of such negligence or want of skill, to revoke his license and 
assign such engineer to a lower grade or class of engineers, if they find him fitted 
therefor. 


Sect. 18. And be it further enacted, That’ whenever any person claiming to be 
a skilful pilot of steam vessels shall offer himself for a license, the inspectors 
shall make diligent inquiry as to his character and merits, and if satisfied, from 
personal examination of the applicant, with the proof that he shall offer, that he 
possesses the requisite knowledge and skill, and is trustworthy and faithful, they 
shall grant him a license for the term of one year, to pilot any such vessel within 
the limits prescribed in the license; but such license shall be suspended or 
revoked upon satisfactory evidence of negligence, unskilfulness, or inattention to 
the duties of his station, or for intemperance, or the wilful violation of any pro- 
vision of this Act. And every such captain, mate, engineer, and pilot who shall 
receive a license as aforesaid shall, when employed upon any such vessel, place 
his certificate of license (which shall be framed under glass) in some conspicuous 
place in such vessel, where it can be seen by passengers and others at all times; 
and for every neglect to comply with this provision by any such captain, mate, 
engineer, or pilot, he shall be subject to a penalty of one hundred dollars fine, 
or to the revocation of his license: Provided, that in cases where the captain 
or mate is also pilot of the vessel, heshall not be required to hold two licenses 
to perform such duties, but the license issued shall state on its face that he is 
authorised to act in such double capacity. 


Sect. 19. And be it further enacted, That the said local boards of inspectors 
shall investigate all acts of incompetency or misconduct committed by any such 
licensed officer, while acting under the authority of his license, and shall have 
power to summon before them any witness within their respective districts, and 
compel their attendance by a similar process as in the United States circuit or 
district courts; and such local inspectors are hereby authorised to administer all 

“necessary oaths to any witnesses thus summoned before them, and after reason- 
able notice in writing given to the alleged delinquent, of the time and place of 
such investigation, the said witness shall be examined under oath touching the 
performance of his duties by any such licensed officer ; and if the Board shall be 
satisfied that such licensed officer is incompetent, or has been guilty of misbe- 
haviour, negligence, unskilfulness, or has endangered life, or wilfully violated any 
provision of this Act, they shall immediately suspend or revoke his license, and 
the chief officer of the Customs for the district shall pay out of the revenues 

received under the provisions of this Act such fees to the United States marshal 
for his services, and to any witness so summoned for his actuai travel and 
attendance, as shall be officially certified to by any inspector hearing the case, 
upon the back of such summons, not’exceeding the rate allowed for fees and to 
witnesses for travel and attendance in any circuit or district courts of the United 
States. 


Sect. 20. And be it further enacted, That whenever any Board of local inspec- 
tors refuse to grant a:license to any person applying for the same, or shall suspend 
or revoke the license of any captain, mate, engineer, or pilot, any person deeming

mises; and such supervising inspector shall examine the case anew, and he shall, 
have the same powers to summon witnesses and compel their attendance, and to 
administer oaths that are conferred on the local inspectors by the terms of this; 
Act, and such witnesses and the marshal shall be paid in the same manner as) 
hereinbefore provided for; and such supervising inspector may revoke, change, 
or modify the decision of such local board; and like proceedings may be had by 
any master or owner of any steam vessel in relation to the inspection of such — 
vessel, or her boilers or machinery, by any such local board ; and in case of; 
repairs, and in any investigation or inspection where there shall be a disagreement; 
between the local inspectors, the supervising inspector, when so requested, shall 
investigate and decide the case.

Sect. 21. And be it further enacted, That, in addition to the annual inspection, 
it shall be the duty of the local inspectors to examine, at proper times, steamers 
arriving and departing to and from their respective ports so often as to enable 
them to detect any neglect to comply with the requirements of law, and also any 
defects or imperfections becoming apparent after the inspection aforesaid, and 
tending to render the navigation of the vessels unsafe ; and if they shall discover 
any omission to comply with the law, or that repairs have become necessary to. 
make the vessel safe, the said inspectors shall at once notify the master in writing, 
stating in the notice what is required ; and if the master deems the requirements 
unreasonable or unnecessary, he may apply for a re-examination of the ease to 
the supervising inspector, as hereinbefore provided ; and if the master or owner 
shall refuse or neglect to comply with the requirements of the local inspectors, 
and shall, contrary thereto, and while the same remains unreversed by the super-_ 
vising inspector, employ the vessel by navigating her, the master and owners, 
and the vessel itself, shall be liable to the penalty.as prescribed by the first section 
of this Act, and in addition thereto shall be liable for any damage to passengers 
and their baggage which sball occur from any defects as stated in the notice 
aforesaid: And all inspections and orders for repairs shall be promptly made. by. 
the inspectors, and, when it can be safely done in their judgment, they shall 
permit repairs to be made where those interested can most conveniently do them; 
and no inspectors of one district shall modify or annul the doings of the inspec- 
tors of another district in regard to repairs, unless there is a change in the state 
of things, demanding more repairs than were thought necessary when the order 
was made, nor shall the inspectors of one district license a person coming from 
another district, if such person has been rejected for unfitness or want of qualifi- — 
cations. 


Sect. 22. And be it further enacted, That the said local boards, when so 
requested in writing by any master or owner, shall, under the direction of the 
supervising inspector, inspect steamers in other collection districts, where’ no 
such Board is established ; and if a certificate of approval is not granted, no other 
inspection shall be made by the same or any other Board until the objections 
made by such local board and uureversed by the supervising inspector of the 
district are removed: Provided, however, that, nothing herein contained shall 
impair the right of the inspectors to permit such vessel to go to another port for 
repairs, if in their opinion wt can be done with safety.

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of an inch in thickness, the ends or heads of the boilers only excepted, and every 
such boiler employed on steamers navigating rivers flowing into the Gulf of 
Mexico, or their tributaries, shall bave not less than three inches space between 
and around its internal flues; and the feed-water shall be delivered into the 
boilers in such manner as to prevent it from contracting the metal, or otherwise 
injuring the boilers.

And be it further enacted, That on any steamers navigating rivers 
only, when, from darkness, fog, or other cause, the pilot or watch shall be of 
opinion that the navigation is unsafe, or from accident to or derangement of the 


machinery of the boat, the chief engineer shall be of tie opinion that the further 
navigation of the vessel is unsafe, the vessel shall be brought to anchor or moored 


as soon as it can prudently be done: Provided, That if the person in command 


shall, after being sv admonished by either of such officers, elect to pursue such . 


voyage, he may do the same; but in such case both he and the owners of such 
steamer shall be answerable for all damages which shall arise to the person of any 
passenger or his baggage from said causes in so pursuing the voyage, and no

Sect. 43. And be it further enacted, That whenever damage is sustained by 
any passenger or his baggage from explosion, fire, collision, or other cause, the 
master and the owner of such vessel, or either of them, and the vessel, shall be 
liable to each and every person so injured to the full amount of damage, if it 
happens through any neglect or failure to comply with the provisions of law 
herein prescribed, or through known defects or imperfections of the steaming 
apparatus or of the hull, and any person sustaining loss or injury throuch the 
carelessness, negligence, or wilful misconduct of any captain, mate, engineer, or

Sect. 44. And be it further enacted, That every steamboat of the United States 
shall, in addition to having her name painted on her stern, as now required by 
law, also have the same conspicuously placed in distinct, plain letters, of not less 
than six inches in length, on each outer side of the pilot-house, if it has such, 
and (in case the said boat has side-wheels) also on the outer side of each wheel- 

. house; 
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‘house ; and if any such steamboat shall be found without having her name placed

And be it further enacted, That every barge carrying passengers 
while in tow of any steamer shall be subject to the provisions of this Act for the 
preservation of the lives of passengers so far as relates to fire-buckets, axes, life- 
preservers, and yawls to such an extent as shall be prescribed by the Board of 
Supervising Inspectors; for the violation of this section the penalty shall be two 
hundred dollars, one-half tor the use of the informer. 


Sect. 47. And be it further enacted, That every river steamer navigating 
waters flowing into the Gulf of Mexico, and their tributaries, shall carry the 
following lights, viz.: One red light on the outboard side of the port smoke-pipe, 
and one green light on the outboard side of the starboard smoke-pipe ; these 
lights to show both forward and abeam on their respective sides. And upon 
each and every coal-boat, trading-boat, produce-boat, canal-boat, cyster-bvat, 
fishing-boat, raft, or other water-craft, navigating any bay, harbour, or river, by 
hand-power, horse-power, sail, or by the current of the river, or which shall be 
anchored or moored in or near the channel or fairway of any bay, harbour, or 
river, there shall be carricd, from sunset to sunrise, one or more good white 
lights, which shall be placed in such manner as shall be prescribed by the Board 
-of Supervising Inspectors; and every such vessel or raft, when running in a fog 
or thick weather, or shall be anchored or moored in or near the channel or fair- 
way as aforesaid, and not in any port, shall sound a fog-horn, or equivalent signal, 
at intervals of not more than two minutes, which shall mike a sound equal to a 
steam-whistle; and all steamers navigating in a fog or thick weather shall sound 
their steam-whistles at intervals of not more than one minute. Every coasting 
steamer, and every steamer navigating bays, lakes, or other inland waters, other 
than ferry-boats and those above provided for, shall carry the red and green 
lights as provided for ocean-going steamers, and, in addition thereto, a central 
range of two white lights; the aiter-light being carried at an elevation of at least 
fifteen feet above the light at the head of the vessel, the head-light to be so con- 
structed as to show a good light through twenty points of the compass, namely, 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on either side of the vessel, and 
the after-light to show all around, the horizon; the lights for ferry-boats shall be 
regulated by such rules as the Board of Supervising Inspectors shall prescribe ; 
and that the provision for a foremast head-light for steamships, in an Act eutitled, 
“ An Act fixing certain Rules and Regulations for Preventing Collisions on the 
Water,” approved the twenty-ninth day of April eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, shall not be construed to apply to other than ocean-going steamers and 
steamers carrying sail. 


Sect. 48. And be it further enacted, That the inspectors shall state in every 
certificate of inspection granted to steamers carrying passengers, other than 
ferry-boats, the number of passengers of each class that any such steamer has 
accommodations for, and can carry with prudence and safety; and it shall not be 
lawful to take on board of any such steamer a greater number of passengers than 
is so stated in the certificate as aforesaid ; and for every violation of this provi- 
sion the master and owner, or either of them, shall be liable, to any persons 
suing for the same, to forfeit the amount of passage-money and ten dollars for 
each passenger beyond the number thus allowed: Provided, however, That if 
any such steamer shall engage in excursions, inspectors shall issue to such steamer 
a special permit, in writing, for the occasion, in which shall be stated the addi- 
tional number of passengers that may be carried, and the number and kind of 
life-saving appliances that shall be provided for the safety of such additional 
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passengers ; and they shall also, in their discretion, limit the route and distance 
for such excursions. : 


Sect. 49. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the master of 
every passenger steamer fo keep a correct list of all the passengers received and 
delivered from day to day, noting the places where received and where landed, 
which record shall be open to the inspection of the inspectors and officers of the 
customs at all times, and the aggregate number of said passengers shall be 
furnished to inspectors as often as called for; but on routes not exceeding one 
hundred miles, the number of passengers, if kept, shall be sufficient ; and in case 
of default through negligence or design, the said master shall forfeit one hundred 
dollars, which penalty, as well as that for excess of passengers, shall be a lien 
upon the vessel: Provided, however, That a bond may, as provided in other cases, 
be given to secure the satisfaction of the judgment. 


Sect. 50. And be it further enacted, That every master or commander of any 
steamer carrying passengers shall keep on board of such steamer at least two 
copies of this Act, to be furnished to him by the Secretary of the Treasury ; and 
if the master or commander ueglects or refuses to do so, or shali unreasonably 
refuse to exhibit a copy of the same to any passenger who shall ask for it, he 
shall forfeit twenty dollars. 


Sect. 51. And be it further enacted, That all coastwise sea-goine vessels, and 
vessels navigating the great lakes, shall be subject to the navigation laws of the 
United States, when navigating within the jurisdiction thereof; and all vessels, 
propelled in whole or in part by steam, and navigating as aforesaid, shall be 
subject to all the rules and regulations established in pursuance of law for the 
government of steam-vessels in passing, as provided by this Act ; and every coast- 
wise sea-going steam- vessel subject to the navigation laws of the United States, and 
to the rules and regulations aforesaid, not sailing under register, shall, when 
under way, except on the high seas, be under the control and direction of pilots 
licensed by the inspectors of steam-boats. And no State or municipal govern- 
ment shall impose upon pilots of steam-vessels herein provided for any obligation 
to procure a State or other license in addition to that issued by the United 
States, nor other regulation which will impede such pilots in the performance of 
their duties, as required by this Act; nor shall any pilot charges be levied by any 
such authority upon any steamer piloted as herein provided, and in no case shall 
the fees charged for the pilotage of any steam-vessel exceed the customary or 
legally established rates in the State where the same is performed: Provided, 
however, That nothing in this Act shail be construed to annul or affect any 


regulation established by the laws of any State requiring vessels entering or leaving — 


a port in any such State, other than coastwise steam-vessels, to take a pilot duly 
licensed, or authorized by the laws of such State, or of a State situate upon the 
waters of such State. 


Sect. 52. And be it further enacted, That every.steamer navigating the ocean, 
or any lake, bay, or sound of the United States, shall be provided with such 
numbers of life-boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, and drags, as will best secure 
the safety of all persons on board such vessel in case of disaster ; and every sea- 
going vessel carrying passengers, and every such vessel navigating any of the 
northern or north-western lakes, shall have the life-boats required by law, pro- 
vided with suitable boat-disengaging apparatus, so arranged as to allow such 
boats to be safely launched while such vessels are under speed or otherwise, and 
so as to allow such disengaging-apparatus to be operated by one person, dis- 
engaging both ends of the boat simultaneously from the tackles by which it may 
be lowered to the water. And it shall be the duty of the Board of Supervising 
Inspectors to fix and determine, by their rules and regulations, the kind of life- 
boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, and drags that shall be used on such vessels,

appliances being suited to the navigation in which the steamer is employed ; and. 
if the owners of any such steamers neglect or refuse to provided such drags, life- 
boats, floats, rafts, life-preservers, pumps, or appliances, as shall be required by 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors, and approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, such owners ‘shall be fined one thousand dollars. 

Sect. 53. 
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Sect. 53. And be it further enacted, That every sea-going steamer, and every 
steamer navigating the great northern or north-western lakes, carrying passengers, 
the building of which shall be completed after six months from the passige of 
this Act, shall have not less than three water-tight cross-bulkheads, said bulk- 
heads to reach to the main deck in single-decked vessels, otherwise to the deck 
next below the main deck; the same to be made of iron plates, sustained upon 
suitable framework, and properly secured tg the hull of the vessel; the position 
of such bulkheads and the strength of material of which the same shall be con- 
structed to be determined by the general rules of the Board of Supervising 
Inspectors. 


Sect. 54. And be it further enacted, That it shall at all times be the duty of 
all officers licensed under the provisions of this Act to assist the inspectors in 
their examination of any such vessel to which any such- licensed officers belong, 
and to point out all defects and imperfections known to them in the hull, equip- 
ments, boilers, or machinery of such vessel, and also to make known to the 
inspectors, at the earliest opportunity, all accidents or occurrences producing 
serious injury to the vessel, her boilers, or machinery; and in default thereof 
the license of any such officer so neglecting or refusing shall be revoked. 


Sect. 55. And be it further enacted, That if any licensed officer shall, to the 
hinderance of commerce, wrongfully or unreasonably refuse to serve in his official 
capacity on any steamer, as authorized by the terms of his certificate of license, 
or shall fail to deliver to the applicant for such service at the. time of such refusal, 
if the same shall be demanded, a statement in writing assigning good and suffi- 
cient reasons therefor, or if any pilot or engineer shall refuse to admit into the 
pilot-house or engine-room any person whom the master or owner of the vessel 
may desire to place there for the purpose of learning the profession, his license 
shall be revoked upon the same proceedings as herein provided in other cases of 
revocation of such licenses. 


Sect. 56. And be it further enacted, That every captain, chief mate, engineer, 
and pilot of any such vessel shall, before entering upon his duties, make solemn 
oath before one of the inspectors herein provided for, to be recorded with the 
certificate, that he will faithfully and honestly, according to his best skill and 
_ judgment, without concealment or reservation, perform all the duties required of 
him by this Act. And if any such captain, chief mate, engineer, or pilot, or any 
person summoned under this Act as a witness, shall, when under examination on 
oath by any such inspector, knuwingly and intentionally falsify the truth, such 
person shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and if convicted be punished accord- 
ingly: Provided, however, That when any such licensed officer is employed on a 
steamer in a district distant from any local board of inspectors, such inspectors, 
or the supervising inspector of the district, may grant a renewal of his license 
without such licensed officer being personally present, under such regulations as 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors shall prescribe. 


Sect. 57. And be it further enacted, That any captain, engineer, or pilot, or 
other person employed. on any steamboat or vessel, by whose misconduct, 
negligence, or inattention to his or their respective duties on such vessel, the 
life of any person shall be destroyed, or if in consequence of fraud, connivance, 
misconduct, or violation of law by any owner or inspector, or other public officer, 
the life of any person shall be destroyed, he or they shall be deemed guilty of 
manslaughter, and, upon conviction thereof before any circuit court of the 
United States, shall be sentenced to confinement at hard labour for a period of 
not more than ten years. ) 

Sect. 58. And be it further enacted, That the hull and boilers of every ferry- 
boat, yacht, canal-boat, or other small craft of like character, propelled by steam, 
shall be inspected under the provisions of this Act. And such other provisions 
of law for the better security of life, as may be applicable to such vessels, shall, 
by the rules and regulations of the Board of Supervising Inspectors, be required 
before a certificate of inspection shall be granted; and no such vessel shall be 
navigated without a licensed engineer and a licensed pilot. 


Sect. 59. And be it further enacted, That the hull and boiler or boilers of 
every tug-boat, towing-boat, and freight-boat shall be inspected, under the provi- 
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sions of this Act; and it shall be the duty of the inspectors to see that the 
boilers, machinery, and appurtenances of such vessels are not dangerous in form 
or workmanship, and that the safety-valves, gauge-cocks, low-water alarm- 
indicators, steam-gavges, and fusible plugs are all attached in conformity to law; 
and the officers navigating such vessels shall be licensed in conformity with the 
provisions of this Act, and shall be subject to the same regulation of law as 
officers navigating passenger steamers. 


And be it further enacted, That, before issuing any license to any 
steamer, the collector or other chief officer of the customs for the port or district 
shall demand and receive from the owner or owners thereof, as a compensation 
for the inspections and examination made for the year, the following sums, in 
addition to the fees for issuiug enrolments and licenses now allowed by law, 
according to the tonnage of the vessel, to wit: For each. steam-vessel of one 
hundred tons or under, twenty-five dollars; and, in addition thereto, for each 
and every ton in excess of one hundred tons, five cents. And each captain, chief 
engineer, and first-class pilot, licensed as herein provided, shall pay for every 
ceitificate, granted by any inspector or inspectors, the sum of ten dollars; and 
every chief mate, engineer, and pilot of an inferior grade shall pay, for every 
certificate so granted, the sum of five dollars, which shall be paid over to the 
chief officer of the customs in such manner and under such regulations as shall 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury.

Sect. 70. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of all collectors 
or other chief officers of the customs, to require all sailing vessels to be furnished 
with proper signal lights, as provided for by the Act of twenty-ninth April eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, entitled, “An Act fixing certain rules and regulations for 
preventing collisions on the water,” and every such vessel shall, on the approach 
of any steamer during the night time, show a lighted torch upon that point or 
quarter to which such steamer shall be approaching. And every such vessel that 
shall be navigated without complying with the terms of the said Act of twenty- 
ninth April eighteen hundred and sixty-four, and the provisions of ‘this section, 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of two hundred dollars, one half to go to the informer; 
and for which sum the vessel so navigated shall be liable, and may be seized and 
proceeded against by way of libel, in any district court of the United States 
having jurisdiction of the offence, 


Sect. 71. And be it further enacted, That the Act entitled “ An Act to provide 
for the better security of the lives of passengers on board vessels propelled in 
whole or in part by steam,” approved seventh July eighteen hundred and thirty- 
eight; also, “An Act to modify the Act entitled ‘ An Act to provide for the

28th February 1871.

Boilers, however, built of steel plates prior to 28 February 1872 shall be 
deemed to have a tensile strength of 75,000 pounds to the sectional square inch 
whether stamped or not, and shall be tested under the rule prescribed for boilers 
inspected under the provisions of Section 36 of the Act relating to boilers built 
after the 28th of February 1872.

Rule 2. In the first column to the left will be found the diameter of boilers, 
varying by 2” from 36’ to 48’, and by 6’ from 48° to 96’. In the second column 
will be found the thickness of boiler. -plates, expressed in the decimal parts of an 
inch, and varying—by ,2, BEAN —from 3," to me 1875, .25, .8125, and .375 


are the decimal equivalents fon iso d's ae, ond, 2. ... The decimals,,.21, ,.233;:26, 
and .29, correspond nearly to {¢’, 33°, #3, and 34’ in the Table of Pressure allow- 


able on Boilers made prior to 28th February 1872. At the heads of the double 
columns will be found the tensile strength of the plates per square inch of section ; 
also 1 of that amount. The pressures allowable on single-riveted boilers will be 
found in the first divisions of the double columns under the tensile strengths and 
opposite the diameters and thicknesses; and in the second divisions, the pres- 
sures allowable on boilers where all the rivet-holes have been fairly drilled 
instead of punched, and the longitudinal laps of their cylindrice! parts double 
riveted. 

The pressure for any dimensior of boilers not found in the above T able, can be 
‘ascertained by the following rule, viz. : 

Multiply one-sixth (;°) of the lowest tensile strength found stamped on any 
plate in the cylindrical shell, by the thickness—expressed in inches or parts of an 
inch—of the thinnest plate in the same cylindrical shell, and divide by the radius 
or half diameter—also expressed in inches—and the sum. will be the pressure 
allowable per square inch of surface for single riveting, to which add twenty 
per centum for double riveting, &c. 

The hydrostatic pressure applied, under the above Table and rule, must be in 
the proportion of one hundred and fifty pounds to the square inch to one hundred 
pounds to the square inch of the working pressure allowed. 

Where flat surfaces exist, the inspector must satisfy himself that the bracing, 
and all other parts of the boiler, are of equal strength with the shell, and he must 
also, after applying the hydrostatic test, thoroughly examine every part of the 
boiler to see that no weakness or fracture has been caused thereby. Inspectors 
must see that the flues are of proper thickness to avoid the danger of -collapse, 
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Flues of sixteen inches in diameter must not be less than one-quarter of an inch 
in thickness, and in proportion for flues of a greater or less diameter. _ 

Rule 3. Every iron or stecl plate intended for the construction of boilers to be 
used on steam vessels, shall be stamped by the manualacturer in the following 
manner, viz.: At the diagonal corners, at a distance of about four inches from 
the edges, and also at or near the centre of the plate, with the name of the 
manufacturer, the place where mannfactured, and the number of pounds tensile 
strain it will bear to the sectional square inch. 

The manner of inspecting, testing, and stamping boiler-plates, by the United 
States inspectors, shall be as follows, viz.: 

The sheets to be inspected and tested shall be selected by the inspectors, 
indiscriminately, from the lot presented, and shall not be less than one-tenth of 
the entire lot so presented, and from every such selected sheet the inspector 
shall cause a piece to be taken, for the purpose of ascertaining its strength, the 
area of which shall equal one quarter of one square inch, and the force at which 
this piece can be parted in the direction of its fibre or grain, represented by 
pounds avoirdupois multiplied by four, shall be the tensile strength, and the lot 
from which the test-sheets were taken shall not be marked above the lowest 
number represented by these tests. The inspector shall also subject a piece 
taken from each selected sheet to repeated he iting and cooling, and shall bend 
it short, both in a hot and a cold state, and shal] draw it out under the hammer, 
as it is called, in order to ascertain the other qualities mentioned in Section 36 
of the Act aforesaid; and should these test-pieces be tound deficient in these 
qualities, the inspectors shall refuse to place the Government stamp on the lot from 
which these test-sheets were taken; but if the test-pieces should prove to possess 
these qualities, then the inspector shall proceed to stamp the entire lot from which 
they were taken with the letiers “U.S.” and the figure denoting the inspection- 
district in which the inspection was made. 

All boiler-plates tested and stamped as above shall be considered as having 
becn inspected according to law; but should any local or other inspector have 
valid reasons for believing that fraud has been practised, and that the stamps 
unon any such boiler-plates are false, in whole or in part, he is empowered to 
re-inspect and test the same. 

The provisions of this rule shall take effect as soon as the inspectors are 
appointed, and the manufacturers of boiler-plates notified of the same. 

In the following Table will be found the widths, expressed in hundredths of an 
inch, that will equal one-quarter of one square inch of section of the various 
thicknesses of boiler-plates. The signs + (plus) and — (minus) indicate that 
the numbers against which these signs are placed are a trifle more, or less, but 
will not, in any one instance, exceed three one-thousandths of an inch. 

The gauge to be employed, by inspectors and others, to determine the thick- 
ness of boiler-plates, and the widths in the Table, will be the Darling, Brown, and 
Sharp’s gauge, of Providence, Rhode Island, and will be furnished by the Trea- 
sury Department. This gauge has been approved by the Board of Supervising 
inspectors.

Rule 4. The hulls and boilers of all tug, towing, and freight-boats shall be 


inspected in accordance with Section 59 of the Act aforesaid, but steam-regis- 


tering gauges shall not be required on the above-named steamers. 

Rule 5. The feed-water shall uot be admitted into any boiler on board of any 
steam-vessel subject to the jurisdiction of this Board, at a less temperature than 
one hundred (100) degrees Fahrenheit for low-pressure or condensing boilers, 
and one hundred and eighty (180) degrees Fahrenheit for high-pressure or non- 
condensing boilers; nor shall cold water be admitted into any such boilers while 
the water is at a less temperature than the surrounding atmosphere. 

Rule 6. Whenever steamers use a pressure upon their boilers exceeding sixty 
pounds to the square inch, they shall be inspected as/high-pressure steamers, and 
designated as such. | 

Rule 7. Inspectors shall not hereafter allow the use of donkey boilers of the 
vertical tubular kind on steamers navigating the waters flowing into the Gulf of 
Mexico. . 

Rule 8. 
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Rule 8. Stand-pipes used on high-pressure western river steamers shall be 
constructed of iron, tested and stamped as required by law; but when a steamer 
is to be navigated in salt waters, and, in the opinion of the supervising inspector, 
cast-iron may be employed with greater safety, he may allow stand-pipes con 
structed of cast-iron to be used on steamers of the latter class. 

Rule 9. All steamers hereafter constructed, navigating the ocean, sounds, 
lakes, bays, and rivers, and subject to the jurisdiction of the Board, shall have a 
clear space of not less than sixteen inches on all sides of the boilers, and at the 
back end of all such boilers there shall be a clear space of two feet. Slip-joints 
in steam-pipes shall, in their working parts, when the steamer is to be employed 
in navigating salt waters, be made of eopper or composition. 


RELATING TO LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS. 


Rule 1. Where ladders or steps are necessary to enable passengers on board 
to escape conveniently to the boats, such steps shall be provided and placed on 
each side of the steamer, with man-ropes of suitable size and of sufficient leneth 
to reach the water; and one of the means of escape from one deck to another, 
as required by law, shall be near the stern of the vessel. Extra steering appara- 
tus for all steamers carrying passengers, consisting of relieving tackles or tiller, 
must be provided. 

Rule 2. Every steam-vessel navigating rivers only (except ferry-boats, freight- 
boats, canal-boats, and towing-boats of less than fifty tons), shall have at least 
one good substantial yawl-boat, with lines attached and properly supplied with 
oars, and kept in good condition at all times for immediate use. And in addition 
thereto, all passenger steamers shall be required to have one metallic life-boat in 
the ratio of one such boat for every sixty passengers allowed to be carried on 
such steamer by their certificates. ‘The metallic life-boats shall not be required 
on western rivers. 

Rule 3. Steamers engaged in. excursions, whether on rivers or bays, shall be 
equipped in such manner as, in the opinion of the supervising inspector of the 
district, will best apply to the navigation in which they are engaged, but no 
such steamer shall be navigated without one good yawl and one metallic life- 
boat. 

Rule 4. Every steamer navigating the oceans or the great northern and north- 
western lakes, shall be equipped with life-boats in the ratio of one boat for every 
thirty persons allowed to be carried as passengers, or employed as crew, on board 
such steamer. The number of boats in each case to be determined by the 
inspectors according to their certificate of inspection, which shall state upon its 
face the maximum number of passengers permitted to be carried, and the 
number of persons constituting a full crew for such steamer. At least one of the 
boats so required shall be metallic, and the balance may be of wood or iron, as 
the inspectors may determine, being governed by the character of the navigation 
in which the vessel is to be employed. Every life-boat shall be rated with 
respect to the number of persons it may be allowed to carry, according te its size 
and buoyancy: Provided, however, that if it shall be more convenient, in the 
opinion of the inspectors and owner or owners, to equip in part any such steamer 
with life-rafts, approved by the supervising inspectors and by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the inspectors may allow the use of such aumber of rafts as in 
their opinion may, in addition to the life-boats provided, be necessary for the 
safety of passengers, in proportion to the number which such steamer is allowed 
to carry. Other life-saving appliances, approved by the Board of Supervising 
Inspectors and by the Secretary of the Treasury, may also be allowed, and shall 
be rated as equivalents in the proportion to which the buoyancy and capacity of 
such appliances may entitle them. All wooden boats hereafter made for use on 
passenger steamers shall be clincher built. So many of the life-boats as can be 
conveniently carried on cranes or davits shall be so carried, and the remainder 
shall be stowed in the most convenient places for use. Steamers navigating the 
Pacific Ocean shall not be piquveetl to garry more than twenty-five life-boats, or 
their equivalent. 

Rule 5. Every steamer navigating the bays or sounds of the United States 
shall be equipped with not less than one life-boat for every sixty persons she is 
allowed by her certificate to carry, including the crew, one at least of which boats 
shall be metallic. So many of such boats as can be conveniently carried on cranes 
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or davits shall be so carried ; the remainder shall be stowed in the most convenient 
places for launching. If, in the opinion of the inspectors and owners, it shall 
not. be covenient to carry the requisite number of such boats, other lite-saving 
appliances, approved by the Board of Supervising Inspectors and by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, may be substituted therefor in the ratio to which the buoyaney 
and capacity of such appliances may entitle them. 


Rule 6. Every metallic life-boat required by law on steamers carrying passen- 
gers shall be substantially constructed of galvanized iron, of not less than No. 18 
wire-gauge in thickness, and cf such dimensions and capacity as will sustain in 
and arouud it, when afloat, at least thirty persons, aid shall have, when filled 
with water, a buoyancy of at least eight hundred pounds, and every such life-boat 
shall be equipped with life-lines around the gunwales; shall have a good rope 
painter of suitable size, and not less than 50 feet in length, attached, and shall 
be supplied with a proper complement of oars. 


Rule 7. Every raft, used or required by law for safety of life upon any steamer 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Board, shall be substantially constructed either 
of copper, galvanized iron, rubber, wood, or other suitable material, combined or 
separate, and of such form as shall be best adapted to the character of the navi- 
gation in which such steamer is or shall be engaged. Every such raft shall have 
acapacity to sustain upon and around it, when in the water, at least flteen per- 
sons, and shall be suitably equipped with life-lines, painter, and oars, so that such 
raft may be conveniently handled and navigated: Provided, however, that no 
kind of rafts shall be used, as aforesaid, that shall not have been first approve by 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors and by the Secretary of the Treasury. 


Rule 8. Drags, or floating anchors, as required by Section 52 of the Act afore- 
said, should be constructed of pine plank, not less than two inches in thickness, 
riveted together transversely, and should contain, by superficial measurement, a 
weight proportioned to the tonnage of the vessel. The drag may be connected 
with the ship’s cable by a bridle of iron rods or chains and shackle, and should 
be so constructed as to be capable of being compactly stowed near the head of 
the ship. Steamers navigating the oceans s!iould be provided with at least one 
drag, of dimensions as follows: For ships of four hundred tons, or under, not less 
than twenty-five superficial feet; of six hundred tons, not less than thirty-six 
feet; of one thousand tons, not less than fifty feet; of fifteen hundred tens, 
not less than eighty feet; of twenty-five bundred tons, not less than one hundred 
feet; and in this ratio for all vessels of a greater or intermediate burden not 
above stated. 

Steamers whose routes do not extend “‘ off anchorage ” are not required to 
have drags or floating anchors on board. 


Rule 9. Every life-preserver, adjustable to the body of a person, shall be made 
of good sound cork blocks, with belts and shoulder straps properly attached, 
and shall be so constructed as to place the cork underneath the shoulders and 
around the body of the person wearing it; and it shall be the duty of the in- 
spectors to see by actual examination that every such life-preserver contains at 
least six pounds of good cork, which shall have a buoyancy of at least four pounds 
to each) pound of cork. 

Inspectors are further required to direct such life-preservers to be distributed 
throughout the cabins, state-rooms, berths, and other places convenient for pas- 
sengers on such steamer; and there shall be a printed notice posted in every 
cabin and state-room, and in conspicuous places about the decks, informing pas- 
sengers of the location of life-preservers and other life-saving appliances, and of 
the mode of applying or adjusting the same. 


Rule 10. The ‘‘ water-tight cross bulkheads,” required by Section 53 of the 
Act aforesaid, shall, for wooden hulls, be made of iron plates, well fastened to 
suitable framework, which framework must be firmly secured to the hulls, and 
caulked ; for iron hulls they shall be made of iron plates, not less than one-quarter 
of an inch in thickness, well secured to the framework of the hulls and strengthened 
by a stanchion of angle-iron, placed not more than two feet from centre to centre. 
Of these bulkheads one must be placed immediately forward of, and one imme- 
diately abaft, the engines and boilers: the third, or cellision bulkhead, to be 
placed fifteen or twenty feet from the stern. 
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RELATING to FirnzE APPARATUS and COMBUSTIBLES. 


Buckets, Barrels, and Axes. 


Rule 1. All passenger steamers are required to be provided with fire-buckets, 
- barrels, and axes, as follows, viz.

Provided, however, that tanks of suitable dimen- 
sions and arrangement, or buckets in sufficient 
number, may be substituted for barrels on all 
vessels. Five buckets shall be considered as equi- 
valent for one barrel.

Fire- buckets, barrels, or tanks, required by law, must be kept constantly filled 
with water, and in such positions on board as shall be most convenient for the 
extinguishment of fire. 

A\l axes must be so located as to be readily found in time of need; must not 
be used for general purposes, and must be kept in good condition. 

Rule 2. All hay carried on the decks of passenger stea:ners shall be covered 
by a tarpaulin while on board. . 

Rule 3. All steamers on western rivers which have their boilers so situated 
that sparks from the fires may be driven back among the freight or other com- 
bustible material, shall have a sheet-iron fender extending fata from the fire- 
doors not less than two feet, at the height of the furnace-fr onts, and connecting 
with the same. 

Rule 4. The pipes required by law, on board of steamers, to convey steam from 
their boilers to the holds, and the separate compartments of the same, except 
that portion set apart for cabins, shall in no case be Jess than one and a half 

inches in diameter, and the brinelies leading to the several compartments of the 
hold of a vessel shall be supplied with valv es, the handles cf which shall be 
marked so as to indicate the compartments or parts of the vessel into which the 
pipes lead. These valves or their handles shall be placed in the most aceessible 
part of the main deck of the vessel, and so arranged, when practicable, that all 
can be enclosed in a box or casing, the door of which shall be plainly marked 
with the words ‘‘ steam. fire- -apparatus.” 

Rule 5. Steamers required by law to be provided with double-acting steam 
fire-pumps, or their equivalents fcr throwing water, shall be allowed to select 
the same from any such as are recognised by the Board of Supervising Inspectors, 
and approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, as good and efficient pumps, and’ 
shall be provided according to their tonnage as fvllows, viz. : 


For a steamer of not more than two hundred tons burden, four inches 
stroke and two inches diameter of plunger, or. its equivalent. 

Of more than two and not over five hundred tons burden, seven inches 
stroke and four inches diameter of plunger, or its equivalent. 
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Of more than five hundred and not over one thousand tons burden, 
seven inches stroke and six inches diameter of plunger, or its equivalent. 

Of more than one thousand and not over fifteen hundred tons burden, 
ten inches stroke and six inches diameter of plunger, or its equivalent. 

Of more than fifteen hundred and not over two thousand tons burden, 
ten inches stroke and eight inches diameter of plunger, or its equivalent. 

Of more than two thousand and not over twenty-five hundred tons 
burden, twelve inches stroke and eight inches diameter of plunger, or its 
equivalent. 

Of more than twenty-five hundred and not over three thousand tons 
burden, twelve inches stroke and ten inches diameter of plunger, or its 
equivalent. 


Steamers are not restricted to the above particular proportions for fire-pumps ; 
any other dimensions equal to or greater in capacity may be allowed. 

The diameter of the pipes leading from the pumps must in no case be less than 
that of the discharge opening of the pumps. 

A rotary pump, when driven by an engine independent of the main engine, or 
a steam siphon-pump, may be considered as an equivalent for the double-acting 
fire-pump, and used as such,when equal to it in efficiency and the degree of 
capacity required. 

Rule 6. Any steamer having on board an independent steam-pump and an 
auxiliary boiler, suitably arranged, and of sufhcient strength and capacity to test 
the boilers thereof,—or if one of the hand fire-pumps, required by law, be suitably 
arranged and of sufficient strength and capacity for testing boilers; or if the 
** doctor,” so called, when arranged permanently for testing the boilers, is, in the 
judgment of the inspectors, suitable for the purposes intended,—may be con- 
sidered as having complied with the law requiring all steamers to be supplied 
with such pumps. 

_ Rule 7. Any steamer of two hundred tons burden or under, required by law to 
have a double-acting steam fire-pump, and having in use on board ‘a doctor,” 
so called, such “doctor” may be considered a lawful equivalent for such pump 
when it has pipes attached to it leading to the upper and between decks, such 
pipes being provided with hose and valves according to law; but the pipes shall 
in no case be less than one anda half inches in diameter. The pump for supply- 
ing the boilers shall in no case be considered as an equivalent for the double- 
acting steam fire-pump on steamers above two hundred tons burden. 

ule 8. All steam fire-pumps required by law on steam-vessels shall be sup- 
plied with conuection-pipes leading to the hold of the vessel, with stop-cocks or 
shut off valves attached, and so arranged that such pumps may be used for pump- 
ing and discharging water overboard from the hold; and each compartment 
bulkhead shall be fitted with valves, so as to admit water from one compartment 
to the other, and the valves so arranged as to be worked from the main-deck. 
And, in addition to these steam fire-pumps so arranged, where the bilge-injection 
does not exist in steamers, there shall be supplied to every steamer carrying 
passengers, and navigating waters other than rivers only, such number of pumps 
or steam-siphons as shall be equal to the capacity of such steam fire-pumps. 

Rule 9. So much of Section 3 of the Act aforesaid as requires donkey or steam 
fire-pumps to be placed on the main-deck shall not apply to ferry-boats ; donkey- 
pumps on such boats may be placed either on the deck or in the hold, as may be 
most convenient. 

Rule 10. All steamers of one hundred tons or upward, carrying passengers, 
when lying at the wharf or landing, without steam to work the puuips, shall be 
provided with fire-extinguishers approved by the Board of Supervising Inspectors 
and by the Secretary of the Treasury, in the following proportions, viz. : 


Yor steamers under five hundred tons burden and above one hundred, 
two of such extinguishers, | 

For steamers of five hundred tons burden and under one thousand five 
hundred, three of such extinguishers. 

For steamers of one thousand five hundred tons burden and under two 
thousand five hundred tons, four of such extinguishers. 

For steamers of two thousand five hundred tons burden and over, five 
of such extinguishers. | 


The 


CONCERNING BOILER EXPLOSIONS IN STEAM VESSELS. 33 


‘The local inspector shall designate the place or places, oa board of steamers 
“most convenient to be reached in case of fire, where these extinguishers shall 
be kept. 

No fire-extinguisher shall be allowed which is not guaranteed for one year by 
the manufacturer and dealer, and which has not been subjected to a hydrostatic 
pressure of at least 75 per cent. above the pressure of the gas generated therein. 
The pressure to which each machine has been subjected shail be conspicuously 
marked upon the same. 

Rule 11. Refined petroleum, which will not ignite at a temperature less than 
one hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, may, upon routes where there is no other 
practicable mode of transporting it, be carried on passenger-steamers, upon the 
guards or forward main-deck thereof, and at a safe distance from any fire: Pro- 
vided, ‘The same shall be securely put up in good metallic cans or vessels, and 
carefully packed in boxes, or in iron-bound casks or barrels, and the boxes, 
casks, or barrels plainly marked upon the heads thereof with the manufacturer’s 
name, the name of the article, and the degree of temperature (Fahrenheit) at 
which the petroleum will ignite; and all such boxes, casks, or barrels shall be 
placed and carried only upon the outer edge of the guards and decks as afore- 
mentioned. Any oil which will stand a fire-test of three hundred (300) degrees 
Fahrenheit may be carried as freight, or used as stores, on passenger-steamers. 

Any violation of this rule will subject the offender to the penalty for such 
violation imposed by the Act of Congress relating to steam-vessels, approved 
28th February 1871. | 

Rule 12. It shall be the duty of local inspectors, before granting a certificate 
to any steamer, to see her fire apparatus, such as pumps, hose, &c., put in use, 
and to ascertain that they are all in good condition. 

Rule 13. Every sea-going steamer carrying passengers shall be supplied with 
an auxiliary or donkey boiler of sufficient capacity to work the fire-pumps. 


RELATING To INSTRUMENTS. 


Rule 1. All steam-registers shall be so constructed as to be operated wholly 
by the pressure of steam in the boilers to which said steam-registers are 
attached ; and their mechanism shall be inclosed in a metal case, so arranged as 
to preclude the possibility of its being interfered with from the outside, and be 
secured by a lock or such other device as the Board of Supervising Inspectors 
and the Secretary of the Treasury shall approve; said steam-registers shall be 
provided with a suitable stop-cock to shut off the steam from the register in case 
of necessity, and such stop-cock shall be so placed and arranged as to be secured 
or locked by the same device or lock employed to secure the register from the 
interference of unauthorised persons. The front or face of all registers shall be 
of heavy glass, to enable passengers and others to observe at all times the 
pressure of steam. The number of times the working pressure allowed has been 
exceeded, and the highest point attained, may be registered either upon a con- 
tinuous strip of paper under a pencil moved by the variations in the pressure of 
steam, or by hands or pointers moving over a dial-plate or plates, arranged and 
graduated for that purpose. 

All steam-registers shall be so constructed as to record each excess of more 
than two and a-half pounds above the working pressure allowed for low pressure 
boilers, and of more than five pounds above the working pressure allowed 
for high pressure boilers. And each steam-register, attached to either high or 
low-pressure boilers, shall be capable of recording at least ten pounds above the 
test pressure.._All steam-registers shall be placed in a conspicuous position 
under the direction of the inspectors, who shall also prescribe the manner in 
which steam-registers shall be attached to boilers. 

It shall be the duty of all inspectors, before issuing a certificate of inspection 
to any steamer, to ascertain, by actual test, that the steam-register required by 
law is in accordance with the foregoing rules. The makers and sellers of steam- 
registering gauges shall furnish to the purchaser an acceptable guarantee that 
the same will work correctly, and according to the law and rule, one year, 

Rule 2. All steamers shall have inserted in their boilers plugs of Banca tin, 
at least one-half inch in diameter, in. the following manner, to wit: cylinder 
boilers with flues shall have one plug inserted in the top of one flue of each 
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boiler; and also one plug inserted in the shell of each boiler from the inside im- 
mediately below the fire-line, and not less than four feet from the forward end of 
the boilers. All fire-box boilers shall have one plug inserted in the crown of the 
back connection. 

Rule 3. All steamers having one or two boilers shall have three suitable gauge- 
cocks in each boiler; those having three or more boilers in battery shall have 
three in each outside boiler and two in each remaining boiler in the battery, and 
the middle gauge-cccks in all boilers shall not be less than four inches above the 
top of the flues, tubes, or crown of the fire-box. 

Rule 4. Safety-valves attached to the boilers of all steam vessels hereafter built 
shall have an area of not less than twenty square inches for every five hundred 
feet of effective heating surface (half the flue and all other heating surface being 
taken as effective), and shall be so arranged that each boiler on the steamer shall 
have one separate safety-valve, unless the arrangement is such as to preclude the 
possibility of shutting off the communication of any boiler with the safety-valve 
or valves employed. 

This arrangement shall also apply to lock-up safety-valves when they are em- 
ployed. Lock-up safety-valves shall be such as are approved by the Board of 
Supervising Inspectors and by the Secretary of the Treasury, and of such dimen- 
sions as the inspectors may deem necessary ; and all lock-up valves now in use on 
steamers shall be considered as in compliance with the law. 

Rule 5. All steam-gauges heretofore in use on steamers shall be admissible 
by the inspectors, and other steam-gauges hereafter made, of equal woerit, shall 
be allowed. 

Rule 6. The appliances in use on steamers constructed prior to the 28th of 
February 1872, for determining the height of water in the boilers, shall be con- 
sidered reliable low-water gauges. 

Rule 7. Every device or appliance on board of steamers which is by law, or 
in the discretion of the inspectors, taken from the control of al}: persons navi- 
gating the same, shall be secured as the supervising inspector of the district may 
direct, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. : 


RELATING TO LicENSED OFFICERS. 


Rule 1. Before a license can be issued to any person to act as a master, mate, © 
pilot, or engineer, he must personally appear before some local. board, or a 
supervising inspector, for examination, according to law; but upon the renewal 
of such license, when the distance from any local board or supervising inspector 
is such as to put the person holding the same to great inconvenience and expense 
to appear in person, he may, upon taking the oath of office before any person 
authorised to administer oaths, and forwarding the same, together with the 
license to be renewed and Government fee, to the local board or supervising in- 
spector of the district in which he resides or is employed, have the same renewed 
by the said inspectors, if no valid reason to the contrary be known to them: and 
they shall attach such oath to the stub end of the license, which is to be retained 
on file in their office. | 


Classification of Engineers. 


Rule 2. The classification of engineers on the lakes and seaboard shall be as 
follows : : 
Chief engineers of ocean steamers. 
Chief engineers of lake, bay, and sound steamers. 
Chief engineers of river steamers, 
First assistant engineers. 
Second assistant engineers. 
Third assistant engineers. 
Special engineers. . 
Al) steamers of over one hundred tons burden shall carry at least one chief 
engineer. . Ast 
First assistant engineers may act as first assistants on any steamer. 
Second assistant engineers may act as first assistants on steamers of seven 
hundred and fifty tons and under and second assistants on any steamer. 


Third 
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Third assistants may act as second assistants on steamers of seven hundred 
and fifty tons and under, and third ussistants on any steamer. 

Special engineers may be assigned to act, in any capacity for which they are 
qualified, on steamers of one hundred tons and under. 

Inspectors may designate upon the certificate of any chief engineer thé 
tonnage of the vessel on which he may act, and he may also designate any 
assistant engineer as special engineer on steamers of one hundred tons or 
under, and may restrict an engineer to a particular vessel. 

Engineers on steamers navigating riveis flowing into the Gulf of Mexico shall 
be designated as first and second engineers. The first engineer shall rank as 
chief engineer. Fur steamers of one hundred tons and under, special engineers 
may be licensed, and may, at the option of the inspector, be restricted to a par- 
ticular steamer. 

Rule 3. The navigation of every steamer shall be under the control of a first- 
class pilot, who shall have a. license as such, and every such pilot shall be limited 
in his license to the particular service to which he is adapted. 

Rule 4. When en original license is issued to a pilot whose route extends 
beyond the jurisdiction for which the license is issued, it shall be the duty of 
the local board issuing such license to refer it to the local board of inspectors 
having jurisdiction over the remainder of his route, for their indorsement 
thereon. 

This rule shall apply only to the seaboard, Gulf of Mexico, and rivers flowing 
into the Atlantic Ocean. . 

Rule 5. On all rivers flowing into the Gulf of Mexico (and their tributaries), 
where inspectors are called upon to extend a pilot’s license beyond the usual 
route for which said pilot has been licensed, they may, on being fully satisfied, 
grant the same; or they may refer such application to the board of the district 
to which the extension may be desired, for the purpuse of obtaining an indorse- 
ment of such grant on such license. 

Rule 6. Inspectors, before granting or renewing a license to any person to act 
as a pilot, shall satisfy themselves, by examination, that he thoroughly under- 
stands the rules and regulations governing pilots. 

Rule 7. The grade of an engineer or pilot shall not be raised, during the time 
for which his license was granted, by any other than the inspectors who granted 
the same, vor by them unless proper reasons are assigned therefor, which reasons 
shall be indorsed on the new certificate. 

Rule 8. Whenever an engineer or pilot shall apply for a renewal of his license 
for the same grade, the presentation of the old certificate may be considered 
sufficient evidence of his title to renewal, unless such title has been forfeited, or 
facts shall have come to the knowledge of a member of the board which would 
rencer the renewal improper. 

Rule 9. When the license of any master, mate, pilot, or engineer is revoked, 
such license virtually expires with such revocation, and any license subsequently 
granted to such person shall be considered in the light of an original license, 
and the usual fee shall be demanded and paid accordingly. 

Rule 10. When the license of any master, mate, engineer, or pilot shall be 
suspended, the board making such suspension sha!l determine the term of its 
duration, or, in the absence of such determination, it shall be considered as with- 
out limitation, unless, on appeal to the supervising inspector, the action of the 
local board shall be reversed. | 

Rule 11. Masters, mates, engineers, and pilots whose licenses have been 
revoked may not receive new licenses from any other boards than those which 
decreed the revocation, in each case, except with the consent of the respective 
boards in writing. 

Rule 12. Whenever a master desires to act as pilot, and furnishes the neces- 
sary evidence of his ability, the local inspectors for the district where the license 
is issued shall indorse the route on the master’s certificate ; and, in like manner, 
when a first-class pilot desires to act as mate, if the inspectors are satisfied of his 
ability, they shall indorse the fact on the pilot’s certificate. 

Rule 13. Every steamer running on a daylight route only shall have one first 
officer of each grade, pilot, and engineer, together with a crew sufficient to per- 
form the ordinary duties of the boat. 

Rule 14. Whenever a steamer meets with an accident involving loss of life or 
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damage to property by sinking, burning, explosion, or other cause, it shall be the 
duty of the licensed officers of any such steamer to report the same, withont delay, 
to the nearest local board, provided, when from distance it may be inconvenient 
to report in person, it may be done in writing, and the report sworn to before.an 


authorised magistrate. 


RELATING TO DISCIPLINE. 


Rule 1. It sball be the duty of an engineer, when he assumes chare of the 
boilers and machinery of a steamer, to forth with thoroughly examine the same, 
and if he finds any part thereof in bad condition caused by neylect or inattention 
on the part of bis predecessor, he shall immediately report the facts to the local 
inspectors of the district, who shall thereupon investigate the matters, and if the 
former engineer has been culpably derelict of duty they shall suspend or revoke 
his lheense. 

Rule 2. It shall be the duty of the master of every inspected steamer carrying 
passengers on the ocean, lakes, gulf, or bays, when such steamer is under way, 
to cause to be prepared a station-bill for his own department, and one also for 
the engineer’s department, in which shall be assigned a post or station of duty, 
for every person employed on board such steamer, in ease of fire or other disaster, 
which station-bills shall be posted in the most conspicuous places on board for 
the observation of the crew. And it shall be the duty of such master, or of the 
mate or officer next in command, once at least in each week, to call all hands 
to quarters, and exercise them in the discipline and use of the fire-pumps, 
and all other apparatus for the safety of life on board of such vessel, and to 
see that all the equipments required by law are in complete working order 
for immediate use; and the fact of the exercise of the crew, as herein con- 
templated, shall be entered upon the steamer’s log book, stating the day of 
the month and hour when so exercised, and any neglect or omission on the part 
of the officer in command of such steamer to strictly enforce said rule shall be 
deemed cause for the revocation of the license of such officer. 

Rule 3. It shall be the duty of the mate of every steamer carrying passengers 
to assign to deck or steerage passengers the space they may occupy on board 
during the voyage; and to supervise the stowage of freight or cargo, and see 
that the space so set apart for passengers is not encroachei! upon. He shal! also 
carefully examine all packages of freigit delivered on board tor shipment, with 
a view to detect and prevent any combustible or dangerous articles being delivered 
on board without his knowledge. 


MisceELLANEOUS RULES aND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. Section 41 of the Act of Congress relating to steamers, approved 28th 
February 1871, shall be so construed as to require the inspection of every vessel 
propelled in whole or in part by steam, as provided by law, uuless the title of 
the vessel is actually vested in the United States Government, or the vessel is 
otherwise exempted by the Act. | 

Rule 2. All kinds of instruments, machines, or equipments now in use on 
steamers, under the Steambvats Acts repealed by the Act of 28th February 
1871, shall be considered as approved by this board when the same are in com- 
pliance with the rules made to govern the respective cases in which they are so 
used ; but all kinds of instruments, machines, or equipments, in addition to 
those above-mentioned, required by the last-mentioned Act, must be presented 
to this board for examination and approval before the same can be used. 

Rule 3. Certificates of inspection signed by one local inspector only shall not 
be considered valid, nor shall the name of a regular inspector be substituted by 
that of any other person upon any such certificate. This rule also applies to 
liceuses of pilots and engineers. 

Rule 4. Certificates of inspection for one voyage, or for any period less 
than one year, are not to be issued. 

Rule 5. In the inspection of the hulls of steamers, if the inspector shall not 
have satisfactory evidence, otherwise, of the soundness of the timber, he shall 
not give a certificate until the hull of the vessel be bored to his satisfaction. 

Rule 6. Inspectors may lawfully inspect within their respective districts, upon 
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proper application, any steamer running upon the waters of their district, the 
certificate of which is about to expire. 

Rule 7. The lights of ferry-boats with a rudder on both ends shall be such as, 
in the opinion of the supervising inspector of the district in which the boats are 
running, are best adapted to the character of the navigation and to the preven- 
tion of accidents by collision or otherwise. 

Rule 8. It shall be the duty of the local inspectors to notify the local inspec- 
tors of adjoining districts, through the supervising inspector, of all revocations 
or suspensions of licenses, and also of the names of all persons from whom 
licenses have been withheld, the names of all steam vessels nevlecting or refusing 
to make repairs when ordered, and the names of all that have been refused cer- 
tificates, with the reasons therefor ; and once in each year local inspectors shall 
be supplied with a list of all licensed officers, which shall be printed in the annual 
report of the supervising inspectors, 

Rule 9. All the equipment of a steamer, such as buckets, axes, hose, boats, 
oars, rafts, life-preservers, floats, barrels, tanks, &c., shall be painted or branded 
with the name of the steamer to which they belong. 

Rule 10. Each supervising inspector, in his annual report to the board of 
supervising inspectors, is required to report the number of steamers inspected in 
his district, classified and alphabetically arranged, stating when built, where 
built, amount of tonnage, and of fees which should be collected at the custom 
house ; the number of masters, mates, pilots, and engineers licensed, with their 
grade, number of issue, number of licenses and money received therefor, also 
all fines collected; these lists to be made on blanks to be furnished by the 
Department. He is also required to report all expenditures in his district, 
including salaries, and travelling and incidental expenses ; he is also required to 
report all occurrences, casualties, &c., such report to be so made as to accord in 
form with the tabular statement published in the Nineteenth Annual Report ; 
also any other occurrences and wiatters which, in his opinion, will add value to 
the service and interest to the report. 

Rule 11. Whenever any inspector shall find it necessary, in conducting his 
investigations, or in the performance ot any of his duties, to obtain testimony 
from the inspectors of other districts, he shall request the same through the 
supervising inspector. 

Rule 12. Local boards shall report forthwith to their supervising inspectors, 
in detail, all accidents of a serious character, such as collisions, foundering, 
sinking, fires, and al! other casualties of interest to, or affecting, the steamboat 
service in their respective districts. 

They shall also report quarterly all cases of revocation, suspension, and refusal 
of licenses to masters, mates, pilots, and engineers, with the reasons therefor ; 
all examinations into alleged violations of the steamboat law, with their decisions 
thereon; steamers inspected, with their class and tonnage; steamers refused 
inspection, their class and tonnage, and the reasons for such refusal; steamers 
gone out of service, with their class and tonnage ; the number of masters, mates, 
pilots, and engineers liceased ; grade of licenses and money received therefor, 
during the quarters ending December 31, March 31, June 30, and September 
30 of each year. 

‘The quarterly reports shall be made en or immediately after the first days of 
January, April, July, and October in each year. 

On or before the 5th day of January in each year, alphabetical lists, aryanged 
according to class and grade, of the names of steamers inspected during the 
year, with their tonnage ; when and where built ; the name and grade of masters, 
mates, pilots, and engineers licensed during the year; together with all 
the events affecting the steamboat inspection service and occurring in thcir 
districts during the year, are to be reported in a tabular form, and according to 
blanks to be furnished by the Treasury Department. 

Rule 13. Sieamers of 1,000 tons and under, carrying passengers in the night 
time, navigating rivers, lakes, bays, or sounds, shall at. all times, from sundown 
to sunrise, have a watchman on duty on each deck below the hurricane deck ; 
and all steamers of more than 1,000 tons shall have two watchmen on the lower 
deck, one on the main deck, and twe on the state-room deck; and all steamers. 
on western and southern rivers shall have an additional watchman on the 
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hurricane deck. All sea-going steamers shall have a watchman on daty at all 
times during the night in each cabin and in the steerage. 

Rule 14. All ferry-boats carrying’ passengers shall be equipped as passenger 
steamers, in compliance with the law, and to such extent as, in the opinion of 
the inspectors, shall be deemed just, according to the average number of 
passengers carried per trip. 


GENERAL PROVISION. 


The foregoing rules and regulations adopted by the board of supervising 
inspectors at a specia! meeting thereof, held at Washington, D.C., in the month 
of April 1873, having been approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, have 
the full force of law, and will be observed and followed accordingly by all con- 
cerned. 

Any previous rule, regulation, or instruction’ in conflict therewith will be 
regarded as thereby repealed.

RULES prescribing certain Foc Stenats to be observed by Steamers, Sailing 
Vessels, and other Craft. 


Every steamer, when under way, shall use a steam whistle. Sailing vessels, 
and all other craft propelled by sails, shall use a fog horn. 

Whenever there is a fog, whether by day or night, the fog signals described 
below shall be sounded. 

Sailing vessels and every craft propelled by sails upon the ocean, lakes, aad 
rivers shall, when on their starboard tack, sound one blast of their fog horn; 
when on their port tack they shall sound two blasts of their fog horn; when 
with the wind free or running large they shall sound three blasts of their fog 
horn; when lying to or at anchor they shall sound a general alarm. In each 
instance the above signals shall be sounded at intervals of not more than two 
minutes. 

Sailing vessels, when not under way, and anchored or moored in the channel 
or fairway of commerce, shall sound the geueral alarm signal at intervals of 
not more than two.minutes; and all steamers navigating in a fog or thick 
weather shall, by the rules governing pilots, souud their steam whistle at 
intervals of not more than one minute. 

Sailing vessels shall at all times, on the approach of any steamer during the 
night time, show a lighted torch upon that point or quarter to which such 
steamer shall be approaching. And upon any craft navigating rivers without 
being in tow of a steamer, such as rafts, flat boats, wood boats, and other 
like craft, they shall sound a fog horn at intervals of not more than two 
minutes. | . 

it shall at all times be the duty of steamers to give to the sailing vessel, or 
other craft propelled by sails, every advantage, and keep out of her way.

REPORT of Mr. P. Samson to the Board of Trade.

Sir, 31 May 1876, 

I nave the honour to report, that at the works of Messrs. John Elder & Co., 
I witnessed the bursting by hydraulic pressure of a boiler and superheater that 
were lately taken out of the S.S. “Ban Righ.” I was informed they were about 
six years old, and to outward appearance were in very good condition. 

The boiler is of the ordinary cylindrical high pressure type, fired hoe both 
ends, the shell being made up of five rings of plating 33 inches broad by # of an 
inch thick. The seams of the shell are lap-jomted and dguble-riveted, and | 
was informed that all the rivet holes were punched. ‘The boiler is not fitted 
with a steam- dome, and the shell of the boiler does not appear to have been 
enclosed in any part of the uptake. 

There are three furnaces at each end, 34 inches diameter, and 4 feet 10% inches 
in length, made of two plates 3, of an inch thick, joined below the grate bars 
by single riveted lap joints. 

The end plates in the steam space are secured together by direct stays 
attached by palms to double angle irons. 

The screwed stays on the combustion boxes, and the stay tubes, are very closely 
pitched for the original working pressure. 

The manhole, which is strengthened with an angle iron ring, is the only large 
opening in the shell, and is made so that the smallest axis, 12 inches, is placed 
longitudinally. 

The rivets in the longitudinal seams of the shell are pitched in squares 
2°36 inches apart, and were originally 1 inch in diameter, but the rivet holes are 
about 1 3, of an inch in diameter, the difference being in a great measure due 
, to the punching of the plate. I was informed that the boiler had been carefully 
gauged before the pressure was applied, and then tested to 180 lbs. to make 
sure that all the joints were tight. At this preliminary test it was found that 
the india-rubber joints would not stand the pressure, and riveted patches had to 
be substituted on all openings except the manhole. 

Before the experiment commenced, two wires were wrapped round the boiler 
about one quarter of its length from each end,one end of each wire being fastened to 
a bolt in the shell, and the other attached to a weight sufficient to keep the wire 
tight. Where the ends of the wires overlapped, they were marked for the 
purpose of registering the amount of stretch of the shell, but Iam inclined to 
think they did not effectually answer their purpose, as they were not carefully 
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arranged, and as the wires placed on the superheater broke apparently from the 
excessive friction between the wire and the shell, when the latter began to 
stretch. 

The pressure was obtained from an hydraulic accumulator, the water being 
led to regulating valves on the boiler and superheater (which were lying in the 
yard) by an iron pipe about 14 inches in diameter. The experiments com- 
menced by applying a pressure of 120 lbs. to the boiler, and gauging the flat 
surfaces and furnaces. 

When the pressure was increased to 150 Ibs., and the same points gauged as 
before, the wires showed a stretch in the shell of about +, bare, but the furnaces 
and flat surfaces were practically unaltered. The pressure was then increased 
to 210 lbs., and when the boiler was being gauged it gave two or three loud 
cracking sounds, such as are heard when stay bolts break in boilers when sub- 
jected to the hydraulic test. ’ 

The gauges showed that one of the furnaces had altered its form about 
zi; part of an inch, while the flat surfaces showed only a slight deflection, and 
the wires a stretch in the shell of a full 4 of an inch. 

[t was then intended to apply an additional 30 lbs., but when the pressure 
rose 20 lbs. the boiler burst with a dull report at the longitudinal seam of the 
second strake from the end, and tore in nearly a straight line across the solid 
plate on each side of it, and through the longitudinal seam in the strake marked 
No. 2. 

The fracture also extended through the angle iron that joins the eud to the 
circular portion of the shell, and across about one-third of the tube plate. In 
the rough sketch attached the longitudinal seam marked A B is the one that 
fractured first, and it is worthy of remark that as the pressure was rising from 
210 lbs. to 230 Ibs., there arose from many of the rivet heads in the joint a small 
fountain of water. : 

The other small fractures shown on the tracing also occurred after the joint 
gave way. 

On examining the fracture I found the plate at the jot A B was practi- 
cally its original thickuess, # of an inch, but the solid plate adjoining, marked 
No. 5, was reduced in thickness to a mean of about 2. of an inch, although in 
some patches it was 3 inch and ,f only. 

The width of the fracture in its widest part measured 2 inches, and was greatest 
in the end strake of the plate marked No. 5; but in the tube plate, and No. 2 
strake, it was only visible, while in Nos. 3 and 4 strakes, the crack was open 
about ;{ and 135 inches respectively. From careful measurement I find that 
the section of plate left in the joints was only 53 per cent. of the original 
section, and on calculating the strains per square inch of section left, find it 
only 17°2 tons. 

As this strain is probably about 3 tons less than the strength of the solid 
plate per square inch, it woula appear that the plates are weakened to that 
amount by punching and lap jointing. ‘The rivets in the longitudinal seams 
had a surplus of section, and the furnaces and flat surfaces were the strongest 
part of the boiler by the Board’s rule. If the plates be found on test to have 
a strength of 20 tons per square inch, it will go a long way to prove the 
necessity of the allowances for punching the rivet holes, lap jointing, &c., in 
the Board’s rules, and the general correctness of the whole method adopted. 

Taking the strength of the joint as equal to 70 per cent. of the solid plate (the 
ordinary rule in use previous to the issuing of the Board’s rule), this boiler 
should have burst at a pressure of 348 lbs.; and if the bursting pressure be cal- 
culated by the method advocated by Mr. Holt and others, viz., taking the mean 
section of the joint and solid plate, it amounts to no less than 426 lbs., instead of - 
230 lbs., the actual bursting pressure. 

The strength of the iron being taken in both calculations as equal to 20 tons 
per square inch of section, as the latest experiments by Mr. Kirkaldy have 
shown that about 20 tons is the value of boiler plates now manufactured. 

Had the seams in the shell of this boiler been butt jointed, and all the rivet 
holes drilled in place, the bursting pressure would have been by the Board’s 
rule 267 lbs., but as all the joints were lapped and the rivet holes punched, the 
pressure due to the allowances opposite DIK and S must be deducted for 
the imperfections in workmanship and design. These I find amount to 14°2 per 
cent., which, being deducted from 267 lbs., leaves 229°35 lbs.., or only 4, of a Ib. 
from the actual bursting pressure. 3 


These 
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These figures speak for themselves, and show in this case, at least, that the 
Board’s rule for boiler shells is the only rule amongst many that gives, by 
calculations, the actual bursting pressure for the cylindrical portion of a boiler. 

The superheater consists of an outer cylindrical shell, 8 feet 5 inches in 
diameter, made of three rings of plating 2 of an inch in thickness, the seams 
being all lapped and double riveted, and the rivet holes punched, and has an inner 
tube 66 inches in diameter. ‘The inner tube and shell are attached to flat-end 
plates 1; in thickness, without stays, by double riveting, and form an annular 
space for the reception of steam of about 174 inches wide. The internal tube is 
made of three rings of plating 4 inch in thickness, butt jointed and double 
riveted, and attached transversely by what appears to be cockscomb joints. The 
plates between the joints are supported by T iron rings, which appear to be 
about 19 inches apart. 

The openings in the shell were fitted with riveted patches similar to those on 
the boiler shell. 4 

Previous to the pressure being applied, the ends and inner tube were gauged, 
and two wires placed round the shell, dividing its length into three equal parts, to 
indicate the amount of stretch of the plates. 

At about 200 lbs. pressure, the wires broke, apparently caused by the friction 
on the wires when the shell stretched. 

Between 200 lbs. and 240 Ibs. pressure the seams leaked very much, especially 
the longitudinal ones, and one of the riveted patches so much so, that at one time 
it was thought the experiment would have to be abandoned from this cause. 
The water was, however, allowed to escape, and the worst places caulked for the 
final trial, and when a pressure of 240 lbs. was again applied, the shell burst in 
the longitudinal seam of the middle ring of the plating, fracturing the plate 
between the rivet holes. The fracture was ehiefly confined to the longitudinal 
seam apparently by the double thickness of the plates forming the transverse 
seam. As the pitch of the rivets (taking the mean of 10) is 2°4 inches, and the 
rivet holes ? inch in diameter, it would appear that the metal gave way at a strain 
of only 31,400 Ibs., or about 14 tons per square inch of section, which is a strain 
considerably less than the worst specimens of plate I have yet seen tested. As 
the plates bulged all round about of an inch between the circumferential 
seams, it would seem that the plates are not of sych an inferior quality as the 
above strains indicate, and I am of opinion that the reason for such a low 
bursting pressure will probably be traced to punching and lap jointing the 
plates, from the fact that the section of plate was greater than the section of the 
rivets, and as the iron appeared of good quality. 

Had this shell been fitted with butt straps, and all the rivet holes drilled in 
place, the calculated bursting pressure by the Board’s rule would be 324 lbs., 
but as the rivet holes are punched and all the joints lapped, 14-2 per cent. has 
to be deducted for the allowance DI K and § inthe rule, which reduces the 
bursting pressure to 278 lbs. 

By the ordinary method of allowing 70 per cent. of the solid plate for the 
joint, it is 3491bs., and by the system proposed by Mr. Holt and others, of 

‘taking the mean section through the joint and solid plate, it is 461 lbs., or 
nearly double the actual bursting pressure. 

In all these calculations I have assumed the plates to be equal in strength to 
20 tons per square inch of section, as I think that is about the full value for 
ordinary boiler plates of the present day. As the original working pressure 
allowed for the boiler and superheater was 60lbs., and the bursting pressure 
230 lbs. and 240 lbs. respectively, it isevident that the actual factors of safety 
were only 3°83 and 4° instead of 6°5, the factor used in the calculation. 

By comparing the foregoing figures in both cases, it is avident that the Board’s 
rule is the only one that gives results approaching the truth, and we may, there- 
fore, infer that it is the only one based on sound principles. 

Messrs. Hannah, Herriot, and Fielden, the Board’s surveyors in Glasgow, 
witnessed these tests.

IN a despatch dated the 29th May last, Baron Hochschild brought to the. know- 
ledge of the’ King’s Government the amendment proposed by Mr. Plimsoll, and adopted 
by the House of Commons, relative to a clause in the Merchant Shipping Bill brought in 
by Her Majesty’s Government, which is of great importance to the shipping of the 
Kingdoms of Sweden and Norway. . 
According to this amendment it will hereafter be illegal for any ship which leaves 
any port beyond the United Kingdom between the 1st of October and the 16th of March, 
for a port within the said Kingdom, to carry cargoes of wood on the deck; whereas the 
proposal of the British Government is that the height of the cargo above the deck 
shall not exceed 3 feet. The definite adoption of the amendment would have the 
inevitable result of increasing the freight of timber cargoes during a great portion of the 
year, but this inconvenience, although considerable, ought naturally to be tolerated 


if the restriction imposed by the House of Commons is required in the interests of _ 


humanity. 

The Government of the King, after an examination of the question undertaken some 
-years ago, and recently resumed, do not believe that there is any necessity for proceeding 
with such a rigorous measure. 

Sincerely interested in any reform of the Navigation Laws aimed at obtaining greater 
security for the crews, they believe that the best means for securing the object in view is 
to treat this delicate matter with circumspection, so as not to provoke a speedy reaction in 
opinion and legislation. The mere fact that a timber cargo is placed on the deck of a 
ship does not, in the opinion of competent persons, constitute a danger for the ship. It 
is only when the quantity of wood which is on the deck exceeds certain limits that the 
inconvenience arises. A load of a height equal to that of the “ waterboard,” or exceeding 
it by only a few inches, and composed, as is often the case, of three layers of planks or of 
a single layer of beams, even offers certain advantages. When arranged in the above 
manner the load does not hinder the working of the ship, its weight makes the progress 


of the ship more even, and it leaves sufficient elevation for the bulwarks to protect the 


crew. Ifthe sea is heavy and the deck flooded, the water runs off immediately between 
the planks, and the crew can go dry-shod. 

It is true that the right limit is difficult to fix, but the King’s Government, knowing 
that Her Majesty’s Government have carefully considered the circumstances before fixing 
the maximum of three feet, earnestly desire that Parliament should stop at that point, 


and that they trust that more mature consideration will cause the House of Commons to 


modify its decision, With this view the King’s Government hope that Her Majesty’s 

Government will use their influence to prevent deck-loading being entirely prohibited by 

the House of Lords when the subject is considered by them. 
The importation of timber at seven of the principal ports of England during the 


year 1875 was carried on in 1,107 ships, of which 853 were Swedish and Norwegian, | 
From the 1st of October, 1875, to the 1st of April, 1876, 41 Swedish ships arrived at 
London with cargoes of timber, 31 of which came directly from Sweden, and 10 from _ 


other countries; and during the same 268 Norwegian ships similarly laden with timber 
arrived in the port of London, namely, 120 direct from Norway, 86 from Sweden, and 
62 from other countries. Your Excellency will. be good enough to observe from these 
figures that the amendment adopted by the House of Commons affects almost exclusively 
the flags of Sweden and Norway. 


If this amendment were the result of a complete and profound examination of the . 
question, the King’s Government would not have made themselves the organ of the interests

affected by its adoption, but not being able to allow that the measure proposed by 
Mr. Plimsoll is justified in this way, the Government of the King would be glad to 
think that Her Majesty’s Government will kindly take into consideration the foregoing 
observations.

My Lorp, Sulina, Black Sea, November 5, 1875. 

T am uncertain whether this letter ought to be sent to you or to the President of the Board of 
Trade, but send it to you, because I see that the Act, 1875, has reached the Consuls and Vice-Consuls 
through the Foreign Office, and because I saw at Galatz that “Mitchell’s Maritime Register” says the 
Board of Trade have no control] of English Consuls. 4 

I have visited now several of the Black Sea ports and have boarded (always by permission or invita- 
tion) a very large number of English and also foreign vessels, ‘and find that whilst there is ever dis- 
position on the part of English shipowners (as ascertained through | their captains) to comply with the i 
requirements of the Act of last Session, there is very great diversity.in the mode and degree of © 
doing so. 

This is owing to the absence of all instructions to the Consuls and Vice-Consuls, and also to the fact 
that no authority has been given to them to employ professional assistance to supervise the vessels. 

The Consuls cannot themselves, I think, be expected to board all the vessels, as the plank gangways 
connecting them with the shores or banks are in some cases very long, very high above the water, and 
sometimes very slippery ; and in cases where small boats are needful, and the ship is high above the 
water (being unloaded) it is very difficult for men unaccustomed to it to climb the rope ladders and 
to descend the vertical ladders into the hold of a vessel which has discharged coals on a wet day, is” 
both dangerous and very dirty work. : 

“What the Consuls do is this, they show to the captains when (on arrival) they deposit the ship’s 
papers at the Consular Office, the copy of the Act which has been sent them, and request them to 
comply with its provisions. ‘The third clause enacts that the grain shall be loaded in sacks or “ pro- 
“ nerly secured by shifting boards, bulkheads, or otherwise.” If the captain asks what is “ properly ” 
they cannot tell him. oH 

It is thus left to the captain’s discretion to interpret the meaning of the Act, and yeu will not be 
surprised to hear that I found very great diversity of practice. Some (few) had shifting boards from 
deck to screw-tunnel. Some (most) to the lower deck or hold beams ; in some the deals only descended 
from the deck four downwards, the bottom ones propped up from the lower hold beams ; one had only 
three boards or deals in depth, and one openly defied the law and sailed without taking any precaution, 
no sacks and no shifting boards at all. (He ought, by all means, to be fined. I could not ascertain 
his name or the name of the ship, but as he sailed from a Danube port both could be ascertained, as the 
person whe refused the information to me would probably not venture to withhold the information from 

ou.) ; 
In every case where the amount of shifting boards provided was obviously insufficient I (after stating 
that I had no authority whatever, and that my opinion was only that of a private individual) pointed 
out the insufficiency, and in every single case the captains promised and did carry the shifting boards 
down to the lower deck or hold beams, and I think there is reason for believing that no difficulty would 
be found in getting this done in all cases if the Consuls are authorised to obtain out-door assistance. 

I therefore very respectfully urge your Lordship to issue a circular to the Consuls authorising the 
Consuls to incur an expense (not exceeding 2/. 2s. per vessel) in obtaining the assistance, say of Lloyd’s 
agents, and, or any other competent person, to make two visits to’ each English vessel loading grain, in 
order to see that the intention of the Act is carried into effect, and to report thereon in each case to 
the Consul. As matters now stand they say that they will be unable to make a report even at the 
close of the season as to how far precautions are taken. ; 

I may add that it would greatly help them if they were furnished with a copy of the very clear 
instructions issued by the Canadian Government to its port-wardens, as to shifting boards, to be handed 
to the persons they may employ; there is a copy of these instructions at the Board of Trade, I know, 
for I have seen it in Sir C. Adderley’s hands there. . fs ee 

The Italian Consul’s instructions direct hini in all cases to employ two persons, approved by himself, 
to visit each ship twice and report to him, and until he receives a satisfactory report from them he is to 
withhold the captain’s papers, without which he cannot obtain his bill of health orleave the port. 

I can testify that so far as my inquiries and observations extend there is general willingness on the 


part of shipowners to comply with the Act, and take the needful precautions, there only lacks some 
person to see that it is done and to point out deficiencies. 


I have said that there is an absence at present of all definite instructions to the Consuls, and to 


| sustain this statement I will give the circular letter which was sent to them with a copy of the Act.

The extreme baldness of this communication has caused great perplexity and difference of opinion 
and practice. In one case a captain had brought with him 5,000 sacks to put part of his cargo in; 


_ then finding no one to prescribe their use, and possibly fearing-to be thought extravagant on his return, 


he did not use them, and was considering an offer, when I left him at Galatz, for them from a resident 
merchant. | 

Authority to the Consuls to employ a surveyor will put all this confusion straight. A copy of the 
American instructions, or those of Canada, will greatly assist the surveyors, although, except so far as 
shifting boards are concerned, absolute uniformity of practice is not possible. 

The circumstances of the ports vary ; here, for instance, vessels load at once in deep water. Those 
loading at Berdiansk, Marianople, Taganrog, and Yeisk, have to lighten at Yenikali, and fill up again 


' at Kertch. Those ar. Nicolaief complete their loading at Kinbourne Point, and ships loading at Ismail, 


Ibraila, and Galatz, either lighten immediately or at ‘Toultcha, to get down to Sulina. 

Sufficient and sufficiently strong shifting boards would meet all these cases, and from many cases, I 
am sure, that no difficulty would be found in dealing satisfactorily with each and all. 

I would have not troubled you with this letter, but would have satisfied myself with asking the 
Consuls to write to you themselves, but when I proposed this I found that the Vice-Consul would have to 
write to his Consul, the Consul would then write to the Consul-General at Constantinople, and he would 
write to the Foreign Office. Altogether, it seemed that the only sensible course was to write to you 
myself, and earnestly entreat that no time may be lost in authorising the consular authorities to employ 
surveyors to see that the intentions of the Act of 1875 be carried into effect, a work which can be done 
without any difficulty, and with the certainty of saving this winter the lives of many of Her Majesty’s 
most valuable subjects. :

Axtuovcs a letter now received by me from the Board of ‘Trade seems to preclude any hope of 
assistance from the Government of England in securing obedience to the Merchant Shipping Act of 
1875, and although the error itself is not material, Iam unwilling to leave without correction an error 
in my former letter to your Lordship. 

Writing of the recent Act, and quoting from a conversation just held with a Consul, I said that the 
Act provides that grain cargoes shall be ‘properly secured by shifting boards, bulkheads, or other- 
“wise,” and that when the Consuls were asked what “ properly ” or “ otherwise ” meant, they of course — 
could not give any reply. 

I find, on reference to the Act, that the word “ properly” used by the Consul to me does not occur 
in it, and therefore now correct the mistake. 

Your Lordship will see, however, that this correction still leaves the question untouched ; there is 
no one to assist the Consuls by inspecting the vessels as, or before, they are loaded ; their own office 
and other work preclude their inspecting them personally (even if they had the necessary technical 
knowledge). 

There is no one to define what the law requires, no one to see it carried into effect, and no means - 
whatever even of reporting upon the condition in which vessels leave the port: in reference to this _ 
matter.

: I am directed by the Board of Trade to make the following reply to your letter 
| of the 5th November, on the subject of grain cargoes, addressed to Lord Derby, which 
has been forwarded by his Lordship to the Board of Trade, and of which you have sent 
a copy to the President of the Board of Trade. 
| In the first place the Board of Trade desire to call attention to the language of the 
| 8rd section of the Act of last session on the subject. It is provided by that section that, 
| “ after the 1st October 1875 no cargo of which more than one third consists of grain 
| “ shall be carried on board any British ship unless such grain be contained in bags, 
| “ sacks, or barrels, or secured from shifting by boards, bulkheads, or otherwise.” 
| On the 2nd September a circular was issued by Her Majesty’s Government to Her 
| Majesty’s Consular Officers at grain-lading ports to the following effect :—

“ Circular. Commercial. 
“ Foreign Office, September 2, 1875. 

“ T am directed by the Earl of Derby to transmit to you copies of ‘ The Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1875,’ and I ain to call your particular attention, and that of all Vice- 
_ Consuls in your jurisdiction, to its provisions, more especially to those of the 3rd section, 
| relating to the carriage of grain and other seeds or nuts in British ships. 

«1 am further to instruct you to report immediately to the Board of Trade any case 
in which grain, &c. is shipped in British vessels in contravention of the Act, and in 
such manner as to endanger human life.” 
After the receipt of your letter and of an application from the Consul at Copenhagen 
for further instructions, the following telegram was on the 20th November sent to Her 
_ Majesty’s Consuls at grain-loading ports :—

It might be sufficient to state what has been done, but there are one or two points in 
your letter to which the Board desire me to advert further in order to prevent miscon-— 


ception. 


You state in your letter that the 5rd clause in the Act enacts that “ grain shall be 


“ loaded in sacks or properly secured by shifting boards, bulkheads, or otherwise,” and 


you say, “if the captain asks what is ‘ properly,’ the Consuls cannot tell him.” You 


point out the want of definite instructions to Consuls, as a proof of which you quote a 
formal circular, and not the one referring to this subject which is set out above. You 
suggest that the Government should send out a copy of the Canadian or American rules 


for the guidance of Consuls in superintending the loading of grain cargoes, and you 


refer to the practice of the Italian Consuls as a precedent to be followed. 


Upon this I have to remark, in the first place, that the 3rd section of the Act of 1875, 


which is correctly quoted at the beginning of this letter, does not contain the word 
“ properly,” and that, as pointed out in this circular, the Act gives no power to Her 


Majesty’s Consuls to superintend or direct the mode in which grain cargoes shall be 


stowed. 


As regards your suggestion that a copy of the Canadian or American rules should 


be sent to Her Majesty’s Consuls for their guidance, I am to point out that, as already 
stated, Her Majesty’s Consuls have no power to enforce these or any other rules, and 


further that the circumstances of different ports and of different trades differ so that — 


rules which may be suitable to one trade or one port of the world may not be suitable 
to another. 

As regards the Italian practice it is perfectly true, as stated in your letter, that 
Italy does subject her ships to an official. survey upon loading, as will be seen upon 
reference to the reports of Her Majesty’s Ministers contained in Parliamentary Papers, 


153 of 1873 and 133 of 1874. But it should also be remembered that Her Majesty’s — 


Minister at Rome in making this report states, page 15 of the Second Return, that “he 
“ has been informed by persons of experience that the surveys or examinations required 
“ by the Italian Mercantile Marine Code to be made before ships go to sea are prac- 
“ tically valueless as securities against overloading,’ a statement which receives a 
remarkable illustration from the fact that, in recent returns given by Lloyds’ to the 
Board of Trade of grain-laden ships reported to have been lost between October 1873 


and October 1875, out of 81 foreign ships so reported to have been lost, 11 were Italian, — 
which ships must, it would seem, have sailed after an official survey and with an official — 


certificate of seaworthiness.

Suorrty after I had written to you from Sulina I received from the Board of Trade (in reply to 
a previous application of mine to that Department) a letter stating that the Act of 1875 gave no power 
to spend money, and that, therefore, no assistance would be allowed to Consuls, &c. ; and I thereupon 
took steps for supplementing by myself the deficiency of the Act. 
Yesterday I received information that the following telegram had been received at various ports in 
the Black Sea. 
; (Copy.) 


“ You may spend a reasonable sum in obtaining such help as is necessary to enable you to make the 
report required by Circular from F. O. of the 2nd Sept. last. Instructions will follow. Asst. Sec. 
Mar’s Dep. Bd. of Trade.” , 
As, therefore, there can be no doubt that this change is owing to your Lordship, I again address you 
to point out that the instruction is only to “report” not to act. 
What is the use of employing a surveyor if, when he says to a Consul that such-and-such a ship is 
unfit to proceed to sea, the Consul is only to ‘‘report” to the Board of Trade? 

It appears to me that unless you authorise the Consul in such cases to order the surveyor’s require- 
ments to be complied with, or to hold a naval court on the matter, no good whatever will have been 
done. . 

As, however, both of the Consuls who have forwarded me copies of the telegram think that the 
“ further instructions to follow” will give such authority, and a statement of what will be deemed com- 
pliance with the requirements of the Act as to extent of shifting boards, so as to justify the withdrawal 

_of my own instructions to agents, I wait their arrival, as a copy will be sent to me here from the Black 

Sea. 

There is another point in this Act of last session to which I beg to call your Lordship’s attention. 
It is the load-line clauses 6, 7 (I need not say that it is not my clause or my load-line). 
It is what is called the “ owner’s load-line,” .¢. it is fixed at his discretion by the owner ; but there is 
no liability to detention in the Act for submerging even this, and there is no penalty for doing so either, 
and we have as result this—-that even this es is already being submerged for homeward passages.

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One ship so marked by her owner sailed with the top of the mark eight inches below the water, anda 

ship’s captain, I can trust, tells me that from Spanish ports the overloading is just as bad as ever. 
The owner does not say to the captain “put the mark below the water.” He merely orders or ~ 

charters her to load so many thousand quarters, or so many hundred tons, and the thing is done. 

Now your Lordship can take these people in their own net. It is true there is no penalty attached 
to this offence, neither is there any liability even to the detention of the vessel in the clause itself ; but — 
there is no limitation to English ports attached to the powers conferred in clause 1, namely, that of — 
stopping unseaworthy ships. ‘There is only the liability to damages if a vessel is improperly stopped, ; 
and you will see that there is not the ghost of a chance of a hostile verdict against the Board of Trade J 
for stopping a ship as overloaded, which is loaded beyond the point, which even her owner has marked 
as the limit of safety. 

I therefore very earnestly entreat that the powers conferred by clause 1 of the Act of 1875 be entrusted a 
to our Consuls in foreign ports. 4¢ least to this extent (and also on receipt of surveyor’s adverse — 
report in other respects), and so put a summary stop to this impudent defiance of Parliament. | a 

I the more earnestly ask for this as it is now very doubtful if I shall be able to complete my intended 
tour. From here it was my intention to have gone to Malta and Gibraltar ; to Huelva and Pomeron, ~ 
in the south of the Peninsula, and then to Gigon, Santander, Bilbao, and Bayonne, in the north of 
Spain ; but I am at present laid up here by severe indisposition, which always comes when one has — 
most to do, I think. ; ae 

You could easily obtain a report as to the state in which the copper and iron ore carrying vessels ~ 
from the six last named ports arrive, as they are nearly all for the Bristol Channel (Swansea, Cardiff, ~ 
and Bristol), and Newcastle, and a few for London. Only the consumption of coal coming home should — 
be borne in mind.

I am now in possession of the full text of the “instructions” which the Consuls at the Black 
Sea ports were told in the telegram of the 20th ult. should “ follow,” and (disclaiming any disrespect 
whatever to your Lordship) I take leave to say that it is difficult to conceive of a more miserable, 
wretched, and impotent official communication. 

The great lack, as I explained in my first letter, is some sort of definition of the extent of shifting 
boards which may be considered as sufficient to secure a grain: cargo from shifting, and I therefore _ 
reasonably expected that, considering the services of Mr. Wimshurst and Mr. Turner are both available 
to the Board of Trade (and, if deemed needful, Lloyd’s Committee could be consulted), either that 
something definite would be communicated to the Consuls as a minimum for the guidance of the people 
employed, (and to secure uniformity of procedure) or failing this, that the surveyors’ reports would be 
considered as authoritative, or this failing, that the Consuls would at least have been directed to hold a 
naval court. in cases where a surveyor declared that a vessel was not in a fit state to go to sea. 


I know from letters which I have received from two of the Consuls since my arrival here, that they | 


expected this, and their perplexity and indecision now they are in possession of the “ instructions” are 
very great. } ’ :

Paragraph 1, merely repeats the telegram already received. 
Paragraph 2, repeats par. 1, substituting “20,” for reasonable. 
Paragraph 3, says, “tell us how much it will cost.” 
Paragraph 4, tells him to do nothing in any case but “report ;” and 
Paragraph 5, tells him to “report” once a month, 
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_ That is all ; it is a model utterance of ignorance seated in the chair of authority, too proud to con- 
) sult with men having the requisite knowledge, and too tenacious of power to admit any want of ability. 
| Itis a feeble attempt to seem to do something which in fact does nothing. 

My Lord, the issue of this matter is “life or death” to many, and merits something better than this 
detestable trifling. I could give you the names of several vessels which have sailed from this port, 
respecting each of which, by-standers and onlookers predicted (only too truly) that they would never 
reach their destination owing to their obvious condition as to loading, and it would appear that although 
Parliament, with the full consent of the nation, gave the Government power last session to put a stop 
to this state of things, that official obstructiveness is to prevail against people, Parliament, and ministry. 

It is not too late to prevent this, even now ; for on receipt of a communication from the Board of 
_ Trade refusing to incur any outlay at all, I, zealously assisted by a Consul who knows well and deplores 
} deeply the present homicidal system, made arrangements for appointing my own agents at a large 
| number of ports, who were each requested in par. 9 of my directions (enclosed) to make a complaint to 
the Consul if less shifting boards were employed than was specified, and to ask him to hold a naval 
court, which I think he could hardly refuse to do under such circumstances. 

If your Lordship were to approve these instructions after consultation with Messrs. Turner and 
Wimshurst, they could be temporarily adopted by telegram until better ones (which could easily be 
drawn by Lloyds’ in London or by the gentlemen | have already referred to) could be sent out. 

There is the more urgent necessity for this being done, because I had stipulated (in consideration of 
the outlay falling on one individual) for a far more considerable reduction from the ordinary charge of 
21. 2s. than the Government has or could in decency do, and as in a great number of cases (for qualified 
Englishmen and, of courge, not very numerous at the ports abroad) your better paid employment will 
be offered to the same people, you will substitute for directions which have a meaning and a purpose, 
“instructions” which have have no meaning, and if they have a purpose, it is carefully to prevent 
any interference with the present deplorable practice. 

In order to enable you to see this difference, I here insert the directions to agents which I have 
issued to now 44 agents. :

Directions FoR AGENT. 
: Odessa, November 15, 1875. 
My idea of the minimum requirements as to shifting boards required in vessels carrying grain 
cargoes is as follows :— 

1. Either 3-inch planks or 2 thickness of 14-inch planks well secured to stanchions in the plane of 
the keel to run through all ‘parts of the vessel loaded with grain from underside of deck planking 
down to lower hold beams. 

2. If grain be loaded in the *tween decks of a three-decked ship or in the poop, similar boarding to 
run from underside of upper deck planking down to the deck on which grain is loaded as well. 

3. Boarding to be well shored from ship’s side at intervals of not more than six feet ; both ends of 
trusses or shoring timbers to-be well secured by cleets, or otherwise, from any movement upwards, 
downwards, or sideways ; downward movement to be guarded against by having the ends notched upon 
and cleeted to covering boards, when resting on stringer plate to be clutched to the edge to spread 
bearing, and lateral movement prevented by blocking ends off on each side from next adjoining frame 
(in iron vessels) or by fastenings to the holes in the flanges of the angle iron in vessels having double 
frames. 

4. In cases where matting is used in iron vessels such matting to be placed behind the cargo battens 
next to plating of the vessel. 

5. In case of split, fork, and dog stanchions from deck beams, upward planks to be well secured to 
stanchions below the fork or split, or bottom end of dog down to hold beams. 

6. Barley, linseed, and oats to be well trodden down, and these and all grain to be well trimmed so 
that the parts of the ship loaded may be quite full. 

7. Seeds, especially linseed, rape, and millet, to be loaded only in sacks, or when that is impossible 
the shifting boards to be carried right down to the keel, and well and securely matted on both sides 
throughout, as these seeds will run through a hole almost like water. 

8. Never mind lining to iron ships this winter if the cargo spaces are well filled, but if lining is put 
in, see that it is well done, so as to effectually prevent the grain leaking through, and so causing a 
subsidence. 


N.B.—9. If it is attempted to send a ship to sea with less than the above complain to the consular 
authority, who will hold a court of inquiry. 
10. Give each captain on arrival a copy of clause 3, Merchant Shipping Act, 1875. 
11. Send me, to 4, Victoria Street, London, S.W., a report once a week. 
12. Trimming and treading being very important, it will be well to note, where practicable,— 
i} The number of treaders employed ; 
The days occupied in loading the ship; and, 
The quantity of grain, &c. carried. 


13. Protect the pump wells from the access of grain by perforated zinc or iron wire gauze sides and 
‘tops, where these cannot be had good coarse sacking stretched over wooden gratings will do.

7. If the Consul has any reason to suppose that any vessel arriving at his port laden 
with grain, &c., has been in distress or danger, or has been strained or otherwise 
damaged in consequence of the manner in which the grain cargo is stowed, he should 
act in a similar manner.

8. The Consul will observe that the Act does not give him any power to control the 
loading of ships, or to give any official certificate that the Act has been complied with.” 
9, The Consul is reminded of the powers which are given to him under the Mer- ] 
chant Shipping Acts, 1854 and 1871, in the cases therein mentioned, to summon ‘a 
naval court, which may, if the circumstances require it, discharge the crew, supersede 
the Master, or order a survey.

"ABSTRACT OF RETURNS FROM CONSULS AND CONSULAR OFFICERS IN 
FOREIGN PORTS ON THE SUBJECT OF GRAIN CARGOES. 


‘When the 3rd section of the Merchant Shipping Act of 1875 came into operation, .the season for 
importing grain from the Baltic and Black Sea was already drawing to a close. In the Black Sea the 
navigation closes for the winter towards the end of November, while few grain-laden ships appear to 
leave the Baltic ports after October. 

The following tables extracted from the latest “Statistical Abstract” show the average annual 
quantity of grain imported into this country during the five years ending 1874,

From these figures it will be seen that the United States of America supply a considerably larger 
quantity of grain than any other country ; and that about seven-eighths of the total amount of grain 
imported into the United Kingdom comes from the ports of North America, the Baltic, and the 
Black Sea.

At New York a very large number of vessels are thus loaded, and in Appendix A.|| will be found a 
copy of the regulations of the Board of the Associated Companies of Underwriters of New York, 
Philadelphia, and Boston. At New Orleans a certificate appears to be required by underwriters that a 
vessel is fit to load grain, and the Consul at Philadelphia states that the rules and regulations laid down 
_ by the Board of Underwriters are more stringent even than the Act, and are amply sufficient to secure 
the safety of grain-laden vessels, even if the Act had not been passed. 

There is also reason to believe that a similar system of inspection is likely to be adopted in the 
_ German ports in the Baltic. — 

- Instructions were therefore issued to the Consular officers in the different. ports to cause no survey to 
- be made in cases where it has already been made either by the Government or the underwriters. 

The letters received from Consuls in reply to the board’s circular, an abstract of which is appended, 
contain much information. In many parts, especially in Russia, the Consuls point out the difficulty, 
eyen in some instances the impossibility, of obtaining the services of a trustworthy surveyor. 

The peculiar circumstances of other cases will require special treatment. For instance, at Taganrog 
the vessels loading grain are scattered over,a space of 15 to 25 miles, while at Kenigsberg the Consul 
points out the difficulty of surveying the large fleet of vessels which appear with the first open weather 
im spring.

The Consul ands from inquiries he has made that all grain has been shipped loose up till now. — 
Masters of steamers, in order to act up to the letter of the law, divide their ships by boards in the — 
middle, and sometimes put boards on the ships’ sides as well. Sailing vessels are more careful. In 
the opinion of experienced shipmasters the precautions taken on board steamers are hardly sufficient to 
secure the cargo from shifting in very bad weather. They consider that it is most important that 
proper bulkheads should be fitted in the fore and aft part of the vessel. 
The Consul has had the 3rd section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, printed in large type for 
distribution among shipbrokers. : a 
The quantity of grain exported is very dependent on the state of the grain market. After 1878, or — 
as soon as the railway to Poland and Russia is completed, there will probably be a considerable increase — 
in the quantity of grain exported. The average number of ships loading grain at the port is 
200 or 220. 
A surveyor has been appointed and has inspected and reported on five ships in November, and seven 
in December. In all cases he reports that the cargo was properly stowed and secured. . 


K@NIGSBERG. 
M. 18,729/75. 

The Foreign Office forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of correspondence with the Consul. 

The Consul received certain instructions from Mr. Plimsoll, see Appendix B.,* which he forwarded to — 
the Foreign Office with a request for instructions. He states that after many years’ experience in such — 
matters, he fears that the measures proposed are hardly likely to alleviate the evils complained of, and 
that if objected to by foreign merchants who may be shippers of grain, they would be very ditlicult to 
carry out. 

The Consul states that he informed Mr. Plimsoll that for some time past some insurance offices have 
instructed their agents not to grant any policies of insurance ‘until certain conditions very similar to ~ 
those mentioned by Mr. Plimsoll are complied with, that these insurance agents complain that they are — 
losing their custom and have great difficulty in finding responsible parties to undertake the necessary — 
inspection, that he asked Mr. Kohrsch, formerly commander of the Royal Corps of Pilots, whether he ~ 
would undertake such a position, but that he stated that it was impossible, for one or more men to. — 
carry out such inspection, when fleets of several hundred vessels of all flags arise on the first open 
water in spring. The charterers being all subject to demurrage if not ready in a certain time, and 
consequently all pushing to be inspected first. The Consul adds that in Russian, or indeed any ports, 
really trustworthy persons could hardly be found, and that certificates of inspection would in all proba- 
bility be easily obtained, and would naturally lessen the present responsibility of shipmasters. 

In a subsequent letter the Consul remarks that the case might be different if British ships alone — 
and not those of other flags met with disasters at sea; but that foreigners should be appointed to go 
on board British vessels, and have authority over the masters of vessels under the British flag, whilst 
other flags are not subject to such a surveillance of foreigners acting as agents in foreign ports, appears 
to be a slur upon the honour of the British flag which foreigners have lately so frequently been 
carping at. 

If such a supervision is actually desirable, the Consul suggests that arrangements should be made 
with foreign States, that the official authority of such States should be authorised and empowered to 
survey all grain-loading ships of all flags, and not that the British Jack should be made the subject of 
jeering remarks alone. 


M. 18,995/75. 


The Consul states, that although he has made many inquiries of merchants and insurance agents, 


and although the Court of Admiralty has placed its register of protests at his disposal up to the date of 
his letter (13th Dec.) no case of contravention of the Act has come to his knowledge. The sailing 
vessels which come here to load grain are mostly from Wick, Banff, Peterhead, and other Scotch ports, 
and usually bring herrings, salt, &c. They are for the most part regular traders, and have the neces- 
sary boards, bulkheads, &c. for carrying grain with them. The steamers ure supplied with the neces- 
sary sacks by the shippers. Vessels loading here have the advantage of getting light goods, such as ~ 
shoddy, hemp, or flax, to fill up with. rhe al 

The merchants object to acquiesce in any inspection, unless by legally appointed persons. 

Probably about 300 vessels will load with grain at the port during the year. 

Surveyors have been appointed at Kenigsberg and Pillau. 

Twelve grain-laden vessels appear to have cleared in December. Six of them were inspected by the — 


surveyor, who reports that they were properly stowed. Five were inspected in January, and their 


cargoes are also reported to have been properly secured.

‘The few capable men are 
engaged in the profitable business of lightening, and would not leave such employment for the remune- 
ration offered, which, though very liberal where the number of ships surveyed is large, would be very 
small for only five or six. Moreover it would be against their interests to report unfavourably of 
captains whose ships they were lightening. 

All vessels coming down the Azov must pass Yenicale, and the Consul suggests that one agent should 
be appointed with permanent residence there, to board any British ship coming down. This would 
give permanent employment to one man, who should bind himself not to enter into the business of 
lightening, and the remuneration proposed would be amply sufficient. In support of this suggestion the 
Consul remarks, that owing to the shallow water at Taganrog, vessels lay off a distance of 20 to 30 
miles. ‘This would entail a heavy expense on the surveyor, and reduce considerably the margin of his 


profit,

The Consul states that under the Foreign Office circular of the 2nd September he had confined his 
action to acquainting masters of ships as they came to his office, with the contents of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1875, and requesting their particular attention to sec. 3. The Consul visited three 


-vessels with Mr. Plimsoll on his arrival at the port. Mr. Plimsoll expressed great dissatisfaction at the 


arrangements made by the masters of two of them for securing the cargo. ‘The Consul, however, in 
the absence of any specific instructions was obliged to rest satisfied with the assurances of the masters 
that they considered the cargoes perfectly secured. None of the masters seem to have received any 


instructions from the owners of their ships. 


Mr. Plimsoll has appointed an agent to suggest certain principles. laid down by him as to shifting 
boards to shipmasters who have promised to adopt his wishes, and m the case of two vessels which have 
loaded since Mr. Plimsoll’s visit, and which have been inspected by the surveyor appointed by the 
Consul, Mr. Plimsoll’s suggestions have been adopted. 

The Consul states that long experience has taught him that proper treading, stowing, and trimming 
the cargo are quite as important, if not more so, than the question of shifting boards. In consequence 
of the Consul’s exertions, the cost of trimming grain has been reduced from 3 to 34 copecs per chet- 
wert in 1873 to 4 to 1 copec. 

The Consul alludes to the inconvenience of there being no branch office of the Consulate at the port, 
which is 2} miles distant from the Consulate and connected with it by very bad roads.

We have now discharging on the Clyde-five steamers and sailing ships from different ports, but 


mostly from North America. 


I find that the compartments in which the steamers carry their grain in bulk is divided fore and aft 

by a double bulkhead, the boards being run up on each side of the stanchions in the lower hold, forming, 
as it were, two separate compartments, and very well secured against shifting. 

Having seen the hatches taken off, I found the grain well up to the coamings, and very little seg of 


cargo. 


_ We have now one vessel discharging at this port, the S.S. “Tynemouth Castle,” official number, 
60,557, which I understand was loaded at Nicolaieff under the superintendence of Mr. Plimsoll, and as 
perhaps the Board would like to know how the cargo is stowed, I will give it in detail : ] 
The cargo which is stowed in bulk is in four compartments, the vessel being bulkheaded across. 
No. 1 compartment had no shifting board, the grain was only up to the lower deck beams, there was 
a platform, and mats laid.on top and shored off from the upper deck. 
__ No. 2 compartment main hold had very strong middle line bulkhead, for six feet from the deck. 


No. 3 had the same. , 


No. 4, which runs up to the poop, and the bulkhead down to the funnel from the upper deck beams, 
was full with a small quantity of grain in a compartment on the ’tween decks.

Vusseus loading Grain in Bags or Bulk on Voyages from 
__. Atlantic Ports of the United States to Ports in Europe, 
_ will be required to conform to the following Rugs, to 
enable the Surveyor to issue the proper Certificate. 


Ist.—The Pump-wrLL must be sufficiently large to 
admit of the passage of a man to the bottom of the hold, 
and room to work conveniently when there, say not less 
than 4 feet fore and aft, and 5 feet athwartship, (reference, 
however, must be had to the size of the keelson and assistant 
keelsons), and must be cased from the bottom ofthe vessel 
to the lower deck beams. 

-Qnd.—Access to the pump-well-must be had either by a 
man-hole through the upper deck, or bya clear passage- 
way between decks from the after hatch. In no case must 
it be from the main hatch. 

3rd.—Vessels being loaded with Grain In Bacs must 
be dunnaged 12 inches on the floor, 15 inches on the bilge, 
and four inches on the sides up to the beams. If the vessel 
be very flat, the dunnage in the bilge must be increased at 
the discretion of the surveyor. The cargo between decks 
must be dunnaged 3 inches from the sides and 2 inches 
from the deck, and the dunnage laid athwartships, so that 
the water can run to the scuppers, 

4th.—The DuNNAGE in the hold must be entirely 
covered with ‘sails or board, so as to prevent any of the 
loose grain from running down on to the floor of the 
vessel, and thence to the pump-well. If sails are used 
they must be of good quaiity, and free from holes. When 
boards are used, care must be taken that they have a firm 

and equal bearing on the dunnage, and that the edges and 
ends overlap, so that the object above designated may be 
secured. 

5th.—Two-inch Suirrinc Puianxs extending 4 feet 
from the beams downward, must be oA ri secured on 
each side of the stanchions in the hold, and between decks, 


to prevent the cargo from shifting, and care must be taken: 


that the stanchions are well fastened at the top and bottom. 
Tn no case must single boards be substituted for planks. 

6th.—Care must be taken that the bags which are 
stowed in the ground tier, as well as those that are next to 
the sides of the vessel, are in perfect order, and that the

7th.—BuLk ‘or Loose Grain: must be taken in bins 
prepared for that purpose, and no vessel will be permitted 
to load with more than one-half of her U. S. registered ton- 
nage, with grain in bulk. , ‘ 

Sth.—Rules lst and 2nd likewise apply to vessels being 
loaded with grain in bulk. 

9th.—The Foor or THE Bin must be laid on sleepers 
of scantlings 3 x 4 inches in size, 14 inches apart from 
centre to centre, supported by studs of a corresponding 
size, also 14 inches from centre to centre. It must be raised 
at least 12 inches from the floor of the vessel, in the bilge 
15 inches, and, in vessels that are very flat, increased at 
the discretion of the surveyor. In no case must the floor 
of the bin be laid on loose dunnage, nor must it be laid on 
the bilge keelson, notwithstanding the keelson may be more 
than 12 inches high, but there must always be sufficient 
room for a water-course under it. The floor is considered 
as extending from the keelson to the side of the vessel, and 
not terminating at the bilge keelson. J+ must be laid with 
two thicknesses of boards, so that they will break joints at 
the edges and ends; and care must be taken that it be 
perfectly tight. :

6th.—The pump-well to be cased from the bottom to the 
lower deck previous to laying the platform, and the well to 
be sufficiently large for a man to get at the bottom of it, 
and that a passage to the same shall be constructed by 
means of a hatchway or scuttle through both the upper and 
lower decks of the vessel :—the same to be kept clear and 
secured from pressure. 

7th.—The water-tank, whether of wood or iron, to be 
likewise cased. 

8th.—Vessels loading grain in bags will not be required 
to comply with the above rules further than to construct 
the platform on the floor and bilge of the vessel, as above 
described (with the usual customary precaution of dunnage 
at sides of the vessel), in order to prevent any grain which 
may escape from the bags from getting into the limbers, 
and thereby choking the pumps, also shifting board each 
side the stanchions above and below, and passage way to 
pump-well as above described. 

All the above to be done under the surveyor’s inspec- 
tion, and with the understanding that the Grain Clause in 
the Time Policies is not to be controlled or affected hereby.

VesseExs loading Grain in Bags or Bulk on Voyages from 
Atlantic Ports of the United States to Ports in Europe, 
will be required to conform to the following Ruuzs, to 
enable the Surveyor to issue the proper Certificate. 


lst.—The Pump-wELL must be sufficiently large to 
admit of the passage of a man to the bottom of the hold, and 
room to work conveniently when there, say not less than 
4 feet fore and aft, and 5 feet athwartship (reference, how- 
ever, must be had to the size of the keelson and assistant 
keelsons), and must be cased from the bottom of the vessel 
to the lower deck beams. 

2nd.—Access to the pump-well must be had either by a 
man-hole through the upper deck, or by a clear passage-way 
between decks from the after hatch. In no case must it be 
from the main hatch. 

3rd.—Vessels being loaded with GRAIN in BAGS must 
be dunnaged 12 inches on the floor, 15 inches on the bilge, 
and 4 inches on the sides up to the beams. If the vessel 
be very flat, the dunnage in the bilge must be increased at 
the discretion of the surveyor. The cargo between decks 
must be dunnaged 3 inches from the sides, and 2 inches 
from the deck, and the dunnage laid athwartships, so that 
the water can run to the scuppers. 

4th—The Dunnace in the hold must be entirely 
covered with sails or boards, so as to prevent any of the 
loose grain from running down on to the floor of the vessel, 
and thence to the pump-well. If sails are used they must 
be of good quality, and free from holes. When boards are 
used, care must be taken that they havea firm and equal 
bearing on the dunnage, and that the edges and ends 
overlap, so that the object above designated may be 
secured, 

5th.—Two-inch Suirrinc Puanxs extending 4 feet 
from the beams downwards, must be properly secured on 
each side of the stanchions in the hold, and between 
decks, to prevent the cargo from shifting, and care must 
be taken that the stanchions are well fastened at the top 
and bottom. In no case must single boards be substituted 
for planks. 

6th.—Care must be taken that the bags which are stowed 
in the ground tier, as well as those that are next to the 
sides of the vessel, are in perfect order, and that the tiers 
are laid close and well filled. 

7th.—Bu.xk or Loose Grain must be taken in bins 
prepared for that purpose, and no vessel will be permitted 
to load with more than one-half of her U.S. registered 
tonnage, with grain in bulk. 

8th.—Rules lst and 2nd likewise apply to vessels being 
loaded with grain in bulk. r 

Ith.—The Fioor of the Bin must be laid on sleepersipf

scantlings 3x4 inches in size, 14 inches apart from centre — 
to centre, supported by studs of a corresponding size, also 
14 inches from centre to centre. It must be raised at least 
12 inches from the floor of the vessel, in the bilge 15 inches, 
and, in vessels that are very flat, increased at the discretion 
of the surveyor. In no case must the floor of the bin be 
laid on loose dunnage, nor must it be laid on the bilge 
keelson, notwithstanding the keelson may be more than 12 
inches high, but there must always be sufficient room for a 
water-course under it. The floor is considered as extend- 
ing from the keelson to the side of the vessel, and not 
terminating at the bilge keelson. Jt must be laid with two 
thicknesses of boards, so that they will break joints at the 
Pax and ends ; and care must be taken that it be perfectly 
tight. 
10th.—The studs for the forward and after BULKHEADS 
for vessels not exceeding 14 feet depth of hold, must be 
4x6 inches in size and of) one entire piece; for vessels 
of a greater depth than 14 feet, they must be 4x8 inches. 
They must be set 20 inches apart from centre to centre, 
firmly secured at the top and bottom, and properly braced 
and cleeted on the ceiling of the vessel, to resist the pressure 
of the grain. ‘ 

11th.—The sides of the vessel above the turn of the bilge 
must be ceiled after the manner of clapboarding reversed, 
so as to turn water from the grain. 

12th._Suirrine Puanxs 2 inches thick must extend 
from the keelson to the deck on each side of the stanchions 
fitted tight under and between the beams and carlins, and 
care must be taken that the stanchions are well secured at 
both ends. 

13th.—WATER-TANKS, either of wood or iron, must be 
properly cased to prevent damage from leaking, 

14th.— Vessels being loaded with over 12,000 bushels of 
grain in bulk, must have one intermediate partition or 
bulkhead, and if carrying more than 20,000 bushels, then 
additional partitions or bulkheads, so that no bin shall 
contain over 12,000 bushels. 
- 15th.—Materials for bins nmst be of perfectly seasoned 
stock ; unseasoned lumber must not be used where it will 
come in contact with the grain. 

16th. StEvepoRES must see that the grain is well 
trimmed up between the beams, and the space between the 
beams completely filled. The draught of water to be regu- 
lated by the surveyor. 

17th.—Owners and masters are particularly requested to 
inform the surveyor at this office of any vessel they may 
intend to load with grain. 

Vessels loaded strictly in conformity with the above 
rules will have a certificate to that effect from the surveyors 
appointed by the Board of Underwriters furnished to the 
Board, and the respective Insurance Companies composing 
said Board will be duly notified thereof.

APPENDIX B. 


Sir, Odessa, 15th November 1875. 

In the hurry of passing the Merchant Shipping 
Amendment Act, 1875, it was omitted to empower the 
Consular authorities to employ surveyors to see. that the 
intention of the Act was carried into effect. 

This being so, I am desirous of appointing agents myself 
to see to this. 

I have proposed to the Earl of Derby to instruct the 
Consular authorities to pay a sum, not exceeding 2/. Qs. 
per vessel, to any trustworthy person he may appoint, in 
order that he may visit each vessel at least once (twice will 
be necessary if on the first visit he finds the shifting boards 
insufficient), in order to see if and to what extent the 
requirements of the Act are complied with. 

AsI shall bear this expense myself I offer only half a 
guinea per vessel, as it will require a large sum for all the 
English grain-loading ships leaving all the ports of the 
Baltic, the Black Sea, Sea of Azof, Sea of Marmora, 
Mediterranean, &c. 


Can you recommend such a person to me? able and 
willing to undertake the work, and will you do me the 
great favour of doing so? 

Or, if you know such a person I should be glad if you 
would at once appoint him for me, as time is pressing and 
my future movements uncertain as totime.

REPORT by CoMMISSIONERS of NorTHERN LigurHovuses on Inspection of 
si Lieuts. 


Tus following lights were found in good order, and no observation regarding 
them is necessary, Viz. :— 


St. David’s. Inverkeithing. 
Charlestown. Granton. 
Newhaven. Fisherrow. 
Port Glasgow. Millport. 
Troon. Ayr. 
Montrose. . Garvel. 
Cellardyke. Kirkealdy. 
Portsoy. Stonehaven. 
Fraserburgh. Buckhaven. 


Crail Harbour.—The light formerly had reflectors, but now only simple 
flames are burned without apparatus. 


Cullen.—The light shown from the hill above ‘the harbour at Cullen has 
been abolished, and the other light is only occasionally shown by the fishermen 
during the fishing season. 


Buckie.—The light apparatus is as formerly reported, but the gas pipe by which 
the light is supplied is out of order. We were informed that it was to be 
repaired. 


St. Monance.—The lights at this harbour are now burned without the 
reflectors formerly in use. They are not very cleanly kept,and are now only 
used by the fishermen during winter. 


Pittenweem.—The supply of gas to the high light was deficient, owing to the ~ 
pipe being damaged. The gas pipe should be repaired, and a supply of spare 
red glass obtained. 


Dunbar.— The reflectors are getting worn out, and one of the bull’s eyes is 
broken. New apparatus should be procured. There is a hoisting lantern on 
the batiery pierhead for a leading light, in fair order. There is also a gas 
lamp with small mirror on south quay wall for guiding vessels through the new 
entrance. 


Kirkwall.—The white light on the old pier is from a eae and the red 
light on the new iron pier is an argand burner without apparatus. Both lights 
are only exhibited from Ist August till 30th April; they are in good-order. 


Aberdeen.— South Breakwater.—The Commissioners of Northern Light- 
houses have sanctioned the exhibition of a light on the south breakwater, 
consisting of three lights placed vertically four feet apart, the uppermost red, 
the middle white, Anil the lowest green. 


Aberdeen.—Torry Leading Lights.—The lower light was in fair order; the 
burner of the upper one was found ‘to be bent back about one inch out of 
focus. 


Aberdeen.—North Pier Light.--An argand.burner has been substituted for 
the two-wick lamp formerly in use at this light, and the fountain has been 
placed in such a manner as to obstruct part of the Hout from the mirror. ‘The 
light was otherwise in fair order. 


West Wemyss.—'The recommendations of our forget Report have been carried 
out, a small fixed dioptric apparatus, with argand gas burner, having been 
substituted for the apparatus formerly in use. The red glass requires to be 
renewed.

‘Burntisland Harbour.—The apparatus was found in good order, but there 
were no spare red shades in stock. A. green light from gas, with a bull's eye, 
is used at tide time to warn vessels off till it is time to enter the harbour. 


Burntisland Piers.—-The light on the west pier was found in good order. 
That on the east pier, which is used exclusively by the railway company’s 
steamers, was not so well kept. 


Grangemouth.—The light at the end of the embankment of the River Carron 
is white, and consists of four paraffin lamps without apparatus. As reported 
in 1864, the lantern is too small and otherwise unsuitable. A new lantern and 
a fifth order dioptric apparatus would be a great improvement. There are also 
at the entrance to the docks two red lamps. All the lights are carefully 
attended to. 


Port Edgar.—A white light shown from a small tower erected on a barge 
moored between the pierheads of the new harbour which is not yet finished ; 
- efficient, and in good order. 


Cockenzie.-—A white light instead of a red, as formerly, from gas shown from 
a lamp-post on end of pier without any apparatus; in fair order. 


Ardrossan.—Since the date of the last Report it has been found necessary 
to alter the periods of the intermittent light at Ardrossan from two seconds 
light and one second dark to two seconds light and two seconds dark. This 
light was found in very good order. 


Irvine—There are two leading lights at this harbour, placed on the south 
side of the river near harbour entrance; the inner one is red and the outer 


green; both well kept. The lights in each are six gas-jets with bull’s eyes in 
front. 


In regard to the lights at small fishery harbours, we beg to refer to our 
Report of 20th June 1870, in which we stated “‘that there is an invariable 
representation of want of funds to erect proper towers and maintain lights in 
them, and where lights are only occasionally exhibited for fishing purposes it is 
not easy to see how such representations can be overcome.”

Answers to the QuEstions concerning the Law in Russia on the 
Subject of Marinz INSURANCE. 


St. Petersbourg, 20, Sergiiefskaja, 
18/30 December 1875. 
1. Tue principle of the Russian Law is that a contract of insurance shall be 
merely a contract of indemnity, and not a source of profit for the assured. 


This principle (Art. 1227, XI. Vol., Commercial Law) is carried into effect in 
different cases as follows. 


2. (Art. 1235, XI. Vol., s.a.) If it is proved before a tribunal that the assured 
knew at the time he was insuring his property or interest that he was over- 
insuring it in order to profit illegally, the insurance becomes null and void: 
the insured is subject to a criminal penalty (Art. 1195, Crim. Code, and s. 174, 
Code of Penalties administered by Judges of Peace). The premium is left to 
the insurer. 


3. Every loss for which payment could be claimed from the insurer shall be 
estimated by experts or proved by authenticated vouchers. The law does not 
prohibit the recovery of the excess, supposing even, in the absence of any 
proof of bad faith, the amount insured exceeds the actual loss sustained. 


4. The Russian Law while stating that the value of the ship must be fixed in; 
the policy, provides no rule of valuation at the port of departure, at the time of 
loss, or at the port of destination. But, if the contrary is not stipulated in the 

policy, the insurer does not pay for small casualties in port, port expenses, 
ordinary wear and tear, not consequent on special accidents, when sails have 
been torn by a strong wind, for damage to wooden casing which has served 


more than five years, and for copper sheathing which has served more than six 
‘ years, &c. 


5. The insured in case of total loss can recover from the insurer the amount 
fixed in the policy (1248 Art.), notwithstanding the difference in the value of 
the ship at the time of the commencement of the voyage and at the time of loss. 


“6. If the insurer contests the question of the insured value, the case must be 
referred to arbitration. 
ae — 7. The

7, The insurer is prevented from contesting frivolously, or vexatiously, the 
full payment by penalties, which consist of—Ist, interest at the rate of six per 
cent. from the date when payment became due till the day when it is effected ; 
2ndly, all losses and damages ; 3rdly, the double amount of premium. 


8. The question of wages and expenses accruing for the assured during the 
time of stay ina port for necessary repairs can be decided by the conditions 
stipulated in the policy, as the law does not provide any rule upon this 
matter. 


9. The shipowners are allowed to insure freight and profits. 


10. The amount of freight, or of profits, is fixed by agreement and valuation 
in the policy. ja te 

11. The amount of insurances of the freight is left entirely to mutual 
agreement. 


12. The shipowner recovers only the amount of the lost freight occasioned 
by the accident against which he was insured (1258), and only the amount he 
has actually lost. 


13. The law does not afford special rules for the calculation of the real loss ; in 
case of dispute it would be decided by arbitration. 


14. This case is not foreseen by the Russian Code. 


15. Tne policy must absolutely contain the valuation of goods, which is 
binding for both parties. 


16, 17. Cases not provided for ; constructive provisions of policy binding. 


18, 19, 20, 21, 22. The insured is not answerable under, any circumstances 
for the seaworthiness of the ship. 


23. The only provision against such case is stipulated in Art. 1257. If the 
vessel went beyond her destination, the contract of insurance becomes null, but 
the premium is left to the insurer; but in the event ofa vessel having arrived at 
her destination by adopting the shortest course, the insurance remains binding. 
In cases of misunderstanding arbitrators are appointed. 


24. The tribunal by which questions between insurer and insured are tried 
is a court of arbitration, in which each party appoints its own arbitrator, and 
the arbitrators choose a third person or a super-arbiter. If such tribunal is 
not appointed by the contending parties, the case must be tried in the com- 
mercial court, where the president or judge is appointed by the Government, 
and the assessors elected from among the local merchants. Cases of dis- 
puted marine insurance are rarely brought before the Russian commercial 
courts.

INSTRUCTIONS to Captain Digby Murray, Chief Professional Adviser to the Marine 
Department of the Board of Trade. 


Ix is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government that immediate steps should be taken 
for the appointment of officers under this Act, and with this object I have to give you 
the following instructions :— 

You will at once proceed to visit the principal seaports of the United Kingdom for the 
purpose of reporting to me on the steps which it is advisable to take at such ports, or in 


_ the neighbouring districts, for the purpose of organising the present staff, with such addi- 


tions to it as may be necessary. 

You will be accompanied by Captain Wilson, Assistant Professional Adviser of the 
Board, Mr. Traill, the Chief Surveyor, and Messrs. Wimshurst and Turner, Surveyors 
of the Board, or by any of these gentlemen whose services may from time to time be 
needed. 

Formal appointments under the Act will be made out at once, giving power to these 
officers, as well as to yourself, to detain ships, so that if any cases of unseaworthiness 
should come to your or their notice pending the ultimate organisation of the staff, there 
may be means of dealing with them. 

[fit should be found desirable that these gentlemen, or any of them, should take tem- 
porary charge of any port or district, you will report accordingly. 

In reporting on the officers to be appointed at the different ports, you will first of all 
have regard to the existing staff of the Board of Trade at each port. You will also 
ascertain and report whether it is desirable to remove any of them from one port to 
another, and finally you will consider whether any, and what, additions to the existing 
staff are necessary. 

When additions are necessary, you will consider whether they are permanently needed 
for the general conduct of the business of the Board, or temporarily for the purpose only 
of the present Act. In the latter case you will report whether there are any persons at 
the port who can be employed for the purpose, and at what cost.

4 PAPERS RELATIVE TO APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTORS 


You will remember that such persons must possess the skill and experience necessary 
for the performance of their duties, that they must be men of high character and of 
business-like habits, and also that they must be perfectly free from any commercial 
connections or influence which may bias, or be thought to bias, their judgment. 

You are so well acquainted with the practice of the Board of Trade in stopping unsea- 
worthy ships, that it is unnecessary to give you detailed instructions on the subject, more 
especially since it will be desirable in the first instance to make all practicable use of the 
existing staff of the Board, who are also well acquainted with its practice. 

The cases in which ships are to be stopped remain the same under the present Act as 
they have been under the former Act, the difference being that under the former Act a 


reference must be made to the Board before a ship can be stopped for survey, whilst under ~ 


the present Act the officer appointed for the purpose may stop the ship himself. This 
pone is, of course, intended to meet cases in which there is no time for reference to the 
oard. 

It will seldom be necessary to exercise it in the case of ships which are unseaworthy 
from defects in hull, machinery, or equipment, since these defects can generally be 
detected before the ship is on the point of proceeding to sea. 

It is in the case of overloading, or improper loading, that these powers will be chiefly 
used, and of the greatest service. In all cases in which this power is exercised, an 
immediate report must be made to the Board. 

It will be a part of your duty to consider and report what detailed instructions should 
be given to the officers charged with this power. 

In preparing your instructions, you will bear in mind that the enactments compelling 
shipowners to place deck marks on their ships, and to mark the load-line upoa them, come 
into full operation on the lst November. :

Captain Digby Murray to the President of the Board of Trade. 
(M. 17,696.) | 
Sir, London, 27 September 1875. 

In obedience to your letter of the 11th of August last, instructing me to 
proceed at once to visit the principal seaports of the United Kingdom, for the 
purpose of reporting to you on the steps which it is advisable to take at such 
ports, or in the neighbouring districts, for the purpose of organising the present 
Board of Trade staff, with such additions as may be necessary to carry out the 
Act of 1875, &c., &c., I have the honour to state that I have visited the, ports 
of Hull, Middlesboro’, Hartlepool, Sunderland, North Shields, Newcastle, Edin- 
burgh, Dundee, Glasgow, Belfast, Liverpool, Cardiff, Swansea, Newport, Bristol, 
Southampton, Plymouth, Dublin, and Cork, and conferred with such of the ship- 
owners at these places who were willing or whose engagements admitted of their 
meeting me. I am now in a position to make the following Report. 

Before commencing my remarks, I beg to say that in discussing the duties of 
the particular officers, I have been most careful to avoid all names, and that I 
intend no reflection, either direct or indirect, on any of these gentlemen, some of 
whom have performed, very ably, very multifarious duties. It is necessary 
that I should review the particular offices which are now in existence before 
suggesting the steps needful to reorganise the system. 


These officers are of two characters :— 
Ist. Those which are attached to the chief surveyor’s office in London. 
2nd. Local offices, 


Ist. A.— The Chief Surveyor. 


Ist. He is the principal surveyor for the London district. 

2nd. He is chief surveyor for the United Kingdom, and inspector of the 
whole staff, shipwrights, engineers, &c. 

3rd. He is the adviser to the Board of Trade on all engineering ana 
boiler questions. . if 

4th. He is the inspector of chain cable and anchor proving establish 
ments. 

5th. He is frequently employed as an assessor in cases of Board of ‘Trade 
inquiries.

6th. He‘ has sometimes (though not lately) given evidence as an expert 
in cases of inquiry. 
’ 7th. He often advises the principal surveyors of districts on doubtful 
points. 

Sth. He inquires into cases of alleged misconduct on the part of sur- 
veyors. | 

9th. He advises the Board as to the different limits for passenger steam- 
ships (i.e., the limits of smooth or partially smooth water for the different 
certificates), and considers disputed questions as to engines and _ boilers 
referred from other districts, besides various special duties. 


I need not say that it is impossible for any one man, no matter however 
great his ability, or however large his aptitude for work, to perform all these 
duties satisfactorily. 

2nd. B.—The Principal Surveyor of Iron Ships. 

The duties of this office are special ones, and require no comment here; 

they will be alluded to later on. 
3rd. C.—The Principal Surveyorof Tonnage. 


The duties of this office are also special, and require no comment here; they 


‘will also be alluded to later on. 


4th. D.—The Principal Shipwright Surveyor. 
The present holder of this office has been for the most part employed in sur- 
veying important cases of unseaworthiness of wooden ships. 


His office is at the present moment a very important one, and his duties 
require both enlarging and defining. I shall endeavour to do this later on. 


2nd.—-Locan OFFICES. 
E.— Principal Surveyors of Districts. 


I shall state the duties of one principal surveyor of a district only, asa 
sample, though the duties vary somewhat in different districts; at Liverpool, 
for instance, more time is taken up by the examinations. 


Ist. He conducts the examinations of engineers, which occupy nine days 
a month, or, excluding Sundays, one-third of his entire time. . 

2nd. He visits all the principal ports in the district once in three months, 
in accordance with the instructions of the Board. 

3rd. He attends to ail engineering correspondence, and has the super- 
vision of the desigrs of machinery and repairs going on in his district. 

4th. He occasionally surveys passenger steamers for certificates, and, in 

~ special cases, for unseaworthiness. 


5th. In addition to these duties, this gentleman, who is a very able officer, 
is frequently ordered away to other districts on special duty. 


I need not add that the actual supervision he has over his district is almost 
nil, and he informs me that surveyors have been ordered away from his district, 


and been absent for a considerable time without his ever being aware of it. 


The duties which the principal surveyors of districts nominally supervise, 
but over which they in reality exercise very little control, are of a very multi- 
farious character.. The Acts of 1871 and 1873 have thrown new and important 
duties on the Board of Trade, and that Board has been compelled to perform 
the duties imposed upon it in the best manner it could with the staff at its dis- 
posal. As an instance of the difficulties under which the Board has laboured, 
I will cite an example. The Act of 1871 imposed on the Board of Trade the 
duties — 

Ist. Of recording the draught of water of seagoing ships, and a number 
of men were appointed for this purpose. ) 
a1. Aus 2nd. 
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2nd. Of stopping a ship defective in either hull or equipments: on re- 
ceiving a complaint in writing, &c., &c. 


But the Act of 1873 supplemented these duties with others of greater difficulty 
and importance. 


Ist. In requiring the clear side of seagoing ships to be recorded. 

2nd. In empowering the Board of Trade to stop ships for overloading 
and improper loading. 

3rd. In empowering the Board to survey a ship when they have reason 
to believe her unseaworthy from defects of hull, equipments, or machinery, 
instead of on written complaint only as before. 


The recorders of draught of water were consequently often called upon to act 
as experts after ships had been detained for overloading by the Board, and to 
determine to what extent these ships should be lightened. Their action was 
jealously watched by the Board, and every practicable assistance was given to 
them ; the result, however, as may be supposed, has not always been satisfac- 
tory, especially as the officers employed had no common standard of reference 
to guide them. 

That part of the 3rd duty which the Act of 1873 imposed upon the Board of 
Trade, which has reference to the survey of ships for the defective condition of 
hull, ie been performed from time to time by engineers, by seamen of different 
grades, and by shipwrights proper. 

It does not require great ability or Jarge technical information to report a 
wooden ship as unseaworthy, when she is in an extremely rotten condition ; but 
to survey her properly, without missing any important points and without 
putting the owner to unnecessary expense, to make a proper report and proper 
recommendations as to repairs, to see tiat those repairs are properly executed, 
and that the butts of both frames, ceiling, and planking are properly shifted, 
and the whole efficiently fastened, does require a thorough knowledge of a ship- 
wright’s duty. Unfortunately mistakes have occurred, and the shipowners 
complain that they have been put'to great expense through the want of practical 
knowledge of some of the Board’s surveyors. I regret to say that there is some 
foundation for these complaints, but it is only fair to the officers concerned that 
I should’ add that the want of practical knowledge complained of ought pro- 
perly to be charged to the system in force rather than to the officials them- 
selves. The Board of Trade was compelled to utilise the persons at its disposai 
to enable it to carry out the novel duties imposed upon it by the. Act of 1873. 
The only officers at its disposal for the purpose were, in many cases, imper- 
fectly acquainted with the practical work of a shipwright’ scalling. Asa natural 
consequence they performed their duties clumsily and imperfectly ; a workman 
with little previous training was suddenly called upon to perform work requiring 
the very highest skill; under such circumstances it would have been hopeless 
to expect that mistakes should not have occurred ; it is capac: to the officers 

employed that the mistakes have not been greater. 


I have now reviewed the duties of the principal surveyors of the Board 
of Trade, especially with reference to the new duties imposed upon them 
by the Acts of 1871 and 1873, but before I propose any change, it will, I think, 
be necessary to consider one other question, 7.c., uniformity. ‘The complaint of 
the shipowners in all the different ports is, in effect, identical. They say, we 
are quite willing to meet you half way in any measures that are likely to result 
in the saving of life, but m return we want you to do two or three things for 
us. Give us, in the first place, good practical men as surveyors of both experi- 
ence and judgment, who have a thorough knowledge of the particular duty 
they are required to perform ; but above anything give us an uniformity of 

- practice. If our ships are passed for passenger certificates in a Clyde port, for 
instance, do not, the next time the certificate is renewed, require a number of 
extras because the ship is then in some other port; and with regard to our 
side-lights, we find that every port our ships go tothe surveyors have a different 
Opinion as to their position, which occasions detention and annoyance to 
ourselves. 

I will merely add to this, that nothing in my opinion brings Board of Trade 
surveys into such disrepute as want of uniformity. . 
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The defects which I have enumerated in the preceding Report can only be 
remedied, and the want of uniformity which I have noticed can only be 
supplied — i . 

Ist. By a partial re-organisation of the personnel of the service. 
2nd. By placing the inferior officers in complete subordination to their 


immediate superiors, and through their immediate superiors to the Board 
of Trade. | 


The Marine Department of the Board should, it appears to. me, be directly 


_ responsible to the Board of Trade for all matters ‘relating to the regulation of 


the Mereantile Marine. All questions affecting the seaworthiness of any vessel 
should be referred to the professional officer of the Marine Department; who 
should in his turn be assisted by five principal officers, viz.:— 


Ist. The assistant professional officer of the Marine Department. 


2nd. The engineer in chief, to whom should be submitted in the first 
place all unseaworthiness arising from defects in boilers and machinery, 
and who, in my opinion, ought to have his principal office at the Board of 
Trade. 


3rd. The principal surveyor of iron ships. 
4th. The principal surveyor of tonnage. 


5th. The principal shipwright surveyor. 


And these officers should be made responsible, both forthe uniformity in 
practice and the efficient conduct of all the duties specially entrusted to them. 

Before discussing the proposed duties of these officers, it would perhaps be 
as well to point out that in 1868 the Board of Trade surveyors numbered only 
27 men. 

In this year, 1875, they number, according to the last. list furnished to me, 
150 men; from this, however, the nine medical inspectors may fairly be 
deducted, leaving 141 men, not including the surveyors in isolated districts.. 
The surveyors employed in 1868 were engaged as follows : 18 were engineer 
surveyors employed in surveying passenger steamers and in general duties ;. 


‘nine were shipwright surveyors, not engineers. The shipwrights were originally 


intended to survey the hulls of passenger steamships, but their duties were 
mainly confined to the inspection of crew-spaces, lights, and feg-signals. 

From this it is evident that it might have been possible in 1868 for the chief 
surveyor to have performed all the multifarious duties assigned to him, but the 
work of the Board of Trade staff hasso enormously increased, not only as regards 
the number of men employed, but also as regards the duties they have to. 
perform, that a subdivision of both labour and responsibility has become abso- 
lutely necessary. I shall now try to briefly define what the duties of the prin- 
cipal officers ought in my opinion to be. 


Ist. A.—The Chief Surveyor, &c., &c., §¢. 


I propose that the gentleman who holds this position shall be called the 
engineer in chief; that he shall be considered to be the principal officer in 
the London district ; that he shall be recognised absolutely as the head of 
the entire engineering staff, and be responsible to the Board of Trade for 
the discipline, the working, and the uniform practice of his staff. ‘That an 
engineer shail not hereafter receive an appointment as a surveyor, whether - 
temporary or permanent, without this officer expressly stating in writing 
to the Board that he considers him a fit person for the position, and well 
qualified to carry out the duties required of him; he should also be con- 
sulted as to the transfer of engineer officers from one district. to another. 
These duties, with his advice to the Board on all questions of boilers and 
engines, and with his inspection of chain cable and anchor proving estab- 
lishments, are, I am sure, quite as much work as any one officer can 
efficiently perform. 
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B.—The Principal Surveyor of Iron Ships. 


A question has been raised at different ports, whether marine, 7.e., sea- 
going, engineers are qualified to survey the hulls of iron ships and of iron 
steamships, and my reply has been that these men have performed this kind 
of work very satisfactorily for the Board, and will no doubt continue to do 
so in the future. 

I think, however, that in all cases where a question of construction 
arises, or recommendations are about to be made for the strengthening of 
a weak ship, that the papers should always go to the principal surveyor of 
iron ships, and, if possible, he should always visit the vessel. 

This work, together with special surveys, &c., should be the duty of this 
officer. Ney 


C.—The Principal Surveyor of Tonnage. 


This officer should, I think, have the entire control of measurements 
for tonnage and crew-space, as also the supervision of lights.* I am of 
opinion, as regards tonnage and crew-space, that the measurements only 
should be taken, at the ports, and all the curves and computations should 
be made in London, but I think the first step should be to desire this officer 
to visit the ports and draw up his own scheme for the Board’s approval. 


D.—The Principal Shipwright Surveyor. 


This officer should, I think, be placed in entire control of his own staff. 
No shipwright should be appointed, whether supernumerary or otherwise, 
without his expressly stating in writing to the Board that he considers him a 
fit person for the position, and well qualified to carry out the duties required 
of him; that the applicant has surveyed a ship in his-presence; that he has 
done it efficiently, pointing out the defects, and making a proper report, 
with intelligent recommendations as to the repairs needed to fit the ship 
for the particular trade in which she is employed. 


For the next twelve months the principal shipwright surveyor should travel 
from one district to another, thoroughly grounding his men in their work, and 
seeing that they perform their duties both with judgment and uniformity, and 
do not cut up the ships they are called upon to survey more than is absolutely 
necessary for the efficient performance of their duty. After he becomes 
thoroughly acquainted with his men and their capabilities, he should always be 
consulted as to their removal from one district to another, and when the welfare 
of the service in his opinion absolutely requires it, he should be encouraged to 
point out to the Board such changes as may appear to him to be necessary. 
He should be held thoroughly responsible to the Board for the efficient working 
of his own staff. 


In concluding this summary of the proposed duties for the principal surveyors 
attached to the London office, I would beg to remark that constantly employing 
these gentlemen on duty as assessors or as experts on Board of Trade inquiries, 
must seriously interfere with the efficient working of the service. 


2nd E.—Locat Orricers.—PrRINcIPAL SURVEYORS OF Districts. 


These gentlemen. are at present, with one exception, engineers. I have 
already described in a previous part of this Report the duties which these officers 
perform, the manner in which the duties have been gradually extended, and the 
impossibility of any one officer performing satisfactorily the varied work which 
these gentlemen are required to attend to. I propose that in future there shall 
be two principal officers in each district. 


Ist. The inspector of the district. 


2nd. The principal engineer surveyor of the district. 


* Upon this point Captain Murray has made some important suggestions to the Board, of which some 
have been acted on, and others are now under consideration, as it is necessary to consult the Admiralty and 
the Trinity House upon them. 
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The inspector will be immediately responsible to the Board of Trade for the 
discipline of the district ; he would exercise a supervision over all the staff of 


_ the Board of Trade in the district; he would act as an inspector under the Act 


of 1875 for the stopping of overloaded and otherwise unseaworthy vessels ; he 
would be a general referee in all disputes which were not of sufficient import- 
ance to refer to the Board of Trade. 

The principal engineer surveyor of the district would perform nearly the 
same duties as those now performed by the principal surveyors of districts; he 
would, however, be relieved from the nominal control of the district staff, ex- 
cepting as regards purely engineering work. The reasons for creating» a new 
staff of officers of the rank, and with the authority which should attach to the 


- inspectors, may be stated as follows :-— 


Ist. Surveyors are now too much on an equality as regards position, and 
matters occasionally occur which are prejudicial to the good repute of the 
service, und which are not always brought to the notice of the Board of 
Trade when they ought to be. 


2nd. As a surveyor has not himself the power to pronounce a ship 
unseaworthy, he frequently reports a vessel to the Board for a com- 
paratively slight fault, which might have been locally dealt with by an 
officer of greater authority, and in this way cause less or even no delay 
to the ship. 


3rd. A good deal of inconvenience is sometimes occasioned to ship- 
owners on little questions, as to lights, screens, &c., and the presence of a 
superior officer to whom the shipowners could appeal, and who would 
resolutely set his face against any arbitrariness on the part of the surveyor, 
would be most beneficial. 


4th. Wooden vessels are sometimes stopped as unseaworthy when they 
have been fit for the particular trade in which they have been engaged, 
and when a shipwright of experience visits them subsequent to their 
detention, he finds trifling defects, which he recommends to be repaired, 
feeling, however, at the same time, that had he visited the vessels in the 
first place, he would not have considered himself justified in recommending 
their deteation. This would be controlled by the good judgment of a 
superior officer, and an uniformity of practice would be attained, which 
it is hopeless to expect while every surveyor acts on his own individual 
responsibility, controlled only by circulars and instructions from the Board 
of Trade. | 


Lastly. I am convinced of the propriety of trusting these gentlemen, 
if good, practical men, properly ‘selected, with the powers of inspector 
under the Act of 1875, and I am confident that their authority will be 
found very beneficial both to the Board of Trade and to the shipowners ; 
they will be able to reconcile many little differences, to exercise an intel- 
ligent supervision over the surveyors, especially those engaged in the 
surveys of unseaworthy ships. They would have a most important influence 
in preventing vessels. unseaworthy, either from hull, machinery, or equip- 
ments, overloading or improper loading, from going to sea; and at the 
same time they would occasion only a minimum interference with the 
legitimate trade of the country. 3 


They would also, if gentlemen of fair position, good temper and judgment, 
recommend. themselves to the good opinion of the shipowners, and in this way 
exercise an increasing influence, which would go a long way to establish the 
custom of the ports, and ensure uniformity in practice in loading especially. 

A yearly conference amongst these officers, with the professional officer of 
the Marine Department as chairman, would tend greatly to increase uniformity 
in their action ; and it would be easy to select some time at Midsummer when 
their absence from their districts would entail a minimum of inccnvenience. 

I propose to divide the United Kingdom into eight districts, not including 
London, which latter district, ] would.consider directly under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Trade, with the engineer in chief as principal officer. For 
these eight districts, eight inspectors would be required; three of which 
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appointments I would consider’ first class, two second class; and three third 
class, rating them simply with reference to the amount of work to be per- 
formed. 

It is hardly necessary for me to add, after the detail of the important duties 
which I propose should attach to these officers, that they should be permanent — 
officers of the Board of Trade; their appointment, in my judgment, is necessary, 
not merely under the increased duties of the temporary Act of the present year, 
but for the proper conduct of the work imposed on the Board of Trade by 
previous legislation. (See Appendix A., Proposed Instructions to Inspectors of 
Districts. Also Summary of New Proposed Appointments, Appendix B.) 

Many of the shipowners would like to have au inspector at every large port, 
which, independently of the difficulty of obtaining a large number of properly 
qualified men, would entail an expense on the country which I do not consider 
myself justified in recommending, but I think that in some districts especially 
that the Board of Trade may find it necessary to give power, as an inspector 
under the Act of 1875, to some of the subordinate officers, under the advice of 
the inspector of the district, in no way, however, relieving the latter from his 
proper responsibility and control, or the former from their entire subordination 
to him. 

The other local officers, engineer surveyors, shipwright surveyors, recorders 
of draught of water, tonnage measurers, tapeholders, &c., require little com- 
ment. The proposed additions will be found in the Appendix attached, and 
marked B. 

I shall not add a detailed list to my present Report of the final disposition of 
the surveyors, as that can only be arrived at after discussion at. the Board, and 
will involve the consideration of the personal merits of the officers, which I 
consider it is inexpedient to discuss in this paper. | 

With regard to the shipwrights I will add a few words, 

The survey of the hull of a wooden ship should always, when practicable, 
be conducted by two surveyors, shipwrights by profession, but one of the 
two at least should in every case be a shipwright. The appointments of 
additional shipwrights should not be temporary for the Act of 1875, but 
neither should they be permanent. 1am convinced that the true policy of the 
Board is not to increase the present permanent staff of either shipwrights, 
engineers, or other surveyors, but to make supernumerary appointments ter- 
minable, say at three months’ notice on either side. 

The best of these supernumeraries should be selected from time to time to 
fill up vacancies in the permanent staff; in this way the Board will always 
be able to ensure the services of proved men. A permanent officer should not 
necessarily rank above a supernumerary. Pay and position should be regulated 
by merit, and be in accordance with the best interests of the service, quite 
independently of the permanence of the appointment. 


It is impossible for me, ina Report of this nature, to foresee or provide for 
all the contingencies that are likely to arise, nor have I proposed to myself so 
ambitious a task; I have contented myself with giving an outline only of the 
direction which it appears to me the re-organisation of the Board of Trade 
staff ought to take. In conclusion, I beg to say that the shipowners have called 
my attention to some questions arising out of the Bill of 1875, which, as they 
do not appear to me to be directly or indirectly connected with my present 
Report, I shall not allude to here, but which I hope to have the pleasure of per- 
sonally. calling your attention to.

Sir, 
In appointing you district inspector for district, the Board of Trade desire 


me to inform you that you will be required to exercise an efficient supervision over all 
the Board of Trade staff in your district, as well as to act as an inspector under the Act 


of 1875, for the stopping of overloaded and otherwise unseaworthy vessels, when time 


does not admit of your‘first consulting the Board of Trade. It will be your task to 
perform the important dutics committed to your charge both with judgment and in a 
conciliatory manner, and to settle all trifling matters of detail and of dispute which are 
not sufficiently important to refer to the Board of Trade. You will impress upon the 
staff under you the necessity of being firm, without being arbitrary, and also the absolute 
necessity of being courteous at all times in the discharge of their duty. 

You will receive every support from the engineering staff of your district, but the 
Board is.convinced that your own good judgment will prevent your interfering in any of 
the engineering portion of their duties unless you are expressly desired so to do. You 
will have the absolute':power of moving the staff of shipwrights and draught of water 
recorders in any way which you may deem most advisable for the efficient working of

REPORT as to Performance of Surveyors’ Dutiss at St. KarTHarine 
Dock Hovsz. 
Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, 
Sir, 5 November 1875. 
In accordance with your instructions we have carefully inquired into the 


arrangements at St. Katharine Dock House for the performance of the surveyors’ 
duties there. 


We have limited our inquiries thus far to the principles upon which these 
arrangements are, or should be, founded, and have not up to the present time 


. 


looked into any actual complaints, either of individual surveyors or of the public. / 


We decided at the outset not to commence by inviting complaints from ship- 
owners, and the result has convinced us of the propriety of this course, inas- 
much as we have been able, without such assistance, to make suggestions 
which will, we believe, provide in many ways for the better conduct of the 
business, and so prevent the opportunity for delay and inconvenience in future. 
It is of course still open to inquire into actual complaints, either at once or after 
the Department is reorganised in the way we propose, when the extent to which 
our recommendations will have prov ided against delay and inconvenience wall 
become apparent. 


The 
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The duties of the London office comprise not only such as have to be provided Duties of office 
for in any principal district office, but also numerous duties which have no (chief'surveyor’s 
doubt fallen upon it from its central position, or its proximity to Whitehall, viz., >'eh): 
such as are of a consultative nature, and such as relate to the surveys of the 
United Kingdom rather than of any particular district, e.g. :— 


Advising both personally, and by minute, the Board of Trade on questions 
referred ; 

Assisting in the compilation of instructions and circulars : 

Corresponding with the surveyors in all parts of the kingdom on ques- 
tions of doubt ; 

Replying to queries from shipowners, manufacturers, and engineers, in 
all parts of the kingdom, on details of construction in cases of vessels and 
machinery under survey ; 

Making calculations in respect of boilers, safety valves, machinery, hulls, 
&e., on the plans submitted by manufacturers, builders, &c.; also on 
details submitted for consideration by the other surveyors in doubtful 
cases ; 

Inspecting chain cable and anchor-proving establishments, and inspect- 
ing other districts, and advising the staff, &c. 


These duties are performed by the chief surveyor (Mr. Traill) with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Samson (engineer and shipwright surveyors), a clerk 
at present borrowed from the Marine Department, and two or three of the junior 
surveyors, who are frequently employed far beyond office hours on clerical 
duties in connection with this work. 

To these may be added the duties of Mr. Turner and Mr. Wimsburst, 
who are principal shipwright surveyors for the whole kingdom; and of Mr. 
Moore, the principal surveyor for tonnage, with his assistants, which also apper- 
tain to the whole of the United Kingdom; and, to some extent, of Mr. Mc. Farlane 
Gray, who, as principal examiner of engineers and in steam, performs certain 
duties which also appertain to the whole of the United Kingdom. 

These officers lend little or no special assistance towards the performance of 
the duties of the district. proper, and the surveyor in charge of the district 
arrangements can scarcely rely upon any assistance from them, though of 
course, in cases of considerable emergency, they might, without doubt, with the 
concurrence of the chief surveyor, be employed upon part of the ordinary duty 
of the district. 

But, whilst this.is so, the officers of the district may be employed upon the 
work of the chief surveyor. 

Moreover, the qualifications necessary for reporting upon designs, and espe- 
~~ ‘wally upon novel designs, must necessarily be somewhat in excess of those 

* \zessary to form a correct judgment upon existing work. The one surveyor, 
4) Yais practical knowledge, may be a competent judge as to how far the work 
\o up to acknowledged standards, the other must be prepared to go beyond 
3 and advise upon any new element in construction, and must possess, in 
addition to a practical experience of machinery and ships, such a knowledge of 
the principles of engineering as will enable him to form a correct judgment of 
the extent to which safety is secured in cases of new designs or departures from 
ordinary designs. 

A man possessing the first, but not the second, would be liable to pass 
dangerous work; a man with both qualifications would not be liable to do so to 
the same extent, and anything dangerous passed by him would probably be 
traceable to carelessness, want of time, or other clearly definable cause. 

Whilst, therefore, there is no disadvantage in having men possessing both 
these qualifications in the ordinary surveying class, there is no necessity to pay 
for this extra qualification in the ordinary surveyor, so long as there is in the 
superior office a staff capable of guiding him in difficult and doubtful points, 
and in any novel case which may arise. 

But this is not more the case in London than in any other district. The 
services of a chief surveyor’s department do and would naturally extend to all. 

Not only is there no necessity for conducting the two classes of duties in one 
Office, and by one staff, but there is every reason for believing that the com- 
bination operates detrimentally upon both.

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It appears to us of considerable importance, with .a view to \the discipline of 
the London district office, that one officer should be responsible for the whole 
of the arrangments for the employment of the staff there, and this is especially 
difficult as matters at present stand, when the responsible officer is at. one time 
the senior surveyor in charge, at another time the next ordinary surveyor in 
rotation, and at another time one of the assistants to the chief surveyor, acting 
either independently or under the instructions of the chief surveyor. 

We have, therefore, no hesitation in recommending that the duties of the 
chief surveyor, and his special assistants, including those of the principal 
surveyor for tonnage and his assistants, of Mr. Wimshurst, Mr. Turner, and 
Mr. Mc. Farlane Gray (so far as his duties appertain to the United Kingdom as a 
whole are concerned) he entirely disconnected from the London district office. 

We have not thought it to be within the reference to us to suggest in what 
way the duties which we propose so to be disconnected from the London district 
office should be performed, but we may observe that the inquiries which we 
have made have necessarily placed us in possession of information which would 
enable us to report without delay upon this point, should it be the desire of the 
department that we do so. 

Assuming that our recommendation be acted upon, we have to consider how 
far the London district office, as it would exist after such disconnection, is suited 
for the business which will then devolve upon it. 

The staff that will remain for ‘the duties of the London district, are, five 
engineer surveyors, three practical shipwright surveyors, and seven nominal 
shipwright surveyors for measuring purposes (including Captain Burnaby, sta- 
tioned at Yarmouth, and Mr. Watson, stationed at Deal). 

In considering the sufficiency of this staff, it may be well to refer to some of 
the elements affecting the performanceof the duties of the district. 


It will be remembered that the duties devolving upon the surveyors have been 
increased from time to time by Acts of Parliament, for instance :— 
In 1862 the inspection of lights and fog signals, and the examination of 
engineers ; 

In 1867 the inspection of erew spaces ; 

In 1871 and 1873, the inspection of ships’ marks ; 
Record of ships’ draught of water ; 
Survey on applications for change of name ; : 
Survey of ships alleged to be unseaworthy, on requisition of magis- 

trates ; 

Survey in similar cases by order of Board of Trade ; 


In 1872 the measurement of tonnage and survey of “ passengers’ ships ad / 


for emigration. 


They have been also increased by regulations of the department under whic!” 


plans of boilers, safety valves, and machinery generally are. reported upe, 
and under which ships and machinery under construction are inspected. 
Further the ships and machinery of modern days require greater care 2 }. 
attention than formerly on the part of the surveyors. We have been informed 
that details are now examined which used to be overlooked, and that some 
of these details were in cases positively dangerous. The effect of the instructions 
issued by the Board from time to time has been to make surveys not only 
more rigorous, but also more complete and uniform, thus preventing to a great. 
extent the risk of that which has been passed by one surveyor being subse- 
quently rejected by another. we 
The London district office has been, and probably will continue to be, 
specially affected by peculiar contingencies, such, for instance, as that arising 
from the training of new surveyors. This has been represented to us as having 
occasionally caused a considerable pressure upon the time of the ordinary staff 
without any return, so far as they are concerned. There is also that arising 


from the supply of surveyors to other districts, either temporarily or perma- 


nently, and from employment of certain of the staff on special cases. 

The above fall upon the London office to a much greater extent than upon 
any other district office. ‘ ) 

There is no sufficient reason why these services should not be continued 


in the London office. On the contrary, looking to the advantages of uniformity 
in 


~ table.t 
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in subsequent practice, it is desirable that all new officers should be trained 
under one system and in the vicinity of the chief surveyor’s and tonnage 
departments. 

Before going into the actual question of sufficiency of. staff it may be 
well in this place to consider in what way the services of the office are called 
into requisition. With this view we have classified the duties under the 
following heads :* 

First. Those duties in which the action of the surveyors depends upon prior 
notice by shipowners or others of the outside public, who set the department 
in motion by payment of a fee. In the performance of the duties in this class 
the surveyors have no option as to the time at which they shall be performed, 
provided that the notice required by the Board of Trade regulations has been 
given. On the other hand, the Board have no distinct knowledge at the time 
of the proceedings of the surveyors, and would only become aware of instances 
of neglect or delay in the performance of these duties upon representations by 
persons affected. 

Inquiry into the proceedings of the surveyors in these cases to be of value 
should be made by a competent chief at the time. 


Secondly. The cases in respect of which the surveyor’s action depends upon 
special instructions and orders of the Board of Trade.. Any delay or neglect 
in these would come at once to the knowledge of the Board when the papers 
came before them, as must be the case in due course. 


- Thirdly. Those duties which the surveyors have to perform upon the orders 
of courts of justice, and courts of inquiry, and in which the surveyors have no 
power whatever to delay action. — 


Fourthly. Those duties, which the surveyors have, under their general 
instructions to perform, but which, not being of so urgent a character as those 
in the preceding classes, must necessarily be neglected, partially or completely, 
when the staff is otherwise employed ; and— 


_ Fifthly. Clerical duties, which are now. performed to some extent by the 
surveyors themselves, partly by the junior surveyors, and partly by clerks 
supplied temporarily from the Marine Department. 

There is little reason to doubt that the duties in classes 2 and 3 will 
always be sufficiently provided for; and that the first to suffer must be those 


- comprised in class 4, the next in order those in class 5, and then certain of 
- those in class 1. 


This is precisely what has taken place. Certain of the duties in class 4 are 
almost. entirely neglected, e.g. :— 
The inspection of steamships (paragraph 8 of Instructions), to ascertain 
that the state of efficiency is maintained ; 
The search for passenger steamships which have sustained damage ; 
The casual inspection of lights and fog signals ; 
The casual look out for unseaworthy vessels; and 
The recording of draught of water and clear side. 


These duties are no doubt performed as far as can be, and as regards that 
last mentioned, two surveyors are’ regularly employed upon it. 

In respect of class 5 (clerical duties) there has been a considerable arrear 
which the clerks lent by the Board of Trade are now bringing up. | 

As regards class'1 it isnot likely that complaints of neglect to go sufficiently 
into detail would reach the ears: of. the Board, but we have been informed that. 


complaints have been made that ships are not attended to with sufficient speed, 


and it has also been: shown:to us by every officer whom we have examined that 


he.has been unable to complete his work within office hours, the overtime 


varying from one to three hours daily, but in some cases to considerably 


_ tore: The officers have had no advantage in the way of extra remuneration, 


and so are clear from any imputation that they have an interest in making: 
Overtime. ripe . . 

The work of the London out-district: has to be performed at 31 places 
on’ the coast, extending from Wisbeach on the north to Littlehampton on 
the south coast; the distance from London to each is. shown in the annexed 

ai There 


* See Table A. 


+ See Table C. 
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There are in the London home district 41 docks, graving docks, gridirons, 
&c., as shown in a table annexed,* at which the work has to be performed, to 
say “nothing of the river itself, in which vessels lie, and discharge, and take in 
cargo. 

We have called upon the surveyors for the number of visits made in each 
class of duty, with the results shown in the table appended.t 


It is, of course, next to impossible to arrive at anything like a satisfactory . 


estimate of the time which the survey of a steamship occupies. We have 
endeavoured to get at something like an idea by questioning several surveyors 
upon the point, and are led to the conclusion that in the case of an ordinary 
foreign-going steamship, of moderate tonnage, in fair condition, and with 
everything prepared for the surveyor, from 10 to 13 hours or more would be 
employed to make a careful and complete survey such as,should be made, whilst 
this period would be spread over several visits. But from what we gather, 
although probably many vessels would be surveyed in this time, and some even 
in much less, in a very large number of cases the survey would take considerably 
longer ; added to which we found it stated that the surveyors frequently meet 
with bus scant facilities on the part of some shipowners or their employés, and 
are constantly delayed in their work, and have to increase the number of visits, 
in consequence of insufficient arrangements on the part of those connected with 
the ship, at times even when they are quite aware of the surveyor’s requirements 
for the purposes of his survey. 

We are, of course, aware that this absence of facilities affects other districts 
quite as much: as that of London, but we have felt bound to advert to this 
point, not only because it has been brought to our notice, but because we 
hope that the Board may be willing to consider the propriety of causing a 
circular to be issued to the shipowners of the kingdom, calling their attention 
to the waste of time which takes place occasionally from want of sufficient 
facilities, and which only reacts upon themselves, causing delay, inconvenience, 
and expense. 

But setting aside the question of facilities afforded by shipowners, it must 
be borne in mind that the surveyor will frequently find it necessary to visit a 
vessel again and again, either as parts are opened up, or as defects are being 
made good; and we cannot but feel that as he is held personally responsible 
for his survey, it would be scarcely fair to dictate to him the actual number of 
visits he should make, or the actual steps he should take to satisfy himself of 
the state of things to which he is to declare. 

From returns which we have received, it appears that the surveyors now 
forming the staff of the London district have, in the course of the 12 months 
ending 30th June last, been employed beyond the limits of the district for 429 
days in the aggregate, and out of London, but within the limits of the district, 
211 days. These officers have also had 170 days’ leave of absence amongst 
them, and been absent on sick leave 192 days in addition. Added, therefore, 
to the time which they have been away, must be the further period of leave to 
which they were entitled but have not taken. 

The total days absent from the duties of the port would therefore be 1,234 
days in respect of 13 surveyors.{ 

There would be no advantage in carrying these computations further. We 
may simply turn to the fact that all these surveyors have been, as already stated, 
employed upon overtime ; and the remedy which we propose is not, necessarily, 
by way of immediate increase of the surveying out-door staff, but by such a 
division of the work as will enable the existing staff to devote much more of 
their time to the professional duties for which they have been appointed. 

Before leaving this point, we may remind the Board that the surveyors have 
been from time to time appointed as new work of a special character has fallen 
upon the Survey Department ; and with a view, no doubt, rather to their fitness 


for such special work than to their adaptability to the general requirements of — 


the Surveying Department. It will be obvious that this has resulted to some 
extent in an absence of that elasticity which is necessary to a department subject 
to such var mee and sudden interruptions.

outports, 
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We find upon comparison that, the clerical duties performed by the surveyors 
occupy periods very nearly corresponding with the amount of their overtime. 
These clerical duties consist of entering up registers, copying declarations, 
answering personal inquiries, making out forms, and correspondence in connection 
with surveys and inspections. 

If therefore they could be relieved of a portion of such work, and we see no 
reason to the contrary, they would to a great extent be elev ed in respect of 
their employment out of office hours. 

it is of course out of all question to attempt to confine their duties invariably 
within office hours. There must always be isolated and exceptional cases which 
should be attended to even at the most inconvenient times; but whilst this has 
been recognised by the Board of Trade, we apprehend that the intention of the 
Board in imposing a special fee for such cases was to make it clear that they 
were regarded as purely exceptional, and to define the limits of time forming the 
official day, in which business, as a rule, should be attended to. 

Every surveyor should feel that whilst the intention is that his duties should be 
performed, as a rule, within office hours, his services are at the disposal of the 
department at all times when required. The necessity for such exceptional 
employment may, we think, be left to the judgment of the principal of his depart- 
ment. If the officers themselves have no special inducement to make overtime, 
the representations which would be made by any of them who were systematically 
so employed should soon result in a proper rectification of the arrangements, 
and should suffice to prevent unfair taxation of the energies of the staff, and that 
becoming a system which is provided for simply as exceptional. 

We are not prepared to state what number of clerks would be required for all 
the clerical work of the office. Much will depend upon the extent to which the 
surveyors may find it convenient to avail themselves of their assistance. 

The work is, however, of a kind which can well be performed by civil service 
writers, though possibly it may be expedient that such clerks should be placed 
on the permanent establishment; and if the surveyors have leave to hand over 
to the clerks as much work as possible, nothing will be requisite but the watch- 
fulness of the principal of the office to see that no waste of time takes place. 

But the surveyors’ time would be further economised if they could start earlier 
upon their daily duties. We have been informed that. the lists of daily work 
allotted to the surveyors every morning are sometimes not distributed until 
11 o clock, or even later. | 

Without casting reflections upon individuals, we may remark that any system 
which would provide for the distribution of these lists earlier in the morning 
would be most beneficial. An. hour so saved would, for every six surveyors, be 
equal to the addition of another surveyor to the staff. 

We have already referred to one other way in which the surveyors may obtain 
relief in the performance of their duties, z.¢., in the facilities afforded by ship- 
owners themselves; we would further suggest that it be an instruction to the 
principal of the office to report every case of systematic omission to afford due 


facilities for surveys which he has failed by his own endeavours to obtain, with , 


a view to a communication being made by the department to the owner or 
‘manager of the vessel in fault. 

The above considerations render it imperative in our view that the General 
District Office should be in the charge of a principal surveyor not only thoroughly 
competeni to perform all the practical duties of a surveyor, but possessing all the 
qualities necessary for the proper government of the office and arrangement of 
the business. 

A glance at one or two points which affect the office internally will show further 
the necessity for this. 

At the present time, under an order of the chief surveyor, the steamships 
coming regularly on survey in the district are apportioned in classes amongst the 
surveyors. The advantage of this arrangement is obvious. It is of course 
unnecessary for a surveyor on a subsequent. survey to take and work out many, 
of the dimensions and calculations which he has previously made and noted. He 
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has also the benefit of knowledge of the vessel and details gained upon his - 


previous survey. ‘The surveyors alsv by this means know to some extent the 
work that will fall to them, some time before it comes into hand, and are thus able 
_ to make their own arrangements. It has been invariably stated that the operation 
of these lists has been attended with very great advantage, and that a sudden 
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departure from them has caused delay and inconvenience to both the public 
service and the surveyors. We have been informed that nevertheless such 


departure has been made. 
Again, there must always be urgent cases in arranging for which considerable 


discretion on the part of the principal of an office is necessary with the view of | 


preventing the least possible inconvenience to those concerned, without sacrificing 
the interests of others, and without encouraging a practice of deferring 
applications to the last minute, and an undue employment of the staff out 6f 
office hours. 

Again, the removal of surveyors suddenly for performance of duties outside 
the district, the necessity for which must constantly occur, cannot take place 
without considerable inconvenience, the extent of which can of course be best 
estimated by the officer who has to meet it. This will be understood when it is 
borne in mind that the survey in respect of one vessel sometimes extends over 
several weeks. The inconvenience of removing a surveyor when he has gone 
perhaps half or three-quarters through his survey, especially when the inclusive 
character of the declaration is considered, may be easily imagined. Arising out 
of this very proceeding is a practice which we regard as dangerous, and to which 
we refer further on; but it will, we think, be apparent from what we have said 
that the Board will be pressing least heavily upon the district by giving to the 
surveyor in charge of it, whenever it is possible, the opportunity of ‘selecting a 
surveyor for the purpose of the special work in view. There ought to be no 
danger of the department suffering through such a course, as a principal sur- 
veyor would naturally, in the course of time, become aware of the special quali- 
fications of each member of his staff, and ‘consequently well able to name the 
one best fitted for any duty described by the Board, and the office would be 
spared some of the inconvenience which we understand it has had to suffer 
through the sudden nomination of a particular surveyor-for a special duty. 

It is also for consideration whether advantage would not arise, if such prin 
cipal surveyor could also be appointed as principal emigration officer for the 
port. The “ Passengers Acts” give certain powers to emigration officers which 
can, as matters now stand, be only exercised by the Board of Trade and the 
surveyor in charge in part, and by the emigration officer in part, e.g., the emi- 
gration officer is empowered under Section 19 of the Act to appoint three com- 
petent surveyors on requisition by an owner or charterer who is dissatisfied with 
the ordinary survey under this section. No case of this kind has, we believe, 
arisen since these Acts have been administered by the Board of Trade; but we 
take it there would be considerable awkwardness in carrying this provision into 
effect, and such awkwardness might be altogether avoided if the principal sur- 
veyor were also principal emigration officer of the port. 

The principal surveyor, if also principal emigration officer of the port, would 
not only apportion and regulate the duties of the entire office staff, including 
the emigration officers, but by appointing the surveyors for a passenger ship 
would comply with even the letter of the law ; and there is no reason to doubt 
that he would find numerous duties to perform in his own office if he were 
generally to be found there. 


We would for many reasons recommend that it should be an instruction to’ 
the principal officer of the district to remain in the office as much as possible, 


and, asa rule, not to take part in the out-door duties. He should be held 


responsible for the distribution of work; and, as far as possible, for the manner in | 


which it is performed ; for the surveyors’ accounts and diaries ; for all the clerical 


work; for the actual examinations of engineers and of masters and mates in’ 


steam—in fact for everything coming within the scope of the office. 

The importance of his remaining as.much as possible in the office will further 
be felt when it is remembered that personal inquiries involving technical points 
which clerks are not competent to discuss are frequently made there, and that 
references of an immediate character have occasionally to be dealt. with for 
which purpose surveyors have to be traced. 

As regards this latter point, we have found that as a rule the ordinary sur- 
veyors’ office is cleared of every surveyor by noon or soon after, and we have 
accordingly endeavoured to ascertain how far it would be possible to obtain the 
services of surveyors in the middle of the day in case of need. 

Each surveyor when starting upon his daily work leaves behind him a list ' of 
the ships he is about to visit, and it is the practice to endeavour to adhere as 

far 


ie ad 
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far as possible to, the order in which his work is arranged; but it siands to 
reason that many circumstances may arise to interfere with this order, and 
we think it may be assumed that it would be impossible, without a considerable 
increase of staff and an amount of routine and delay, to arrange for the con- 
stant performance of the work in the order in which it is described in a list 
previously made out, so as to permit of the surveyor reaching a given place at a 
given time even once in the course of the day. 

» Itis not the practice of the surveyors to return. to the office at the end of the 
day, and any regulation requiring them to do so would probably operate very 


’ injuriously and oppressively.. 


Our proposition is that.an arrangement should be made for two surveyors, one 
an engineer and one a shipwright, to be placed on miscellaneous, duty of the 
kind, say, of that which is now to some extent neglected, with instructions to 
be at. certain places at given hours in the day; this would not only provide for 


‘ready communication with them, but also for the performance of certain duties 


performed at present only in. part. 
A question of considerable importance arising in connection with the sudden 


removal of surveyors has come before us, viz., the extent to which one surveyor 


signing a declaration may rely upon the assistance of another. 

This question arises in several ways. It arises in the case of the survey of a 
passenger ship for emigrants. Two surveyors are appointed for this duty, but 
whilst one of them makes.a most careful survey of nearly every detail, his col- 
league does only as much of the work as his other duties permit, yet both joim in 
a declaration. 

It arises in. the case of the survey of a steamer for excursion limits in some 


_ other than the district. in which she is to be employed... It has been the practice 


of the Department to require an examination of the vessel by the surveyor in 
the district in which she is to ply, and the question arises whether the surveyor 
of the last-named district, by endorsing the declaration of original survey, accepts 
a. personal responsibility as to the entire fitness, of the vessel for the service in 
which she is to be employed. 

Another case in which it arises is that of a surveyor removed either tempo- 
rarily or permanently after having completed a portion only of a survey. 

The Board of 'Trade have to some extent recognised this difficulty and laid 
down a rule with respect to. it, ¢.e.,in the case of ships’ bottoms, where they 
permit the duly recorded survey by one surveyor to be accepted by another who 


‘signs the declaration in lieu of an inspection by himself. 


The surveyors we find are frequently led to accept. work by their colleagues 
in lieu of their own., This may possibly be the case only under pressure of cir- 
cumstances, but it appears to us a matter of such considerable importance that 
we should.not be justified in passing it by without. a distinct expression of opinion. 
It seems clear to us that any arrangement by which a surveyor is enabled to 


divest. himself of responsibility is questionable ; and though there must neces- 


sanily be urgent and exceptional cases in which it is absolutely impossible for 
am. officer to. examine every detail. of a survey assigned to him, it would be 
better to deal with such cases in a clearly defined way, rather than allow 
a system. of divided responsibility to exist. Such cases may be met in two 
ways :— 


(1.) By requiring a survey ad initio by the surveyor who has finally to sign 


the declaration : 


(2.) By limiting every declaration to the details for which the surveyor 
signs. ie 


We have no hesitation in recommending that the latter course be: adopted, 


_ qualified in the following manner :— 


The surveyor who is to sign the principal declaration for the ship should be 
held responsible for every detail, except.such as he distinctly specifies upon it 
as having been unable to complete. Such specified details: must be subsequently 
attended to by other surveyors, who must give separate declarations. in respect 
of them. These declarations in the aggregate would form the complete decla- 


_ ration for the ship. In this way the value of declarations in the estimation of 


shipowners would be maintained, and a surveyor would have no possible excuse 
for doubting the measure of his responsibility. . 
1. sort i C2 
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In the case of the declaration for excursion limits above referred to, we gather 
that scarcely any surveyor would be prepared to accept the full responsibility 
for a vessel previously surveyed in another district without a complete re-survey 
of the vessel by himself. It would therefore be undesirable to lead the owner 


to apply for survey for excursion limits in any but the district in which the, 


steamer is to ply. 

One other question of divided responsibility arises, viz., in connection with the 
survey of emigrant ships above referred to. The Passeng ers Act states that the 
ordinary survey is to be made “ under the direction of the emigration officer,” 
and the form of declaration (Surveys 27) requires that officer's approval of either 
the declaration or the survey (which of them is not stated) of the two surveyors 
who haye made the inspection. 

The emigration officer accordingly regards it as his duty to accompany the 
surveyors upon the survey, to decide in questions of doubt, and probably even 
to direct the surveyors in any case in which he might see fit. He regards himself 
as equally responsible with the surveyors for the details attested. 

That the responsibility of the emigration officer in respect of some of these 
details is but a very partial one is Obvious. He may possibly, from his profes- 
sional knowledge, be in a position to share the responsibility of the surveyors in 
the case of the hull of a vessel or her equipments, her machinery, her sanitary 
arrangements, or her crew. But there is scarcely a doubt that in the case 
of some details he must be in the hands of the surveyors, and be guided by 
them. 

The mere assumption, therefore, of the right or power to interfere with a 
survey we regard as dangerous, and calculated to lessen the responsibility of the 


surveyors, whether engineer, shipwright, or sanitary. employed upon the work. 


These surveyors should, we think, be held personally responsible to the Board 


for the work referred to in the declaration to which their signatures are 


attached. 


In this view, however, the emigration officer’s duty would be confined to ° 


accepting the declarations of the surveyors in respect of the matters referred to 
in them, unless he saw good reason to question the survey ; and he would have 
more time at his disposal for attending to other details which come directly 
within his province. 

We must advert to one other point connected with the arrangements above 
referred to for surveys of vessels under the Passenger Acts in London. Under 
these arrangements one or two shipwright surveyors are employed constantly upon 
this duty, but the engineer surveyors have to take it turn and turn about for a 
month at a time. We are of opinion that the period of one month assigned 
to a surveyor’s attendance on emigrant ships’ work is scarcely sufficient to enable 
him to perform this duty satisfactorily to himself, or to lead him to take much 
interest in the cases; and as many an emigrant ship is over a month on the 
berth before sailing, cases must constantly arise where the engineer surveyor’s 
emigration duties run beyond the month of duty, and consequently, until the 
case is disposed of, intrude amongst his ordinary duties afterwards, and the 
frequency of the changes of surveyors upon the work cannot fail to produce 
broadcast inconvenience. &n passant, we would suggest that the period be 
increased to from four to six months. The matter is perhaps rather one for 
internal office arrangement than for general regulations. 


\ 


The recommendations which we have to make are therefore as faltGe ane 


(1.) The separation of the duties at present performed by the chief sur- 
-veyor and his staff from those of the London district proper ; 


(2.) The appointment of a principal surveyor for the London district, who 
should have complete control over the whole of the arrangements, who should 
be as far as possible at all times in the office, and be directly responsible 
to the department and to the chief surveyor for uniformity, thus placing 
the London district office in precisely the same position as other district 
offices ; 


(3.) A more etl division of the duties of the ordinary surveyors into 


technical and clerical; and the employment of sufficient clerical assistance © 


to relieve the surveyors as far as possible from every kind of clerical work, 
including the computations in respect of tonnage measurement ; 


(4.) The 


q 
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_ (4.) The arrangement of the duties of the Department so as to provide 
that the surveyors may start upon their daily work at the earliest possible 
moment ; that the work may always be fairly apportioned amongst the 
staff; that the miscellaneous work under Class 4 may be more regularly 
performed ; and that surveyors may be traced for urgent cases ; 


(5.) The issue of a circular to shipowners inviting their co-operation in 
facilitating the duties of the surveyors ; and the report from time to time 
of instances of systematic neglect to afford such facilities, and of syste- 
matic employment of the staff in other than office hours ; 


(6.) A clearly laid down instruction as to the inability of a surveyor to 
divest himself of personal responsibility in any detail, except by distinctly 
specifying such detail in the declaration ; and, 


(7.) The removal from the emigration officers of any responsibility in 
respect of details included in the declarations of surveyors. 


These recommendations will, we hope, provide for the highest possible dis- 
cipline-in the London district; for a clear understanding of the responsi- 
bilities attaching to the signature of a declaration of survey; and for attention 
to duties which are now neglected or but imperfectly performed. 

We have not gone into the question of the performance of the duties outside 
the Port of London ; nor into the duties of the emigration officers, exeept so far 
as the surveys are concerned ; nor into the questions of providing for the duties 
of the principal surveyor of the district in his absence, or of the extent to which 
it may be found practical to increase the draught of water records; nor into the 
question of the tapeholders. Many questions of this kind will no doubt arise, 
but it will be much better, in our opinion, to defer the consideration of them 
until after the plan for the reorganisation of the office is decided upon.

FURTHER REPORT as to Performance of SURVEYORS’ DuTiEs at St. 
KatuEerine Dock Hovsz, and as to Reorganisation of Starr. 


Sir, 28 December 1875. 

In accordance with your instructions of the 20th ultimo (M. 16,854), and in 
continuation of the printed report of the 5th ultimo, we have prepared a. 
scheme,—the details of which we now submit,—for the re-organisation of the 
survey staff at St. Katherine Dock House. 

In the following proposals we have assumed ‘that the recommendation made 
in the printed report above referred to, as to the distinct separation of the con- 
sultative staff, from the district or executive staff, has been, accepted ; he we 
therefore at once proceed to deal with the consultative staff. 


ConsULTATIVE STAFF. 
This staff is composed as follows :— 


(1.) The chief surveyor (Mr. Traill) with his special assistants. 

(2.) The principal shipwright surveyor for iron ships (Mr. Wimshurst). 

(3.) The principal shipwright surveyor for wooden ships (Mr. Turner). 

(4.) The principal surveyor for tonnage (Mr. Moore) with his special 
assistants ; and,— 

(5.) The'chief examiner of engineers and of masters and mates in steam 
(Mr. MacFarlane Gray). 


For the future the chief surveyor should, we think, bear the title of “ Chief 
Engineer Surveyor for the United Kingdom,’ * and his special duties should 
comprise the following :— 


(a.) Advising the Board of Trade on engineering and boiler questions, and 
on questions aifecting the survey of steam ships for passenger certificates. 


(b.) Inspecting chain cable and anchor proving establishments. 


(c.) Advising the Board as to all new appointments of engineer sur- 
veyors, and as to the transfer of engineer surveyors from one port or 
district to another. 

(d.) Supplying at any moment from his special staff officers capable of 
undertaking the duties of principal engineer surveyors for other districts. 


(e.) The chief engineer surveyor should further as recommended in 


Captain Murray’s printed report, page 3)* “ be responsible to the Board of 


Trade for the discipline, the working, and the uniform practice ” of the 
whole engineering staff throughout the kingdom. 


Irrespective of clerks, the chief engineer surveyor will, we find, require the 
assistance of five engineers to enable him to perform the above duties. These 
engineers should possess the theoretical and practical knowledge referred to in 
the printed report of the 5th ultimo (page 2), as indispensable to officers 
employed in the consultative branches. ‘The junior of these officers: might be 
an engineer in training.

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‘The duties of the principal shipwright surveyor for iron ships (Mr. Wims- 
hurst) will ve practically restricted to surveying the hulis of iron ships, and 
advising the Board in questions relating to the construction of such ships. He 
should also be required to report as to the fitness of the surveyors to perform 
similar duties. 
_. Although there is every probability of an ultimate increase in this officer’s 

work, we do not find that he requires special assistance at present ; but should 
such assistance be required, we see no reason why it could not be afforded by 
the increased chief engineer’s staff. 

Mutatis mutandis, the remarks in the last paragraph but. one, apply equally 
to the principal shipwright surveyor for wooden ships(Mr. Turner). He should 
in addition be responsible to the Board of Trade for the training, the discipline, 
and the uniform working of the shipwright staff throughout the kingdom. This 
will, of course, include the duties with respect to new shipwrights specified in 
Captain Murray's printed report (page 4).* 

It has been proposed, with a view to relieve the district officers, that the 
duties of the principal surveyor for tonnage (Mr. Moore) should include the 
computations arising out of the tonnage and crew space measurements taken by 
the surveyors at London and the ontports. These computations, it appears, 
occupy a considerable part of the snrveyor’s time, and the work is of a. dis- 
tinctly clerical nature. This proposal should, we think, be tried experimentally, 
say as regards London and Liverpool. It would involve the addition of a clerk 
to Mr. Moore’s staff. 

We learn that,in addition to their qualifications as draughtsmen and cal- 
culators, Messrs: Ruston and Brown, at present employed as assistants to Mr. 
Moore, are fully qualified to act as shipwright surveyors ; and we accordingly 
recommend that Mr. Brown should be at once transferred to the district. staff 
as a shipwright surveyor. This will give the department the benefit of his 
services as a surveyor, and afford him a prospcct of rising to the position which 
his qualifications would seem to warrant. His place should be supplied by a clerk. 

We would recommend that the salaries of Messrs. Ruston and Brown should 
be increased. They are at present paid out of the Customs’ Vote, but we have 
little doubt that arrangements can be made with the Financial Department on 
this head. 

The duties of the principal examiner of engineers, and of masters and mates 
in steam, are as follow :— 

First, he prepares the various problems used in the above examinations, 
transmits them to the local examiners, and afterwards criticises the work 
of the candidates when received from the examiners. 

Secondly, he acts in London as local examiner; and 

Thirdly, he is occasionally consulted and employed by the Board of 
Trade in special engineering cases. 

The present arrangement as regards this officer appears to work satisfactorily, 
and we do not find that, individually, he requires any clerical or other assist- 
ance ;—on the contrary, he expresses himself willing to take more work of a 
consultative nature than he receives at present. 

__In this place we take the opportunity of suggesting a new arrangement with 
regard to the examinations in general. The satisfactory working of the pre- 
sent system, which has been in operation for some years in the case of both 
- engineers and masters and mates, leads us to submit whether it would not be: 
advantageous to establish a central or consultative department for examinations 
generally, and thus obviate some anomalies which now exist from the fact that 
one local hoard is apparently taking the initiative in arrangements which the 
other local boards have to act upon. The adoption of this suggestion would, 
however, necessitate the transfer to the consultative staff of the Board of 
Trade of the principal examiner of masters and mates, together with an assistant 
examiner, both of whom are now officers of the London Local Marine Board. 
By this means the Board of Trade would be enabled to perform more 
efficiently the duties thrown upon them by the 132nd section of the “‘ Merchant

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obliged to have recourse to the advice of a chief examiner have latterly con- 
siderably increased, not only in connection with the examinations in the United 
Kingdom, but.also in consequence of the control which under the ‘“‘ Merchant 
Shipping (Colonial) Act, 1869,” the Board exercise over the examinations in 
certain of the British Possessions. 

A question has been raised as to the advisability of transferring the Consulta- 
tive Staff, or some members of it, to Whitehall. The advantage of having 
these officers at hand when their assistance is required either in the direct 
explanation of technical points, or in personal debate with the outside world, is 
obvious. ‘here is, however, so far as we are aware, no available space in the 
present Board of Trade office ; and to carry them further westward would be 
to add unnecessarily to the distance which shipowners and others would have 
to traverse when requiring to consult them. We are inclined to suggest an 
intermediate situation,—say, atthe bottom of Queen Victoria-street. There is 
a further and cogent reason for this transfer, viz., that the premises vacated at 
Saint Katherine Dock House by the consultative staff would then be available 
for the better accommodation of the district staff, who are much in need of more 
space. é 

: A further question has arisen whether the consultative staff should be 
grouped under the headship of one officer, or whether the officers composing it 
should act independently of each other, and in direct communication with the 
Board of Trade, as some of them do at present. We have arrived at the con- 
clusion that it is not necessary to interfere with the individual responsibility, as 
regards his own work, of each of the principal officers above enumerated as 
composing the consultative staff; but they should all, for the sake of discipline 
and harmony of practice, be under the nominal control of the Chief Engineer 
Surveyor for the United Kingdom, to whose division the clerical staff should be 
attached. We think that this arrangement cannot~but prove advantageous 
to the work in general, nor can it be reasonably objected to by any members 
of the staff who have hitherto held direct relations with the Board of Trade. 

We now proceed to our proposals as regurds the district staff. 


EXxEcuTIVE or District STAFF. 


The executive or district staff at present consists of the following officers 
(not including the present chief surveyor, who has hitherto been in addition 
the principal surveyor of the district) :— 


5 Engineer surveyors, | 5 Tonnage measurers, 
3 Shipwright surveyors (two of these 3 Emigration officers, and 
have been recently discharged), }) Sanitary surveyor. 


We recommend that the post of principal officer for the London District, 


referred to in the former report, should be made an independent appointment, 
as in the case of Liverpool, Glasgow, &c., and that this office should also include — 


that of principal emigration officer for the Port of London. | 
The principal officer should be assisted by the following professional staff :— 


8 Engineer surveyors, 


3 Emigration officers, and 
5 Shipwright surveyors, 


1 Sanitary surveyor. . 


The establishment as proposed provides for an increase of three additional — 


engineer surveyors and two additional shipwright surveyors, but the total staff 


remains numerically the same. aie 

In fixing the number of the shipwright staff, we have borne in mind that 
the junior engineers will be as competent as the shipwrights to perform many 
of the survey duties. We therefore anticipate considerable relief in this 
respect to the shipwright staff, which will permit of their being exclusively 
employed on the survey of wooden vessels whenever any emergency arises. 

It will be noticed that our propusals involve the abolition of the existing 
class of tonnage measurers, who are unfitted to do either engineering or ship- 
wright duty, whilst junior engineers and junior shipwrights would, with a little 
training, be able to undertake the measurements of tonnage and crew spaces, 


and. the inspection of lights and fog signals, in addition to their professional — 


duties. 
The existing tonnage measurers can easily be absorbed in the clerical staff. 
We except from this arrangement Mr. Cuthbertson, senior, who can be classed 
with the shipwright surveyors ; but we think that, on his retirement, his vacancy 
also should be filled by a professional shipwright. 
We 
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We anticipate that the substitution of junior qualified engineer and ship- 
wright surveyors for the present staff of tonnage measurers will increase the 
power and elasticity of the surveying department. 

There remains the emigration staff. 

We have already recommended that the district officer should be also prin- 
cipal emigration officer for the Port of London. This will bring the whole of 
the emigration staff into the district establishment. We do not propose to 
reduce the number of emigration officers ; but, in conformity with the decision 
arrived aton M. 16,773,* that the junior assistant emigration officer (Mr. Harris) 
should in future be employed as a clerk, we would transfer this gentleman to 
the clerical department of the consultative staff. A vacancy for an assistant 
emigration officer will thus be created. 

‘The present medical officer (Mr. Humphries) is paid by fees. Upon his 
retirement it may be desirable to replace him by a sanitary surveyor at a fixed 
salary ; but as Mr. Humphries appears to have been for some time performing 
the additional duties which the Board of Trade have thrown upon the sanitary 
surveyors, although the duty for which the fee is paid is confined to the inspec- 
tion of passengers, we see no grounds for suggesting such a course at present. 


CLERICAL STAFF. 


The necessity for a clerical staff was fully dealt with in the printed Report 
of the 5th ultimo (page 5).T 
At present this staff consists of the following officers, lent (with exception of 
the emigration clerk) by the Board of Trade, viz. :— 
1 Supplementary clerk (temporary). | 1 Writer (temporary). 
1 Emigration clerk. |. 1 Boy writer (temporary). 
There are also two tapeholders. 


We recommend that, in future, the clerical establishment should be composed 
as follows : 


CutiEF ENGINEER SURVEYOR’S District OFFICE. 
DEPARTMENT. 1 Clerk (late tonnage measurer). 
1 Clerk (Mr. Harris), and. 1 Writer. 
2 Writers. 1 Boy writer. 
TonnaGE DEPARTMENT. EMIGRATION DEPARTMENT. 
2 Clerks (late tonnage measurers). 1 Clerk. 


This will make in all five clerks, three writers, and one boy writer; and will 
leave one tonnage measurer available for clerical work in another district, pro- 
bably Liverpool. 

We think the number of tapeholders should be increased to four. 

We annex a statement showing, in tabular form, the arrangements arising 
out. of the foregoing recommendations. 

A copy of Mr. Swanston’s recent memorandum on the employment of sur- 
veyors in extra-official hours, which has been adopted by the Board, is also 
appended. . 


In concluding our Report, we would further observe thai we thoroughly 
endorse the opinion expressed in Captain Murray’s printedReport, that all appli- 


cants for appointments to surveyorships should in future be examined by the’! 


chief engineer surveyor, the principal shipwright surveyor for iron ships, or 


the principal shipwright surveyor for wooden ships, as the case may be, who 


should certify, before the applicant receives his appointment, as to the extent 
of his proficiency in the technical and practical qualifications essential to the 
proper performance of his duties. __ 

We regret that owing to the pressure of our other official duties it has been 
impossible to send in this report at an earlier date.

MrMoRANDUM.—EXtTRA OFrFicIAL Hours. 


THE question of employment of surveyors and emigration officers out of office hours 
engaged to some extent my attention when making inquiries in London and Liverpool 


recently. 
The following, amongst others, are difficulties which beset this question :— 


1. The employment of officers out of office hours tends to disorganise the staff. A 
surveyor cannot be expected after being up half the night to take his usual share of 
duties, or to work with the same vigour on the following day. 


2. The examination by the medical officer which ought to take place at the last 
moment of a ship’s clearance, if made at an extremely early or late hour, and in cold 
and inclement weather; may not only be detrimental to the health of the passengers, 
but prevent the detection of cases of incipient disease, and so defeat the object of the 
examination. 


3. A privilege of this kind might, in the hands of unscrupulous and careless*people, 
be made to act most objectionably against the survey and emigrant staff by driving 
off work which might have been performed within official hours. 


4, 'The system on which fees are now charged to shipowners for these services, 
namely, by prepayment at the Mercantile Marine Office when application for the 
survey is made, not unfrequently leads the shipowner to assume that he has a right 
to the special services that he has paid for. 


5. Looking to the regulations laid down in the Board’s Circular, No. 641 of July 
1873, for the performance of these “ extra services,” and the imposition of the fees in 
respect of them, it would seem but reasonable that the. officers ‘should be specially 
remunerated for such extra services, but the payment should be so contrived that the 
shipowner may not have an opportunity of contending that the officers have a direct 
interest in after-hours work. ' 


The tendency must necessarily be towards an increase of such exceptional cases.. The 
fact of the tide being at its height at a given hour is urged as ground for exceptional 
treatment, at the risk, however, of such cases becoming more and ‘more frequent; and 
notwithstanding the difficulties above pointed out, the Board is, I think, bound, in this 
age of progress and competition, to concede to the shipping interest the right that their 
arrangements be not unduly prejudiced for want of facilities on the part of the local 
officers of this Department, and it must be left to the inspector in ports like London and 
Liverpool to confine the cases within due limits, and to see that justice is done between the 
various officers. The following paragraphs in the reports by Mr. Traill and myself on the 
London Surveyors’ Department touch this point: 


“Tt is, of course, out of all question to attempt to confine their duties invariably within 


office hours. There must always be isolated and exceptional cases which should be . 


attended to even at the most inconvenient times; but whilst this has been recognised by 
the Board of Trade, we apprehend that the intention of the Board in imposing a special 
fee for such cases was to make it clear that they were regarded as purely exceptional, and 
to define the limits of time forming the official day in which business as a rule should be 
attended to. 

“ Every surveyor should feel that whilst the intention is that his duties should be per- 
formed as a rule, within office hours, his services are at the disposal of the department at 
all times when required. The necessity for such exceptional employment may, we think, 
be left to the judgment of the principal of his department. If the officers themselves 
have no special inducement to make overtime, the representations which would be made 
by any of them who were systematically so employed, should soon result in a proper 
rectification of the arrangements, and should suffice to prevent unfair taxation of the 
energies of the staff, and that becoming a system which is provided for simply as 
exceptional.” . 


In order that the principal officer of the district may be able to exercise a discretionary 
power to either grant or refuse the services of any of the local staff in extra official hours, 
it is necessary that his written consent should be obtained before the fee is paid to the 
Superintendent of the Mercantile Marine Office by the shipowner. 


A form might be drawn up to carry upon it this consent of the principal officer as: well 
as the receipt for the payment of the fee, and such forms should be obtained only of such 
officer. 


With a view to keep such exceptional cases within due limits, it has been suggested to 
me 
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me that a graduated scale of fees would be better than one fee. In this I am disposed to 
concur, and would propose for consideration the following :— 


From 8 a.m. to 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. to 6p.m., 1/. per hour. 
From 6 a.m. to 8 am. and6pm.to8pm.,2l ,, 
Before 6 a.m. and after 8 p.m., 4/. Fe 

On Sundays double fees. 


As regards remunerating the officers, the difficulty above pointed out, and others, will, 
it occurs to me, be removed by a pro rata addition to the salaries of the officers who are 
employed on these extra services, it being made clear that the officer, in consideration of 
such additional payment, is liable to be employed upon overtime work whenever so 
directed by the principal officer of his district. | 

It should also be an instruction to the staff that they must mot in any case perform 
overtime work without recording the extent of it in their diaries, by the entries in which 
the fees paid by shipowners for overtime will be checked, in order that the shipowner for 
whom they have performed it may be called upon for the fee.

INsTRUCTIONS TO INSPECTORS, &e. 


Board of Trade, Marine Department, November 1875. 
1. You will be required to exercise an efficient supervision over all the Board 
of Trade Surveying Staff in your district, and you will be responsible for the 
maintenance of discipline throughout your district. 


2. You are authorised to order’a ship to be detained under the first section 
of the Merchant Shipping Act-of 1875, provided there is not time for you first 
to refer to the Board of Trade. 

Whenever you so order a ship to be detained it will be your duty to report 
immediately by telegram to the Board of Trade. 


3. Any officer in your district who may be authorised to exercise this power 
of detaining a ship will telegraph immediately to the Board of Trade, sending a 
copy of the same telegram for your information. 


4. When any such officer or any surveyor in your district has to ask for 
instructions as to detaining a ship he will refer for such instructions to yourself. 


5. All orders given by you must be strictly within the terms of the instruc- 
tions issued by the Board of ‘l'rade, and no general instructions or circulars 
should be issued by you without their having heen first approved by the Board 
of Trade. : 


6. You will have to receive any complaints which may be made to you by 
one-fourth of a crew under the second section of the Act of 1875, and to act 
accordingly. 


7. It will be your duty to adhere to the instructions from time to time given 
by the Board of Trade to theirsurveyors, and to see that they are observed in 
your district. } 


8. Subject to these instructions, it will be your duty to settle any questions 
which may arise in your district, whether on reports from your subordinate 
officers, or on appeal from shipowners or others, to the best of your judgment. 
In cases of difficulty, or cases involving the application of new rules or principles, 
you will apply to the Board of Trade; and you will report all cases of import- 
ance to the Board of Trade. In exercising this power much must be left to 
your discretion, and you will remember, on the one hand, that it is important 
to maintain an uniform practice throughout the country, and, on the other, that 
it is of the utmost importance to avoid delay. 


9. A conciliatory manner in executing these duties is of the first importance, 
and where a matter can be settled by personal communication rather than by 
‘peremptory order, it will be your duty to adopt the former course. 

i re : D4 10. Your 
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10. Your principal duty is to maintain your position as chief and general 
director of the whole staff in your district.. But you are not to allow ‘such 
special duty to interfere with your primary duty of supervision. As regards 
the actual survey of ships and their equipments, you will be guided by the 
nature of each case; by your own special experience and qualifications. You 
will of course avail yourself of the services of your staff according to their 
special qualifications, and you will be especially careful to do this in cases 
where the service requires technical knowledge of a kind with which your own 
experience does not render you familiar. 


11. The instructions given to officers already authorised to detain ships under 


the Act of 1875 are enclosed for your own guidance. .

APPENDIX. 


InstRucTIONS to Board of Trade Officers authorised to detain Ships under the Act 
of 1875.. ; 
Board of Trade, 28 October 1875. 

1. Tux Board of Trade have no intention whatever of suspending or in any way 
superseding action under the Acts of 1871 and 1873. When, therefore, there is time to 
communicate with the Board of Trade, a communication should always be sent here by 
telegram or letter, as the case may be. 


2. But when you of your own knowledge come to the conclusion that a ship is over- 
laden or improperly laden, as well as when an officer in your district acting under your 
orders reports to you that a ship is overladen or improperly laden, and there is not time 
to communicate with the Board, it will be for you to apply to the Collector of Customs at 
the port were she is, to detain her. . i 


3. If there is time for you to look at her first it will of course be well to do so, and for 
this purpose you have full power to command the services of any and every Board of Trade 
officer on the surveying staff. But if on consideration of any report you may receive from 
a surveyor you think that an overladen ship should be stopped, you need not refrain from 
stopping her because you have not time first to see her for yourseli. 


4, Above all, it is not intended by giving you in your district the power of stopping 
ships, to cause delay in any way. ‘The contrary is the intention, so that you may be in a 
position to stop ships that might otherwise slip away for want of necessary communication 
in London. 

5. As in many cases it will be as easy, and probably more easy, for some of the officers 
in your district to telegraph to London than to communicate with you, it will be well that 
those officers, especially at places away from your port, should always telegraph straight 
here, as at present. 


6. The above remarks refer especially to Section 1 of the Act. 


7. As regards Section 2 of the Act, whenever a complaint of unseaworthiness from any 
cause is conveyed to you by telegram or-otherwise, under that section, you will have no 
option, but must direct.that such a survey be made, or take such steps, or make such 
inquiries as will enable you to judge whether there are grounds for detention, and if there 
are, you should instruct the Collector of Customs to detain under Section 1. 


8. You have power to order detention, but have no power to order release. It will be 
your duty, therefore, at once to report to the Board of Trade by telegram (see Form 
marked A.) when you detain a vessel, and the cause of detention, so that the Board may 


- send instructions to the Collector to release on the loading being satisfactory. 


It will also be your duty to send by next post very full particulars in writing. 
9. A copy of the Act is enclosed. 


10. It is desirable that you should report once a month how things are going on, 
I am, &e.

Sir, Board of Trade, 2 November 1875. 

I HAVE the honour to request you to submit to the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury the following proposals for carrying into effect the 
Unseaworthy Ships Act of last Session. 

This Act empowers the Board of Trade forthwith, and from time to time, to 
appoint. a sufficient number of fit and proper persons, from their own staff, or 
otherwise, to be officers having authority to detain unseaworthy ships, and the 
Act goes on to prescribe that the officers so appointed shall receive such 
remuneration for their services under this Act as the Treasury may direct, out 
of moneys to be provided by Parliament. 

Immediately after the passing of the Act, I sent Captain Murray, the pro- 
fessional member of the Marine Department, on a circuit round the principal 
ports of the United Kingdom to report on the best mode of carrying the Act 
into operation. His report, of which.a copy accompanies this letter, shows that 
he found the present system of survey in a defective and disorganized state, 
which he attributes to the incessant changes introduced into it by successive 
Acts of Parliament. He admits that the shipowners may justly demand its 
amendment in certain particulars, such as an increase in the number of the 
higher class of inspectors, and a greater uniformity of practice and of judgment 
than at present prevails regarding unseaworthy ships. He, therefore, suggests 
that the specific intention of the Unseaworthy Ships Act, and the general re- 
organization of the Survey Department might be carried into effect simulta 
neously, thereby at once benefiting the shipowners, and Satisfying the publie 
demand for the greater safety of the merchant service. 

It appears most advisable that the officers entrusted with special authority 
under the Act of 1875 should be some of the most experienced men on the 
present staff of the Board of Trade, together with others selected from men 
experienced in mercantile marine command, and acquainted with the general 
construction and repairing of all kinds of merchant ships, their loading and 
equipments. No others could be safely entrusted with authority to stop ships 
going to sea, in cases in which time failed for previous reference to tie Board 
of Trade. 

On reference to Captain Murray’s Report, it will be seen that he proposes 
some small amendments of the duties and organization of the central staff; but 
his principal recommendation, and the one to which I wish to call the attention 
of the Treasury is, that the local districts into which the coast is divided require 
to be re-arranged, and that in each of them there should be an inspector and a 
principal engineer surveyor. The rest of the local staff he would have redis- 


tributed and filled up for the different duties which have been imposed upon  » 


the Board. of Trade in connection with the survey of ships, such as the examina- 
tion of engineers; surveys of iron ships and of wooden ships with their equip- 
ments, boilers and machinery, and of passenger ships; records of draught. of 
water; tonnage measurement ; inspection of lights, fog signals, and crew spaces, 
Each inspector would want a clerk, and, in the more crowded ports, a steam 
launch or beat would be necessary for effective inspection, 

There are at present 160. men on the entire surveying staff; and, to take the 
Liverpool district for example, there are 30 men in that district, which includes 
Liverpool, Chester, Runcorn, Preston, Castletown, Douglas, Ramsey, Fleet- 
wood, Lancaster, Barrow-in-Furness, Whitehaven, Workington, Maryport, and 
Carlisle. | 

The entire establishment has grown to its present numbers by successive 
additions, as one Act of Parliament after another has multiplied the duties to 
be performed, and it is now time to place in each district a single chief officer, 
to whom all the rest may be subordinate. This chief. officer.is.to.be. called:an 
inspector. 

The object of inspection is not to inspect every merchant ship before she 
goes to sea, but to prevent, as far as is possible, merchant ships from going to 
sea which there is reason to believe to be unseaworthy from over-loading, 

ill-stowing 
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ill-stowing, rottenness, or any other cause connected with the cargo, hull, or 
equipment. 

The inspectors of districts will be the chief officers, under the Act of 1875, 
empowered to detain ships; and, in the scheme of re-organization which I 
propose, they will also be permanent officers of the Board of Trade, responsible 


for the discipline of their entire districts in respect of all matters connected 


with the survey of ships. 

In order to accomplish this scheme, I propose (with some alteration of the 
figures in Captain Murray’s Report) to appoint 10 inspectors, five of whom 
will be taken from the existing staff, and five from outside, as is shown, together 
with other incidental: charges, in the following Table, viz. : —

Some subordinate officers of experience will be appointed to exercise the 
authority of detaining ships under the Act, but with no alteration in their 
position or salary.

My Lords*have considered your letter of the 2nd instant, stating the measures 
which you propose to take for the purpose’ of giving effect to the Unseaworthy 
Ships Act of last Session. 

My Lords understand. your opinion to be, that it is not necessary to create 
a new and independent department for the purposes of the Act, but that the 
existing Survey Department of the Board of Trade may be so extended and 
improved as to be made equal to undertake the administration of this Act, and 
more efficient for the discharge of all its duties. 

My Lords are disposed to agree generally with you in the view you take of 
what is best to be done, and they are therefore prepared to. concur in an 
expenditure of a maximum sum of 13,000/.; but the apportionment of this sum 
between the Mercantile Marine Fund and Votes in Supply will have hereafter 
to be determined. 

My Lords have somedoubt whether each of the 10 district inspectors will 
need to be furnished with a clerk; or, if they do, whether those with less 
important districts will need a:clerk paid at so high a rate as 100/. per annum. 

My. Lords desire further information as to the-grounds on which the salaries 
of the shipwright. surveyors have been fixed at so high a sum as 300 J. per annum. 


q My Lords. suggest that inquiry be made of the Admiralty what wages are given 


in the Royal Dockyards to men of equal skill and experience. 

My Lords. are. the more -anxious that these items be closely scrutinised, 
because: they much-fear that, on some of the items included in your proposal, 
arlarger’expenditure will be incurred than is shown by your figures.

I peG@ to acknowledge your letter of the 6th instant, in which you inform mé 
that the Lords Commissioners concur in an expenditure of 13,000 /. for the 
purposes of the Merchant Shipping Act, according to the terms of my letter 
addressed to them on 2nd instant, but that the apportionment of the sum between 
the Mercantile Marine Fund and Votes in Supply is a matter hereafter to be 
determined. 

In reply, I must beg you to point out to the Lords Commissioners that my 
proposal was that the whole of that amount should be a yearly charge on the 
Votes. My reason for this is, that I cannot apply any part of the Mercantile 
Marine Fund for this purpose, since the expenses of surveys paid out of that 
fund already exhaust the fees received in respect of surveys, and leave no surplus 
to meet any further charge. 

I am quite unable to propose a smaller amount than that which I have named 
as necessary to carry out the purposes of the Act of the last Session, together 
with the re-organisation of the surveying staff. Indeed, I must confess that in 
my opinion their lordships, are right in fearing (as you inform me) “that on 
some of the items included in my proposal a larger expenditure will be incurred 
than is shown by the figures.” 

For instance, I think that in the paragraph of my letter which states that 
some subordinate officers will be appointed to exercise authority, &c., but with 
no alteration in position or salary, I may have proposed to do without assistance 
from the Treasury what certainly must be done,.and what will very possibly 
require further assistance ; and again, I have no doubt that I shall require 
additional assistance and additional salaries at head quarters. 

I must add that every district inspector will, in my opinion, require clerical 
assistance, and that the assistance he will require cannot be obtained for a less. 
sum than I have named. % 


Lastly, as regards surveyors, I must point out that men such as I require, who: 
are capable of giving an authoritative opinion on the construction of iron and 
wooden ships, and of machinery, looking to the salaries given by Lloyd’s and 
other bodies for similar services, cannot be obtained at lower average rate of 
pay than that which I have named for the purpose. ~

I nave laid before the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury your — 


letter of the 8th instant, in which you point out that your proposal of the 2nd 
instant, with regard to the expenditure under the Unseaworthy Ships Act of last 
Session was, that the whole of such expenditure should be a yearly charge on 
the Votes, your reason being that the expenses of surveys paid out of the Mer- 
cantile Marine Fund already exhaust the fund, and leave no surplus to meet 
further charges. | 
My Lords, however, desire me to observe, that it was stated in your letter.of 
the 2nd instant, that. ‘“‘ the inspectors of districts will be the chief officers, under’ 
the Act of 1875, empowered to detain ships, and, in the proposed scheme of 
re-organization, will also be permanent officers of the Board of Trade, respon- 
sible for the discipline of their entire districts in respect of all matters connected 

with the survey of ships.” 
The 
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The duty of detaining unseaworthy ships will therefore only be a part, and it 
is to be hoped a small part, of the work of these officers. 

The Act of 1875 directs that an officer thus appointed “ shall receive such 

remuneration for his services under this Act as the Treasury may from time to 
time direct, and such remuneration shall be paid out of money to be provided 
by Parliament. 
_ Now :f this provision be carefully read, it will be clear that the Treasury is to 
pay only for detaining unseaworthy ships, not for the re-organization of the sur- 
veying staff of the Board of Trade; and it follows, therefore, that the question of 
the apportionment of the salaries as between the Merchant Shipping Fund and 
Votes in Supply must be reserved for future consideration, while, however, no 
delay should take place in making any appointment that may be necessary. 

The authority to appoint the inspectors and surveyors has been given, as their 
salaries are included in the expenditure of 13,000 /., which has been sanctioned, 
and if it should appear hereafter that the aid of Votes in Supply is required for 
purposes beyond those defined in Section 1 of the: Unseaworthy Ships Act, 
1875, it will be necessary to consider whether the entire cost of the mercantile 
marine officers should not be brought into the Votes, and the fees received, as 
shown in Account B. of the statement of the Mercantile Marine Fund, should 
not be paid into the Exchequer. 

There is no objection on the part of my Lords to such clerical assistance to 
the inspectors as experience may prove to be necessary, but it must be remem- 
bered that clerks exist at the present time at the outports in the offices of the 
Board of Trade; that no new establishment is being created, but that a head is 
about to be given to every district, and additional duties imposed on the staff; 
and that only to the extent to which it may be necessary for the purposes 
of the Act of 1875, can my Lords sanction and pay the salaries of additional 
clerks. 

As regards shipwright surveyors, my Lords suggested that the experience o 
the Lords of the Admiralty might be useful in assisting the Board of Trade in 
determining the salaries to be offered to secure efficient officers, but they have 
not as yet expressed any opinion of their own on the rate proposed in your letter 
of the 2nd. The aggregate sum of 13,000/., however, includes provision for 
salaries at that rate. 

With regard to the staff of the Board of Trade at head quarters, my Lords 


‘were under the impression that the matter had been considered, and that it had 


been ascertained that any increase in numbers or cost for the purposes of the 
Unseaworthy Ships Act could be borne by the Mercantile Marine Fund. 

So far as Acts of Parliament are concerned, everything beyond or outside the 
Act of 1875 remains a charge not on the Votes but on the Mercantile Marine 
Fund. At the same time, my Lords will not refuse to consider whether any 
additions beyond those contemplated by the Act should hereafter be made 
to the staff of the Board of Trade, and charged upon the Votes, as part of a

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1875, I am directed by the Board of ‘Trade to transmit herewith, to be laid 
before the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, the enclosed state- 
ment showing the staff (inclusive of the inspectors and shipwrights appointed in 
accordance with the terms of your letter of the 6th ultimo) employed by the 
Board of Trade in carrying into effect the provisions of the several Merchant 
Shipping Acts. 

In submitting this statement, I am to observe that whilst it is true, as’ pointed 
out in your letter of the 10th ultimo, that the officers appointed to detain 
vessels under the Act of 1875, for whose salaries and expenses their Lordships 
have sanctioned an expenditure of 13,000 /. (thirteen thousand pounds), will 
be called upon to perform duties properly appertaining to the administration 
of the General Merchant Shipping Acts, and therefore properly chargeable to 
the Mercantile Marine Fund; it is also true that they will be assisted in these 
duties by the staff generally ; and further, that this Board are appointing ag 
officers to detain ships under the Act of 1875, surveyors whose salaries and 
expenses ure paid out of the Mercantile Marine Fund, and for whose services in 
this capacity the Board of Trade do not propose that any additional charge 
should be thrown on the votes in supply. 

To meet the salaries of the surveyor’s staff, fees as per table herewith have 
been charged to owners for the different surveys and inspectiuns made by them: 
This table shows that the maximum fees authorised by the several Acts are 
charged for the different services, except in the case of the fees for the survey 
of passenger ships; which are slightly below the maximum, and in the case of 
fees for the survey of emigrant ships. 

With regard to these latter fees, I am to state that the Board of Trade 
charged for a short period after the passing of the Merchant Shipping Act 
Amendment Act, 1873, the maximum fees, but deemed it advisable upon repre- 
sentations made to them by the owners of emigrant ships, to. reduce the fees to 
their present amount. I am to add that this Board are of opinion that the 
maxima of the various fees prescribed by Parliament are as high as it would 
be expedient or practicable to fix them. — 

A statement of receipt and expenditure on account of the survey, inspection, 
and measurement of vessels under the Merchant Shipping Acts, during the 
year ended the 30th September last, is enclosed herewith. 

This statement shows that the receipts, which were fixed with a view to 
make the service self-supporting, were nearly, though not quite, sufficient to meet 
the expenditure. In future years, even if the income from fees should some- 
what increase, the expenditure would also be raised by charges for superannwa- © 
tion, and, as-has been already stated, the rates of fees now charged, practically, 
adinit of no increase. It is evident, therefore, that the expenditure occasioned 
by recent legislation cannot be met out of fees levied upon shipping. 

Seeing that the duties of an officer appointed to carry into effect the pros 
visions of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, will frequently be discharged by 
a surveyor appointed to carry into effect the provisions of the other terchant 
Shipping Acts and vice versd ; and seeing that it is practically impossible to 
apportion between these officers many items of expenditure. which are neces- 
sarily common to both, the Board of Trade think it absolutely necessary that 
all of these officers should form one service, subject to the same rules and 
discipline, among whom both promotion and selection for special duties should 
be entirely unfettered by any consideration beyond positive merit and fitness 
for the work to be done. 


It appears to this Board that under all these circumstances there are only 
two courses possible — 


1. The Treasury should, as in the case of the Emigration officers (see 
Treasury letter of the 10th of January 1874), grant an annual vote in aid 
to the Mercantile Marine Fund, which for the year 1876-7 would amount 
to about 15,0007. in respect’ of the salaries and expenses of officers

Should the Treasury determine to adopt the latter course, I am to point out 
that some alteration-would be required in the present law, which directs that 
the salaries of surveyors should be paid out of the Mercantile Marine Fund. 


As regards the expenditure in the current year chargeable to vote of moneys, 
it will be necessary fhat the Board of Trade should make as near an approxi- 
mation as they can, and it will then remain with their Lordships to determine, 
when they have obtained a vote of Parliament in respect of such »mount, 
whether this vote should be transferred to the Mercantile Marine Fund in one 
lump sum as a vote in aid, or whether the various items of which it is com- 
posed, many of which must of necessity be estimates only, should be charged 
to the vote in detail.

Board, and they have accordingly had a scheme prepared which they’ believe —

To secure this advantage it:has been found necessary to abolish a classof 
officers who ‘had ‘been ‘employed almost exclusively upon the business of 


measuring ships for tonnage, and to. substitute for them practical surveyors, — 


either engineer or shipwright, leaving tonnage measurement to be performed by 
every member of the surveying staff as part of his ordinary duty, with the 


help of an-inferior class of tapeholders or messengers. It will ‘be ‘at once:seen — 
that this change, by enabling the Board to increase the number of its practical 


surveyors, will increase the facilities of dealing with unseaworthy ships, as well 
as of performing the other‘survey duties, to an extent far beyond that.whieh the 
appointment of the 12 shipwright surveyors contemplated by the original 
proposal would have permitted, whilst the increase in individual salaries is com- 
paratively trifling. Another feature in ‘the new scheme.is the transference to 
clerks and writers of the clerical work now performed by the surveyors, and the 
consequent saving of much time of the more highly paid. professional officers. 
It has been found desirable to detaeh from the London District Establishment 
those officers whose duties appertain to’ the whole of the United Kingdom rather 
than to any one district, and whose services are to a great extent employed in 
advising upon the more intricate, delicate, and novel questions which have 
necessarily to be decided by this Board in connection with the survey work; 
these officers, with the addition of two examiners of masters and mates, who are 
at present also employed upon the general examinations of the Empire, have 
been classed together under the title of ‘‘ Consultative Establishmcnt,” and this 
Board hope that it may be found possible to locate some, at least, of them in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Whitehall. 


As with a view to-secure uniformity of practice throughout the country the 


Board contemplate the employment of the officers. of this division more syste- 
matically in inspecting the several districts, the work of this staff will in some 
respects be\considerably increased. It is not improbable, however, that in 
some other respects it may.be possible.to reduce it. Whilst, therefore, this 
establishment has been slightly strengthened, the Board think it right to 


remark that it may eventually be found necessary to make’a further addition to — 


its numbers. 

Tam to enclose a copy of the scheme showing the number of officers of each 
class allotted to each district ; also a statement -showing the.entire number of 
officers-of each class, their salaries, and the minimum, maximum, and present 
cost ofthe entire staff, as wel! as similar particulars in respect of the entire staff 
_prior to the re-organisation. 

It will be observed that these statements show the present cost of the 


-establishment to be thirty thousand eight hundred and _ sixty-two pounds, 


whereas, in Mr. Farrer’s letter of the 1st January, it was stated to be twenty- 
nine thousand four hundred and fifty-two pounds. The difference, one thousand 
four hundred and ‘ten pounds, is due to’the insertion inthe present list (see last 
item) of certain salaries omitted form the former. 

The total cost of the proposed establishment, forty-five thousand six hundred 
and forty-five pounds, exceeds that of the former establishment by fourteen 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-three pounds, being one thousand seven

hundred and eighty-three pounds in excess of the thirteen thousand pounds 
already authorised for the unseaworthy ships’ work. The Board of Trade, in 
their letter of the 8th November last, pointed out that the sum of thirteen 
thousand pounds would probably be insufficient. The apparent amount of the 
excess; however, should: be reduced: by about one thousand pounds, which will 
be saved by the staff, as now re-organised, taking over a considerable portion of 
the tonnage work hitherto performed by the Customs officers. 

By the adoption of the present scheme the Board will eventually have a staff 
of at least 51 engineers and 45 shipwright surveyors, as against 43 engineers and 
21 shipwrights, whilst the newscale of pay and the prospects will itis hoped attract 
into the service officers of undoubted efficiency. 

The Board of Trade are convinced that in no other way could the objects of 
the Unseaworthy Ships Act of last Session be better secured, both as regards 
_ efficiency and economy, than by this: proposed re-organisation of the surveying 
staff, which they now submit for the approval of the Lords Commissioners. 


fam to-add that they will be glad to be favoured with the views of the 


Treasury upon the question raised in Mr. Farrer’s letter of the 1st ultimo, 
whether the whole cost.of the surveying establishment.should not be voted by 
Parliament and the fees paid into the Exchequer. 

It is right to:state that the expenseof offices in which the above staff do their 
work will have to be added to the above. As these officers are now occupied 
| jointly with other officers under the Board of Trade, and are paid for out of the 
Mercantile Marine Fund, the cost will have to be apportioned between the 
_ Mercantile Marine Fund and the public Exchequer, and the Board of Trade will 
_ shortly,submit.a.scheme for the purpose.

There are, no doubt, a few individual instances in which the load disc 
is marked unreasonably high, but in no case during the past two months have 
I noticed any vessels on the point of starting on their voyage, loaded down to 
their marks.

In reply to the Board’s Circular Letter (M. 1816), 1 have the honour to 
report that the load-line has been universally marked by shipowners in this 
district. 


The disc, however (except. in. very few cases), has not been adopted, but in 
lieu thereof a circle with a bar through it. This plan of marking is very indis- 
tinct, and not accordmg to the Act 1875. 


As regards the load-line representing the approximate point. to which a ship 
is to load, I have not much fault to find with sailing vessels or full scantling 
steamers; it is more with spar and awning-decked steamers that'I find the 
marking defective, as owners do not appear to take into consideration the 
construction of their vessels, and where the freeboards ought to be measured 
from. 

I am informed that placing the marks where they are is not of a necessity to 
load to that point, nor do I find that they do so; but more to satisfy the 
wording of the Act. 

It appears, therefore, necessary that sume definite arrangement should be 
come to on this point, as regards spar and awning -decked vessels in particular, 
so as to save litigation and detention on the part of the owners and vessels.

Iam of opinion that the marking of the disc has been of great service in some 
cases; to a certain extent it advertises, as it were, the owner’s intention, but I 
am afraid sailors very seldom pay much attention to what is read to them 
respecting how far the centre of disc isfrom the deck. I have often asked them 
as a test when the freeboard is being taken; this will correct itself in time. 
I think the load-line clause will. work well after a while. I suspect the disc is 
kept high for the purpose of loading deeper on the homeward voyage than 
_ on the outward, especially from Spain with iron.

| am instructed, in reply, to say that with respect to the subject referred to 
in the copy letter, that no instance has occurred, so far as it is come to the know- 
ledge of the Local Board, of any inconvenience by crews making frivolous 
demands for survey, the fact being that in this port, up to this time, no instance 
has occurred of a demand for survey of any vessel under provisions of the 2nd 
Section of the Act. 

But I am furiher to state, that in the opinion of the Local Board one-fourth of 
the crew is too small a proportion to justify the survey being demanded. 

With respect to the 1st Section of the Act of 1875, having reference to the 12th 
Section of the “Merchant Shipping Act, 1873,” I am to state that the Local Board 

is of opinion that no expenses of survey should be charged to the shipowner in 
cases of vessels having received damage at sea in the course of the voyage, being 
put into an intermediate port for the purpose of repairing the damages and 
rendering the ship seaworthy. 

With respect to the Sections 5 and 6, as to the marking of deci-line and load- 
line, the Local Board is of opinion that no useful object will be attained by the 
provisions of these sections of the Act, for the Local Board consider that such 
marking of lines is calculated to mislead, and «as such will prove worse than 
useless.

Liverpool Steamship Owners’ Association to Board of Trade. 


Liverpool Steamship Owners’ Association, 
Sir, 11 December 1875. 

I BEG to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 25th ultimo, requesting 
this Association to furnish any observations or suggestions which they may 
be desirous of offering as to the operation of the “ Merchant Shipping Act, 
1875.” 

In reply, lam directed to say, that owing to the shortness of the period which 
has elapsed since the Act came into force, the members of this Association have 
not had sufficient experience of the operation of the Act to enable them to speak 
with much confidence from the results of its working. 

With regard to the 2nd Section of the Act, they think that a very considerable 
period must elapse before seamen become personally aware of their power; and 
it is difficult to say, until this knowledge reaches them, whether the power will 
be abused. 2s 

Having regard to the terms of your letter, however, this Association conceive 
that the Board of Trade may be willing to consider the views which they enter- 
tain with regard to the desirability of amending certain provisions of that Act, 
‘views which are based not only upon the slight experience of its working which 
time has afforded, bnt also upon general considerations; I therefore beg to 
submit the following remarks for the consideration of the Board of Trade :— 

It is clear that the provisions of the Act relating to the subject of load-line 
have proved so far, in many cases, to be useless. Some shipowners liave marked 
the load-line sv much higher than they ever intend to load their ships, that the 
marking is a mere matter of form. Shipowners have been induced to act in this 
manner from a fear of invelving themselves in legal responsibilities in case of the 
vessel being (while out of their control, and perhaps in contradiction to their 
orders) laden to a greater depth than that which they had intended. In many 
-eases this fear has been carried to an extreme, but there is no reason to suppose 
that it is likely to be diminished; and so long as it remains unchecked by any 
other consideration this load-line will be simply illusory. 

But so far as it may become tie practice to mark the load-line at or near the 
intended draught of the ship, a risk will, in the opinion of this Association, arise, 
-of that which is now a voluntary load-liae becoming transformed, for all prac- 
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tical purposes, into that most dangerous thing, a Government load-line ; for - 
shipowners will naturally regard it as unjust te them that the officer of the 
Board of Trade (who is made aware by the line marked of the depth to which it 
is proposed to load the ship) should stand by until the ship is fully laden and 
ready to go to sea, and should then interfere to stop her. They will ask why 
the officer did not inform them that the load-line was too high before they 
entered into engagements for so large a cargo, and went to the expense of put- 
ting it on board, and it will be difficult for the Board of Trade to answer this 
question satisfactorily. If the officer does take upon himself to fix the load-lne, 
then he will in effect take upon himself the responsibility for the proper loading 
of the vessel, and will thereby release the shipowner from all obligation. 

Although in theory the shipowner might remain responsible, irrespective of the 
opinion of the surveyor, yet the Association are satisfied that for practical pur- 
posés the responsibility would be removed from the shoulders of the shipowner 
to that of the Government officer. 

For reasons which the Association have repeatedly urged upon the Board of 
Trade, aud which it is not necessary here to repeat, they are most strongly 
opposed to any attempt by the Government through its officers.to fix a load-line, 
and firmly believe that the result of such action would be to lead to a general 
deeper loading of ships, and to an increase in the loss of life and property 
at sea. ; 

To avoid this danger it is suggested that the whole of the 6th Section of the 
Act of 1875 which relates to load-line should be repealed. . 

Section 5 of that Act and Section 3 of the Act of 1873, provide means for 
readily preserving evidence of the depth to which any ship is laden. If anything 
further be required in this direction no reasonable objection could be made to it, 
and in this view it might perhaps be desirable to require that a. scale of feet should 
be marked on each side of the ship amidships, as well as at the stem and 
Stern. ee ; 

The Act of 1875 contains ample powers for preventing the sending of a ship 
to sea in av unseaworthy state, and for punishing both the attempt and the com- 
pleted act 

The Association do not complain of these provisions; on the contrary they 
strongly approve of the penal clauses, and they think the preventive clauses right 
in principle. But they would point out that it is extremely desirable in the 
interests of shipowners, and also in order that these clauses should be put in 
force with less danger of giving rise to heavy claims for detention, that a prompt 
and satisfactory court of appeal from the decisions of the Board or its officers 
should be established. . 

The appeal to the County Court allowed by the Act of 1873 is not sufficiently 
prompt, and that court has not the necessary special knowledge to deal with the 
matter satisiactorily. ‘The Association think that the appeal should be to skilled 
arbitrators residing on the spot, one of whom might be nominated by the ship- 
owner and the other by the Board of Trade, the two to appoint a third, and the 
decision of two to be sufficient. ‘The losing side should pay expenses, and if the 
ship is wrongly detained the Board of Trade should pay damages as at present. 
This appeal might either be substituted altogether for the appeal to the County 
Court, or made an alternative for that at the option of the appellant. 

The snggestions, therefore, which this Association have to otler to the Board of 
Trade with reference to the Act of 1875 are two :— . 


1. That the whole of Section 6, relating to load-line, should be repealed. 


2. That a prompt appeal from the decision of the othcer detaining a ship 
to skilled arbitrators should be provided. 


Subject to these alterations, the Association think that there is no reason why 
the Act of 1875 should not be continued, until experience shows its provisions 
to require amendment. 

In conclusion, the Association desire to point out to the Board of Trade that 
great public advantages would follow from the adoption of some prompt and 
satisfactory mode of deciding questions which from time to time arise between 
shipowners and the Board or its officers; questions in regard to which the view 
of the latier is sometimes found to be opposed to that of the highest class of 
shipowners, shipbuilders, and naval architects. :

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If this were provided, not only would the Board be relieved of much odiuin in 
carrying out the law, but there would be more certainty of its objects being 
attained, greater security against mistake, and less fear of scientific improvements 
in shipbuilding being discouraged.

Your letter addressed to me on the 27th November last, requesting me to 
move the Local Marine Board to favour the Board of Trade with any observa- 
tions they may have to make as to the operation of the “ Merchant Shipping Act, 
1875,” has had my best attention. 


The copy of the letter addressed to certain superintendents of mercantile 

_ marine offices, mure particularly referring to Section 2, has, I believe, been replied 
to by our superintendent here, Captain Watson, but as it appeared to me that 
the superintendent at Gravesend would more likely be in a position to hear of 
frivolous demands for survey, | caused the inquiry to be transmitted to him, and 

‘he has replied to the same effect as Captain Watson, that he doves not know of 
any such frivolous demand having been made in his district. | 


It.is, perhaps, somewhat premature to give an opinion on the operation of the. 
“Merchant Shipping Act, 1875,” but I have to-call your attention to the letter of 
the Local Marine Board, dated 20th March last (copy of which I send herewith), 
respecting ‘the Government Bill then before Parliament, in which letter the 
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views of the Local Marine Board were very fully expressed on several points, 
ViZ. :— . 
I.—The Prohibition of Advance Notes. 
I].—Time of payment of Wages. 
III.—Discipline. 
IV.—The marking of the Ship’s Side. 
V.— Boats. 
VI.—Training Ships. 
VII.— Wreck and Salvage. 
VIII.— Liability of the Shipowner,— 


and nothing has occurred since which has induced them to vary the opinions 
then expressed. oe 

There are, however, two points in the “ Merchaat Shipping Act, 1875,” upon 
which I feel called upon to remark. 


I.—The Appointment by the Board of Trade of Surveyors.—Of course con- 
stituted as the Board of Trade is, an immense amount of patronage is placed in 
the hands of but one or two gentlemen, of whom | wish to speak in terms of the 
highest respect, hut at the same time to express my opinion that such powers 
and patronage are not good for the gentlemen themselves, and cannot be satis- 
factory to shipowners ; and when it is considered that the heads of the Marine 
Department of the Board of Trade are not practically acquainted with shipping 
matiers, and thus to a certain extent unable to contest surveyors’ opinions, or to 
withstand their recommendations if unsuitable, it is to be hoped the Board of 
Trade, in view of the immense powers which they are gradually assuming, will 
divest themselves of the immediate control of the surveying of ships, the 
appointment of surveyors, and the more technical detail necessary for the fulfil- 
ment of such duties, in favour of some practical boards or-eommittees, elected 
partly by the shipowners and partly by the Government. : 


II.—The Owners’ Load-line.—While many owners act fairly with the permis- 
sion given them, it is to be feared that others mark their ships at a point to 
which they never intend to immerse them. Great difficulties occur, and doubt- 
less great injustice is not unfrequently done, by the stopping of vessels, arising 
from the arbitrary opinion of a surveyor, who acts without a given standard of 
proper loading. It is to be wished that some satisfactory understanding were 
arrived at between the Government and the shipowners as to the load-line of 
vessels, and so prevent an injury which the Government have no desire to 
inflict, as well as put a stop to a practice which it is culpable to encourage.

Local Marine Board, Tower Hill, E., 
Sir, ie 20 March 1875. 

I am directed by the Local Marine Board of London to bring under the notice of the 
Board of Trade some observations on certain clauses of the Merchant Shipping Acts 
Amendment Bill, now before Parliament, and to express the hope that the careful con- 
sideration of the Board of Trade will be given to those matters which it has become my 
duty to bring before them. 


Il.— The Prohibition of Advance Notes. 


No doubt the Board of Trade are endeavouring to release the seamen, as far as possible, 
from the power of crimps ; and while everyone interested in seamen would rejoice at such 
a result, still in the opinion of this Board it is a hazardous undertaking to interfere with 
freedom of contract between master and servant. It is transgressing a fundamental law 
of social economy, and no matter how good the intention may be, it is certain, like all 
other transgressions, to produce at some future time disagreeable fruits. Though some 
shipowners, this Board believe, are willing to give this provision of the Bill a fair trial in 
home ports, they are unwilling that it should be extended beyond the limits of the United. 


Kingdom. 
> In 
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In ports of the United States and of our own colonies it would certainly cause grievous 
loss and detention to shipowners, because all foreign ships, not under similar restrictions, 
would invariably have what seamen were offering, and British masters, to get their ships 
to sea, would be compelled to give advances, which on arrival in this country they could 
not recover. 


It is a mistake to enact a law which it is impossible to obey, and if this provision should 
unfortunately be embodied in an Act, the Board of Trade should have power to alter it 
should such necessity arise. 


Il.— The Time of Payment of Wages. 


As it is the practice of seamen to leave their ships immediately on arrival, and as the 

master has so many other necessary duties to attend to at that time, this Board are of 
opinion that as the seaman is now in a position to claim one-fourth of the wages due to 
him when his services are dispensed with, if he could claim the remainder within 72 hours 
afterwards, all the exigencies of the case have been fairly met. They think also that the 
- proposal to pay part of the wages and to deposit the balance with superintendents, is 
burdening the Pill with regulations which are neither desired by the shipowner, nor likely 
to be availed of by the sailor. The power given to superintendents to settle small disputes 
should be extended from 2/. to 5/.; but though in the Act of 1854 power was given to 
the superintendents to settle disputes, there was nothing to compel them to adjudicate, 
and many of them refused to undertake the settlement of matters which did not concern 
them, aud furthermore gave them additional work and trouble. Disputants were thus 
left in no better position than they were before, and had to seek their remedy as they 
best could. Would it not be well, therefore, to go further in this Bill, and say that if the 
amount in dispute does not exceed 5/., the superintendent shall decide the matter and” 
his decision shall be final. 


III.— Discipline. 


This Board cannot but express their regret that the power, hitherto held by Local 
Marine Boards, of dealing with cases of misconduct, has by this Bill been taken away. 
During all the time the Board have exercised such functions, it has never come to their 
knowledge that their decisions have been complained of, and while they have been 
endeavouring faithfully to perform their duty in this respect, they do not think they 
ought, in justice to themselves, to refrain from respectfully asking the Board of Trade if 
any complaints of their decisions have been made to them, or if in the opinion of the 
Board of Trade the duties placed by Parliament upon them have not been carefully and 
faithfully fulfilled. This Board are further desirous of expressing their conviction of 
their competency, not only to discharge the duties hitherto devolving upon them, but also 
to undertake a considerable extension of similar service had they been called upon to 
assume such a responsibility. If a judicious curtailing of some of the outport Local 
Marine Boards, and an extension of the more important ones had_been effected, the best 
possible means would have been attained for adjudicating on all cases of discipline, as 
well as in all other shipping matters which are now controlled by the Board of Trade; 
and I am instructed to repeat the regret of this Board that any infringement of the 
powers now possessed by Local Marine Boards should have been proposed in this Bill. 


The penalties against insubordination and kindred offences of seamen do not seem to 
call for any special remark, except in so far as I am to direct your attention to the fact, 
that no steps have been taken to deal with the necessity which now exists of reading the 
entries in the official log to offenders. This matter the Local Marine Board very recently 
felt it their duty to brivg under the notice of the Board of Trade, with the hope of its 
being amended. 


They would, therefore, respectfully ask the Board of Trade for a reconsideration of 
what appears to them to be a fruitful source of insubordination on beard ship. 


IV.—The Marking of the Ship’s Side. 


- As long as there is no standard of seaworthy loading, it is unfair to a shipowner to 
compel him to carry about on his ship the existence of something which everybody 
_ hesitates to describe, and of which one jury might say one thing and another jury another. 
All such regulations are merely temporising with a matter which sheuld be boldly faced 
by the adoption of a load-line suitable to each individual ship. It is better to prevent a 
man from committing an offence at the beginning of a voyage than to prosecute him for 


it afterwards, especially as it may happen that the vessel’s loss did not arise from over- 
loading at all. | 


The measurement of a ship’s side, therefore, is of doubtful value, unless there is a 
standard by which to compare it. But if an officer be appointed to take the measure- 
ment of ships under this provision, he ought to be compelled to give a copy of his 
measurement to the captain or other person in charge of the ship, so that if not accord- 
ance with facts, objection might then and there be taken. 


4. q 3 B ; V.— Boats 
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V.— Boats. 


It appears to this Board that the clause referring to boats is exceedingly unsatis- q 
factory. ; 


1. In the Bill no attempt is made to define unseaworthiness, but it is stated that if a 
ship is deficient in boats she is an unseaworthy ship. However good a ship may other- 
wise be, still if her boats are defective, or become so during the voyage, the penalties of 
unseaworthiness come upon the owners. As many vessels reach their ports in safety 
notwithstanding the loss of their boats on the passage, it is manifestly a mistake to 
condemn the ships themselves as unseaworthy merely because they are deficient in boats. 
All legislative definitions should be in accordance with facts, and it is very unwise to 
stretch stich legislative definitions for special purposes; of this, the 2¢th clause of the 
Bill is an eminent example. 


2. Seeing that so much stress is laid upon proper equipment, and that this includes all 
requisites for lowering and readiness for instant use, a proper definition of these words 
should have been given in the Bill for the guidance of shipowners, as well as for prevent- 
ing those caprices of individual surveyors at different ports of which cae Shi is have 
already far too much to complain. The absence of fixed published rules of survey, 
invariably adopted in all systems of classification, is a great drawback to the favourable , 


reception of a Government survey among shipowners, and if this Bill were to become 


law, instead of mitigating, it would only extend the mischief. 


3. In the case of ships surveyed by the Board of Trade as passenger ships, a schedule 
of the boats requisite is appended to the Bill, which, however, does not take notice of 
the difference between sailing ships and stearaships as regards their deck arrangements, 
while it compels sailing ships to carry a larger number and a larger description of boats 
than can be safely carried, having in view the working of the ship herself at sea, and the 
conveniences for getting the boats afloat in cases of emergency, there should be separate 
schedules for boats for sailing ships and steamships, and while steamships can carry boats 
in number proportioned to the length of the vessel, this Board are of opinion that sailing 
vessels of the very largest size cannot carry with safety and convenience a larger number 
of boats than six, so that they are in a fit state for immediate use? The care bestowed in 
preparing this part of the Bill is far from being equal to its importance. 


Vi.—Training Ships. 


The Mercantile Marine Fund is not a general fund supplied by all classes of the com- 
munity, and therefore ought not to be applied for the defence of the country. Clause 33 
is an interference with the law of supply and demand, no doubt with a laudable inten- 
tion, but it is nevertheless a wrong. The seaman has a right to the increased pay which 
a short supply of men of his craft will naturally give him, and to take this money, which 
is paid into this fund to train competitors in his calling, is an injustice to him. No doubt 
sailors are necessary for the defence as well as for the commerce of the country, but for 
the former it is the duty of the nation at large to provide the men, and for the latter the 
SPOT must take such steps to provide them as the necessities of his business may 

emand. 


VII.— Wreck. and Salvage. 


The cause of damage which necessitatés an appearance before a receiver of wreck 
ought not to be every trifling mishap, which some receivers are very ready to pounce 
upon for the sake of their fees, but real substantial damage. I have to suggest that the 
words “otherwise damaged ” should be removed from the clause, as they have only a very 
vague and indefinite meaning, and the more so as the accidents named in the clause are 
sufficiently comprehensive already. Again, the practice of receivers taking evidence 
without allowing the presence of owner or master, or other person authorised by them, 
is liable, to great abuse. sa tah 

. This. examination ought to be as open as any court of justice, and cross-examination 
allowed, so that the matters stated by the person under examination should not be invari- 
ably put down, as. they appear to the receiver, in answer to his own questions only; for in 
cross-examination a very different meaning to a very simple statement is not unfrequently 
elicited, and seeing that these declarations (often taken by receivers very ignorant of ~ 
shipping matters) are made admissible as evidence, every effort ought to be used to make 
such declarations as perfect as possible. 


VILI.— Liability of the Shipowner. 


With respect to the lability of the shipowner for sending knowingly an unseaworthy 
ship to sea, this Board have to remark— 


_ 1. That the penalty should be a personal penalty, not a money penalty. The offence - 
is at present regarded by the law as a misdemeanour, and that is the direction in which it _ 


ought to be viewed, though it may be questioned if this is a sufficient measure of the ‘a 


crime ; but be that as it may, this Board are of opinion that if criminal liability will not 
‘ deter 
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deter a man from sending an unseaworthy ship to sea, no amount of money penalty will 
do it. They would, therefore, suggest the withdrawal of the money penalty. 


2. That this penalty should be confined to the managing owner, he who has the conduct 
of the outfit and the care of the ship. There are a good many investors in shipping, 
like investors in railways or in banks, who are quite unequal to the management of their 
property, and to extend the penalty, either personal or monetary, to such a class as this 
would cause them to get quit of their shipping at any sacrifice, while it would be an act 
of great injustice to punish people who had not committed a fault. 


3. The proposed clause makes a change in criminal liability which is happily as yet 
unknown to English law. The criminal here is bound to prove himself innocent ; in other 
cases a man is held innocent until he is proved guilty; and this Board cannot believe that 
the Legislature of Great Britain would ever sanction such a departure from the funda- 
mental idea of English justice, which it has hitherto been the boast of this country to 
maintain. 

I am instructed again to commend these views to the careful consideration of the 
Board of Trade.

In reply to the Board of Trade’s letter of the 25th ultimo, inquiring into the 


_ operation of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, I am directed to say that cases 
of individual hardship justifying complaint have not as yet come under the 


, 


observation of either of the above bodies. There has in fact been scarcely time 
for the good or evil of the Act to be fully developed. The anticipation is that 
“it will turn eventually to repress the struggles of seafaring men, who having, as 
masters, saved a little money, put it into an old ship, going themselves masters, 
and taking every possible care, although compelled to use an economy hardly 
compatible with the rigorous requirements of a Board of Trade survey. Already 
the disorganisation between owners, merchants, and underwriters is becoming 
apparent, and the ultimate result of the agitation will be to throw shipowning 
into the hands of capitalists and public companies, as they alone can afford to 
run the rapidly increasing risks.

MERCHANT SHIPPING LEGISLATION. 


STATEMENT by the Committee of the Liverpoo, SHIpowNERs’ ASSOCIATION, — 
upon a consideration of the present Position and future Prospects of Shipowners, as 
affected by recent and prospective Legislation. 


First. THE business of shipowning is seriously prejudiced, harassed, and hampered by 
recent legislation, and in the present crisis it is the duty of shipowners to unite for their 


common protection, and to submit to Government a statement of their views respecting 
all matters affecting their interests. 


Second. In the opinion of this committee the trade of shipowning is conducted as 
honourably as any trade or profession in the kingdom; and as its development, in later 
years, has been so wonderful and vast, its progress should not be arrested, but should be 
freed from those trammels which recent legislation has imposed upon it. It is one of the 
largest commercial enterprises in the world, and, being of vital importance to the nation, 
should be fostered and freed from all harassments, otherwise the trade will pass into the 
hands of foreigners, as already it has done to a large extent. But apart from the national 
view of the question, shipowners ask that they be permitted to conduct their business 
free and unfettered, as other trades are at liberty to do, without undue interference by 
the Legislature. 

In a trade so vast it is not improbable that some men may be found in it who degrade 
it, and who send their ships to sea overladen and ill-found; but as the common lawis /— 
competent to deal with and punish such offenders, it is unreasonable and unwise that 
shipowners, as a body, should therefore be harassed in conducting their business, as at | 
present. 


la 


Third. It is very desirable that there should be a general codification of the Merchant 


Shipping law. All obsolete and unnecessary portions of the existing’ Statute laws should 
be struck out; and a definite code fixed. ~ 


Fourth. Overloading and unseaworthiness rarely exist with the intention of losing — 
vessels and recovering from underwriters; but, where they do exist, the existing law of 
the land is streng enough to detect and punish offenders. Overloading exists only in a 
limited degree; in Liverpool it is almost unknown. It does not pay a shipowner to over- 


load, as (besides the lengthening of the voyage) thé probable damage from having decks 
swept would rarely amount to an average claim. 
; 


Fifth. Load-Line.—It would be obviously unjust to apply a uniform hard-and-fast 
load-line to all ships alike; therefore, if a load-line were to be applied, it would have to 


be 4 
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be based upon the merits of each individual ship, upon the principle recommended by the 


‘Royal Commission on Unseaworthy Ships, viz. :— 


“ The proper load-line, in each particular case, depends not only upon the principal 
_ dimensions of the ship, but also upon her form and structural strength, the nature of 
her cargo, the voyage, and the season of the year.” 


The difficulties attending the fixing a load-line applicable to all the various forms, sec- 
tions, displacements, qualities (both of wood and iron), and ages of vessels, so as to deal 
fairly with each, are so great, and would besides involve so much delay, in dealing with 
the 22,000 vessels registered in the United Kingdom—which, moreover, would be con- 
stantly altering in age and quality, and have to be reconsidered periodically—that the 
conclusion is forced upon this committee that the whole scheme is so cumbrous as to be 
practically unworkable. _ Moreover, if attempted, there would be a tendency towards 
hard-and-fast lines, with this result, that vessels would be “ built up” to those lines; 
and, as during the period of O. M. and B. M. measurement, the worst type of model 
would be again produced. Is it wise or politic to legislate so as to prevent all enterprise 
in shipbuilding? A glance at the magnificent ships produced during the last 20 years, as 
compared with the previous quarter of a century, is surely answer enough. 

Another and very important argument against a Government load-line is, that as all 
matters of scantling, besides model and displacement, would have to be considered in 
fixing the load-line for each ship, the Government would practically constitute itself into 
a gigantic classification committee, and the ships of the future would be built upon Govern- 


‘ ment models and Government scantlings. Is any Government prepared to undertake 


these onerous and responsible duties? if so, it is not difficult to predict what the future of 
the Mercantile Marine of this country will be. Certainly it will not retain its present 
supremacy. 

It may be said, then, how is overloading to be prevented? It exists, but, as already 
stated, only in a very limited degree; and we submit that the Board of Trade should only 
interfere in cases of gross or serious overloading. But shipowners strongly object to vessels 
being declared and detained as grossly overladen upon the sole “dictum” of any Govern- 
ment surveyor. There should be a local court of appeal or committee of reference (so 
that the matter may be settled at once, without delaying the ship even a tide), half of 
whom should be nominated by the shipowner and half representing the Board of ‘Trade, 
with power to call in an umpire. The decision of such a committee, formed upon a con- 
sideration of vessel’s sections, displacement, scantlings, age, and previous voyages (if any) 
would be satisfactory to all reasonable shipowners. This plan would put a stop to all 
serious overloading, be satisfactory to the shipowner, and relieve the Board of Trade from 
a most difficult and obnoxious position, and Parliament from adopting a course that would 
lead to the ruin of the mercantile marine of the country. 

A disc, or any proper system of marking amidships, now called the owners’ load-line, 
would not be objectionable, inasmuch as it will put a stop to the common practice of seamen 
detaining ships on frivolous pretexts, but such disc or marking should be considered only 
as a matter entering into the agreement between owner and seaman. 


Sixth. Surveys.—The same objections to Government undertaking the survey of all 
unclassed ships hold good, as in dealing with load-line, though probably not to the same 
extent. If such survey were attempted, it ought only to be to a limited degree, and 
having regard to the trade the yessel is engaged in. A vessel carrying timber, coal, &c. 
does not require to be of the same material and workmanship as a vessel that is required 
“ to carry dry and perishable goods to any part of the world.” The numerous officers 
now in connection with the Board of Trade will readily detect cases requiring interference, 
and a court of appeal or reference, such as is suggested in the case of load-line, would be 


satisfactory to any reasonable owner. And this system, while being as effective and more 


prompt, would relieve the Board of Trade from the unwieldy, costly, and difficult system 


"pertaining to a survey of all unclassed ships. 


Seventh. Insurance.—This Association embodied its views in a statement issued in 
April 1875, and, on further consideration of the subject, sees no cause to alter the 
opinion then expressed, that there should be no interference in the matter. See Appendix 
hereto. | 

Eighth. Crews.—The seaman question is one of the utmost importance, and entitled to 
far more consideration than Parliament has ever given to it; a very large proportion of 
the losses of life and property at sea being due to the unfitness and unseaworthiness of 
seamen. While it is recommended that the training of seamen should be provided for as 
previously indicated by this association, the following suggestions are strongly urged upon 
the Legislature for immediate adoption :— 

(a.) That seamen, before being allowed to rate as A. B., should show _ tisfactory 
proot of, at least, four years’ sea service. 

(b.) That a benefit or pension fund for seamen should be established. This would 
tie the seamen more to his ship and country, and result in a better class of men 
adopting the sea life as a profession. 

These suggestions (a.) and (b.) were unanimously approved of by a large 
meeting of seamen, held in the Sailors’ Home, Liverpool, on 2nd December 
instant, and there is every reason to believe would be approved of by all the 
seamen belonging to the United Kingdom. 

Ae, B 3 (c.) ‘That 
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(c.) That advance notes given in the United Kingdom be rendered illegal. The 
abolition of the advance note would only cause temporary inconvenience, and that 
only to the reckless and dissipated seaman; but it would tend to make him more 
provident, and keep him out of the hands of crimps. Should advance notes be 
rendered illegal, it is suggested that, say, 12 months’ notice be given before the law 
would take effect, so as to inconvenience sailors as little as possible. The delay 
would also lessen the inconvenience which would necessarily (for a time at least) 
ensue to the shipowner. : 


(d.) That the present law improperly confers the power to detain a ship on too 
limited a number of seamen; the number should not be less than half the crew. 


There are other and minor matters of discipline, &e., that may, with advan- 
tage alike to shipowner and sailor, be considered, with a view to legislation. 


Nothing in the above statement is to be considered as an approval by this committee 
of the Act of 1873, so far asthat Act embodies the principle of Government interference 
with Merchant Shipping. pita: ; 

This committee in thus giving its views on the leading points affecting Merchant Ship- 
ping legislation, does not shut its eyes to the evils that exist, aud which have very pro- 
perly attracted the attention of Parliament, but. it strongly objects to, and protests 
against, hasty and ill-considered legislation, and it presses on Parliament the vital im- 
portance of dealing with this vast interest wisely and justly. Shipowners, as a body, 
have an equal interest in maintaining the national flag and honour, and they are ready 
and willing to co-operate with and assist Government in dealing with the many difficult 
and technical matters involved in the whole question, so that while offenders may be 
punished and disasters prevented, the vast shipowning interests of the country may be 
justly considered and not imperilled.

Marine Insurance. 


STATEMENT of the Liverpool Shipowners’ Association. 


KNow1ne that our trade has been conducted horiourably, and with due regard to the 
lives and property on board our ships, we have felt we could treat with indifference the 
imputations that have of late years been cast upon us by persons, well-meaning enough, 
though not conversant with the subject; but when statements, injurious to shipowners as 
a class, have been advanced, as has recently been done in Parliament, by gentlemen whose 
position and opinions have great weight with the House, it is no longer right to remain 
silent, but it becomes our duty to protest in the most decided manner against unjust 

‘imputations cast upon one of the most honourable and best conducted trades of the 
country. In saying this we do not deny that there have been and are men in our body 
(as in any other trade) who disgrace it; but these exceptions are few and insufficient to 
afford ground or reason for stigmatising the whole body, or for introducing measures of a 
vexatious character. 

Sir Charles Adderley, in bringing in his Merchant Shipping Acts Amendment Bill, 
on 8th February, said, “ The subject of marine insurance I believe to be at the root of 
the whole matter.” And on the 12th March, in the debate on this subject introduced by 
Mr. Brassey, the several speakers used expressions tending to persuade the House that 
shipowners did not take care of the lives. and properties entrusted to them; that means 
should be devised to stimulate them to do so ; that shipowners habitually over-insure; that 
such over-insurance is the cause of so much loss of life and property, and that a limit 
should be put on the insurance of ships. These views were again supported by the Pre- 
sident of'the Board of Trade. He said, “ The question of marine insurance was at the 
very foundation of the object he had in hand in presenting to the House the Bill which he 
lately introduced, namely, the increased safety of the merchant service, and the preventing 
of reckless adventures in commerce at sea ;” and he further indicated that it was his inten. 
tion to bring in a Bill dealing with the question, and, judging from the other parts of his 
speech, it is evident what would be the general character of that Bill. 

In thus introducing such a Bill, the President of the Board of Trade primd facie 
assumes and bases his proposed Bill--and all its arguments on the assumption that ship- 
owners as a body habitually over-insure, ; 


Now, Ist. We dispute the statement that over-insurance is the main cause of loss of 
lifeand property at sea. It is proved that the largest proportion of losses arises from bad 
seamanship and navigation, and which we can only hope to see reduced by an improve-.- 
ment in the character of our seamen. Most of the losses of steamers within the past 
year or two, involving serious loss of life, can be traced to causes that had nothing to 
do with matters of insurance 3; and we believe it will be found that of the numerous 
small collier craft lost. annually on the east coast with such lamentable results 

; as. 
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as regarde life (excepting those insured in mutual clubs, where the valuations 
are carefully looked after), very few are or could be insured at Lloyd’s or with 
companies. . 


2nd. But we express our decided conviction that shipowners as a ‘body do not 
habitually over-insure their ships. So far as the Liverpool shipowners are con- 
cerned, and they represent a very large proportion of the tonnage of the United 
Kingdom, we state emphatically that they do not do so; in fact, many of the wealthier 
and larger owners and companies take the entire or a large portion of the risk 
themselves. 


3rd. This opinion is supported by the Liverpool Underwriters’ Association, as will 
be shown in the Appendix hereto, and also by Lord Eslington, one of the Royal 
Commissioners, who stated in the debate on the 12th March that “he had come to 
the conclusion that over-valuation was the small exception to the general rule.” 


_ We now give reasons why any law for limiting and controlling marine insurance would 
be injurious, harassing, and unworkable :— 

Ist. We object to be singled out to be hampered and harassed in our business, as 
no other trade is or would submit to; already the shipping interest is over-legislated 
and under pains and penalties at every turn, and the risks owners now run are suffi- 
ciently serious, without the imposition of further vexatious restrictions. Present 
insurance policies do not fully protect the shipowner, as is generally supposed; in 
eases of collision, for instance, the owner is only protected to the extent of three- 
fourths damage to ship run into, to two-thirds his own damage (and then only if it 
amounts to an average. and no protection against claims for loss of life; also, in éases 

of decks being swept it is rarely any part of cost of repairs can be recovered from 
underwriters; but, even when such damage amounts to an average, the owner has to 
bear one-third of the cost, besides numerous other risks, all combined with a keen 
competition in carrying the maritime commerce of the world. 


2nd. We object to such a law because it would be practically unworkable, and 
could not be justly carried out. If the valuations are to be those of the owner, then 
it would not alter the present system; if they are not to be the valuations of the 
owner, and we assume this is what Sir Charles Adderley means when he says, “ If 
there is to be a clear distinct law of insurance, there must be a definite estimate of 
value ;” then who is to value the ships, and on what principle will such valuations be 
made? Vessels built the same year, and of the same class at Lloyd’s, will vary in 
actual intrinsic value several pounds per ton. Again, is it to be market value, what 
they would sell for? Now, in times of depression vessels are sometimes sold at ruin- 
ously low prices, without regard to intrinsic value. Take an instance of how this 
would work in practice :—a few years ago iron sailing ships were built, costing 152. 
and 16/. per ton; shortly after sailing, tonnage became a drug in the market, and 
vessels of the highest class were sold at 9/., 8/., and even 71. per ton. Now, if an 
owner of moderate means had built one or two vessels at the time named, and was 
compelled by law to insure at 9/. to 7/. per ton, and happened to lose his ships, he 
would simply be ruined. Again, in two or three years after the period named the 
cost of iron sailing ships rose to 162, 17/., and up to 20J. per ton. Would the valua- 
tions of the aforesaid ships, costing 157. and 16/., reduced in 18 months to 9/., 8/., or 
71., be raised again in three years after to 16/.and 18/7. per ton? Again, last year 
many new iron ships cost 187. to 207. per ton; they could now be built at 162. to 171, 
and possibly in a very short time these vessels, costing 20/., may be unsaleable at 
121. to 147, These figures apply only to iron ships; but the case of wooden ships 
* would be even more complicated and difficult to deal with. We think on this point 
we have said enough to show how impracticable such a law would be, and how unjust 
to the shipowner, if practicable. 


3rd. We object to it on broad national grounds; if such a Bill became law none 
but capitalists and companies would own ships and conduct the carrying trade. Men 
of moderate means would be debarred from investing their capital in property that 
involved such risks; and when it is known that many of our largest and most 
eminent shipowners and shipowning companies began with small means, it would be 
a grievous misfortune to the country and its commerce were shipowning enterprise 
checked, and the carrying trade made a monopoly inthe hands of a few wealthy men 
and companies. 


4th. It is against commercial policy to interfere with the course of trade, and pro- 
tection is against the spirit of the times. Underwriters are an intelligent body of men, 
and do not require nor ask that they should be protected in their business ; moreover, 
they object to low valuations of vessels, preferring a fair valuation, because cases of 
averages are so much more frequent than total losses, and it is these latter that 
mainly cause loss of life. 


Without any attempt to exhaust the subject, we cannot but think what has been thus 
cursorily and briefly stated will show-— 


_ A.—That over-insurance has not the bearing on loss of life at sea that some appear to 
assume. 
4- B4 B.—The 
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B.—The shipowners do not habitually over-insure. ; 

C.—That shipowners and underwriters object to any interference with their mutual 
arrangements, and that it would be impolitic to interfere. 

D.—That the business of shipowning entails already sufficiently grave and serious 
risks ; and 

E.—That if shipowners are to be further harassed by such legislation as is now pro- 
posed, shipowning, as a trade, would receive a check that would seriously affect: | 
the commerce of this country.

‘REPLIES. 


Ist and 2nd. As a body they do not; cases of over-insurance of hulls of ships. being 
quite exceptional. 


3rd and 6th. Underwriters have in their own hands the power to protect themselves 5. 
they prefer, however, equally with shipowners, good laws to bad ones, and until the Act 
indicated by the President of the Board of Trade shall be fully made known, it is prema- 
ture to say that no benefit can be expected from it. 


4th. Any diminution which could be so affected must depend on the practicability of 
enforcing the law. Any partial legislation on marine insurance would be of small 
influence in comparison with the diminution which would result from an improvement in 
the personnel of the mercantile marine. 

5th. It is extremely doubtful whether an Act for kmiting and controlling marine 
insurance could be carried out.

Newcastle Local Marine Board to Board of Trade. 


Unseaworthiness. 


Local Marine Board, Royal Arcade, 
Sir, : Newcastle, 20 January 1876, 

Your letter of the 27th November last, asking that the Board of Trade may 
be favoured with any observations or suggestions which this Local Marine Board 
are desirous of offering as to the operation of the ‘‘ Merchant Shipping Act, 1875,” 
has been repeatedly under consideration, and on behalf of the Board [ am 
directed to inform you that this Board are satisfied that the operation of that 
Act, as a wole, has been harassing and oppressive to a serious extent to 
shipmasters and shipowners, without in any way adding to the security of life or 
property at sea. . : 


This Board, like the shipowners of other districts, look upon this Act as an 
additional incubus inflicted upon the shipping interests of this country; an 
interest that has for years past been harassed with Act upon Act, penalty upon 
penalty, amendment upon amendment, to such an extent as is believed to be 
unknown or unequalled in any other nation. 


Indeed, the mercantile marine laws as they now exist are in such a state of 
confusion that no shipmaster or shipowner can possibly know how to comply 
with them, or whether they are being complied with, or the reverse. 


The members of this Board have been unwilling to rely on their own opinions, 
and have therefore advised and consulted with several uf the legal practitioners 
of the district, but have not found one who professes to understand these laws as 
they now exist. Has 


With reference to Section 3 of the “‘ Merchant Shipping Act, 1875,” as to the 
stowage of grain cargoes, the Board believe that this section only enacts that 
which has hitherto been the general practice with vessels in the grain trade, and 
no fault is to be found with that portion of the enactment. 


But with reference to the 2nd Section of that Act, it cannot be doubted that 
it has created much trouble, expense, and annoyance to shipmasters and ship- 
owners, without producing any known benefit to the seamen. But this section | 
appears to have confirmed the impression which has for some time been growing 
amongst the seamen, that the laws are in their favour, and that whatever they 
may do whilst the ship is in harbour they will be protected. 
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From sad experience it is found that whilst the ship is in harbour, the seamen 
are masters of the position, and the captain has no power to enforce obedience ; 
should he be strict and attempt to enforce obedience, then a portion of the crew 
will threaten to go to the officers of the Board of Trade to complain of the 
ship, though the ship may in all respects be in a thoroughly fit condition for sea ; 
but if by kindness, patience, and forbearance the master, on being ready for sea, 
gets his crew on board, they are generally so much under the influence of drink _ 
that they are unfit for duty, and riggers and tidesmen have to be employed ata 
considerable expense to do the seamen’s work and get the ship out to sea; and 
- this Board are advised that a ship going to sea with the crew in this condition is 
legally in an unseaworthy condition so soon as the riggers and tidesmen leave her 
at sea, and thereupon the 4th section of this ‘‘ Merchant Shipping Act, 1875,” 
comes into operation, and the captain of that ship, and the managing owner of 
that ship, are both guilty of a misdemeanor, and are separately liable to be put 
on their trial for that offence; and the owners of the ship are, in addition to all 
this, liable to all the consequences that may arise from the drunken crew being 
unable to handle the ship when she is at sea. 


There is scarcely a foreign-going ship that ever leaves this port with a crew in 
such a state that they can be considered as sober and fit for duty ; and the Board 
take the liberty to refer you to the ease of the ‘‘ Caravan” at Liverpool on 
Friday last, the 14th instant, and to the state of that vessel’s crew, as a specimen 
of the trials to which shipmasters and shipowners are often put to, without the 
facts ever being brought under the notice of the public. 


A shipowner of this town exhibited to this Board a telegram from the master 
of a large foreign-going ship that on the previous afternoon had sailed with all © 
hands on board, but the mate and crew were nearly all drunk; the ship was 
towed down the Mersey to the usual towage distance of the Bell Buoy, but the 
crew being still unfit for duty, the stéam tug was retained all night, and next 
morning the master found “ mate and most of the crew below drunk ;” and as 
he could not in that case set sail or handle his ship, he had her towed back to 
Liverpool, where she lay for two days to get the mate and crew sober again. 
‘The treble pilotage, treble tug hire, and other expenses came on the ship as a 
matter of course. . 


Another shipowner informed this Board that a large sailing vesse] of his in 
the course of her voyage, and within the last few days, was run into by a screw 
steamer, the collision causing serious damage to both vessels. The weather was 
fine and sea smooth, and the ship and steamer separated, and the ship made two 
tacks towards the steamer: she was cut down to the water’s edge, and quite — 
unmanageable; the master of the sailing ship thereupon ordered a boat to be 
lowered to ascertain the name of, and render assistance to, the steamer, but the’ 
crew positively refused to go in the boat or to render any assistance whatever, 
declaring it was no part of their duty to assist the steamer. 


But these cases are only named to show the increasing indications of insubor- 
dination of seamen, who appear to have a clear impression that the law is 
decidedly in their favour, and tliat whatever they do, the Jaws, as they now 
exist, will protect them. : . . : 


The Board respectfully submit that the continual changes of the law affecting 
the merchant shipping under the British flag, the enormous penalties that the 
British shipowner is liable to under these laws, are calculated to harass and 
discourage the British shipowner, who in a single voyage may incur many 
thousands of pounds in penalties, whilst a foreign ship carrying the same sort of 
cargo, and going and returning on the same voyage, and doing in all respects 
everything, and omitting everything that the British ship did, or omitted, would 
incur no penalty whatever. Ateetse 


This Board are of opinion that this is a very undesirable and a very unfair 
state of things, and that if legislation for the future is to go on as it has gone 
on for some years past, the shipowners of this country, in order to get fair 
protection to their property, will naturalise some of the junior partners in conti- 
' nental ports, and have their ships registered in these ports, where they will 
have all the commercial or carrying advantages of the British ship, and be free 

. from 
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from all the pains and penalties and useless legal annoyances with which the 
ships under the British flag are at present afflicted. 

Finally, | am to say that the Board are most anxious that the incubus and 
confusion of all existing marine enactments should be repealed and swept away, 


_and that a plain intelligible marine iaw should be enacted, and thus, to some 


extent, give the British shipowner a fair and reasonable chance; a chance 
that at present does not exist, of carrying on his business in coaformity 
with law.

(received here on 29th ultimo) respecting the operation of the provisions of 
_ Section 2 of the “ Merchant Shipping Act, 1875,” namely, whether the same have 
caused any inconvenience by leading crews to make frivolous demands for 
survey. 

In reply, I desire to inform you, for the information of the Board of Trade, 
that since the Act was passed a few individual seamen have, at different periods, 
appeared here and made complaints regarding the condition of their ship, and 
they have at once been shown into the surveyor’s department. I am not aware 
that these cases have been such as to call for any interference by the surveyors ; 
the surveyors will, however, no doubt, if ordered by the Board of Trade, give 
details. | 

In September last, an anonymous communication, meant for the surveyors, 
happened, through the imperfect address on it, to fall into my hands, directing 
attention to the condition of a vessel lying somewhere below Gateshead, on the 
south side of the Tyne. It was at once dispatched to Captain Wilson, at North 
Shields (after having been shown to the surveyors here), who was acting as 

principal surveyor for the Tyne district at the time. Of course I received no 
communication in reply in the matter from Captain Wilson, but I believe that 
he visited the vessel without delay, and found that the complaint was entirely 
groundiess, and that the vessel was in every respect perfectly seaworthy. Cap- 
tain Wilson will, no ‘doubt, have a record of the matter, with name of vessel, &c. 
I have myself heard of inconvenience and pecuniary loss to shipowners having) 
arisen from vexatious complaints by crews, evidently made for the mere purpose 
of delaying the sailing of ships. I have been told of cases of serious loss and 
delay by frivolous complaints on the part of crews; this delay gives the men the 
opportunity of deserting from their ship and breaking their engagement, after 
having previously received advance notes for wages. The power the crews have 
by the present Act to cause the survey of any ship enables them to act in such 
case with comparative impunity, entailing certain loss to owners, and it is alleged 
to me that should the crew’s allegation prove unfounded, the men have nothing 
_ to lose in punishment for their conduct. Even in cases where the men have 
refused to proceed to sea on frivolous grounds of insufficiency in some parts of 
the ship, it is alleged that their imprisonment is but poor satisfaction to the 
shipowner, after his vessel has been delayed for hours in proceeding on her 
voyage. | / 
The way the present Act of Parliament is framed, it is alleged to me, by those

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who have had experience in the matter, is a direct encouragement to the men. to 4 
make frivolous complaints or excuses for not proceeding to sea. .

Iw answer to your letter dated the 25th ultimo, and marked (M. 17,734), on 
the subject of crews making frivolous demands for survey under the 2nd Section 
of the Act of 1875, I beg to say that I am not aware that any cases of serious incon- 
venience have arisen here by crews making complaints on frivolous or insufficient 
grounds ; that I understand, however, that several instances have occurred where : 
crews have called the attention of owners and masters to trifling defects, such as a | 
cracked deck-light, a broken stove, a defective stove-funnel, or a defective venti- 
lator ; that one such case was brought to my notice only the other day, where a 
crew said to the owner, who happened to go on board while the ship was being 
prepared for sea, “If you please sir, the pane in the deck-house is cracked, and as 
we are going a long voyage it may as well be replaced by a new pane, as if it comes 
out it may subject us to some discomfort during the voyage.” I need scarcely say 

' that the defect was (as I suppose would be the case im nearly every such instance) 
at once made good. 

That I know that-the section of the Act in question is regarded by shipowners 
generally as giving the sailor a very large amount of irresponsible power, which 
may be used against them, the shipowners, without sufficient cause, especially if 
they should have the misfortune to get a bad or dissatisfied crew ; and that what 
they seem to dread most here is that a bad, dissatisfied, or dishonest crew, avail- 
ing themselves of the provisions of the 2nd Section of the Act of 1875, might after 
getting to sea compel the master to put his ship into port, say in going down 
channel, with no other object in view than that of securing their discharge, with 
a month’s wages, made sure to them by advance notes, when perhaps they had 
only earned a week’s wages, and thereby subjecting them, the shipowners, to 
serious loss of both time and money. 

That of course with the stormy weather which has recently prevailed, it is 
quite possible that a forecastle for instance, that was apparently quite tight and 

- well-caulked, might prove somewhat leaky and wet; especially in the smaller 
class of foreign-going ships; but that to the present time I have not heard of 
any such case of inconvenience and loss having actually occurred as the result 
of the act in question.

In reply to your letter of 25th ultimo (M. 17,734), I beg to report as 
follows :— 

Ihave not as yet had any cases under Section 2 of “ Merchant Shipping Act, 1875.” 
The seamen scarcely know yet of the power placed in their hands by this section 5 
when they do, doubtless some frivolous complaints will at first arise, but a care- 
ful examination of the complaints by the inspector, together with such informa- 
tion as is generally procurable, wil! in most instances enable him to form an 
opinion as to the real state of the case. 

On the other hand we shall undoubtedly. get some information that might 
never have reached us, had not the men been given the power they are by 
Section 2. 

I think that the good which will result from this will be far greater in pro- 
portion than the inconvenience which may occasionally’ arise from frivolous 
cowplaints. 

We have had to deal with three or four cases only, that I can remember, where 
the complaints were frivolous (these were cases in which we were called on to 
survey for magistrates), and only one lately, viz., the ‘“‘ Winifred, ” of Bridgewater, 
O.N. 65,527, R. T. 310. Reported on 17th November 1875.

In reply to the questions contained in above, as to whether frivolous com- 
plaints have been made at this port under the Act of 1875, Section 2, I beg to 
state that none have arisen here. 


The only case, even analogous to it. is that of the “ Winifred,” the crew of 


which refused duty and were dealt with under the provisions of the Act of 1871. 
The captain took them before the Bench ; a Board of Trade survey was ordered, 
and the men were committed to prison, as the stipendiary deemed the complaint 
to be of a frivolous character. This occurred on the 19th ultimo. 

I do not apprehend any inconvenience from the working of the statute at 
Cardiff, because the Bench and the Board of Trade surveyors have the reputation 
of looking closely into the merits of each individual case, and meting out the 
strictest justice to both sides. Seamen as well as shipowners know this, and 
hence complaints are pretty well founded before they are preferred. 

Of courze there are exceptions, and the “ Winifred’s”’ case was one of them. 

Ten years ago, before the appointment of Government surveyors, such com- 
plaints were much more frequent, and I have been assured by the stipendiary 
that he has felt great assistance in having the testimony of men who are 
thoroughly impartial. , 


I mention these facts to show, judging from the past, that there is little 3 


apprehension of these complaints being made to the surveyors under Section 9, 
so long as they maintain the reputation for scrutiny and impartiality which they 
now possess.

Jn reply to your letter (M. 17,734) of 25th November 1875, Unseaworthiness, 
I beg to state, since the Merchant Shipping Act of 1875 has come into force, no 
complaint of unseaworthiness, to my knowledge, has been made at this port, short 
of the provistons of the Act being put into operation, but I desire to make a few 
observations relative to Section 2 of that Act. 

- The section states “ one-fourth of the seamen belonging to any British ship ;”’ 
how the crew, as a rule, sign articles only two days, frequently one day, before the 
ship sails, therefore the complaint can only be made at a time when full inspec- 
tion cannot. be made ; nevertheless with an experienced officer on the spot 
authorised to act upon his own responsibility, of a firm and decided character 
and prompt in action, inconvenience and delay would not to a great extent 
accrue, as he would either not detain the vessel, or he would at once put the 
Act into operation. 

By this section shipowners will be liable at the last moment to delay, and at 
times considerable consequent loss, as frivolous complaints would be made by 
demoralised men, not sailors, of whom now there are so many in our Mercantile 
Marine. The shipowner, I conceive, therefore is placed in a wrong position ; 
either the men should be subject tc a known punishment for frivolous complaints, 
and its consequences, and the owners reimbursed the loss, or as a preventive of 
the whole procedure, a certificate of seaworthiness should be granted by the 
Board of Trade to all British ships. It is a question whether the shipowner 
should be relieved of his responsibility by Government; I am inclided to the 
belief, first-class shipowners would rather hold it if rightly protected.

In compliance with your wish, I now beg to inform you briefly of my experience 
of the working of the Act, 1875, at this port during the preceding month. 

I find that the Leith shipowners are not in the habit of loading their vessels — 
very deep, and in the few instances where this tendency has shown itself it has 
been checked by a hint from the surveyor without a necessity having arisen for 
detention. 

1 think the mere marking and recording of the load-line has had a beneficial 
effect, as vessels were often overloaded -at the last moment by the shipping 
agent without the knowledge of the owner. 

I have, of course, no means of knowing the draught at which vessels leave 
Grangemouth, Arbroath, and other ports where no surveyor is resident, and 
indeed the surveyors at Dundee and Aberdeen, being single handed, are so 
fully occupied with their other duties, that they have little or no time to devote 
to draught of water even at their own ports. 

The same remark applies in great measure to unseaworthy hulls. I do not 
think there are many such coming to the larger ports, though probably some 
might be detected at the smaller repairing ports if the services of a shipwright 
surveyor were available. | fs 

No complaints of crews under the new Act have been made to ‘me during 
the last month, nor have any cases occurred here of refusal of duty from 
alleged unseaworthiness. __ af 

As to grain-laden ships, | may say that no. palpably dangerous case of bad 
stowage has come under my notice. The grain arriving here is mostly stowed — 
in bulk, and secured by shifting beards reaching about one-third of the depth 
into the holds. . ; . "

« WirH respect to No. 30, ‘An Act to further amend the Act respecting the Inspection 


of Steam Boats,’ the Board ‘of Trade presume that it is only applicable to colonial vessels _ a3 


engaged on inland waters or in the coasting trade. 


“ If this is the case, they are of opinion that the Colonial authorities are the best judges: 
of their own requirements. But should the provisions of the Act be intended to apply to 
other ships, British or Foreign, they would point out to the Earl of Carnarvon thatcon- 
siderable difficulties may arise. In the case of British vessels trading with the United — 
Kingdom, these vessels are already subjected to regulations by the Imper ial law, and it — 
would produce much inconvenience and hardship if “these vessels were subjected to fresh 


and different regulations in Canada. In the case of foreign ships, the difficulties would 


obviously be still greater. 
« As regards No. 32, which is entitled An Act to provide for the dpe of . 


Port Wardens at certain Ports of the Dominion,’ the Board of Trade observe thatit | 


imposes upon these Government officers the following, amongst other, duties :— 
“1. Of examining all questions of damage to cargo, and of reporting on them. 


SHOOT ‘examining all questions of damage to ships, and of determining absolutely 
what repairs are required to render a ship seaworthy.

30, entitled “ An Act further to amend the Act respecting the Inspection of Steam- 
boats,” and the Act 37 Vict. c. 32, entitled “ An Act to provide for the Appointment of 
Port Wardens at certain Ports of the Dominion.” 

_With reference to the objections of the Board of Trade to the Act amending the Steam- 
boat Inspection Act, that if intended to apply to British or foreign ships, much incon- 
venience and hardship would be produced, as such vessels would be*subject to “fresh and 


different regulations in Canada,” the undersigned would observe that the original Act 


respecting the inspection of steamboats, and for the greater safety of passengers by them,

With reference to the objections made to the Act for providing for the appointment of 


port wardens, the undersigned would observe that the Act in question was taken from the 
Canadian Acts, 26 Vict. c. 52, 29 Vict. c. 59, and 36 Vict. c. 11, relating to the office 
of Port Warden at Montreal, which Acts were sanctioned by Her Majesty some years. 
since, and have been found to be of great service in saving life and property, not only as — 
respects Canadian vessels, but also as respects British ships. Previous to 1873, vessels 
laden with grain at Montreal could clear and go to sea without a certificate from the Port 
Warden by payment of a penalty of 40 dollars; but as several English steamers, laden 
with grain, which escaped by the payment of the small penalty referred to without a 
proper certificate, foundered at sea, and many lives were lost thereby, an amendment to 
the Act was prepared in 1873 by his department, submitted to Parliament, and became 
law, by which the clearing of vessels without a certificate from the Port Warden that the 
vessel had been properly loaded and stowed was prohibited, and a penalty of 800 dollars. 
imposed on vessels sailing without such certificate. This Act was sanctioned by Her 
Majesty, and it has been productive of the greatest benefit, not only to shippers, but also 
to shipowners, underwriters, and crews of vessels, as no vessels loaded with grain, so far i 
as his department is aware, have foundered or disappeared since.the passing of the Act. 
The undersigned has been informed that a similar law is in operation at the port of New __ 
York and other grain-loading ports in the United States, and has been attended with like 
beneficial results to vessels engaged in the trade. It is probable that Imperial legisla- 
tion of a similar character to that objected to in the present instance has not hithertobeen 
required in the United Kingdom with reference to inspection of vessels loaded with grain, : 
as that country, as a rule,isa consumer and not an exporter of grain. The undersigned 
would observe that the Act complained of is as nearly as possible a copy of the Montreal ~~ 
Act, which has been found to work so well, and he is of opinion that it is the duty of the 
Parliament of Canada, in the interests of humanity, to protect as far as possible the lives: 
not only of Canadian mariners, but also of British and foreign seamen engaged in the 
grain-carrying trade of Canada, which requires much care and supervision in respect of 
stowage, and that it would be impracticable to make laws and restrictions in Canada for the 
safety of life and property at sea, as in the case of the Act objected to, and the deck-load 
law, to apply only to Canadian ships, while British and foreign vessels were exempted, as 
such a policy would have the effect of transferring the carrying trade of Canada from 
Canadian ships to British and foreign ships. If such vessels visit Canada to compete 
with Canadian vessels in the carrying trade, it would appear to be only reasonable that 
they should be required to submit to the same laws as Canadian vessels engaged in such 
trade, more especially as such laws are framed in the cause of humanity and forthe bénefit 
of all vessels alike. 4 

The undersigned would also observe that the Acts and amendments relating to the 
Port Warden at Montreal, from which the Act 37 Vict. ec. 32, was taken, were passed 
before the Report of the Commission on Unseaworthy Ships referred to in the letter of 
the Board of Trade was known here, and as the principles of the Act have been well 
tested by the Montreal Act on the subject, which was approved by Her Majesty, the 
undersigned is of opinion that the Act is in the interests of trade and commerce, and will 
conduce to the protection of life and property at sea. A copy of the rules and bye-laws 
of the office of Port Warden at Montreal, containing the substance of Acts and amend- 
ments relating to that office is annexed hereto for transmission to Her Majesty’s.

THE Committee of Council have had under consideration a Report of the 20th April 
1875 from the Honourable the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, having reference to the 
Reports to Council of his predecessor, of the 10th and 14th May 1873, recommending ~ 
that Her Majesty’s Government be requested to-urge upon Parliament the exemption of 
Canadian shipping from the operation of the Plimsoll Bill, as the passage of such Bill 
might injuriously affect Canadian shipping, and hold out inducements to transfer a large” 
portion of the tonnage of Canada to foreign flags; and having also reference to his Report 
to Council, dated the 5th instant, stating that he had received information that a Bill was” 
again before Parliament relating to the same subject, recommending that the British — 
Government be requested by telegram to urge on the Imperial Parliament the exemption 
of Canadian shipping from the operation of such Bill, as he understood it might seriously 
affect.the interests of such shipping. 4 

The Minister states that, although he has not been able to see a copy of the amend- — 
ments proposed by Mr. Plimsoll to the Imperial Merchant Shipping Bill, he has seen ~ 
notices of such proposed amendments in the newspapers, from which it appears that such 
amendments, if carried, would seriously affect the interests of Canadian ships, while in th 
United Kingdom, by subjecting them to compulsory inspection and restrictions wi 
reference to deck-loading, freeboard, and seaworthiness. ; 

That as the shipping registered in Canada now amounts to 6,930 vessels, measur 
1,158,363 tons register, of an estimated value of 34,750,890 dollars, a large portion of s 
shipping being seagoing vessels, trading to and from the United Kingdom, he is of opin 
that it 1s very important, where such a large Canadian interest is affected, that no Impe 
legislation should be enacted affecting such interest until the Canadian Government 
been afforded an opportunity of expressing an opinion on such proposed legislation, wh 
would affect such a large amount of capital as is invested in this particular interest. 

That with reference to deck loads, the Canadian Parliament has already considered t 
subject, and has provided legislation on it, restricting deck loads on vessels leavi 
Canada during certain seasons of the year. A copy of the Act is herewith annexed. 

That with reference to freeboard and overloading with grain and other cargo 
Montreal, the principal grain-loading port in the Dominion, Parliament has air 
provided legislation on this subject, and the restrictions imposed have been found to 
most ra to the safety of life and property. A copy of the Act is also herewit 
annexed. M4 pet 

That similar restrictions are also imposed at Quebec, and a General Port Wardens Ac 
was past last year, extending the principles of the Montreal and Quebec Acts to su 
ie 2 the Dominion as may be brought under it by an order of the Governor 

ouncil. a 

That the ports of Halifax, Nova Scotia, and Victoria, British Columbia, have recently — 
been brought under the operation of this Act, a copy of which is herewith annexed. a

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That with reference to the general question of seaworthiness of Canadian ships, he 
remarks that nearly all the seagoing vessels of Canada are classed either in British 
Lloyd’s, French Bureau Veritas, or American Lloyd’s, which is a good guarantee of their 
strength and seagoing qualities, and he is now considering the propriety of recommending 
the adoption of rules and regulations for the voluntary inspection and classification of 
Canadian ships by the Canadian Government, provided for in the 54th section of the 
Canadian Act, 36 Vict. c. 128, in order that Canada might have the advantage of pos- 
sessing a national institution of its own for the classification of its shipping; the rapid 
srowth of its mercantile marine and the large amount of Canadian capital now invested 
in this interest appearing to require such additional facilities for the classification of its 
shipping. ; 

The File intex: therefore recommends that Her Majesty’s Government be requested to 
urge on Parliament the exemption of Canadian shipping from the operation of any of the

« SHIPPING GRAIN IN BULK. 


“Mr. Henry Fry, of Quebec, one of our best Canadian authorities on shipping mat 
‘writes to the ‘Montreal Gazette’ respecting one*particular feature of the new En 
Act, which may seriously affect the business of shipping grain from Canada to Englan 
From the debates in the House of Commons, it appears that on 3rd August the C 
cellor of the Exchequer accepted an amendment of Mr. Read’s: ‘ Prohibiting the ca 
in British ships, of grain in bulk, with an addition, ‘which limited the prohibition t 
in which more than one-third of the cargo consisted of grain;’ and another amen 
was afterwards accepted ‘ providing that a British ship, carrying more than one-thir 
grain cargo in bulk, should not be deemed seaworthy ;’ and in the debate of the 
August another amendment was carried, providing * that the clause should not ap 
' any grain shipped before the lst of October 1875." Unless, therefore, says Mr. 
jarge supply of grain bags are procured during September, it will be practically imp 
to ship grain from Montreal in British ships after the Ist October. And he thus 
cludes: ‘I say nothing at present about the policy of a sweeping measure of this so 
product of an unreasoning panic, but it is evident that it will act with tremendous 
against British shipowners, throw the bulk of the British grain-carrying trade into 
hands of foreigners, and tell against Montreal and in favour of New York, where a] 
proportion of the carrying trade is done by Germans, Norwegians, and Italians, who 
thus be in a position to carry grain at a cheaper rate than British ships.’ ‘ 
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“‘ The danger to Canadian interests foreseen by Mr. Fry is traceable to the same source 
as another which was the subject of debate in the Dominion Parliament last Session, 
When it was proposed to prohibit the carrying of deck loads, the objection was made that 
if this were done trade would be lost to Canadian vessels affected by the prohibition, and 
would go to foreign vessels, which our laws could not control. At bottom the trouble is 
this, that if any nation, from motives religious, moral, or philanthropic, puts restrictions 
upon the way in which her own traders and manufacturers may carry on their work, then 
other nations that care for no such motives, but only for the pursuit of gain by the 
shortest road to it, will have a tremendous advantage. When Great Britain abolished 
slavery in her own possessions, she made far more sacrifice than that of the twenty millions ° 
‘sterling indemnity paid to British slave-owners; she voluntarily loaded the business of 
sugar production in her colonies with a weight which gave a sweeping advantage to all 
sugar-producing countries that still retained the material strength along with the moral 
eurse of slavery. Similarly, a nation having a ten hours’ factory law is at a material dis- 
advantage as compared with one whose factory operatives work twelve hours. If we wish 
to be a humane, moral people, and to be careful of the life and happiness of the poorest 
amongst us, well and good ; but let us understand that the foreign nation that cares for 
none of these things will, other things being equal, beat us in cheapness of production 
and carriage. True, Great Britain holds her place in spite of her anti-slavery and other 
humane legislation, but that is on account of her enormous advantages in material respects 
not thereby affected—in her large capital, abundance of coal, iron, and mechanical skill, 
and in the grasp which her merchants have long had and still retain of the world’s markets, 
both near and distant. Cuba, with slavery, will make sugar cheaper than Jamaica can 
without it; and foreign vessels will take cargoes from British vessels if the former are 
free to carry grain in bulk, and deck loads, with no conditions as to their being seaworthy, 
while the latter are held to good behaviour, as we may say, by the provisions of a stringent 
Shipping Act. 

“The difficulty being thus stated, how is it to be got over? Clearly we cannot go 
back to slavery, nor yet can we put down Mr. Plimsoll, and determine that shippers may 
load and sail as they please, no matter what the consequences may be. We cannot de- 
liberately resolve that freights must be had, and that shipping profits must be made, at 
no matter what sacrifice of human life. There remains the alternative of two courses. 
We must either pass navigation laws applying to foreign vessels at our own ports, and 
impose differential duties on goods both coming and going by foreign vessels, or we must 
negotiate with foreign nations and get them to adopt and enforce shipping laws of equal 
stringency with our own. If they agree to this, the latter will be our easiest way, but if 
they refuse are we prepared to adopt the former in self-defence? It is for our legislators 
and men of business to consider well what answer they would give to this question.” 


“THE SHIPPING ACT. 


« We print this morning a letter from Mr. Henry Fry, of Quebec, upon a subject of 
very great interest to this community. Until the text of the Act recently passed by the 
British Parliament has been received, it is impossible to say whether Mr. Fry’s fears 
are well founded. Our own impression is that they are but too well founded, and that 
in this legislation the Port of Montreal has received avery serious blow. Our readers 
will remember that we discussed this question last spring, and pointed out the danger 
that was imminent if some steps were not taken to prevent the legislation extending to 
Canada. Mr. Mitchell, when Minister of Marine and Fisheries, had provided against 
such a contingency. By arrangement with the Imperial authorities, he had secured 
an agreement by which Canadian vessels, or vessels loading in Canada, would be 
exempted from the operations of the Imperial statute, upon condition that the Canadian 
Parliament would pass an Act regulating the loading and classification of ships. That 
Act was passed, with a clause empowering the Governor in Council by Proclamation 
to bring it into force, this being necessary in consequence of the machinery required 
for carrying it into effect. Had Mr. Mitchell remained at the head of the department, 
the Act would have been in operation a year ago, and we should have been saved the 
evil to which Mr. Fry refers. But with the carelessness and indifference which has 
rested like a pall upon this department under its present management, no steps have been 
taken to give effect to the law. During last Session Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Goudge both 
called the attention of Ministers to the subject, and the First Minister and Mr. Smith 
each stated that tlie Government was at that moment in correspondence with the Imperial 
Government on the subject. When the papers asked for were brought down, near the 
close of the Session, it was found that there was no truth in these assurances, no correspond- 
ence having taken place since Mr. Mitchell left office. About a fortnight after the Session 
closed, the Ministerial papers announced that a despatch on the subject had been sent to 
the Colonial Office. Whether this statement was true or not it is impossible to say; but 


we greatly fear that the criminal indifference to the interests of the shipping and com- 


merce of the Dominion which characterises this Government, has subjected us to evils 
which no one better than Mr. Fry knows how to appreciate, and which he refers to in the 
letter which we print in another column, and to which we direct the reader’s attention.”

In reply to your Lordship’s Circular Despatch of the 22nd of October last on 
the subject of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, I have the honour to enclose a 
copy of a Minute of my Privy Council, to which is attached a Report from the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 


2. Your Lordship will observe that, in reference to the desire expressed by 
your Lordship to be furnished with a Report vf any cases in which the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1875, had been contravened in Canada, the Minister of Marine 

_ states that as the Canadian Acts by which the Merchant Shipping of Canada is 
regulated are not only in accordance with the Imperial Act referred to, but are 
more stringent in their provisions, and are strictly enforced, it is not possible 
that such cases can have occurred. From this statement, however, are excepted 
those vessels which carry grain on inland Canadian waters, as they are not subject 
to the same inspection. 


3. I shall wish especially to call your Lordship’s attention io the representations 
made by the Minister of Marine in reference to. the apprehensions felt by 
Canadian shipowners with regard to the disabilities under which it is believed 
that Canadian vessels,as compared with vessels of foreign countries, will be 

placed by the operation of the Imperial Act in question ; and I should feel much 
obliged if your Lordship, at your earliest convenience, would enable me to inform 
my Ministers: of -your opinion as to the desirability of their being represented in 
London by an agent in the manner-suggested by the Minister of Marine; and 
your Lordship would also confer a favour upon me if, in consideration of the 
important bearing which the proposed legislation has upon Canadian interest, you 
could cause steps to be taken by which my Ministry, in accordance with their 
desire, might be put in possession of copies in advance of the Bill relating to 
merchant shipping, which. it is intended to introduce this year into the Imperial 
Legislature. |

THE undersigned has the honour to report to Council that he has had under considera- 
tion Despatch from the Earl of Carnarvon of the 22nd ee transmitting a copy 
of a letter from the Board of Trade enclosing a copy of ‘‘The Merchant’ Shippmg Act, 
1875,” and requesting to be furnished with an immediate report of any case in which 
grain, &c., was shipped in British vessels in contravention of the Act referred to, and in’ 
such manner as to endanger human life. 1 9 
The undersigned begs to state that in all cases where grain is shipped in seagoing 
vessels at Montreal or Quebec, the principal grain-loading ports in the Dominion for 
countries abroad, it is loaded under the superintendence of the port wardens, as required 
by the Port Wardens Acts, copies of which, as well as a copy of ‘“ The General Port E 
Wardens Act, 1874,” are herewith accompanying. ‘The Acts referred to contain the 
necessary provisions for the inspection of vessels and cargoes while loading, and have been 
found to work well, and are much more stringent and exact in details than the Merchant ~ 
Shipping Act of 1875. Consequently vessels loaded at Montreal and Quebec under these 
Acts are loaded, not only in accordance with the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Act of 1875, but with many more precautions as regards safety. : ag 
The undersigned also observes that the Acts in question have been found satisfactory,’ 
and have tended in their operation to the safety of life and property, as, since they took 
effect, no loss has been reported of grain-laden vessels from the ports in question on 
account of unseaworthiness or improper loading, while in 1872, prior to their coming into 
operation, six steamships laden with grain were wrecked or foundered at sea on their passage: 
from the St. Lawrence to Europe, it is believed, on account of their being overloaded or 
improperly stowed. ; 
There is a class of vessels, however, which carry large quantities of grain in the inland 
Canadian waters, but as no officers have been appointed to inspect such vessels, the under-- 
signed is not aware whether they have carried grain since the 1st October last in contra-' 
vention of the Act. No such cases have been reported to his department. ith 
With reference to the request of Lord Carnarvon to be favoured with any observa-_ 
tions in regard to the application of the several provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1875 to Canada, the undersigned remarks that there has been much excitement and’ 
uneasiness amongst Canadian shipowners relative to this Act, and to the prospect of 
further Imperial legislation next Session in respect to their seagoing vessels, a large — 
portion’ of which are engaged in the carrying trade of the United Kingdom and foreign’ 
countries. Loi 1 
In the 2nd Section of the Act power is given to one-fourth of the seamen belonging tu” 
any British ship to have such ship detained by the surveyors of the Board of Trade, and 
the undersigned is of opinion that this power is too great to be exercised by so small'a~ 
proportion of the crew, and that it should not be entrusted to a smaller number than 
one-third or one-half of the crew, especially as sailors when they first join a ship are fre- 
quently not in a fit state to form an opinion on such a subject. ; 
With reference to the power of a Board of Trade surveyor to direct the unloading of a 
ship on account of alleged unseaworthiness of the hull, the undersigned is of opinion that 
such power should be modified, and that a certificate of classification by British Lloyd’s, 
Liverpool Underwriters’ Registry for iron vessels, Bureau Veritas, or by the Canadian 
sb Government

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Government whenever a system of classification shall be established, shall be received as 
prima facie evidence of the seaworthiness' of the hull. 

With reference to the 3rd Section of the Act, which applies to Canadian vessels in 
Canada, prohibiting the loading of grain, if exceeding one-third of the cargo, unless it is 
contained in bags, sacks, or barrels, or is secured from shifting by buards, bulkheads, or 
otherwise, the undersigned recommends that Canada shall be exempted from the opera- 
tion of this section, as he has shown that the Canadian Legislature has already made 
much better provision for the loading of grain in seagoing vessels than is contained in 
this Act, and has provided the proper officers to superintend the loading of such vessels, 
and to certify them as seaworthy before they are allowed to proceed to sea. There are 
many Canadian and United States vessels engaged in carrying grain on the great inland 
lakes between the United States and Canada, and the effect of this section if carried out 
would be to render Canadian vessels liable to penalties from which United States vessels 
would be exempt; and as there is keen competition between Canadian and American 
vessels on the great lakes, this restriction on Canadian vessels would certainly turn the 
seale, and throw the carrying trade into the hands of the owners of United States vessels, 
a state of affairs which would not likely be submitted to by Canadian shipowners without 


complaint. 


The undersigned is of opinion that no Imperial legislation should take place affecting 
the question of seaworthiness, or loading of Canadian vessels in Canadian waters. The 
Canadian Legislature is the proper authority to deal with such questions, and when it 
becomes necessary to legislate for the safety of Canadian vessels in Canadian waters, he 
has - doubt the Canadian Parliament will be quite ready to do so, as it has already done 
in the past. ; 

With reference to the 5th Section, which applies to Canadian ships in Canadian waters, 
and provides for the marking of the deck lines, the undersigned remarks that he sees 
nothing objectionable in it. 

With regard to the 6th Section of the Act, providing for an owner’s load line on all 
British vessels clearing from the. United Kingdom, the undersigned also sees nothing 


objectionable in it, as it does not apply to Canadian ships until they reach the United 


Kingdom; and as it is not an official load line (indicating the depth to which it would be 
safe to load the ship), but merely indicating the maximum load line in salt water to which 
the owner intends to load his ship for that voyage. 

With reference to the general policy of recent Imperial legislation relating to British 
merchant ships, which include Canadian ships, the undersigned remarks that a number of 
communications, in the shape of petitions, memorials, and verbal statements from owners 
of Canadian seagoing ships and boards of trade have reached his department, urging the 
Canadian Government to take some steps to protect Canadian shipping from the effect of 
Imperial legislation, so as to place Canadian ships while competing in the carrying trade, 
on as favourable a footing in British and foreign ports as foreign ships. 

Under the present Imperial law, British ships engaged in carrying grain are liable to 
certain penalties, not only in the carrying trade of, the United Kingdom, but also in that 


‘of any part of the world. 


Foreign ships are not liable to these penalties, which have created much dissatisfaction 
among British shipowners, and if a remedy could be found for this unsatisfactory state of 
affairs, which places foreign ships in a more advantageous position than British ships, it 
is probable much of the discontent which now prevails among Canadian shipowners with 
reference to Imperial legislation would disappear; and the undersigned is of opinion that 
one of the best remedies which can be found to allay much of the present uneasiness and 
excitement in connection with this question, would be to provide in any future legislation 
that all foreign vessels when in ports of the United Kingdom should be subject to the 
same restrictions, inspections, and penalties as British ships. 

This principle has been in full operation for some time in Canada in respect to vessels 
loaded with grain, and vessels carrying deck-cargoes, thus placing all vessels, both British 
and foreign, on the same footing in Canadian waters. The tendency of recent Imperial 
legislation, with reference to merchant shipping, has been practically to make a discrimi- 
nating difference in favour of foreign, as against British ships. 

He has reason to believe that cases have already occurred where merchants have had 
cargoes to ship in the United Kingdom, which they were anxious to have placed at their 
destination as soon as possible, and that in making their selection of vessels, they had 

iven a preference to foreign over British ships, on account of the certainty which existed, 
in the ease of foreign ships, that no detention would arise owing to alleged unseaworthi- 
ness or overloading. 

Legislation which has such an effect as this, favouring the foreign ship as against a 
British ship while loading in British ports, is not based on a sound principle, and cannot 
be satisfactory or permanent, and some solution of the difficulty, must therefore be found 
before Canadian shipowners will rest satisfied or cease agitation. 

It is not reasonable to assume that the owner of a Canadian ship which has just com- 
pleted taking in a full cargo, say of coals, in an English dock, alongside a foreign ship of 
the same size with an equal quantity of coals on board, will be satisfied when directed 
by a Board of Trade surveyor to take a portion of his cargo out, say 100 tons, thus 
losing time and a portion of his freight, and incurring additional dock dues and charges, 
while the foreign ship proceeds to sea immediately without any risk of detention or 


-additional charges to which her less fortunate rival alongside has been subjected.

The Buard of Trade is not surprised to find that apprehensions have beaut 
entertained in Canada upon this subject ; but they believe that they have been 
aroused more by the vague proposals which have been brought forward by 
certain individuals in this country, than by the action which Her Mijeai F 
Government has adopted in relation to Merchant Shipping. 


But the most important subject to which attention of the Board of Trade hag q 
been called in Mr. Herbert’s letter, has reference to the disadvantages under — 
which British shipping would appear to be placed, as compared with foreign — 
shipping, by any legislation upon the. subject ; and it is stated that, in Lord Car- — 
narvon’s opinion, “it may become a matter for serious consideration how far — 
Her Majesty’s Government will be in a position to maintain the principle of — 
subjecting Canadian vessels to restrictive measures from which United States and 
other foreign vessels are exempt.” a 


The Board of Trade is of opinion that the representations addressed to Lord 
Carnarvon by the Dominion Government afford the strongest reason for avoiding 
all unnecessary or harassing legislation, but they think it desirable to call the ~ 
attention of Lord Carnarvon to the very serious results which might ensue from 
the adoption of any such novel principle as that of treating Canadian ships as _ 
foreign ships. 


1. First of all, it will be impossible to enforce our own laws against our own — 
ships. Ships built in Canada are now owned promiscuously by residents in — 
Canada and in the United Kingdom; and if ships registered in Canada are to 
be exempt from our laws, every bad colonial-built ship hailing from the United 
Kingdom (and they are amongst the most unsafe)’ will be registered in Canada, — 
and will thus escape the laws both of Canada and the United Kingdom. a) 


2. The distinction between Canadian and other British ships will be purely — 
nominal. It will depend simply on the question whetlter the ship is entered — 
upon the book of a Canadian or of some other British port. ‘The qualifications 
of ownership, viz., that the owner must be a British subject, will be the same, for © 
a Canadian is a British subject. A Liverpool merchant may register his ship in 
Quebec, and a Quebec shipowner may register his ship in London. 


3. But though the essential difference between a Canadian and other British — 
ships will be nil, the consequences of the distinction will be of the gravest 
character. a 

The Canadian ship will carry the laws of her own colony, and not the Imperial 
laws, with her. 


(a.) Her title will no longer be one that can be transferred from Canada ze 
to England, from England to Australia, or back to Canada, and which, if — 
registered j in any one port of the empire, is good in every other port. It will 
be confined to Cauada, and when it is to be transferred to any other port of ~ 
the empire, it will have to be dealt with as if the ship were foreign. % 


(b.) The ship will not carry with her throughout the empire her own law ‘ 
of discipline. ‘The law of Canada, and not the Imperial law, will apply to 
her; and when the master of a Canadian ship seeks in Liverpool to enforce 
the iow against a deserter, or a seaman seeks to recover his wages, he will " 
no longer be able to apply to the magistrate under the Imperial Act, bud 
will be treated as a foreigner, and must seek such remedies, if any, as 

English law gives to foreigners. 


(c.) The Canadian ship will,- on ‘the assumption in question, « carry her 
own flag. She will no longer ‘be a part of Britain, and enjoy the privileges 
and protection of the Imperial flag and character. What will be her posi-, 
tion? What her nationality? What will be her rights and duties in case — 
of war? What will other nations Bay to her? i 

It is unnecessary to do more than refer to such questions as these. It is sealae a) 
that they may have to be faced and worked out. But the difficulties and dangers — 
they involve are obvious. And they show very clearly how extremely cautious — 
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we should be before we listen to a suggestion for loosening the bonds which 
have hitherto kept the shipping of the empire under one flag and jurisdiction.

1 am directed by the Earl of Carnarvon to acknowledge the receipt of your So, 
letter of the 1st instant, containing the observations of the Board of Trade on Nae 
the Despatch of the Governor General of Canada (No. 37 of the 10th February) = 
_ on the subject of the Imperial Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, and the restrictions 
placed on Canadian shipping by Imperial legislation, of which a copy was 
' forwarded to you in my letter of the 26th of February. 


2. Lord Carnarvon fully recognises the difficulties which, as stated in your letter 

would arise if an attempt were made to treat Canadian ships as foreign ships in 

_ English ports. There is, however, another aspect of the case which the Cana- 
dian Government would appear to have had more directly in view, and in accord- 
ance with which they would seem in their present application to submit, that the 
Injustice (as perhaps they wonld term it) which the contemplated legislation 
would work upon their shipping might be obviated if foreign vessels were treated 
in the same manner as Canadian vessels in English ports. According to this 
view, the Canadian Government would assent to whatever restrictions the Impe- 
rial Parliament might think fit to place upon shipping in English ports, under 
the belief that nothing would be enacted by Parliament but what was necessary 
for the safety of ships and crews,. but they would ask that the same restrictions 
should be imposed upon a French or German vessel lying in an English dock as 
upon an English or Canadian ship. 

3. Looking to the nature and objects of the proposed legislation, and to the 
precedents cited by the Canadian Government, Lord Carnarvon cannot but feel 
much pressed by the arguments advanced, and he would be glad to be favoured 

at an early date with any remarks which the Board of Trade may desire to offer 
on this view of the case. 

4. The copies of the Merchant Shipping Bill of 1876, which accompanied 
your letter, were forwarded to Lord Dufferin by the mail of the 2nd instant.

f am directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter — 


of the 4th instant, relating to the restrictions placed upon Canadian shipping by 


Imperial legislation, in which you state that, although Lord Carnarvon recognises 
the difficulties which would arise from the treatment of Canadian vessels as — 


fereign vessels in British-ports, his Lordship cannot but feel pressed by the argu- 


ments brought forward by Canada for placing the same restrictions on for eign im 


vessels as upon colonial vessels in British ports. 


While admitting the form of the arguments advanced by the Canadian 


Government in support of their proposal, the Board of Trade think that the 


arguments against that proposal have still greater foree; and they desire tv call 


Lord Carnarvon’s attention to the following observations :— 

It is desirable to consider generally what are the limits within ties inter- 
national law and custom would permit Her Majesty’s Government to interfere 
with foreign ships, and what would be the effect of their interference. 

And, first, it may be observed, that while a foreign ship, when in our ports, is, 


as a general rule, subject to the municipal and ordinary criminal law, and also to 


the fiscal and police regulations of this country, she is even then, by custom 
and by comity, free from any interference with her own concerns, with the dis- 
cipline, health, and provisions of her crew, and her- whole internal management, 


the British courts do not meddle with her discipline ; and although her sailors — , 


may in extreme cases bring a suit for wages in the superior courts, the jurisdie- 


tion is never entertained except in extreme cases, and then not without reference © 


to the consul of the country to which the ship belongs. 
It will thus be seen that the law of this country does not interfere with the foreign 


ship in any way or for any purpose which simply concerns her own interests, or 
the interests of those belonging to her; and that it interferes solely with a view 
to the interests of persons in this country’who may be affected by the doings of — 


the ship and her crew. _ 

There are certain exceptions, or apparent exceptions, to this practice. 

When a foreign ship carries emigrants from this country to America, the 
British authorities interfere to see that the same rules are adopted for securing the 
safety, health, and decency of the poor passengers as are adopted 1 in the case of a 
British emigrant ship; and when the emigrant ship arrives in. New York, the 
United States Government apply to the foreign ship, as well as to the United 
States ship, rules which have similar objects; but this apparent exception to the 
practice of non-interference really falls within the principles above laid down. 
It is because the foreign emigrant ship carries British subjects as emigrants, and 


because these emigrants are of a class who specially need protection, that the 
British Government specially ‘interferes to protect them. And it is because ~ 
American society would be injuriously affected by the introduction of a poverty- 


stricken, diseased, and demoralised set of. emigrants that the United States 
Government interferes to see, so far as it can, that they are carried and landed 
with safety, decency, and order. Atthe same time it must be remarked that the 
vexatious annoyance which the conflicting regulations of the two countries have 


caused and are causing to British ships, and the negotiations still pending for 
some mutual agreement upon the subject, are warnings of the difficulties which 


are likely to arise from interference of this kind, even when it is amply Mla 
by the circumstances. 


The same ground may be taken as justifymg the compulsory survey of oi 


foreign passenger steamer carrying passengers between two places in the United 


Kingdom; and even this interference is not exercised. in the case of a foreign 


steamer carrying passengers between this country and. foreign ports. 


Again, in the case of a foreign steamer bringing cattle to this country, wei 


interfere for the purpose of seeing that diseased foreign cattle do, not infect 
our cattle, and are not made food for the British public. The interference thus 
exercised i is in effect based on ¢ he well-recognised principle of quarantine, 


There are, no doubt, two re cent Canadian cases which go further, viz., the 


_/ ease 
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case of the recent law regulating the deck loads in ships carrying timber from 
Canada in the winter, and that of the law regulating the loading of grain in 
bulk at Montreal and Quebec. ‘These cases are recent; the laws are passed by 
the country of export, and in cases where the country itself, or the mother 
"country, possesses by far the larger proportion of the ships engaged in the trade, 
the regulations are such as are not likely to be objected to, and if they were 
objectionable there has scarcely been time to hear the objections. At the same 
time it appears to the Board of Trade that it would not be easy to answer 
objections from foreign countries (as in the case of France) should such arise. 
The real security is that there are few, if any, French or other foreign ships 
concerned, and that no objection is likely to be made. 
__ As regarils the reference made by the Canadian Government to the regula- 
tions concerning the stowage of grain in some of the ports of the west coast of 
South America, the Board of Trade have no information, but it would probably 
not be expedient to take example in these cases from South America. 
_ Only last year, in the excitement arising from the loss of the British steamship 
“Tacna,” the Chilian Government passed a decree empowering their officers to 
‘stop any ship, British or foreign, which those officers in their discretion might 
for any reason think unsafe. Against this decree the Secretary of State, at the 
instance of the Board of Trade, protested in the strongest terms; with what 
result, however, it has not yet appeared. 

The Board of Trade do not think therefore that these precedents justify 
a departure from what has hitherto been the practice of Great Britain and of 
other maritime nations; and it appears to them that a departure from that prac- 
‘tice will lead to great inconveniences. 

It must be remembered that what is now proposed is not to regulate the 
export of an article, the produce of this country, a branch of trade which affords 
special facilities for regulation, but to impose all kinds of restrictions on all 
foreign ships which, having loaded according to their own laws, either in their 
own country or in some foreign port, simply come to British ports in the 
ordinary course of trade to discharge their cargoes, to receive other cargoes, 

and to proceed on their voyage. It is proposed, inter alia, to refuse to receive 
\these ships or their cargoes, unless they have complied with some regulations 

‘which did not exist at the port of loading; ¢.g., it is proposed to refuse deck 
cargoes of timber from the United States or from Norway, although the ships 

which bring those deck loads have loaded in accordance with their own lawsand 
with the laws of the port of loading, and although they have made the voyage in 

safety. It is proposed, above all things, that all foreign ships shall be subject to 
detention, atthe instance of the Board of Trade or its officers, for any defect in 
hull equipments or loading. The enactment is a penal enactment in spirit and 
intention, and can be enforced only by force or by penalties. It is to be enforced 
against the foreign ship, not for the sake of the community of the British port 
at which the ship is, or of British citizens, but either for the safety of the ship 
and her crew, or in order to prevent that ship from having an advantage in 
competing with British ships. , 

The working of this enactment may be illustrated by the case of ships 
engaged in the timber trade of the Baltic, which mostly belong to Baltic 
countries. It is nota rich trade; it must be economically managed ; the ships 

are poor, though well manned; and to make the most of their business they 
carry deck loads, and carry them in safety. An interference on the part of 
British officials with these vessels, an intimation that they must not carry deck 
loads, or that their hulls must be repaired before they are allowed to leave our 
ports, would doubtless call forth strong remonstrances from the Norwegian, 
the Russian, or the German Governments, and might well give rise to unfriendly 
feelings between the nations. : 

It may be said that English sailors may sail in the foreign ship, and that our 
‘care for them would justify interference on the principle applied in the case of 

emigrants. ‘This however is a dangerous argument to use. British sailors are 
‘much less employed in foreign ships than foreign sailors in British ships, and 
consequently on this ground foreign nations would have a much larger ground 
for interference with British ships than this country would have with foreigners ; 
but the analogy does not hold. A seaman by engaging in a foreign ship submits 
himself to the law of that ship, and itis to that law that he must look both for 
protection and justice. All practice and all convenience supports this view of the 
bps 'L Oy 87. D4 case, 
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cause. A still more serious argument against the proposal of the Canadi: 
Government is, that it would justify every foreign Government in imposing what- 
ever restrictions or regulations it may think fit on British shipping when within ! 
its jurisdiction. It would no longer be possible to remonstrate, as in the ca 
of Chili, and British ships would have to submit to foreign rules, however 
unreasonable and foolish. It is moreover quite possible that in some countries, 
and especially in those countries where the desire prevails to protect their 
shipping against the competition’ of foreign shipping, powers of this desc nD 
might be unfairly used in such a way as to annoy or injure the shipping of oth 
countries, and even when not so used, much mischief might be caused by the e 
natural and probable suspicion that they were so used. 
On all these grounds the Board of Trade are of opinion that the con 
proposed by the Canadian Government is one fraught with mischief and dan; 
It would involve this country in serious difficulties in administering tie law in” 
English ports. It would subject British shipping to vexatious interference in 
foreign ports, and it would give frequent occasion for international misunder ‘ 
standings. q 
I am to add that the Board of Trade have not, either in this or in their former 
letter, referred specially to certain points in the Canadian case, such as the 
treatment of Canadian ships when in Canadian waters, because they hope to be 
able to confer with the representative whom the Canadian Government i is sending 
over before the Merchant Shipping Bill becomes law. f

His Lordship is very sensible that the whole question is 
full of complication, and its further consideration appears to lead to the conclu- 
sion that while every legitimate effort should be made to ensure fuller protection 
for the crews, any minute interference with the details of shipping arrange- 
ments (on the necessity of which interference Lord Carnarvon is not now 
entering) must tend to give rise to difficulties of a serious character, in ‘dealing 
with which the Colonies, as well as Foreign Powers, will have to be specially 
considered. ; 


2. Lord Carnarvon thinks there is considerable force in the arguments of the 
Board of Trade on the question of treating foreign vessels in British ports in the 
same manner as British vessels, but the Board of Trade will perceive from the 
debate in the Dominion House of Commons, of which a copy is enclosed in the 
separate letter from this department of the 24th instant, that the converse pro- 
posal, that in the ports of the United Kingdom Canadian vessels should be treated 
in the same way as foreign vessels now are, is supported by a strong body of 
opinion in Canada. 


3. Lord Carnarvon shares the hope that it may be possible to come to some 


satisfactory understanding upon these questions after conferring with the 


Canadian officer expected in this country, and in the meantime his Lordship 
will only observe that there cannot but be reason to apprehend that if it is 
found necessary to impose severe restrictions on British shipping, the Colonial 
Governments may consider that they have strong ground for urging either that 


their vessels shall be exempted from those restrictions in common with foreign 


vessels, or that foreign vessels shall be subjected to similar restrictions. 


4. If foreign vessels continue exempted, there may be danger of colonial 
ships being transferred to foreign flags, in order to obtain similar exemption ; 


_ while, if they are not exempted, colonial ships, as being British, may be exposed 


in retaliation to vexatious restrictions in foreign ports, and this again would be 
another inducement to place them under a foreign flag. 


5. The question must resolve itself into a very careful examination of the 
extent to which interference with the responsibility of the shipowners should be 


- carried, and Lord Carnarvon cannot conceal from himself the serious difficulties 


which, in a colonial point of view, are raised, and which, if any satisfactory 
settlement is to be had, must be fairly and fully considered.

THE undersigned has had his attention called to a resolution which is stated to have 
been passed on the 15th ultimo, at a meeting of underwriters and shipowners in New- 
castle-on-Tyne, England, to consider the practicability of abolishing the custom of deck- _ 
loading in timber-laden ships, authorising the secretary to correspond with the Imperial 
Government recommending that ships of British and Foreign register carrying deck loads 
of timber be prohibited from entering ports of the United Kingdom at all seasons of the 
year, and to make such representations to other Governments as will enable them to ~ 
- earry out such resolution. a 
It would appear from this that there will be some effort made on the part of under- 

; writers and others in the United Kingdom to induce the Imperial Government to propose 
some provision in the Merchant Shipping Bill of 1876, now before Parliament, to prevent 
the carrying of deck loads on timber-laden vessels, and in the event of such a provision — 
becoming law, the undersigned is of opinion that it would be very detrimental to the 
carrying trade between Canada and the United Kingdom. oni a 

It will be seen by the accompanying copy of an Act which was passed by the Canadian _— 
Parliament in 1873, that deck loads on vessels clearing outwards from Canada have been _ 
very much restricted during the winter months, and as this law which was passed after 
much consideration and discussion in the Canadian Parliament, has been found to work 
well, and prevents to a great extent loss of life and property at sea, any additional legis- 
lation on this subject by the Imperial Parliament would be very embarrassing tothe 
Canadian carrying trade, and very injurious to the owners of Canadian ships engaged in 
carrying wood between Canada and the United Kingdom. It would also have the effect — 
of increasing the rate of freight on timber deals and other wood goods, exported from 
Canada to the United Kingdom, by restricting to a considerable extent, the quality of 
cargo which ships would be allowed to carry, and would thus be detrimental to the wood 
trade of Canada, which has to compete with wood from the Baltic, on which there is much 
less freight and insurance. : q 

With reference to the question of safety of ships not having spar decks crossing the 
Atlantic from Canada to the United Kingdom during the winter months with three oe an a 
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deals on deck as allowed by the Canadian deck-load law, the undersigned begs leave to refer 
to an exhaustive report on this subject made at the request of the Board of Trade on the 
]1th December 1860, by Mr. William Smith, his deputy, who was then Comptroller of 
Customs and Navigation Laws at the Port of St. John, New Brunswick, and which was 
quoted at much length by Mr. Farrer, the Permanent Secretary of the Board of Trade, in 
his evidence before the Royal Commission on Unseaworthy Ships in 1873, and which was 


_ also printed in the Report of that Commission (Appendix No. 3), from which it will be seen 


that it was the opinion of practical experienced persons engaged in the Canadian carrying 
trade and of seafarmg men, that a deck load of three feet of deals on a ship which had no 

spar deck, was not dangerous to the ship in the winter months, and the undersigned is of 
opinion that the experience of the law passed by the Canadian Parliament in 1873, fully 
sustains the views held by many persons engaged in this trade with reference to the safety 
of a moderate deck load of light wood in the winter months. 

If deck loads are prohibited from Canada, it will probably again drive shipowners to 
resort to other means to evade the law as they did in 1860, and he therefore recommends 
in the event of the Imperial Parliament legislating on this subject that Her Majesty’s 
Government may be requested to take the necessary steps to prevent any Imperial 
legislation affecting ships clearing from ports in Canada.

AN ACT respecting Deck Loaps.—Assented to 23rd May 1873. 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House of Commons. 
‘of Canada, enacts as follows :— 


1. In this Act the word “ ship ” includes every description of vessel ‘used in navigation, 


_ not propelled by oars; and the word “ master” includes any person having command or 
_ charge of a ship. 


2. Every ship shall be subject to the provisions of this Act,— 


(1.) When sailing after the 1st day of October or before the 16th day of March 
in any year, on a voyage from any port in Canada to any. port in Europe, and during 
the voyage while within Canadian jurisdiction; and 

(2). No master of any such ship shall place, or cause or permit to be placed or 
remain, upon or above any part of the upper deck of such ship, not included within 
the limits of any break or poop, or any other permanently closed-in space thereon and 
a en for cargo, the tonnage of which forms part of the register tonnage of such 
ship,— 


(a.) Any square, round, waney or other timber; 
(b.) Any more than five spare spars, or store spars, made, dressed and finally 
prepared for use, or not so dressed and prepared ; 
1S a cargo of any description, to any height exceeding three feet above 
the deck, - eased ee ; 


3. Every ship shall be subject to the provisions of this Act— 


(1.) When sailing after the 15th day of November, or before the 16th day of

11. Any ship in respect of which any penalty is incurred under this Act, may be ~ 
seized and detained by order of the Court by or before which such penalty is imposed or — 
recovered until such penalty be paid, or security given for the payment thereof, and ~ 
unless payment be made or satisfactory security be given within 30 days, such ship m 
at the expiration thereof, be sold by order of the Court, and the said penalty and 
in fg paid out of the proceeds, the surplus (if any) being paid over to the owner, 
the ship. 


12, The whole of every pecuniary penalty recovered under this Act shall belong to Hem } 
Majesty, and shall be paid over to the Receiver General by the officer or person receiving —

Legislation concerning Merchant Ships and Seamen during 
aa the last 40 years 1835-1875. 


Statements have been recently made in Parliament and repeated elsewhere to 

the effect that our merchant sailors have been neglected, and that with free 
trade has come in asystem of “laissez faire” with respect to British shipping and 
seamen. The fact that such statements can be made renders it worth while 
to call your attention to what has been done by Parliament and by Government 
for British seamen and shipping during the last 40 years; with the view of 
showing that if things have not turned out well it has not been for want of 
legislative and administrative interference. With what has been done since the 
repeal of the Navigation Laws in 1849 there is probably no one now alive so 
well able to speak as myself, since I was first employed in 1850 by the late 
Lord Taunton, then Mr. Labouchere, to draw a Bill concerning the Merchant 
Service and have ever since been at the Board of Trade, and for a great part 
of that time acted as Secretary to the Marine Department of that Board. 
In 1836 a Committee was appointed to consider the causes of shipwrecks, 
which dealt carefully with a great variety of questions connected with merchant 
shipping. The facts they state, the reasoning they adopt, and the suggestions 
they make are instructive, viewed by the light of subsequent experience. 

First as to the facts. Taking Lloyd’s returns, the Report states (par. 5) 
that in the three years 1816, 1817, 1818, the number of lives lost was 2,288, 
or 763 per annum, and that in the three years 1833, 1834, 1835, the number 
of lives lost was 2,682, or 894 per annum. The Committee estimated the whole 
loss of life at the latter period at an average of 1,000 a year. ‘There had 


therefore been some increase in the number of lives lost in the latter of the’ 


two periods referred to. If we turn to the returns showing the progress of 
British shipping presented annually by the Board of Trade, we find that the 
tonnage of the British Empire, and consequently of the United Kingdom, which 
then formed, as indeed it does still, by far the greatest part of that tonnage of 
the empire, had not increased between 1816 and 1835, being 2,783,933 in the 
former, and 2,783,761 in the latter year, so that the increase in the loss of life 


had become larger in the later period, not absolutely only, but in proportion to 
the tonnage.* —

*It is worthy of remark that, according to returns prepared by the same authority which 
“prepared the returns in 1836, viz., the Committee of Lloyd’s, the loss of lives in British merchant 
ships for the years 1870, 1871, 1872, were, of crews, 5,531, and of passengers, 385, together 5,916, 
or an average of nearly 2,000 a year, about twice the average number reported to have been lost 
“in the years 1834—5 and 6. : 

_ But the mercantile tonnage of the British Empire has increased from 2,783,761 in 1835 to 
| 7,294,230 in 1873, or nearly threefold, and the entries and clearances, i.¢e., voyages, of British 
| ships in the foreign trade of the United Kingdom has increased from 5,661,623 in 1838 to 
_ 29,647,344 in 1878, or nearly sixfold. So that, making every allowance for the imperfection of the 
‘returns and for the difficulty of comparing them at the two periods, and notwithstanding the far 
‘more complete record of losses kept in the later years, there is reason to believe that the loss of 
'Seamen’s lives in Britizh ships is much ess in proportion to the trade at the present time than it 
was 40 years ago.

I have headed the list with the above Committee of 1836, because their 
Report attempts to deal with the whole subject, and suggests or antici 
many changes since made. In the following pages will be found a statem 
of what has since been done with the addition of two previous Acts, speciall 
relating toseamen. At this time (1836) Mr. Joseph Hume had been active im 
calling attention to the subject of merchant ships and seamen, and many ¢ 
the steps then taken were due to his exertions. 

Under former legislation merchant seamen had been compelled to pay edt 
month to Greenwich Hospital, from which they never derived any benefit. By 
this Act this 6d. was devoted to the Merchant Seamen’s Fund, 7.¢., to pensions 
for merchant seamen.

In 1845 was passed an Act consolidating and amending the Jaw relating to the 
registry and measurement of British ships. 

‘In the same year was appointed a Commission to inquire into the cabjeall of 
tidal harbours. They made two reports, one in 1845 and another in 1847, 
The result was the creation of the Harbour Department of the Admiralty, 
which after a few years ceased to exist as a separate department, and 
functions of which were transferred to the Board of Trade in 1862 as mentioned 
below. ; 

In 1845 was passed an Act requiring all crimps, ¢.e. persons employed i 
providing seamen for ships, to be licensed, with power to withdraw their licens 
in case of misconduct. 5: 

In the year 1846 was passed an Act relating to wrecks on the coasts of the ~ 
United Kingdom, with full provisions concerning the keeping of order, t 
saving of life and property, and the custody of derelicts. The great defect 
this Act, m many respects a very good one, was that in placing the administr 
tion of the law in the hands of the Admiralty it practically left it in the 
hands of certain officers called receivers, whose chief interest en in getting fees 
and making expenses. This was remedied in 1854. 

In the same year was passed an Act requiring— 

1. That all iron.steamers should be divided by watertight compartments 

into three partitions. 4 

2. That all seagoing vessels should be provided with boats in propor 

to their tonnage. 

. That steamers should pass to the port side of each other. 
. That steamers when within 20 miles of the coast should carry lights LO 
be prescribed by the Admiralty. ~ 2 

5. That passenger steamers should be surveyed fall pearly by some surveyors 

to be approved by the Board of Trade. 

6. That accidents to steamers should be reported to the Board of Trades 

with power to the Board of Trade to inquire into the cause of loss. 

The provision concerning watertight partitions having proved a total failure, 
was repealed in 1862. The provision concerning boats has been amended, 
but it has been found impracticable to enforce it except in the case of vessels 
surveyed by the Board of Trade, and there it has been modified. The other 
provisions of the Act have been much extended and altered by more recent Acts, 
especially by the Acts of 1848, 1854, and 1862. 

In the year 1847 the Act. 5 & 6 Vict. c.: 107, frelating to the carriage 
of emigrants by sea, was amended by extending it to ships carrying more than 
one passenger for every 25 tons burthen, and by making further provisions ~ 
as to diet, ventilation, &c. 4 

A Commission was appointed, of which Lord Ellenborough was chairman, to 
inquire into the condition of the Merchant Seamen’s Fund. A state of com- 
plete mismanagement and insolvency was disclosed. The legislature had 
’ compelled contributions, but had taken no security for solvency or good 
management. The administration was vested in different irresponsible bodies. 
at the different ports,'so that the state of the funds at the different ports, - 
and the amount and number of pensions granted, differed according to their 
different principles of administration and different degrees of insolvency. All, j 
however, were hopelessly insolvent. As to the winding up of this fund, see 
below, 1851. 

In 1848, the Acts relating to carriage of emigrants to North America were 
amended by requiring proper cooking apparatus, more space for the passengers” 
in certain cases, and medical examination of the passengers.

In 1849, the Acts relating to ‘the carriage of emigrants then administered _ 
by the Emigration Commissioners were again consolidated and amended by 
making further provisions for decency, diet, ventilation, &c. 

In this year the whole of the privileges given by Navigation Laws to British 
Ships in the foreign trade were repealed; the enactments making British build 
a condition of British registry were repealed ; ; and the provision in 7 and 
8 Vict. c. 112, requiring British ships to carry a certain number of apprentices - 
was also repealed.

This Act was not merely a consolidation Act. The existing Acts were 
amended throughout in innumerable particulars, and the following branches of 
law were entirely revised and recast :— 


(a.) The law of ship registry. 
_ By this law, which has operated most successfully, the national character of a 
British ship is determined and recorded, and a title is given which can be trans- 
ferred without expense by a mere entry in the register book. 


(b.) The law of measurement of tonnage : 


_ By this law an accurate measurement is taken of the internal contents of a 
ship. It would be perfectly satisfactory, but for certain deductions and exemp- 
tions made contrary to the wish of its author, Mr. Moorsom. 


(c.) The law relating to wrecks : 
| By this law the responsibility for keeping order at wrecks, and for the custody 


of wrecked property, was placed in the hands of customs and coastguard 
officers, acting under the directions of the Board of Trade. Provision was 
made for giving salvors of life salvage out of rescued property, and rewards out 
of the Mercantile Marine Fund. Provision was also made for subsidizing and 
bringing into order lifeboats, a task since then admirably performed by the 
National Lifeboat Institution, as well as for reorganizing and supplying the 
rocket apparatus round the coasts, a task no less important and no less 
efficiently performed under the Board of Trade by the Coastguard and by 
Volunteer Brigades established for the purpose. According to the last Wreck 
Register there are now on the coasts of the United Kingdom, 267 life boats, 
of which 235 are under the National Lifeboat Institution: and there are also 
‘on the same coasts 289 places supplied with the rocket apparatus. Provision 
‘was also made for the summary settlement of salvage disputes. Inquiries into 
wrecks were also placed on a less arbitrary footing, and were made more 
frequent, regular, and judicial. Full particulars on all these subjects will be 
found in the Wreck Register, which is laid before Parliament annually. | 
(d.) Limitation of shipowner’s liability : 

| The limitation of the shipowner’s liability to the value of ship and freight, 
‘which had long existed with respect to damages for loss of property, was 
‘extended to damages for loss of life incurred under Lord Campbell’s Act, with 


‘a proviso that in case of loss of life the value of the ship should not be taken 
at less than 15/. a ton.

In 1857 a Select Committee was appointed to consider the subject of 
Harbours of Refuge, about which as a cure for wrecks the public were 
almost as anxious as they are about unseaworthy ships now. The Comm 
sat two years and finally recommended a scheme according to which five or 
large harbours were to be constructed partly out of public votes, partly 
passing tolls on shipping. They recommended that a practical Commi 
should be appointed to report on the exact: sites and plans.

The Government resisted the plan ofthis Commission so far as regards the 
construction of harbours of refuge by public grants, and it has never been carrie 
into effect.

The harbours of Kingston, Alderney, Portland, and Dover had previously 
been undertaken by the Government.

In 1859 a Royal Commission, appointed to consider the manning of 
the Navy, recommended that in addition to reserves of marines, coastgu 
and pensioners, there should be raised and maintained out of the merc 
service a trained reserve force of 30,000 men, by means of a system of ann 
retainer and pension, and that this force should be recruited for the future 
the establishment of Government training ships. ul 

The Act 22 & 23 Vict. c. 40. was passed in order to carry the former 
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part of this scheme into effect, and under it there are now (1875) enrolled in 
the Royal Naval Reserve the following numbers of merchant seamen :— 


First class. - - 12,423 
Second class - 4,866 
Total - 17,289 


Nothing has been done by the Government to carry out the recommenda- 
tion of the Commission as to public training ships. Many private training 
ships have, however, been established by voluntary efforts, which supply a 
considerable number of recruits for the merchant service besides accomplishing 
their primary object, viz., that of reforming young criminals, and reclaiming 
lads who are in danger of becoming criminals. In order to become all that the 
merchant service requires training at a later age and actual service at sea seem 
to be desirable. (See Parliamentary Paper, No. 11, 1875.) Itis a remarkable 
and not a very satisfactory feature in these institutions that the State pays 
handsomely towards those ships which are a refuge for criminals, or quasi 
criminals, whilst it pays nothing, or next to nothing, to those ships which 
provide for the education of the children of honest and deserving parents. 
In other words, the State not only discourages the deserving, as compared 
with the undeserving poor, but offers a special inducement to man the merchant 
service with boys who are drawn from the worst part of the population, and 
who, whatever may be the beneficial influence of the training they receive, have 
never known the influences of a respectable home. 

» In 1860 a Committee of the House of Commons recommended the com- 
pulsory testing of chain cables and anchors. This was done in 1864, 1871, and 
1874. See below. 

In the same year, the shipping interest being in a state of depression, com- 
plaints were made of the effect of the Repeal of our own Navigation Laws, o 
the operation of the Navigation Laws of foreign countries, of the burdens 
affecting shipping in ‘this country, and of the legislation affecting shipping ; 
and a Select Committee was appointed at the instance of Mr. W. S. Lindsay 
to consider the whole subject. _

By ar Act introduced by Mr. Laird in 1864, and subsequently referred to 
a Select Committee, the Board of Trade were empowered to license machines — 
for testing chain cables and anchors, and to appoint an inspector to inspect 
the machines.

|) . At the beginning of the Session of 1871 Mr. Plimsoll introduced a Bill 
_ providing for the compulsory survey of all ships, and. for an universal com- 
' pulsory load-line.. After a debate, in which Mr. Fortescue promised, if neces- 
" sary, to introduce the clauses of the Merchant Shipping Code above referred 
_ to as a ‘separate Bill, Mr..Plimsoll’s.bill was withdrawn. | 
_ . It became evident in the course of the session that there would not be time 
_ to pass the Merchant Shipping Code, except with general consent; and 
’ also that there was no such desire on the part of those interested to see the Bill 
_ passed as would enable the minister-to pass it, as the Act of 1854 was passed, 
_ without long discussion in the house. Mr. Fortescue therefore selected from the 
- consolidated code those provisions which he thought most important and intro- 
duced them as the Merchant Shipping Bill of 1871. Amongst these provisions 
_ were those which are, above referred to as contained in the Code Bill, and of 
_ which the object was to prevent loss of life. The Bill was postponed until the 
end of the session from press of business, and Mr. Fortescue, from want of 
time, was unable to pass anything which was seriously contested.

After the statements made in his book and speeches it was natural to suppose — 
that he would be able to direct attention to numerous cases of unseaworthiness, 
more especially when the generosity and sympathy of the public provided him ~ 
with funds and with organisation. The Board of ‘Trade, therefore, in performing ~ 
the difficult and invidious duty of stopping unseaworthy ships, naturally looked ~ 
to him for information and assistance, and paid the greatest attention to all the ~ 
representations which he made or: forwarded to them. These representations — 
and the results of the action taken upon them are as follows. He has from ~ 
time to time sent to the Board extracts from their own records of draught of © 
water, records which they first examine in their own office, and of which they ~ 
send copies to him. He has sent to the Board a list of the ships which have 
ceased to be classed at Lloyd’s, a list upon which it is impossible for them to — 
act, because as is well known to every well-informed person, the fact that a ship © 
ceases to be classed constitutes no ground for a charge of unseaworthiness. — 
Besides this, he has made or sent charges of unseaworthiness in 54 specific — 
cases. In 10 only out, of these 54 cases has the Board detained the ship” 
as unseaworthy upon the charge so made; whilst in others of them the 
repairs needed were slight, and readily made ‘by the owner ; and in more than 
half there was not even the shadow of a ground for any such charge. It is” 
interesting to compare these figures with the returns which show that out of — 
418 ships “reported to the Board of Trade by their own officers 406 were found 
on survey to be unseaworthy, whilst only 12 proved to be seaworthy. a 

It is needless to refer to the effect produced by Mr. Plimsoll’s agitation. 
The Government appointed a Royal Commission to inquire into the ‘subject, a 
which began its sittings at Easter 1873, made a Prelimjnary Herorre in Septem ( 
of that year, and a Final Report on the Ist J uly 1874. 4 

The merits of that. Report it is not for me to discuss. But it may not bea 
amiss to observe that if it has met with disapproval, that disapproval has not ~ 
been supported by any attempt to show that the Report is contrary to the :

Under the circumstances of the excitement then prevailing, Word Carlingford, 
then Mr. Fortescue, unwilling to let slip the opportunity of strengthening and 
amending the Act of 1871, took the somewhat unusual course of introducing ;

_ It will thus be seen that in. almost every year during the period I have 
"taken, a period commencing long before the repeal of the Navigation Laws, 
‘and lasting for more than. a quarter of a century since that repeal, there 
‘have been laws introduced and passed, and Committees or Commissions 
"appointed to consider matters affecting the welfare and safety of our shipping 
and seamen. ~ . 


; My original object was to show that the movers in the present agitation 
are not the first persons who have had these objects at heart, that the activity 
and interest on these subjects was increased and not deadened by the repeal of 
the Protective system, and that if great evils still exist, there is no reason for 
charging those evils on the apathy of Governments, of Parliaments, or of the 
Public. . In domg this, I have been led into a statement of almost all, if not 
all measures affecting merchant shipping. That statement is necessarily affected 
by: the nature of my original object, and the measures which bear on the 
_ preserit controversy are given in greater detail than others which are of equal 
teal importance, though of less immediate interest. It must not be supposed, 
therefore, that I have exhausted the subject, or that there are not many things 
which have been done or attempted for the benefit of merchant shipping 
and merchant seamen of more real and vital consequence than the measures

I am directed by the Board of Trade to request the assistance of the com- 
mittee of * in the following matter. 

The committee are aware that Parliament has given to the Board of Trade and 
_ its officers power to detain ships which are so overladen as to be dangerous to 
human life. . 

There is no part of the duties of the Board of Trade which has given them 
more anxiety or which involves greater difficulty. 

The question whether a ship is too deeply loaded or not, as your committee are 
| aware, is often one of the greatest nicety, and the difficulty of the question to 
' the Board of Trade is increased by the fact that their officers have frequently to 
' determine whether to interfere or not at the last moment, when the ship is loaded 

and on the point of proceeding to sea, and when there is often no possibility for — 
' them to make themselves acquainted with particulars of form, construction, 

_ stowage, and other elements necessary in order to come to a proper conclusion. 

Under these circumstances there is obvious danger on the one hand that ships 
_ may be arbitrarily and capriciously stopped to the great annoyance and loss of 
_ the shlpowner and to the injury of British Trade, and on the other that ships 
_Inay, under the eyes of the Board’s officers, be allowed to put to sea in an unsea- 

worthy condition. 

Nor does the difficulty stop here. In cases where the Board of Trade or their 
officers have come to the conclusion that they must interfere, and must require 
a ship to be lightened, they have to determine to what extent she should be 
lightened. If they do not require her to be lightened sufficiently for safety, they 

_ take upon themselves the responsibility of sending the ship to sea in an unsea- 
worthy condition, and thus protect the shipowner against the liabilities to which 
he would otherwise be subject, and which ought to rest upon him. If they require 
more freeboard than is sufficient they may turn a profitable into an unprofitable 
voyage, to the serious injury not only of the shipowner, but of those whom he 
employs, and of the trade carried on under the British Flag. 

Under these circumstances the Board of Trade would be too glad, if it were 
possible for them, to issue to their officers any certain rules fixing the exact 
limits of draught of water and freeboard within which a ship should be deemed 
safe and seaworthy. But this, as your committee are well aware, is quite 

_ impracticable. 

___ Differences in season, in voyage, in cargo, in the stowage of cargo, in the 

_ material, and above all in the size, form, and construction of the ship, are all 
elements which have to be taken into consideration in fixing the proper depth 
of loading, and which, varying infinitely as they all do in themselves, require 
corresponding differences in the load line. 

The extremely complex character of the question thus raised is obvious. It 
is found as a matter of fact that insome cases even the most experienced persons 

7 will 
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will differ in opinion. It is further obvious that it is the tendency of allrules to 
handicap the best type of ship, and that if any rules are adopted which do this _ 
to any extent, they may have a fatal effect on the British Mercantile Marine, by 
inducing shipowners and shipbuilders to build and load down to those rules, 
instead of building and loading according to the best and safest plan. (me

{ nave the honour to revert to your letter of the 12th ultimo, relative to the 
load line question, in which, on the part of the Board of ‘frade, you indicated 
that it is quite impracticable to issue certain rules fixing the exact limits of 
draught of water and freeboard within which a ship should be deemed safe and 
seaworthy. 

As you very properly remarked, differences in season, in voyage, in cargo, in 

the stowage of cargo, in the material, and above all in the size, form, and con- 
struction of the ship, are all elements which have to be taken into consideration 
in fixing the proper depth of loading, and which, varying infinitely as they do in 
themselves, require corresponding differences in the load line. 
_ After pointing out the above as necessary elements to be considered in fixing 
a load line, you observed that the Board of Trade apprehended that anything 
like a hard and fast line, or any fixed rules for determining freeboard, were out of 
the question. 

The Board of Trade, after thus pointing out the difficulties in connection with 
the important subject of the freeboard of ships, invited the committee of this 
society to join with them in endeavouring to ascertain whether it was practicable 
to lay down any elementary principles concerning freeboard and draught of 
water, and intimated that the Liverpool Underwriters’ Registry of Iron Vessels 
had been invited to give the Board similar assistance. 

The committee, with an earnest desire to aid the Board of Trade as far as 
practicable, readily acquiesced in their proposal, and lost no time in appointing 
Mr. Tindall, the deputy chairman of this society, and chairman of the General 
Shipowners’ Society, Mr, Duncan, a member of the committee, and a member of 
the late Commission on Unseawortly Ships, and Mr. Martell, the chief surveyor 
to this society, to represent the society on the joint committee suggested by the 
Board, to consider the important subject in question. 
_ The committee, at their meeting this day, had before them a report, from 
which it appeared that the joint committee referred. to composed of Board of 
Trade officials, members, of the Liverpool Underwriters’ Registry of Iron Vessels 
and the secretary of that institution, and the above-named members of the com- 
mittee of this society, and Mr. Martell, its chief surveyor, had met on the 7th 
and 8th instant, and had passed the seven following resolutions, viz. :

REPORT of the Proceedings of the Joint Committee recently appointed by the Board 
of Trade to make Elementary Rules for the guidance of Surveyors in determining 
when a Ship is overladen. 


(Presented to the Committee of the Underwriters’ Registry, 21st December 1875.) 


Underwriters’ Registry for Iron Vessels, 
Liverpool, 18 December 1875. 

We, the nominees from this Registry, who sat on the “ Committee on Overloading ” 
recently appointed by the Board of Trade, have to inform you that this committee has 
been dissolved without attaining the object for which it was formed. The immediate 
cause was the withdrawal from it, by the direction of the committee of Lloyd’s Register, 
-of the three nominees of-that society. You will, we believe, concur with us in thinking 
that this premature dissolution of the committee is matter for general regret, and that 
not only yourselves, but the shipping community generally of this country, will naturally 
expect some explanation as to the cause of this untoward result. 

The papers which have been printed and placed in your hands will have informed you 
of our proceedings, and will show how groundless was the alarm which from the first 
was manifested by the nominees from Lloyd’s Register. For ourselves, we may state 
that nothing was further from our intention, or as far as we can judge from the intention 
of the nominees of the Board of Trade, than the idea of fixing a hard and fast load line. 
‘On the contrary, we were careful to define at the outset that elementary principles only 
were to be considered in the first place, and these as applicable to first class flush-decked 
vessels, of medium proportions, and for all seasons and voyages. We throughout con- 
sidered that there was a wide difference between elementary principles so applied, and 
the fixing a hard and fast load line to be used for all vessels in any season, and with any 
cargo. 


C3 Your 
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Your nominees felt that the important position they had accepted, and its probable 
results, required that they should give every part of the subject the fullest consideration, — 
and that they should be fully prepared, after full discussion, to bow to the decision of the — 
majority. The nominees of Lloyd’s Register, on the contrary, objected to this discussion, 
and to our proceeding by resolution, and proposed to withdraw when questions of spare 
buoyancy were touched upon, although, as was pointed out, their own tables for freeboard 
are expressly founded on this basis. ‘ 

Mr. Tindall, on taking the chair, made some observations on the object of the com- 
mittee, and remarked that the Board of Trade, instead of aiming to get a line to which 
ships may be loaded, wanted rather to obtain a line beyond which ships should not be 
loaded. Captain Murray, in following the chairman, said there was a range between a — 
fair and a deep load line, between the natural load line for a ship and one at which she — 
would begin to strain herself and become unseaworthy, and that some general principles 
were wanted to guide the surveyor to that reasonable safe draught at which a vessel may be - 


permitted to go to sea. After such remarks as these, it was with some surprise that your 


nominees discovered that a limit was intended to be put to their discussion, and that they 


were to be precluded from considering a mode of finding a fair load line for an ordinary 
flush-decked vessel, even if this step were considered as only preliminary to finding rules 


for determining the deep line for a vessel which was supposed to be wanted by the Board 
of Trade surveyors. é Pe: 
While we lament the premature dissolution of the joint committee, we fully concur in — 
the opinion expressed in the Board of Trade letter of the 11th instant, that any further 
sittings of the committee, weakened: by the secession of the nominees of Lloyd’s Register, 
would scarcely answer the purpose for which it was appointed. It remains for those who 
are interested in shipping to consider whether another representative committee, consti- — 


tuted somewhat differently, and formed in equal proportions of the persons chiefly inte- 
rested, might yet be appointed for the same purpose, and with a better chance of attaining 
the desired end. It cannot be expected that the Board of Trade should again take the 


initiative in forming such a committee, but possibly they would not object to do so on the 


expressed wish of the general shipping community of the United Kingdom. We would, — 
therefore, submit. for your consideration whether the papers now placed before you should 


not. to this end be circulated for the information of shipowners generally. a 

The shipping community of this kingdom have a direct interest in the solution of the — 
questions recently submitted to the joint committee, and will, we think, fully appreciate — 
the advances already made by the Board of Trade to the two Registries of Shipping 
for sesh purpose,. although, for the cause already stated, they have had so unfortunate 
a result. ; 

Had the intentions of the Board of Trade been fairly carried out, we consider that such 
a general uniformity of practice would have been obtained as would have tended to bring 
the interference of the officers of the Board of Trade, as respects load draught, within limits 
which would not be objected to by that large and honourable body which constitutes the 
great majority of the shipowners of this country. a 
_ Your nominees trust that this report will suffice to show that they did their utmost to 

carry out the intentions of the Board of Trade in appointing the committee, and that 
they fully seconded your expressed wish to give the Board all the aid in your power.

I am directed by the Committee of Lloyd’s to bring before the notice of the 
Board of Trade the:very unsatisfactory manner in which sea protests are now 
prepared, and to suggest whether, in the consideration of the new Marine Act, 
some plan might be found to extend the system of deposition of captains to so 
coniplete a form as to supersede the necessity of the protest now in use. You 
are aware that the protest is the foundation of all sea claims. 


The objections to the present plan of extending protest by a notary, are,— 


1. That it may be made at any time after the arrival of the ship, and that 
it may be and is often framed to meet a particular necessity. 


2. That it is made by a notary who is not competent to verify or correct 
a statement. 


3. That in the absence of a central office where protests might be 
registered, opposing owners and captains, notably in collision cases, apply to 
different notaries and déclare to different statements, and, later, swear to them 
ina court of law. 


4. That faith is not given to a protest which such a document ought to 
command, owing to the many known and many suspected cases of fraud 
which have been brought to light. 


5. That the formality of a notary’s seal and signature may have the effect 
in many cases, especially abroad, of giving faith, when no faith ought to 
be given. 


The committee do not think it well to burden this letter with proofs of the 
untrustworthiness of protests, and the frauds which are continually discovered, 
but they desire to refer to two public cases as examples, Hossack v. Smyth, 
Queen v. Guerra, and they refer to those whose business it is to deal with these 
documents (there would. be no difficulty in proving this to the satisfaction of the 


_ Board), they would rather turn to the remedy which they consider the Board 


has it in its power to confer. 

They venture, then, to suggest that in large cities such as’ London, Liverpool, 
or Glasgow, some superior public authority not unacquainted with nautical 
matters might be constituted under the new Marine Act to take detailed and 
extended depositions after a comparison with the log-book, and after the proper 
testing of the truth by the separate examination of the captain and the crew. 
That in this case the office should be at the Custom House, where the master 


_ would naturally attend for the entry of his ship or at some other convenient | 
_ place. 


_ Thatin the provinces this duty, in its more comprehensive form, might be 
retained by the Receiver of Wreck. 
That in all. cases these depositions should be entered in a register kept for that 
purpose only. :

_ ‘DPhat these depositions should be compulsory under penalty, in all cases where 


ship or cargo has suffered damage or casualty, and that it should be made 24 
hours after arrival of the‘ship. .

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That the form should be simple so that each seaman might understand it. > 
That a fee to be fixed should be charged for all registers, and a fixed charge 
for each copy. The usual charge for a notarial protest is in ordinary cases from — 
two to four guineas, more in special cases.. It is presumed that the fees of the — 
office would reimburse all expenses. It is presumed that only British ships — 
would necessarily come under this rule, but it should be provided that, when 
foreign vessels desired it, tlie same power of registering protest should be granted — 
to them. It is probable that foreign ships would soon follow the usual course, — 
for the Government charges would probably be less than the present scale of” 
fees, and underwriters would refuse to pay the higher rate. 4 

It is true that the reports of the Receivers of Wreck are valuable, but mainly — 
so in insurance matters, as a test of the credibility of sea protests, and valuable 
in respect of their having been made immediately after the accident. x 

The suggestion of the committee, therefore, would have the effect of procuring 
one trustworthy document in place of two frequently conflicting. d 

These suggestions the committee submit to the Board of Trade, and they feel 
confident that an- adoption of them, or of some analogous scheme, would 
materially diminish the number of lawsuits, and the frauds consequent upon 
false protests. “a

I wave carefully perused the papers which have been sent to me, and can 
fully endorse. from my own experience what the Secretary to Lloyd’s says as 
to the untrustworthiness of protests. : f 7 

Protests are often produced before me, which have been signed not only by 
the master and mate, but by a number of common seamen, who could not pos- 
sibly have understood a word of what they had signed. Again, I have often. 
protests produced before me, which have been entered, it is true, within a few 
hours of the vessel’s arrival in port ; but which have not been extended, as 1 

. call 
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called, until weeks afterwards. In other words, the master has gone before the 
notary on his arrival, and told him that he intended to make a protest, but he 
has not given the notary any details or particulars, on which to draw the protest, 
for weeks afterwards. In these cases'I place no reliance whatever upon them.. 
The suggestion that there should be an office attached to the Custom House or to 
the receivers or the shipping office, where captains might attend and make their 
protests, is, in my opinion, a very good one. Not indeed that we could make it 
obligatory in all cases that they should do so, but only in those in which it is 
intended to found a claim against underwriters or others for losses incurred 
during the voyage. From its position it would be convenient to the masters 
themselves, and we should have a document taken by an impartial person, and 
upon which some reliance could be placed in effecting a settlement of accounts 
between the owners and the underwriters. J would also, as it is suggested, have 
these protests registered, and allow any parties to take copies thereof. At the 
present time, in collision causes, motions have continually to be made 


for leave to inspect the protest of the adverse ship, and it is immediately 


granted. I have had two such applications before me to-day ; but there ought 
_ to be uo necessity for any such application; a party ought as a matter of 


right to be allowed to go to some public office, and there inspect the protest made 
by his opponent, which he cannot do now, for he does not know before what 
notary the protest has been made, and if he did, tne notary would not allow him 
to see it, it being a private document. 

But the establishment of such a public office, good as it would be, is not all 
that is needed. What merchants, shipowners, and underwriters want is some 


tribunal, some office, where questions between them can be speedily and satis- 


factorily decided ; where, if there is any dispute between a shipowner and a mer- 
chant as to the amount of freight due, the number of lay days, the amount due 
for demurrage, for general or particular average, for damage to cargo, and other 
such matters, an office or tribunal, in which all these questions could be at once 
decided, and a balance struck between the parties, so that the ship shall not be 
detained from undertaking a new voyage, nor the merchant from obtaining pos- 
session of his cargo. 

The same office or tribunal would settle claims of shipowners and merchants 
upon their underwriters ; and if it is intended to limit the amount which ship- 
owners and merchants are to recover from underwriters to the actual amount of 
their losses, whatever may have been the amount insured, as at present in cases 
of fire insurance, such an office and tribunal would, it seems to me, be admirably 
adapted to determine those questions also.

Havine been desired to express my views to you respecting the necessity of 
making such enactments in the new Merchant Shipping (Amendment) Act, that the 
loose and inefficient manner of extending ships’ protests be put a stop to, allow me 
to remind you that in the observations I submitted to Sir Stafford Northcote, in 
December 1866, on the Merchant Shipping Act, and its Repeal and Amend- 
ment Acts, a repriut of which appears in my “ Papers on Maritime Legislation,” 
second edition, page 59, &c., this subject has been very fully dealt with. 

The reasons which I submitted to the Duke of Richmond, in September 
1867, why the making away with or aiding and abetting in scuitling or other- 
wise destroying a vessel for the purpose of defrauding its underwriters or 
others who have an interest therein, or in the cargo or freight, should, by 
agreement between the principal maritime nations be deemed and taken to be 
an act of piracy, and which are reprinted in the same volume, page 148, &c., 
are fortified by most remarkable facts, showing how such frauds have been 
possible only by the loose and inefficient manner of extending ships’ protests. 

_ You are doubtless aware that the Continental Governments have appointed 

‘officials in their different ports for the purpose of attending to the extending of 
protests, the holding of surveys, &c., and I imagine that the Receivers of 
Wrecks might be clothed with such an authority as [ have suggested in the 
observations above referred to, and an effectual remedy for the evils complained 

of would be provided by extending the usefulness of the official log, which 
should be the only log kept on board, and enacting that an extract of the official 
log so far as material to the voyage should be added to the Receiver’s deposition 

_and take the place of the protest. 

Allow me to add that by adopting my suggestions the Government will confer 
a very material benefit upon commerce in general, and the change will be hailed 
with satisfaction by my numerous clients, the principal marine insurance com- 

‘panies of America and the Continent of Europe.

It would appear that if such log- 
books were necessarily used, there could be no possibility of any tampering with 
that record of the voyage, as it is believed is now too often the case. Indeed, 
the committee have been informed that a well-known underwriter in this 
has at present in his office a log-book from which he has discovered that’ 
pages have been cut out, and the log written up upon arrival home.

PROTESTS. 


19, Grent Winchester-street, London, E.C., — 
Seyi! in’ 11 March 1876. : 
In reply to your letter of the 10th instant upon this subject, we beg to say that 
although instances of untrustworthy and inaccurate protests are continually coming uné 
our notice, the cases in which they have been shown by judicial investigation to ha 
been distinctly false and fraudulent, as in the two instances mentioned in your letter 
the Board of Trade, are in our experience by no means common. Such instances 
come to light when the fraud is discovered, and discovery is so difficult as to be 
exceptional. 
Exaggeration in description of weather or damage, the suppression of material fact 
the insertion of incidents of which no trace can be found in the log-book, and a gen 
tendency to colour the narrative with reference to the objects for which the protest 
required is of constant occurrence, and as a protest is extended only for the purposes 
substantiating a claim against underwriters, or of relieving a shipowner or master fr 
liability for damage to goods or property, and is not extended unless required for one 
these purposes, this species of adaptation of means to end isan almost necessary res 
the master knows exactly why he is called on to extend the protest, and acts accordingly, 
the extension being too much a.matter of form with the majority to carry with it much 
sense of moral obligation. : 
Instances of this ordinary. class of untrustworthy protests which have not bee 
judiciously established are probably not what the Board desires, and we therefore appe 
a few cases of protests showing a more definite fraudulent intention, and which have be 
judicially disproved. 
In the cases of the “ Severn” and the “ Aurora,” both of which vessels were fraud 
lently destroyed, the protests, we think, attributed the loss to ordinary perils of the seas 
in a reported case arising out of the loss.of the “ Alfred,” the fictitious character of 1 
protest was accidentally discovered by information given by one of the crew who alo 
had refused to sign it; in a very recent case involving such grave suspicion that a jury 
refused to attribute the loss to perils of the sea, a protest was put forward which, as it 
afterwards appeared, some of the crew had refused to sign, on the ground that it contain 
untrue statements. In another recent case: in which a cargo of sugam had | 
damaged by: the improper condition of the vessel,the damage was accounted. for 
in the protest by a) statement that. one of. the hatches had. been washed off 
by a heavy sea, and that. “an immense body of water” so found its way 
into the hold. On the cross-examination of one of the officers of the ship, he admitt 
that this was untrue, and that not a drop of water found its way in, as suggested, 
- another recent case, a vessel had been’ compelléd‘to burn in her*furnaces:some: thousan 
of pounds’ worth’of cargo, as*she became’short of fuel in mid-ocean. The:protest attrib 
- this to a.lengthened voyage,.occasioned by an‘extraordinary continuancevof bad weat 
but the master’s letters: to-his.owners;,which afterwards came: to light,.showed that 1 
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vessel had started on her voyage with her machinery in such a condition that the event 
which happened was a necessary consequence, and that there had been no unexpected 
bad weather. . 

These cases will serve as instances of the more distinctly fraudulent class of protests, 
but we are inclined to think that the much larger class of generally untrustworthy and 
inaccurate protests to which we have alluded is at least as important.

We duly received your letter of the 10th instant, with enclosure. 

We may be permitted to say that we entirely concur in the view expressed as to the 
improper mode in which protests are now frequently prepared. Instead of being the 
spontaneous statements of the captain, officers, and crew, made at the earliest opportunity 
before a competent and impartial official, the protest is now frequently drawn up after a 
‘considerable interval of time, and is prepared by or under the supervision of the solicitor 
of the shipowner. It is thus practically a document intended to be used as a protection 
to the shipowner instead of being an impartial statement of facts. 

Very many instances have come before us fully bearing out the above views, but it is 
not easy to recollect the facts of particular cases, and it is still more difficult satisfactorily 
to explain them within the limits of a letter. 

We may, however, refer shortly to the following cases :— 

In the case of the “ Leonidas” (Hossack v. Smyth) it appeared in evidence that the 
protest had been draw up and corrected after communication with the assured, and had 
been altered at their suggestion, and, as thus altered, it untruly alleged that the ship had 
stranded, and thus founded a claim upon the underwriters on flour. When this appeared 
at the trial, the counsel of the assured abandoned the case and submitted to a verdict. 

In the case of the “ Balaclava,” in which the claim was defended by the underwriters 
on the ground of unseaworthiness of the ship, and which case was abandoned by the 
assured when it was about to come into court, it appeared that although the captain and 
crew were landed at Plymouth, the assured arranged that they should go to London and 
make the protest before a notary previously selected by the assured. 

In the case of the “ Knight Templar,” the’ captain, on landing at Weymouth, made a 
statement before the Receiver of Wrecks, and the protest was deferred until he arrived at 
Glasgow, when it was drawn up and made before the legal advisers of the assured, and 
it differed materially from the statement made before the Receiver of Wrecks. 

In the case of the “ Frances” (where the jury at the trial-were not agreed as to their 
verdict, and which case is not yet finally decided), the owners requested their corre- 
spondents to look after the protest before it was signed, or to send them, the owners, the 
draft of it for perusal. ; 

In the case of the “Golden Fleece” (in which the jury found that the ship was unsea- 
worthy ), the captain made a statement to the Receiver of Wrecks which was more full than 
the protest. The latter was drawn up after the captain had had an opportunity of commu- 
nicating with the agent of the owners, and gave very little information. 

In the case of the “‘ Walamo ” (in which the jury found that the ship was unseaworthy), 
the protest was drawn up by the solicitor of the owners; and it was stated in evidence by 
the mate that, upon his objecting to sign it upon the ground that it was not correct, 
threats were made use of for the purpose of inducing him to do so. 

Probably the above instances will suffice to show the evil of the present system. Many 
others similar cases could be referred to. 

We may perhaps be permitted to add, that in our experience we have found the statement 
made by the captain to the Receiver of Wrecks much more reliable than the protest. In 
fact, the protest, from the way in which it is commonly drawn up, is a document which is, 
we think, often calculated to mislead. 

It should, we think, be borne in mind that there is another evil connected with this 
question, viz., the practice of keeping memoranda or a rough log-book, and only writing 
up the log-book at stated intervals long after the occurrence of the events recorded. 
Many instances have come before us in which we have had reason to believe that the 
entries in the log-book have been either altogether fictitious or have been made when 
there has been time to make alterations, and thus the true object of the log-book has been 


defeated.

IV. Upon the 4th point mentioned, there is no collective statistical infor- 
mation in this Department in regard to “ what has been the effect of the above 
changes on the characters of seamen, and the effect as regards discipline,” but 
there is no doubt that, owing to all the improvements which have from time to 
time been made, the characters of the seamen have greatly improved, and they 
are no longer so thoughtless of their own interests, but make use of the saving 
banks for their money; and drunkenness has very largely decreased, being 


-almost unknown among the elder men and petty officers.

SETTLEMENT and AupitT of Navy Pay. 


InsTEaD of a Settlement of Accounts of Navy Pay being generally deferred, as at 
present, in the cases of seamen, marines, and boys, to the end of each year ; or, in the cases. 
of officers, to the close of a commission, or discharged to half-pay; and instead of super- 
numeraries being discharged from ships on the home stations to other ships with 
cumulative charges, —a final settlement of the net balance of pay due to every person 
serving in the Fleet, including supernumeraries, is in future to be effected at the end of 


each quarter, and on paying off, as well as on each occasion of officers or others being 
‘discharged to halfpay orto theshore. In all these cases payment of the net balances due 


is, with certain exceptions, particularised in the annexed instructions, to be made by the 
Paymaster on board ship.

T am directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 15th ultimo, calling attention to the question of certain repairs now found 
to be necessary at Poolbeg Lighthouse, the expense of which the Dublin Port 


and Docks Board have proposed should be charged to the Mercantile Marine 
_ Fund, and requesting the instructions of this department in the matter. 


The Board have given their consideration to the documents submitted in your 
letter, and I am now to convey to the Commissioners of Irish Lights the following 
observations. 

It will be in the recollection: of the Commissioners that when the arrangement 
as to the temporary occupation of the North Wall premises, pending the con- 
struction of the new Lighthouse Stores at Kingstown, was entered into in June 


_ 187, provision was made for placing the Poolbeg Lighthouse and premises in a 
_ permanent and thorough state of repair. 


The repairs then agreed upon were, as the Commissioners are aware, of a very 
substantial character, being designed, as intimated in my letter of the 1st June 


' 1870, to meet the recommendation of Mr. Stoney in his report of the 24th 


’ February 1869, “to make a complete job, and have done with it, once for all.” 


In authorising an arrangement under which the cost of these repairs, esti- 
mated at 2,500/., was to be charged to the Mercantile Marine Fund, the Board, 
therefore, was justified in believing that no further repairs could be required at 
the Lighthouse Station in question till its surrender into the hands of the Port 
Board. ‘The transfer however has, as the Commissioners know, been retarded by 
the difficulties experienced by them in obtaining a suitable site for the new 


_ buildings, and the present unexpected claim upon the Mercantile Marine Fund 


has thus arisen. 

These circumstances were not provided for, because they were not foreseen 
by either the Commissioners or by the Port Board, and the case therefore seems 
to the Board of Trade to be one which may best be adjusted by a compromise. 


_ They can only ask the Commissioners to co-operate with this department in the 


endeavour to bring about a satisfactory settlement: of the question, and suggest 
the desirability of their placing themselves in communication with the Port Board 
with the view, if possible, of inducing them to accept a sum down (instead of 
their present claim), and to take over the light at once. 

In the event of fresh legislation being found requisite, there wonkd probably be 
no difficulty in obtaining an alteration of the law.

REFERRING to your letter of the 25th ultimo, and its enclosure, from the Board of 
Trade under date the 20th ultimo, and also your further letter of the 10th instant, 
enclosing copy of a report from the engineer to the Commissioners of Irish Lights, in 
which that officer recommends the immediate removal of the four large blocks recently ° 
placed at the base of Poolbeg Lighthouse, I am directed to acquaint you, for the infor. 
mation of the Commissioners of Irish Lights, that the Dublin Port and Docks Board have 
_ given these communications their best consideration, and they have accordingly instructed 
me to state, that with every desire to meet the views of the Commissioners of Irish 
Lights, and the Board of Trade, they regret they cannot depart from the terms of the 
arrangement entered into with your Commissioners and the Board of Trade of lst June 
1870, and 20th November 1872. 

With regard to Mr. Sloane’s suggestion, I am to observe that the Board are unable to 
concur in that officer’s opinion, and they are strengthened in this view by their engineer 
having informed them that the blocks in question are a protection to the lighthouse 
tower and essential to its safety. At the same time it may be necessary to remind the 
Commissioners of Irish Lights, that the responsibility to maintain this lighthouse, &c., 
remains with them; and this Board is therefore not at liberty to interfere with any 
course your Commissioners may feel it their duty to adopt. 

Upon the subject of placing these blocks, I am to request you will be good enough to 
refer the Commissioners to my letter of the 7th August 1873.

‘These I will take an early opportunity of laying 
before the Board ; but, pending the decision of the Commissioners, I beg to ask you. to 
move that immediate steps be taken to have the two large blocks placed in December 
last and the two placed in February on south-east side of base removed. They have 
fallen away from the base, and a strong tide runs between them and it, cutting a channel 
in the strand or beach, which further tends to the displacement of the blocks composing 
the breakwater.

As directed by the Board, I visited Poolbeg Lighthouse at low-water on last Saturday 
week, and made a survey and careful inspection of the building and its base; in the 
_ former, I could not detect any signs that would lead me to entertain fears for its safety, 
but the latter is rapidly breaking up and becoming a mass of ruin. 

Of several causes for this disintegration, I respectfully submit the chief to be, the 
washing away of the shore or beach on which the surrounding base stands, forming, 
as it were, caves underneath the concreted blocks of masonry, of which the breakwater is 
composed, each wave driving before it a quantity of air, which becoming violently and 
snddenly compressed, in its efforts to escape, rends the mass asunder, especially at the 
comparatively weak lines of junction ; this added to the backwash or draft, the rarification 
of the air, the great weight of the blocks and their position on the sloping bottom, has 
caused these masses of the breakwater to leave the vertical base of the tower on the 
southern side. leg 3 . 
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In the absence of any means of arriving at the state of the beach underneath the ba 
of the tower, or the depth to which the base extends, I can only infer that an idea may | 
justly entertained that it is to a certain extent undermined, as a large quantity of 
paratively small rubble stone that was placed in the cavity caused by the breakwater 
leaving the base, and which, the lightkeeper informed me, filled it to the surface | 
level, has subsided. I cannot suppose that these stones went to seaward in the face of the | 
opposing forces I have mentioned, but as the fact of their having is evident, 1 can only | 
suppose that there was sufficient space beneath the tower for their accommodation; and — 
their subsidence into that space may have greatly assisted in preserving it from overthrow, ~ 
when, as the lightkeeper asserts, the glasses.shook on the lamps; and his wife assured me 
she had to fly with her children (out of bed) to the assistant’s dwelling for safety. 

As a means of arresting the rupturing of the breakwater, four large blocks of concre 
were placed on the south side, two in December last, and two early in last month; the 
have left their positions, and from the strong current that rushes between them and the 
outer line of the breakwater, at the ebb and flow of the tide, particularly at the latte 
tending still further to undermine it, they are becoming hourly more destructive, and shou 
be removed without loss of time. : 

Having described the state in which I found the works, I beg to submit a drawing, — 
No. 1; and in conclusion, I beg the attention of the Commissioners to the fact, that 
engineers have long been engaged in the consideration of the best means of composing” 
masses of concrete, rubble masonry, or beton, sufficiently large as by their gravity to 
oppose the disturbing influences of waves or currents, and ‘in several instances their 
efforts have been successful, much depending on the depth of water, nature of bottom, ~ 
force of wave or current, and Jength and direction of “ send ” of sea. a 

The principle applied in this case is similar to one patented in 1858 by a, Lieutenant” 
Manico, under the name of ‘ Caissons de Fer,” adapted for the construction of floating — 
docks, and especially for erecting works on dangerous sand banks, and was offered to — 
the Trinity House as being applicable to erecting beacons on the Goodwin Sands, but ~ 
declined by that Corporation. The experiment as tried at Poolbeg has to a. great ‘extent 7 
been a failure, although works of the description were constructed as far back as 1748 7 
at Toulon with successful results. I will now submit a design as directed by the Com-— 
missioners, and preface my reasons for adopting it for their consideration, by some extracts 
from a work on marine engineering by Mr. Stevenson, of Edinboro’, who has had large ~ 
experience and practice-in that particular branch. - 

Speaking of the requirements for marine masonry, he states, “ What is wanted in sea — 
work of the ordinary kind, which neither consists of framed carpentry, nor has been ren- ~ 
dered monolithic by the use of cement, is, that each stone shall gravitate freely, and © 
transmit. its pressure unimpaired to those below it. If, therefore, a pier could be so © 
constructed, that on the abstraction of a'stone at the bottom, the whole vertical section © 
of masonry resting upon it should at once sink, so as to fill up the void, the perfection of 
marine masonry would be attained, because the lower courses would then bear the un= — 
reduced weight of the upper, and would therefore be the less easily abstracted; the 
Pepcaliy of pulling out any stone would then be proportional to its distance from the top ~ 
of the wall.” 4 

In another portion of his work, treating ef buildings on soft or sandy foundations, “ : 
author says, “ The general slope of a fragmentary beach must depend upon the size and 
nature of the particles and the force of the sea. The dissimilarity between its slopes 
near the levels of high and low water, arises from a decrease in the force of the waves, _ 
caused by their being broken before they reach the high-water mark. The great object, 
therefore, is to design the profile of the wall so as to alter as little as possible thesymmetry 
of the beach.” 7 

** Where isolated rocks or large boulders are left projecting above the surface of a ‘a 
sandy shore, there will generally be formed around them hollows, corresponding in depth 
to the kind of obstruction which the rocks present. The principle point in the design, 
therefore, is to avoid great and sudden obstructions to the movement of the water. The 
best form which could be adopted in any situation would, of course, be the contour of the — r 
beach itself; but this would answer no possible purpose, and as the wall is to consist of 
heavy blocks of stone instead of minute particles of sand, it is clear that a much steeper 
slope may be adopted than that which we may call the profile of conservancy of the shore, 
ae the lower part of the slope be flattened out so as to meet the sand at a low 
angle. a bee . 
“The action of a bulwark is to arrest the waves before they reach the general high- 
water mark, and to change the horizontal motion of the fluid particles to the vertical 
plane, or to compel the waves to destroy themselves on an artificial beach.” - id 

Taking advantage of the advice thus given, I propose a facing of cast-iron piles driven 
into the foreshore to a considerable depth, and at an acute angle, this being identical with 
the design I submitted for approval 13 years ago, and long before the valuable series of 
timber piles and binding pieces. were removed; with which, I respectfully beg to say, 4 
this cast-iron ‘ toe” would have formed.a lasting combination; within this facing I oa ‘ 
drive a second row of piles, and sheeting piles, forming a cast-iron wall, and confining 
the rubble masonry forming the breakwater from any but vertical movement. 2 oth Ta ‘

Having proceeded to Dublin, I met Mr. Stoney, engineer to the Dublin Port andll : 
Docks Board, and Mr. Sloane, Engineer to the Commissioners of Irish Lights, at the 
office of the latter Board, on the morning of the 17th April, in accordance with the 
appointment you were so "good as to make, at my request. 

Having obtained from each of these gentlemen, separately, his views of the.steps which a 
should be taken in order to secure the foundations of the lighthouse against damage from — 
storms, we proceeded together to Poolbeg, Captain Boxer ‘also attending, and during the 
low water of the afternoon of that day, I made a thorough examination of the condition of _ 
the breakwater apron surrounding the tower. The tide being unusually low, as had been ; 
expected, and the sea, fortunately, remarkably smooth,-I was enabled to inspect and take — 
certain measurements of the lowermost portions which had been undermined by the gales” 
of last winter. a 

A few days subsequently to the mspection, I was furnished by Mr. Sloane with some _ 
sections of the apron (not accessible at the time of my visit), which had been taken in ~ 
January 1861; it was necessary, however, that | should have certain radial sections of thi 
part of the work in its present condition, and these Mr. Sloane undertook to furnish, but 
unfortunately, owing to the constant prevalence since that time of easterly winds, LO. 
which the work is exposed, it was found impracticable 10 ‘complete the requisite levels,” 
and consequently the sections did not reach me until yesterday. It has been necess 
for me to give this explanation in order to account for the lapse of time in sending 
report.

stone could be removed as far as would be requisite to admit of the driving of the piles 
as proposed, without exposing the foundations of the tower to such an extent as would 
involve serious risk to the stability of the main structure during the operation. 

, But for the great mass of rubble stone which exists around the base of the lighthouse, 
Mr. Sloxne’s proposal would probably have succeeded in securing the safety of the 
structure. 

Having given due consideration to the whole matter, I am of opinion that the better 
course will be forthwith to proceed with the construction of eight concrete blocks of the 
same dimensions as the four put down by Mr. Stoney last winter, and to clear the cracks 

‘in the apron from loose stones so: far as may be practicable. Rich concrete made with 


_ first-class Portland cement should be put into bags, of sizes to fit the respective 


cavities as nearly as may be practicable, and solidly rammed down so as to fill the several 


_ spaces. 


The spaces underneath the ‘‘cage” blocks before described, should be filled in, so far 


ag may be possible, with rich quick-setting concrete. 

_| When the eight large blocks above referred to shall have become sufficiently set or 
_ hardened, they should be placed as before in position by the Port Board’s floating shears, 
six on the north side and two on the south side in the positions indicated by red colour on 
_ drawing (A.) previously adverted to; special care should be taken to plant the blocks as 
«closely together as may be practicable. It would be well that the blocks should be so 
_ bedded: that their faces should.incline towards instead of from the tower, as in the case of 
‘the four blocks already laid. The foregoing should be executed before next winter 


sets in. ; 
__If it should'be found that the force of the sea passing through the spaces between the 
four blocks already laid, should be such, as to further shake the “cage” blocks of the 


 apron,.it would, in that event, be well to put in a few large stones, as heavy masonry, 


between the backs of the large blocks and the face of the “cage” work; or. preferably 

in lieu thereof, heavy bags of concrete; but imasmuch as the large blocks of the outer 
ring will of necessity be subject to settlement for some time to come, it must be under- 
stood that this intermediate filling may be liable to some movement. 

When the large outer blocks shall have assumed a permanent bed, the whole of the 
‘damaged portion of the breakwater apron should be taken up, and the space between the 
base of the lighthouse tower and the backs of the large blocks solidly reconstructed with 
heavy rubble masonry, the “ cage” blocks being allowed to remain and incorporated with 
the new work. It will be seen that my views accord with those of Mr. Stoney. 

With respect to the.cost. of the works. recommended, the case is one in which it is diffi- 
eult to speak with precision; I am of opinion, however, that the work to be done prior to 
the coming winter will cost about 1,500/.; that the intermediate filling between the large 

blocks and “cage” work (if required) will cost about 300/.; and the reconstruction of 
the breakwater apron (and thus completing the whole of the protective works herein 
recommended) would cost a further sum of about 4,000/., making a total of 5,800 /. for 
the whole. : 
_ In making this estimate, I have taken it for granted that the Port Board’s floating shears 
will be available for placing the heavy blocks around the outer face of the work.

From conversations with you during- the recent severe weather (reports from the light- 
keepers and the foreman sent by you last Friday), in anticipation. of the prubable wishes of 
the Commissioners, I visited Poolbeg Lighthouse to-day, accompanied by Captain 
Boxer, r.N., who kindly lent me his aid and assistance in the inspection and survey of the 
damage done to the outward base or foreshore during the storm of the 30th ultimo. 

I had the honour to report on this subject on the 20th of March last, and although at 
that time I could not detect any signs that would lead me to entertain fears for the safety 
of the base or bottom of the tower, | must now confess that from what I have learned from 
the two very intelligent light-keepers, of the vibrations caused partly by the sea and partly 
concussion by the compression of air in the suspected chambers underneath the base, and 
which I then reported was, in the efforts: to escape, rending the concrete mass asunder, 
particularly at the junction of the blocks, 1 am of opinion that no more time should be lost 
in the adoption of vigorous remedial measures. 

The foreshore is not only rapidly breaking up, but in its decay becomes a powerful engine 
for the destruction of base of tower. vat Ge 

It requires not an architect or engineer, to observe this; any man of ordinary intelligence 
can see what is slowly but surely going on, and estimate mentally the possible effects of 
continuous bad weather and south-easterly gales; from this day’s survey I am more firmly 
convinced than I could be before of the soundness of the third paragraph of my former 
report, which I need not here trouble you by repeating, 

__ The four large blocks which I there mentioned in the fourth paragraph have settled down 
into the sand several feet, clearly showing that there is no mass of rubble stone to oppose 
my design, and I must firmly, but with great respect, beg of the Commissioners to adopt 
the following means of relieving themselves from a most graye responsibility, viz. :— 

To remove from the premises women and children; give charge to.two unmarried ussis- 
tant keepers and a helper, who can reside in the ample lodgings that can be afforded west 
of the tower, and out of the fear of harm. 

To at once permit me to drive a row of sheeting piles where shown in my plans, sub- 


_ mitted with report (of 20 March 1874), and break up the present blocks into rubble; this 


may allow me to introduce such an amount of small stone and cement under the tower as 
will give it permanency. 
Or should the Board not approve of this recommendation, I would beg to suggest the 

' erection of a pile lighthouse 100 feet eastward, and the abandonment and taking down of the 

present tower, 
In conclusion, and in what I believe to be my duty under the circumstances, I must ask 
| you to move the Board not to allow the risking of life and light in the Poolbeg Lighthouse, 
as at present constituted, any longer than may be necessary for the resturation of the 
buildings.

Rene forth’ in my letter of the 17th of June last, 1 am directed by the Board of 


Trade to acquaint you, for the information of the Commissioners of Irish ay . 
that 
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that they have caused the whole history of the light to be reviewed, und I am 
now directed to make the following observations. 

It is evident that Poolbeg Light, the cost of the erection of which was defrayed 
from the grants made by the Irish Parliament for the purpose of enabling the 
Corporation of Dublin to finish the Ballast Office wall, was a necessary part of 
the work for which the money was granted, and was, until 1810 or 1812, main- 
tained at the cost of the port funds. This is fully conceded in the case submitted 
in November 1845 to Mr. Bessonnet, q@.c., by the Corporation for preserving and 
improving the port of Dublin, in which it is stated that.“‘it appears from the old 
“books of the Corporation that expenditures were made by them after the year 
1786, for maintaining and improving that light out of their funds before they 
“were entitled to collect any lighthouse duties.” 

After the passing of the Act 52 Geo.” 3, c. 95, the Corporation for improving 
the port of Dublin appear to have levied a toll for the maintenance of the Poolbeg 
Light, but in the year 1845 the legality of the toll was disputed, and the corpo- 
ration had to abandon it after having submitted several cases and taken the 
opinion of several eminent counsel, by whom they were advised, that funds 
having been created and vested in them by Act 26, Geo. 3, c. 19, for, among 
other purposes, the maintenance of this light, it could not have been the inten- 
tion of the Legislature to create two funds for the maintenance of the same 
light. 

At the time of the formation of the Mercantile Marine Fund under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, when the question was raised as to the main- 
tenance of certain harbour lights in Ireland, it was agreed that Poolbeg was 
on a different footing from other harbour lights which for special reasons were 
then allowed to remain a charge on the Mercantile Marine Fund, and the 
port of Dublin corporation in their letter of 26th May 1854, while fully 
admitting the liability of the port fund, expressed a hope that ‘their Lord- 
“ships would give their assistance to the amendment of the law, by providing in 
“some other way for the expenditure connected with the lighthouse mentioned, 
“and thereby relieving the local funds from that pressure they were unable to 

bear.” 

The Board of Trade did not feel that they would be justified in entertaining 
this proposition, but in 1856 they sanctioned an arrangement under which 
the corporation agreed to pay annually, out of port funds, for the maintenance 
of the light such a sumas would have been realised had the toll on the light 
been levied ; this, the Board of Trade, with the information then before them, 
understood would be sufficient for its maintenance. 

Since 13856 the general light dues have been lowered upwards of 60 per cent., 
and it has been found that, from the construction of the lighthouse, its main- 
tenance necessitated costly repairs to the South Wall Pier, especially of late 
years. Since the partial removal of the bar and other improvements in Dublin 
Harbour, the arrangement of 1856, therefore, even if strictly legal, is no Jonger 
one that the circumstances justily. 

Under these circumstances, when making the necessary arrangements conse- 
quent on the Port and Docks Board ceasing to be a general lighthouse authority, 
the Board of Trade represented this to the Commissioners of Irish Lights, and after 
much correspondence and interviews between this Board, the Commissioners, 
and the Port and Docks Board, the arrangement of 1870 was agreed to. 

From that time the Board of Trade looked upon Poolbeg as a light shortly to 
be left entirely in the hands of the Port Board, and, relying on the fulfilment by 
the Port Board of its part of the arrangement, they sanctioned a large expendi- 
ture out of the Mercantile Marine Fund for the repair of the foundations of the 
South Wall Pier, and, in deference to the opinion expressed by the Port, Board, 
abstained from carrying out a suggestion made to them for reducing the power 
of the light with a view to economy. | 

It was therefore with extreme surprise that the Board of Trade learned that 
the Port and Docks Board are not prepared to take over the light even if it were 
put in a thorough state of repair. The Port and Docks Board allege as their 
reason for taking this course, that when they entered into the agreement of 
1870 they were not aware of their legal position, and that they are now advised 
that under their Acts of 1867 and 1869 they have no power to take over the 
light. : 
om does not appear to the Board of Trade that there is anything in these Acts 


a 
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to prevent the Port and Docks Board taking into their own hands the manage- 
ment and maintenance of a port light situated on a port pier, and for the main- 
tenance of which they have for many years allowed.the liability of, and made 
contributions out of, the port funds. 4: 

I am now to request that you will inform the Commissioners of Irish Lights 
that this Board cannot longer sanction the maintenance of this light and the 
cost of repairing its site, being a burden on the Mercantile Marine Fund, and 
that you will move them to cause the Port and Docks Board to be inlormed of 
this their decision, and of the reasons for it as expressed above. Should the 
Port Board still decline to relieve the Mercantile Marine Fund of further 
expense for the maintenance of Poolbeg, the Board of Trade, although they have 
no doubt that the Port Board are liable: for the maintenance of the light, in 
order to prevent the serious consequences which might ensue if they did not 
assume the charge of it so soon as the Commissioners of Irish Lights withdrew 
from its management, will apply to Parliament for a special Act to put beyond 
question the liability of the Port Board in this matter.

THE Board have had under careful consideration your letter of the 9th ultimo, with 
copy of the statement of Board of Trade in reference to Poolbeg Light, and I am desired 
to make the following remarks thereon :— 

There can be no doubt of the fact, as given in the statement of the Board of Trade, 
that this lighthouse was originally maintained by the former conservators of this port, and 
that subsequently the Board placed the charge and maintenance of it on the General 
Trish Coast Light Establishment, the charge of which devolved on them by Act of Parlia- 
ment in 1810, and that the Board of Trade acquiesced in this arrangement subsequently to 
the passing of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, so that in fact this lighthouse has been 
for a long period of time, probably 50 to 60 years, in the exclusive charge of the light- 
house authorities. 

As stated in previous communications, this Board, in ignorance of their legal power to do 
so, did agree to take the charge of the lighthouse, when given up in a perfect state of repair. 
The legal opinion of the late Solicitor General, however, having clearly pointed’ out 
such agreement as beyond the power of the Board to enter into, there was no option left 
but to decline to carry it into effect. ; 

The recent intimation of the Board of Trade that they will apply to Parliament for a 
special Act to vest the lighthouse in this Board, leaves the Board no option but to 

submit 
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submit to the: gutaition of the Board of Trade, and accordingly this Board beg to 
state that when the lighthouse shall have been put in .a state of permanent repair, “this 
Board will not offer any objection to its being transferred to their charge, under such

-I am directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 6th instant, transmitting, in reply to Mr. Farrer’s letter of the 6th ultimo, 
a further communication from the Dublin Port and Docks Board on the subject 
of Poolbeg Light, to the effect that after the recent notification of the intention 


‘of the Board of Trade to apply to Parliament for a special Act to vest this light 


in the Port Board; the latter will offer no objection to the transfer when the 
lighthouse has been put in a state of permanent repair. 

The Port Board, however, refer to the length of time during which this light 
has been’ in the charge of the general lighthouse authority, and observe that it 
has been so since the passing of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, with the 
consent of the Board of ‘Trade. 

I am to request that you will move the Commissioners of Irish Tete to re- 

mind the Port Board, that though they maintained the light from 1810 to 1845 
as a coast light supported by a toll, they acted illegally in doing so, and had to 
abandon the toll. 
It is true that so long as the Port of Dublin Corporation was both Port Board 
and general lighthouse authority, the Board of Trade sanctioned as a matter of 
convenience, an arrangement by which Poolbeg was included inthe list of lights 
under the general lighthouse authority; but they did so on the understanding 
that the Port Board should contribute from port funds an annual payment which, 
as then estimated, would be equal to the cost of maintaining the light, and the 
Board of Trade declined to entertain the proposal of the Port Board, that they 
should assist that Board to obtain an Act which they informed this Board would 
be necessary to relieve the local funds of their liability in respect of the 
light. 


The circumstances of the case, moreover, have, as the Commissioners are aware, 


_ beenaltered since 1856, when that arrangement was sanctioned. The Port Board 


have since ceased to be a general lighthouse authority, and the sum believed in 
1856 to be sufficient to provide for the maintenance of the lighthouse has proved 
to be wholly inadequate, a result due in great measure to the fact that the local 
pier on which the lighthouse stands, and for the maintenance of which special 
funds were created by the Legislature, has been found to be frequently in a state 
dangerous’ to the lighthouse, and in need of expensive repairs. 

The cost of such repairs is properly a charge on the local funds provided for 
the maintenance of the south wall; but believing that, under the arrangement 
of 1870, the light would soon pass out of their hands into those of the Port 
Board, and in consideration of the other terms of that arrangement, the Board 
of Trade, by their letter of the 1st June 1870, sanctioned a heavy expenditure 
for remedial works at Poolbeg. 

Having regard to the facts stated above and to the loss already sustained by 


the Mercantile Marine Fund in respect of this) light, the Board of Trade are

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wholly unable to admit the equity of further taxing the Mercantile Marine Fund 
for this purpose. 

They maintain that it is not, and never was, properly liable for any expenses in 
respect of this light; they are willing, nevertheless, to facilitate so far as they

What they desired to convey in their letter of the Ist ultimo was that which 
they had already stated to the Commissioners (to be communicated to the Port 
Board) in the letter of the 25th March last, namely, that though not considering 
themselves in any way liable for the maintenance either of the lighthouse or 
pier, they would be prepared to “authorise the expenditure necessary to put the 
“ lighthouse itself in repair before handing it over to the Port Board.” 

From the terms of the Port Board letter of the 21st October, taken in conjune- 
tion with the tenor of the previous correspondence, the Board of Trade might 
feel warranted in concluding that that authority concurred, but it was to prevent | 
the possibility of any future misunderstanding that this Board again referred in’ ~ 
detail to the proposed arrangement in my letter of the 1st ultimo. 

The liability of the local funds for the maintenance of both pier and light- 
house was fully admitted by the Port Board in 1854, when the control of the 
Mercantile Marine Fund became vested in the Board of Trade, and the Board of 
Trade at that time allowed the lighthouse to remain on the list of general lights 
only on the understanding that a sum which was then estimated as sufficient for 
the maintenance of the lighthouse should be annually paid out of port funds to | 
the credit of the Mercantile Marine Fund, This sum, less than 400/. per 
annum, could at no time have been deemed sufficient for the maintenance and 
repair of the pier, or of that portion of it on which the lighthouse and premises 
stand. 

The next arrangement with the Port Board followed on the separation of that 
Board from the Lighthouse Board, and in settling a variety of questions which 
arose out of the separation of the two Boards, the Board of Trade under the then 
existing circumstances agreed to pay out of the Mercantile Marine Fund a sum 
sufficient to put that portion of the pier which, is seaward of the lighthouse in 
repair once for all before handing over the lighthouse to the Port Board. This 
they accordingly did, but before the pent could be handed over, further damage 
happened to the pier, for which, as they stated at the time, they did not hold 
themselves liable. Eventually, however, in 1874, as there appeared to be some 
doubt whether the agreement of 1870 might not have been considered to throw 
upon them the cost of these unforeseen expenses, the Board of Trade in he» 

etter 
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letter of the 17th June 1874 offered to pay a sum of 5,800/. on the understanding 
that the Mercantile Marine Fund was at once to be relieved of all further charges 
in respect of this light. 

As the Port Board however distinctly declined to carry out this agreement as 

_ regards the lighthouse, this doubtful liability which the Board of Trade had 
been willing to compromise no longer existed, and the case now stands on its 
own merits. ; 

Under these circumstances the Board of Trade, after a review of the whole 
question, the result of which was to leave them more satisfied than ever that the 

_ light, whether inclusive or exclusive of the portion of the pier on which it’ stands, 

never did belong to, and never should have been a charge on, the Mercantile 
Marine Fund, informed the Port Board of the conclusion at which they had 
arrived, and of the steps they proposed to take to obtain a Bill, the object of 
which is to remove all possible doubt from the minds of the Port Board as to 
their statutory ability to maintain Poolbeg. 

The Board of Trade have all along been desirous to deal in a liberal spirit 
with a body so long associated with the Lighthouse authority, but it is 
impossible, in the face of the letter of the Port of Dublin Corporation, of May 
1854, in which they ask this Department to assist in obtaining an Act of Parlia- 
ment to relieve the port funds of their acknowledged liability, that the Board of 
Trade can now admit the Mercantile Marine Fund liable. 

I am to request that you will move the Commissioners of Irish Lights to 
cause the Port Board to be made acquainted with the contents of this letter, and 

to remind them that, since the agreement of 1870 was repudiated by them, the 

Commissioners have expended a considerable sum in respect of this light, 

and that the Port Board have not continued their contributions for its main- 
tenance. 

' With regard to the observations of the Port Board on not being consulted on 
the subject of the preparation of the Parliamentary Notice, it will be seen that, 
having regard to the protracted delay until the 21st October by the Port Board, 
in considering the communications made by this Department in the months of 

_ February and March. last, and also to the date at which the Notice had to be 
published, there was, if a Bill was to be introduced at all, no time, after your 
letter of the 22nd October: had been duly considered, to consult any one in

I am directed to acknowledge your letter of the 13th instant, enclosing a further com- 
munication from the Board of Trade in reference to Poolbeg Lighthouse, and to state the 
Board regret to find that after they had anticipated an amicable settlement of the subject 
would have arisen from the concessions they had made, the Board of Trade should now 
introduce a new question not contemplated in any correspondence previous to their letter 
of the 25th of March last; viz., that in the agreement to put the lighthouse in a per- 
manent state of repair, a distinction is sought to be drawn between the base of the tower 
and the superstructure. It is not the desire of this Board to follow the Board of Trade 
in all the general statements made in their letter, but they prefer confining themselves to 
the facts in relation to the history of this lighthouse, as shown by the correspondence. 


Ist. The allusion in this Board’s letter to the sum named by Sir John Coode was not 
offered as evidence of the admission of the liability of the Board of Trade to maintain 
the lighthouse, as represented in their letter, but as proof of the fact that the works con- 
templated by him embraced the thorough repair of the base of the lighthouse. 


2nd. As to the statement of the Board of Trade “that they do not admit, nor neyer 
“ have admitted their responsibility for the repair and maintenance of this lighthouse, or 
‘* of the pier on which it is built,” [ am, in the first instance, to refer you to my last 
letter, in which it is pointed out that the lighthouse is not built on the South Wall, 
yet the Board of Trade take no notice of that fact, but proceed on a contrary assump- 
tion. As to their non-admission of liability to maintain the lighthouse, I am now to quote 
from the letter from the Ballast Office of the 9th of July 1853, to the Board of Trade; 
viz, ‘‘ That the result of an interview with Mr. Cardwell (then President of the Board 
“of Trade) was that the existing harbour lights in Ireland (Howth, Dunmore, 
“ Donaghadee, and Poolbeg), were to be maintained under the provisions of the Bill 
“ which the Government were about to bring into Parliament, out of the general funds, and 
‘in the same manner as they had hitherto been supported,” and, “on that understanding 
“the (then Ballast) Board refrained from remonstrance on the then contemplated appro- 
“ priation to general lighthouse purposes as arranged by the Bill, of the large sum (of 
** 100,000 7.), they had accumulated by persevering and rigid economy,” and “of which 
“fund Poolbeg Lighthouse had contributed the largest portion.” 

The reply of the Board of Trade, dated 13 July 1853, states that, ““ Mr.Cardwell’s state- 
“ment as regards these lights was to the effect that he took into consideration the main~ 
“ tenance of the Harbour lights as one of the reasons why the proposed arrangement 
“ should be regarded as beneficial to Ireland.” 

I am to refer to the provisions of “ The Merchant Shipping Act of 1354,” and “The 
Port Act of 1867,” as fully carrying out the undertaking of Mr. Cardwell, in accord- 
ance with which the above three lighthouses, as well as Poolbeg, have ever since been 
maintained out of the general lighthouse funds. From the correspondence of 1854, it 
appears that immediate necessity for repairing the base of the lighthouse occurred at that 
period, and the questions arose as to the liability of the Board of Trade to pay for the 
repairs, and accordingly, on the 17th May 1854, they wrote, “ as regards the foundation of 
“the lighthouse, my Lords request the Corporation will not overlook any works that may 
“be necessary to the permanence of that building, leaving the question who are the 
“parties liable to the outlay for future consideration.” To this the Ballast Board aéquiesced 
by their letter of the 26th May 1854, and the works were done at the expense of the Mercan- 
tile Marine Fund. After further correspondence, the Board of Trade, on the 1st of August 
1856, wrote, “assuming that it is the intention of the Ballast Board to abide by their — 
“resolution to pay from the port dues an equivalent sum to what the toll on this light- — 
«house would have produced if charged, so that Poolbeg Lighthouse should contribute to 
“the general fund from which it is to be maintained, my Lords see no difficulty in coming 
“to the conclusion that the expense of maintaining this light should be defrayed out of | 
“ the Mercantile Marine Fund,” and which undertaking to maintain the lighthouse has 
been fulfilled to the present. 

It will be observed from this letter that the Board of Trade in their last communication 
have fallen into an error in stating that the sum to be contributed from the Port Funds 
“ was estimatad as sufficient for the maintenance of the lighthouse;” the arguments resting 
upon that statement need not therefore be further referred to. 

Again I have to point out that the Board of Trade are in error in stating that by the 
arrangement of 1870 “ they agreed to pay, out of the Mercantile Marine Fund, a sum 
* sufficient to put that portion of the pier which is seaward of the lighthouse in repair.” 
No such undertaking was given, nor was there any reference made to a “ pier,” nor is 
there a “ pier” eastward of the lighthouse. The agreement was “ to place the base of 
* the lighthouse and dwellings in a permanent and thorough state of repair,” as stated in 
the Board of Trade’s letter of the 1st of June 1870. pfs: © 

This agreement has not been carried out, for the reasons given in my letter of the 6th 
March 1875. The offer of the Board of Trade to pay the sum of 5,800 /. was not in accordance 
with that agreement, and this Board were quite at liberty to dissent from it, and they desire — 
to express their regret that the Board of Trade should have charged them with Gi 
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“¢ diating ” it, when they were in possession of the legal difficulties which were afterwards 
discovered, and which prevented them from carrying it out without fresh legislation; but 
upon the intimation of the Board of Trade to apply to Parliament for a special Act to 
vest the lighthouse in this Board, they submitted to the course proposed, and in their 
letter of the 5th March 1875, they “stated that when the lighthouse shall have been 
“placed in a state of permanent repair this Board will not offer any objection to its 
' “ being transferred to their charge.” 

While referring to this letter, I am to state that the early period of this their acquies- 
cence in the proposed measure, gave ample time to enable the Board of Trade to confer 
- with them as to the form the Parliamentary Notice was to take. 

In regard to the statement of the Board of Trade, that the Port Board have not con- 
tinued their annual contribution under the arrangement of 1854, I have to remind you 
that, by the agreement of 1870, that contribution was not to be paid so long as your 

Commissioners remained in occupation of the North Wall premises; and as that occupa- 
tion only ceased in the month of May last, the Board cannot arrive at what their contri-: 
bution will amount to until May 1876. And while on the subject, I am again to point 
out that the sum of 600/., paid on account of repairing the lignthouse out of the port 
funds, has not yet been repaid from the Mercantile Marine Fund. 

It is only necessary to add that this lighthouse, built by, and for a lengthened period 
maintained from, the public funds, and not from local rates, is equally entitled, from the 
undertaking given by the President of the Board of Trade in 1853, to be maintained out 
of the Mercantile Marine Fund, as the other three lighthouses named; and as trustees 
of the harbour of Dublin, the Port and Docks Board consider they have made a large 
concession in placing the cost of its future maintenance on the port of Dublin, when the 
Board of Trade carry out their agreement of 1870, to place it in a thorough and permanent 
state of repair.

I am directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 1st ultimo, enclosing the further observations of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board, on the subject of the transfer of Poolbeg Lighthouse, on the 
repairs at that station, and more particularly on the letter from this department 
of the 9th December. 

The Board of Trade are unable to assent to some of the statements of the 
Port Board, many of which, moreover, seem irrelevant to the question at 
issue. 

The position of Poolbeg, with reference to the Mercantile Marine Fund, is quite 
different from that of the lights referred to by Mr. Cardwell in 1853. Only 
three harbour lights were under a general lighthouse authority in Ireland previous 
to 1810, and were transferred by Act of Parliament to the charge of the Ballast 
Board at that time, viz., Dunmore, Donaghadee, and Howth, and these had 
previously been maintained out of a general lighthouse fund. Poolbeg, on 
the contrary, had always been maintained out of port funds. 

This was fully admitted by the Port of Dublin Corporation in 1854 and 1856 
by their letter of the 26th May 1854, appealing to the Board of Trade to assist 
them in obtaining an Act of Parliament to relieve port funds of the liability, 
and by the resolution placed by them, of their own accord, and without com- 
_ municating with this department, on their journals in 1854, which resolution 
was afterwards confirmed by their agreement with the Board of Trade in 1856, 
to pay out of port funds for the maintenance of the light. 

The Port Board refer to 100,000 /. (the greater part of which is stated by them 
to have been contributed by Poolbeg) paid into the Mercantile Marine Fund prior 
to 1856. It should, however, be remembered that the revenue from Irish lights 
falls far short of the annual expenditure on the same, and an expenditure probably 
more than equivalent to the sum named above has been incurred since 1854 
from sources of Mercantile Marine Fund revenue, other than Irish lighthouse 
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tolls, in the establishment of the 20 new lighthouses and seven new lightships 
placed on the Irish coast during the period in question, at a cost of little under 
200,000 /. | 
When Parliament granted funds for the erection of the South Wall and of 
Poolbeg Lighthouse, it also gave the Dublin Ballast Board power to levy dues 


for the maintenance’ of those works, and both the lighthouse and the South Wall 


were maintained out of port dues until 1810. 

From that date, for about 36 years, the Ballast Board levied from the passing 
trade a toll which was subsequently found to be illegal, and assuming that the 
larger portion of the 100,000 /. handed over tothe Mercantile Marine Fund was 


levied, as the Port Board believe, in respect of Poclbeg, the transfer of that - 


amount to the fund of the passing trade seems no more than just, even if 
Parliament had had no other object in view in so transferring it. 

The circumstances have also been greatly modified since the arrangemeut of 
1856 was arrived at. The average annual cost of maintenance was then stated 
by the Ballast Board (in their letter of the 15th August 1856) at 520/., and 
the revenue which would have been realised by a toll was’ estimated at 375 /. 
per annum. 

It was reasonable to suppose that as trade increased in the course of vears, 
the annual contribution would come to equal the expenditure for maintenance, 
and this anticipation would no doubt have been realised but for the large abate- 
ment of dues that has been made since 1856, and but for the fact that a wholly 
unlooked-for expenditure has since been found to be required for repairs, 
necessitated in great part by the stronger action of the sea on the pier, resulting 
from works for the improvement of Dublin Harbour. 

These changed circumstances of the case would have by themselves constituted 
ground sufficient to induce the Board of Trade to reconsider the arrangement of 
1856. There were, however, other considerations to lead them to that course. 


Legislation (as observed above) had never imposed on them the obligation of 


maintaining the lighthouse out of the Mercantile Marine Fund; while on the 
contrary the Acts of the Irish Parliament referred to in previous correspondence 
provided funds out of which it was to be maintained, and’ was actually main- 
tained unti] 1810; and it became morc than ever necessary to come to a new 
arrangement as regards Poolbeg, when, after the separation in 1869-70 of the 
Light and the Port Board, the latter ceased to be a general lighthouse authority, 
and when they insisted on charging the Mercantile-Marine Fund with a heavy 
rent for premises which had been occupied for lighthouse purposes rent-free for 
nearly 60 years. 

It may be added, that had the dues for Irish lights not been reduced, as they 
have been by some 70 per cent. since 1854, the amount to be now contributed 
by the Port Board under the arrangement of 1856 would be so large that, in 
their own interest, they would have had reason to ask that that arrangement 
should be revised, and the Board of Trade would have been quite prepared to 
consider such a proposal. i 

In their letter now under reply the Port Board complain that the Board of 


Trade take no notice of the fact that the lighthouse is not built on the South” 


Wall, and explain that their allusion to the sum named by Sir John Coode was 
not offered as evidence of the admission of the liability of the Board of Trade to 
maintain the lighthouse, but as proof of the fact that the works contemplated by 
him embraced the thorough repair of its base. : fi 

The extent, however, of the liability, if any, of this Board for the cost of the 
works at Poolbeg is not affected by the question whether it is a portion of the 
South Wall, or the actual base of the lighthouse, that needs such expensive repairs, 
inasmuch as “the light, as already stated, whether inclusive or exclusive of the 
“ portion of the pier on which it stands, never did belong to, and never should’ 
‘‘ have been a charge on, the Mercantile Marine Fund.” (Board of Trade letter 
of the 9th December.) 


No evidence, however, has been put before the Board of Trade that the light — 


is not built on or into the breakwater. Sir John Coode, in his report, refers to 
the ‘“‘ Breakwater apron surrounding the tower.” 

This breakwater apron serves not only for the protection of the lighthouse, 
but also of the South Wall Pier ; and even if it could be shown—which of course 
this Board do not admit, and even the Port Board do not attempt to establish 
this—that the Mercantile Marine Fund is solely liable for the maintenance of the 

light, 
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light, it would still be but equitable, irrespective of any previous legislation giving 
them funds for the purpose, that the Port Board should share with the Mercan- 
- tile Marine Fund the cost of repairing this breakwater apron, more especially as 
its security seems to have been affected by the results of harbour dredging, &c., 
in a more powerful action of the sea upon it. 
Mr. Stoney’s estimate of the expenditure required was 700/. to be expended 
in 1874, and 4,000/. “for any additional blocks that may be required during 
“the next eight or ten years after 1874.” At the same time, 1874, Sir John 
Coode recommended that 1,500 /. should be expended at once, stating that an 
additional 4,300 7. would be required for “ the 7e-construction of the breakwater 
“* apron,” and some minor work. The Board of Trade, as they have so frequently 
observed already, do not admit any liability for repairs to this lighthouse or pier, 
which they must consider as purely local works; but even could they su far 
acquiesce in the view of the Port Board as to admit any degree of liability, it 
is manifestly out of all reason that they should be required to bear the entire 
‘cost of works to extend over six or eight years from the present time. or of the 
complete reconstruction of portion of the harbour breakwater.

The Board of Trade are still prepared, as stated in their previous letters, to’ 
act in a liberal spirit in this matter, and though remaining of opinion that the 
Poolbeg Light has already thrown upon the Mercantile Marine ‘ und a large 
expenditure which it should not properly bear, they are ready to sanction, as a 
final settlement of the subject in dispute, payment (in addition to the 1,500. 
sanctioned by their letter of the 8th January 1875, to the 130/. sanctioned in 
September last, and to the 600/. 16 s. 9d. referred to in the Port Board letter 
of the 30th January 1875), of a further sum for such expenditure as can be 
shown to this Board to be necessary between the present time and say the 
Ist October next, when the Port Board would take over the light. 

A draft of the Bill, as settled by the Parliamentary Counsel to Her Majesty’s 
Government, for vesting the lighthouse in the Dublin Port and Docks Board, 
is transmitted herewith, and the blanks in it can be filled in, on that Board 
assenting to the proposed arrangement.

. of the 19th ultimo, in which you transmit a copy of a letter from the Port Board 
dated the previous day, and purporting to be a reply to my letter of the 
8th February on the subject of Poolbeg Lighthouse.

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Referring io the second paragraph’ of the present communication from the 
Port Board, I am to express the surprise of the Board of Trade at the remark 
that the Port Board “are glad to understand that the Board of Trade are now 
ready to sanction the necessary expenditure to carry out the argeement of | 

1870.” ‘ 

A glance at my last letter will show that there was no reference in it to this 
agreement, and nothing that could justify such an interpretation of it. The 
Board of Trade have already expended a much larger sum upon repairs to 
Poolbeg Lighthouse than they contemplated when they entered into the arrange- 
ment of 1870. 

They have not only expended the amount which the Port Board estimated as 
required for the repair of the then existing damage, but they have since 
sanctioned further payments amounting to 1,630 /., which have been expended. 
in repairing damages that have occured since that agreement was entered 
into. 

The Board of Trade have thoughout this correspondence distinctly stated that 
they are not now prepared to renew either the arrangement of 1856 or the 
agreement of 1870; the former having naturally been brought under revision 
when the Port Board ceased to be a genera! lighthouse authority, and the latter 
having been repudiated by the Port Board in 1874. 


The Commissioners of Irish Lights are aware that the agreement of 1870 was 
- entered into with the view of settling certain questions in dispute that had arisen 
from the separation of the two Boards, the principal of which were,— 

(1). The claim of the Port Board that the Commissioners of Irish Lights 
should give up to them certain premises at the North Wall which, though — 
belonging to, the Port Board. before they became (in 1810) a general 
lighthouse authority, had been occupied as lighthouse premises for nearly 
60 years. 

(2.) The requirement of the Board of Trade that the Port Board should 
take over the management and maintenance of Poolbeg Lighthouse, which 
was a local light for the Port of Dublin, and for the maintenance of which 
funds had been provided long before the Port Board had become a light- 
house authority, and for which no funds had otherwise been legally pro- 
vided. 


The Port Board, while a general lighthouse authority, had (under the arrange- 
ment of 1856) included this light with the general passing lights, and contributed 
an annual sum for its maintenance that had proved quite inadequate for the 
purpose. 

At the time of the arrangement of 1870, the apron of the breakwater on which 
the lighthouse is situated had been severely damaged by a storm, and the Board 
of Trade had protested that they could no longer authorise payments for its 
maintenance out of the Mercantile Marine Fund. 

After some correspondence, it was agreed that the Board of Trade should once 
for all execute these repairs, and then hand over the lighthouse to the Port 
Board, to whom the premises at the North Wall should at the same time be also 

handed over. ; 

It was arranged that the engineer of the Port Board should undertake the 
repairs, which that Board estimated would cost 2,500/. These repairs were duly 
executed, and the money expended on tliem paid by the Board of Trade; but 
before the lightlouse was actually transferred,.further and more serious damage 
was done to the apron of the breakwater by fresh storms. 

The Board of Trade held that they were not responsible for the further repairs 
required, but in order to settle a dispute of long-standing, they offered a com- 
promise in 1874, when to their astonishment the Port Board stated, for the first 
time, that they were not legally competent to fulfil the agreement which they 
had entered into in 1870, or to take over the light. 

The Board of ‘Trade having fulfilled the obligations contemplated at the time 
of entering into the agreement, and being released by the Port Bourd from any 
doubtful obligations that might have arisen under the agreement, had to re- 
consider their position, and it was not without much careful investigation and 
consideration that they decided on the course they ought to pursue. 

_ They obtained from the Commissioners of Irish Lights and from their own 
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records papers relating to the early history of this light, which had not been 


before them when they entered into the agreement of 1870, and they discovered, 
as has been shown in the-previous letters of this correspondence, that the question 
of the liability of the Port Board for the maintenance of Poolbeg was by no 
' means the doubtful question it had been represented to be. 
' The circumstances were now much changed, and the Board of Trade felt they 
might with justice at once require the Commissioners of Irish Lights to with- 
draw their light-keepers, leaving to the Port Board the responsibility. of main- 
taining the light. Having regard, however, to the serious consequences of an 
interregnum, should the Port Board not at once take up the duty, they deter- 
mined to seek from Parliament an Act relieving them from all responsibility in 
the matter. They then sent instructions to the Commissioners of Irish Lights 
to give up the North Wall premises, and shortly afterwards made known to them 
their intentions for the information of the Port Board 

As has already been pointed out, it is impossible that under the now altered 


circumstances of the case, the Board of Trade can either go back to the repu- | 


diated agreement of 1870, or that they can agree, as the Port Board now pro- 


pose, to pay the whole cost of the works for the reconstruction of the break- _ 


water apron which Sir J. Coode and Mr. Stoney (who is the engineer to the 
Port and Docks Board) proposed should be carried out in the course of eight or 
10 years. As pointed out in my last. letter, this would not be equitable, even 
were this lighthouse altogether a proper charge on the Mercantile Marine Fund, 
and a light with the maintenance of which the Port Board had no concern. 

It will be seen from my last letter that the Board of Trade would be prepared 
to allow, as a charge on the Mercantile Marine Fund, the expenditure that has 
‘ already been incurred, and also such further expenditure as may be properly 
spent upon the works before October next. 

The Board of Trade are at a loss to comprehend how the Port Board should 
have so entirely misunderstood their letter, and the liberal proposition it con- 
tained, and much regret that such a misapprehension should have arisen. 

In their desire to deal liberally with a Board so long associated with them in 
the general administration of Irish lights, the Board of Trade feel that they 
have gone beyond what they would have been fairly justified in doing without 
the sanction of Parliament, which they are at once about to seek. 

As the Session is now advancing, the introduction of the Bill cannot be further 
delayed, and as the Port Board have not taken advantage of the proposal that 
they should name the sum that should be expended by the Ist day of October 
next, the Board of Trade have now no alternative but to do so themselves, and 
to cause the Bill to be introduced into Parliament forthwith. 

I am instructed therefore to request that you will move the Commissioners 
of Irish Lights to cause the Port Board to be at once made acquainted with the 
contents of this letter, and to be informed that the sum to be stated in the Bill 
to be paid to them is, 600 /. in respect of repairs already executed, and 1,500 /. 
in respect of repairs to be carried out by the Ist of October, making in all 
2,100/. Iam, however, to add that if the Port Board can show that the apron 
breakwater will require a larger sum to be expended on it before October 
next than 1,500 7, the amount can be altered in Committee. 

As regards the tower and dwellings, Iam to request that you will cause a 
careful estimate to be made and forwarded, with full | particulars, to this oe of 
the expenditure necessary to put them in good repair.

In reply to the letter from the Board of Trade under date 7th instant, copy of which 
you were good enough to forward on the 8th instant, I am directed to state that the Port 
and Docks Board regret that any misunderstanding should have arisen as to the meaning 
of the Board of Trade’s letter of the 8th ultimo. . 

With respect to the period for completing the works necessary to place the base of the 
lighthouse in a state of permanent repair, 1 am to observe that it would be impossible to

REPORT of CommMirre%e appointed by the Admiralty, the Board of Trade, and 
the Trinity House, to consider the Regunations for PREVENTING CoLLIsIons 
at SEA. 


We have carefully considered the various suggestions which are contained in 
| the documents published in Parliamentary Paper, No. 353, of 1874, and es- 
_ pecially alterations in the existing rules proposed by the French Government, 

and we have also through the Board of Trade obtained information from the 
“masters of transatlantic steamers concerning a system of sound signals used by 
steamers on the coasts and in the rivers of the United States. We have 

unanimously agreed to recommend the accompanying amended draft regulations 
in lieu of those now in force. The consent of other nations will of course be 
_ necessary. 

Tt will be observed that our amendments do not involve any serious or 
fundamental alteration of the existing rules. We consider it of great importance 
that these rules which are now well understood should continue unaltered in 
‘substance; but there are some points in which they require elucidation, and there 
are Other points on which our own experience and the suggestions above referred 
to have shown that additions are necessary, and it is for these that we have 
endeavoured to provide.

The principal amendments are the following:— 


__ Art. 3, par. (a) provision is made for placing the white light of steamers not 
' only at the mast head but at any proper place before the mast. This is ren- 
_ dered necessary by legal opinions as to the meaning of the present regulations. 
_ Art. 5, which provides signals for ships laying telegraph cables or otherwise 
not under command. . 
Art. 9, which removes a doubt as to the lights to be carried by pilot vessels. 
Art. 10, which provides signal lights for drift net fishers and trawlers, and 
| puts an end to the conflict between the existing regulations and those annexed 
- to the Sea Fisheries Act, 1868.

Art. 4. A steam ship, when towing another ship, shall, in addition. to her 
side lights, carry two bright white mast-head lights in a vertical line one over 
the other, not less than three feet apart, so as to distinguish her from other 
steam ships. Each of these mast-head lights shall be of the same construction 
_ and character as the mast-head lights which other steam ships are required to 
_ earry. 
Art. 5. The following ships, viz. : 
A steam ship laying or picking up a telegraph cable: 
A steam ship which, in consequence of accident to her machinery or steering 
gear, or for any other reason, is not under command:

WueErEAs by “ The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” it was 
enacted, that on and after the 1st day of June 1863, or such later day as might 
be fixed for the purpose by Order in Council, the regulations contained in the 
Table marked C in the Schedule to the said Act, should come into operation 
and be of the same force as if they were enacted in the body of the said Act; 
but that Her Majesty might from time to time, on the joint recommendation of 
the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by Order in Council, annul or modify 
any of the said regulations, or make new regulations in addition. thereto or in 
substitution therefor; and that any alterations in, or additions to, such regu- 
lations made in manner aforesaid should be of the same force as the regulations 
in the said Schedule : 

And whereas, by the same Act, it was further provided, that whenever it 
should be made to appear to Her Majesty that the government of any foreign 
country is willing that the regulations for preventing collision contained in

And whereas by an Order in Council made in pursuance of the said recited 
Act. and dated the 9th day of January 1863, Her Majesty was pleased to direct :— 
First, that the regulations contained in the Schedule to the said Act, should be

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modified by the substitution for such regulations of certain regulations appended 
to the said Order ; 

Secondly, that the said regulations appended to the said Order should, on and 
after the 1st day of June 1863, apply to French ships, whether within British 
jurisdiction or not : 


‘And whereas by several Orders in Council subsequently made, Her Majesty 
has been pleased to direct that the regulations appended to the said Order of 
the 9th of January 1863, shall apply to ships of the following countries, whether 
within British jurisdiction or not; that is to say:

And whereas the Admiralty and the Board of Trade have jointly reeommended 
to Her Majesty to make the following additions to the said regulations, for the 
purpose of explaining the said recited articles and of removing the said doubt 
and misapprehension : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers vested in Her by the 
said recited Act, and by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, is pleased 


to make the following additions to the said regulations by way of explanation of 
the said two recited articles; that is to say :— 


The said two articles numbered 11 and 13 respectively, only apply to 
cases where ships are meeting end on, or nearly end on, im such a manner 
as to involve risk of collision. They, consequently, do not apply to two 
ships which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear of 
each other. 

The only cases in which the said two articles apply are when each of the 
two ships is end on, or nearly end on, to the other; in other words, to cases 
in which, by day, each ship sees the masts of the other in a line, or nearly 
in a line, with her own; and by mght, to cases in which each ship is in 
such a position as to see both the side lights of the other. 


The said two articles do not apply by day, to cases in which a ship sees 
‘another a-head crossing her own course; or by night, to cases where the 
red light of one ship is opposed to the red light of the other; or where the 
green light of one ship is opposed to the green light of the other ; or where 
a red light without a green light, or a green light without a red light, is 
seen a-head ; or where both green and red lights are seen anywhere but 
a-head.  — ;

of long and short whistle blasts as indicating the action of the vessel making 
them, and to some extent that system tends to facilitate the navigation of rivers; 
but we beg to submit for consideration the plan originated by an officer of one of 
our steam ships as being both simple and effective, viz. :— 


One blast to signify, “‘I am steering a course between north and east.” 
Two blasts to signify, “1 am steering a course between east and south.” 
Three blasts to signify, “‘] am steering a course between south and west.” 
Four blasts to-signify,-*‘ 1 am steering a course between west and north.” 


Any attempt to define by sound courses more exact than these would, we fear, 
involve unsatisfactory complications ; but altogether we can hardly say that we 
are prepared to recommend any particular system for adoption in British waters.

In the United States of America the following signals, which I consider simple and 
effective, are invariably used during fogs and in narrow channels, and I think could with 
advantage be adopted in British waters, viz. :—

One short blast, “ I am porting,” 
Two short blasts, “I am starboarding.” 


These are all that are used in the United States, but I would suggest another; three short 
blasts, “‘ I am stopped ;” if a sailing ship, “I am in stays,” or ‘sails aback ; ” these I con- 
sider sufficient ; any more would make it confusing.

Havine read over copy of letter from the Board of Trade, dated 19th instant, I have 
the honour of submitting my opinion with regard to sound signals. 

I have had several years’ experience of the system worked in American waters, namely, 
one short blast, “I am porting ;” two short blasts, “ I am starboarding.” 

These signals have been frequently used on board the company’s steamers under my 
command when entering and leaving New York harbour, and I am quite satisfied they 
have in many cases prevented collision with other vessels. In my opinion nothing could 
be more simple of application, and I should be much pleased to see the plan adopted in 
British waters, in all weathers. 

In reference to the other signals, three short blasts, “I am taking care,” and four short 
> my opinicn is that if these signals were adopted 
they would have a tendency to complication, and to a certain extent do away with the 
simplicity of the two first signals. I would also respectfully submit that if the “ port” 
and “starboard” signal is attended to, the two latter signals will never be required.

1. I have had experience of the system of sound signals used in the United States, but 
such experience is confined to signalling in narrow waters and clear weather. According 
to the rule in force in the States, one whistle signifies that the vessel is porting, and two, 
that she is starboarding. In narrow waters and clear weather, I consider such signalling: 
conduces to safety. 


2. The rule is very easy of application and interpretation. 
3. It might be with advantage adopted in British waters. 


4, The system propounded in the draft rules would, I think, be sufficient, but I beg to 
offer the following suggestions thereon :— 


(a.) The steam whistle should be sounded more than once in every three minutes 
- when the vessel is-under way. In these days of fast steamers, two vessels meeting 
each other will pass over a mile and a half or more in the time named. I think the 
whistle should be sounded at least once in every minute. If the code of signals 
recommended by the rules is adopted, some regulation should be made as to the 
length of the blast under this rule to distinguish it from the other. At present,two 
blasts are given immediately one after the other, and this is, I think, better than one 
prolonged blast.

(c.) On steamers and sailing ships at anchor, the fog-bell should be sounded at 
least once in every half minute, especially in roadsteads or-rivers, where ferry-boats a 
are in the habit of plying. : 


I think the adoption of the remaining signals should be left to the discretion of the 
officer in charge. 


5. I have no more simple or efficient system to suggest. 


6. I consider the system of signalling by sound should not be extended to narrow 
channels in foggy and thick weather, as it is impossible to judge at all accurately from 
sound the position of the vessel sounding, but I think that its use in clear weather would 
conduce to safety.

I am in receipt of your Memorandum, with Enclosure of (Copy) letter from Board of 
Trade, dated 19th February 1875, “about fog signals by sound.” I have respectfully 
to say in reply to— 


Question 1.—* Whether they (the captains or officers) have experience of the system 
used in the United States? What is that system, and does it conduce to safety ?” 

Auswer.—That ever since I have traded to the United States (a term of over 20 years) | 
the American river steamers have been in the habit in clear, or comparatively clear, 
weather only of “blowing one whistle, meaning port,” and “two whistles, meaning 
starboard.” The steamer that blows her whistle first has, so to speak, the “right of road.” 
It isonly A. telling B. to port; B. should reply back with one whistle, meaning “I will 
port.” Again, A. blows two whistles, telling B. to starboard; B, should reply back with 
two whistles, meaning, “I will starboard.” Thisis only usage and not compulsory. If B. 
does not answer A., then B. has not heard or does not concede ‘ the right of road” to A. 
I think, on the whole, that the American system does conduce to safety in narrow channels, 
but only during clear, or comparatively clear, weather. In such places, in fog, I think it 
would tend to confusion and disaster if made imperative; instance: asteamer A. is 
coming into the Mersey, steering south, and another steamer, B., going out of the river 
Mersey, steering north. Both these steamers meeting (“nearly .end on”), blows one 
whistle each, meaning port. Now, another steamer going out of dock, heading N.W., 
and she hears two whistles on her port bow; thinking that these two whistles proceed 
from one vessel only, the vessel out of dock “ starboards her helm;” by thatmeansrunsa 
double chance of collision.

Answer.—In narrow and frequented places, more than sufficient,so many whistles 
would tend to confusion and’ disaster, even if both vessels answered and used the same 
signal, and in open sea in lesser degree. Take another instance: A. steamer (off Nan- 
tucket shoals in open sea) going west (approaching New York) hears a whistle a little 
on her port bow, which proceeds from B., another steamer, going east. (Mostly eight 
fast steamers leave New York every Saturday.) Each steamer, A. and B., going 10 or 
12 miles per hour, A. blows one whistle, but in the excitement two whistles might be 
blown. 3B. hears two whistles, therefore starboards her helm, causing collision; or it 
might be A. hears a whistle on her starboard bow; A. starboards her helm and tries to 
blow two whistles, but owing to the intense cold in winter the steam has somewhat con- 
densed, and the pipe is partly filled with water. The first whistle is not heard by B., 
and B, having only heard one whistle ports her helm, causing collision. 


Question 5.—“‘ Whether they have any more simple or effective system to suggest?” 

Answer.—Nothing more than the American system as regards steamers. Holding all 
vessels (sail er steam) when under weigh in fog, to be responsible, each vessel standing 
its own risk, and each to repair (if they can) their own damage. As regards sailing 
vessels, the law now “states that sailing vessels, when underweigh, shall make a pro- 
longed blast with fog horn every three minutes, no matter what tack they are on. 
Might I suggest this alteration? Fog horn on port tack only, and Chinese gong on 
starboard tack; a fog horn is with some people difficult to blow, and so may sometimes 
cause neglect. Instance, a German steamer in open sea off Nantucket, heard a fog horn 
on her port bow; it proved to be from a Swedish barque on port tack, heading south- 
wards, wind easterly, going nine knots per hour: German steamer going east, 10 knots 
per hour, struck Swedish vessel amidships. Had there been a distinction of fog signal, 
showing which tack the sailing vessel was on, the steamer would have known how to 
act. 


Question *6.—‘* Whether‘looking to American experience, the system of signalling by 
sound should be confined to foggy and thick weather, or whether it should be extended 
to narrow channels?” 

Answer.—In fog, no. {In moderately clear weather, as the Americans use it and herein 
described, yes. Both in open sea and narrow channels. 

In fog.—A weak whistle may appear a long way off; and a powerful whistle close too, 
when it is the reverse. Again, the wind deflects sound, and, therefore, the two important 
points about collision are unknown, namely, bearings and distance; also original course 
and speed of each vessel prior to collision is urknown. ; 

The new suggested rules of signal by sound in fog, may at first sight appear plausible and 
feasible, yet in execution, | apprehend, they would be non-effective, causing confusion 
and disaster. In short, the only thing [ can see in it during fog is watchfulness, promp- 
titude, good decision how to act according to circumstances.

At the present 
time in the Atlantic, some steamers blow the whistle once, some twice, and others three 
or four times, one after another. 4 

The signals in the United States are, one blast for port, two for starboard. I canno 
say whether they have any for stop or reverse. I have been in the New York trade a 
great number of years, and found these signals to avoid collisions in many instances. 
The less the signals are complicated the more easy they are understood. I object to 
four blasts of the whistle; I don’t think it would prevent collision, the time being entirely 
too long.

In accordance with your desire conveyed to me in your note regarding fog signals, I beg 
to state that I have carefully read the letter from the Board of Trade, and reply that as 
far as my experienee goes of the American system, I think it admirably suited to navi- 
gation during fogs and in narrow channels. The system, as far [ am aware, consists of 
three signals, namely, the port and starboard signals, as described in the letter, and three 
short blasts to signify that the vessel is coming towards you, and likely to pass ciose to 
you; this, I would submit as meeting the general requirements, and at the same time 
remain perfectly simple. The signal consisting of four blasts might, I think, in many 
cases be mistaken for three, whilst rendering the system more complicated than is 
absolutely requisite.

They should be used in narrow waters; but we think that the signals of 
sailing ships should be made more often than three minutes in foggy weather, and that 
every sailing ship be compelled to use one of the bellows fog-horns instead of one blown 
by the mouth,

WE have not been able sooner to reply to your letter, M. 2626, on proposed 
fog and other signals. 
Our masters and officers being at sea, except those of the ships laid up, a 
_ general inquiry amongst them is a work of time. 
We have only, in consequence, been able to learn in detail the views of a few 
of them, but practically they must be alike. 
We shall reply to the questions in their order, and then comment on the whole 
subject from our own point of view. 


Question 1.—Whether the masters and officers of our steam ships have ex- 
perience of the system used in the United States; what is that system; and does 
it, in their opinion, conduce to safety? 

Answer.—Our masters and officers are aware that signals, similar to those 
you propose, are in use by American pilots in American waters in clear weather, 
but do not seem to know that they are in more extended use. 


: 


Question 2.—Whether the system is easy of application and interpretation? 
Answer.—They are not sufficiently acquainted with the signals to make any 
use of them themselves. 


Question 3.—Whether any similar system could with advantage be adopted 
in British waters? 

Answer.—They doubt the possibility of navigating in narrow waters in fog, 
by means of such signals, owing to the risk of more vessels than one sounding 
at the same time, and causing confusion. 


Question 4.—If so, whether the system propounded in the enclosed will be 
sufficient? and, if not, 
Question 5.—Whether they have any more simple or effective system to 
suggest? and, 
Question 6.—Whether, looking to American experience, the system of sig- 
nalling by sound should be confined to foggy and thick weather, or whether it 
_ should be extended to narrow channels in all weathers? 

; Answers 4, 5 and 6.—They think it would be a good thing to have a code of 
sounds by which to express movements; to be used more particularly in clear 
weather, to convey messages when occasion requires, and after some years’ ex- 
perience, a fresh inquiry might be made to determine its usefulness and guide, 

as to making it compulsory. 
_ They have not suggested any code or change upon the rules you have 
rinted. Be i. : 
: We shall now, with your permission, state some points of difficulty that have 
occurred to ourselves. : 
58. C If 
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If the compulsory rules A., B., and C. are observed in fogs, it’ is a physical 
impossibility at the same time to use the optional signals, and the interval be- 
tween the compulsory blasts would, we fear, be too short for the distinctive use 
of the optional signals; still they might be tried. 

But compulsory rules, as we understand the law, must be strictly observed, 
and these only. If a collision arose, and it was proven in court that a steam 
ship had not conformed to the law, that obliges her to give a prolonged blast 
once in every three minutes, but had, instead, given one prolonged blast and 
three short ones, we fear she might be cast in damages. 


Supposing this difficulty of the law were got over, which it might be by in- . 


serting the words ‘“‘at least one” after the word “make”, deleting “a” in the 
rule, it seems to us that it is most desirable to express actions by signals, but 
that those to be expressed are insufficient. 

That a sailing ship.is on the port tack, or the starboard tack, or having the 
wind aft, are important facts to know at night, or in fog, especially in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, and in our own channels, 

These could, however, be expressed as follows: the one blast which, when 
whistled, signifies in a steamer “I am. porting,” might, when blown by a fog 
horn, mean “lam a sailing ship on port tack;” two, by fog horn, “I am a 
sailing ship on starboard tack;” three, by fog horn, “I am a sailing ship running 
before the wind.” 

No steamer should use a fog horn. 

We append. a copy of the American law as to fog signals into which, you will 
observe, the foregoing suggestions would dovetail.

Whenever there is'a fog, whether by day or night, the fog signals. described below 
shall be sounded. 

Sailing vessels, and every craft propelled by sails, upon the ocean, lakes, and rivers, 
shall, when on their starboard tack, sound one blast. of their fog horn; when on their 
port tack, they shall sound two blasts of their fog horn; when with the wind free or 
running large, they shall sound three blasts of their fog horn; when lying to, or at 
anchor, they shall sound a general alarm. In each instance, the above signals shall be 
sounded at intervals of not more than two minutes. Jae 

Sailing vessels, when not under weigh, and anchored or moored in the channel. or fair- 
way of commerce, shall sound the general alarm signal at intervals of not more than two 
minutes; and all steamers navigating in a fog or thick weather, shall, by the rules 
governing pilots, sound their steam whistle at intervals of not more than one mitute.

REFERRING to above as per your enclosure, I would say the first few clauses in- 


cluding A., B., and C., being compulsory, are not open for discussion. although with the 


speed attained at present age, the intervals between blasts are entirely too long. 

The four signals suggested seem very good and to have been carefully studied, but I 
think as it is necessary (once the signal is made) to follow it or act in accordance, it 
should also be imperative that the ship first making the signal should have the right of 
way. 

‘t would also suggest that in clear weather, more particularly in rivers and approaches, 
where it is often found necessary to cross over from your recognised side of the river to 
the other with heavy draft ships on a flowing tide ora following tide, numbers 1 and 
2 signals should be used. No. 3 to mean, “Iam keeping my course;” no occasion for 
No. 4. The vessel first making this signal to have right of way. This has been 


’ found to work well in America. 


If not out of place, I should strongly recommend all vessels which are being approached 
by others in such a manner that their regulation lights cannot be seen (whether at anchor, 
coming to anchor, weighing, or under weigh), should show a bright light at stern, as for 
instance, overtaking a vessel at sea, meeting a vessel in stays, a vessel in the act of 
rounding to to anchor, or coming on a vessel at anchor, where her three masts are in one, 
hiding the light on forestay.

MEMORANDUM of an Inquiry into the Health of the Crew of the Barque “ Lizzie,” ~ | 
Official No. 64,104. ‘ 


On arrival on board the “ Lizzie” we had the crew mustered, and found all at work 
except four; these four were lying down on their bunks, off duty and sick. A medical 
examination showed them to be suffering from dropsy, resulting from scorbutic taint and 
exposure to cold, while insufficiently clothed. Although they are under medical attend- 
ance, we recommend that all be at once removed to the Sailor’s Home, as the fresh diet _ 
there will have the best effect on them; and it is hardly fair to the rest of the crew to be 
housed in one small room along with men in their present bad condition of health. The 
two seamen whose deaths have been already reported to the Consulate, one on the voyage 
from Freemantle, the other in Shanghai Harbour, we were informed by the master, 
George Frank Graham, died of a similar disease, and to verify this the certificate of the 
doctor attending the ship should be procured. Of the men at work one only showed signs 
of scurvy. 

We next proceeded to examine the quarters of the seamen, which was a house on deck, 
moderately clean, well-aired, and dry. ‘The only thing that could be taken exception to 
was the large number of men housed in such a limited space, for although there were 
bunks for only 10, 12 men were in the habit of sleeping there, and’ with five of those 
suffering from scurvy, it is little wonder that the men complained on arrival at 
Shanghai. 

The rice, sugar, salt beef, and salt fish on which the men were fed, were all excellent. 
of their kind, the salt beef being especially good. The limejuice, of which the ship had 
a fair supply, was also good. 

We are of opinion that scurvy broke out on board the ship in consequence of the cap- 
tain and officers not serving out limejuice during the voyage to the men. They, the 
seamen, state that they only received it twice during the voyage from Freemantle; and 
from the master’s own statement, it would appear that he neglected from the first to serve 
out to the crew a regular supply, and he was, in our opinion, culpably negligent in not 
doing more to save the lives of the men who died, and to prevent the-disease spreading in 
the ship. Aas 

At A same time, we are of opinion that the scorbutic symptoms were not of a nature 
to alarm the master and officers, and that the sudden change from the tropics to the 
wintry weather of the China coast, aggravated the disease and produced the dropsy, of 
which two men ultimately died, and from which four at present are suffering. The ship 
itself is a comfortable roomy vessel, the men are well housed, and the provisions they are 
supplied with are excellent; still we cannot but think that, if the provisions of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act of 1867, regarding the distribution of limejuice to the crew, on 
voyages where no fresh vegetables are to be had, had been attended to, scurvy would not 
have broken out.

I hereby certify that I attended seaman Ahmet, on board the barque “ Lizzie,” and 
that he died on 1st-March from general dropsy, resulting from scurvy.

His worship pointed out to defendant the following clause in the Merchant Shipping 
Act of 1867, which he considered applied to the. present case :— 


“ The master of every such ship as last aforesaid shall serve or cause to be served out 
the lime or lemon juice with sugar (such sugar to be in addition to any sugar required by 
the articles), or other such anti-scorbutics as aforesaid, to the crew, so soon as they have 
been at sea for 10 days, and during the remainder of the voyage, except during such time 
they are in harbour, and are there supplied with fresh provisions; the lime or lemon 
juice and sugar to be served out daily at the rate of an ounce each per day to each 
member of the crew, and to be mixed with a due proportion of water before being served 
out, or the other anti-scorbutics, if any, at such times and in such quantities as Her 
Majesty by Order in Council may from time to time direct.” 


In view of the favourable report made of the provisions and state of the ship generally, 
he would not inflict the penalty ; but he warned defendant, and all other shipmasters, 
that they were liable to a penalty if they neglected the law he had just read.

A Nava Court was held at the British Consulate in San Francisco, on the 24th day 

of August 1875, to investigate the circumstances attending twelve deaths, and an extra- 

' ordinary amount of sickness on board the British ship “ Bremen,” official number 70,892, 

of Liverpool, said Court being convened by Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul, at the 

request of Lawrence 8. Leslie, master of said ship, contained in a letter to the Consul, of 
which the following is a copy :— 


“ Sir, “ San Francisco, 18 August 1875. 

«© As you have probably heard of the arrival of the British ship ‘ Bremen,’ under my 

command, after a very long passage, and that 12 deaths have occurred on board, and 

- 22 men down sick and unfit for any kind of duty on my arrival at this port, under the 

circumstances of the case, and features of the disease, in order to relieve the owners of my 

ship, and myself, from the slightest shadow of blame in regard to provisions, water, or 

 anti-scorbutics, I beg you will order a Court of Inquiry at your earliest convenience, 
when the real merits and truth of the case may be made manifest.

AT 10 o’clock the Court was sworn, and afterwards it was thrown open to the public when the 
Proceedings commenced. 


Captain LAwREncE S. Lrsuiz being sworn, deposed as follows :— 


I am Master of the British ship “ Bremen,” 
official number, 70,892. My crew consisted of 
first, second, and third mates, cook (coloured), 
a steward, three apprentices, one white ordinary 
seaman, carpenter, carpenter’s mate, and _sail- 
maker; one white boy in galley (cook’s assistant), 
thirty-four coloured seamen, boatswain and boat- 
swain’s mate (both coloured); and after the tug- 
boat had left me J found two white boys on board, 
stowaways, one a captain’s son who had run away 
from home, and I took him in the cabin; the 
other I put to do duty with the men, living 
forward. Everything went smoothly until the 
9th day of February, when I carried away the 
topsail yard. On the 12th of February Charles 
Parvey complained of severe pain in the chest, 
and a very bad cough. I examined him and 
sounded his chest, and found that he was .com- 
pletely gone in consumption. I gave him a dose 
of cough pills, which he was unable to swallow, 
and then gave him a small dose of castor oil, and 
a little paregoric to ease his cough. On the 13th 
I had a mustard plaister placed on Parvey’s chest, 
and gave him fresh soup for his dinner. On the 
14th he was much worse; I could scarcely hear 
him speak ; I ordered him arrowroot and soft food ; 
on that day, being the 14th of February, I com- 
menced to serve out limejuice; on going again to 
the forecastle to see Parvey, I found his skin dry 
and feverish; ordered his feet to be put in hot 
water and mustard, and a mustard plaister to be 
placed on his left side where he complained he 
had the greatest pain. On the 17th he was in 
a good perspiration and much easier, but had a 
very bad cough; gave him paregoric and Friar’s 
balsam for hiscough. On the 21st he told me he 
was much easier, but that he was sure-he was 
going to die ; his bowels were very much confined, 
and | gave him a light black draught, and oat- 
meal porridge to eat. On inquiring about Parvey 
on the 22nd I was informed by the crew that he 
was better; I went to see him, when he told me 
that he had'suffered for a long time with a pain 
in the chest previous to this voyage; at 7 a.m. 
on the 23rd the second mate informed me that 
Charles Parvey, the sick man, had fainted. I went 
at once to the forecastle and found two of his ship- 
mates supporting him; on examining his pulse 
and heart, I found that life was extinct. I ordered 
his effects to be taken charge of and taken aft, 
and an inventory to be taken of them in the pre- 
sence of one of the crew by the second officer. 
I had the deceased brought on deck and decently 
laid out and covered with a boat’s awning, not 
intending to bury him for 24 hours. At 8 
am. on the 24th I ordered all hands to be 


mustered, and committed him to the deep, reading. 


over him the Episcopal Service. Nothing then 
unusual oceurred till the 13th March, at 20 


minutes past midnight, when the first officer came 
below, woke me up, and told me that there was a 
very serious time on deck; his watch had just 
come on deck and were in open revolt; would 
obey no orders, and would not answer to their 
names; threatened that they wouldcut the damned — 
lip and heart out of the second mate, and were 
very insolent to the mate also; Black and Scott 
were the ringleaders and spokesmen ; it was Scott 
who had threatened to cut the mate with a knife; 
I learned the particulars of the affair from the 
mate; fully armed myself; went on deck, de- 
termined to restore discipline at all hazards; on 
getting on deck I found the first mate’s watch in 
open revolt, and the other watch of 18 standing 
by jeering and ready to assist them if they were 
successful; on speaking to them, Black and Scott 
used most insulting language; I then ordered 
the muster roll to be read over to them again by 
the second officer; they said they had no names, 
their names had been washed off, and they would 
make no reply; I desired to know if they had 
any complaint; the answer was, “ No, we will be 
damned if we will muster, nor will we have our 
names called.” I found that it was useless to 
hold any argument with 18 imsolent and ignorant 
negroes; I had Black’s name called again, pointed 
out to them the serious crime that they were com- 
mitting, and what the consequences would be; 


Black refused to answer; I ordered himon one side © 


and told him to say his prayers; he stood on one side, 
and then I had Scott’s name called; he likewise 


refused, and I ordered him to stand on one side, 


and told him the same thing; the next man’s 
name was called and he answered to his name, — 
and so they did all in succession, and said they 
would go to their duty ; I then placed Scott and 
Black one on each side of the quarter, aft, telling 
them to stop there, and that if they left I would 
cenfine them; they remained there till 4 o’clock, 
when their watch was relieved; I ordered them 
below same as usual, but when they came on deck 
at 8 o’clock they were to place themselves in, 
the same positions that | had placed themin, At) 
9 o'clock in the morning I had them brought 
separately into the cabin and asked them what — 
they had to say for themselves; they still per- — 
sisting in the same refusal to, do anything; I 
ordered them in irons for a week on bread and 


water; at 4.30 on the 14th, Abraham Black ‘. 


sent word to me. that he was-exceedingly sorry ©

for what he had done, and that if I would release 


him he would give no more trouble during the 
voyage. To prove to him--thatit was merely for 
the sake of keeping order in my ship, and not from 
any feeling of malice or revenge, I released him 


on his good behaviour, he fully understanding — 


that on further symptoms of insubordination he 


would be again secured and more severely dealt 
with ; 


with ; I read this entry over to him, and asked 
him if he had any reply to make; his answer was 
that he had deserved all he had got, and it would 
be a lesson for him in future. At 6.30 the same 
day Scott sent word that he was sorry for what 
he had done; Ihad him brought before me in 
the cabin; he begged pardon for what he had 
done, said it was his first attempt at revolt or 

- mutiny, and that if I would forgive him it should 
never occur again; giving him fully to under- 
stand that any further attempt at revolt by him 
or any other would be at once put down; I read 
this entry over to him in presence of the mate; 
his answer to this was that he had deserved all 
he got, and that he was sorry for it. On the 
15th of March I ordered two fresh messes per 
month, with turnips and potatoes as long as they 
should last. 


Question by the President.] At this time had 
there been any complaints of sickness?— No; 
but in the evening of the same day Mathews, an 
A.B. coloured seaman, and Samuel Kellam, 
boatswain’s mate, both complained of being sick, 
the former with asthma and the latter feverish; 
and two other coloured seamen, Bailey and Sam- 
son, were laid up, the first with fever and the 
latter with two fractured ribs. 

- By the Court.| Had you been issuing potatoes 
previous to the date of the illness of these men? 
—Yes, many times. 

Had you a good supply of potatoes, tur- 
nips, and onions?—Yes, a very large supply. 
(The captain here handed a list of ship’s 
stores on leaving Liverpool, list marked A., 
and appended to the minutes of these proceed- 
ings; the correctness of said list sworn to by 
witness.) 

Why did you begin to give these fresh vege- 
tables on that particular day ?—I gave the potatoes 
with two fresh messes, potatoes and turnips going 
better with fresh messes than with salt. 

Seeing that you had such a large supply of 

fresh vegetables, when, and how often, did you 
serve out fresh vegetables previous to the 14th 
of March, and in what quantities?—Twice a 
week, a full mess for each man. 


Here the captain resumed, and said of Bailey 
the sick man, I gave him a saline mixture, and 
put him on diet. Samson, with the broken ribs, 

gave him a small dose of oil, and put a canvas 

_ waistcoat on him. On the 18th those same men 
were still ill, and a man named Laurenson 

- (coloured) was taken down with dysentery; on 
examining and questioning him, I found that he 
had had it on him since he had been in the ship, 
_ but I had known nothing of it, and the disease 
_ had become chronic; I gave him a light dose 

‘of oil, followed by rhubarb and diarrhea powder. 

On the 19th, Laurenson was very bad with bloody 
flux; I gave him a dose of ipecacuanha and a 

few grains of calomel, and two glasses of port 
wine per day. ‘This same day (19th) Mathews 
returned to his duty, but was shaky, and his 
_ lungs were in a bad state; I gave him paregoric 
_ and Friar’s balsam, which relieved his cough. 

On the 20th, Bailey returned to duty ; Samson 
and Laurenson still sick, and were treated as 
before. , 

_ On the 23rd, Laurenson was better and re- 
turned to duty. I discovered that he had no’ 
Constitution, was suffering from secondary syphilis, 
‘and had spots over his entire body. 
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On the 9th of April, Adams was down on his 
back, with severe pains in his chest, and roof of 
the mouth and tongue very sore, but no signs of 
scurvy. I gave him an alum gargle for his mouth, 
a mustard plaister for his chest, a dose of black 
draught; this man was showing symptoms of 
secondary syphilis also. 


By the President.] Describe more particularly 
the condition of the mouth?—The man com- 
plained of a soreness at the root of the tongue, 
and of a difficulty of putting the tongue out; 
the back part of the tongue was very much 
swollen; he also complained of a soreness in the 
throat and of a difficulty in swallowing. 


The captain then resumed: I put them upon 
a diet of corn flour and oatmeal, and served out 
to Adams and Laurenson a double supply of lime- 
juice. 

On this same day, April 9th, the boatswain, 
Christopher Soyer (coloured), was taken down 
with rheumatism in the knees and hands; I gave 
him a turpentine liniment to apply outwardly, 
and a tumbler of hot brandy and water and a 
Dover’s powder; ordered him to bed, and to be 
rolled up in blankets. 

On the 10th, Adams was still down, and Lau- 
renson was again taken down. 

On the 11th, I gave the boatswain a saline 
mixture and a Dover’s powder again; the sick 
men went along about the same till 14th, when 
I gave Adams port wine and quinine, he showing 
signs of debility. 

On the 15th, Laurenson was better in the 
bowels, and returned to duty; on the same day 
the boatswain was better and came on deck. 

On the 22nd, the boatswain was taken down 
again. At this time the weather was getting 
cold, with some snow. I gave the boatswain 
iodide of potassium ; one drachm to one quart of 
water; half a wine-glassful twice a day, and 
Dover’s powder at night. 


By the Court.]| Were the men seen to take 
the medicine, or was it sent to them to take at 
their own option?—The sailors were seen to 
take their medicins, but the boatswain being a 
petty officer, his was sent to him in a bottle; the 
boatswain subsequently acknowledged to me that 
he had not taken the iodide of potassium. 

On the 23rd, Adams was on duty again, 
but not a healthy man; he was a Sandwich 
Islander. 

On the 24th and 25th, the boatswain was still 
down, and could not stand on his feet; I gave 
him opodeldoe to rub with, and Dover’s powder 
at night. 

By the President.| At this time were the sick 
men in the forecastle ?—Yes, with exception of 
the boatswain, who had a room for himself and 
his mate. ~ 

At this time you were in lat. 55° 25”, and 
long. 56° 10/'; what.was the temperature ?—As 
will be seen by the logbook, 31° to 38° Fahr. 
On the 23rd, we were surrounded by icebergs, 
and I had to make a retrograde movement to 
get clear of them. 


The captain resumed: I had caused a large 
weather cloth to be made and placed in the fore 
rigging as a shelter for the men and the watch 
on deck, and kept but five men on deck, the 
others being below and ready to come on deck 
at call; knowing how susceptible these black men 
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were to the cold, and knowing that everything 
depended on them tv get my ship round the 
Cape, the weather being very severe and very 
heavy gales. Gn the 28th, I commenced to 
serve out two fresh messes per week. 


By the President.| Had you any especial 
reason for increasing the supply of fresh pro- 
visions at that time ?—None whatever, excepting 
that I thought it would do the men good, and I 
knew that I had a good supply. 


The captain here resumed: On the 30th, I 
had the boatswain’s feet and legs rubbed with 
turpentine liniment, after having been put in hot 
water. : 

On the 3rd of May, Charles Edwards was 
thrown over the wheel, and hurt in his side and 
arm; I had him put into his bunk; gave hima 
dose of oil, and had his arm rubbed with lini- 
ment. 

On the 4th, the boatswain was the same, and 
Edwards was no better; I gave him 20 drops of 
Friar’s balsam, as he was complaining of a sore- 
ness of the chest. 


By the President.| On the 15th of March, 
Kellam, the boatswain’s mate, is reported in your 
evidence to be laid up with fever, and you have 
not referred to him again in your evidence ?— 
He returned to his duty the next day, and has 
been on duty since. 


The captain then resumed: On the 7th of May, 
the boatswain was a little better, so that he could 
crawl up on deck; Edwards continued the same. 
This day I had the forecastle most thoroughly 
disinfected with carbolic acid, and orders given 
to do the same every day from that time forth. 

On the 8th, Edwards continued the same; I 

stopped his salt provisions, and ordered him sago, 
cornflour, and arrowroot. On same day Scott 
Jaid up with fistula. 
' I gave him wine and quinine; plugged the 
wound with lint saturated with black wash. On 
same day Taylor laid up with some disease of 
the foot; I gave him a dose of salts; that day 
Adams was also down with the same disease of 
the foot; I gave him a dose of salts, and campho- 
rated oil to rub his feet with. 

On the 9th, Edwards was a little better, Scott 
was the same, and Taylor was no better; Adams 
was worse, complaining of pain at the root of the 
tongue and inflamed tonsils. I gave him an alum 
gargle for the throat, and port wine and quinine 
twice a day. 

On the 10th May, ordered compressed vege- 
tables to be cooked for the men twice a week, and 
extra water to be allowed for that purpose ; Lau- 
renson was taken down again, complaining of his 
feet, and pain at the root of the tongue the same 
as Adams; I gave him a dose of black draught, 
and an alum gargle for his throat; still further 
increasing his allowance of limejuice in conse- 
quence of the marks on his body from syphilis ; 
gave him iodide of potassium, a drachm to a pint 
of water, two tablespoonfuls three times a day; 
be was seen to take it; I put him on rice and 
sago and oatmeal diet; ordered him fresh soup 
three times a week. 

On the 11th, Edwards, Scott, Taylor, Adams, 
the same, as also Laurenson. if 

On the 12th, they were all the same with ex- 
ception of Laurenson, who was suffering with 
more pain in his feet. I had cloths wrung out 


of hot water, and applied to his feet with no good 
effect ; his tongue was much swollen and very 
sore. . 

On the 13th, Laurenson, Edwards, Scott, 
Taylor and Adams were much the same. ; 

On the 14th, Scott was better, the discharge 
stopped, and wound looking much better; dress- 
ings changed three times per day. Adams com- 
plaining much of his throat and tongue; gaye 
him mustard plaister round the throat, alum gargle, 
and Dover’s powder at night. [dwards and 
Taylor were the same. 

On the 15th, Edwards was a little better ,com- 
plaining of one of his thumbs, with a severe pain 
down from the shoulder through the arm. On 
examining his thumb, I found it was inclined to 
gather; I gave him a flax seed poultice to apply 
to it. Laurenson worse than yesterday ; gave him 
quinine and wine. 

On the 16th of May, opened Edwards’ thumb, 
which gave him relief; Scott doing well; Adams, 
Taylor and Laurenson same as yesterday. 

On the 17th, Edwards much better, moving 
about the decks; Scott improving; Taylor the 
same; Adams looking very yellow and bilious; 
I gave him three grains of calomel combined with 
rhubarb. 3 

On the 18th, Adams said he felt much better, 
but complained of pain in the throat and feet; 
his feet then were slightly swollen; that same 
day, the 18th, finding my passage was likely to 
be prolonged, and only bringing bread for the 
outward passage, I-placed the crew and officers 
on three-quarters of a pound of bread per day 

er man. 

On the 19th, the boatswain was taken down 
(Christopher Soyer) with pains in his hands and 
knees; I gave him a saline mixture, and Dover's 
powder at night. i 

On the 20th, Adams was no better; Scott was 
doing well; gave him Castile soap to wash his 
wound with when dressing it. Taylor and Lauren- 
son the same as yesterday. This day Moran, A.B., 
coloured, was complaining of severe pains from 
the chest through to the shoulder blades. 


By the Court.| Had your crew sufficient 
clothing ?—They had sufficient clothing, but some 
few of them had not sufficient bed clothes, and 
I gave them canvass in absence of blankets. _ 


The captain then resumed:—On examining 
Moran J found his lungs in a very bad state, he 
having a severe cough; I learned from him that 
he had been troubled with his chest before, and 


that the doctors had ordered him to wear a Bur-~ 


gundy pitch plaister on his back, which he had 


done up to a few days, when he had thrown it 


away, since which foolish act he had felt himself, 
getting worse; not having any plaisters in the| 
chest, as they are not now furnished, I gave hi 
one of my own; I put a mustard plaister on his 
chest, and gave him cough mixture. 

On the 21st, I had all the sick men removed 


from the forecastle into an improvised hospital — 
on the main deck, feeding them with sago, rice, 


oatmeal, arrowroot and Australian mutton, 
as many pressed vegetables as they liked to 
eat. 


By the Court.| Had the men up to this time 
taken the lime-juice served out to them indi- 
vidually ?— All but one man had. 


The captain then resumed :—On the 22nd of ‘ 


May, 


2 


May, Moran was very bad, and throwing off 
great quantities of phlegm ; noticing at this time 
the peculiar features of the cases, it appeared to 
me that Laurenson, Adams, and Taylor had a 
species of rinderpest which affected their throats 
and feet; giving them quinine; the boatswain 
said he was as well as ever in his life with the 
exception of his hands and legs, he had a good 
appetite. On the 22nd, Adams seemed to be 
worse ; his whole system seemed to be giving out, 
notwithstanding he was taking port wine and 
quinine; on that day I came to the conclusion 
that they were suffering from some distemper 
which | could not fathom, and which no medicine 
that I could give them would reach ; I had Moran 
and Taylor carried up on deck to get a little 
fresh air, and the hospital cleaned and sprinkled 
with carbolic acid solution; every morning I had 
earbolic acid used. 


By the President.] How often had you carbolic 
acid used in the forecastle ?—Every morning. 


_ The captain then resumed :—Every possible 
eare and attendance was given to the sick men. 
On the 23rd May, the boatswain, Scott, Taylor, 

Adams and Laurenson were the same as yes- 
 terday. ‘ 

On the 24th, Laurenson was quite paralysed 
in one leg, and complained of severe palpitation 
of the heart: I gave him spirits of lavender, 
which relievedhim. Moran was gradually wasting 
away; Adams about the same; Taylor with a little 
less pain in the feet; Scott doing well. 

On the 25th of May, Mathews was taken down, 
complaining of severe shooting pains from the 
throat to the shoulder blades, and a difficulty of 
breathing, and the same soreness at the root of 
the tongue that the other men had; this man 
told me he had been suffering from asthma before 
he joined the ship; he had.a very short neck; I 
applied a.mustard plaister to his chest; had his 
throat rubbed with opodeldoc, and a few drops of 
croton oil mixed, which threw out a rash on his 
neck, and gave him relief; I gave him opening 
medicine, and put him on a low dict with 
quinine. e 

On the 26th, the boatswain, Scott, Adams, 
Laurenson, and Moran were the same as yester- 
day. This day Samson was taken down with 
the same disease at the root of the tongue. 

On the 27th, Moran, Samson, Mathews, Tay- 
lor, the boatswain, and Laurenson were the same; 
Adams said he was a little better. 

On the 28th of May, Moran was no better; I 
gave him a light dose of oil, and Dover’s powder 
at night. On this day the position of the ship 

was lat. 57° 22" S., long. 86° 26” W. 


By the Court.] Were you in a position to take 
advantage of any favourable slants that you got? 
_ .—I was not; I had nine men sick, including the 
_ boatswain and the boatswain’s mate, and without 

these men I did not dare to carry sail, because 

x could not get it in, and had to go very care- 

fully. ihe 

fe Had you taken into consideration at this time 
the advisability of putting into any port ?—No.

The captain then resumed :—On the 29th the 
 boatswain, Taylor, Samson, Moran, Laurenson, 
Scott, Edwards, and Mathews were much the 
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On the 30th, Samson bad in the feet; no 
swelling to be seen; Moran not so well; gave 
him cough mixture; Mathews showing every 
symptom of bronchitis, raising large quantities. 
of phlegm; put a mustard plaister on his chest, 
and gave him cough pills. 

On the 31st, Scott: was getting better, Lau- 
renson was very bad with ulcerated sore throat, 
and the smell from him was very offensive ; all the 
rest much the same; I gave Laurenson a weak 


‘solution of nitrate of silver totouch his throat with, 


telling him at the same time that it was poison. 

Onthe Ist of June, MacDougal, Scott, Wallace, 
Moran, Rae, Ross, the cook, the cook’s mate, and 
the boatswain’s mate, all refused to take lime- 
juice. The boatswain said that he never had felt 
better in his life with the exception of the pain in 
his legs; had as good appetite as ever. Moran 
was worse ; Mathews no better; Scott was better. 

On the 2nd of June, MacDougal, Scott, Rae, 
Ross, Moran, the carpenter, the sailmaker, the 
cook, and cook’s mate, Woods, Laurenson, Charles 
Edwards, Simon Edwards, and Mathews, all re- 
fused to take limejuice. 


By the Court.| Had there been any complaints, 
up to this time, of cold, either from insufficient 
clothing or otherwise ?—None. 


The captain then resumed: On this same 2nd 
of June, 1 was treating the men to the best of my 
ability ; Moran was growing weaker, and wasting 
away, taking beef tea and port wine; Mathews 
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had great trouble in his throat, and difficulty in | 


breathing ; Laurenson I examined, and found 
the roof of his mouth ulcerated; on that day, 
with all these sore mouths, no sign of scurvy 
gums was to be perceived. 

On the 3rd, Scott, Rae, Ross, Bailey, Ma- 
thews, Samson, Nicholas, the cook, and his mate, 
the boatswain’s mate, and MacDougal, all refused 
their limejuice; I was giving the men three 
messes of Australian meat and as much vegetable 
as they could eat per week, some of them refusing 
the vegetables. On thisday I doubled the quan- 
tity of limejuice to all hands, as I was deter- 
mined that with all the sickness that was on the 
ship no blame should attach to the ship from non- 
compliance with the instructions of the Board of 
Trade. This day Moran was very feeble; Ma- 
thews was a little easier; the others were all the 
same as before. This day a complaint was made 
to me by some of the crew that Samson was 
shamming ; I ordered him on deck. The boat- 
swain remains the same, and I fear he always will 
be so, as he has no pluck to help himself, which 
I find. a general complaint amongst all these 
negroes; I should have said the 4th of June as 
the day on which Samson came on deck. Mac- 
Dougal, Scott, Rae, Mathews, Samson, Bailey, 
Woods, the cook and his mate, and the boat- 
swain’s mate, all refused their limejuice ; Adams 


suffering very much with his feet and his . 


throat, yet says he feels well, and he eats and 
sleeps well; Taylor has the same trouble in the 
feet, and cannot walk; I made him keep his feet 
triced up. 

On the 5th of June, all the men refused to 
eat vegetables; the same men as yesterday refused 
to take limejuice. Laurenson full of scabs, and 
smelling most offensively; I can do nothing for 
him but give him iodide of potassium and nourish- 
ing diet ; I consider him a bad case. 


By the President.) At this time had you many 
B 3 of 
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of the crew, besides those on the sick list, who 
were not able to do full duty ?—Yes, I had four 
or five who had been complaining for some days, 
but they had not knocked off. 

What amount of duty could they perform ?— 
They could do duty about the deck, but were not 
able to go aloft. 

Are we to understand that, excepting these four 
or five, and those on the sick list, the rest of the 
crew were able to do full duty ?—Yes, as much 
duty as you can get out of any of those coloured 
sailors. 

How many of a crew did that leave you able 
to do full duty ?—My full complement is 50, and 
that would leave me 35. 


The captain then resumed: On the 6th, 7th, 
8th, and 9th, they were all getting on about the 
same, the same men refusing limejuice. 

On the 10th, Kellar was taken down with the 
same disease of throat and foot, and Johnson was 
taken down with sore throat and tongue and pal- 
pitation of the heart. I gave them an alum 
gargle and Dover’s powder at night. 

On the 11th, the carpenter, a white man, com- 
plained of a bitter taste in the mouth and a 
great lassitude; his skin was very yellow, and 
tongue much furred; I gave three mild purging 
pills, followed by a black draught; Moran was 
much worse, and could not lie down; must have 


his head raised; his eyes sunk much in his head, 


and he much emaciated; giving him stimulants 
and mustard on the chest to relieve pain. His 
lungs appear to be entirely gone. Scott much 
better; Mathews about the same; I gave him a 
dose of oil. Adams says he feels much better, but 
his looks belie it; giving him two glasses of port 
wine with two grains of quinine in each, daily. 
Kellar spitting blood, with a very bad cough; I 
gave him elixir of vitriol to stop the bleeding, and 
Friar’s balsam and paregoric to relieve the cough. 
This man, Kellar, in the coldest weather, off the 
Horn, would not wear any socks; the same men 
still refusing limejuice. 

By the Court.] About this time, with about 
12 men off duty, did you not think of putting 
into an intermediate port under the circum- 
stances ?—1 never thought of putting into a port, 
for I had abundance of vegetables, anti-scorbutics, 
and water. 

By the President.] At any time did you, dur- 
ing the voyage, take into consideration the pro- 
priety of putting into a port ?—I never did until 
San Francisco became the nearest port. 


The captain resumed: On the 12th, the car- 
penter, Edward Paulson, a Dane, was very 
sick and still very yellow in the skin; on ques- 
tioning him I found that he had been for many 
years on the Coast of Africa, and had had to 
leave that on account of sickness; ever since 
leaving Liverpool he had had an unhealthy look; 
I gave him a mild purging pill and half a blue 
pill, and put him on low diet. All the other men 
about the same with the exception of Moran, who 
was rapidly drawing to anend. ‘This day Sam- 
son went into hospital again with the same com- 
plaint; the same men refusing limejuice. 

On the 13th of June, the carpenter no better, 
the boatswain the same as he has been for weeks; 
I give him up as incurable; he could eat as well 
as any man inthe ship. Mathews this day worse, 
raising a great quantity of phlegm from the lungs; 
Adams no better, requested a dose of oil, which 
I gave him; complains much of a pain in on 


~ leg, and in the throat and tongue; the same men 


refusing limejuice. 

On the 14th, the boatswain, the carpenter, 
Scott, Laurenson, Adams, Taylor; Mathews, 
Samson, Johnson, all about the same; Kellar 
better, and gone on deck tohis duty. The latter 
part of that day Samson was likewise sent to his 
duty ; the same men refusing limejuice. 

On the 15th, the carpenter getting the same 
mouth and tongue disease, feeding him on sago, 
arrowroot, a glass of brandy and water each day, 
essence of beef; offered him preserved potatoes, 
which he would not eat; they all refused lime- 
juice this day, with the addition of one more man, 
Church. 

At 11 p.m., I was sent for to see Moran, whom 
they thought was dying; | went to him and gave 
hima glass of brandy and water, which rallied him 
for the time; all the rest of the sick men were a 
little better with exception of Mathews, who had 


great difficulty in gettinghis breath. He told 


me that he had been troubled with shortness of | 


breath for a great many years, 

On the 16th, on going rounds, among the sick, 
I found Moran far gone, scarcely any pulse, and 
eyes wandering ; Mathews suffering from spasms; 
gave him 20 drops of sal volatile in water, which 
gave him relief. Adams, complaining of looseness 


of bowels, gave him a small dose of rhubarb, fol- — 


lowed with diarrhea powders every four hours. 
The carpenter much worse, refusing to take 
quinine and wine; refused quinine on the grounds 
that he had taken so much on the Coast of Africa, 
and it did him no good’; the same men refusing 
limejuice as yesterday. 

On the 17th, I visited the sick at 10 a.m. 
Moran said he felt better, and asked for more to 
eat. I told him he should have it; Mathews no 
better; gave him another bottle of cough mixture 
and mustard for his chest. Adams not so well, 
suffering from general debility. ‘These negroes 
seem to have none of the stamina of the white 
man; will make no exertion to help themselves, 
nor will they help each other unless compelled 
to; the carpenter was better, and said he slept 
well. At 1.30 p.m. was sent for, and told that 
Moran was dead. I went to him at once, and 


found that life was extinct; had the body carried 


—~ 


on deck sewn up in canvas, and prepared for ~ 


burial. 


On the 18th, at 8 a.m., called all hands to | 


muster aft, and committed the body of Moran to 
the deep, reading over him the Episcopal ser- 
vice; ordered an inventory of his effects to be 


taken at once by the second mate in presence of 


one of the crew; the same men still refusing 
limejuice. 


By the President,| At this time had you con- 


sidered the propriety of putting into Valparaiso 
or some other port; or had there been any con- 
versation on this subject between you and your 
officers ?—No, none whatever. 


The captain then resumed :—On the 19th, the 
carpenter was a little better; he slept well; asked 


for limejuice; I gave him as much as he could — 


drink ; he still persisted in refusing quinine and 
wine. Adams says he feels better, and can eat 
better; Mathews with a fearful cough, and pain 
in the throat and chest. Johnson returned to 
duty; the same men refusing limejuice. 

June the 20th, on visiting the sick I found the 
carpenter no better; he requested a dose of salts, 
which I gave him ; Adams the same as yesterday, 

ec)! 
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yet thinks himself much better; I had him carried 
on deck for a short time in the air; Mathews 
said he had much less pain in the chest and could 
breathe more freely. There never could have 
been such a drain upon medical comforts as I have 
had since leaving port, or a more ungrateful set 
of men; the steward has been a perfect slave,

By the Court.| Had you any written letter of 
instructions or advice from your owner, with 
reference to this voyage before leaving port.

The captain then resumed :— 

On the 25th, at 5 p.m., mustered all hands 
aft, and committed the body of Adams to the 
deep, reading over him the burial service. 

On the 26th of June, the same number of men 
sick, and in the same condition. I could plainly 
see then that these frequent deaths had a ver 
bad effect both on the sick and the well. I tried 
to encourage and cheer them up all that I could, 
but they have no pluck in them. The carpenter 
the same; also the boatswain; I began to think 
that the boatswain was shamming a little at this 
time; Laurenson, I am afraid, will be the next 
to pass away, for notwithstanding all the disin- 
fectants I can use, the stench from him is fright- 
ful: at this time I have made a note in my log 
that my ship was becoming a floating lazar- 
house; and that it was no fault of; any one 
belonging to the ship, for never had men better 
provisions and water, or more. vegetables and 
fresh meat. 


By the Court.| What were all these sick men 
fed upon during all this time ?—They were fed 
principally upon arrowroot, sago, corn flour, boiled 
rice, oatmeal; and this at their own request, 
because their mouths were sore and they could 
not swallow ; they could have had fresh meat. if 
they had wished; they were generally asked 
what they would have, and each man would 
choose his own diet. 


By the Pe dent | Had you at this time a 
good supply of medical comforts.—Yes; supplied 
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by the owners; a double quantity having been for. (The list marked B., and appended to this 


ut on board; I mean by a double quantity, 
aatile the quantity required by the Act. 
A scale of medical stores submitted to the 
witness, who replied that he had all of them, 
and in larger quantity than the said scale called 


evidence.) 
[At this stage the Court adjourned at — 
11 o’clock, in consequence of the illness of 
one of the members, till 10 o’clock on the 
26th.

THE Court met at 10 o’clock a.m. on the 26th. 


THE captain here resumed his evidence :— 


No men could have been better taken care of off 
the Horn. I, knowing well what poor chaps they 
were to stand cold or exposure, this experience 
has convinced me of one fact, that negroes are not 
the men for a long and arduous voyage; Charles 
Edwards has this same distemper or rinderpest in 
feet and throat, and swollen tongue; I gave him 
gentle purges of sulphur and cream of tartar ; 
his difficulty of voiding urine I had cured. The 
same men still refusing lime-juice. 

On the 27th, the carpenter is headstrong and 
stubborn, and will not take wine and quinine, 
which, in my opinion, is the best thing for him; 
Scott doing well, and I hope to turn him out to 
I attribute this man’s 


these men who has kept his spirits up. I find 
coloured seamen most difficult to treat. When 
taken sick they make their minds up to lie down, 
and never try to help themselves; nor will they 
take the medicine you send them unless you 
stand over them and see them swallow it. I have 
mixed large quantities of quinine with Bordeaux 


' wine, and told the sound ones to come daily and 


take some in order to stave off the distemper that 
was making such havoc among them, and very 
few of them would take it. 

On the 28th, I visited all the sick, and found 
them all the same excepting Edwards, who was a 
little better, and Laurenson in a fearful state. 
Large portions of the lining membrane of the 
throat and the roof of the mouth coming from 
him. I have tried everything for him that I can 
think of. The boatswain appears to have made 
up his mind to do no more work this side of San 
Francisco. ; 

On the 29th, Johnson again returned to the 
hospital. 

On the, 30th of June, the sick men improved a 
little with exception of Edwards; I now find 
this man has been seriously ruptured previously, 
and that he has worn a truss to within a year, 
and still has his truss with him. I feel anxious 
about this man, as he has made up his mind to 
die. 

On the Ist of July, Johnson, suffering with 
heart disease, I gave him spirits of lavender, 
which relieved him for the time being. 

On July the 2nd. This day Scott returned to 
his duty cured; several are crawling about the 
deck who have not yet gone into hospital, but 
who are crawling about the deck at day time, and 
sleeping in at night. 


By the Court.] About how many were under 
that head, of crawling about?—On mustering 


the crew I found only eight men out of the 34 
coloured A. B.’s, who were not complaining. 

By the President.] How long had this con- 
dition of affairs continued ?—The number of com- 
plaining men had been daily increasing since getting 
to the northward of lat. 50° S. I said to these men, 
“Well, boys, you are getting into warmer weather, 
and you will be getting better with your feet; the 
sun will thaw you out.” They replied “ No, we 
will get worse; we have had this before; we will 
get worse as we get into warmer weather.” 


The captain here resumed :— 


On 3rd of July, on talking to Edwards about 
this rupture, he told me that the doctors had 
called it strangulated hernia; I put this man 
down as a plain case of diphtheria. His tongue 
was so swollen that his mouth could hardly con- 
tain it. This day I detect the first symptoms of 
scurvy gums in the carpenter; his gums were 
turning purple and were swelling; I gave him 
nitric vinegar and alum gargle, and preserved 
potatoes to eat, but he would not eat them. 

July 4th: On visiting the sick, Edwards said 
he felt better, and wanted to be taken up in the 
air. At11.30 I had him carried on deck. At 
11.50 the second mate came to me and said he 
believed that Edwards was dying; I went to him 
at once, and found him in a fearful death struggle, 
literally choking to death, his eyes starting from 
their sockets, and the veins of his neck as large 
as my finger. I tried to get a little sal volatile 
down his throat, but found it impossible; he gave 
another fearful struggle and died. I put this 
man’s death down as diphtheria. 

On the 5th of July I committed the body of 
Edwards to the deep. 

On the 6th, the carpenter feeling better, I gave 
the usual medicines. 

On the 8th, I visited the sick, and found Lau- : 
renson very low; could get no answer from him; 
every one of my crew, excepting six or seven, 
complaining of their feet; I notice the first symp- 
toms of scurvy in Sebastian Mundella, who 
had been complaining for several days; he was — 
sent to hospital, and twice a day I gave him wine — 
and quinine mixture and nitric vinegar, with 
triple allowance of lime-juice and plenty of vege- 
tables; they would not eat them. On this day 
I went on the forecastle and personally told 
them to take the quinine mixture, but to no pur- _ 
pose. At 11.45 p.m. Laurenson died; I put this 
man down as having died of secondary syphilis 
in its worst form. With the use of plenty of 
earbolic acid round the corpse, it was sewn up 
with difficulty, and buried at 8 a.m. next day.

By the Court.| Were all hands having fresh 
meat at this time ?—Yes, three messes per week, 
made into a sea-pie and served out to them, and 
all who were able would take this. 

On these fresh-meat days, what quantity of 
fresh meat was served out?—I should think 
about three-quarters of a pound to each man, 


The Captain here resumed :— 


July the 9th. All hands about the same; I am 
doing everything I can for them, but the men are 


frightened to death. Iam becoming uneasy as 


to how I shall get my ship to San Francisco. 

On the 10th of July Summers complains of the 
same foot and throat disease; no signs of scurvy 
about him. Woods likewise down, and showing 
slight signs of scurvy. Simon Edwards down. 


* This man, when I went to him, said he had 


scurvy on the last voyage to San Francisco; went ° 


_to the hospital; did not recover while the ship 


was there, but left the hospital the day after his 


ship sailed. 


On the 11th of July, the sick about the same. 
On the 12th, the man Summers getting worse, 
tongue much swollen; offered him quinine, but 


he would not take it. 


On the 13th, all the sick about the same, ex- 
cept Summers, who is getting worse, and I fear I 
shall lose him, from his being so frightened. 

On the 14th, Summers much worse, complain- 
ing of severe colic at the pit of the stomach; gave 
him weak brandy-and-water, with 15 drops of 
laudanum, which:relieved him; at 3.45 aim. the 


‘second mate came and informed me that Summers 


was dead; the remains were taken on deck, sewed 
up in canvas, and buried at 8 a.m. next morning. 
I could not tell of what disease this man died; 
this case baffled me. I may mention that when 
this man first complained, he told me that he had 
had no passage for 14 days, and I then gave him 
medicine, which had the desired effect. 


By the Court.] At this time, with two-thirds of 
your crew dead or disabled, had you any doubt of 


being able to reach San Francisco, or had you 


thought or considered about putting into an inter- 
mediate port, being in the vicinity of the Sandwich 


. Islands ?—No, I had no doubt of being able to 
get into San Francisco, and never for a moment 


thought of putting in anywhere.

On the 28th of July, Woods, Sebastian, and 
Kellam are this day showing symptoms of scurvy. 


By the President.| What means did you take 
to keep them clean ?—I used the usual disin- 
fectants, gave them water to wash with, and made 
their shipmates wash them and change their 
clothing. 

Who served the rations to the sick, and who 
attended to them ?—The rations were served by 
the cabin steward’s boy, and by the cook’s mate 
and one of the stowaway, boys named John Blade. 
The officers attended to them, but there was a 
great disinclination to help each other, one Por- 
tuguese man, Philip Every, only showing an in- 
clination to help his shipmates. 


The Captain here resumed :— 


July 29th. Samson showing very little sign 
of being sick; and I doubt if he is really as bad 
as he represents himself. 

July 30th. The sick men about the same, two 
more complaining. Out of 36, I have only four 
men fit to do their duty ; others, from lying still, 
are now showing symptoms of scurvy. 

August the lst and 2nd. The sick are about 
the same. 

August the 3rd.__I visited all the sick and 
found them all the same excepting Kellar, and 
he is at death’s door this day. Smith and Peter 
Johnson were sent to the hospital. 

August the 4th. Kellar was found to have 
died during the night; men within two feet of 
him did not know that he was dead; there were 
no signs of scurvy on this man. | 

By the Court.] Was Kellar much emaciated 
when he died ?—No, there were no signs of ema- 
ciation; he had more stamina than the majority 
of the crew.

The Captain here resumed :— 

August the 5th. The carpenter very low; 
William Johnson also in a bad state. 

August the 6th. The carpenter with life in 
him, and that was all. 


August the 8th. The carpenter sent for the ~ 


mate, who went to him, and he asked the mate 
to take him to the hospital; -he was wandering 
in his mind.. I was giving all sound men at this 
time fresh meat four times per week. At 4.30 
a.m. the second mate reported to me that Soyer, 
the boatswain, was just dead; I never was more 
astonished, as he had told me he felt as well as ever 
he did, with the exception of not being able to 
use his limbs, and although he had been laid up 
for four months, his face looked as well as when 
he first came on board; I do not know what to 
call his disease, unless it was rheumatic fever. 
The ship thoroughly fumigated with carbolic acid 
every day, and has been for months. . I cannot 
speak too highly of the assistance I have received 
from my officers and steward during these trying 
times. 
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August the 9th. I visited the sick, and found 
Kellam, the boatswain’s mate, was very much 
frightened at the death of the boatswain; the 
carpenter with life in him, but had lost his speech; 
other sick say they are no better and no worse; 
400 miles from port and no wind. At 10.45 p.m. 
the mate reported to me that Kellam was dying; 
I sent some brandy-and-water to him, but when 
it got to him he was dead; I consider this man 
died of fright; he complained yesterday for the 
first time of great pain at the root of the tongue ; 


_the tongue was much swollen; had shown pre- 


viously some slight symptoms of scurvy in one 
leg, but by the use of quinine and nitric vinegar 
all springiness and softness. had eutirely disap- 
peared, and I considered him a safe case; the 
shock of the boatswain’s death was too much 
for him, and he succumbed to it; his throat ap- 
peared to have closed up entirely. 

On the 9th of August, at midnight, Paulson 
died; I put his death down to general debility ; 
he told me he had been for many years on the 
Coast of Africa. 

The other sick men were about the same, with 
exception of Church, who was very much 
frightened, and made his will. 

On the 11th, the sick much the same, except- 
ing Church and Woods, who said they were worse. 
One of the apprentices, Charles Harvey, showed 
signs of scurvy, but continued his work; and one 
of my seit ef four sound men, named Julius 
Antonio, was taken down with same complaint ; 


that is, he complained of want of use of his | 


limbs, but his throat was not bad. 

On the 12th, 13th, and 14th, sick men about 
the same; Harvey a little worse. 

On the 15th, Benjamin. Smith was delirious, 
and roaming about the hospital; had him put 
into his bed, and covered up. 

On the 16th, I could not visit the sick, having 
my ship to look after; sent the mate to look after 
them, and he reported them the same. 

On the 17th of August, at 3 p.m., it was re- 
ported to me that Benjamin Smith was dead, and 
he was buried at 4 p.m. inside of the Faral- 
lones Islands. 

On the morning of the 18th of August, I gota 
pilot on board, and anchored on the bar, there 
being a strong northerly set, and no men to put 
sufficient canvas on the ship; I sent a letter by 
the pilot boat to my agents, requesting fresh pro- 
visions, 15 or 20 men and a tug, and requesting 
them to make a bargain with the tug. I received 
all the assistance from the pilots that they could 
give me; they gave me all the fresh. provisions, 
beef, potatoes, &c., that they had in their boat, 
and offered me two or three men, whom [ did not 
accept, as there were not enough of them to make 
their services available. About 1 p.m. the 
tugboat “ Rescue” came off to offer his services, 
and tow me in, understanding that I was in dis- 
tress. I told him I could make no bargain with 
him, as I had already sent in for a tug, and until 
I knew whether another tug was coming, I could 
do nothing. During the time that this.conversa- 
tion was taking place, I saw the “ Elaine ” coming 
off with men. She brought me a letter from my 
agents, desiring me to make the best bargain I 
could with the tug. 1 talked with the captain of 


the tug, and he demanded 500 dollars, saying that ° 


he was sent out with instructions to demand that 
price, and take nothing less. As the wind was 
very light, and I was anxious to get into a place 
of safety, I told him I would make him an offer, 
and would not deviate from it. I offered him 200 
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dollars to tow me in, and he was to give me the 
use of his warp. After some little hesitation he 
accepted the offer, and towed me in. The health 
officer boarded me on my way up the harbour; 
he inspected all the men, and recommended that 
they all be sent to the hospital as soon as he 
could give us permission to come in. In the 
meantime he ordered us to anchor well out, and 
have as little communication with the shore as 
possible. After having anchored, Mr. William 
Lane Booker, Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul, 
the Vice Consul, and my consignee, Mr. Edward 
Heatley, came on board to make inquiries, and to 
arrange for sending the sick men to the hospital. 
I then stated to the Consul that, having lost so 
many men, and having so many sick, I should 
request a court of inquiry to be held as soon 
as possible. 

On the morning of the 19th, having received 
permission from the health officer, | brought 
my ship alongside the wharf, and at about 2 
p-m. the sick men, 22 in number, were put into 
spring waggons, with straw and new blankets, 
purchased to keep them warm, and under the 
superintendence of the Consul, the Vice Con- 
sul, and my consignee, myself and officers were 
taken out to the United States Marine Hospital. 
After sending the sick men to the hospital, I 
had remaining on board the first, second, and 
third officers, the steward, the cook (coloured), 
the sailmaker, the carpenter’s mate, one white 
ordinary seaman, one cook’s mate (white), three 
coloured able seamen,three apprentices (white). 
Of the above,-Charles Harvey has since gone to’ 
a private hospital, and yesterday one apprentice 
and one ordinary seaman(white) were sent to 
the same hospital.

By the Court. | State if there were any incidents. 
after leaving Liverpool that you consider worthy 
of mention ?— Nothing until reaching Cape Horn, 
where I had continued heavy westerly gales. 


By the President.] During this time that you 


‘had so many men dead and laid down with sick- 


ness, did you never consider the propriety of 
going into port to save the lives of the rest ?— 
No thought ever came into my mind of putting 
into port on any account; I always looked upon 
the brightest side, and expected things to take. 
a favourable change. I have been eight and 
twenty years a shipmaster, and never put into any 
port but my destined port. And had I even 
thought of such a thing, I should have thought of 
it many times before J should have gone into any 
of the open ports on the coast, with the vessel 
under my command, as she would neither ware 
nor stay. 


By the Court.| From the very fact that you 
assert of the vessel being difficult to manage, and 
every prospect of the difficulty increasing as you 
proceeded, had you not given this matter con-, 
sideration as to the advisability of making an 
intermediate port?—I had not. I am a man who 
always like to overcome the difficulties I meet; 


and with the white men I had on board, who had ~ 


no symptoms of the disease, I considered I was 

fully able to take my ship into port. 
What incidents would you consider sufficient 
to make you go into port ?—If in this present 
case I had had no anti-scorbutics, or short of 
| water,

‘water, or bad water, or short of provisions, I 

_ should most decidedly have considered it my duty 
_ to have gone into port; but with the full supply 
of everything that [ had on board my ship, I did

By the President.| Were all the entries in 
your log-book made on the days of their dates ? 
—Yes, excepting on some very few occasions in 
bad weather I would put down the entry on a 
Ee of paper, and when the weather was better 


would enter it in the log-book. 
You consider that in the event of your having 


‘plenty of provisions and water on board, what 


proportion of your crew would require to be laid 
‘up before you thought it necessary to put into 


port?—I never would think of putting into port 


as long as I had myself, and four white men well 
and on their legs, after once having my ship 
under short canvas. 
~ Do you give that answer, considering alike the 
interest of your owners and the interests of your 
- erew ?—Yes, when we start on the voyage we all 
take our chances. 

‘Do you consider yourself justified in keeping 
at sea with your crew dying and dead, and daily 
laying down sick?—TI consider in this present 
case, in keeping my ship at sea while having so 

“many white men available, I was fully doing my 
duty, and that I would have been showing the 
white feather had I borne away for a port other 
than my destined one. 

_ You did not consider when you made the entry 
on the 22nd of May, that on that day you had 
come to the conclusion that the disease was some- 
thing you did not understand, and that you had 
no medicine that would give relief, that then there 


was any necessity for an intermediate port, 


situated as the ship then was?—I did not, from 
_ the fact that on that day I had lost but one man, 
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and although the medicine had not reached the 
disease, still I was in hopes that I would be able 
to master it; and as a shipmaster I have been 
ee successful in treating sailors during my 
ife. 


Had you ever before had a coloured crew ?— 
Yes, many in the Atlantic, and I have always 
found them more predisposed to sickness than 
white men. 


By the Court.] Were you yourself, or any of 
your officers, or any of the white portion of your 
crew sick, ailing or complaining during the 
voyage?—None that I know of excepting the 
carpenter, who died as before stated, and the 
steward who had a light attack of pleurisy, which 
was relieved by an application of mustard, and 
Charles Harvey whose case has been mentioned 
in the evidence. 


By the President.| Had you any especial 
reason for shipping a coloured crew ?—There were 
very few white men offering as sailors who would 
go to San Francisco, excepting inferior men, and 
I preferred taking a negro crew to that quality 
of men; to exonerate Mr. Bates, senior, my 
owner, from the imputation of being partial to 
negro sailors, I would here state that he himself 
told me he did not admire my negro crew, and 
that he was not partial to negroes. 


In reference to your list of stores marked A., 
were they intended for the whole voyage or for 
the outward voyage only ?—They were all in- 
tended for the outward and homeward voyage, 
excepting the flour and bread, which were in- 
tended for the outward voyage only ; Mr. Bates, 
my owner, haying said that the flour and bread 
would be better and fresher for the homeward 
voyage if got in San Francisco. 


Tuomas Row was here sworn, and said : 


I am Chief Officer of the ship “ Bremen,” and 
hold a master’s certificate. : 


By the President.| You are cognisant of all 
the entries in the official log-book, we presume, 
as they bear your signature up tothe 10th of

Did you at any time have any conversation 
with the captain as to the propriety of putting 
into an intermediate port ?—No. 

How long have you been chief officer of a 
ship ?>— About seven years. 

. Had you any instructions from the master as

When you had so many men sick during the 
yage who attended them?—I visited them 
th f twice a day; the master always visited 


them once a day and sometimes more frequently, 
until two or three days before reaching this port, 
I would report anything serious to him and then 
he would go; I visited the between decks where 
the sick men were every night, either between 
11 and 12 or between 12 and 1 with a light, 
there being no light there excepting in bad 
weather. 


Had you any one in particular to attend to the 
sick and their wants?—The cook, the steward, 
and a boy who was working with the steward; 
this up to a week or 10 days before arriving in 
port, and during this week.or 10 days the sound 
men that were in the forecastle would go down 
and assist the sick, and I went round ever 
morning between 6 and 8, and had all their 
slops taken away and the place cleaned and dis- 
infected; that is, ] went round one morning and 
the second mate the other morning. 

Were any means used to keep their persons 
clean ?—Yes; water was given to them, and their 
shipmates were ordered to wash them and change 
their clothes. . 

Do you know that they were washed ?—Yes, 

Have you had experience with black sailors 
before ?—Yes, I have taken a full crew from 
Cardiff to Rio, and from Rio to San Francisco. 

What season of the year did you pass the 
Horn ?— About November. 

Cc 2 Had 
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Had you on that occasion more sickness than 


would usually oecur with a white crew ?—About 


the same. 

Have you from any previous experience formed 
any opinion as to what disease the bulk of these 
men were suffering from ?—No, I could form no 
opinion; I have seen negroes suffer with sore 
feet and sore throats, but not like or so bad as 
these. 

What was the general appearance of those men 
on starting on the voyage, and what opinion did 
you form of them as a crew ?—On starting on the 
voyage, throwing aside their colour, they were as 
good a crew as ever I saw come out of Liverpool 
until they got wet, then they began to fall 
down. 

Did the crew appear in a healthy condition on 
leaving Liverpool ?—I could not detect illhealth 
in ablack man by his looks. 

How did they treat one another when they got 
sick; with kindness or otherwise ?—They did not 
care about each other excepting two men, one of 
whom showed unusual devotion; this was Philip 
Every; anda third showed some disposition to 
assist his sick shipmates. 

Have you sailed in this employ previously ?— 
No. . 

From your experience as chief officer in other 
employments, have these men had as many fresh 
provisions during the first six or eight weeks of 
the voyage as is usual, or as you have been in the 
habit of seeing?—More than I have been in the 
habit of seeing. 

You have referred to the men getting sick when 


they got wet; when did this commence ?—I in- 
tended in my previous answer to infer that I could 


tell whether they were seamen or not in the first 


shower of rain. 
Was the forecastle wet at any time ?—No, 
éxcepting one night after we had been in dry 


weather for some time, it came on to rain yery 
heavily, and some of the men complained of their 
berths being wet, and asked for some canvas to 
nail over the deck: the canvas was provided. 
When the forecastle has been wet in bad weather 
they have asked for scrapers to scrape it dry. 


Was there sufficient wet in the forecastle to 
account for the sickness, or any of it, in your 
opinion ?—No. 


_Judging from this crew, do you consider them 
dirty in their habits, or are they inclined to keep 
themselves clean ?— With a few exceptions, very 
dirty in their habits. 


Between 50° S. in the South Pacific, and 20° 
N. in the North Pacific, had you ever thought, 
under the serious circumstances, when so many 
men were dying and laid up, of the importance 
of obtaining relief for them in some intermedi- 
ate port, and did you, during that time, hold any 
conversation with the master on this subject? 
—I never thought about anything till we were 
up near the Equator, as we had plenty of men to 
work. 

And after crossing the Equator, did you give 
it any consideration ?-—No, and I never spoke to 
the master on the subject. 


Do you know what quantity of water you had 
on leaving Liverpool ?—I received on board in 


Liverpool, 9,600 gallons of water, and had 1,000 
gallons previously. ; 


Have you, in your experience at sea, met with 
much scurvy, sufficient to form an opinion ?— 
Only once; and that came on the crew within 10 
days, through bad water. 


Was the water on board good ?—Yes, it was 
all good Liverpool water, and kept in iron 
tanks. 


JAMES REED, the Second Officer, was here sworn: 


Sarp that he was the Second Officer and held 
a chief mate’s certificate. 


By the President.| Have you been in any way 
able to account for this unusual amount of sick- 
ness?—I account for it through the filth and 
laziness of the men; and as regards some of them 
proceeding again to sea after a long voyage. 

Can you name any of the crew who came to 
sea with you immediately after a long voyage ?— 
Yes; Christopher Soyer, the boatswain, Alex- 
ander Macdougal, Francis Bailey. Christopher 
Soyer was the first to show symptoms of this 
disease. 

Were disinfectants freely used ?—Yes, in the 
hospital and in the forecastle, and the forecastle 
was washed out every morning. 

Were any means taken to keep the persons 
of the sick men clean?—Yes, the first person, 
Adams, was reported to me by the boatswain’s 
mate as smelling; I went and reported it 
to the captain, and asked him if the boat- 
swain’s mate could have some water to wash 
him; he said to me, “ By all means”; the man 
was then washed and shifted; and afterwards, 
water was never refused when wanted to keep 
the men clean. 

Towards the termination of the voyage, did 


you notice the men to be in a filthy condition ?— 
They seemed to be in a filthy condition before 
they were laid down with sickness, and after they 
were sick every means were taken to keep them 
clean. , 

What means towards the termination of the 
voyage had you at your disposal to keep the men 
clean ?—The means were, that they were washed 


and shifted by their shipmates on Sundays; that — 


is, some of the men would thus attend to their 
sick shipmates, and some would not. 


Did you hear of any complaints on the part | 
of the men of their provisions, or of the way — 


in which their provisions were cooked ?—No, I 
did not. 

Did the men ever complain about the water ? 
—No. 

Did any of the officers among themselves ever 
speak of the desirability of putting into an inter- 
mediate port?—No; we never did, we were in 


hopes of the recovery of the men all the time. 


Did you consider before the vessel got round 
the Horn that any of the cases of sickness arose 
from scurvy ?—No. ,

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Will you point out the stores that were sup- 
plied by the captain ?—Six bottles of mustard, 
one dozen of brandy, two dozen of claret, one 
dozen of sherry, one dozen of port, five cwt. 
of onions, 15 cwt. of turnips, 30: cwt. of potatoes, 
28 lbs. of preserved potatoes, and 447 lbs. of 
sugar. 


By the Court.] What quantity of vegetables 
and fresh meat was supplied by the owners on 
leaving Liverpool ’—Half a bullock, I should say 
about 400 lbs., and one ton of potatoes, five cwt. 
of onions, and four bags of mixed vegetables, such 
as cabbages, carrots, and herbs. 


By the President.| Your report of fresh vege- 
tables put on board by the owners and by the 
master does not tally with the quantities repurted 
to the surveyors; the quantity being in the sur- 
veyor’s report, five cwt. of turnips more, and 
two cwt. of onions more ; which is correct ?—In 
stating the quantities to the surveyors, I used 
the word “ about.” 

In the surveyors’ report it is stated all these 
vegetables were consumed by the ship’s company ; 
cannot you, by reference to your store. or memo- 
randum book, tell us the quantity so consumed ? 
— The raw vegetables, as soon as they came on 
board the ship, were opened out and used for fore 
and aft the ship so long as we had them. 

How long did they last?—The onions lasted 


‘until about the middle of June, the potatoes 


lasted, to the best of my remembrance, till the 
30th of May; the turnips lasted till we were 
well round the Horn; I cannot tell the date; 
I keep no expenditure book. 


By the Court.| After you received your fresh 
stores on board, did you remain long in the river ? 
—No, we went to sea at once. 

How long did your fresh meat last ?>—I served 
out two days’ fresh meat to the crew, afterwards 
salt and fresh, for I should say 10 days. 


H. H. WATSON was sworn. 
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How much per man per day do you serve out ? 
—I always use my own discretion to see that 
they have sufficient fresh meat. 

How could you, with only 400 lbs. of fresh 
meat on board, give a crew of 50, all told, a full 
allowance of fresh meat for two days, and then ~ 
serve out fresh meat with salt meat tor 10 days? 
—After the second day I only issued a small 
raped of fresh meat for the remainder of about 
10 days. 

When did you begin, and how often, and in 
what quantities, did you serve out potatoes and 
other fresh vegetables !—I began serving out on 
leaving dock; there was not exactly a rule to go 
by; I gave them a fresh mess every Sunday of 
potatoes or turnips, and sometimes on Tuselage 
and Thursdays; the quantity was sometimes more 
and sometimes less, according to my own dis- 
cretion; they were apparently satisfied, as the 
men made no complaint. 

Have you been usually in the habit of serving 
out potatoes but once a week on other voyages 
in this your present employment !—Yes, after 
the first day or two. 

Have you any means of knowing accurately 
the number of fresh messes you served during the 
passage out?—No, I have not, . 


By the President.| When did you begin servy- 
ing out: the preserved meats and pressed vege- 
tables ?—On the Ist'of May the first tin of pre- 
served vegetables was broached; on the 2nd of , . 
May the first case of mutton was broached. 


How. often, and in what quantities, did you 
serve out the preserved meat and compressed 
vegetables? — ‘The vegetables from the first 
broaching the men were allowed to have as often 
as they wanted, and as much as they would con- 
sume; the mutton I served out weekly, at first on 
Sundays; the quantities at first was half of a 
pound per man. 


The Witness was shown the Report of Survey on Stores, and asked 


to identify his signature, and if he could testify on oath to the truth of the Report, 


By the President.] Have you ever had any 
experience with negro sailors ?—- Yes. 

Have you found them to be more delicate and 
more liable to get sick than white men ?—I have 
found them to be ignorant and superstitious; when 
they are taken sick they have an idea that you 
want to prison them, that the medicine was poi- 
son. I have given them simple Epsom salts, and 
they have declared that it was calomel and jalap, 
and would not take it; they are more filthy in 
their habits than white seamen, and they cannot 
stand cold weather like white seamen. 


Had you any cases of scurvy amongst negro ~ 
sailors ?—I had one case, a man who joined me | 
after a long voyage, and took scurvy in three 
weeks. 


Were the symptoms in his case the same as. 
those you would find in a white man?—They 
were exactly the same. 


You have commanded American ships, I be- 
lieve ?—I have commanded and been in connexion 
with American shipping as master since 1849. 


The Examination of JoHN BIEKETT was resumed. 


By the President.| Arg the books in your 
and, to which you refer, private or for the use 
of the Court ?— They are private. 

How long after the 2nd of May did you con- 
tinue to issue mutton weekly ? — Mutton was 
served out on the 2nd of May, and on the 16th of 
May was the next time, when five tins of 6 
Ibs. each were served out; on the 20th, one 
tin, for the sick only ; on the 23rd, 20 lbs. of pre- 
served mutton; on the 25th, a6 lb. tin to the 
sick only; on the 27th, five tins containing 30 lbs. ; 


on the 30th, five tins; on the lst of June, one 
tin to the sick only ; on the 3rd of June 30 lbs. 
of mutton were served out; and on the 6th of 
June 30 lbs. ; on the 8th of June, 6 lbs. to the 
sick; on the 10th of June, 30 Ibs.; on the 13th 
of June, 24 lbs.; on the 15th of June, 24 lbs.; 
on the 17th of June, 24 lbs.; on the 19th of June, 
6 lbs. to the sick; on the 20th of June, 18 lbs. ;

Did the men generally consume the com- 
pressed vegetables served out to them?—Some 
of them at first took them willingly, but. ulti- 
mately they all refused to take them. 

Was it pointed out to them how requisite for 
their health it was that they should take them ? 


—It was; but they declined, saying they did not 
_ like them, and persisted in refusing them. 


In what way was the mutton generally cooked ? 
—Generally speaking, it was made into sea pie; 
but latterly they took the tins of mutton cold, 
and had their allowance of flour baked into 


' bread. 


How often was this sea pie made?—Every 
Sunday. 

When did you stop serving out salt provisions 
to the sick ?—As the men were sent to the hos- 
pital their salt provisions were stopped. 

Did the men who were partially disabled, but 
who were not in hospital, have salt provisions ?— 


‘They were supplied with medical comforts in lieu 


thereof as long as they lasted ;. that is, the sago 


~ and arrowroot got scarce on the 3lst of July; 


that day was the last issue to the men on deck; 
rice before and after that time was given ad 
libitum. 


By the Court.] Was there ever any complaint 
made by the crew as to the food or the cooking of 
the food? —Only once, to my knowledge; the men 


- complained that their allowance of soft bread was 


very small. I told them that they had better let - 


the captain see it. Mine was the same in the 
cabin. The yeast had failed. 


Were the men in the habit of preparing any of 


their own food, and had they access to the gal- 
ley to cook it?—The men were not allowed in 


the galley; they brought their messes to the 


cook, and he cooked it. _ : 
What description of messes did they generally 
take to the cook to be so cooked ?—Broken bis- 


cuit, meat, and what is on board ship termed 


“slush,” which I did not approve of; the cook, 


on several occasions, having drawn my attention 


_ to the slush running over the tins. 


What quantity of salt ‘provisions did you con- 
sume on the voyage?—'Twenty-three barrels of 
pork, 19 tierces of beef. 

How do you account for such a large consump- 
tion of salt provisions?—I am not aware that I 
have used an excess, not having any memoranda 
of my expenditure. =— 
~ What bread is there remaining on board at 


present ?—I should say nearly a ton. 
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When were the crew put on full allowance of ‘“‘ Bremen.” 


bread again previous to arrival?—On the 2nd of 
August, bread and flour, full allowance. 
“Was the limejuice served out regularly daily, 


and the vinegar weekly ?—Yes; the limejuice © 


was served out daily, the vinegar as the men 
came for it, irrespective of allowance. 


What did the sick men get to eat on the days 
when no fresh meat was issued ?—Sago, arrow- 
root, and rice flour, three times a week ; pea soup 
three times a week. The men would take pea- 
soup when they would take nothing else. 


By the Master.| You have mentioned nothing 
in your evidence of a barrel of oatmeal?—A hun- 
dred weight of oatmeal was served out to the 
men as long as it lasted.. 

You mention that these slush messes were being 
prepared by the men; do you recollect that the 
moment I heard of it I put a stop to all slush 
messes being given to the men; that is, that I 
stopped the slush being used in preparing their 
messes?—I do recollect it; the messes, after 
that, were made with fat pork, my attention 
having been drawn to it by the cook. 

Was I not in the habit of visiting the hos- 
pital, as a doctor would, and examining each man, 
and prescribing the food he was to have, what in 
my judgment, I considered the best for each man ? 
—Yes, at least once a day. 

During the time that the crew were on an allow- 
ance of bread, do you recollect that they had an 
abundance of bread, and that they did not come 


every day for their bread, sometimes leaving it~ 


for two or three days?—I know that to be a 
fact. 

Do you recollect that when I ordered an al- 
lowance of three-quarters of a pound of bread per 
man per day, I also ordered that they should have 
two messes per week of green peas; not the dried 


pea, but the large green pea, which, when boiled, 


swells out like the fresh garden pea, from my own 
stores ?—Yes, I do. 

In giving my orders to issue fresh provisions 
and vegetables, did I not always tell you that you 
were to give them enough, and unsparingly ?— 
Yes, you did. ; 

During the latter part of the voyage, when we 


had so many sick men, did I not always tell you 


to give them anything they. might ask for, or 
that might do them good, and did they not get 
it ’—Yes, 

And were the men not continually sending for 
something ?— Yes. 


By the Court.| Did the men have a full allow- 
ance of sugar weekly, and for limejuice ?—Yes, 
they had for limejuice, besides the allowance. 

Have you any idea how much sugar you used 
coming out ?—About 2,500 pounds. 

Would that give full allowance, and to spare? 
—Yes, that would. 

How much sugar have you got remaining on 
board ?—About ten hundred-weight. 
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Witt1am JAMES BRADWEN JONES, was sworn. 


Sratep that he was the Third Officer of the 
Ship “ Bremen.” 


By the Court.| Did you, as third officer, have 
anything to do with serving out any of the stores? 
— Yes, I had to serve out water and limejuice. 


By the Court.] When did you commence, at 
what time, and how long did you continue to 
serve out limejuice?—Ten days after leaving 
Liverpool, and then served it out at 12 o’clock 
each day, until our arrival at San Francisco. 

In what quantity did you serve out water ?— 
Three quarts per man per day, and then two 
gallons twice a week extra for preserved vege- 
tables; also washing water, on Sundays, say 10 
gallons for the ship’s company, the captain and 
the chief officer excepted. 


By the President.] Did the men drink their 
limejuice ?—Not all of them; MacDougal, Scott, 
Bailey, Ross, Rae, constantly refused ; others 
refused it at times. 


By the Court.| Did any of the men give any 
reason for refusing it?—Scott did; he said he 
had a doctor’s certificate not to drink it; that it 
did him harm. Rae eaid it gave him a head- 
ache. 


By the President.| Was it your duty to attend 
to the sick, and see that they were kept clean?— 
No; I was in the chief officer’s watch, and he at- 
tended to that personally. 

‘Were the habits of the men cleanly or thd: 
wise ?—Their habits were dirty. 

If not looked after, would they do anything 
at all to promote their own cleanliness ?—No. 

Did ‘the captain appear to take any interest 
. them, and look well after their comfort ?— 

es. 

Were the men disposed to exert themselves 
when taken ill, or did they lie down, and give 
in ?—They gave in at once. 


By the Court.] Do you know of any com- 
plaints having been made by the crew during the 
voyage of their treatment, or to the effect that 
they were not being taken care of, or of their 

complaining of the food ?—I do not know of any 
complaints. 
he Were you in any way ill during the voyage ?— 
0. ; 


By the Master.] Have you ever seen any sick 


men in any other ship treated as kindly as bia ne 
in mine fart never have. 


Joun Myers, being sworn, are 


Sarp he was the Cook of the Ship “ Bremen.” 


By the Court.| Did you hear any complaints 
by the crew, on the way out, of bad food or bad 
cooking ?—I have not; they had full and plenty 
of everything. 

State generally what cooking you did for the 
sick men?—I gave them beef tea, arrowroot, 
sago, rice, soup, vegetables twice a week, pre- 
served potatoes, and gruel at any time they 
might want it. 

In what way did you cook the vegetables that 
the men refused to eat?—IJ*soaked them, and 
then boiled them in clear fresh water. 

Did the men ever ask you to cook them in any 
other way that might be more palatable ?—No. 


Were the men in the habit of bringing any 
messes, made by themselves, to the galley to be 
cooked ?— Yes; nearly all the coloured portion 
of the crew would bring bread, pounded up and 
mixed with slush, to be cooked. 


Was that-done for a long time ?—Yes, from 
the commencement till nearly the end of the 
voyage, when the captain stopped it; even the 
sick men in the hospital would send such messes, 
unbeknown to the captain. 


By the President.| Did the captain or chief 
officer know that these messes were being cooked; 
and how long.before the vessel got here did the 
captain stop it?—I do not know whether the 
captain or chief officer knew it; but the captain 
stopped it about a month before we got in. I had 
told the captain that men in the hospital who 
pretended to be very sick, were having this bread 
and slush cooked; and it was at once stopped by 
orders of the captain. 

Were these compressed vegetables palatable, 
as cooked by you?—Yes, they were the same as 
sent to the cabin table. 

There were no complaints ever made to you 


about the meat being badly cooked and hard?— 
No. 


By the Court.] How were you in the habit of 
preparing the salt provisions for cooking?—I was 


in the habit of putting it to steep the evening. 


before. 

Did you ever try to make soup out of vegeta- 
bles?—I have made soup with vegetables and 
other ingredients, but not with vegetables only. 

Have you ever been ill during the voyage !— 
Only slightly. 

How do you account for the other men being 
ill whilst you were so well, and they, apparently, 
had the same food that you had?—They belong 
to a different country to me; I am from Balti- 
more; Ross was from Baltimore, and was 
never ill; but the most of the crew were from 
the West Indies, and could not stand the cold 
weather. 

You no doubt were amongst them a good 
deal; did you ever hear them speak of their 
illness, or say that they had had a similar disease 
before ?— With the exception of Samson, Simon, 
and Church, who said that this was something 
similar to the scurvy that they had had before, 
I did not. 

How many barrels of fat had you on your 
arrival here, and what quantity do you think 
you lost by these men using it for cooking ?— 


I had five barrels, and think “that I lost one-and- ~ 


a-half barrels. 


By the President.| Did the men bring this 
slush to you secretly, and do you think the 
steward knew of it?—They used generally to 
bring it, between twelve and one o’clock; the 
steward may have known about it, but did not 
interfere. 

By the Master.) You will recollect that when 
you told me about these men cooking slush, I 
stopped it instantly, and I forbade you giving 

them 


a 


them a drop of slush?—Yes, and I gave them no 
more after the captain told me to stop it. 

You have been to sea along time; did you 
ever see a crew treated more kindly, or better 
attended to, than mine have been?—The captain 
gave them every attention, and I never saw men 
treated more kindly. 

Do you recollect taking these vegetables to the 


‘the sick men, and telling them to eat them, be- 


cause they would do them good?—Yes, I have 
taken them to the hospital and forecastle fre- 
quently myself.

Sarp he was the Physician of the United 
States Marine Hospital. 

By the President.| Will you tell us the con- 
dition of the men you received from the “ Bre- 
men ” ?—I received 22 men from the “ Bremen,” 
all of them affected with scurvy; most of them 
are mild cases. ‘ 

Do they appear as if they had been well 
treated ?—Scurvy is a disease caused by improper 
or insufficient nutrition in the body, and I did 
not see in them any other cause. 

Did they make any complaint?—Yes, they 
complained of severe exposure and salt food; 
they did not complain of bad food, nor did I un- 
derstand from them that they had had other food 
than that sailors are accustomed to have. 

Have you read the evidence that was given at 
the first relating to those that were afflicted with 
a throat and foot disease, and do you think that 
that disease was scurvy ?—Yes, I have; I think 
it was; I think that with the negro, scurvy has 
different external appearances in negroes from 
those in white people, from the fact that the dis- 
colouration in the skin is not observable in the 
black race. - 

Would men who took fresh meat, but who did 
not take vegetables, be likely to be attacked with 


_ scurvy ?—No, not unless they had been for a 


|: 


long time confined to the same food. 

_._ A good number of these men were in the 
habit of taking broken bread with salt slush to 
the cook to be baked; do you think that this 
would be likely to produce scurvy ?—No, it would 
not. 

Have you, from what you have seen of the 
men, and from what you have heard, formed any 
opinion as to what produced scurvy in these 
people?—Yes, I think the causes are several; 
first, in some of the cases, and probably many, 
the men were not in condition to go to sea when 
they were shipped; second, their food was not 
of sufficient variety; that while men perfectly 
robust might endure such a voyage with the 


Sarp he had been practising as a Doctor

By the President.| At that time were not most 
‘of your patients scurvy patients?—Yes, in the 
early part of that time.

the men were bottling up their medicine to bring 
it on shore to have it analysed, saying that I was 
poisoning them ?—I do recollect that. 

By the President.| Have you ever been with 
a coloured crew before?—Yes, three voyages, 
including the present one, and one of those 
voyages was round the Horn, in about the month 
of September. 

Was there any sickness on board on that 
voyage ?—No.

food furnished, yet men of feeble vitality could 
not. 

Have you ever seen, in cases of scurvy, the 
tongue and the roof of the mouth swollen, and 
the throat closed up and ulcerated ?—No, those 
are not characteristic of scurvy. 

Scurvy is not infectious or contagious ?— 


ot , ae 

Dirt and filth would have a tendency to pro- 
duce it?—Yes, any cause which impairs the 
nutrition of the body. 

None of the men now in the hospital are dan- 
gerously ill?—No. 

Was it reported to you as to their condition 
of cleanliness when they reached the hospital? 
—They were not cleanly; many of them were 
very filthy. 

Have they any sores or scabs on them ?— 
Some of them have sores on their legs, which 
I attribute to the disease; in scurvy the blood 
exudes from the vessels under the skin, and 
the causes continuing, ulceration follows that 
exudation. 

Is there anything else that you would like to 
state to us in connection with this case ?—If it 
would do any good I would like to state that 
some regulation ought to be made in this country 
and England to oblige men to be seaworthy before 
they are shipped; if such a regulation existed we 
should seldom see men in the condition of these 
men; furthermore, men should have a greater 
variety of food, and more ventilation in the fore- 
castle; say a more systematic ventilation. 

By the Court.| Although this bread and slush 
that the men eat may not be the cause of scurvy, 
do you not think it very deleterious for sick men? 
—If it is simply bread saturated with fat, I can- 
not see anything particularly injurious, unless it 
be so fat, and of such a character that it impairs 
their digestion. 

Were there any symptoms of diphtheria in any 
o those men that were taken to the hospital ?— 

oO. 


THomas BENNETT, being sworn, 


you formed an opinion on the subject?—Yes ; 
and on reading that evidence I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that the men suffered from scurvy ; 
scurvy is never produced excepting in the ab- 
sence of fresh vegetables; with fresh meat and 
no vegetables, scurvy would be produced as 

readily as with salt meat. 
Do you consider that this broken biscuit soaked 
in 
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in slush would produce scurvy ?—No, excepting 
that it might produce a disease: of the stomach, 
and consequently mal-nutrition. 

Did you ever see scurvy accompanied by. this 
disease of the mouth ?—I have frequently ‘seen 
scurvy accompanied by a swelling of the tongue. 


In a large crew of coloured men, would not 
some cases be likely to produce the disease in 
others, from the demoralisation of the crew aris- 
ing therefrom ?—In addition to the main cause 
of scurvy, there are several auxiliary ones; ex- 
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posure to cold and wet, depression ‘of spirits, 
and a chief one is the absence of good health 
previous to being shipped. 

Would limejuice given inisufficient quantities 
be sufficient to prevent scurvy ?—Yes, proper 
limejuice would. 

By the Master.] Do you think that my treat- 
ment was good and sufficient?—No treatment 
but giving fresh vegetable will cure scurvy. 


[The Court adjourned at Half-past Five 
till Ten o’clock on the 28th.

Sarp, I am Quarantine Officer. 

By the President.| Will you tell us how you 
found this ship, the “ Bremen” ?—The captain’s 
arrival was about 4 p.m. on the 17th; I boarded 
him below North Point; and as he stated to me 
that he had a good number of sick men on board, 
I thought it advisable to prevent the boarding- 
house runners boarding ‘his ship till the next 
morning, when an inspection could be made; he 
was allowed to anchor on the usual anchoring 
ground, and no further precautions were taken 
other than preventing the boarding-house runners 


* going on board; no flag was required. 


The next morning, in company with Dr. Gib- 
bon’s, the health officer, I boarded the ship at 8 
o’clock; we examined the crew, made a thorough 
inspection of his supplies ; wé found a few of the 


‘erew with all the indications of scurvy; but 


some of those complaining, as far as we could 
discover, had not anything the matter with them. 
The supplies we found abundant and in good 
condition; the captain showed us some of his 
can meats and compressed vegetables; they were 
well preserved, and as good supplies as usually 
found on board ship; the captain assured us 
that he had had an abundant supply of them, 
and that he had used them freely on the pas- 
sage. 

What was the accommodation on board the 
ship ?—The main deck, where the men were, 
was unusually large, and well ventilated; that 
is, each man had a large space to himself; the 
decks were clean, some of the men were in bunks, 
some in hammocks, and some were on the deck 
on mattrasses. 

You saw nothing on the ship to find fault with ? 
—No, we could see no indications of neglect; 
on the contrary, everything had been done to 
make the men comfortable. 

Did you read the report of evidence in the first 
day’s proceedings of this Court; and if so, did 


you form any. opinion as to the nature of the dis- 


ease that attacked these first sick men who are 
described as having a sore throat and tongue and 
bad feet ?—I:did, and it occurs tome that those 
were the first‘symptons of scurvy. 

Have you. had much experience of scurvy, 
aie amongst the coloured _ people ?— 
Yes. 


By the Court.| Does scurvy show itself equally 
in both races; black and white ?—It is more 
difficult to diagnose the cases in black men than 
in white, on account of the skin symptoms ; then, 
again, the black men are far more unwilling to 
take the anti-scorbutics and the medicines. 

By the President.| Would fresh meat issued 
every second or third day to sick men, with lime- 
juice and pressed vegetables be, in your opinion, 
sufficient to improve the state of health ?—Yes ; 
I think it would be impossible to have scurvy 
with such diet, and sick men would probably 
recover. 

With such a supply of meat, but without lime- 


juice or vegetables, or with one and not the other, 


how would this act with sick men ?—Can-meats 
and fatty matters, without either the vegetable 
diet or the limejuice, would not prevent the 
disease; with a sufficient: supply of limejuice it 
would. . 

[ Witness was here shown the steward’s evidence 
with regard to the issue of fresh meats. | 

By the President.] And.asked if he thought 
the supply therein stated was sufficient with 
vegetables or limejuice to keep off scurvy ?— 
Yes; I consider that supply very abundant. 

Have you formed, or can you give any opinion 
as to the great spread of scurvy on board the 
ship “ Bremen” ?—I can see no way of account- 
ing for it, excepting the failure of the men to 
take the supplies issued. 

By the Court,] At what particular period of such 
a voyage would you consider it most necessary to 
serve out fresh food, vegetables and other anti- 
scorbutics, towards keeping the men in a good 
state of health, and guarding against scurvy?— 
I should commence the issue of those things — 
almost immediately after starting on a voyage, as 
a preventative. : 

'By-the President.| Were any complaints made 
by the men when you boarded the ship ?—No; the 
captain, in the presence of Dr. Gibbomand myself, 
asked the.men to makerany:complaints that they — 
might have without fear; and there was no reply. 

By the Court.] Do you~think*that there is 


-much liability to scurvy on:a diet:of freshmeat 


without vegetables, as ona diet of salt meattwith- 


out vegetables ?>—No. 


_ By the’ President.] Do you think that biscuit 
tba . soaked

When was it you found the beef bad?— 
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soaked and baked in slush would be injurious to 
seamen, when. constantly eaten?—I think it would 
have a great tendency to develope seurvy. 

_ By the: Master.] Do you think from the por- 
tion of the testimony you have read of my treat- 
ment, with the medicines at my disposal, that the. 
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treatment was judiciousin amedical point of view? 
—The use of potash, iron, and quinine is recom- 
mended. in the treatment of scurvy, as is also 
nitric vinegar; and those I. understand you em- 
ployed. 


JOSEPH BLACK was sworn. . 


Saip he was an A.B. on board the. ship 
« Bremen.” 

By the President.| How long were you on 
shore previous to joining this ship ?—-One month 
in England; I came from New York to England. 

How long were you at sea before you began 
to get bad ?— Six months. 

f what place are you a native ?— Delaware. 
_ Have you any complaint to make with regard 
to food or treatment’?—The food was not very 
good; the beef was not fit to eat; furthermore, 
when we got near here it was thrown overboard ; 


and the first fresh mess we got we were told that 


it was not allowed, that it was out of the captain’s 


own pocket; this was a mess of mutton, and no 


vegetables. 
How long was that after leaving home ?— 
About two months. 


Previous to that, what did you get in the shape © 


of fresh vegetables, or turnips or potatoes >—We 
had none. 

Did you see fresh vegetables on board ?—Yes; 
I helped to carry them on board; about half-a- 
dozen bags. 

. When did you get fresh vegetables first served 
out, say, potatoes or turnips?—After we were 
four months out, and round the Horn. 

During the time the men: were ill and in hos- 
pital, how often did they get fresh mutton ?—I 
cannot answer, I was notin hospital, I was. al- 
ways moving about. - 

At what time was it that the captain stopped 
the fresh meat, and said it was doing you harm? 
—About five months and a half, and he gave us 
fresh meat one week, and then he said it was 
doing us harm, and he stopped; that is, he gave 

_us fresh meat three times one week, and we got 
_ it:twice a week after that till we got here. 

How often did you get fresh provisions pre- 
vious to the week when you got fresh mutton 
three times !—Every fortnight after the first was 
served out.. | 

Was. the usual allowance of salt meat served 
out daily ?—A pound and a quarter each day to 
all those who were doing duty. 

Did you take limejuice every day when it was 
served out ?—I did. 

Do you know if the crew generally took their 
limejuice ?—I do not know. 

Did you, or:any of your shipmates, to your 
knowledge, complain. about the beef?—Yes, I 
complained. 

In what way did you complain?—I told the 
steward one day that he need not weigh any out 
for me, for I did not want it; he wanted to know 
the reason; I did not tell him, and he then went 

and told the captain. 
Tell us the reason ?—Because it was-bad and 
smelled. : 

Have you ever seen it in its raw state ?—Yes, 
‘and it smelled. _ 

' Did its appearance alter by cooking, and in 
what way?—It would shrink, and looked very 
dark in colour, 
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Nearly the first. we. got was, not very good, but 
we put up with it, expecting it to get better. 

Did you continue to have the same beef ?— 
Yes, we had'the same all along; the third officer 
said it was the outward bound stores. 

cal was the pork ?—No complaint about the 
pork. 

Were you supplied with these compressed 
vegetables >—Yes, we got them after we had got 
so bad that we could not eat them. 

When you did begin having these compressed 
vegetables, how often were they supplied ?— 
Once a week, previous to the fresh meat days. 

When were you supplied with fresh vegetables, 
potatoes and turnips ?--I believe we got fresh 
turnips two or three Sundays previous to the 
issuing of the fresh meat. 

How long were you out when you first got 
these fresh turnips?—About four months, and 
round the Horn. 

Were you never supplied with fresh potatoes 
or onions ?—No, never during the whole voyage. 

On the days that you were served with fresh 
mutton, were there no fresh potatoes and onions 
served ?—No. 

Who served the stores out during the voyage? 
—The steward. 

Was this beef that you say was bad the same 
beef that was. served out at the other end of the 
ship ?—I don’t know. 

Did you make any complaint as to no 
vegetables being served ?— No. 

The entry in the log-book, in reference to the 
witnesses Black and. Scott being the ringleaders of 
a revolt, was read to the witness, and asked if it 
had been read over to him at the time ?—Some- 
thing was read froma paper, but nothing like 
that entry. 

Were you put in irons, and if so, for what 
offence ?—Yes, I was; I suppose it was because I 
did not answer to my name a second time. 

What was the treatment generally by the 
captain and officers towards the crew ?—There 
was no rough treatment to me. 

By the Master.| Are you aware that you are 
upon your oath ?—I am, Sir. 

In getting these fresh messes, how were they 
cooked, and in what way were they /served up; 
were they in the shape of a sea pie?—You could 
not tell what it was; it was all mixed up. The 
pressed vegetables was all mixed amongst it with 
flour, and sometimes it would be half burnt; and 


_ furthermore the captain told the cook that if any 
of them came down there to interfere with it. 


he was to scald their eyes out of them. 

Were there not amongst this fresh mess 
potatoes, onions, and turnips, as long as they 
lasted ?—No, there was not, none. 

Did I not impress upon your minds more than 
once, that in any case of ill-treatment, bad food 
or bad cooking, you were always to come to me 
at once, and you would always get justice ?— 
Not to me, and I do not know it to be a fact. 

How do you reconcile the two statements, 
the one that you had no compressed vege- 
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tables until you were unable to eat them, 
and the other that you have been well for six 
months ?—Jn my answer to former questions, by 
the word “ we” I refer to the men generally. 

Did I take good care of you when off the Horn, 
by using weather cloths and leaving you all 

. below excepting just enough for the wheel and 
the look outs?—The captain did use weather 
cloths, and the men were left below. 

By the Presidenit.| Had you any reason to 
complain of the forecastle ?—Yes, it was very 
wet; we were 10 weeks off the Horn, and we 
had to bale water out of it all the time; we brought 
the captain to it, and showed it to him, and he 
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said he would have it fixed when he got into fine 
weather ; instead of that he took good care to 
caulk all round the quarter deck, but he never 
touched the forecastle; even with wetting the 
decks down in a morning the place would be all 
wet, -° 
Was the beef better towards the end of the 
voyage than at the beginning?—No; it was 
worse, but the captain gave us fresh mutton in- 
stead of beef on beef days, and threw the beef 
overboard. 

Did you see the beef thrown overboard ?—I 
saw two messes thrown overboard. 


ABRAHAM Scort, being duly sworn, 


Sarp he was an A.B. on the “Bremen,” and a 
native of St Vincent. 

By the President.| Have you had any com- 
plaint to make in respéct of your food or treat- 
ment on board the ship “ Bremen” ?—Yes; the 
beef was bad, and the food was not cooked 
properly ; the forecastle leaked, and was wet all 
the time in bad weather. 

Were complaints made to the captain about 
this bad beef ?—Yes. 

Was the beef better after that ?—It was the 
same until within a week or two of reaching port, 
when the beef was stopped altogether, and we 


got fresh mutton instead of the beef on beef days. — 


When did you have fresh vegetables, say, 
potatoes, onions, and turnips on the voyage ? 
-—I had potatoes twice when about two months 
out of port; I had turnips twice when about 
two months out of port; I never saw onions. 

Did you have lime-juice served out regularly ? 
—It was served out generally, but I did not 
always take it because it gave me heartburn ; the 
crew generally seemed to take it. 

On first leaving Liverpool, how often did you 
have fresh meat, soup and potatoes, served out 
to you ?—For two days. 

When after that were fresh vegetables, pota- 
toes, or turnips served out ?—To the best of my 
recollection not till we got off the River Plate ; 
we had fresh meat in tins, and flour, and also 
potatoes; and after that I did not get any more. 

Do you recollect about what time those com- 
pressed vegetables were served out? — When 
about four months out. 

Do you recollect in what quantities they were 
given to you?—I saw alittle ina tin, but not much, 
but they were not cooked properly ; I refused 
them at that time because they were improperly 
cooked. 

Were they cooked for you after that time ?— 
Occasionally afterwards they were cooked, but I 
did not eat them; I did not like them, they were 
gritty with sand. 

Did any of the officers of the ship speak 
generally to the crew recommending the use of 
those vegetables as an anti-scorbutic, and explain 
the necessity of taking them ?—I never heard of 
that... |» 

You complain of the beef being bad; are you 
aware whether that was the same beef that was 
used aft ?—I cannot say. 

Did you ever complain to the captain about 
bad provisions ?—I did not complain. . 


sick in thehospital heard it. 


You complain about the forecastle being 
ve 3; was anything done ‘to rectify that ?— 

0. 
Did the captain take good care of you when 
off the Horn, by using weather cloths, and leav- 
ing you all below, excepting just enough for the 
wheel and the look outs?—The captain used the 
weather cloths, and had all the men below except- 
ing six men, a look out, and the two men at the 
wheel, who were in the wheel-house. 

An entry from the ship’s log was here read 
over to the witness in reference to a revolt, and 
he was asked if such entry had been read over to 
him about the time ?—That something had been 
read over to him, but he did not recollect what. 


How long were you.on shore before joining this 
ship ?—I was one month in England. 

How long before you got into port did you 
show symptoms of scurvy ?—About two weeks 
before I got into port. 

By the Master.| Were you not once very 
sick during the voyage with a serious complaint? 
—Yes, I was. 

During that time were you well taken care 
of; did you get good attendance, food suitable 
to your complaint, and wine and stimulants to 
keep you up?—Yes, I was generally well taken 
care of. : 

Did you not tell me when you recovered that 
it was through my good treatment that you re- 
covered ?—Yes, it was through your help and 
God that I recovered. - 


What has been my treatment of you and other 
sick men during the voyage?—Your treatment 
of me was always good, but to the boatswain I 
heard you say, when asked for something to 
eat, what have I got to give you to eat? I have 
got nothing for you to eat; what do you want; 
do you want chicken? the boatswain said, no, but 
he wanted something to eat; the captain’ said, I 
have got nothing for you to eat; lie there, damn 
you, and die. 

How do you account for my saying all that to 
the boatswain, whose services were so much more 
valuable to me than yours, when I treated you 
so kindly ?—I don’t know; I know he said it, , 
but I don’t know why. 

Did any other men hear that conversation ?— 
Yes; Black, Jim Young, and several more now 
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James Youna, being sworn, 


Sarp that he was an A. B. of the ship “ Bre- 
men,” and a native of Liverpool, Nova Scotia. 


By the President.| How long had you been 
on shore before you joined ?— About a week, but 
I had not been on a long voyage. 

_ When were you attacked with scurvy ?— About 
two weeks before I got into port. 

How manys days after leaving Liverpool did 
you have butcher’s meat ?—I recollect the first 
day, but I do not recollect after that. 

How often did you have fresh vegetables, say 
potatoes, or onions, or turnips ?—Once or twice ; 
about a month out, I think, both potatoes and 


_ turnips. 


You don’t remember from that time having 
any more until you had the compressed vege- 
tables ?—No. 

When did you have the compressed vege- 


tables ?—After we had rounded the Cape Horn. 


Were they supplied freely to you ?—When 
the captain first gave them to us he told us they 
were not allowed by the ship, but they were out 
of his own pocket. 

When did you have fresh mutton first ?— 
About the same time. 

Had you any reason to complain of your pro- 
visions? — Yes; the way the vegetables were 
cooked we could not eat them; they were just 
boiled in a pan, and were so bitter we could not 
eat them; once or twice they were cooked with 
the can meat; we complained of the beef being 
bad, it smelled very bad, and was thrown over- 
board. : 

How much did you see thrown overboard ?—. 
About one dozen pieces thrown overboard. 

Did you continue to have this beef?—No; 
afterwards the beef was stopped, and we had can 
meats, sometimes cooked and sometimes the cans 
were just opened and given to us; this was, J 
think, about a month before we got into port. 


Have you anything else to complain of ?—No. 


How was your forecastle ?—-It was very poor; 
the water came in and we had to keep bailing ; 
for nine weeks off the Horn we never had a dry 


forecastle. 


Did the captain take good care of you off the “Bremen.” 


Horn; had he weather cloths, and did he let some 
of you remain below ?—Yes. 

Did you take the limejuice, and was it served 
out regularly ?—Yes it was regulary served, and 
I took it. 

How were the men generally treated ?—I was 
well treated, and the sound men were well treated. 
I saw the boatswain treated very badly for a sick 
man.~The captain came down there one morning ; 
he asked the boatswain what he was lying there 
for, and asked him if it was chicken he wanted, 
if it is, you are damnably mistaken. Before we 
got in here a fresh mess was allowed in the fore- 
castle, but not to the sick men between decks, 
because the captain said some of them were loaf- 


ing. 

“By the Master.| How do you know that the 
captain had the fresh mess stopped in the hospital, 
because he said some of them were loafing ?— 
The captain spoke it on deck before me and 
before several men who are now sick in the 
hospital. 

You say that a month before we got in here 
the captain stopped the salt provision; was this 
at your own request, in consequence ‘of your 
mouth being sore?—No; I went to the captain 


and said my mouth was sore, and asked to have- 


my beef stopped, but I did not ask to have 


my pork stopped; both beef and pork were. 


stopped. 

When both beef and pork were stopped, did 
you not get fresh can meat, rice, and soft food, 
according to your own request?—-No; when my 
beef was stopped the steward gave me a.package 
of sago, and said it was to last for a week ; before 
that week was up the steward came forward and 
said there was no more sago on board, and then 
we got rice every Saturday in the forecastle. 

When the sago was stopped were you not told 
that you could get as much rice and molasses as 
you wanted ?—No. 

Did you receive a glass of grog or sangaree, 
or liquor for a month before you got in port ?—~ 


We did for some time, but I cannot recollect for 


how long. 


Puitip Every, sworn, 


Sarp he was a native of Cape de Verde, and 


an A.B. on board the ship “ Bremen.” 


By the President.| Do you recollect how long 


-you had fresh butcher’s meat after leaving Liver- 


pool ?—One day. 

How often did you have fresh vegetables after 
leaving Liverpool? —After leaving Liverpool for 
a month or two we had potatoes or turnips once 
‘a week. 

When did you have these preserved vegetables? 
—We had that when about four months out. 

When did you have these tins of preserved 
mutton?— When we were near San Francisco, 


only those who were able to work. 


Had you any reason to complain of these pro- 
visions ?— Yes, the outward bound provisions 
were very bad, the beef was rotten, and we could 
not eat it. afi ; 


Sy 17, 


How were the compressed vegetables ?—It 
was bad; the way it was cooked nobody would 
eat it. 

How was it cooked ?—Boiled in water alone. 

Was the beef bad all the voyage ?—We ate 
until we reported it to be rotten, and then we 
were given this fresh mutton. 

How long before reaching San Francisco did 
you commence having this mutton in place of the 
beef ?— About two weeks. 

How was the forecastle ?—It leaked all over; 
coming round the Horn we had to keep two 
hands bailing all the time; the water came in 
through the hawse pipe. 

Did the captain iG anything to protect you 
coming round the Horn ?—All he did was to put 
a weather cloth to protect us; the captain 
allowed all the men to be below excepting one to 
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look out and three or four about the deck, but 
the officers ordered us about. 

How long were you in Liverpool before you 
shipped ?— Two months. 

When did you first get the scurvy ?—About 
four weeks before we got here I had sore feet 
and mouth. 

Did the most of the crew take their lime- 
juice ?—Most of them did; I did; some few did 
not. 

Were the captain and officers kind to the sick 
people ?—No; they treated them rough, espe- 
cially the captain, down in the between decks; 
the way the captain spoke to the sick men was 
enough to make any one get .down-hearted and 
die. 

How many chain pipes were there in the fore- 
castle?—None; but the water got on deck 


_ through the hawse pipes, ran on deck, and got 
‘ under the sill into the forecastle. 


Did any of you complain to the captain of the 
water in the forecastle?—-We have complained 
to. the captain, but the carpenter caulked to the 
end of the galley, but did not caulk the fore- 
castle. 

By the Master.] Do the deck from the galley 
and: the forecastle connect ?—Yes. 

Do you recollect my sending the carpenter to 


caulk the galley and the forecastle, that is, any — 


leak that was pointed out tome?—No; I recol- 
lect the carpenter working on the galley, but he 
did no work to the forecastle. 
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Do you recollect that I went into the fore - 


castle and pointed out a leak to be eaulked by 
the carpenter ?—The captain came into the fore- 
castle when he was told it was leaking, and he 
said it should be caulked, but it never was. 

You said two men were kept constantly bailing 
out the forecastle; were these two men of the 
watch below or the watch on deck ?—Sometimes 
one and sometimes another. 


Did you ever tell me that some of these sick | 


men were loafing, and were able to stand on deck 
and keep their look out, and do other things? 
—I never told the captain such a thing as that, 
I never said any man was loafing. 

You say that I used language down in the be- 
tween decks bad enough to make men lie down 
and die; can you mention that language ?—Yes; 
the captain called the men loafers and blood- 
suckers, and went into the forecastle and said, 
that if the men had any work in them to give them 
a dose of American oil, and make them work on 
both sides. 

In making use of these expressions, was it not 
done in a bantering way to try and induce the 
men to do something for themselves and to get 
them up?—I suppose it was done with that ob- 
ject. 

By the President.] When the men were sick 
did they try to help one another?—Yes; the 
captain allowed them a boy at first, but subse- 
quently took the boy away; anybody that was 
able had to assist the others. 


JOHN BIRKETT re-sworn, : 


Sarp he wished to correct some evidence 
given by him on the previous day. : 

I stated yesterday in error that the first case 
of preserved mutton was opened on the 2nd of 
May, not having with me the book of the first 
part of the passage. I find on examining that 
pook that the first case of preserved mutton was 
broached on the 27th day of February, on which 
date 18 pounds of mutton were issued to the 
crew. On the 21st of March 18 pounds were 
issued to the crew. On the 4th of April 18 
pounds were issued to the crew. 

By the President. | Was the beef issued during 


the voyage to the crew of the same quality as 
that, now on board the ship ?—It was the same in 
every respect, and we never had a meal in the 
cabin but what.some of the same beef that was 
issued to the men was put on the cabin table; 
one cask just before we arrived, the pickle 
turned, it was condemned and thrown overboard, 
and fresh meat issued in place of it. 

By the Court.] Are those books still private 
books that you quote from, and do you still 
refuse to hand them to the Court ?—Yes; they 
contain private memoranda: other than ship’s 
stores. 


JoHN Moran being sworn, 


Sarp he was Carpenter's Mate of the ship 
“Bremen.” ° 

By the President.| Had you anything to do 
with broaching the provisions ?—I opened all the 
casks, 

Were there two qualities of beef and pork ?— 
Not that I know of, the casks had the same brand, 
and the meat seemed the same. 

Did you know when the fresh vegetables were 
given to the crew?—We had fresh vegetables 
every Sunday for about nine weeks after leaving 
port; our rations were exactly the same as those 
delivered to the coloured crew, nothing more 
and nothing less. 

Did you hear the coloured crew complain. of 
the beef or pork ?—No, I have heard them say 
the pork was as good as they ever tasted. 


When were these compressed vegetables given 


out first ?—Soon after. the others were done; I 
don’t know the exact time. 


Did you hear of the forecastle being very wet ? 


—No, it was not more wet than ours, our house _ 


is forward of the forecastle, and our house was not 
wet excepting from the sweat of the iron, which 
caused it to be a little damp; one of the men in 
the forecastle complained tome of his bunk being 
wet from the sweat of the iron, and. I put an. 
extra piece of wood in it. 

A portion of the evidence given in relation to: 


the forecastle was here read to the witness, and. 
he was asked if it was true? —It is false; the 


passage to.our house was:dry, and water must 
have gone through that passage to get to the 
forecastle in the way stated in that evidence. * 

By the President.| Can you tell when the can, 
mutton was first. given out?—It would be the, 
latter end of March or beginning of April. 

Did you have it at regular intervals after that ? 
—It commenced at once a fortnight, and then we 
had it once a week, and then twice a week, ae 
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then three times a week, and then four times a 
week. 

How were these compressed vegetables usually 
cooked ?—At first they were made into a seapie, 
and then they were steeped in water, and boiled 
and given to us so. 

Were they good eating when boiled ?—TI liked 
them at first, but afterwards got tired of them. 

Had you any trace of scurvy ?—Yes, my gums 


were a little sore and my knee was a little 
‘swollen ~before we got in, but I am all right 
“now. 


Were the coloured crew cleanly in their 
habits and active? —No; when we first left port 
we had bad weather; some of them would make 
their mess by the bitts forward, and I reported 
it to the captain; they are lazy. 

What habitable portion of the ship. had you 
caulked after leaving port? — The cabin, the 


galley, and the round of the quarters which 


appeared to be much worse than any other part 
of the ship; if the carpenter had been well there 
would have been a deal more caulking done. 

You had no particular order to caulk the fore- 
castle ?—No. 

By the Muaster.] Do you recollect, at the time 
the galley was caulked, that the carpenter also 
caulked any leaks that were in the forecastle ?— 
I do not recollect; my work was different from 
his at the time. 

You being in the between-decks at that time 
I was treating the sick men, was it your im- 
pression that my treatment of them was kind, 
or otherwise?—My impression was that it was 
kind, and I often made the remark to the sail- 
maker that I never saw a captain treat patients 
more kindly than this captain did; he never spoke 
a harsh word to them, excepting to try and make 
them get up on deck in the sun, for their own 
good. 


JOSEPH CAREFULL, sworn. 


_ Sarp that he was the sailmaker on the ship 
«¢ Bremen.” 

By the President.] How long after leaving 
Liverpool did you have vegetables?—We had 


_ potatoes twice ‘a week -at first on leaving port, 


“more than the captain did for the crew; he 
looked well after the sick, and was among them 


and subsequently once a week; potatoes and tur- 
nips lasted for about three months; the coloured 
crew had the same provisions that we had. 

How soon after the fresh vegetables gave out 


did you have these pressed vegetables ?—We 


had them off Cape Horn. 

Do you recollect when you commenced having 
fresh mutton?—When we were off the Horn 
we had it twice a week, later on, three times a 
week, and a few weeks before we got ito port 
four timesaweek. > 

Did you find the salt provisions good, both 
beef and pork ?—Yes. 

Did you hear any complaints of ‘the beef or 
ork ?—Yes, the crew complained of one cask of 
eef; but I ate of that same cask of beef myself, 

and found it, good. 

‘Was the forecastle wet.or dry ?—It never was 
very wet, 

Did you hear the crew complain of it?—I heard 
some of them complain, and I have seen some of 
them wiping it up with a cloth as I was passing. 

Do you know whether the carpenter ever 
eaulked the decks over the forecastle ?—I cannot 


say. 
Was the captain’s treatment of the coloured 


‘crew good generally ?— It was ; no man could do 


day and night. 


Were the crew cleanly in their habits ?— 
They were not. ay 

Did they show much energy to keep themselves 
well ?—No. 

. Did you have any scurvy ?—No. 

Under similar conditions, do you think that a 
white crew would have got the disease that these 
men got?—No, I do not. 

Were any of the white men afflicted with 
scurvy ?—The carpenter’s mate had an appear- 
ance of scurvy in his knee ; one of the apprentices 
had a slight attack before arriving, and the car- 
penter died towards the end of the voyage; he 
had been on the coast of Africa for some time 
before. 

What sort of a looking man was the carpenter 
at the beginning of the voyage ?—He had a very 
sallow complexion, and was a sickly looking 
man. 

By the Master.] You, having lived in the room 
with the carpenter, can tell whether he took the 
medicines provided for him; did he ?—He refused 
to eat what the captain ordered him when he 
could eat; and when he could no longer eat it, 
he-.asked for it; he drank his limejuice to within 
afew days of his death, but refused wine and 
quinine. 

By the Court.] You and the carpenter, and the 
carpenter’s mate being petty officers, was any- 
thing served out to you, in the way of provisions, 
beyond what was served out to the rest of the 
crew ?—Nothing whatever. 


[The Court here adjourned till 10 o’clock, 
on the 30th. 
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30th August 1875. 


Before the Court resumed, Dr. Henry Gibbons, jun.,stated to the members of the Court then present, 
that he, as health officer, accompanied Dr. Humphreys on board the ship “ Bremen,” and upon being 
shown the evidence of Dr. Humphreys in regard to the accommodation of the sick men, corroborated 
it in every particular; this statement was made by Dr. Henry Gibbons, he not being able to await 


the formation of the Court. 


The Court resumed at half-past ten o’clock on the 30th of August. 


Horace Watson Luoyp was sworn. 


SaID he was an apprentice on board the ship 
“Bremen; ” this is my first voyage. 


By the Court.| Have you been ill during the 
voyage, or have you had any scurvy ?—No. 

Had you the same food as the rest of the men 
during the voyage ’—Exactly the same as the 
men in the forecastle. 

You recollect on leaving Liverpool that you 
had fresh meat for two days ?—Yes. 

After that second day, do you recollect getting 
any fresh butcher’s meat served out ?—I do not 
recollect any being served out after the second 
or third day. 

After that second or third day, do you recollect 
getting any fresh vegetables, such as potatoes or 
turnips, served out to you, and if so, how long were 
they served out to you; how often and in what 
quantities ?—I recollect once a week certainly, 
and in sufficient quantity for a meal, as near as 
I can remember, for a fortnight or three weeks. 

After leaving Liverpool, and having butcher’s 
meat served out twice to you, do you recollect 
when you got preserved mutton served out to you, 
and how often it was continued ?—About a month 
out, and at first it was served out once a month, 
T think. 

When was it served out more often than once 
a month ?—When coming round the Horn it 
was served out every Sunday. 

Was it increased after that ?—Yes; when off 
Valparaiso, when the second man died, we had it 
served out twice a week, Sunday and Thursday. 

Any oftener after passing Valparaiso?—Yes, 
it was afterwards served out three times a week, 
Sunday, Tuesday, and Thursday. 

Do you recollect at about what time . those 
compressed vegetables were first issued to the 


- erew,' and how often then?—They were first 


served out after passing the Horn, and then con- 
tinued once a week for about a month, after that 
they were continued to the men as much as they 
wanted to eat. 2 

Did the men eat those pressed vegetables ?—I 
saw them passed into the forecastle ; I don’t know 
whether the men ate them; I and all the ap- 
prentices liked them. — 

Did you at any time hear the crew complain of 

_ them?—I have heard them grumble amongst them- 

selves about them, but they were cooked for them 
in the same way that they were cooked for us. 

Did you ever hear the crew-make any com- 
plaints about the food during the voyage ?—Once 
they complained about the dough being heavy. 

Did you ever hear them complain about the 
beef being rotten or smelling bad, or did you 


ever see any of the beef thrown overboard ?—No, 
I never heard the crew complain of the beef; I 
was ordered one day to throw some beef out of 
the harness-cask overboard. 

About how many pieces?—I threw about 15 
to 20 pieces overboard. 

In what state was it?—The meat seemed good 
and sound; the steward told me the pickle had 
turned. 

Were you one of those who at any time had 
to look after the sick ?—Yes, I attended in the 
morning, cleansing with the disinfectants, and 
every night I visited the hospital with the chief 
officer. 

Did you ever hear.any of those sick people 
complain of wanting anything ?—They complained 
once of wanting bed-clothing ; and they then had 
canvas supplied to them. 

Was limejuice taken into those sick men, and 
did they take it?—It was taken into them every 
day, some took it, and some would not. Woods, 
Church, Rector, Beng, Johnson, sometimes would 
not take it. 

What was the treatment of the captain and 
officers to the sick men generally ?—It was kind 
and attentive to all of them. ye 


By the President.| Did you ever hear the crew 
complain of the forecastle being wet?—I never 
heard them complain to the officers; I have heard 
them complain amongst themselves, but their 
forecastle was not very wet, and not as wet as 
our quarters in the cabin. 


By the Master.| Do you recollect seeing a 
large quantity of potatoes on board the ship 
spread over the coals ?—Yes. 

Do you recollect having fresh mutton used by 
the crew before getting to the Equator, and 
the empty cans that had contained the mutton 
being used as slush buckets in setting the rigging 
up?—Yes, I recollect all that. 

Do you recollect when: getting these fresh 
messes that you had an abundance, and that they 
contained potatoes, onions, and turnips, as long 
as the fresh vegetables lasted ?—Yes, I do. 


Did you ever get a fresh mess when the sailors 
did not get one at the same time?—No, never; 
they were all cooked in the same copper. 

After the fresh vegetables gave out, were 
not the compressed vegetables substituted in 
the sea-pies for them ?—Yes. 

You stated that the fresh messes lasted two 
or three weeks; may it not have been two or 
three months; do you not recollect that we had 
them after the boatswain was laid down with 
sickness ?—I do. 


Were 
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Were not the fresh messes after passing the 
Horn very numerous, and during the latter part 
of the voyage did you not have them four times 
a week ?—Yes. 

Did you ever hear me point out to these 
men the necessity of eating the vegetables and 
of taking the limejuice ?—Yes. 

Did I tell them if they refused that I should 
log them, and that if they got scurvy it would 
be their own fault ?—Yes. 

Do you know that the sick men were well 
attended upon and had given to them plenty 
of rice, sago, arrowroot, and soft food, and 
molasses, and that the strength of the limejuice 
was doubled ?—Yes. 

Do you recollect when the galley was caulked 
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that a leak in the forecastle was stopped at the 
same time ?—Yes. 

By the Court.; Do you recollect how those 
potatoes, turnips, and onions, kept during the 
voyage ?—Latterly the potatoes did not keep 
well at all, they began to sweat, the turnips the 
same; some went rotten towards the end of their 
use ; I don’t recollect the onions. 

Do you recollect picking the potatoes over ?— 
We picked them over once and carried in about 
four bags to the steward, and threw overboard 
about one and a-half barrels of bad ones. 

By the Master.| That picking over occurred 
when the potatoes were nearly at an end, did it 
not, the potatoes having previously kept well, 
being spread out over the coals ?—Yes. 


GrEorcE NuTTALL (white) was sworn. 


Sarp he shipped asa boy, and had been acting 
as cook’s assistant all the voyage. 

By the Court.| Do you remember most of the 
incidents that occurred in the galley since leaving 
Liverpool ?—Yes. ; 

How many days after leaving Liverpool was 
butchers’ meat cooked for the crew ?—lI do not 
recollect. . 

Do you remember at all whether fresh pro- 
visions were given out after leaving Liverpool? 
—I remember potatoes and turnips were given 
out on Sundays for two weeks. 

Were they stopped after two weeks ?—Yes, 
they were stopped for three weeks as far as I can 
remember. 

Do you remember when the first of the 
Australian mutton was served out ?>—No. 

Do you remember whether any was served out, 
and how long before you got to the Horn ?—I 
remember some fresh messes previous to getting 
to the Horn, but I do not remember how 
many. 

What did those fresh messes consist of ?—Pre- 
served vegetables, meat, flour, and barley ; there 
were no fresh vegetables in the messes. 

Did you hear any complaints from the men 
from the time they left Liverpool until getting 


_ off the Horn, as to their food being bad ?—No. 


Was the beef to your own knowledge good, 
and fit to eat ?— Yes. 

Cannot you tell us anything about any fresh 
messes the crew got after passing the Horn?—I 
do not recollect how many; the salt meat was 
stopped about a month before we got here, and 
preserved mutton served out instead. 

Did you at any time on the passage out attend 
on the sick people, and when ?—Yes, during the 


ay. 

W hat did you do for them ?—I carried their 
meals down to them; some of them had coffee, 
some tea, and rice, and sago, and some of them 
had preserved potatoes, and on pea-soup days 


they had pea-soup; oz Sundays, I remember, 
they got fresh meat, and on flour days they got 


fresh meat. 

Did you ever bear any complaints of the sick 
people saying they had not enough to eat, or that 
they could not eat what they got?—No, ex- 
cepting two, Scott and Taylor; the captain used 
to give them the fresh soup before it went into 
the cabin, and they complained of that, saying 
that it was only water and grease. 

Do you remember cooking any fresh vege- 
tables for the crew at about the time we are now 
speaking of ?—No, at that time we were cooking 
preserved vegetables. :

Was there any live stock on board leaving 
Liverpool ?—Yes, there were three hogs; one 
died after we had gone round the Horn, and two 
are now alive on board the ship. 

By the President.| Did the men often come to 
the galley to have their biscuit and slush cooked ? 
—Yes, most of them came constantly, until about 
six weeks before the voyage was ended, when it 
was stopped by the captain’s orders. 

Were these pressed vegetables cooked for the 
crew in the same way that they were cooked for 
v petty officers and for the captain’s table ?— 

es. 

Did you have scurvy, and did you eat. the 
fresh vegetables? —I had no scurvy; I ate 
the fresh compressed vegetables and I liked 
them. 

By the Master.] Were there not quite a large 
quantity of potatoes, turnips, and onions, on 
board that ship when we started spread over the 
coal ?—Yes. 

Did you ever hear the observation made on 
board the ship as to how long and well the 
potatoes had kept ?—No. 

Do you know that they lasted for a long 
time until we got down into cold weather ?— 
Yes. 

I want you to try and recollect if the crew 
had not numerous messes before getting to 
the cold weather, and whether in each of 
those fresh messes there were not potatoes 
or turnips or onions, as long as they lasted ?— 
Yes, I remember now, there were some potatoes 
in the fresh messes given to the crew before 
getting to the Horn. 

Do you recollect that pea-soup for the cabin 
and for the crew was made in one copper, and 
that onions were put in itas long as they lasted ; 
and do you recollect hearing me tell the cook 
that my reason for doing so was to! be sure that 
mene got as good soup asI got for myself? 
—Yes. 

Did you ever hear me tell the men the neces- 
sity of eating vegetables to preserve their 
health ? — Yes, I remember hearing you tell 
Barnes and some men that were lying att. 

Notwithstanding their refusing these vege- 
tables and their being thus thrown  over- 
board, did I not still insist upon having 
them cooked and offered to the men ?— 
Yes. 

Was I kind to the sick men, and did I visit 
them regularly ?—Yes. 

Do you recollect my ever coming to the 
galley and mixing the medicines there myself? 
—Yes.

Sarp'he was an A. B.. on board the ship

By the President.) Have you had any scurvy ? 
—No. 

Did you take your lime-juice regularly ?— 
No, it always hurts me; I took a little at first, 
but afterwards told the officers I could not; 
they said they would log me. 

Do you recollect how often and how long you 
had vegetables ?—I remember once a week and 
sometimes twice we had them till we had passed 
the Line. 

Do you remember when you first had tin 
mutton ?—Before we got to the Horn, say about 
a month and a-half.after we left. 

Do you recollect how that tin meat was served ? 
—I recollect getting potatoes with it a couple of 
times. 

Do you recollect when you first had the com- 
pressed vegetables ?—I don’t remember on which 
side of the Horn we were; I know it was cold 
weather. 

How were those compressed vegetables gene- 
rally cooked ?—They were generaily boiled, but 
they would have been better if the cook had paid 
more attention to them; I recollect that they 
were sometimes made into a seapie. 

Did ine crew generally eat them?—Yes, the 
crew generally did eat them, but sometimes they 
were cooked so badly that the crew did not eat 
them. 

By the Court.] Did you eat them yourself ?— 
Yes, I ate them off and on as long as they were 
served out. 

Were youlaid up at all, and had you any reason 
to complain of your treatment on board the ship? 
—I was not laid up, and I had no reason to com- 
plain of the treatment I got. 

Had you any reason to complain during the 
voyage of either the quality or quantity of the 
provisions ?—-No, I had not. 

Are you satisfied with the ship on all accounts, 
and are you willing to go home in her again ? 
—Yes, I am satisfied with the ship, and am 
willmg to go home in her again, provided 
some of the crew who came out do not return in 
her. 

Have you at any time heard of any of the sick 
men complain of the captain or the officers, that 
is, of a,want of attention being the cause of their 
illness ?—I heard one of the men before he died 
say that he believed the captain was the cause of 
his death, and that he did not think he would 
live long. > 


In what way ?—In the afternoon he (John 


Summers) was on deck, and the same afternoon 
the captain gave him a dose of medicine, and 
he told me at tea-time that this dose of medicine 
had made him considerably worse than he was 


before, and that he did not think he would live 


long ; I think he died that same night. 

By the Prestdent.}. Did Summers appear 
frightened ?—No, excepting on that occasion I 
bade him good-bye, and told him not to have such 
things as he had just been telling me on his 
mind. 


Did you hear any of the crew complain of 
the provisions?—I heard them complain of 
the way the provisions were cooked. 

After you were coming up north from the 
Horn, did you have a more frequent supply of 
fresh provisions ?—Yes, we had them more 
frequently, but I den’t recollect how often. 

Did you hear no complaints of the beef?—L 
heard complaints of the way it was cooked. 
Sometimes it was not half cooked, and many 
times when it was quite cooked it had 
not been properly washed. Complaints were 
made of that to the cook; and some said they 
were going to complain to the captain, but I do 
not know whether they did; the cooking did not 
improve. 

You say you are willing to go back 
in the ship if some of the men who came 
out in her do not go back; what objection have 
you to these men ?—In the first place, there were 
some who were in the habit of carrying news 
from one end of the ship to the other. Some are 
able to do their work, but are too lazy; some of 
them give in directly they get sick. 

How was the forecastle ?—It was well enough 
in dry weather, but very wet in bad weather; it 
leaks pretty badly in certain places. 

By the Court.| Describe those places ?—There 
is a place on each side of the deck that leaks, and 
round the skylight; water also comes in under- 
rie the combing on the forward part of the main 

eck. 

Have you ever known any of the men being 
obliged to have an oilskin over them when 


in their bunks?—I have known of a couple of | 


men when we were off the Horn having 
to use oilskins to throw the water off from their 
beds. The men were MacDougal, now in the 
hospital, and Robert Mathews, now dead. 

By the President.| Was any complaint made to 
the captain about this?—They said they would 
make complaints to the captain: I don’t know 
whether they did. 

Was anything done to stop that leaking before 
you got into port ?—No, not to my recollection. 

By the Master.] Two men have testified that it 
was necessary for two men to keep bailing the 
forecastle out all the time with buckets in bad 
weather ; was that true or false?—I know 
nothing about that; I have seen it occasionally 
bailed out. 

Do you remember my coming into the fore- 
castle to. see about the leak, and having it 
stopped ?—I remember your coming into the 
forecastle, and saying you would have it stopped, 
but I do not know whether anything was done 
to it. 

Had you not a tarpaulin over your skylight 
ple off Cape Horn to keep the water out ?— 

es. 

Is it usual in most forecastles to have a little 
water in them ?—Yes, most forecastles have a 
little water in them, but this one had more in 
than I have been in the habit of seeing.

By the President.| Have you had the scurvy ? 
—I had a slight attack a couple of weeks before 
getting in, but was nov laidup; I am now better, 
but not quite well. 

By the Court.| Did you take your lime-juice ? 
—Yes, I took all I could get. 

Do you recollect leaving Liverpool, and how 
long after leaving Liverpool had you potatoes or 
fresh vegetables served out to you ?—I don’t 
recollect getting potatoes more than three times 
whilst on the ship, and turnips about three or four 
times; I think it was about two or three weeks 
after leaving that we had them first. 

Do you recollect having any _ preserved 
mutton served out to you ?—Yes, I do, when 
on this side of the Horn; if I got any on the 
other side I do not remember it. 

Do you remember ever having had a fresh mess 
served to you in which there was fresh preserved 
mutton, with potatoes or turnips, or both in it ?— 
No, I do not. 

When you got turnips or potatoes served out to 
you, how were they cooked?—When I got the 
turnips they were by themselves; there was 
nothing with them but salt meat; when I got 
potatoes, I got preserved beef with them in the 
form of a sea-pie. 

Do you remember when preserved vegetables 
were first served out to you?—I think it was on 
this side of the Horn. 

Do you like them?—I have'eaten them only 
twice; I do not like them; they are bitter, and 
those on this ship have too much sand in them. 

Did you find any difference in the way they 
were cooked on board this ship to that you have 
seen in other ships ?—Yes; in other ships I have 
never found sand in them, but they have always 
been bitter, otherwise they were cooked the same 
in this ship as in others. 

How long were you on shore before you joined 
this ship ?—A little over six weeks. 

You say you have been previously in this 
employ; had you then a coloured or mixed 
erew ?——_We had a coloured crew, and I was 
boatswain’s mate on the passage out, and boat- 
swain on the voyage home. 

Did you find that the crew in that ship had 
different habits from those of the crew in this 
ship?—Yes; in the former ship they were a 
quarrelsome lot, and in the “ Bremen” they were 
a most peaceable lot; but as to their personal 
habits, I don’t find much difference ; there were 
clean men and dirty men in both ships. Sar: 

Did the men appear to suffer much from cold 


when off the Horn ?=-Yes, they suffered a good 
deal; some of them were West Indians, and 


suffered more from the cold than I did. 
By the President.| What was the treatment of 


the captain and officers towards the men ?—I can 
only answer for myself, and I have nothing to 
complain of. 

Had you any opportunity of judging if the 
captain and officers were attentive to the sick? 
—I attended the boatswain and _ boatswain’s 
mate, and one or two others; that is, I and 
Julius Anthone did, and Anthone told me that he 
had carried some flour to the cook for to make 
something for the boatswain, and the cvok said 
he would not do it; and when I went below in 
my watch below I asked the boatswain if he 
wanted anything; he told me he did not want 
anything, because there was not anything that I 
could give him. I:said, “‘ Never mind, cheer up, 
old boy ;” that I would beat up some hard bread, 
and make a gruel for him, and I did beat him up 
some hard bread, and made him a gruel, and he 
ate but very little of it, and from that out he did 
not eat more than four or five spoonfuls at any 
meal. 

Tell us how often you had preserved meat 
during the voyage ?—As near as I can remem- 
ber we had twice a week when we were nearly 
in here, and for the last two weeks we had it 
three times a week. 

Had you any reason to be dissatisfied with 
the salt meat on board?—The beef was bad 
when off the Cape; I noticed it smelt bad; I 
ate very little; I noticed four or five times that 
the beef was bad and I left off eating it. 

Had you any reason to complain of the 
forecastle, and what ?—Yes, the forecastle was 
wet on the deck; the water came through the 
upper deck; it leaked down the fore-mast, in 
the middle of the forecastle, and over the 


bunks ; it leaked into Julius Anthone’s bunk, and 


ran out of that into mine; I recollect hearing 
some of the men say they had to keep their oil- 
skins over them on account of the leak when in 
bed. 

By the Court.| Were you at any time obliged 
to bale the water out of the forecastle ?—Yes, I 
have frequently been obliged to bale out the 
water. 

Have you or any of you made any complaint 
to the captain about this water?—I never did, 
but others have told me that they had. 

Was anything ever done to stop these leaks ?— 
Not to my knowledge. 

Do you feel satisfied with the forecastle and 
ship otherwise sufficiently to return in her ? —No, 
not in the condition the forecastle is now; the 
forecastle is not fit for a human being to live in, 
otherwise I am satisfied. 

By the Master.] Are you positive that for two 
weeks before you got into port, fresh mutton was 
not served out more than three times a week ?— 
I did not have it more than three times.

—Yes, after leaving we had fresh beef and 
potatoes served out twice or three times, I don’t 
recollect which. 

Had you potatoes or. turnips served out to you 
after that ?—Not until after the first man died, I 
cannot say for certain how long after. 

Can you recollect how often after the first man 
died you had potatoes or turnips?—We got the 
potatoes when we got the fresh mutton, once a 
fortnight. 

And after the fresh vegetables were done did 
you get preserved vegetables?—Yes, we got 
them, but sometimes they were bitter and we 
could not eat them. 

When so many men were sick, were you much 
amongst them ?—Yes, I used to lift them up and 
down. 

Did tke men try to do anything for themselves 


in trying to keep themselves clean ?—Yes, they 


used to shift their clothes.. 

Did you see the captain and officers go down 
regularly amongst the sick?—I have seen the 
mate amongst them regularly, and I have seen 
the captain down there about three times. 

Did you ever hear any of them say they were 
badly treated?—I heard one man, Benjamin 
Smith, say that he did not get enough to eat; 
he said he was hungry ; he told me one morning 
that he had been hungry all night; this was not 
very long before he died. 

At this time you were getting fresh meat in 
the forecastle four times a week ; how was it that 
the sick men did not get it?—I cannot say why 
the sick men did not get it; I know they never 


_ but all were. 
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got any fresh meat, but I do not know why; that 
is, they used to get fresh meat when they got 
preserved vegetables, but not as often as we in 
the forecastle. 

Was the beef and pork good ?—Yes, excepting 
one barrel of beef that was bad; the pork was 
very good. 

By the President.] What was the condition of 
the forecastle ?—-The forecastle was always wet 
when we were in bad weather; the deck leaked, 
and it leaked round the mast and round the com- 
panion way, and on the main deck under the 
combing. 

Have you ever complained to the captain or 
officers about the leaks in the forecastle ?—Yes, I 
complained twice to the captain. 

Was the leak stopped ?—It was raining at the 
time I spoke to the captain, and he said he would 
have it stopped when the rain ceased ; another 
time I asked the captain for a piece of board to 
turn the water off my bunk, and he gave me what 
I wanted. 

Are you satisfied with the ship ?—Yes. 

By the Master.] When you asked me for a 
board, was it not to keep the dampness from the 
side of the ship from your bed, and not the water 
of a leak?—I wanted the board to put on the 
ship’s side to prevent the sweating from wetting 
my bed. 

Do you think that I tried to make you all as 
comfortable as possible ?—I can only answer for

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Francisco to Falmouth wid the coast of Mexico, in 
the British ship “ Hertfordshire,” I was 14 days 
going to the coast of Mexico, and remained two 
months on the coast loading, where we were 
supplied with fresh meat, some vegetables, fruit, 
a great abundance of limes and fish; the water 
we got there was slightly brackish; when about 
a month out from the coast the first symptoms of 
scurvy showed itself in one of the crew that I 
had shipped in San Francisco, and from that till 
the end of the voyage, or say till after rounding 
Cape Horn, all the men that were shipped in 
San Francisco were laid up one after the other 
in a bad state with scurvy, so that when I

arrived at Falmouth I had only two men, the 
apprentices and officers who had been two years 
and nine months on the voyage, who were well 
and with no symptoms of scurvy; I had given. 
double quantities of lime-juice three times a day ; 
I gave flour and preseryed meats instead of salt 
provisions; I wrapped some of their joints in 
diluted lime-juice in cloths, but nothing that I 
could do seemed to do any good; I found out 
during the voyage that the 10 men I shipped in 
San Francisco were all more or less just off a 
voyage of 150 days, and had only been some 
24 hours on shore. 


ALBERT JOHN DUKE was sworn. 


Saip that he was an apprentice on board the 
« Bremen,” and had been an apprentice for three 
and a-half years. 

By the President.| Do you remember how 
long you had fresh butchers’ meat after leaving 
Liverpool?—We had full messes for three days, 
and some for four days longer. 


When did you begin to have fresh vegetables ? 
— As soon as we started, and we had them as 
long as they lasted, about once or twice a week; 
they lasted until we had passed the River Plate 
a long way. 

When did you begin to have compressed 
vegetables ?—When the other vegetables were 
finished. ' 

Were they well cooked and palatable ?—Yes, 
to my taste they were; I ate them frequently, 
and I know they were always supplied. 


Do you know when you first had fresh pre- 
served mutton?—When we were three weeks 
or three and a-half weeks out, it was then made 
into a sea-pie with fresh vegetables. 

How often was it supplied until you got round 
the Horn?—We had it twice in six weeks, and 
then we had it once or twice a week till we passed 
the Plate, and coming round the Horn we had 
it three times the week; and as soon as the 
scurvy showed itself so bad, we had it four times 
a week; we were then in warm weather. 


Had you scurvy, and did you take lime-juice? 
—lI had no scurvy; I took lime-juice regularly. 

Were the captain and officers attentive to the 
sick ?— Very ; they could not have been more so. 

Had you any means of knowing whether or 
no the crew ate the compressed vegetables ?— 
I believe they did. 

What part of the ship do you live in?—In the 
cabin. 

Were you much about the galley ?~-Not much. 

Had you opportunities or seeing how the cook 
cooked the food ?— Very well; 1 had the same 
food as the crew, though living in the cabin. 

Were your salt provisions good ?—Yes, both 
the beef and pork.

Sarp he acted as cabin boy on board the ship 
“ Bremen.” ‘This is my first voyage. 


By the Court.| Were you living in the cabin 
all the time ?—After the first ten days I was in 
the cabin. 


Were you in attendance upon the sick at any 
time ?—I never was, as a duty, but I did out of 
kindness, once or twice. “ 

Did you see whether they ever did anything 
for themselves, or did they expect everything to 
be done for them ?—After they were once down, 
they never did anything for themselves, they ex- 
pected everything to be done for them. 

Did you ever hear any of them complain of 
being unkindly treated?—Yes; it was Simon 
Edwards ; he complained that the captain would 
not give him anything to eat; which I know to 
be false, having heard the captain ask him what 
he would take, and say that anything he had on 
board he would give-him. 

By the Master.| Have you any recollection of 
a complaint being made about the forecastle 
leaking in the deck overhead, and of my 
having had it caulked at the time, or about the 
time?—I do recollect that the leak was caulked 
and paid a few days after the complaint, as soon 
as the weather was favourable. 

The men have stated that it took two men to 
keep baling the forecastle out in bad weather, 
was that statement true or false?—I have never 
seen them baling it out, and I was working near’ 
there in some portion of the bad weather. 

Have you ever seen water outside the forecastle 
in the passage in bad weather ?—Yes. 

Did you ever see it in quantities sufficient to. 
be baled up?—No; I never saw it in quantities 
sufficient to be bailed up with anything large. 

Do you not think, from the character of the 
men, that if they had been so obliged to keep 
baling out water, they would have complained 
to me?-- Yes; I think they would have com- — 
plained, had it been so. 

Did you ever hear them complain to me or to 
any officer of the ship ?—I never did.

Were you much amongst the sick men ?— 
Yes: very much. 

- Did the captain behave kindly to those men? 
—Yes; very kindly. 

Did you ever hear any of them say that they 
were badly treated, or unkindly treated ?—No. 

Did the coloured men help themselves and 
one another ?—No, they did not help them- 
ha and those who were well did not help the 
sick. 

Did you hear them complain of these com- 
pressed vegetables; did they eat them?—No, 
they did not eat them; they made every excuse 
to get out of eating them; 1 don’t know what was 
the reason. 

__ Did you notice that these vegetables had sand 
in them ?—No, they had not.

By the Court.| Was the ship provisioned ac- 
cording to a list supplied by you?—I gave in a 
list of what I wanted, and all that. was on my list 
was supplied, and after they were on board I was 

asked if I wanted more. 

As your owners were willing to supply all that 
you could possibly require, why did you person- 
ally get an extra quantity of potatoes, turnips, 
and onions?—I considered that my owners had 
put a sufficient quantity on board, but being my- 
self particularly fond of potatoes, turnips, and 
onions, and furthermore (perhaps as much as 
anything) to help an old friend of mine, who had 
just gone into the vegetable supply business, 
I obtained a further supply. 

Did you consider that 20 cwt. of potatoes, 
with a crew of 50 men, was a sufficient supply 
at first?-—Yes; I considered that was about: as 

‘many as would keep, with the supply 1 had 
myself. 

_ Had you, at the time you sent this list in 
for your supply of vegetables from your owners, 
“any intention of purchasing other vegetables on 
your own account ?—I had. 

_ How could you as a shipmaster be expected 
to buy potatoes and other vegetables at your 
own expense for the use of the crew?—l fre- 
quently do; that is, I buy them for myself, 
‘but furnish them to the crew after theirs have 
‘given out.

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By the Master.| Were not those vegetables 
just the same, and cooked just the same, as those 
that were used in the cabin?—Yes, they were 
quite the same. 


Do you recollect that vegetables were cooked 
in such a large quantity that the men. could 
not eat-them all, and they were brought back 
to the galley; I mean potatoes and turnips ?— 


Yes. 


Did you hear me more than once tell the men 
the necessity of eating the compressed vege- 
tables, and try to induce them to eat them ?—Yes, 
often. 

You attended upon these men, and carried them 
their food for a long time, did you not ?—Yes, I 
did. 

Why did I stop you from doing that a couple 


of weeks before getting here ?— Because the men 


used. bad language towards me, and tried to abuse 
me. 

Did you ever hear me tell those sick men that 
they should have anything I had in the ship if 
they felt like eating it?—Yes, very often. 

By the Court.| State in what way those men 
tried to abuse you?—One man wanted me to 
make his bed; that is, commanded me to make 
his bed; and another man tried to strike me, 
because I asked him if he would have some rice. 


LESLIE, re-examined. 


Did the same ships’ store dealer supply the 
stores both for cabin and ship’s use?—Yes, ex- 
cepting as to beef and pork, which the owners keep 
in stock. 

Have not you got any copy of invoice, with 
prices attached, of the stores supplied on this 
voyage ?—No. 

Had the steward orders from you not to deliver 
the book from which he quoted into the Court? 
—Most decidedly not. 


The steward in his evidence stated that he 
had kept those private’ memorandum books in 
pencil for the purpose of making up monthly 
statements to present to the captain; and if 
so, can you present those monthly statements 
to the Court?—I have no statements from the 
steward, and never saw one. 


Have you any means of accounting for the 
great consumption, namely, 54 lbs. per day 
of salt meat for the whole voyage, as the ste- 
ward stated in evidence that the issue of it was 
stopped as soon as the men got sick, and, for 
about three weeks before getting into port all 
beef was stopped, and the men were given pre- 
served meat in lieu?—I cannot see that there 
was an excess of beef used; furthermore, in serv- 
ing out to the crew an allowance is always made 
for bone.

At 1 a.m. the Court was re-opened to the public, and the finding of the Court was read 
to Mr. Laurence S. Leslie, master of the ** Bremen.” 


FInpING OF THE CouRT. 


After a careful examination of the evidence given to the Court, comprising that of 30 
witnesses, of whom 18 belonged to the ship, namely, the master, the first, second, and 
third officers, the carpenter’s assistant, the sailmaker, the steward, the cook (coloured), 
the cook’s mate, two apprentices, the cabin boy, four coloured seamen from the hospital, 
and three who had not been affected with scurvy, we find the commencement of the 
disease to be due to an insufficient quantity of fresh vegetables and meat having been 
served out, but that its subsequent spread to the enormous dimensions it attained arose 
not so much from the shortness of the supply of these anti-scorbutics, as to the persistent 
refusal of most of the crew to consume the limejuice (analysis annexed) and (or) com- 
pressed vegetables, both of which were furnished in proper quantities, although the neces-. 
sity of their doing so was repeatedly pointed out to them, accelerated by an absence on 
the part of the coloured seamen of the moral and physical stamina usually to be found in 
an ordinary white crew. 

The evidence is conflicting as to the actual quantities of fresh vegetables and meat 
served out in the early part of the voyage, and there is no testimony which supplies us 
with information as to the disposition of the large quantity of potatoes (50 cwt.) and 
turnips (15 ewt.) appearing on the list of stores, marked (A.), appended hereto; such a 
supply of potatoes alone would have afforded a liberal daily mess for all hands from the 
time the ship left the river till she was wellround the Horn. The evidence of the steward 
we look upon with suspicion, as he refused to show the books he quoted his dates and 
quantities from, alleging as a reason that they were private memorandum books, and not 
for the use of the Court, and that he kept no expenditure book, not being required to do 
so by the owners or master. No such discrepancy exists as to the-supply of the com- 
pressed vegetables. Complaints have been made of the cooking of them, but nearly all 
the white portion of the crew speak of these vegetables as having been properly prepared, 
and eaten constantly by them. This diversity of evidence may probably be traced to 
their being very much less palatable under any process of cooking than fresh. The 
evidence as to the salt provisions is also conflicting, being, however, confined to the 
quality of the beef, all agreeing as to the excellency of the pork. Looking to the report 
of the surveyors, appended to the Minutes of these Proceedings, with the evidence given, 
that there was only one quality of salt provisions furnished to the ship, we are satisfied 


that, with the exception of one cask of beef, a portion of which was thrown overboard, the * 


quality was good. It is difficult, with the evidence before us, to arrive at any certain 
conclusion as to the cooking of it, which has been complained of by most of the coloured 
witnesses, but we doubt if the spread or virulence of the scurvy is due to this. 

The coloured seamen were in the habit of going constantly to the cook with messes of 
their own, composed of ship’s biscuit and slush, to be baked, and we are inclined to 
think that this had an unfavourable effect on their health. ‘The master’s attention was 
called to this, but only a month before reaching port, when it was stopped at once by 
his orders. 

In connection with the question of food, we must remark that the supply to the sick of 
preserved meat was not, in our opinion, abundant enough in the latter part of the voyage 
to enable them to support their strength, and resist the encroaches of the disease. 

We believe that two, if not three, deaths have been the result of natural causes, beyond 
the control of any one, and that the increase of the scurvy is due in some measure to the 
external appearances of the sick, being so different to those usually found in the com- 
plaint, and to the treatment consequent upon this. . 

In considering the point as to whether the ship should have been taken into an inter- 
mediate port, we find that between the 8th and 27th July the master failed to exercise 
the discretionary power. vested in him with sound judgment; with Honolulu to leeward, 
within six to seven days’ run, with the trade winds in that position, he should certainly, if 
not in the interest of the owners of the ship, in that of the crew, have shaped his course 
for that port. 


We are satisfied the master treated his crew generally well, as far as the means in his 


power allowed, and the sick with great kindness; and with reference to our remarks in 
regard to the insufficiency of the supply of fresh meat and vegetables, we do not find that 
he or the owners of the ship failed to comply with the law or the regulations of the Board 
of Trade, but did not take on board such a quantity as would almost certainly have enabled 
the ship to make her voyage with no more than the ordinary sickness to be expected from 
a crew such as composed that of the “ Bremen,” and less than ordinarily supplied to ships 
of her class bound on a long voyage. 

- We take the opportunity to express our belief that a supply of potatoes, turnips, 
onions, &c., sufficient te afford a daily, or almost daily, mess to the crew as long as they 
may be expected to keep good, is the most certain way to guard against scurvy ne 

ace 
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face of the almost certain shipment of many men, who have come off distant voyages, “Bremen” 
without an opportunity of being long enough ashore to free their constitutions from the sige 
gerins of disease engendered thereby. 

The costs of the Court of Inquiry must be borne by the owners of the ship.

(2,794 tons), lately arrived in this harbour, and surveyed the provisions now remaining 
on the ship, which the master, chief mate, third mate, steward, and carpenter assert are a 
true sample of those consumed on her late voyage to San Francisco, and do now report as 
follows : 

Opened a number of tierces and barrels of beef and pork, and found them all to be of 
excellent quality and in good order. 

Examined the coffee (all in the berry), peas and split peas, rice, flour, bread, limejuice, 
molasses, canned meats, preserved vegetables, and sugar, which were all found to be of 
extra good quality ; a quantity of each still remaining on board. : 

It is our opinion that the provisions above mentioned are far above the average of 
those used on sea-going vessels. 

By the report of the captain and steward we also find that an extra allowance of all . 
; the above was served out to the crew on the voyage, and that on leaving her port of 
__. departure the vessel had as stores, one-and-a-half tons of potatoes, one ton of turnips, and 
i 12 cwt. onions, all of which.were consumed by the ship’s company.

We went on board and find the forecastle (which is situated at a considerable distance 
from the bow) spacious, airy, and well ventilated, and after a careful examination found 
only one place which showed signs of a very trifling leak on the port side, all of the rest 
being very dry. By report of the first and second officers we learn that the deck was 
thoroughly caulked before leaving Liverpool. 

In our opinion the accommodations are much superior to those of most merchant 
vessels.

Wiru reference to your letter of the ist instant, and our reply of the 5th 
instant, we now beg to hand you herewith printed copy of the evidence before 
the court held at San Francisco to inquire into the outbreak of scurvy on board 
the above-named vessel. 

A glance at the evidence will show you that the ‘‘ Bremen” was provided 
with the best provisions money could buy which (vide Appendix D.) were found 
on arrival to be “ far above the average” of those usually supplied ; the lime- 
juice (Appendix E.) was “ excellent,” the forecastle and accommodations for 


crew “ much superior” (Appendix F.) to those of most merchant ships; that © 
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there was a double supply of medical comforts; any quantity of preserved 
vegetables, tinned meats, fresh Australian mutton, &c., &c., and on sailing a larger 
stock of fresh vegetables than 19 ships take out of 20. The negroes were 
shipped, against our expressed opinion, because they would not “run” in 
San Francisco as white crews usually do; Captain Leslie expressing a dislike 
to being obliged to come away from San Francisco with a crew shipped 
there, men of whom he knew nothing, 20 per cent. of whom would probably 
turn out diseased, and otherwise worthless. The negroes had the same wages 
as white men, viz., 3/. per month. The ‘ Bremen,” her cargo and freight, 
value upwards of 40,000 /., were uninsured; she had the highest class a vessel 
could have in American Lloyd’s, and was fitted out under our own supervision ; 
and as to the accommodation for the crew, her boats, lights, &c., under that of 
your officers here. Ship, officers, and provisions were first class in every 
respect, and the only thing bad about the “ Bremen ” was her crew ; one man 
died a few days after sailing, two others from natural causes. Most were laid 
up before the Horn was rounded ; consequently the vessel could not be properly 
handled, and made an excessively long passage. 

The Court appears to have given way to the popular clamour, and considered 
itself bound to blame the captain on the plea that he should have put into 
Honolulo, and to throw some blame on the owners on the plea that fresh 
vegetables sufficient were not supplied on sailing, whereas the whole cause of 
the outbreak of scurvy was the bad crew, their filthy habits, their refusal to take 
the limejuice, and their foul feeding.

Report of Mr. Spooner, Medical Inspector for the Port of Liverpool. 


Sir, 7 October 1875. 

I HAVE gone carefully through the evidence given at Naval Court held at San Fran- 
bat relative to the outbreak of scurvy on board the “ Bremen,” and have to report as 

ollows :—=. : 

She sailed from Liverpool on 6th February with a crew consisting of the master, three 
mates, carpenter, sailmaker, carpenter’s mate, three apprentices, two stowaway boys, one 
white ordinary seaman, and 37 coloured men, making 50 in all. The ship was provisioned 
in accordance with “ the Act.” 

First, respecting the deaths that occurred on the voyage, I find that four of these were 
not cases of scurvy at all. Parry (coloured) died on the 23rd of February from con- 
sumption ; Matthews (coloured) on the 22nd of June from asthma and chronic bronchitis ; 
Moran (coloured) on the 17th of June from consumption; and Soyer (coloured), who was 
laid up all the voyage with rheumatic fever, died suddenly on the 8th of August, pro- 


-bably from heart disease. ! 


The remaining eight, who were described by the master as being afflicted witha 
peculiar disease of the mouth and throat, which he imagined was a species of rinderpest, 
were in my opinion suffering from true scurvy. It is more difficult to diagnose scurvy 
in blacks than whites owing to the colour of their skins preventing the characteristic 
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_ spots being so readily detected. The foliowing are the dates on which these men were 


first affected, and the dates on which they died :— 

1st. Adams (coloured) taken ill on 9th April with symptoms of scurvy, got a little 
better on the 23rd, went into hospital again on 24th June, and died on 24th June. This 
man was suffering also from secondary syphilis. He took a double supply of limejuice 
from the time he was taken ill. 


2nd. Laurenson HSeentaee was laid up with scurvy on 10th May, and died on 24th June. 
This man was suffering from the commencement of the voyage from a very bad form 
of secondary syphilis. He was laid up with dysentery on the 18th of March, which he 
said he had from the first, and returned to his duty on the 23rd; he was down again with 
the same complaint on the 9th of April, and got better on 15th April. He took a double 
supply of limejuice from 9th April, but refused it altogether from 2nd June. 


3rd. Kellar (coloured) taken with scurvy on 10th June, and died on 4th August. 
This man refused vegetables from 5th June, but took his limejuice, which was doubled 
from 3rd June. He was evidently consumptive, and was spitting blood on and after 
llth June. 


4th. Summers (coloured) laid up with scurvy on 10th July; died on 14th July. 
He took his limejuice regularly, which was doubled from 3rd June, but refused vege- 
tables from 5th June. When he first complained he said his bowels had not been opened 


for 14 days, and it is probable that he was suffering from the disease some time before: 


he was laid up. 


5th. Paulson, a white man (Dane), was laid up with scurvy on 11th June ; died on 4th 
August. This man refused his limejuice after 2nd June, and vegetables after 5th June. He 
had been for years on the coast of Africa, and was very sallow and sickly looking when 
he came on board. 


6th. Edwards (coloured) laid up with scurvy on 23rd June, and died on 4th July. 
He refused his limejuice from 2nd June, and preserved vegetables from 5th June. On 
8th May he had a fall and hurt his side and arm, and ‘was laid up for 14 days in con- 
sequence. He had also a whitlow in his finger which required to be lanced, and was 
probably in a feeble state of health from this time. He had also a rupture. 


7th. Kellam (coloured) was laid up with scurvy on 25th July ; died on 9th August. 
He refused his limejuice from Ist June, and vegetables from 5th June. He was laid 
up one day on 15th March, but got better. 


8th. Ben Smith (coloured) laid up with scurvy on 3rd August, and died on 17th August. 
He took limejuice regularly, double from 3rd June, but refused vegetables from 5th June. 


It thus appears that of these eight men who died from scurvy, four were suffering from 
some chronic disease when they came on board, and a fifth was in a debilitated con- 
dition. Out of the twelve men who died, altogether eight were suffering from chronic 
disease, and should not have been shipped at all. . 

Of the cases of scurvy that occurred, but which were not fatal, the following is a 
summary :— 


1. Taylor (coloured) laid up 8th March; ill all the voyage. 

2. Samson (coloured) laid up 26th May ; recovered 14th June. 

3. Johnson (coloured) laid up 10th June ; recovered 19th June. . 

4. Mundella (coloured) laid up 8th July ; ill rest of voyage (this man refused lime- 
juice. ) 2 

5. Woods (coloured) laid up 10th July ; ill rest of voyage (refused limejuice).. 

6. Simon Edwards (coloured) laid up 10th July; ill rest of voyage (refused lime- 
juice). 

7. Brentham (coloured) laid up 19th July ; ill rest of voyage. 

8. Nicholas (coloured) laid up 19th July; ill rest of voyage. 

9. Church (coloured) laid up 19th July ; ill rest of voyage. _ 

10. Harvey laid up 11th August; ill rest of voyage. 


Besides these, it appears that on 5th June four or five other men had been complaining, 
but were not off duty. ; 

On 2nd July several men were crawling about not fit for duty, but not bad enough to 
go into hospital. . 

On 8th July all but six or seven were complaining of their feet. 
; On 16th July all but six men of the crew were either in the hospital, or unfit for 

uty. 

When the ship arrived in port on 19th August, out of a crew of 50 (officers and men), 


12 had died, and 25 were sent to the hospital on shore. Whether all these recovered, or 


not, does not appear from the evidence. 


Limejuice.—It would appear from the evidence of the master, steward, and five of the 
crew, that the limejuice was served out regularly, and that most of the men took it. The 
steward also stated that sugar was served out regularly in the prescribed quantities with 
the limejuice. This question does not seem to have been asked of any of the other 
witnesses, and the steward refused to produce his books. ‘There is, however, nothing 
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to show that it was not done. On and after 2nd June, 12 of the men refused to take any 
at all. There was an abundant supply of limejuice on board the ship, and a sample was 
analysed on shore, and found to be of good quality. 


Salt Provisions.— Most of the black men agree in saying that the pork was good, but 
that the beef was bad and badly cooked. The master, officers, and the apprentices, 
however, say that with the exception of one cask which was bad and thrown away, 
the beef was of good quality; the steward, the cook, and white seaman corroborate this 
statement. As the beef that remained was surveyed at San Francisco, and reported 
to be above the average, and as that which was consumed on the voyage was of the 
same brand, the testimony of the blacks alone does not appear to me to be a sufficient 
reason to justify the conclusion that it was bad. “s 


Preserved Meats.—There was an abundant supply of Australian mutton on board, but 
the evidence is somewhat contradictory as to the amount that was served out to the crew, 
The master asserts that.on 15th March two fresh messes were ordered per month; on 
28th April, two fresh messes per week ; on 3rd June, three fresh messes per week; and 
that on 8th August the sound men were having four fresh messes per week. The testi- 
mony of the steward corroborates this to a certain extent, although his dates dre not 
quite the same, and it is very much to be regretted that he refused to produce his books 
in court, thus causing his evidence to be looked upon with suspicion. Moran, the car- 
penter’s mate, a white man who opened the casks, asserts that the first fresh mess was 
given about the beginning of April, and continued once a fortnight, then once a week, 
then twice a week, then three times a week, and finally, when within a few weeks of land, 
four times a week, but he does not supply any dates. Lloyd, an apprentice, states that 
fresh messes were given once a month, a month out; when two months out, every Sun- 
day ; when the first man died, twice a week, and later on, three times a week. Some 


_ of the black witnesses say that the first fresh mess was issued when two months out; 


then only twice a month till five months out. It is very difficult therefore to arrive at 
any satisfactory conclusion on this point, but it is clearly proved that, with the exception 
of the first few days, no fresh meat was given for five or six weeks, and then only once 
a fortnight for six weeks longer. There seems to have been no reason with the supply 
on board for not issuing it at least once a week from the commencement of the voyage. 
It was not given out till too late to do much good. 


Fresh Vegetables.—The evidence is very unsatisfactory on this point. It appears there 
were 1 ton of potatoes, 5 cwt. of onions, and 10 cwt. of turnips supplied by the owners, 
and, besides these, 14 ton of potatoes, and 5 cwt. of onions were put on board by the 
master, at his own expense. The master states that fresh vegetables were given twice a 
week. The steward says they were issued every Sunday, and occasionally once in the 
week besides, as long as they lasted; that the potatoes lasted till the 30th of May, the 
onions till the middle of June, and the turnips till the 23rd of April. Moran (who opened 
casks) says they had fresh vegetables on Sundays for about nine weeks out. Nuttall, the 
cook’s assistant, asserts that they had them on Sundays for two weeks, that they were 
then stopped for three weeks, and does not remember how often they were given after ; 
Knightcom, a white man, that they had potatoes twice, then none till the first man died 
(23rd February),. and after that once a fortnight; Campbell (white) that they had pota- 
toes once a week for about three months. Some of the black witnesses maintain that they 
only had fresh vegetables two or three times; others that they never had any fresh potatoes 
at all. As this is a most important point, it is a great pity that the evidence is so contra- 
dictory ; and it seems rather strange that the cook, who ought to have known all about it, 
should have been asked no questions on the subject. How the 50 cwt. of potatoes were 
disposed of, unless they were kept chiefly for the cabin, does not appear, as it is evident 
that each man might have had one pound and a half a day for three months with this 
quantity on board. Had they been issued in anything like this quantity, there would 
probably have been no scurvy at all. 


Preserved Vegetables—The evidence is pretty conclusive on this point. There was a 
good supply on board, but they were not given out till beginning of May, and how often 
does not seem very clear. The crew, however, did not like these vegetabies; they said 
they were bitter and sandy, and on the 5th of June they all refused them, and took none 
for the remainder of the voyage. As, however, there were four cases of scurvy before this 
date, and several others within a few days, this could not have been the origin of the 
disease, although it no doubt subsequently contributed to its further spread. 


Diet of Sick Men.—The sick men were fed with preserved meat twice a week, pea soup 
three times a week; sago, arrowroot, rice, beef tea, three times a week. It is my opinion 
that the fresh meat should have been given more frequently, and that the meat, soups, 
desiccated soups, &c., should have been used more freely. Preserved milk would have 
been extremely useful, but there was none on board. Port wine was sometimes given. 


State of Forecastle.—There seems to be no doubt the forecastle, during rough weather, 
was very wet. All the black men agree on this point, and state that they frequently had 
‘to bale itout. The officers and white men say that it was not very wet, but that it leaked 
considerably is pretty certain, although it appears that when they got into fine weather 
the leak was stopped. 
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“ Bremen.” ~ Clothing.—Most of the sick men complained of being very cold, and some canvas was 

pela. given them for warmth, but there was no supply of warm clothing on board the ship; 
black men require more warmth than whites, and it is probable that the excessive cold 
contributed to some extent in the spread of the disease. 


Conclusions.—In my opinion, this outbreak of scurvy was not due to the limejuice being 
improperly served out, nor does it owe its origin to the refusal of the men to take the 
limejuice, for it appears that the limejuice was refused by 12 men only, and that before 
and within a few days of this refusal, there were no less than a dozen who had shown 
symptoms of the disease ; I think it may be traced to several causes. 


Ist. To the physical condition of the men. The crew was composed almost entirely of 
negroes who are much more susceptible to scurvy than white men; they have less stamina’ 
are more easily affected by cold and exposure, and are extremely dirty in their habits. 
Of this crew, eight when they came on board were more fit to be received into the wards 
of a hospital than on the deck of a ship, and the majority had only shortly come off a long 
voyage when they shipped afresh, and consequently had not sufficient time to eradicate 
by ashore diet the germs of the disease which might have been in their constitution ; this 
proves in a striking manner- the extreme importance of a medical examination of all sea- 
men who are going on a long voyage, to ensure that none but seaworthy men are allowed 
toembark. Until this be done, so long as salt provisions form the basis of a sailor’s diet, 
it is useless to expect that scurvy will ever be entirely eradicated. 


2nd. To the fact that fresh meat and fresh vegetables were not served out in sufficient 
quantity during the first three months of the voyage, as under favourable conditions 
scurvy generally shows itself within about two months, it is very desirable that the dietary 
scale at the commencement of a voyage should be as liberal, and of as great a variety as 
possible. If fresh meat (preserved or otherwise) were given out alternately with salt, and 
if, as is quite possible, a sufficient supply of potatoes, carrots, and turnips be put on board, 
to allow of a mess being given every other day for two or three months, we should hear 
of very few cases of this disease. Preserved vegetables are valuable substitutes, and 
eh afterwards be given, but they are not equal to fresh, and very often are refused by 
the men. 


3rd. As the Court remarked, the spread of. the disease to the enormous dimensions it 
afterwards assumed, was due not to an insufficient quantity of preserved vegetables being 
served out, but to the persistent refusal of the men to take them, and in some cases the 
limejuice also. 


4th. To the cold and wet to which the men were exposed, and which was further 
aggravated by the leaky condition of the forecastle, and by there being no supply of 
blankets or warm clothing on board the ship. Warm clothing is of as much importance 
to black men as good food.

Report of the Superintendent of the Mercantile Marine Office and the Chief 
Medical Emigration Officer at Liverpool. 


Sir, 11 July 1873. 
In accordance with the instructions, I have, in conjunction with Dr. Holcombe, 
held an inquiry into the complaint as to the breaking out of scurvy on board 
the “ Glengaber.” 

In the absence of Thos. Cooper, who seems to have been the main sufferer, 
the evidence is somewhat incomplete, but yet seems to indicate no fault on the 
part of the master or the ship’s provisions. 

Notes of the evidence taken, and a statement made by the master, are for- 

i warded for your information. 

We have examined the ship, so far as the accommodation for the crew is con- 
cerned, and inspected the provisions and limejuice, of which some portion still 
remains on board, and we found aothing whereof to complain. 

Samples of the limejuice and of the bread are in the Mercantile Marine Office, 
and may be forwarded if the Board wish to inspect them.

EvIpENCE taken before the Superintendent of the Mercantile Marine Office and the 
i Chief Medical Emigration Officer at Liverpool, in reference to Cases of Scurvy on Board 
the Ship “ Glengaber,” of Liverpool, arrived at Liverpool on the 9th of June 1873 
from a Voyage commenced at Liverpool on 23rd May 1872, for Iquique. 


Wm. Parxinson says:—I am steward of the “Glengaber.” I joined the vessel in 
Liverpool, and came home in her. I have been well all the voyage. I cannot say that 
I had any symptoms of scurvy. When we left Iquique the crew appeared well. When 
we had been at sea about five weeks, Cooper showed symptoms of scurvy. I commenced 
serving out limejuice about two days after leaving Iquique. I served out about an ounce 
each time, and I saw the crew drink it. It was mixed with water and sugar. None of 
the crew refused it. I believe the juice was good. I served it out once aday. When _ 
Cooper began to show symptoms of scurvy, I gave him limejuice three times a day. The 
provisions, after leaving Iquique, included soup and bouilli and preserved meat twice a 
week. On other days flour, peasoup, and salt meat. The water we had at Iquique was 
good. We took fresh water there. The fresh water lasted about three months. When 
we got to the southward of the Line we began to mix the Iquique water with rain water, 
because we thought we were going to have a long passage. The water thus mixed was 
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used for about three weeks, and then it was stopped, as the men begat to complain, as 
they thought the water was the cause of the scurvy. About 300 gallons of rain water 
were collected. The rain water was allowed to settle on deck by itself, and it was then 
put in bulk into the tanks with the Iquique water, about 300 gallons of rain water being 
mixed with about 900 gallons of Iquique water. Cooper was the only man laid up so that 
he could not work. When the limejuice began to be served out in larger quantities the 
salt beef was not issued, but fresh preserved meat and vegetables, with arrowroot and 
sago, were served out. These lasted until about a month before arrival. None of the 
crew made any complaint to me of any of the provisions excepting the water, nor did I 
hear them complain to the captain. There is a case of 18 bottles of limejuice still on 
board. The beef and pork were good. ‘There is still some on board. We have not been 
short of provisions, excepting compressed vegetables. There is still sago and cornflour 
on board. There was a supply of potatoes put on board at Iquique, which lasted about 
two months. 

The cargo of the vessel consists of nitrate of soda, and it took about 72 days getting 
on board.

Henry Brown says:—I am an able seaman of the ‘‘ Glengaber,” and went the voy- 
age in her from Liverpool to Valparaiso, Iquique, and home. ‘All the crew were well on 
the passage out. A day or two after leaving Iquique, Cooper complained of illness to the 
captain. I do not know of what he complained, but he said he was sick, and got 
medicine. He had not been engaged taking in cargo. He told us that he had had 
scurvy once before. I have no complaints to make about the provisions or anything else. 
The limejuice was regularly served out, and it and the provisions were all good. I 
noticed symptoms of scurvy in my gums about three weeks before arriving at Queenstown, 
but they disappeared directly after arrival there. 

When the potatoes put on board at Iquique were consumed we had compressed 
vegetables. We had a great deal of rain on the passage home.

WixwiiamM Situ says:—I have been ordinary seaman’ jeer the voyage. I have 
been at sea three years. 

The crew consisted of ten in the forecastle going out, and eight coming home. Two of 
the latter shipped at Iquique. 

There was no illness on the outward voyage. 

None of the original crew were laid up with scurvy. All the crew had it in the gums. 
We remained at Iquique 112 days. We had, while there, fresh beef four times a week. 
At first we had fresh meat every day, and also vegetables.. When we left Iquique we 
were all in a healthy condition, excepting the passenger who was lame through a broken 
leg. In my opinion his general health was good. 

Ten days after leaving “Iguique, lemonjuice was served out by the steward, wht saw us 
drink it. The allowance given us was three parts of a glass. I believe the juice was good. 

We had a fresh mess of preserved meat once a week. The first man who showed 
symptoms of scurvy was Cooper. I don’t know how long that was after leaving Iquique. 
When he began to complain he had fresh meat, soup, sago, and arrowroot, and an increased 
quantity of ji juice served out, the doses being made up stronger. He improved after this 
change in diet. 

Several other cases appeared about a ont before we arrived at Queenstown. They 
were al] treated in the same manner as Cooper. During the passage home the forecastle 
was comfortable, being dry and well ventilated. Jam quite satisfied with the treatment 
I have received during the whole voyage.

Sir, Liverpool, June 1873 

In reference to the case of Thos. Cooper, I state as follows :— 

The barque “ Glengaber” sailed from Liverpool 29th May 1872 for Valparaiso and a 
port of discharge, well found with water, provisions, limejuice, &c., of the best quality. 
Arrived at Valparaiso about 8th September, all well, and took on board a good supply of 
water, fresh meat, potatoes, and vegetables. Sailed from Valparaiso 12th September, and 
arrived at Iquique 18th, all well. At Iquique the crew had fresh provisions and vegetables 
every day for the first two months, and afterwards I reduced it to fresh meat four times 


a week, and salt meat three times, with flour, &c. Three of the crew deserted. When , 


about to sail I shipped two hands, Donald Macrae, and the above-named Thomas Cooper, 
who had been mate of the barque “ Mercator,” and deserted her. We left Iquique 8th 
January, with a good supply of water and fresh provisions, the water being the condensed 
water supplied at Iquique; and the rain water collected and put into the tanks during 
the voyage was in accordance with a very usual precaution in cases of long passage, and 
no purer water canbe had. Immediately after leaving Iquique, Cooper was sick, and laid 
up for two or three days; and when about 100 days out he was quite laid up with 
scurvy, and fed with preserved provisions, compressed vegetables, arrowroot, &c. The 
crew in general had their salt provisions varied with soup and bouilli, compressed HY Oke 
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tables, &c., and the limejuice was regularly served out during the voyage, Cooper in 
particular having extra rations on his symptoms showing. 

I have been 36 years at sea, and I never saw better provisions on board ship, the beef 
being better than the fresh beef to be had on the coast. The forecastle is well ventilated, 
and certified by the Board of Trade Surveyor to accommodate 15 men, but was only occu- 
pied by 10 hands on. outward, and eight on the homeward passage. 

The man Cooper I saw on the wharf at Iquique at different times in a drunken state. 
He admitted to me on board that he had had scurvy before, and thought it was not out of 
his bones yet. f 

I need hardly draw attention to the fact, that Cooper, who complains, joined the ship 
on the point of leaving Iquique only, and the crew who went the round voyage suffered 
scarcely at all, and complained not at all. 

Several of them have been asking me to take them back again.

No complaints are made by the men, who state they have been regularly 
supplied with limejuice, and have received their full allowance of provisions 
during the whole voyage, including bouilli once a week on the homeward 
passage. 

The three sufferers have been brought on shore to be discharged, and intend to 
leave this place to-morrow morning for Lundon, for treatment in the Seamen’s 
Hospital. Captain Simpson will not proceed in the ship to Stockholm, to which 
port she is’ bound. 

He complains of rheumatism, but he appears to me to be also suffering from 
scurvy. 

In ubsittting the aforegoing particulars, it is for your consideration whether 
an official inquiry into the case is necessary.

In accordance with your instructions numbered (M. 8762), I made inquiries at 
the Seamen’s Hospital, and found that Adolphe Grumm, A. B., was admitted on ~ 
the 24th, and Auguste Kummer, A. B., on the 25th instant. Both these men 
are suffering severely from scurvy. ; 

The sum of their evidence, taken separately and independently, is as follows :— 
The “ Analyst ’’ sailed from Hamburg on the 7th of June 1872, for Buenos 
Ayres, arrived after a passage of 95 days, and remained there seven weeks. She 
reached Mauritius after 56 days’ sail, stayed there 49 days, and finally reached 
Falmouth with a cargo of sugar on the 15th instant, ee a homeward passage of 
125 days. 

The crew consisted of 12 hands all told, and the “tha and ordinary seamen 
were berthed in a lower forecastle. 

No sickness occurred between Hamburg and Buenos Ayres, at Buenos Ayres, 
or between that port and Mauritius, but both these men appear to have been 
somewhat affected with “Mauritius Fever ” (a severe epidemic form of ague), 
whilst the vessel was at the island, as well as during the homeward passage, and 
they were attacked with scurvy about 33 months before the arrival of the vessel 
at Falmouth. 

The evidence adduced— 


(1.) As to the limejuice, is, that it was given regularly to, and taken 
regularly by, the crew during the entire voyage in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act, but that the quantity shipped at the commencement 
of the voyage was insufficient, and a further supply was procured at 
Mauritius. 


(2.) As to the provisions (7. e., beef, pork, and biscuits), that a large pro- 
portion of it was bad, the former being rotten and stinking, and the latter 
weevily. 

(3.) As to the lower forecastle, that it was either very close or very wet. 


Before it is possible to arrive at any definite conclusion as to the cause of this 
outbreak, it will be necessary to have— 


(1.) An examination of the “ Mauritius ” limejuice supposed to be now 
on board. 


(2.) Confirmatory evidence as to the quality of the meat and biscuit. 
(3.) An inspection of the forecastle. 

(4.) An examination of the master. 

(5.) An examination of the official log. 


It appears that all these items of evidence may be procured when the vessel 
arrives in a British port from Stockholm, and I will take the necessary steps to 
obtain them if the Board think proper to give me early advice as to the move- 
ments of the vessel.

1. That the supply of limejuice, as far as can be ascertained without a minute chemical 
examination, is of good average quality.

3. The men were served daily with limejuice in presence of proper officers. 


4. The captain and sailmaker appear to have seldom taken their allowance, and both 
are suffering most severely from scurvy. 


5. The salted beef and pork were of fair quality. . 


6. Preserved mutton was issued at the rate of less than half-a~pound once a week to 
each man, also half-an-ounce of preserved vegetables. 


7. The meals were regulated as to time and quality in the manner usual on board ship.

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8. The water appears to have been of medium quality. 


9. The cause of scurvy appears to have been a deteriorated state of the system of those 
affected. The captain and sailmaker had formerly suffered from the same complaint. 
Both these also neglected taking limejuice, and the captain relied on the preserved 
provisions used in the cabin as a sufficient safeguard. g 

The other cases arc less severe, and one man, from having, for the past two months, a 
broken jaw, must have been ill nourished. 

With a view to preventing any further outbreak of scurvy, I beg to recommend that 
there be provided— 


1. Half-a-ton of potatoes, which will give a rate of about a pound per day per man for 


50 days; also 200 onions, 50 cabbages, and a quantity of carrots and turnips, 30 pumpkins, 


and 100 lettuces. 
2. That as much meat as will keep fresh be taken to sea. 
3. That a pound per man of preserved meat be issued twice a week. 


4, That double the former allowance of limejuice be issued on the voyage to San 
Francisco to each man, and that the men be seen to take their allowance by one of the 
mates.

In accordance with your letter, M. 13,349-73, and the appointment, &e. there-_ 

with, all which I now return to you, I visited the ‘‘ Trinidad,” of Greenock, 

now in this port, and held a survey and inquiry on 16th, and again on this 19th 

January 1874, relative to the outbreak of scurvy that occurred on the late 
outward passage from Scotland to Valparaiso. 


1. By analysis made by me on 17th instant, I found the limejuice, after 
making the voyage out and home, to be of fair quality, containing nearly 25 
grains of citric acid to the fluid ounce, without correction for the spirit present. 

Of this limejuice there remain four unopened cases of twelve bottles each, and 
one opened case with four bottles full. 


2. 1am informed by the only members of the crew here that fnisacl the 
“Trinidad” on the outward voyage, that the daily allowance to each man issued 
then was rather under half an ounce, diluted and sweetened. 


3. Iam also told that the former captain and the sailmaker suffered from 
scurvy, and did not regularly take their allowance of limejuice. 


4. Also that the provisions were goed, but that each man had only less than 
half a pound of preserved mutton and half an ounce of. preserved vegetables 


once a week. 


5. The water Laks out is said to have been good. There is none of that. 
supply now on board. 


It appears that four persons, including the former captain and the sailmaker, 
suffered from scurvy, so as to unfit them for duty, during a part of the voyage 
from Scotland to Valparaiso; and that after the medical survey at the latter port, 
and the adoption of measures (recommended by Dr. Cannon, x.n.) by the acting 
captain of the “‘ Trinidad,” and on the homeward voyage by the present captain 
from St. Francisco, no more scurvy appeared, one man only refusing to work on 
the ground of ill health. 

The outward voyage was tedious, owing to the unusual severity of weather. 


_ This and the severe cold in doubling Cape Horn, doubtless had an injurious 


effect upon the two coloured men who were ill of scurvy, as well as upon the 
captain and the sailmaker, both of whom it appears had formerly suffered from 
the same disease. 

The cause of the occurrence of scurvy appears to have been, in those whe 
suffered, some degree of predisposition to the disorder by deterioration of con- 
stitution, and possibly by the effects of cold and hardship in the coloured men, 
as well as by want of regularity in the use of sufficient limejuice and fresh or 
preserved meat and vegetables. 

1 would suggest that the timber sheating of the iron bulwarks of the forecastle 
be completed up to the deck, and that the iron beams be also covered with 
wood.

Havine been appointed, by your Honourable Board, inspector to inquire into 
the circumstances of the breaking out of scurvy on board this vessel, I have 
elicited the following statement from John Hennessy, A.B., who is now an 
inmate of the ‘“ Royal Cornwall Sailors’ Home,” suffering from scurvy :— 

The barque “ Isolina,” of Carnarvon, sailed from Glasgow on or about the 
6th of December 1872, for Akyab, with a cargo of coals and machinery, and 
carrying a crew of 12, all told. The passage to Akyab occupied about 125 days; 
the stay there about one month, and the passage home about 130 days. The 
second barrel of salt beef which was opened on the outward passage was 
“stinking,” and on the men reporting this to the master (Richard Hughes), 
they were told they must eat it, and they had to do so before they got any 
better kind. From this time the meat was of a better quality, and whilst they: 
were at Akyab the men were duly supplied with fresh meat and vegetables. 

In about ten days after leaving Glasgow limejuice, with sugar, was served 
out regularly, as it was also on the homeward passage, notwithsfanding which 
John Hennessy became ill of scurvy before reaching Akyab, on arriving at 
which place he was sent into a hospital, and left it again after one week. 

Hennessy states that the biscuits on the passage out were green, and not fit 
to eat, the captain refusing to supply the crew with better bread, although he 
had it on board. Soup and bouill: were served out once a week, but no pickles, 
nor preserved meats, nor preserved vegetables, even when Hennessy reported to 
the captain that he had scurvy. The flour was “‘ bad” during the whole voyage. 
When off the Cape of Good Hope, on the homeward passage, John Hennessy 
was suffering much from scurvy; he applied to Captain Hughes for some 
different foud to what he had ; it was refused him, and he got none until about 
two weeks before reaching Falmouth, when he was obliged to lay up, not being 
able to work.

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The foregoing statement having been made to me in the presence of Mr. “{solina.” 
Cheesman, Superintendent of Mercantile Marine, this yentleman agreed with | 
me that 1 should board the “ Isolina,” and examine such of the crew as [ might 
find on board. This I did, and they all corroborated Hennessy’s statement 
with regard to the meat and flour, and four or five of the crew confirmed what 
he had said respecting the bread, and the captain’s refusal to give him preserved - 
meat when he applied for it off the Cape of Good Hope. I further ascertained 
that at the date of my inspection there were 25 tins, containing 150 Ibs. of 
preserved meat, and 5 bottles of pickles still remaining on board. 

The men whom | examined, complaining of their berths, I went down into 
the forecastle, which was very dark and wet, water coming down through the 
deck, and having cume through the side of the vessel. Some of the men’s beds 
were wet. 


Remarks.-—The provisions of the ‘‘ Act” seem to have been strictly adhered 
- to as regards the serving out of limejuice, but it is questionable whether com- 
pelling the crew to eat “stinking” beef is not contrary to the spirit of the 
“Act.” The forecasile accommodation, although it is sufficient as to space, is 
certainly bad as regards light and leakage.

. Tue letter with the accompanying report of the medical officer at Falmouth, 
with regard to the statement made by Hennessy, was forwarded to me here. 
I regret I did not receive it sooner, as it would have enabled me to institute 
inquiries before the crew had left, but as the mate, boatswain, and carpenter 
remain on board and go another voyage, I made inquiries and I find that 
Hennessy was altogether unfit to undertake the voyage, as on his own confes- 
sion he had suffered from scurvy for years since, which he stated was biought 
on by having taken mercury. I could get affidavits signed here before the 
Consul to that effect, and that Hennessy never complained to the master until 
on the return voyage from Akyab, off the Western Islands, when he was daily 
served with scup and fresh provisions, and extra allowance of limejuice. With 
regard to the cask of beef, 1 am sorry that the master compelled the men to eat 
it ; but I am informed that the master himself and the other officers eat it, and 
no complaint was made. With regard to the bread, which was attributable to 
the neglect of the steward, I have been informed that the master gave instruc- 
tions that if there was any bad bread that the men should come aft and have it 
exchanged. -I may be allowed to add that I gave particular instructions to the 
master to pay every attention to the health and comfort of the crew, and I invite 
on the part of your Honourable Board the fullest investigation as to the quantity 
and quality of the stores supplied to the vessel; and the fact that the same car- 
penter since the vessel was first launched in 1866 still remains on board, will bear 
witness that the men are not badly served. And I further respectfully beg 
to intimate that it would be more satisfactory and more conducive to the 
interests of all concerned, if any complaint was made by any of the crew, that it 
should be properly investigated before a justice of the peace, where both the 
complainant and the accused may have the opportunity of stating their evidence 
face to face. If 1 have complied with your Lordships’ requirements, or if any 
further communication is necessary, I shall be glad to know by addressing the 
same here for the next 10 days; afterwards, to my address at home.

In accordance with your request, dated 30th December 1873 (with enclosures), 
and numbered as above, I proceeded to institute an inquiry into an outbreak of 
scurvy on board the ‘‘ William Paterson.” 

This vessel is barque-rigged, 619 tons register, the property of Mr. John 
Brymner, of Greenock, and carried on the voyage in question 16 hands, all told, 
and one ‘‘ stow-away.” 

She sailed from Greenock for Coconada on the 8th of February 1873 with a 
cargo of coals; arrived there after a passage of 107 days; remzined 24 days; 
proceeded to Bimlipatam ; thence to Calingapatam ; and thence, after a stay of 
eight days, to London, calling at Ascension and St. Mary’s, Isles of Scilly, at 
which latter place (which was reached after a passage of 142 days from the 
Coromandel] coast) she landed, on the 10th of December last, eight of the crew 
who were said to be suffering from’ scurvy. 

It will be convenient to note in this place that, having communicated with Dr. 


J. G. Moyle, of St. Mary’s, Scilly, who attended these men, I learnt that they - 


were not very severe cases of scurvy; and that on the 11th of December, the day 
following their arrival, all were able to proceed by steamer and rail to their own 
homes. 5 
The barque was provisioned by Messrs. John Low & Co., of Greenock; and 
nine cases of limejuice, each containing 12 quart bottles (equal to 4,320 ounces), 


were shipped for the useof the crew. 1 am informed by the Surveyor of Customs - 


at the East India Docks that two gallons of juice (320 ounces) remain, and find 
that, making all proper deductions, the juice was, in all probability, given out 
regularly during the entire voyage. 

I took the evidence of the chief officer, which was to the following effect :— 


1. That all hands were in good health during the outward passage, while the 


_ vessel was lying at Coconada, Bimlipatam, and Calingapatam, and also on the 


homeward passage, until the Line was crossed west of the Cape. 


2. That the limejuice was regularly mixed, given out to, and taken by, the 
crew at 12 noon every day during the entire voyage. 


3. That the provisions fell short between the Cape and St. Helena, and that 


- the captain went into Ascension, where he obtained a fresh supply of beef. 


I visited the ship, then lying in the East India Dock, on the 31st mstant, and: 
accompanied by the chief mate, examined the quarters of the crew, the medicine 
chest, and samples of such articles of food as remained. ‘The crew were berthed 
in a deckhouse of fair cubic area and sufficiently ventilated. The medicine chest 
hd 7. RUN 14 was

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“William, was fitted by Messrs. George Wilson, of Cathcart-street, Liverpool, but did not 

Paterson.” —_ eontain any copy of the authorised Medical Guide. The samples of the pork, 
biscuit, vinegar, and water submitted for inspection were of good quality, but no 
beef remained. It appears indeed that, as regards beef, the crew were on short 
allowance, both between the Cape and Ascension and between the Western 
Islands and Scilly. 

An examination of the official log book shows that scurvy was first noted as 
existing among the crew on the 23rd of November, when two men presented 
symptoms of the disease, and that six others were subsequently attacked. All 
these men had sailed from Greenock in good health; but the master, with whom 
I had an interview to-day, said that the two seamen most affected had, when 
shipped, but very recently arrived home after.a long voyage. 

There is no evidence that fresh vr preserved provisions were at any time 
served out. 

In summary of the foregoing, I have to record the opinion that, in all proba- 
bility, an insufficient quantity of animal food was the predisposing cause of this 
extensive outbreak of scurvy ; and that, under any circumstances, it cannot be 
justifiable to put on board rations barely sufficient for an average voyage. It is 
well known that good provisions of all kinds are usually scarce at Bimlipatam, 
Calingapatam, and other small places on the east coast of India. Under these 
circumstances, the destination of the vessel having been determined, the owners 
and master were responsible that a proper margin was allowed in the supply of 
such staple articles of diet as beef and pork. And, when scurvy appeared, the 
master, not being provided with the proper book of directions, gave remedies 
that are not now recognised as proper medicinal agents in the treatment of 
scurvy.

In accordance with instructions received from the Board of Trade, and num- 
bered as above, I proceeded to institute an inquiry as to seurvy on board the 
“Callirrhoe” (reported, in error, by the Seamen’s Hospital Society “Caller ou’). 

The “ Callirrhoe ” (official number, 54,927) is a full-rigged iron ship of 1,258 
tons register, and the property of Messrs. Bates, of Liverpool. She carried on 
her last voyage a complement of 30 hands, all told, and sailed from London on 

‘the 10th of May 1873 for Calcutta, where she arrived after a passage of 116 
days, remained there 60 days, and finally returned to the Thames on the 17th 
ult., after a homeward passage of 118 days. The health of the crew on the 
outward passage was good. Twelve men were discharged, and 12 were shipped 
at Calcutta. About two months after the commencement of the homeward 
passage Peter Miller (a man shipped at Calcutta as boatswain) fell ill, and had 
an eruption on the trunk and limbs. He continued work, however, but was 
finally compelled to go off duty about a fortnight before the ship arrived in the 
Channel, and was sent to the Seamen’s- Hospital soon after the vessel hauled 
into the Victoria Docks. . ; 
I inspected the vessel in those docks on the 28th ult., and examined samples 


of the beef, pork, water, vinegar, and biscuit, as well as the quarters of the crew 
and 
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and the closets. The pork, water, vinegar, and biscuit were all of good quality, 
but the beef was decidedly bad, and would have been rejected at any ordinary 
inspection. The crew were berthed in a top-gallant forecastle and a deck-house, 
both of ample dimensions and clean; but in the case of the house, insufficiently 
ventilated. 

The mate gave evidence as to the inferior quality of the beef and flour, said 
that several casks of the former had been thrown overboard at sea; that no 
brandy existed among the medical comforts; that no fresh or preser ved provi- 
sions were served out during the entire voyage, except on Christmas Day, and 
that the limejuice was served out regularly by the steward at noon daily. The 
evidence of the steward and an apprentice was generally to the same effect. 

The Surveyor of Customs informs me that 23 gallons of limejuice remain 
under Custom’s seal from the last voyage, and I am informed by the master of 
the ‘‘ Callirrhoe” that 87 gallons were taken out; so that, making all proper 
deductions, it is right to assume that the juice was regularly and properly given 
to the men. 

I examined Peter Miller at the Seamen’s Hospital on the same day. He is 
suffering from a combination of secondary syphilis and scurvy, both in a some- 
what severe form, the syphilis having been contracted by him several days 
before leaving Calcutta. The evidence of this man, given satisfactorily and 
independently, corroborated that of the mate, steward, and apprentice, as to the 
bad quality of tne beef and flour, the former of which was supplied by order of 
_ Messrs. Bates, of Liverpool, and the latter by Messrs. Stewart, Standerwick & 
-Co., of the Minories. 

The medicine chest was furnished by Messrs. Keeling, and I am “informed 
that the authorised ‘“‘ Guide” was provided. 

_No mention is made in the official log-book of any case or cases of sickness ; 
and in this circumstance, as well as in the absence of brandy from the medical 
comforts, I observe that the provisions of the Act have not been complied with. 

It is a duty, however, to direct the attention of the Board of Trade also to 
two important points arising out of this inquiry :— 


(1.) The fact that when the man, Miller, signed articles he was the subject 
of venereal disease, upon which disease scurvy naturally supervened. 


(2.) That this attack of scurvy was, in all probability, hastened by the bad 
quality of the rations furnished to the crew. 


As to (1), I submit that, if the 10th section of the Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1867 had in this case been put into force, this man would not have been 
shipped, and would not have had scurvy. 


As to (2), I submit that, in the present day, it is utterly inexcusable to send 
to sea, for human consumption, beef of the kind exhibited to me on board the 
“ Callirrhoe.”

We have thoroughly investigated the matters therein referred to, ang find 
that :— 


1. There was no “ outbreak of scurvy,” properly so called, on board the 
“ Callirrhoe.” The man Peter Miller was suffering from syphilis, upon which 
disease “ scurvy naturally supervened.” In his case he was not actually laid 
up until a few days before reaching the Downs, and there was no other sickness 
of any kind on board. 

In the heavy weather experienced in the last fortnight of the ship’ S passage, 
the proper entry of Peter Miller’s case was neglected to be made in the official 
log-book, which fact was, however, duly explained to the satisfaction of the 
shipping master when the ‘crew was paid off. 


2. The rations served to the men were of the best quality, though some of 
the beef became bad from: want of refilling the casks with pickle. 

On the homeward voyage fresh vegetables were regularly.supplied, and also 
as much preserved vegetables as the crew would eat, a considerable surplus 
quantity of the latter being brought home. 


3. Brandy was provided amongst the medical comforts, as required by the 
Act, and served out as occasion required. Certificate from Messrs. Jones & Co., 


ee sho supplied both port wine and brandy, we beg to annex.

I sxe leave to report, for the eifinmiarion of the Board of Trade, the arrival at 
Queenstown, for orders, of the ship -‘ Decision,’ Official No. 53,867, William 
Lewis, Master, from Callao, after a passage of 114 days; this day six of the 
crew named as follows, viz.: William Damkohler, John Burns, George Brown, 
John Dietz, Charles Smith, and William J. Owens, were discharged before me 
suffering from scurvy. I made inquiries of the above-named seamen in the 
presence of the master whether the accommodation, provisions, water, and lime- 
juice were sufficient and of good quality ; they said that the accommodation was 
good; beef and pork good, but very salt; bread very good; coffee, tea, and sugar, 
sufficient served out and of good quality; limejuice served out daily, diluted 
with water and sugar; water good for the passage out, but home it was mixed 
with rain-water, and this water. they believe to be the sole cause of bringing 
on the sickness. I beg to add that the men when they appeared before me 
seemed not to be very unwell, unless one man, and he was going to proceed 
home from here. The ship has received orders to proceed to London, and I am 
informed will discharge cargo in the Victoria Docks. :

_ IN accordance rit directions given and numbered as above, I proceeded to 
institute an inquiry into the causes of an outbreak of scurvy on board the 
“Decision.” 

This vessel is a full-rigged ship of 1,208 tons register, and the property of 
Messrs. D. Morgan, 44, Merton-road, Liverpool. 

She sailed from Cardiff for Rio on the Ist April 1873, with a crew of 
21 hands, all told; remained at Rio (where four of the crew deserted) about eight 
weeks ; proceeded to Callao and Macabi Island; remained at the island 
80 days; loaded up with guano, and finally reached Queenstown on the 29th of 
April, after a passage of 114 days. 

The health of the crew on the outward passage was generally good; one 
seaman was discharged at Callao (according to the statement of the official log, 
on account of symptoms of insanity), and all went well on the homeward passage 
until the 18th of April (12 days before arrival at Queenstown), when one seaman 
was recorded in the log as being off duty with symptoms resembling those of 
scurvy. On the 25th another, and on the 26th a third seaman were declared off 
- duty; and on the 29th these men, and three others who complained of sickness, 
117, _K2 were 
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were examined by Dr. Benson at Queenstown, who certified that four were fit, 
and two unfit, to proceed to London in the ship. All six men were eventually 
at their own request discharged at Queenstown, and I have since heard that 
some few hours afterwards they were well enough to proceed to their respective 
destinations. 

The “Decision” having arrived in the Victoria (London) Docks, I boarded 
her on the 16th instant, and, accompanied by the master, examined samples of 
the beef, pork, water, vinegar, and biscuit; and also inspected the quarters of 
the crew. 

The pork and vinegar were of good quality; the beef and biscuit were of 
“middling ” quality, and the water brought from Callao appeared good. 

Fifteen of the crew were berthed in a top-gallant forecastle, which possessed 
ample cubic space, but was low and ill ventilated. Two were berthed in a 
deckhouse, and the rest aft. . 

The stores, limejuice, &c., were supplied by Messrs. Sladen and Williams, and 
Messrs. Tregasky of Carditf; and from the quantity taken and returned into bond, 
it would appear that the limejuice was served out in proper quantity during the 
entire voyage. ee 

The medicine chest was furnished by Messrs. Trehearne, of Cardiff, but did 
not contain any copy of the authorised Medical Guide. Had this book been in 
the chest and been consulted, it is probable that the captain would not have 
treated the sick men with iodide of potassium. 

No preserved provisions were served out during’the voyage. ° 

The evidence of the master went to prove that, in three at least out of the six 
cases of illness, these sailors had either returned recently from long voyages or 
had suffered from some other illness before signing articles for the ‘‘ Decision.” 
Either of the circumstances would predispose to scurvy. 

As it was proper to consider the possible influence of guano, I have examined 
all the evidence adduced in Board of Trade inquiries since 1868 on this subject, 
and find that in November 1872 the “ British Empire,” a guano ship, brought 
home six cases of scurvy, and that the “ Arzilla” has recently returned from 
Macabi Island with several cases, particulars as to which will be found in 
M. 7573. 


In summary of the foregoing, I have to state— 


1. That the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act of 1867 have been 
complied with, so far as relates to anti-scorbutics. 


2. That the provisions of para. 2, sect. 4, of the Merchant Shipping Act of 
1867, have not been complied with, inasmuch as no authorised Medical Guide, 
for use in connection with the medicine chest was provided, or, according 
to the evidence of the master, had ever been provided since he commanded the 
ship. 

As this latter non-compliance with the provisions of the Act has been on 
several occasions reported officially to the Board of Trade, I take leave to 
submit the opinion that in this and all similar cases the druggists who fur- 
nish the medicine chests are on primd facia, if not on legal grounds, the 
offending parties, and not the owners or masters of the vessels, for the latter 
naturally and properly lay upon the former the onus of fitting out medicine 
chests according to the requirements of the Act. Hence it appears that if the 
druggist engaged is, according to the present interpretation of the law, not legally 
responsible, an amendment of the Act would, in this respect, be advisable.

or quantity of the provisions issued during the voyage. Limejuice was served 
out every day. 

Complaints were made of the badness of the water. The vessel is from Kur- 
rachee and Mauritius, 110 days from the latter port.

In accordance with instructions received from the Board of Trade on the 
11th instant, and numbered as above, | proceeded to institute an inquiry as to 
the occurrence of scurvy on board the barque “ Mauldslie,” a vessel of 619 tons 
register, and the property of Mr. John Peacock Smith, 31, Drury Buildings, 
Liverpool. The “ Mauldslie ” sailed from Liverpool for Bombay on the 19th of 
September 1872, with a crew of 13 hands all told, and arrived after a passave of 
170 days ; remained at Bombay about three weds! and proceeded thence to 
Woulnein:: thence to Karachi, thence to Moulmein again, thence to Karachi 
again, and thence to Mauritius, at which latter island she remained 47 days, 
and eventually reached England after a passage from Mauritius to the West 
India Docks of 110 days. 

The health of the crew on the outward passage was fairly good. Various 
changes occurred among the crew during the absence abroad, so that only five 
of the original hands returned. in the vessel to England. No sickness appears to 


- have occurred until the “‘ Mauldslie”’ arrived at Mauritius, where two or three 


of the crew are stated in the official log book to have been laid up with “ sick- 
ness.” It is also recorded in the log book that W. Hodgson, carpenter (one of 
these who went out in the vessel), died on the 28th of June 1874 of dysentery, 
between the Cape of Good Hope and St. Helena. No other entries of illness 
were made, but it appears that scurvy commenced between the Line and the 
Western Islands, and. that when the ship arrived in the. Thames there were 
three severe cases on board (of which number one only had performed the 
entire ry? the others being shipped at Karachi after a very short stay in 
India. 

I boarded the “Manldslie” on four different occasions between the 12th and 
19th instant, and in presence of the master examined samples of the water, beef, 
pork, biscuit, and vinegar. 

Tue water was stored in tanks in ihe fore and main holds, and the result of an 
analysis shows that its quality is not good. 


The beef, pork, and vinegar examined were of fair, and the biscuit of middling, 
quality. 
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No preserved provisions were served out during the voyage, except on two or 
three occasions. Some of the provisions were obtained in the country, but the 
chief stock was supplied by Messrs. Nixon & Thew, of Castle-street, Liver- 
pool, including 10 cases (containing 4,800 ounces) of limejuice. 1 also find 
that four cases (1,920 ounces) of juice were procured at Karachi, and the Sur- 
veyor of Customs informs me that four cases have been returned into bond, so 
that making all necessary calculations and deductions, it is plain that a proper 
and sufficient quantity of juice was not given out during the voyage, in accord- 
ance witn Section 4, Sub-section 5, of the Merchant Shipping Act of 1867. It 
is convenient in this place to observe that there is a considerable discrepancy 
of evidence as to the exact mede in which the limejuice was served out between 
Karachi and Mauritius, and also between the date of departure from Mauritius 
and the 28th of June. . 

_ L have examined the master, the mate, and two of the sick seamen, specially on 
this point. and have to record an opinion that during these parts of the voyage 
the provisions of the sub-section above referred to were not carried out. 

The berthing accommodation was ample. 

The medicine chest was furnished by Messrs. Bathgate, of Liverpool, and con- 
tained a copy of the authorised ‘‘ Medical Guide.” 

The evidence of the master was to the effect that the bad quality of the water 
at Karachi and Mauritius was the cause of the scurvy; that he ordered an extra 
quantity of the limejuice to be served out when symptoms of the malady 
appeared, and did all he could for the sick men. 

The two seamen examined (Metzer aud Winter) exhibited severe marks of 
the disease, and are still in a very weakly state. Both were shipped at Bombay, 
and joined at Karachi ; and Winter had been the subject of scurvy a few months 
previously, baving been “ cast away” near the Cape, and rescued by an 
American barque, in which all on board suffered from a scarcity of food and 
water. acs! 

The third seaman (Dyer) was also severely affected with the disease, having 
performed the entire voyage in the vessel. He has been so frequently intoxi- 
cated since his discharge, that I could obtain from him no trustworthy evidence. 

In summary of the foregoing, I have to report that, according to my own 
knowledge and belief, the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts have not 
been complied with in the following particulars :— _ 


1. No entry of the existence of scurvy was made in the official log book, 
although the nature of the illness was known to the master. 


2. The limejuice was given out in insufficient quantity, and, during part of the 
homeward passage, at irregular intervals. 


Having regard to the fact that the quality of the water obtained at Karachi, 
Aden, Calcutta, and other foreign places, is often very indifferent, it is desirable 
that all long-voyage ships should be provided with one or more of Crease’s 
patent filters, which should be carried on deck, and through which all sus- 
pected water required for drinking purposes should pass. 

This, and other recommendations as to the water supply, will be found at 
pages 9 and 10 of the last edition of the ‘‘ Ship Captains’ Medical Guide.”

E beg to report that I have just learned that two of the crew of the “Queen 


of the Lakes” (Official No. 50,712), viz., Alexander McCarty, carpenter, and 


John Allen, A.B., were landed from ‘Tae vessel on her arrival here on the 19th 
instant, suffering from scurvy; the former having been conveyed to his own 
house, ‘and the latter to the Greenock Hospital, to which places they are both 
still confined, and are under medical treatment. 

The vessel had just arrived here from Moulmein ; and as no entry had tern 


made in the official log book of the illness of the above-named seamen, | have 


called upon the master for an explanation of this omission. He states that it 
arose from his inacquaintance with the requirements of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, he not having been master previous to his present voyage. He further 
states that there was nothing either in the quantity or quality of the water and 


_ provisions on board to account for these men being attacked with scurvy, and 


that they have only been suffering from it for about three weeks, while the rest 
of the crew were in the enjoyment of perfect health. He also showed me a cer- 
tifieate from the medical inspector of seamen at Queenstown, where the vessel 
called for orders, to the effect that those two men had been seen by him, and 
were fit to proceed to Greenock with the ship.

In obedience to your aietiacsione. and the appointment (M. 13,005), I have 
the honour to report that 1 have examined into the circumstances attending the 
outbreak of scurvy on board the ship ‘‘ Queen of the Lakes,” 1,158 tons register, 
belonging to Messrs. Lyle & Sons, Greenock. 

This wooden ship sailed from the Tail of the Bank, Greenock, for the East, 
early in August 1873, with a crew of 28, all told, including the master (Page) 
and the mate (Denteth). On her passage one man was found to be suffering 
from scurvy in an old and chronic form, with every appearance of having been 
scurvy-stricken.for years. He was not incapacitated from work. Upon her 
arrival at Bombay he left her. There had been no other cases of sickness, and 
no death. 

On leaving this latter port she shipped John Allen, A. B., a seaman in a 
drunken and impoverished condition, who at once, on her passage to Moulmein, 
became sick from scurvy ; and although not actually laid by, was more or less ill 
until the vessel arrived at Greenock on the 19th of September 1874, after a 
passage from Moulmein of 135 days. 

Late in the voyage the carpenter became sick. There were no other cases of 
sickness, and no deaths. 


These cases of illness were not reported in the ship’s log, and were discovered _ 


on Sate by ' the men not mustering at the shipping office to be paid off ; it was 
L then 
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then ascertained that the carpenter had been sent home, and John Allen to the 
tuwn hospital. The former, however, called in a day or two to receive his pay, 
having recovered from some very slight illness. The latter I examined in the 
hospital. He states :—‘‘ My name is John Allen; I shipped aboard the ‘ Queen 
of the Lakes,’ at Bombay. Shortly after she proceeded to sea I fell sick, and 
continued so until now. Was well taken care of on board. Had limejuice 
daily, with a full allowance of provisions and water. The meat was good ; but 
I consider the bread: bad. Had no vegetables at sea, only in port. Had a mess 
of soup and bouilli two or three times a week. Was able to do a little work 
most of the time: Drank a great deal. Had been drinking in Bombay. Was 
getting well, although still confined to bed.” 

It. was evident that. this man had had a severe, though not dangerous, attack 
of scurvy. 


Statement of the aster.—“ After leaving land 10 days,'l caused to. be served: 
out to each man and boy on board one ounce of limejuice, with water and sugar; 
daily. Did'so all the voyage, except when in port, and on the days (viz. three 
a week) when messes of preserved meats or broth, with ear aieeh ed potatoes, were 
used. , 

“ When in port the crew were supplied with fresh meat, yams, cabbages,_ 
onions, and leeks ; which articles we continued to use after leaving port, until 
their supply was. exhausted. Had no other cases of sickness, and no deaths. 
No complaints had’ been made to me by anyone on board during the voyage.” 


Statement of the Mate.—‘ I had charge of the ship’s stores, and served out 
daily at noon, to each hand, one ounce of limejuice, with water and sugar. 
Had heard no. complaints about food or water. Considered the diet good and 
sufficient. ‘Ihe master and myself lived like ‘the men. The crew were landed 
at home in good health, with the exception, of the two named. In port had an 
abundance of fresh meat, with vegetables. The limejuice.was kept in imperial 
quart bottles, and had the required stamp of being properly fortified according 
to the requirements of the Act. The man John Allen was a drunken character, 
and was in a miserable condition when shipped.” 


Inspection of the Men’s Quarters.—The space under the forecastle deck not 
occupied. The men lived in a deck-house; the forward part of which was fitted — 
up for and certified to contain 22° seamen. It occupied 18 feet by 16. Had 
two ports, with sliding shutters to admit air and light, a wide doorway, and two 
roughly-cut squareapertures in its roof, for the purposes of ventilation (these might 
easily be plugged up}. The after portion was similar, and certified to house 
six persons. The lower bunks high for deck. A lad could scour underneath 
them. 


Examination of Provisions.—I found the samples of beef and pork from the 
Harnup casks sound and sweet, although hard trom length of time in pickle. 
Both had been re-pickled in Moulmein. The water was good and clean to the 
taste. The’ tanks had been refilled at Moulmein. The bread was very hard, 
and seemed to me to be of an inferior description. 

I found no salts of potash or potassium whatever among the medicines, and 
drew the attention of the master and owners to their absence. 

The limejuice was sound and tasted good and strong enough. Three cases 
were A tae Amongst other things the following were put on board the 
sliip, viz. 


Hlour......; Vinegar, 60 gallons. 

Butter (Cork). Pickles, 1 dozen, 14 bottles. 
Oatmeal. Preserved meats. 

Rice. Preserved potatoes (tinned). 
Peas. Arrowroot and sago, &e., &c. 
Beans. 


The provisions were supplied by Mr. Low, provision merchant, Greenock. 

To sum up: I can find nothing about the “ Queen of the Lakes,” her arrange- 
ments and fittings likely to produce or harbour disease. 

Her crew lived within reach of plenty of air and light in places capable of 


being easily kept clean and sweet. 


She appears to have been abundantly victualled. 
Had 


x 
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Had there been no attention to the requirements of Section 4 of Merchant Bers! 
Shipping Act of 1867; an insufficient or bad supply of food and water; had Zi 
the crew's quarters been close, dark, dirty, and badly ventilated during the long, 
tedious, and hot voyage that this ship has made, there would have been every 
possibility of a serious outbreak of scurvy among her crew. 

Bearing in mind that scurvy is a non-contagious disease, the predisposing 
causes under such circumstances would have been within one and all, viz., 
impoverished blood; whereas, of the two sick men, the illness of one was of 
such a slight nature, and had appeared so late in the voyage as to make it 
a matter of doubt whether it was a case of the disease alleged at all. 

The other man undoubtedly was -suffermg from scurvy. From the history 
of the complaint, and that of the man and his former habits, there appears 
to me every reasonin favour of the probability of this sailor having contracted 
the disease previous to his having joined the ship in Bombay.

- attend yesterday.at the Thames Police Court, by order of the magistrate, and 
Dr. Leach obtained permission tosee the prisoner and investigate the cases of 
scurvy this day at the Clerkenwell Prison, and | have handed him the articles 
and log book for that purpose.

In accordance with instructions received on the 22nd instant, and 
numbered as above, I proceeded to ‘institute an inquiry into the circumstances 
attending an outbreak of scurvy on board ‘the ship “ Emily Augusta.” This 
vessel is the property of Messrs. James Brown & Co., Tower-buildings, Liver- 
pool, is ship’rigged, and 1,279 tons:register. 

She started from Cardiff on the 12th of May 1873, with a crew of 22 hands, 
. -all told, arrived at Rio after‘a passage of about six weeks, remained at Rio six 
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or seven days, went thence to Bahia, remained there about two and a-half 
months, sailed thence to Sangor-Roads and thence to Akyab, where the vessel 
remained five weeks, and, having sailed for England, arrived off Queenstown 
after a passage of nearly six months. 

Various changes (which will be detailed hereafter) occurred as to the crew 
the ship returned home manned by Lascars, and two days after the vessel hauled 
into the Millwall Dock; these men, 21 in number, went, or were taken to the 
Strangers’ Home for Asiatics, and all were found by Mr. I. W. Corner, surgeon 
to the Home, to be suffering more or less from scurvy. 

I commenced the inquiry by examining severally and independently the 
master and mate of the ship at the House of Detention at Clerkenwell, where 
they remain under arrest, having been charged with causing the death of ote of 
the crew, and of assaulting another, who is now lying in a dangerous state at 
the Asiatics’ Home. 

The evidence of the master was to the effect that four a the crew ran away at 
Rio, that he discharged nearly all the rest at Bahia, and took a fresh crew to 
Akyab, where they were discharged by special agreement, that no sickness 
occurred among them, and that the limejuice was given out and taken 
regularly. 

With reference to the homeward passage from Akyab, he stated that sickness 
commenced among the crew about 14 days after leaving port, that the provisions 
were excellent, but none were left in consequence of the length of the passage, 
that the limejuice was served out daily during the entire voyage, and that during 
the last week of the voyage flour was served out to the Lascars in lieu of rice. 

The evidence of the mate differed materially from that of the master, in that 
the former asserted that no limejuice was served for the first tour months of the 
homeward passage, 7.e., until scurvy had commenced among the crew. 

I afterwards proceeded to the Home for Asiatics, and examined the 21 
Lascars belonging to the ship, all of whom are the subjects of scurvy and are 
much emaciated, and many of whom have numerous scars of wounds and 
bruises on various parts of the body. One of them appeared to be hope- 
lessly ill. 


The evidence of William Matheson, a boy, who joined the ship at Bahia, was, 
that between Bahia and Akyab, the limejuice was given out weekly to each 
watch, and that on the homeward passage no limejuice was given out until the 
ship had been four months at sea. 


The evidence of Peter Brown, officers’ cook, was, as regards the limejuice, 
precisely to the same effect, and these statements were corroborated by William 
Pike, a boy who was in the ship during the entire voyage, and who states very 
distinctly that no juice was given out until about two months before the vessel 
arrived at Queenstown. 

I inspected the ship under the escort of one of the owners, and found the 
accommodation ample and the quarters of the crew clean. . 

I was informed that the master had commanded in this employ for some years 
and had always hitherto shown a proper regard for the health of his men. 

I am informed by the Surveyor of Customs that 193 gallons (3,120 oz.) of 
limejuice were found on board, and the mate declares that no juice was 
obtained at Calcutta or Akyab. 

I have communicated with the provision merchants at Liverpool as to the 
quantity originally shipped for the use of the crew, and will forward the reply 
when received, -as it appears advisable that this report should be submitted 
without delay. 

In summary of the agar I have to record that the evidence adduced 
goes to prove clearly that the provisions of Sub-sect. 5, Sect. 4, of the Merchant 
Shipping Act of 1867 were not complied with, in that the limejuice was not 
regularly served out during the voyage. 

It is however abundantly evident that most of these men, are suffering from 
the effects of wounds or injuries, as well as from scurvy. 

Having regard to this fact, and also that according to the official log book six 
deaths occurred during the Heiewata passage from sickness, two men fell over- 
board and were drowned, and one died from compound fracture of. all limbs in 
‘consequence of a fall from the fore royal yard, I have to ask the Board of Trade 
whether or not, in the interests of justice, it is desirable that the evidence 

obtained 
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obtained in the prosecutioa of this inquiry should be immediately communicated 
to the Home Office. . 
In consequence of the critical state of one of the Lascars the master and 
mate have been remanded at the Thames Police Court until Tuesday next, the 
29th instant.

I nave the honour to report that, in obedience to your instructions, and my 
appointment, M. 13,780, | went to Dundee on Thursday evening, and the fol- 
Jowing day held an investigation into the alleged outbreak of scurvy on board 
the ship “ South Carolina,” home from Calcutta. . 

This ship, of 1,559 tons register, Hansen, master, and belonging to Messrs. 
Alexander & Co., of James-street, Liverpool, arrived at Dundee during this 
month, laden with jute. 

She made a very long passage of 157 days; was 28 days going down the Bay 
of Bengal to the Line, and, after arriving off the North British coast, was beat- 
ing about for 12 or 14 days before getting in, exposed to repeated heavy 
weather and adverse winds. 

She had a crew of 28 hands all told, with Hansen, master ; Guy, mate ; 
Mills, boatswain ; a carpenter, cook, and steward. 
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‘Most of the ‘men shipped in this country; one man ‘jomed ‘them: at Rio 
Janeiro, at which place the vessel called on her way out, and where she staved 
two months with a clean bill of health, and experienced amongst her menino 
casualty whatever. ; 

Also in Calcutta they remained two months, and there had no ‘sickness: or 
death. 


The Master’s Account.—‘‘ Nothing of any importance took place on my 
passage out. We had a fair voyage, and good health on board. 

‘“* At Rio, I shipped an A.B., John Dunn, and, in Calcutta, lodged him in gaol 
for two months for insubordination. When shipped was healthy. Had had 
no fever in Rio, that city being at the time free‘from it. “He died on the voyage 
home, off the British coast, from what 1 believe to be scurvy. ‘The carpenter, 
Campsie, was also down with it, and a sailor named Monaghan, aged°28,-a 
foreigner. oth had to be carried on shore, the one to his home, the other to 
hospital in Dundee. 

“*Q. How do you-know that these -were .cases .of scurvy :—A. I have seen 
the disease, and the symptoms were like what I have seen before, viz., spong 
gums, bleed on pressure ; legs turn hard and black ; great depression of spirits, 
&c. I had other cases of sickness, and two more deaths ; one from dropsy, and 
one from dysentery. 

‘The dropsy man was a wreck when he came on board in Calcutta; could do 
no duty, and died very suddenly ; name Howard, 40 years. He was completely 
diseased. 

“The dysentery case died of exhaustion, and for days before he did so 
retained nothing within him. He came to hospital in Calcutta. 

“The man Monaghan, at present.in’ Dundeesinfirmary, was.also put-by me in 
gaol, in Calcutta, for refusal of duty. 

‘“ The other ‘cases of sickness were very slight. The sickness appeared just 
after we passed St..Helena. ar , 

‘“An ounce of limejuice, with:sugar and water, .was,,iven toveach.man daily 
at.noon. 

“To the sick a double allowance. My juice was finished two days before 
arriving.in. Dundee. -I had three casks of vinegar ; one was.sent into the fore- 
castle for the use. of the men. ; 

‘Fresh provisions and vegetables were freely supplied in Calcutta. Had 
orders from my employers to get everything I wanted. 

“T had three pigs on board, which were killed and served.out to the men. 

“| came in with plenty of bread and beef. The pork was finished; the, pre- 
served potatoes likewise. I served out soup and bouilli twice a week. We used 
condensed water. 

“] took every charge of all*hands, sick and’well. I cannot account for the 
sickness in the ship. My crew were rather sickly, and not fit for such a heavy 
voyage as the one we have just come through.” 


The Mate said:—‘ That the crew were all well taken care of, and that he 
personally looked after their cleanliness ; that:the sick were separated from the 
healthy ; that limejuice was regularly served out; that he did not know about 
the provisions, they were good, but mostly:salt. Had heard no complaints.” 


Mills, the boatswain, said :—“ That he had been slightly unwell, but was all 
right now. He and the men had been well and kindly treated by the captain. 
Had heard no complaint about provisions, as to.quantity and quality.” 


Monaghan, in hospital, bore the same testimony as the two last men, and 
could)not. complain of his treatment. 


The Forecastle-—This ship is spar decked; the men’s quarters are here. 
From. about 36 feet beam, the deck narrowed up to the bow. Had two hatch- 
ways and two side, ports, a spacious ladder, was clean and airy. ‘In this space 
19 men had lived. 


The petty officers lived in commodious deck-house, with good door and 


windows.

Beef— Good and sound ; the 3rd for use, 1st and 2nd used. 

Pork — Exhausted. 

Bread—Sweet and palatable, but not the best. 

Potatoes—Exhausted. 

Water—Good and. sweet (condensed). 

By their lists.they had been supplied with the usual medical comforts, with 
preserved meats, butter, peas, flour, rice, and’so on. 

They had plenty of wine, which was mixed with quinine and so used. 

The provisions were supplied by George; Sutherland & Co., Strand-street, 
Liverpool; and the biscuits by Messrs. Clark &, Muir, Strand-street, Liverpool. 

The medicine chest was deficient in the proper supply of potash salts. 

I was informed by the.shipping master that the men, paid off and dispersed, 
had expressed to him their satisfaction at their feeding and general treatment. 

To sum-up: 

The severe length and the stormy nature-of this ship’s-whole voyage: home, with 
an overworked and disheartened crew, seems to me to be the cause of the sick- 
ness reported. 

Of the three deaths, two were obviously already broken-down and shattered 
men; the third was undoubtedly the result of scurvy. 


Of the others, two are almost convalescent. The rest had been very slightly 
indisposed ; now well. 


There has been no evidence of neglect or inhumanity, but the contrary. 
No trace to be found of dirty quarters; the ship was clean and sweet. There 


were not enough people in her at any time to cause much dirt. 
a clean one. 


She was, I think, shorthanded. 

I would call, your attention, sir, to, the fact,that, under, existing circumstances, 
the masters of vessels have so great a difficulty in finding lands to man them, 
that they are compelled, to place upon their ships’ articles men totally unfit, by 
reason of, constitutional, disturbances produced by drunkenness and disease, to 
proceed to sea:to undertake hard work. That at present no measures are used 
at. the ports to\check the shipment of diseased men, more fitted for. the wards of 
a hospital than anywhere.else; and. it is a, matter of impossibility for any man to 
keep men, shipped in a state bordering on disintegration, in any kind of\con- 

. dition which will enable them. at sea to fulfil the duties of their contract. Ido not 
consider that; in, this case of the ‘South Carolina” the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, of 1867, have been neglected.

In accordance with instructions received on the 19th instant, and numbered 
as above, I proceeded to institute an inquiry as to an outbreak of scurvy on board 
the “Stirlingshire” (Official No. 45,543), a barque of 549 tons register, and the 
property of Messrs. Kerr, Newton & Co., of Glasgow. 

This vessel sailed from the Frith of Forth on the 14th of May 1873, with a 
crew of 16 hands all told, to Rio, thence successively to Galle, Chittagong, 
Cochin, Chittagong again, Colombo, Vizagapatam, Bimlipatam, and Penang, 
from which last port she sailed, on the 20th June last, for London, and hauled 
into the St. Katherine Docks on the 15th instant. 

The health of the crew during the outward, and (with one exception) the inter- 
mediate passages was very good, but when the vessel was on the homeward 
passage, between the Line and the Western Islands, symptoms of scurvy com- 
menced, and when she arrived in the Thames, four men were very severely 
affected, all of whom were removed without delay from the Sailors’ Home to the 
Seamen’s Hospital. 

I visited the “Stirlingshire” on the 19th instant, and, accompanied by the 
mate, examined samples of the beef, pork, biscuit, and water, all of which were 
of good quality. The crew were berthed in a deckhouse, and the accommoda- 
tion was ample in all respects. 

There was no limejuice on board, and it may be recorded here that this 
article was expended about a fortnight betore the arrival of the ship in port. 

The medicine chest was furnished by Messrs. Cummings, of Alloa, N.B., and 
the master informs me that it contained the authorised “ Guide.” 

The provisions and small stores were supplied by Messrs. Todd & Robley, of 
Robertson-street, Glasgow. 

I visited the four sailors now in the Seamen’s Hospital, communicated with 
Dr. Andrew Duncan, house physician, as to their condition, and submit -a sum- 
mary of their evidence (gleaned separately and independently) as follows :-— 


(1.) That all were in good health when shipped. 


(2.) That the limejuice, during the entire voyage, was given out weekly by the 
steward and taken irregularly. 


(3.) That country-cured meat, of bad quality and in very bad condition, was 
served out during part of the voyage. 


(4.) That preserved provisions were served out once a week, but in small 
quantity. 


(5.) That all these men had been bred to the sea, and had each and all served 
afloat for from 15 to 27 years. 


(6.) That two of the men had been the subjects of scurvy before. 


These men are all suffering from scurvy in a severe form, and a fifth, man 
examined, tendered in effect the same evidence ; was himself the subject of slight 
scurvy, and said that all the crew were, during the latter part of the voyage, 
more or less affected. —- 

The evidence of the master (who attended at my office this morning) and 
that of the mate, corroborated that above adduced in every essential particular, 
and the fact that the crew (with one exception) kept to the ship during the 
whole of this long voyage, showed that there was no serious difference of any 
kind between master and men. 

Six cases of lime or lemonjuice, each containing 12 quart bottles (in all 
2,880 oz.), were supplied for the use of the crew. I have calculated the number 
of days in which limejuice was required, and having made all reasonable deduc- 
tions, find that the juice provided was insufficient in quantity by more than six 
gallons, even if it had been served out in Ce with the provisions of the Act. 
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In summary of the foregoiny I have to report to the Board of Trade— 
That the provisions of Sub- sections 4 and 5, Section 4, of the Merchant 
Shipping Act of 1867, have not been complied with in that— 


(a.) (Sub-section 4.) A sufficient quantity of lime or lemonjuice was not 
provided. 


(.) (Sub-section 5 ) The lime or lemonjuice was not served out daily to each 
member of the crew. 


All the crew were British; all those examined gave their evidence with great 
intelligence and moderation, and all had remained with the ship during the 
entire voyage, extending over 551 days, and nine ports of call. 

I have to record the opinion that, the health of these exceptionally good 
seamen has been injured in consequence of carelessness as to the supply and 


the serving out of the anti-scorbutics, and that (having regard to the scarcity of 


British sailors) this case requires the special atteution of the Board of Trade.

Ow Saturday last, 14th November, two sailors came before me, one suffering 
very severely, and the other very slightly, from scurvy; the name of the former 
was John Davis, and I think the latter must have been a brother of his. 

Their statement is that they arrived in the East India Docks, in London, on 
Tuesday, 10th November, in the “Southern Queen,” having been 11 months 
in the ship, which I believe they said was last from the East Indies. 

They state also that other members of the crew were suffering from scurvy, 
that the limejuice served out to the crew was “nothing but water,” and that 
the captain was extremely economical even of that. John Davis says he suffered 
from scurvy for two months, and that he did not have any genume limejuice 
till the ship arrived in the English Channel, three or four days before she was 
docked. The ship belongs to the firm of Jenkyns & Co.

In accordance with instructions received, I proceeded to institute an inquiry 
into the circumstances attending an outbreak of scurvy on board the ship 
“Southern Queen,” of 789 tons register, and the property of Messrs. David 
J. Jenkins, m.P., 30, Lime-street, E.C. 

The “Southern Queen” sailed from Shields on the 4th of December 1873, 
with a crew of 20 hands all told, to Galle, where she arrived after a passage of 
112 days, remained there 21 days, and then went successively to Madras, 
Kalingapatam, Bimlipatam, and again to Madras, whence she started for Eng- 
land, called at St. Helena, and made the entire passage from Madras to 
Blackwall in 140 days. 

The health of the crew on the outward passage was good; one man de- 
serted at Galle, and two men were in hospital at Madras for about a week with 
darrhcea and dysentery. 

No complaints of sickness were made during the homeward passage, except 

in the case of one man (John Davis, A.B.) who remarked to the mate some few 
days before arrival ‘“ that his gums were a little sore.” 

I visited the ship in the Hast India Docks on the 26th instant, and, accom- 
panied by the mate, examined samples of the beef, pork, vinegar, and water, 
all of which were of good quality. The biscuit was of fair quality, but some- 
what “ weevilly.” 

The quarters of the crew were ample as to cubic space, and sufliciently 
ventilated. 

Messrs. Wright & Sons, of South Shields, and Messrs. Thompson & Harper, 
of Newcastle, supplied the stores, including the limejuice, of which latter there 
were 12 cases (5,760 ozs.) on board for the use of the crew at the commence- 
ment of the voyage. Two cases (960 ozs.) now remain, and having made all 
proper deductions, | find that the juice appears to have been served regularly 
day by day, and in proper quantity. 

Dr. Walford, port medical officer at King’s Lyon, informs me that when he 
examined J. Davis, A.B., “the gums were immensely swelled, had a boggy feel, 
and were nearly as thick as two fingers, protruded the cheeks, and the teeth 
were quite sunk in them.” ‘The other man’s gums were only slightly swelled 
and bluish.” 

I have had no opportunity of seeing these men, but there can be no doubt, 
from this description, that they were the subjects of scurvy. 

The master attended at my office to-day, and corroborated in every respect 
the evidence gleaned from the mate, but protested that he knew nothing what- 
ever as to the existence of scurvy among the crew, although he was aware that 
one of them had a sore mouth. 

He appeared to have treated his men properly and liberally in every respect. 

In summary of the foregoing, I have to report to the Board of Trade that 
the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts have been complied with.

I bec leave to report, for the information of the Board-of Trade, the arrival 
here of the ship “ Xanthus ” (Official No. 54,233), W. Redmond, master, from 
Tampico, after a passage of 63 days. ‘Threeof the crew, named Carl Puster, 
Gustaf Muyschall, and William Walker, were this day discharged before me; 
each of the men were suffering from scurvy. I made inquiries of the above- 
named seamen, in presence of the master, whether the accommodation, provisions, 
water, and limejuice were sufficient and of good quality. They stated that on 
the voyage out that the provisions, water, and limejuice were sufficient, and 
accommodation good. ‘The passage home, beef and pork the usual allowance 
was not served out to the crew: ne sugar, except three days’ allowance of 
molasses ; limejuice only served out three times, there being no more on board ; 
water principally used was rain water saved, and put into casks. 

It is the opinion of the men that the sickness has been caused by the water, 
and no limejuice on board to be served out. 

I beg to add, that the men, when they appeared before me, their condition 
seemed not to be very bad. _W. Walker was able to proceed home to Liverpool. 
Carl Puster, foot seemed swollen, also right jaw. Gustaf Muyschall was the 
worce of the three; his left leg seemed bad; he could not stand on it. The 
ship has received orders for Hamburg to discharge cargo, mahogany. I tele- 
graphed the landing of the men to your department this day.

I see to inform you that the “ Xanthus” sailed yesterday for Hamburg 
before I received your communication by the evening post. ‘Two of the three 
seamen 
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seamen mentioned in telegram left here same day for Liverpool; the third I 
found, on my visit to the lodging-house. This young man (Gustav Muyschall, 
aged 23, a Prussian), states that limejuice was served out on the outward passage 
to Mexico, in the proportion of one teaspoonful daily, to each of the crew. This 
practice was continued until the ship loaded, and left Tampico, on the 23rd Sep- 
tember, and for four or five days after, when it was discontinued, and none adminis- 
tered for the remainder of the voyage home, a period of over 60 days. The pro- 
visions on the whole were tolerably good. He was seven days in his berth before 
arrival here. A patch of scurvy induration below the left knee, and now sup- 
purating, obliged him to lie up. There is no other external mark of the disease. 
His general aspect denotes a change in the healthy constitution of the blood. 
So far the Act does not appear to have been complied with in this case.

I seg leave to report, for the information of the Board of Trade, the arrival at 
Queenstown of the ship ‘‘Croyden” (Official No. 44,016), from Pisagua, 
one hundred and nine days passage, Rees Thomas, master; four of the crew, 
named William Clare, Frederick Cox, Evan Edmonds, and Jan Rohwor, were 
discharged before me this day suffering from scurvy. I have made inquiries of 
the seamen, in presence of the master and owner, whether the accommodation, 
provisions, water, and limejuice were of sufficient and good quality. They stated 
that the accommodation was very bad, caused through leakage; provisions, 
water, and limejuice very guod, and served out regularly. On the passage home 
the water was not good, rain water having been mixed with it, which caused it 
to be brackish. Fresh meat served out twice each week. It is the opinion of 
the men that the sickness has been caused by the bad accommodation and water. 
I beg to add that, three of the seamen named, William Clare, Frederick 
and Evan Edmonds, were able to proceed home, but Jan Rohwor went into 
the hospital at this place. The ship is bound to Liverpool to discharge 
cargo.

I see to acknowledge receipt of M. 37, and accompanying. papers rela- 
tive to the “ Croyden,” and to inform you that the vessel left this for Liverpool 
on the 30th December. it aes 
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One of the crew, Jan Rohwor, a German, aged 21, however, is here in the 
Queenstown Hospital, and I have had an opportunity of judging of his health, 
and procuring his statement; the three others discharged having left for 
home. 

The “Croyden” arrived here on 26th December from Pisagua. Rohwor 
shipped in her at Swansea, and sailed thence on 3rd January 1874, for Valpa- 
raiso, then to Chenneril, where the cargo of coals was discharged, and proceeded 


‘to Iquique, where she took in part of her cargo, nitrate of soda in bags, and 
finished loading at Pisagua, from which port she sailed on 8th September for 
‘England and arrived on the abuve date. While on the coast was served daily 


with limejuice and fresh provisions, including plenty of vegetables. On the 
passage home was also supplied regularly with limejuice, but refused to drink 
it as there was no sugar. Had an attack of jaundice when on the coast. He 
first felt ill about 20th November, but did not take to his berth until 18 days" 
after, during which time the scurvy in arms improved, and remained in left leg 
only. Thinks this partial disappearance of the disease was attributable to his 
not eating salt provisions, having confined himself to flovr, bread, beans, pre- 
served soup, tea, coffee ; and he improved rapidly when he got.the fresh food 
while laying in the harbour before being paid otf. He said all the provisions 
were good and plentiful. Thinks the disease was caused by drinking brackish 
water on passage home and occupying a wet forecastle. The water, distilled, 
was laid in at Iquique; but on rounding the Horn a leakage of sea-water, 
through the deck supply-pipe, had found its way into the tank beneath, and for 
two days the contamination went on. The water was then for several days hard 
to drink ; but became less unpleasant as they added the rain water to the tanks 
when crossing the Line. The forecastle, he states, was small, and constantly 
wet from leaky deck and sides. There was no stove. It was well-ventilated. 
He lay in wet bunk and clothes. Was looked after very well while laid up, got 
medicine, could not complain of want of care. = 

The attack of scurvy is passing off, and he-is now able to get about very well. 
He states that the illness of the three shipmates was lighter than his. 

From the foregoing history it would appear that, whilst there was plenty of 


limejuice, the sugar fell short—a breach of the Act. That the drinking water 


having become bad, through admixture with sea-water, was injurious to diges- 
tion, and that the constantly wet state of the forecastle so lowered the nerye- 
power as, combinuedly, to bring about the disorder under which he has 
laboured. 

Rohwor appears an intelligent and truthful young man.

the latter was not able to walk. I have made inquiries of the above-named 

seamen if the accommodation, provisions, water, and limejuice, were sufficient 

and good quality; they stated that the provisions, water, and limejuice, was 

sufficient and of good quality, but the accommodation has been very wet, caused 

by a leakage through the ports, and especially when ship was on the’starboard tack; 

the crew were berthed in a lower forecastle. It is the opinion of the seamen 

that the sickness has been caused by the constant use of salt provisions for the 

voyage ; the master has served out about a half-pint of soup each day to them 

during their illness ; both men are lodging at the Sailors’ Home here. It appears 

by an entry in the official log, and also on back of agreement, that one of the 

crew, named James Smith, died at Iquique from heart disease; the ship has 
received orders to proceed to Dunkirk.

Sir, Queenstown, 2 January 1875. 

Your Minute, 17,421, 30th December 1874, I beg to acknowledge, and have 
to inform you that I entered upon the inquiry therein suggested, viz., the 
outbreak of scurvy in the barque “ Halton Castle,” of Liverpool. 

That ship arrived in Queenstown on the 27th December, 1874, laden with 
nitrate of soda in bags, Two of the crew were landed and sent to the Royal 
Sailors’ Home, where | visited them on the Ist January. 

James Hackett, A.B., aged 22, made the voyage in her, sailing from Liver- 
pool on the 11th December, 1873; he is slightly affected with scurvy, and began 
to feel ill about five weeks before arrival here, but able to go about. He states 
that he was regularly served with limejuice (one ounce and sugar at noon, 
daily, on the passage to Arica, where the ship lay for a month discharging part 
of the cargo; proceeded thence to Mollengo, where she lay five weeks, when having 
discharged the rest of cargo, she proceeded to Iquique. During those interport 
sailings, Hackett got the sugared limejuice regularly ; after leaving Iquique, 
whi ch was on the 20th August, limejuice was regularly continued, but for a few 
weeks before arrival here, molasses was substituted for sugar, the latter having 
fallen short. He says provisions were good, and got fresh meat, vegetables, such 
as potatoes, onions, &c., sea-pie while abroad; on the way home regular allow- 
ance, including preserved soup, and bouilli, was served out; he thinks it was the 
salt provisions that caused the disease. 

The second seaman, Patrick Oroota, a Spaniard, aged 29, is the subject of a 
heavy attack of scurvy, and began to complain about seven weeks before arrival, 
and was confined to his berth about four weeks. He states that he got no lime- 
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juice while so confined, was not able to assist himself, got every second day pea- 
soup, and daily bread and tea; the former, however, could not be eaten, being 
tov hard for his swollen gums; he got no newly-baked bread; he joined the ship 
at Iquique, where he had been a lumper for two years, and had been in hospital 
for two months under treatment for remittent fever, a little time previous to 
his shipping; up to the time of confinement to his bunk, he had no cause of 
complaint. 

I next proceeded to the ship and found the captain, C. D. Moore, most ready 
to give me every facility in the inquiry. The “ Halton Castle” is iron built, 
registered tonnage 477, crew 28 all told, two paid off; arrived at Arica 22nd 
March, Mollendo 2nd May, and Iquique 4th July; two men deserted and one 
died of heart disease in the last port. I proceeded to examine the forecastle, 
which was dry and ventilated ; in it was a side-light which at times allowed a 
slight water-dropping into a lower bunk; I inquired of the men, who were 
present, what they thought of the accommodation ; all were pleased and found no 
fault; the crew locked and were healthy, and had no complaint to make. 1 
next inspected the provisions, tea, sugar, rice, bread, flour, &c., all good, as well 
also as the water; beef and pork there were none, as the last had been used the 
day before; the quality was reported to be good. Medicine chest correct. Of 
limejuice there was an ample supply, which was properly served out; seven 
bottles now remain of the stock, which on examination I found to be good. The 
men were supplied abroad with fresh meat and plenty of vegetables, and on the 
home passage with beef, pork, preserved soup, bouilli, &c. 

In reference to Patrick Oroota, I find there is a confliction between his testi- 
mony and that of the ship’s boy Thomas Omelia; the latter states that he took 
the limejuice daily to the forecastle to give to Oroota, and that it was almost 
always rejected by him and put aside, and Omelia further states that Oroota was 
served every second day with freshly-baked bread. ‘This neglect or refusal to 
take the limejuice was not, I find, entered in the official log by the captain, and 
thus the provisions of the Act were not complied with. 

The “ Halton Castle” was 128 days on her passage here, and I find that the 
two men who are subjects of scurvy were more or less largely using slush on 
their bread for upwards of 45 days, although advised against it; I believe that 
this practice had to do chiefly with the outbreak of the disease; in the one lower- 
ing the digestive powers, and in the other materially embarrassing the functions 
of nutrition, which had already been much impaired by remittent fever.

both were suffering from scurvy. Parks had to be brought and taken away 
in a man’s arms, he being so weak and in an emaciated condition; I questioned 
the seamen, in presence of the master, respecting the provisions, water, lime- 
juice, and accommodation ; they stated that all were sufficient and good quality : 
they further said that the crew were berthed in a top-gallant forecastle, and it 
was to leave in the water in front. I beg to add that the vessel has received 
orders for Antwerp; no complaints were made to me, and no other member of 
the crew sick on board, - 1 have no reason to doubt. the provisions of the law 
have not been complied with in respect to limejuice and vinegar being served

1 Bec to inform you, that after the receipt of Minute 2077, I had no oppor- 
tunity of visiting the “ Glen Monarch,” of Liverpool, she -having proceeded — 
Antwerp early on the morning of 10th instant. 

The two men who were discharged I have seen at the lodging-house. 

The first of these, James Park, aged 35 years, states that he shipped in Rio 
Janeiro on 21st April 1874, and after discharging her cargo at Monte Video 
the “Glen Monarch” proceeded to Macabi Island, where she loaded with 
guano. Left the latter port in November, and arrived on 6th February, after 
a passage of 105 days. States that he was in good health when he joined the 


-ship, but on rounding Cape Horn fell ill with diarrhoea, and was for three 


weeks confined to his berth; was able to resume his duty when recovered, but 
did not regain flesh, and worked satisfactorily until Ist January 1875, when in 
consequence of swollen and stiffened knees, he was compelled to lie up. On 
3rd January the gums began to swell, and scurvy increased up to his arrival 
here, being confined 37 days. Made no complaint of the provisions or of the 
captain. Limejuice was served out weekly, and taken irregularly, some days 
of the week altogether omitting it. The topgallant forecastle was always wet, 
the deck overhead being leaky; no stove that could be used, and no proper 
ventilation. We is now the subject of scurvy, with swollen and tender gums 
and stiffened knees, and reduced in strength and flesh. Is improving sincé he 
came on shore. ‘The second seaman, John Kerr, aged-22, is slightly affected 
with scurvy, confined to the gums. He also-joined the ship at Rio, and gives 
the same account of the serving of the limejuice, and forecastle condition, as 
Park. 

Both men inform me that the rest of the crew complained of sore and swollen 
gums ; they likewise state that the forecastle was never free from the suffocative 
vapour arising from the cargo, through a hatchway in the floor. 

There does appear, from the foregoing, that the terms of the Act have not been 


complied with in two particulars: first, as to the careful administering of lime- - 


juice, and second, as to the state of forecastle, clause 9, paragraph 2. 

Parks was already broken down by diarrhoea, and became more susceptible of 
scurvy; but had the use cf limejuice been strictly attended to, he might not 
not have been reduced to so helpless a condition. Kerr appeared robust, and 
was affected only in the gums, after the manner reported of the rest of the crew. 
I am therefore inclined to the opinion that the cargo effluvium, ‘constantly 
present in the forecastle, has had to do with, in part, that condition of the men. 
The hatchway allowed the escape of an ammoniacal vapour, which being regu- 
larly breathed, produced a change in the consistence of the blood, liquefied it, 
and made it more readily escape from its natural channels. —

Parks stated that oftentimes he could scarcely draw. his breath from the 
fumes rising through the hatchway, and this was corroborated by Kerr. It was | 
therefore through the hatch in, and not through any other part of the floor of 
the forecastle, that the emanations proceeded. 


I would here take leave to remark, that some of the heaviest cases of scurvy 
I have observed have occurred in guano-iaden ships, where the men’s quarters 
were so circumstanced as to be impregnated with the exhalations of the cargo.

Sir, Liverpool, 1 May 1875. 

Wir reference to the instructions from the Board of Trade respecting the 
outbreak of scurvy on board the “Sydney Dacres,” I have to report that I have 
obtained the following information :— 

I visited the ship in Laird’s yard, and examined the forecastle situated on the 
upper deck. It contained 430 superficial feet, thus giving to each of the 17 men 
who slept there an area of 25 feet, double the amount required by the Act; 
the height was 6 ft. 4in. I found it well protected from the sea and weather. 
The ventilation, however, was not altogether satisfactory. There had originally 
been two ventilators in the fore part, but these had been closed, and the only means 
of ventilation remaining were by the doors, and in fine weather by two scuttles 
on each side. The drainage was good, and the other sanitary arrangements 
satisfactory. 

I took the evidence of three of the crew who where in Liverpool, viz., 
Evans Johnson, cook, William Norman, carpenter, and John Sullivan, boatswain. 
They all agreed in saying that the limejuice was served out regularly, was in 
good condition, and drunk by the men every day. I may add that I examined 
some of the limejuice which remained in the ship and found it fully up to the 
required standard. Respecting the provisions, they state that they had nothing 
but salt meat, with preserved vegetables once a week, up to the time of the 
outbreak of scurvy, after which it was served out twice a week. They all three 
affirm most positively that the salt pork was bad, and that the contents of several 
of the casks were quite rotten and stank very much. William Norman said that 
he complained to the captain of the state of the meat, and he was told that it was 
the same used in the cabin. On the other hand the captain and the chief officer, 
whom I saw on board the ship say, that the pork was in fair condition. The 
bread, flour, and water they say were good, but the preserved vegetables were not 
liked by the men, who frequently oe them overboard: I took away a sample of 

preserved 
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preserved vegetables remaining in the ship and had it cooked, and found nothing “Sydney Dacres.” 
to complain of. I afterwards showed this sample to the men, and they said it 
was not the same that they had on the passage out, but they were given some of 
it on the homeward voyage when the other was used up. The men had no fault 
to find with the accommodation or the ventilation of the forecastle. 
In conclusion, I may add that seeing that no cases of scurvy occurred on the 
homeward voyage, although the salt meat was the same, it.appears probable that 
| those who were attacked were not in a good state of health when they joined the 
ship. The man who was first attacked, Edmund Harper, acknowledged that 
he had lived almost continually on salt meat for twelve months ; respecting the 
others, 1 can obtain no evidence on this point. It is my opinion that if the 
general health be below par, if the functions of digestion have been lowered from 
intemperance or any other cause, the absence of fresh meat and fresh vegetables 
for several months is quite sufficient to cause scurvy, although the salt meat is 
_ in good condition and limejuice givenad ibitum. Of course if the salt provisions 
are of inferior quality the probability is so much the greater.

In accordance with instructions received from the Board of Trade and 
numbered as above, I proceeded to institute an inquiry into an outbreak of 
scurvy that occurred on board the “Canopus,” an iron vessel of 768 tons 
register, and the property of Messrs. Lynch Brothers, 3, Salter’s Hall-court, 
London. It appears from evidence adduced that the “ Canopus” sailed from 
London to Adelaide on the 31st of October 1873, with a crew of 20 hands, all 
told; remained at Adelaide six weeks, proceeded thence to Newcastle, New South 
Wales, thence to Bussorah, and afterwards to Mauritius, where she remained 
six weeks, and then sailed for London, arriving in the London Docks on the 6th 
instant, after a passage of 126 days. Various-changes occurred among the crew at 
Adelaide, Newcastle, and Mauritius, so that on arrival only eight out of the original 
20 hands were on board. The master avers that good health prevailed among 
the crew on the outward as well as the intercolonial passages, but that about 
three weeks before reaching the Thames sickness commenced, and three of the 
crew became affected with scurvy, one only of this number having performed 
the entire voyage. 

I visited the ship on the 24th instant, and, accompanied by the master, 
examined samples of the beef, pork, biscuit, vinegar, and water, and afterwards 
analysed the water in consequence of information received as to its alleged bad 


quality. The samples of food were excellent, and the vinegar as well as the 


water were found to be fairly good. The surveyor of customs informs me that 
15 gallons of limejuice remain under official seal, all of which, as well as all the 
provisions, were supplied by Messrs. Finnis and Fisher of Great lower-street. 

The quarters of the crew were ample as to space, and fairly ventilated. 

In consequence of receiving the order for inspection 10 days after the arrival 
of the ship in dock, I was unable to obtain the evidence of any of the crew ; 
aud, so far, the inquiry must necessarily be incomplete. 

Preserved provisions were served out once a week during the entire voyage ; the 
limejuice was given out at noon daily by the steward, mixed and sweetened, to 
every member of the crew on the quarter deck. ‘The Superintendent of Mercantile 
Marine, Poplar, assures me that no complaints were made during the paying off, 
but that the entire crew were enthusiastic in their praise of the master. 

No entry as to the existence of scurvy appears in the official log book. 

In summary of the foregoing, I have to report, for the information of the 
Board of Jrade, that no definite cause can be assigned to account for this ‘out- 
break of scurvy: that the ship was, according to my own knowledge and belief, 
exceptionally we!l found, but that the master has not complied with the terms 
of the Act in failing to record in the official log the cases of sickness (and the 
nature of the sickness) that occurred on the homeward passage.

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The stores, which were all furnished by Messrs. Suter, Austen & Co., of 
18, Billiter-street, included one dozen quart bottles (480 ozs.) of limejuice, 
a quantity barely sufficient for half the voyage. Another dozen of bottles was. 
procured (in a haphazard way) on the coast, but, from want of care, or from 
some other cause, the limejuice was entirely. expended at least 10 days before 
the vessel arrived at Gravesend, and it is in evidence that, even before that time, 
half allowance only was issued. 

The supply of beef failed entirely for about 40 days, and tha crew were on 
half allowance of pork for a week before arrival. 

No entries were made in the official log book as to these cases of scurvy. 

There can be little doubt that, although the crew were attacked with fever off 
the coast, the scurvy was induced, if not directly caused, by the failure in the. 
limejuice and provisions. 

Two distinct breaches of the Merchant Shipping Acts have in this case 
occurred : 

(1.) Of Section 4, Sub-section 5, Merchant Shipping Act, 1867. 
(2.) Of Section 282, Sub-section 5, Merchant Shipping Act, 1854 ; 
for neither of which there appears to be any valid or reasonable excuse.

This morning I have received a- note from a fourth man, who states that he is 
under treatment for scurvy at the Seamen’s Hospital.

In accordance with directions received on the 10th instant, I instituted an 
inquiry into an outbreak of scurvy on board the “ Northbrook,” a full-rigged iron 


ship -ot 1,820 tons register, the property of Messrs. Adamson, Ronaldson & Co., 
of 34, Leadenhall-street. ) 


‘The “ Northbrook” sailed from North Shields on the 5th of August 1874 with 
a crew of 36 hands all told, arrived at Madras after a passage of 99 days, re- 
mained there two months, proceeded thence to Akyab, where she remained 40 
days, and finally started for London, arriving in the Thames after a passage of 
155 days. 


‘Some changes occurred among the crew at Madras and Akyab, and 12 men 
were shipped at the latter place. One of these is now in the Seamen’s Hospital 
suffering from scurvy and dysentery; another is at the same hospital, severely 
affected with scurvy, and it is reported that many others of the crew (who have 
left London) exhibit symptoms of the disease. 


From evidence adduced, it appears that the mén were in good health on the 
outward passage, with the exception of some slight ailments, and the captain 
does not appear to have been at any time aware of the existence of scurvy among 
his crew, no entry as to the disease having been made in the official log-book. 


The provisions were obtained from Messrs. Randall & Truphant, of the 
Minories, and appear to have been good, with the exception of one or two casks 
of pork, which were not used. 


The medicine chest appeared in fair order, and contained a copy of the autho- 
rised ‘‘ Guide.” 


The crew were berthed in a top-gallant forecastle, the accommodation was 
ample, and the quarters were well ventilated. 


Preserved provisions were served out once a week during the entire voyage, 
with the exception of the last fortnight. 


The lime-jnice was given out regularly during the entire voyage, and this 
statement is proved by a comparison of the quantity shipped with that now 
remaining on board the vessel. 


Tn consequence of some complaints as to its quality, a sample has been analysed 


by Mr. J. Bell, Principal of the Inland Revenue Laboratory at Somerset House ; ‘ieee 
the Report is appended, and the result is satisfactory. 


* It is to be observed that, of the two men now in the Seamen’s Hospital, one 
had been for some time in hospital at Calcutta on account of dysentery, and 
probably was not fit for sea when shipped ; and the other sustained an injury to 
the right leg off St. Helena, which accident was not at the time reported to the 
master. 


In summary of the foregoing, I have to report that the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Acts have been complied with. No entry as to scurvy 
appears in the official log-book, but the master pleads ignorance as to the nature 
of the disease.

M. 13,583, I have the honour to inform you that 1 was not aware that scurvy 
existed on board the ‘“‘ Northbrook,” and I had no complaint from any man that 
such was the case, nor had I even a suspicion, except in one case (that of John 
Graham), who complained to me that his leg was bad, but informed me at 
the same time that he had had a blow from a spar on that particular part 
that appeared bad; this was about two weeks before the arrival in London, 
and I ordered him to refrain from work, and take rest; and I entertained no 
suspicion of its being scurvy till our arrival in the river, and therefore the 
omission to which you refer was-not the result of either negligence or intent; 
and I may take this opportunity of stating that, after a long period of service, 
this is the first instance in which the slightest symptom of scurvy has appeared 
on board any ship under my command, and I now make it a common practice to 
issue a double portion of lime juice to the crew after having been at sea over 
three months, especially during the homeward voyage.

This vessel left Liverpool on the 30th of July 1874, with a crew of 28 hands 
all told, arrived at Caleutta on the 12th of December last, remained there upwards 
of three months, and arrived in the South West India Dock onthe 22nd instant, 
after a passage of 180 days. ) 

The master put into Portland on the 16th instant, and landed seven of his 
crew. Three of these had been off duty on account of scurvy, and two (C. 
Nielsen, A.B., and C. Cockett, A.B.) are now in the Seamen’s Hospital at Green- 
wich, both severely affected. 

Iwas present at the Mercantile Marine Office, Poplar, yesterday, when the 
crew were paid off, and so had an opportunity of examining nearly all hands, in- 
cluding the master, the mates, carpenter, cook, and steward. 

The evidence as to the quality of the provisions was somewhat conflicting, but 
I came to the conclusion that all were fairly good, except some biscuit served out 
shortly before arrival at Portland, and a cask of pork (the sample of pork 
examined subsequently on board the ship was very good, but no other provisions 
remained). 

Preserved meat was served out once a week during the greater part of the 
voyage. 

The men were berthed in a top-gallant forecastle and deck-house, both of ample 
dimensions. ye 

The medicine chest was in fair order, and a copy of the authorised ‘‘ Guide ” 
was carried. ttle 

Messrs. Burmyatt, of Liverpool, supplied all stores, including lime juice, nine 
cases of which (each case containing 12 quarts) were provided. Another case 
was procured at Calcutta, so that the total quantity shipped amounted to 120 
quarts (4,800 oz.). . 

The linie juice should have been served out for at least 286 days (according to 
the terms of the Act), so that the quantity provided was manifestly insufficient 
for the voyage, even if the master, mates, and petty officers did not drink it. 
The master and steward report that both lime-juice and sugar were expended five 
days before arrival at Portland, but, even taking this fact into consideration, less 
than the proper quantity of juice must have been served out for some time pre- 
viously. 

- A San of the outbreak of scurvy was made in the official log-book, and 
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“Tron Duke.” the patients appear to have been treated with kindness and discretion by the 
master. 

It is proper to direct the atttention of the Board of Trade to the following ex- 
tenuating circumstances: (1.) That the voyage was unusually long; (2.) ‘That 
the lime-juice was mixed carefully, and served out regularly by the steward 
(though in insufficient quantity) ; (3.) That the men attacked with the disease did 
not belong to ihe original suip’s company, but joined at Calcutta; and it is sug- 
gested (though no proof exists) that they might have been unhealthy when 
shipped. 

(his last circumstance, and accompanying assumption, shows the necessity of 
a very stringent application of the law as regards anti-scorbutics, if no medical 
examination of the crew is made before sailing.) 

In summary of the foregoing, I have, therefore, to report to the Board of Trade 
that, in this case, a breach of Section 4, Sub-section 5, of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, has occurred.

Gentlemen, Ship “ Iron Duke,” London, 6 October 1875. 

Wirda reference to the outbreak of scurvy on board the ship “ Iron Duke,” on her 
passage from Calcutta to London, I beg to state that I attribute it to the men being 
predisposed to that disease on leaving Calcutta, they being men that after a long passage 
out, had been only two or three days in Calcutta previous to my shipping them and 
sailing. Asa proof that such was the case, my original crew that have been in the ship 
the whole voyage were not the slightest affected, but were all strong and healthy on their. 
arrival here. With the liberal scale of provisions that I have supplied them with during | 
the passage, I should not have had the slightest fear of any scurvy had the men been in 
a proper state when leaving port. For two-thirds of the passage I have issued 1 |b. of 
butter per week to each man, and soup and bouilli once every week, and for the last 
four weeks previous to arrival, preserved meats and soups four times a week. 

With reference to the lime juice, in addition to the usual quantity supplied in Liver- 
pool for the voyage, I purchased a case in Calcutta; I then considered I had sufficient for 
the passage home; but on account of the most extraordinary long passage I had, viz., 
183 days, it was a little deficient, and having experienced, after sailing in the Bay of 
Bengal, light airs and calms for 50 days, and the ship apparently getting very foul in the 
bottom, which would retard the remainder of the voyage, I then anticipated a very long 
passage, and reduced the usual quantity of lime-juice served out to the crew a little. 
Thinking that better than to be totally without at the latter end of the voyage, and to 
remedy this, as far as laid in my power (as I have stated before), at the latter end of the 
voyage, I issued preserved meats and soups out to the crew four times a week.

13 hands all told, arrived at Coconada on the 9th of March last, remained there 
a month, and proceeded successively to Vizagapatam and Bimlipatam, from which 
latter place she sailed for London, and arrived in the St. Katherine’s Docks on the 
21st ultimo, after a passage of 147 days. 


“One of the crew on arrival was found to be helplessly ill with scurvy, and was 
sent to the Seamen’s Hospital at Greenwich, and another seaman, as well as the 
second mate; was said to be affected with the disease. 


I examined yesterday on board the vessel samples of the beef, pork, biscuit, 
vinegar, and water, all of which were of good quality. Preserved provisions Provisions, 
and potatoes were served out once a week for the greater part of the voyage. 


Six of the crew were berthed in a lower forecastle, which is totally unfit for Accommodation. 
human habitation on a tropical voyage. The cubic space required by law is, 
I presume, sufficient, but it bears a very close resemblance to some of tle lower 
forecastles in the oldest of our North Eastern colliers, and should undoubtedly 
be condemned. 


Six cases of lime-juice (each containing one dozen 4 oz. bottles) were shipped Lime-juice. 
at Greenock, and the Surveyor of Customs at St. Katherine Docks reports that 
one entire case is returned as among the bonded stores ; so that 2,400 ounces of 
juice were expended, less by upwards of 1,000 ounces than the total quantity 
that should have been served out during the voyage. This fact is confirmed by

I reGReT exceedingly to receive any complaint about this ship beng imperfectly 
supplied with /ime-juice ; I think you wi'l free me of any neglect or carelessness, if 
you will allow me to explain that I was most careful in providing ample ard good 
stores for this ship. I considered that she would not be more than eight months 
at sea on this voyage, and suppliedher with more lime-juice than would last for con- 
siderably over that time. I was informed by the former master that there was some 
lime-juice on board, which I believe there was, left off the former voyage, and if 
Captain Woods had done his duty he could have supplied himself with more at 
Coconada if he had considered (on account of his long passage out) that he would 
require it coming home; he had plenty of money to do so; but the fact that he has 
brought 12 bottles home is, I think, ample proof that although I had had more on 
board the men would not have got it.

There were eight 

large cheeses, also some casks of butter, also a large quantity of preserved beef 

and mutton for the men apart from what was sent and required in cabin; also 

mustard, currants, and other small things, and two live pigs. The ship was about 

two months discharging and loading, during which time the following ‘were put on

I HAVE got documents sent home complaining of my not serving out lime- 
juice on board of barque “ Marion Neil.” The man who is in hospital could 
not have been in health when he joined the ship, as he was laid up in bed in a 
few weeks after leaving home, and continued an invalid nearly the whole voyage, 
and was in hospital all the time the ship was on Madras Coast. I had a very 
large quantity of vegetables and potatoes on leaving home, and the crew got all 
they could eat of them every day until they were finished ; and when on the 
Coast of Madras they had a large quantity of. vegetables, potatoes, and yams, 
and also fresh provisions, the whole of which was served out to the crew daily. 


In regard to second mate, he got his food at the same table as I did, off the 
best provisions that could be supplied in a ship. 


In regard to the lime-juice, I could not get the men to take it, and am very 
sorry now that I neglected to enter it in the official log-beok. Iam certain no 
trouble has arisen to the men on account of any usage they got on board of my 
ship. I believe the whole has arisen from their bad former lives. 


I could not do mere for them during the voyage than I did.

In accordance with instructions received, I proceeded to institute an inquiry: 
into an outbreak of scurvy on board the “ Coimbatore,” a ae 1,193 tons regis- 
ter, and the property of Mr. William Rome, of Liverpool. — 

This ship sailed from Liverpool with a crew of 27 hands, th told, on the 7th 
November 1874, for Calcutta, arrived there in 118 days, remained there eight 
weeks, and finaliy reached London on the 21st ultimo, after a passage of 130 
days, one man being severely, and (as is reported) several others slightly, affected 
with scurvy. 

I visited the ship on the 9th instant, in the Victoria Docks, and, accompanied 
by the:mate, examined samples of the beef, pork, and biscuits, all of which were 
of good quality. The evidence of the mate, the steward, and the two appren- 
tices was to the effect that the lime-juice was given out regularly every day 
during the entire voyage, and that preserved provisions were served out once,a 
fortnight. 

Most of the crew were berthed in a topgallant forecastle, ample as to cubi¢ 
space, and fairly ventilated. 

From an examination of the official log-book, it appears that seven men were 
discharged and eight shipped in their room in Calcutta, that E. Greene, A.B. 
(the man in the Seamen’s Hospital), was one of those who shipped for the home- 
ward voyage, having been ill and in hospital at Calcutta, and, at the time of sign- 
ing articles, in all probability quite unfit for active duty afloat. 

The Surv eyor of Customs at the Victoria Docks reports that 12 gallons 
(1,920 ozs.) of lime-juice were returned among the bonded stores; and I am 
informed by the master of the ship that 13 cases (containing 6,240 ozs.) were 
shipped at: Liverpool for the use of the crew. . 

It is, therefore, evident that, as lime-juice should have been served out to the 
crew for a total of 228 days, the proper quantity was not given, even assuming 
that those living aft did not take it. 

I have, therefore, to report to the Board of ‘Trade, that the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1867, Sect. 4, Sub-sect. 5, have not been complied with, 
as regards the proper quantity of lime-juice served out to the crew during the 


voyage under consideration.

In answer to your inquiry respecting the man E. Greene, who signed my 
articles at Calcutta as an A.B., all I can say is that he was in an unfit state to 
go to sea when he joined my ship. He was drunk and wandering about the 
streets of Calcutta several days after I had shipped him; had to have him 
brought on board by the police, and then taken before a magistrate, as per 
official log. He became sick and laid up, not being able, through the exhausted 
state of his system, to do anything but take the wheel, and that only for a short 
time. He then laid up, and was constantly and well attended to daily. 

With regard to lime juice and other anti-scorbutics, the quantity was regularly 
and properly served out to every one of the crew. 

Fresh meat was issued every Sunday, independent of their. other stores, until 
they refused to have it, as per official log. I then served it out to them once a 
fortnight during the remainder of the passage. 

Sir, I perceive in your report that several of the crew were slightly suffering 
from the same disease as Greene was, but such was not the case, as all the men 
were healthy and well when J arrived in London ; therefore, some malicious 
person must have made this report, although I have always treated them well. 

I was not aware that Greene had the scurvy at all; he reported to me that 
he had been in hospitai before with the same disease he was then ‘suffering from, 
viz., erysipelas. in his knees. 

1 hope, gentlemen, this explanation will be satisfactory to you; if not, please 
carefully examine my official log-book, you will there see the manner in which 
Greene was treated.

They both stated that the accommodation was very wet in 
bad weather (top-gallant forecastle) ; beef on the passage out very bad ; better on 
the passage home. Bread, tea, coffee, and sugar, sufficient has been served © 
out; also limejuice served out daily to each member of the crew during the 
voyage; water very bad during the passage home, and it is to drinking this 
water that they attribute their sickness ; no other member of the crew was sick 
on board ; ship waiting orders.

AGREEABLY to your request, conveyed in M. 14,339, which I received with 
accompanying papers on the evening of 2nd instant, I have to inform you that 
on inquiry | found the ‘‘ Prince Eugene” had sailed from this to Liverpool on 
the 30th ultimo. . 

I next made inquiries after the two discharged seamen, whom] found in lodg- 
ings in the town. ; oe 

Antonio Headland, aged 22, a Swede, is the subject of scurvy in limbs and 

ums. He states that, having sailed from Rangoon on 6th May, he was in good 
health while the ship was there loading, and previously ; although on the passage 
from England the beef and pork were bad, but the water was good. On the home- 
ward passage, beef of fair quality, but pork passable, while the water was bad, being 
brackish, and occasioning diarrhoea of more or less duration ; states top-gallant 
forecastle as badly ventilated, occasionally leaking overhead, and in bad weather 
wet on sides and floor; provisions served out regularly amongst them, pre- 
served potatoes, soups, rice, &c.; the issuing of limejuice was punctually 
observed. On the 23rd August he began to complain, and on the 10th 
September was obliged to leave work and take to his bunk. Says the captain 
was attentive, gave him medicine, &c. Ascribes his illness to drinking bad water 
taken on board at Rangoon ; arrived here on 23rd September. 

John Begley, aged 20, has both legs swollen with scurvy ; complained earlier 
on the passage than Headland ; gives similar account of provisions, water, out 
and home; also of use of limejuice; the state of forecastle represents in like manner; 
was confined to his berth one month before arrival here; says during that time 
the captain did not attend to his wants. Ascribes his sickness to the use of bad 
meat (which stunk, and was so tough that it could scarcely be eaten) on out- 
ward passage, and the use of bad water homeward. 

Both men mentioned that nine of their comrades had sore and swollen 
gums. 

From these statements it would appear,-— 


First. That the use of bad food had prepared the system for an out- 
break of disease. 


Second. That occupying a wet and ill-ventilated forecastle so depressed 
the vital powers as to facilitate that outbreak ; and, 


Third. That it only needed the use of brackish water to develop scurvy 
in the susceptible constitution.

I FOUND, on inspecting the sailors’ upper forecastle, the men’s bunks fitted up on 
both sides of the vessel, and partitioned off with fore and aft bulkheads, leaving the 
midship part free for working the chain cables. On measuring the spaces apportioned to 
the crew, I find there is a superficial area and cubic capacity equal to the requirements 
(Board’s rules) for eight seamen, there being exactly that number of berths fitted up in 
each space. The forecastle is deficient in light, ventilation, and drainage, there being 
only one deck prism 8 inches by 23 inches in the deck over head, and one window 
15 inches by 15 inches at the after end of the space on each side of the vessel. There 
are no deck ventilators or scuppers fitted to these places, and the shutters, or ventilating 
ports, in the fore and aft bulkheads are broken off their hinges. There are two privies, one 
seat in each, on each side of the vessel, at the after part of forecastle, for the use of the 
crew. ‘The deck on the port side over the sailors’ forecastle is shaky, and would account 
for the leakage there.

I HAVE visited the “ Prince Eugene,” and perfectly agree with Mr. Taylor as to the 
condition of the forecastle; it is badly lighted and badly ventilated, the only ventilation 
being by a window. in the after part, and nothing forward. 

I also took the evidence of the master, first mate, and an apprentice. The master 
states that the beef and pork, both on the passage out and back, were remarkably good, 
and that there was nothing to complain of in the water. There was unfortunately no 
beef remaining on board the ship, but I saw some pork which remained, and found it of 
very fair quality. He said that fresh provisions (preserved) were given every Sunday 
on the passage out, and on the passage back; besides this, ten pigs were killed, which 
were distributed among the men. He had a good supply of fresh potatoes (two tons) 
which lasted all the outward voyage (138 days), and were given to the crew twice a week 
as far as the Cape, and once a week afterwards. On the homeward voyage there were no 
potatoes, but preserved vegetables were issued once a week. The limejuice was served 
out every day, and taken by the men. . 

The first mate corroborated the master’s statement in every particular, and the appren- 
tice did the same. 

It appears that the first case of scurvy occurred about three weeks before getting into 
Queenstown, and the subject of it was not a very healthy man. The second case occurred 
shortly after, and both the master and mate (whom I examined separately) say that he was 
suffering from secondary syphilis, and was ailing all the time. I verified the statements 
as to the limejuice by looking into the ship’s books. 
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As there was no complaint whatever as to the quality of the beef on the passage back, 
when the scurvy occurred, and as none of the crew who were paid off at Liverpool made 
any complaints as to its quality on the passage out, I do not see sufficient cause to assume 
that any of it was bad. As to the water, I tasted a sample of it on board the ship, and 
did not find it was at all brackish. To satisfy myself still further, I took some home 
with me in a bottle and tested it by chemical means. There was no salt and no organic 
matter, and it is my opinion that the water was’ perfectly pure. 

I therefore do not attribute these two cases of scurvy either to bad provisions or bad 
water, but simply to the fact that one of these men was in an unsound state of health, 
and the other probably not very strong. The abundant supply of potatoes kept off the 
scurvy on the outward voyage, but coming back, with preserved vegetables only once a 
week, and salt food five or six days a week, it developed itself. Till there is a greater 
variety introduced into the dietary scale of sailors, there always will bea few scattered 
instances of scurvy on long voyages attacking those who have less stamina and feebler 
digestive powers than the average, in spite of limejuice. I have been unable to get at 
any of the crew. )

The combined evidence of the master, the mate, and three of the seamen, 
goes to prove most indubitably that no limejuice was issued during the entire 
voyage. A case of the juice was shipped, but was not opened, and the master 
excuses himself on the plea that he served ovt potatoes and preserved provisions 
at frequent intervals. 

‘Several cases of sickness occurred off the coast, but no entry of either of 
these cases, of that of the man affected with scurvy, or of any illness whatever, 
is found in the official log. The master excuses himself on the score of illness. 

~The sick man (Thomas Ashworth, A.B.), is now in the Seamen’s Hospital, and 
will in all probability be compelled to remain there several weeks. 

This case appears to exhibit a deplorable amount of carelessness, or want of 
judgment on the part of the master.

THE captain stated that during the last six weeks he has had seven cases of scurvy on 
board, one of which died a fortnight ago; this man, James Chrystal, had been an habitual 
drunkard, and ever since joining the ship had been in a very weak state of health. 

He also stated that he had the full complement of fresh provisions and potted meats ; 
but, in consequence of the long passage, all had been used by the crew. He had 10 dozen 
cases of lime-juice, each case containing 12 quart bottles, and now there remains three 
cases untouched. 

Ten days after leaving Glasgow he served out a wineglass full to each man daily, and 
when scurvy appeared he doubled the quantity to those who were ill. 

The supply of water failed six weeks ago, when condensed water had to be used. Both 
kinds were of good quality. 

James Summers complained of primary syphilis two months after leaving Glasgow. 
For the last month he has had secondary symptoms; has had scurvy for last six weeks. 
States that lime-juice was always served out to him, but he refused to take it. States 
that the water was good, and that he was always well treated. 

William Wilkinson states that he had had swelliags and pains in his joints for the last 
ten days, but only complained of them two days ago. Had always been served daily with 
a wineglass full of lime-juice, and since his illness had had double quantity. Had no 
complaint to make. 

Elias Wilson has had pains and swellings of joints for last eight days, but only com- 
plained two days ago. Always been served with plenty of lime-juice, and makes no 
complaint. ; 

John Letterman complained this morning of pains; says he always had plenty of lime- 
juice. Makes no complaint. I could find no signs of scurvy with him, and ordered him 
to return to duty. 

William Scott has been ill for six weeks, with pains, looseness of gums, and the last 
month he has been unable to leave his bed. States the captain has done everything pos- 
sible for him, and he has always had plenty of lime-juice and fresh water.

passage out from England, and every 14 days on the passage home. The men 
further stated that the accommodation was very wet (top-gallant forecastle), 
especially so when the ship was plunging and labouring heavily, and that the 
water was bad on the passage home, and to those two things they attributed the 
sole cause of their sickness. 

There has been no other member of the crew sick on board ; the men are at 
present lodging at the Sailors’ Home. 

The ship is in here for orders and is expecting them every moment ; the master 
thinks it will be Bremen he will proceed to to discharge cargo.

In compliance with your communication, we beg to state that we visited at 
their lodgings five seamen who were discharged on the 26th October from the 
«Prince Arthur,” suffering from scurvy. The first of these, K. Kittlesen, aged 
22, a Norwegian, shipped at Cape Town on outward voyage, was then in good 
health and continued so until the close of the homeward passage, when he fell 
ill in early part of August, and was obliged to take to his berth in early part of 
September, his powers of working having failed. He states that the provisions 
of all kinds were good, that he got limejuice regularly, even in double quantity 
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for the last three weeks, and that good care was taken of him, but, he adds, that 
he lay in a bunk at the port side of the top-gallant forecastle, which was almost 
always wet after leaving Bassein, and that the water which was used nearly all 
the passage home was thick and muddy and unfit for drinking. His was a 
severe case of scurvy ; the exhaustion was extreme; he attributes his condition 
to sleeping in a wet berth and drinking thick and muddy water. 2nd. George 
Barlems, aged 27, was the whole voyage froim Lendon ; ailed about 36 days before 
arrival, the four last of which he was confined to his bunk. The subject of signs 
and symptoms not so grave as Kittlesen’s ; made no complaint of provisions, but 
blamed the bad water for his illness. 3rd. Wm. Bailey, shipped at Cape Town, 
aged 24, an Englishman, was three weeks confined to his berth before arrival. 
4th. Jas. Schneider, aged 22, shipped at Cape ‘Town, was complaining three weeks 
before arrival, but only four days confined to his bunk. 5th. W. Allen, American, 
shipped in Cape Town, complained three weeks before arrival. The symptoms 
in these three last men were lighter than in the two first. They equally made 
the like statement as to provisions, care, &c., as the first, and, like those, 
attributed the disease to bad water. These men were the subjects of diarrheea, 
which lasted, in more or less frequency, many days after leaving Bassein. 

We next visited the ship, 990 tons register, owned by Messrs. Vaughan 
Brothers & Co., of Liverpool, laden witl: rice, bound for London, and commanded 
by W. B. Minchin. Sailed from London, 16th November 1874, with general 
cargo, to Cape Town, where she arrived on 27th January. Thence sailed in 
ballast on 20th March, having changed some of her crew, and arrived at Bassein 
on 4th May. Left the latter port, where she filled up her tanks with the turbid, 
muddy waters of the river, on the 30th May, and arrived here on the 25th 
October. Examined beef and pork, which were of excellent quality. and well 
preserved ; the provisions generally good. Limejuice of good quality ; and not 
alone according to the captain’s account, but likewise that of the men, served 
out strictly according to the Act. No opportunity to examine the Bassein water, 
which had run short for the last three weeks of the passage, the tanks having 
been replenished here. The crew on board bore light traces of scurvy. Top- 
gallant forecastle in good order, but there were traces of leakage over forward 
bunks at port side. The captain is quite in accord with the men, and ascribes 
the breaking out of scurvy to the quality of the water 

There can be little doubt that in this ship scurvy was occasioned by the use 
of bad water, and the belief is entertained that if the amount of earthy and 
insoluble materials suspended, had been deposited from that element before 
passing it into the tanks, the health of the crew would have been comparatively 
preserved. :

110, Cannon-street, London, E.C., 
Gentlemen, 11 November 1875. 

I HAVE read carefully the Board of Trade papers which you have sent me, respecting 

the men suffering from scurvy, landed at Queenstown from the “ Prince Arthur.” In reply, 

_ Lhave to point out that there is no possibility of obtaining other water than river water 
at Bassein, and I am sure the inhabitants also draw their supply from the same source as 
the shipping. I had no means of purifying the water beyond placing it in iron tanks and 
allowing the sediment to settle to the bottom. ‘The passage, as you know, was pro- 
tracted by adverse winds and bad weather, the vessel having been over five months on 

the passage, and consequently the supply of water towards the last few weeks of the 
voyage got to the bottom of the tank and the men had to be placed on short allowance. I 
may mention that I have several times taken in the same description of water at Bassein 
and Rangoon, and never before experienced any bad effect from it. 

I consider that the sickness and suffering of the men were to a great extent caused by 
insufficiency of clothes.. Several of my crew ran away at the Cape for the diamond fields, 
and the men who joined the ship at the Cape came on board in a most deplorable condition 
of destitution, having neither boots or shoes, or a change of clothing or oilskins; conse- 
quently, when they got wet their clothes had simply to dry on their bodies. 

The very severe weather encountered during the passage caused the ship to labour and 
strain, and a small leakage occurred under the cathead, but could not be attended to during 
the passage, as the cathead could not be lifted at sea without endangering the loss of jib- 
boom and all head gear.

The sick men have been paid off this day, and are now in the hospital of the 
Sailor’s Home at this port. 

From their statements, which however differ in some respects, it appears that 
lime juice has been issued regularly, but it is said to have been of bad quality ; 
the bread issued whilst at Lobos is particularly complained of; preserved meat 
has been issued occasionally, but not regularly, and the forecastle is wet. 

As scurvy made its appearance before the vessel rounded Cape Horn, it is for 
your consideration whether, under these circumstances, further inquiry is 
desirable. 

The “ Decision ” is still at this port awaiting orders.

Report on an Outbreak of Scurvy among Seamen belonging to the Ship 
“ Decision,” 1,208 tons, John David, Master. 


Falmouth, 5 November 1875. 

In compliance with a request which I received from Mr. Cheesman, Super- 
intendent of Mercantile Marine of this port, I went to-day, in company of that 
gentleman, to the Royal Cornwall Sailors’ Home, where I saw and examined, 
William Davis, A.B. ; Patrick Murphy, A.B.; Frederick Ludg ge, boy; Anthony 
Nicholas, A. B., and Pascoigne Henri, A. B. , all of the above-named ane 
“ Decision,” now suffering from scurvy, 

William Davis states that he joined the “ Decision” at Monte Video on the 
8th day of January 1875, and sailed on the 31st of the same month for Callao 
and Lobos, arriving at the former place after a passage of 73 days with very 
rough weather. The provisions were served out in “sufficient quantities, but 
the beef was very hard, yet not stinking, although the water in which it had 
been soaked over night was very much so. The pork was good, but the bread 
sometimes very bad, more especially when they were working at the cargo, and 
on complaining to the captain that they could not eat the bread he told the men 
they. were only trumping up a cause for complaint. Captain Davis, however, 
ordered the bread to be baked, and again served out, mixed with good bread. 
This was done, and the men had to eat it. The vinegar supplied was very 
inferior in quality, so also was what was served out as lime juice, this sometimes 
causing the men to vomit, and they believe it was a mixture of acid, &c. 
compounded by the captain. This liquid was served out according to regulations. 
The water was good ; they had no pickles nor preserved vegetables of any kind, 
but on less than six occasions they had preserved meat. 

The 
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The jorecastle was leaky, and ill-ventilated, because certain screws could not 


- be loosened. 


The foregoing statement, although made by William Davis, was corroborated 
by the other sailors, some of whom seemed desirous to make the facts appear 
worse than the speaker intended. 


Remarks.—It seems that one seaman, named Alexander Kane, was suffering 
from symptoms of scurvy on the arrival of the ‘‘ Decision” at Falmouth, but on 
the advice of a doctor, who examined him, he was taken on to London in the 
ship, and the men examined by me state that he can furnish further information. 

The patients were not in a very bad condition on my visit to the Home, and 
as the worst of them were those who joined the ship at Monte Video, it is a 
question whether the dirt and condition of the ship ‘ Decision” were the 
principal cause of the scurvy. 

The liquid called lime juice may have been what the men suppose it was, or 
what it should have been, but it seems that as it was served each man was 
allowed to take it away with him and drink it, or not, as he chose.

In accordance with instructions received, I proceeded on the 12th instant to 
institute an inquiry into an outbreak of scurvy on board the ‘‘ Decision,” a full- 
rigged ship of 1,208 tons register, manned by 22 hands, all told. 

This vessel sailed from Cardiff on the 26th of September 1874 for Monte 
Video, arrived there on the 30th of November, proceeded from the latter port 
to Callao, and thence to the Island of Lobos, where she took in a cargo of guano, 


and sailed for England on the 13th of July, arriving at Falmouth after a passage . 


of 112 days. 

Eight men deserted at Monte Video, and the same number were shipped, and 
on arrival at Falmouth five men affected with scurvy were landed, four of whom 
had been shipped at Monte Video, but presumably in a good state of health. 

I visited the ship in the Victoria Docks, and took the evidence of the master, 
the mate, and the steward. 

J examined samples of the beef, biscuit, and water, all of which were of fairly 
good quality. 

It is convenient in this place to record that the ‘‘ Decision” brought home 
cases of scurvy last year, and then, as now, having examined the medicine chest 
no copy of the authorised guide was found. 

‘The chest was fitted as before by Mr. Trehearne, of Cardiff. 

The forecastle is somewhat better ventilated than last year, but might. be 
easily improved by removing the amidship bulkhead and diverting a ventilator 
on the port side that now serves as an upcast for the hold. 

It appears that a total of 10 cases (containing 4,800 oz.) of lime juice were on 
board at the time of departure from Cardiff, and 1am informed by the Sur- 
veyor of Customs that 10 gallons and four loose bottles (1,760 oz.) now remain. 
It appears, therefore, that inasmuch as the crew should have been (and 
according to the statement of the master and steward were) supplied with 
lime juice for 224 days, the proper quantity was not served out, even if it be 
allowed that the captain, mate, and two others who might be living aft did not 
take any juice at all, deducting also the allowances of two men who refused to 
take it, and whose conduct in so doing is duly entered in the official log.

I wAvE duly received your communication of 22nd November, which has 
received my earnest attention. 

I find it is true that the Board of Trade Book of Instructions for medicines is 
not on board; and I had been unaware that this was actually necessary, as the 
ordinary book which I had used for some years was supplied to the ship, and 
this I had believed was in accordance with the Regulations. | 

I have given orders for the Board’s book to be at once supplied, and shall do 
the same with all my other ships. I trust, therefore, your Honourable Board will 
not impose upon me any penalty for this unintentional omission. 

With regard to the cases of scurvy which have occurred on board, I regret 
these exceedingly, especially as it is the second occurrence ; but I have had no 
cases of this disease in any of my other vessels, having always fitted out each one, | 
including the “ Decision,” in a liberal manner, with the best provisions, especially 
in beef, pork, and bread, all of which have been of the first quality. 

With the lime juice, I find there were 11 cases originally, and not 10 as 
reported to the surveyor; of these, eight were newly supplied, and three were 
surplus from the former voyage. 

The captain states positively, and declares, that he personally saw the juice 
served out to the crew by the steward at noon on each day, and is under the 
belief that the proper quantity was administered ; but as the surplus on board is 
greater than the calculation of daily allowance would admit, it is presumed the 
measure must have been slightly smaller than it should have been. From the 
captain’s statements, the scurvy seems to be in great measure atiributable to the 
following causes :— 


The uncleanness of the men and the great difficulty in getting them to keep 
themselves or their place properly clean. 


| They 
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They were not well found in clothes, and always turned in just as they came —« Decision.” 
off deck ; frequently in a wet state. | . 

Besides this, they were in the habit of getting hold of all the grease and 
skimmings from the galley, mixing it with crushed bread ;, the cook assisting by 
allowing this mixture to be baked; and all the captain’s efforts to stop this were 
unavailing, although he spoke frequently to the crew on the subject, and warned 
them that scurvy would probably follow on the use of this unwholesome food. 

This practice was carried on to such an extent, that the captain could not get 
enough spare grease for the masts. 

I beg you will lay these statements before your Honourable Board, and I trust 
they will show that the disease referred to has not been caused by any neglect on 
my part to supply a sufficiency of first quality provisions, or wilful neglect by the 
captain of those precautions which your Board have properly laid down for the 
health of ships’ crews.

The vessel is here awaiting orders, and the addresses of the men have been 
taken. The above facts are submitted for your consideration.

Having received instructions through the Superintendent of Mercantile 
Marine of this port, I proceeded, in company of that gentleman, to the Royal 
Cornwall Sailors’ Home and saw John Leonard, A. B., of the ‘“‘ Mic Mac,” who 
is now an inmate of the “ Home” under treatment for scurvy, and who stated 
that he joined the ship in Bombay on the 26th April 1875, and she sailed two 
days afterwards for Rangoon, where she arrived about the 14th of the following 
month, and whence she sailed for home on or about the 24th of June last, 
reaching Falmouth after a passage of about 146 days. 

About 10 days after leaving Bombay, and the same time after leaving Ran- 
goon, limejuice was regularly served out, but Leonard thinks’ not in sufficient 
quantity. This was, however, doubled subsequently to the appearance of scurvy 
among the crew, four of whom (there were 24 all told) suffered from this 
disease. 

The salt beef and pork were good and sufficient ; the bread good until off St. 
Helena, when they received a supply from the ship ‘“ E. Bruce,” of Liverpool. 
This was of very inferior quality. They had no pickles or preserved vegetables, 
but preserved meat was served out once a week until the appearance of scurvy, 


after which they had two rations weekly of this. There was no kind of spirit — 


served out. ) 

The water was bad and of small quantity, the most of-it being what was 
caught running off the poop during the heavy showers in the tropics. When off 
St. Helena there was only about one week’s supply of water from Rangoon, but 
the captain did not take a fresh supply. 

The forecastle was wet. 

After taking down the foregoing statements the Superintendent of Mercantile 
Marine kindly took me off to the “ Mie Mac,” which was still awaiting orders, 
that we might, if possible, test the accuracy of them, by examining the bread, 
limejuice, forecastle, &e., &c., and then we discovered and examined Jos. 
West, A.B., of the “‘ Mic Mac,” whose statements were much in accord with 
those made by J. Leonard. 

On examining the captain, mate, and the steward on all the foregoing points, 
each adverse statement was contradicted, the Jatter two declaring that, when off 
St. Helena, there was 60 days’ supply of water brought from Rangoon, and 75 
days’ supply of bread; but fearing the passage might be a long one, the captain 
procured a further supply of bread from the “‘ E. Bruce.” This bread, I am 
bound to say, was not so good as the original supply, but was not by any means 
bad bread. 

The forecastle seemed to have been wet in some parts, but was generally in a 
fair condition at the time of inspection after the decks had been washed. 

Two other men were paid off from the “ Mic Mac,” and have not been ex- 
amined, but it is agreed that they as well as Leonard and West were suffering from 
scurvy, yet not badly. All four of them were engaged at Bombay and Rangoon ; 
some had been shipwrecked, and it is a question whether the last ship ( ‘‘ Mic 
Mac”) is more than slightly, if at all, responsible for the condition of them 
on their arrival at Falmouth, the whole of the original crew who came home in 
her being free from scurvy.

In accordance with Instructions received, I proceeded to inquire into the cir- 
ceumstances attending an outbreak of scurvy on board the ‘“ Mysore,” a full- 
rigged iron snip of 1,591 tons register, the property of Mr. William Rome, of 
‘Liverpool, and carrying 31 hands, all told. 

This vessel sailed from ‘Liv erpool on the 24th of December 1874, for Calcutta, 
arrived there after a passage of 125 days, remained there two months, and 
arrived at Gravesend on the 26th ult., after a passage of 149 days, with five or 
six of the crew affected with scurvy. 

Fourteen men were discharged at Calcutta, and the same number shipped, 
most of whom appear by the official log to have been more or less insubordinate, 
idle, and disposed to Jay up on any pretence. 

The log contains a voluminous account of semi-mutinous conduct on the part 
of these men (some of whom refused their limejuice at various intervals), and 
also notes as to the appearance of scurvy among them. . 

I visited the ship on the 30th ultimo, and, accompanied by the master, 
examined samples of the beef and biscuit, and also the quarters of the crew, 

The beef and biscuit were in good condition, but no pork or vinegar remained, 
and it would appear that the ship was short of provisions, as stores were procured 
from two vessels in mid-ocean during the homeward passage. 

All stores were supplied by Messrs. Cearns & Brown, of Liverpool. 

The testimony of the master was to the effect that, with the exception of one 
cask of meat, all the stores served out were of good quality ; ; that preserved pro- 
visions were ‘served out at least once a week both out and home, and that the 
limejuice was mixed, sweetened, and served out by the steward daily during the 
entire voyage. 

From evidence adduced on this head, it appears that 45 ean (7,200 ozs.) of 
juice existed on board at the commencement of the voyage, -and according to the 
testimony of the surveyor of customs, 173 gallons (2,800 ozs.) now remain. 

The crew should have been served with limejuice for a total of 254 days, so 
that making all reasonable deductions for those who refused it, and for the 
captain and other officers who may not have taken it, it is manifest that the 
proper quantity was not served out, having regard, too, to the important fact 
that, according to the master, all who had ‘symptoms of scurvy were applied 
with a double allowance. 

The crew were berthed in « top-gallant forecastle, yibich was said to be very 
leaky, and hence almost constantly wet.

“ Mysore.” 
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IT examined the cook on board the ship, and six of the crew at the Well-street 


Sailors’ Home. 

Several of them were affected with scurvy, and all declared that a great 
quantity of the beef and biscuit was bad. 

Their evidence as to the other matters, the issue of preserved provisions, 
&c., was so contradictory as to be entirely unreliable, and there is little doubt 


that several of those who shipped at Calcutta were at the time of signing articles 


not fit for duty afloat. 

In summary of the foregoing, I have to record, fie the information of the 
Board of Trade, that the provisions of Section 4, Sub-section 5, of the Merchant 
Shipping Act of 1867 have not been complied with, in that the proper quantity 
of lime or lemon juice was not served out to the crew. 

I submit that this fact demands special attention, because scurvy has un- 
doubtedly been on the increase in the Mercantile Murine during the past six or 
eight months, and I believe the chief cause to be due to inexcusable carelessness 


in ce out the limejuice, an abundant supply of which is almost invariably ~ 


provided by the owners.

Your favour of the 3rd instant, with extract from the Report of the Medical 
Inspector as to scurvy on ship “‘ Mysore,”’ is received. 

I beg to draw your attention to the fact that all the men suffering from scurvy 
were shipped .in Calcutta during the unhealthy season, and, as the official log 
states, some doing no duty whatever on the. voyage. 

All my ships have a sufficient supply of preserved fresh provisions; they have 
a mess at least once a week, and are never ten days together on salt provisions 
on the voyage, besides having a liberal allowance of butter, which has been 
looked upon as a great preservative against scurvy. 

That the vessel had a sufficient supply of limejuice is evident from the fact 
that there are now five cases on board, and if not served out the fault does not 
rest with the owner. The ship was provisioned here for a twelve months’ voyage 
with the best of all kinds, and supplied by Cearns & Brown, than whom none 
stand higher in the trade. 

The home voyage was unusually protracted, being 149 days against her 

average run of about 90 days, the vessel having been 31 days off the Cape of 
Good Hope.

Report from Captain Trevellick, of Ship “Mysore.” 


In regard to an inquiry made by the Board of Trade to you respecting the matter of 
scurvy having been amongst some of the crew of the “ Mysore” from Calcutta to this 
port, I have only to state that there were a few of the crew affected with this disease, but 
allow me to state that only one of the Liverpool crew was affected with it; the others were 
engaged in Calcutta immediately on their arrival in Calcutta in other ships, therefore I do 
not wonder at scurvy existing amongst them. 

You will have seen by Dr. Leach’s report, and maybe also by the report of Captain 
Furnell, Superintendent of Mercantile Marine Offize, that there has been little or no 
foundation for the reports the crew would try to circulate about the ship, bad 
provisions, &c. 

It is true bad provisions may get into ships, however desirous owners may be to have 
good, and pay for them, but without favour either to you or the crew, I have never seen 
better provisions in the whole of my 40 years at sea, and nearly 30 years master, 
and also declare that they have been served out with the greatest regularity. But perhaps 
the question is the limejuice: All stores were on board when I took command of the 
* Mysore,” therefore I do not know what remained from last voyage, only what we 
received on this last. Neither perhaps did the steward, when he reported the quantity 
remaining from last voyage, as he was not in the ship last voyage. I do not want to make 
it appear that there were either more or less than reported, but there may have been; there 
may also have been some little want of attention in serving it out, but not with the inten- 
tion of defrauding the crew of it, as it might have been if we were running short ; and here 
I may remark, when the crew were questioned by Captain Furnell, there were no 
complaints respecting limejuice, but remarked that they had plenty and to this effect, that 
they might have swam init. This of course is too much to believe, and only the manner 
they talk as the case may suit. Please refer to Captain Furnell or their reports to him on 
these matters. I might lengthen this letter but feel it unnecessary; but may add, I do 
not believe there is one of them gone to hospital, although pretending so much illness on 
the passage as well as on arrival here. If there has been any want of attention to the crew 
on the part of the ship I feel much regret, but cannot allow this opportunity to pass with- 
out wishing that those who have or may have to adjudicate on these matters knew the 

true character of the sailors as well as I do; and I shall be glad at any time to assist either 
you or the Board of Trade in adjusting this matter ; and please be assured this statement is 
made with all disinterested motives, for, as I have already written you, I do hope that I 
may never have to do with sailors any more.

I nave the honour to report that a ship, named the “ City of Halifax ” 
(Official No. 57,754), 853 tons, arrived off. this harbour from Manila, 170 days’. 
passage home, Hugh Lester, master. — 

The master brought on shore in a pilot cutter; three seamen belonged to his 
ship, named as follows, Charles Pope, Thomas James Saxby, and Thomas Currie, 
all suffering from scurvy; the two former were discharged before me this day ; 
Thomas Currie is not able to leave his bed, as he is suffering from dysentery also. 

I made inquiries of C. Pope and T. J. Saxby, in presence of the master, and — 
they informed me that the accommodation (house on deck) was well protected 
from sea, dry, and well ventilated. 

Provisions were of the very best ; and that a sufficient quantity has been served 
out; in addition, preserved meat was served out to the crew once in each week, 
as well as they can remember. 

Lime juice has been served out to the crew daily. Water, received at Ma- 


_nila from the water tank boat, and used by the crew on the passage home, was 


very bad; and to this water the men attribute the sole cause of their sickness. 
Those men further informed me, that the master killed nine sucking pigs he 
had on board, and gave them to the crew to eat. 
This vessel is bound to London, to discharge cargo, and in all probability will 
reach that port some day next week.

In accordance with instructions received, I proceeded to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances attending an outbreak of scurvy on board the “ City of Halifax,” a 
ship of 853 tons register, and the property of Messrs. J. 8S. & J. R. De Wolf, of 
Liverpool. 

This ship sailed from Liverpool on the 6th March 1874, arrived at Batavia 
on the 11th of June following, and proceeded thence successively to Melbourne, 
Neweastle, in New South Wales, and Yokohama ; and, after a stay at the last- 
named port of 62 days, sailed for Great Britain, and arrived at Queenstown 
after a passage of 172 days. 

No distinct records of the former part of the voyage can be obtained, because 
the master died at Melbourne, and was succeeded by another commander, who, 
in his turn, gave place to Captain H. Liston, who was sent out specially to Yoko- 
hama to take charge of the ship. 

All the original crew, with the exception of the cook, left the ship at one or 
other of the above-mentioned ports, and when the vessel started from Yokohama 
the crew consisted of 17 hands, all told, 13 of whom had shipped at Melbourne, 
and four at Yokohama. ; re 

When the “ City of Halifax ” arrived off Queenstown, the provisions, stores, 
and lime juice were almost exhausted, and most of the crew were suffering from 
scurvy. ‘Three of the worst cases were landed at Queenstown, one of whom _ 

had — 
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the voyage ; and another had refused his lime-juice persistently, until decided 
symptoms of scurvy appeared, which refusal was duly recorded in the official log. 

I visited the ship in the London Docks on the 6th instant, and examined 
samples of the biscuit and vinegar, and also inspected the quarters of the crew. 

No beef, pork, or lime-juice remained. 

The samples of the biscuit and vinegar examined were of guud quality, and 
the quarters of the crew were ample as to cubic space, and fairly ventilated. 

The evidenee of the master and mate was to the effect that the provisions were 
good during the entire homeward passage, and that, with the exception of the 
last two days, no half rations were issued; that preserved provisions were served 
out usually once a week, and that 10 sucking pigs anda sow were killed and 
eaten; that the lime-juice was served out daily at noon, and that, with the ex- 
ception of the man above mentioned, all took it regularly during the homeward 
passage. ; 

An account of the quantity of juice in stock when the ship left Japan shows 
that more than the proper allowance was expended. 

No complaints were made by the crew to the Mercantile Marine Superin- 
tendent, and, as the ship was paid off on the 23rd ultimo, I have not been able to 
examine or obtain the evidence of any of the crew.

Stevenson. 

I have made inquiries of the seamen in presence of the master, tu know if the 
accommodation, provisions, water, and lime-juice were sufficient, and of good 
quality. The seamen stated that the accommodation was very bad, wet, not 
very well lighted or drained, provisions very good, water very bad on the pas- 
sage home. Lime-juice served out,daily to each member-of the crew, double 
allowance was given since the men’s illness; fresh provisions served to the crew: 
once in every fortnight on the passage out from England, and once every week 
on the passage home; compressed vegetables served out daily, as much as the 
crew could make use of. ; 

The seamen are of opinion that the sole cause of their sickness they attribute 
to the accommodation being wet, and also bad water. 

The master informed me, that the seamen were very dirty in their habits ; they 
were all coloured men. The vessel has received orders to proceed to London to 
discharge cargo. |

In accordance with instructions received on the 24th ultimo, and numbered 
as above, I proceeded to hold an inquiry as to an outbreak of scurvy on board 
the “ Sir Charles Napier,” an iron flush deck ship, the property of Messrs. 
Bates, of Liverpool. 
This vessel sailed from Liverpool on the 3rd of February last, with a crew of 


24 hands all told, consisting chiefly of West Indian negroes, reached Bombay — 


after a passage of 117 days, remained there 10 days, proceeded to Karachi, where 
she remained a month, and finally left for England, reaching Queenstown in 153 
days 

Nothing noteworthy relating to the health of the crew occurred during the 
outward passage, or during the stay of the ship in India, but symptoms of scurvy 
appeared among the men on the homeward passage, when the ship was between 
Ascension and the Line, and when the ship arrived at Queenstown, 13 pro- 
nounced cases of the disease were landed for treatment. 

Some delay, due chiefly to rough weather, occurred in bringing the ship round 
to London; and on the. 9th and 10th instant I examined the master and the 


mate, as well as the cook, steward, carpenter, and a boy, who comprised all 


remaining of the original crew. 
It is not necessary to epitomise the evidence adduced, because (though taken 
from each witness separately and independently) it showed— 


1. That the provisions were of good quality, and abundant as to quantity. 


2. That: preserved meats and vegetables, as well as butter, were given at 
frequent intervals. 


3. That the lime-juice was served out, mixed and sweetened, every day at 12 
o'clock at.noon, out and home. 


All samples of the provisions examined were of good quality. 

The forecastle is sufficiently roomy (though, as is the case with nearly all 
lower forecastles, objectionable as to situation), but the balance of evidence 
appeared to show that she was a “ wet ship.” 

I am informed by the master that 42 gallons of lime-juice existed on board 
when the vessel started from Liverpool, and the Surveyor of Customs at the 
Victoria Docks reports, that 12 gallons now remain among returned bonded 
stores. 

After making all proper calculations and deductions, it is evident that the 
proper quantity, according to the provisions of the Act, was not served. out, 
having regard, too, to the fact that extra lime-juice was served out to the men who 
were sick, 


A total of 4,800 ounces was expended, whereas, even if it be assumed that the | 


master, mate, cook, and another did not take any, and that only the regulation 
allowance was issued during the entire voyage, 5,000 ounces, at least, ought to 
have been served out. 

I have therefore to report to the Board of Trade, that in this case the provi- 
sions of Section 4, Sub-section 5, of the Merchant Shipping Act of 1867, have 
not been complied with, and to ‘call the special attention of the Board to the 
increasing carelessness in the serving out of lime-juice. 

I believe that to this circumstance alone may be chiefly attributed the increase 
of scurvy that has occurred in the Mercantile Marine during the past year.

In transmitting the report in question for your information, I am to direct 
your special attention to that portion of it in which reference is made to the 
apparent neglect of the master to serve out the necessary quantity of lime-juice 
according to Section 4 of “The Merchant Shipping Act, 1867,” and to the 
concluding remarks of the Inspector as to the serious results of such neglect in 
general. It would appear from this that the master of the “ Sir Charles Napier” 
has rendered himself liable to the penalties set forth in the above-mentioned 
section. . 

I am therefore directed to request that you will issue such peremptory and 
plain instructions to the masters of your ships in future, as may render it im- 
possible for them to neglect to comply with the law, except at their own risk. I 
am directed also to remind you, that this is by no means the only case of scurvy 
that has occurred on board your vessels. 

Had it not been that in the present case there were certain extenuating cir- 
cumstances, the Board of Trade would have felt compelled to instruct their 
solicitor to take steps for the recovery of the penalties incurred by the master 
who failed to serve out the juice that you, as owner, had put on board at the 
commencement of the voyage.

6,560 ozs., have been served out 
during the voyage, or 1,760 ozs. more than stated in the report, and 1,560 ozs. 
more than, according to the opinion expressed by your surveyor, was actually © 
necessary. Kindly draw Dr. H. Leach’s attention to the above facts, so that the 
report may be duly amended. Seeing, therefore, according to the report, that 
“The provisions were of good quality and abundant ;” “ that preserved meats 
and vegetables as well as butter were given at frequent intervals;” “that the 
forecastle was roomy,” and that, as shown on the other side, limejuice was 
served out in full quantity and to spare, according to the provisions of the 
Act, we think you must confess that we, as owners of the ship, took every 
precaution to guard against any outbreak of sickness, and to preserve the | 
health of our crew. We may further state that several of the crew who were paid 
off at Queenstown, and were supposed to be ill (all of whom were negroes), were 
in our office here, within three days, apparently quite healthy.

My conclusions about the limejuice were of course based chiefly upon the evidence of 
the master as to the quantity on board when the ship left port, and as this appears to 
have been 53 instead of 42 gallons, about the proper quantity was expended, assuming, 

as was stated in evidence, that double allowance was given to the men who were sick. It 
is well to point out that the steward, in serving out the juice, used as his measure a 
broken wineglass, which he assumed held enough for three men, but which, according, to 
my measurement, did not hold three ounces. his was, per se, a confession as to want of 
system in serving out, and it would be well (as is done in some ships) that the steward 
should have a proper measure for the purpose.

In accordance with instructions received on the 22nd instant, I proceeded to 
institute an inquiry into an outbreak of scurvy on board the ‘“ Star of Erin,” a 
full-rigged iron ship of 949 tons register, and. the property of Messrs. Jas. 
Corry & Co, of Belfast. . 

This vessel having been injured and put back by stress of weather, sailed from 
Belfast on the 10th of April last, with a crew of 25 hands all told, arrived et 
Calcutta after a passage of 104 days, remained there nearly a month, and even- 
tually reached the Thames on the 17th instant, the homeward passage having 
occupied 119 days. 

Three men left the vessel at Calcutta, and four were shipped. 

With the exception ofa case of dysentery no serious sickness occurred on the 
outward passage, and the health of the crew during the’stay in the country was 
good, but scurvy attacked the men on the homeward passage when tlie vessel 
was between the Line and the Western Islands, and when the ship arrived six 
hands were more or less affected, one only of whom had joined in Calcutta. 

I visited the ‘“ Star of Erin” on the 23rd instant, and examined samples of 
the beel, pork, biscuit, vinegar, and water, all of which were of excellent 
quality. Ye aes 

The crew were berthed in a topgallant forecastle and deck house. The 
quarters are ample as to space and well arranged, and I am informed that she 
cannot be classed.as *‘a wet ship.” 

The evidence of the chief efficer was to the effect that no complaints of any 
kind were made during the entire voyage as to the quality of the provisions, and 
that the lime juice was given out and taken regularly at 4 p.m. every day. 

It appears that a total quantity of 45 gallons (7,200 ozs.) was shipped for the 
use of the crew, and I am informed by the Surveyor of Customs that 7 gallons 
(1,120 ozs.) remain under seal; so that, after making all proper deductions, it 
appears that more than the correct quantity was expended, 

The outhreak of scurvy amongst the crew was duly entered in the official log, 
preserved provisions were served out occasionally, and the master treated thie sick 
in a judicious manner. 7 

It is difficult to account for this outbreak of scurvy except in the case of ©

In accordance with instructions from the Board of Trade (M. 1056), I have 
held an inquiry into the circunistances attending the outbreak of scurvy on 
board the “ Mary Blundell,” and have to report as follows : 

It appears from the report of ihe superintendent at Queenstown, tliat three 
cases of scurvy occurred on board the ‘“‘ Mary Blundell,” and that these men 
were discharged at Queenstown. From the entries in the official log, and from 
the master’s and mate’s statement, it would appear that only one man, Peter 
Moody, showed any symptoms of scurvy ; that of the other two cases mentioned 
by the superintendent, one Henry Hopkins was suffering fram heart disease and 
dropsy, and the other, John Anson, had dysentery. As it seems that these men 
were not examined at Queenstown by a medical man, it is rather difficult to 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion on this point, and I would venture to suggest 
to the Board of Trade, that all cases of supposed scurvy should in future be 
examined by a medical officer attached to the Board of Trade before being 
discharged. I went on board the “ Mary Blundell,” at Liverpool, and examined 
the accommodation, and found nothing to complain of; the torecastle was large 
and tolerably well ventilated, and contaimed more than the amount of space 
required by the Act. 

have also examined, on their oaths, the master, the second. officer, the 
steward, and four of the crew as to the provisions, water, and issue of limejuice 
on the homeward voyage, with the following results. 


Provisions.—The master considers the beef and pork to have been of fair 
quality, and the second mate bears him out in his opinion. The steward and 
the four seamen, however, stated that the pork was not good, being full of 
hoppers ; it was taken in at Newcastle. I examined a cask of beef remaining in 
the ship, and found it tolerably good. The master stated that Australian tinned 
meat was served out once a week after leaving Batavia, that is 127 days from 
home, but this does not appear to be borne out by the other witnesses, as they 
all declare that they had none at all. Only one case of preserved vegetables was 
served out to the crew, and this because it was considered not good enough for 
the cabin; it was rejected by the men. Potatoes were reserved for the cabin 
and the sick men. On the whole it would appear that the crew subsisted almost 
entirely on salt provisions which were fairly good, and this, although quite suffi- - 
cient to cause scurvy, is, of course, no infringement of the Act. 1 think it 
extremely desirable that preserved vegetables should be carried on all sailing 
ships in sufficient quantity to allow of a ration being issued at least two or three 
times a week, and the occasional substitution of Australian preserved meats for 


salt would be productive of good results. 


Water.—All the witnesses, with the exception of the master, declare that the 
water was not good, but whether or not it was the best water that could be pro- 
cured at Iloilo is an open question; no doubt the bad water assisted in the 
development of the disease. 


Medical Comforts. —The sick men seem to have been treated well and supplied 
liberally with beef tea, arrowroot, and other medical comforts; they were also 
given medicine according to the book of directions. 


Limejuice.—The evidence on this point is rather unsatisfactory. All the’ 
witnesses concur in the fact that limejuice was served out regularly up to two 
days before reaching Queenstown, but there is some discrepancy as to the amount 
thus served out. The steward who issued it declared that he was told by the 
master, on leaving Iloilo, to make two bottles take the place of three in order 
to make it last; this the master flatly contradicts. The steward also said that 
before getting into Batavia, he reported to the master that there was only lime- 
juice sufficient to last for 100 days at this reduced quantity ; this also the master 

denivs. 
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denies. The testimony of the crew is valueless on this point, as they only saw 
it after being mixed with water and sugar, and they therefore cannot say 
whether they had an ounce served out to them every day or not. In order to 
arrive at some conclusions on this point, I have made calculations from the 
amount of limejuice actually on board the ship, and the number of days that it 
should have been issued to each man, but here again there is considerable dif- 
culty in ascertaining the truth. i 

The master stated that 24 gallons of limejuice were taken in at Liverpool 
(supplied by Messrs. Burnyeat & Dalzellj, and that besides this there were nine 
gallons of surplus stores on the ship, making in all 33 gallons. On inquiry at 
the customs, I find that no return was made of these nine gallons, and they do 
not appear on the jerk note. Messrs. Burnyeat & Dalzell, however, showed me 
their order book in which it appears that these nine gallons were reported to them 
by the master as being on board the ship when the new order was given. On re- 
ferrng to the steward’s issue book I find 27 gallons put down as the total 
quantity of limejuice on board the ship on leaving Liverpool, so that the three 
accounts are hopelessly at variance, although the question as to whether the men 
could possibly have had their proper allowance depends mainly on which is the 
correct one, 

I find from the steward’s book that up to the time of leaving Iloilo on the 
homeward voyage, 17 gallons of limejuice had been consumed. If then there 
were only 24 gallons on board the ship on leaving Liverpool, there could only 
have been seven gallons remaining, which would have lasted the 17 men on the 


ship 65 days. One case (three gallons) was procured on the passage home from 


an outward bound ship, the “ Blenheim,” making in all a quantity sufficient for 
93 days. The voyage lasted 183 days, so that after deducting 10 days on leaving 
port, if this account be the correct one, the ship must have been 81 days short 
of limejuice, and the men could not possibly have been given the proper allow- 
ance. It is rather strange that the steward declares that he kept no account at 
all of the issue of provisions on the homeward voyage, alleging, as his reason, 
that no book was supplied him by the master for that purpose, whereas the 
latter declares that an account was kept, but that the steward destroyed it. If 
we consider the account of the quantity of limejuice inserted in the steward’s 
book to be the correct one, the ship would still have been 52 days short, but if 
we are to credit the master’s statement as to the nine gallons of surplus stores on 
board, there would have been a sufticient quantity to have given a full allowance 
every day. It certainly appears to me that nine gallons of limejuice is a very 
large quantity to have been overlooked by the custom-house officers ; whether 
such a thing could have occurred is a doubtful question; but, even if we allow 
that these nine gallons were on board the ship, had it not chanced that an 
additional quantity was procured from a ship on the homeward passage, they 
would still have been nearly a month short, proving, in my opinion, that an 
additional quantity should have been obtained at Lloilo, or Batavia, to meet 
all contingencies. . 

On the whole, then, I am of opinion that there is a balance of evidence to 
show that the Act as to the proper issue of, limejuice was not fully complied 
with, but at the same time, I think there is not sufficient proof to justify a pro- 
secution with the hope of obtaining a conviction.

In accordance with instructions received, J proceeded to inquire into the 
cireumstances attending an outbreak of scurvy on board the “Norval,” of 


Greenock (Official No. 67,926), a full-rigged iron ship, the property of J. J. 


Grieve, Esq., m.P., of Greenock. 

This vessel sailed from Liverpool on the 15th of May 1875, with a crew 
of 33 hands all told, and arrived at Calcutta after a passage of 90 days. 

‘Hight men were discharged there, and eight were shipped, several of whom 
had not been at Calcutta for more than five days, having arrived out in the 
ship ‘‘ Duke of Athule.” 

All went well as to health during the outward passage, but on the homeward 
passage, soon after the ship had rounded the Cape, one of those who had shipped 
at Calcutta complained of sickness, and’soon afterwards another; and when the 
vessel arrived in the Thames, one of these men was helplessly ill, the other 


‘severely ill, and several others more or less affected with scurvy, all of whom 


had joined at Calcutta. 

_I went on board the ship at Blackwall on the 2nd instant, but did not see the 
master, although a notification of the time and date of the visit was sent two 
days previously. 

The mate gave me an opportunity of examining samples of the beef, pork, 
biscuit, vinegar, and water, all of which were of good quality. 

The crew were berthed in a top-gallant forecastle and deckhouses, exceptionally 
ample as to space, and well arranged. 

The provisions and small. stores were, according to the testimony of the mate, 
supplied severally by Messrs. McKenzie & Walker, William Kelly & €o., and 
John Stewart, of Greenock. ‘ : 

When the ship started there were 20 cases (9,600 02.) of limejuce on board, 
and according to the evidence of the Surveyor of Customs, 96 quarts (3,840:0z.) 
now remain. under seal. 

The homeward passage occupied 126 days, so that making all proper deductions 
for the entire voyage, and assuming that the master, mate, and another, did not 
take any: limejuice at all, the quantity served out appears to be just enough, 
with a very small margin for the double allowance said to have been given to 
the two men who were severely affected with scurvy. } 

The evidence of the mate and one of the boys was to the effect that the pro- 
visions were all of good quality and amply sufficient ; that preserved provisions 
were given out ence or twice a week, and that the limejuice was served out 
daily by the steward, mixed and sweetened, and was taken by all the crew. 

I visited the sick men (Sullivan and Wallace) in the London Hospital, both 
of whom are still very much debilitated from the effects of the disease. 

They made no complaints of the quantity or quality of the provisions in the 
“Norval,” except as to the pork, some of which was said to have been of bad quality. 

The absence of the steward prevented any further precise evidence being 
obtained, as to the way in which the limejuice was measured and served out. 

The two cases of scurvy were at the end of the voyage entered in the official 
log-book, but the dates of the respective illnesses do not appear. ! 

In summary of the foregoing, I have therefore to report to the Board of 
Trade that the provisions of the Act have been complied with. 

I have to submit to the Board of Trade that in making these investigations, 
the inspector, whether lay or medical, is placed at a disadvantage if unable to 
commence his inquiry before the crew is paid off, as many (sometimes all) of 
the most valuable witnesses are soon after scattered about the country. An 
examination of the crew at the shipping office with the aid of the superintendent, 
at the time of paying off, and a subsequent visit to the ship, and to any men in 
hospital, would, as I believe, render the results of these inquiries far more com-

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goon on July 12. From Rangoon she sailed on July 18 for Bassein, arriving 
there on July 29. The ship finally left Bassein for the homeward voyage on 
August 12, arriving at Belfast on the 27th of January, making in all a voyage 
a little over twelve months. There was very little sickness of any kind on-the 
outward voyage, aud the provisions and limejuice were served out in their proper 
quantities, and appear to have been of good quality. It is, therefore, solely with 
the homeward voyage from Bassein to Belfast that we have to do in the present 
inquiry. The crew consisted in all of 15 men, including the master and officers. 
The first case of sickness was a coloured seaman, Peter Anthony, who was laid up 
on the 9th of September with asthma, pains in the chest, and swollen legs. He 
continved ill until September 14, when he was found missing in the morning, 
He was last seen the night before, when the master gave him his medicine, and 
the presumption is that he committed suicide by jumping overboard. On De- 
cember 3, Andrew Hegbert, A. B., was laid up with a swollen knee and symptoms 
uf scurvy, and was more or less off duty during the remainder of the voyage. 
On the 1st of January, Alex. Christie, the steward; Neil M‘Intosh, boatswain; 
Robert Wright, George Thompson, and James O'Toole, seamen, were suffering 
from scurvy. On January 16, William Shannon and William~Higginson were 


put on the sick list with the same disease, and on January 23, Evan Owen, the 


carpenter, was also down. ‘These men, more than half the total number in the 
ship, were disabled for the rest of the passage. On the 26th of January, when 
the ship was drifting about in the Channel, all these men being off duty, and the 


rest worn out witli fatigue and want of food, the ship signalled to a steamer, the. 


“ Lord Gough,” and was taken in tow to Belfast. On arriving there, on the 27th, 
six of the men, as per margin, were taken into the hospital, and the rest were 
discharged, the ship being brought to Liverpool by runners. _ On arriving at 
Belfast, only three men, besides the master and mate, were fit for duty. The men 
taken into the hospital have since been discharged, and their evidence cannot be 
obtained. . . ee IR 

I went on board the ship at Liverpool, and examined the accommodation, and 
found it very satisfactory, there being plenty of room and plenty of ventilation, 


Six of the crew were sent from Belfast to Liverpool, and I have taken their 
evidence, together witli that of the master and mate on the following points, 

Provisions.—I find that the provisions, with the exception of bread and flour, 
were supplied by Messrs. Nixon & Thew, of Castle-street, Liverpool, a well- 


known firm who supply several of the steamship companies in Liverpool, and 


whose stores I know from experience are generally very good. The bread and 
flour were supplied by Mr. Evans, of Liverpool, with whom I am not so well 
acquainted, but I believe he bears a pretty good name. The ship was fitted up 
for a twelvemonths’.voyage, and was supplied with about the average amount of 
the articles required by the Act, and no more. 
been a great lack of preserved vegetables, none of any kind appearing on the 
list, with the exception of one tin of preserved potatoes, which was reserved for 
the use of the cabin. There is no complaint of any kind made as to the quantity 


There appears, however, to have. 


or quality of the provisions on the outward voyage, and fresh food was given in™ 


the different ports. One tierce of beef, and one of pork, was procured at Bassein, 
and with this addition, the master considered that he had a sufficient quantity 
to last the homeward voyage. I am sorry I have not been able to get at the 
steward, since I might then have obtained a list of the quantity of stores on 
board at this time ; the master can give me no information on this point. 


The homeward voyage lasted 169 days, which is considered to be about 40 
days above the average length. On November 11th, however, 93 days from 
leaving port, only two tierces of beef remained, and on opening these they were 
found to be bad. It is stated by all the witnesses, that they stank, and could not 
be eaten. From this date up to the time of reaching Belfast, viz., 76 days, the 
crew had no meat whatever, with the exception of a small allowance, about half 
a pound per man, of Australian mutton, once a week according to the testimony 
of the master and mate, and once a fortnight according to the men. Even this 
small allowance came to an end by Christmas-day, after which the crew subsisted. 


on'bread. The two casks of beef which were bad remained on the ship, and I | 


examined them and fully corroborate the statement that the meat was not fit to 
be eaten. I should say, however, that it had originally been very good meat, but 
that owing to some accident, the pickle had run out, causing it to become putrid.

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The usual allowance of peas was served out to within three weeks of reaching « John Peacock.” 
Belfast, when they also were used up. ‘Tea and coffee lasted all the time, 2 
Bread held out ail the way, and about 5 ewt. remained on the ship. The men, 
however, say that the last tank of bread was not good, being mouldy and full of 
maggots. [examined some of the bread remaining, and found this statement 
to be correct to a certain extent; some of the biscuits were mouldy, and on 

_ breaking them, maggots were seen. I should say, that the bread was good when 
put on board, but became damaged on the voyage. Preserved meat was given 
once a fortnight, both on the outward and homeward voyage, but no preserved 
vegetables of any kind were served out, according to the evidence of the men, 
although the master and mate state the contrary, affirming that preserved 
potatoes were always issued with the tinned meat. I incline to believe the 
men. . 


On November 22nd, whenall the salt meat was gone, St. Helena was sighted, and. 
yet, strange to say, the master positively refused to put in to replenish his stores, 
although repeatedly requested to do so by the crew. On asking him his reason for 
this extraordinary conduct, he said that he should probably ‘have had to pay for 
it himself if he had done so. I inquired of the owner, Mr. J. Smith, if he had 
given hin any instructions not to take in any supplies if needed, and he affirmed 
positively, that no restrictions whatever were placed on the master, but that he 
would have been at perfect liberty to take in anything that was requisite at any 
time during the voyage. Shortly after passing St. Helena, two homeward- 
bound vessels were sighted, and again the master refused to signalise them for 
provisions; and, according to the crew, absolutely altered his course to avoid 
them. ‘Three weeks after this, a Danish vessel spoke them to get the chrono- 
meters put right, but no attempt was made to get any supply of provisions. 
Many other vessels were sighted during the remainder of the voyage, and not one 
was signalled till the steamer, the “ Lord Gough,” relieved them in the Channel. 
At this time not only were the provisions, with the exception of the bread, quite 
gone, but the water had also run out for two days, and two of the men were 
reduced to the necessity of drinking their own urine. It is probable, that had 
it not been for this steamer, few would have lived to tell the tale. I consider 
the master highly culpable in the first place for not taking in a larger supply of 
provisions on leaving Rangoon or Bassein; and, in the second place, still more so 
for not putting into St. Helena, when he knew positively that he had at least two 
months’ voyage before him, and nc beef or pork remaining in the ship. 


eiefence:®. According to the testimony of all the witnesses, including the master 31st October. 
and mate, the limejuice was gone by the end of October, that is, within 81 days 
from leaving port, and about 12 days before the beef and pork were out; conse- 
quently the crew were 88 days without any limejuice at all; up to this time 88 days. 
they had taken it regularly, It appears that eight cases, that is 24 gallons of 
limejuice, were supplied by Messrs. Nixon & Thew on leaving Liverpool, and 
three bottles of samples were on board the ship. This quantity, which is about 
the usual amount put on board sailing ships for a twelvemonths’ voyage 
(although not sufficient to meet all contingencies), would have been sufficient 
if it had been used properly, to have lasted the whole voyage, although it was 
beyond the usual length. On asking the master if he considered he had suf- 
ficient on board on leaving Bassein, he answered Yes; four cases were remain- 
ing. Now, if this had been correct, he would have had sufficient to have lasted 
128 days, whereas it was all gone in 71 days. I asked him how he accounted 128 days. 
for this discrepancy, aad he replied that one case of limejuice had two empty 7! ays. 
bottles in it, and that in the remaining cases the bottles were from one-third to 
one-half empty; whereas all the four cases going out were quite right. This is 
on the face of it, a most improbable assertion, and I am not disposed to give it 
any credence. ‘The limejuice is always obtained direct from a bonded ware- 
house, and the bottles are filled and the cases packed under the supervision of 
the Custom-house authorities, and no instance has ever come to my knowledge 
of such a thing ever having been known, and I do not helieve it is possible that 
it could have taken place. I questioned the crew on this point, but they appear 
to know little about it, except that they heard on the passage that some of the 
bottles were empty, but they do not know whether the seals were intact. Tne 
steward would be an important witness on this point.

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asserts that one case of limejuice was opened the day before the ship arrived at 
Rio, and that it was empty when they left, and that he had heard that the master 
was in the habit of taking limejuice on shore with him. Charles Lockwood, 
Shannon, and Higginson, bear him out in this assertion, but neither of them 
actually saw him do so. One thing, however, is quite clear, whatever became of 
the limejuice it was all out nearly a month before sighting St. Helena, and it 
was therefore the duty of the master to put into this port to replenish his supply. 

He not only refused to do so, but neglected all opportunities of obtaining any 
from the numerous vessels he passed on his passage. He has therefore obviously 
infringed the Act. regulating the supply of limejuice to the crew, and is liable to 
a penalty on this account. 


Medical Comforts.—There appears to have been the usual quantity of medical 
comforts, viz., brandy, wine, veef-tea, arrowroot, and sago (not sufficient in my 
Opinion), put on board the ship, but the crew, one and all declare that, with the 
exception of arrowroot and sago, none at all were issued to the sick men, The 
question then arises what became of them? One dozen of brandy and one 
dozen of port wine appear on Nixon & Thew’s list, and thése were intended 
solely for medical comforts, but were used up on the outward + voyage when there 
were no sick men. The master and mate assert that grog was issued to the crew 
during rough weather, and this to a certain modified extent, is corroborated by 
the men ; but they say that they only received brandy two or three times at the 
outside, and no wine at all: what then became of the remainder ? 


Insobriety of the Master.—All the witnesses concur in the statement that the 
master was frequently drunk at Rio and Bassein. Andrew Hegbert says, that 
he was drunk every day at Rio and Bassein. ‘William Shannon, that he drank 
very hard at Rio and Bassein, and had frequently to be hauled up the ship’s 
sides with a rope. William Higginson helped to haul him up.frequently. Edwin 
Cardwell, the mate, acknowledges that the master frequently came on board 
tipsy in port; moreover, Andrew Hegbert asserts that the master was drunk for 
a week shortly after leaving Liverpool. William Shannon saw him several 
times the worse for liquor on the passage out; says he staggered and could not 
walk. William Higginson also saw him tipsy two or three times on the outward 
voyage, whereas the mate does not know that he was drunk, but saw him sick 
several times. The other witnesses shipped at Rangoon and can give no evidence 
on this point. William Shannon says he was drunk the day after leaving Rio, 
There appears, then, to be no doubt whatever but that the master was frequently 
drunk in port, and this would account in a measure for his failing to see that 
the ship was properly fitted out when starting on the passage home, and if the 
evidence is to be believed that he was also frequently drunk on the passage 
out, it would account for the disappearance of the medical comforts, as the 
ship was fitted out on teetotal principles, and no wine or spirits of any kind 
were allowed to be put on board except those intended for the use of the sick’ 
men. 


it seems to be the general opinion of the crew that the voyage might have 
been completed in a very much shorter time, but that for some unaccountable 
reason the master delayed it as much as possible; that in the trade winds, in 
perfectly calm weather, it was his custom to shorten sail at night; and, moreover, 
that he might have put into Queenstown a week before reaching Belfast, or he 
might have come on direct to Liverpool some days before being picked up by the 
“ Lord Gough”; they state also that he was heard to say that he would not come 
up the Channel with the sick men on board. It appears to have been the general 
opinion on board, with what justice ] cannot say, that it was his intention to lose 
the ship, and that he never intended reaching any portat all. The owner of the 
ship, Mr. Smith, says that the master knew “he would be dismissed on landing, 
and this may account for some of his vagaries. This, however, is a matter out 
of my province, aad lies within that of nautical assessors. 


in conclusion, it is my opinion that the scurvy on board the “ John Peacock” 
was caused by want of food and want of limejuice; that it was in the power of 
the master to supply both of these deficiencies, and having failed to do so he has 
not complied with the requirements of the Act on these points, and has laid him- 
self 


” 
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self open to penalties for the same. It is also my opinion that the charge of “John Peacock.” 
drunkenness could be substantiated. against him.

November 1875, with two of the crew suffering from scurvy, one of whom died shortly 
after admission into the General Hospital.

Lerrer from Captain J. H. Taylor, x.N.R., Acting Master Attendant, Madras, to the 
Hon. W. Hudleston, Chief Secretary to Government, Fort Saint George, dated Madras, 
14th December 1875, No. 7853. 


I wave the honour to report, for the information of the Board of Trade, that the 
barque “Celeste,” 599 tons, Commander D. F. McKechine, arrived at this port on the 
29th ultimo, from Liverpool, after a voyage of 149 days. Two of her crew, named 
Furnell and Burgess, were found to be ill with scurvy, and were accordingly sent to the 
General Hospital for treatment. I regret to say that the man Furnell died shortly after 
his admission. 


2. The second assistant master attendant and the port and marine surgeon were 


directed to proceed on board on the 1st instant to survey the provisions and accommoda- 
tion, and to inquire generally if there were any complaints against the ship or pro- 
visions. I enclose copies of their reports, which were furnished separately, for communi- 
cation to the Board of Trade, no further action in the matter being necessary at this 
port. 


3. It will be seen from the remarks of the port and marine surgeon that he found the - 


accommodation as good as could be expected, and the provisions and lemon juice were 
also of good quality. He is, however, of opinion that the extras issued during the voyage to 
the crew were not possessed of sufficient antiscorbutic properties. These articles consisted 
of limejuice, Australian meat, compressed vegetables, pea soup, rice, flour and oatmeal 
porridge, and fresh potatoes, the last-mentioned article having been issued for about seven 
weeks after leaving Liverpool. I am of opinion that these articles are the usual substi- 
tutes served out on board of English ships bound on long voyages; and from the report of 
the second assistant master attendant, I am led to attribute the cause of the scurvy to an 
insufficiency of clothing and bedding, and to a want.of personal cleanliness on the part or 
the men, during the ordinary hardships of so long a voyage. 


From A. Porter, Esq., M.D., Port and Marine Surgeon, to Captain J. H. Taylor, R.N.R., 
Acting Master Attendant, Madras, dated Madras, 3rd December 1875, No. 12. 


I nave the honour to report having inspected the ship “ Celeste” and her crew. I 
found the accommodation as good as could be expected in so small a vessel. The pro- 
visions and lemon juice are of good quality. The latter has been analysed by Dr. 
Macrae. 

I have no doubt the scurvy among the crew arose from almost nothing but salt rations 
having been served out to them during the whole voyage of some five months’ duration. 


2. Nominally Australian meat, with pressed vegetables, was served out once a week; 
but as this amounted to only a plateful of soup, it need hardly be counted, while the 
other extras possessed little, if any, antiscorbutic properties. These were pea soup three 
times a week, rice twice a week, and a pound of flour twice a week. A little salt butter 
was served out daily for about a month after leaving Liverpool, and for about another 
month while sailing round the Cape, and oatmeal porridge was given once a week for 
about a month before reaching Madras. 


3. The skipper’s account does not quite tally with this, which is that given by the one 
of the crew who is under treatment in the general hospital, but who does not at all com- 
plain of the rations. } 

Lemon juice was served out almost daily, but even on the skipper’s showing (half a pint 
for a whole crew) not in sufficient quantity. No potatoes were given after the first day 
or so from Liverpool. I think the cause of the scurvy is herein sufficiently clearly 
indicated. 


From W. H. Bartlett, Esq., Second Assistant Master Attendant, Madras, to Captain 
J. H. Taylor, x.N.R., Acting Master Attendant, Madras, Administrative Department, 
dated Madras, 4th December 1875. 


I Have the honour to report that I visited the barque “Celeste” on the Ist instant 
for the purpose of surveying the provisions and accommodation on board, and ascertaining 
if the crew had any complaints to make regarding either. 

I mustered the crew as per crew list, and found all present except Furnell and Burgess, 
the two men who were landed and sent to the hospital. 


1. The crew state that they are quite satisfied with the provisions, which are good. 


2. They had fresh potatoes for about seven weeks after leaving Liverpool, three times 
a week, 1 lb. per man. 


3. After 
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3. After the potatoes were finished had Australian meat, with compressed vegetables, « Celeste.” 
made into soup on Sundays and Thursdays, and on these days their allowance of flour was f 
made into soft bread in lieu of pudding. 

They also state that limejucie has been regularly served out to them, and that latterly 
they have had oatmeal porridge with molasses for breakfast on Wednesdays and Saturdays, 
and during cold weather they have had 1 lb. of butter per man per week. 

I tasted a sample of the limejuice, and, so far as I could judge by éaste alone, should 
pronounce it of good quality. I hada cask of beef and a cask of pork opened, both of 

| which are of excellent quality. 

The accommodation for the crew is a house on deck, and is quite suitable both as 
regards space and ventilation; but I would beg to draw special attention to the fact that 
the crew are very badly provided with clothing and bedding, and this state of things must 
tell on any but the most robust constitutions. 

Since my visit to the “ Celeste” I have received the accompanying memorandum from 
the commander, which is intended to show what extras and substitutes have been issued. 
It is signed by the whole of the crew now on board, and, though they have not mentioned 
it in this written evidence, they distinctly told me on board that they had potatoes for 
seven weeks, and that limejuice was served out to them daily. 


Victualling Scale. 


Sunday.—Six pound tin of Australian meat made into soup, with preserved vegetables, 
with a loaf of bread each man. 

Monday.—Peas soup (dinner). 

Tuesday.—Barley soup with preserved vegetables.

Encuosep we beg to hand you rough memorandum of facts as regards the 
“Royal Sovereign,” which may assist those deputed to inquire into the outbreak 
of scurvy on board this vessel in their investigation. 

We have no doubt that the provisions will be proved of good quality, and 
although it is possible some of ‘them may have been allowed to go bad from 
neglect on board the ship, there will be found a large surplus supply on 
board. ; 

We, ourselves, attribute the outbreak entirely to Kurrachee water, and would 
suggest that what is in the tanks now should be examined. 

We have further to ask that when the inquiry is made, Captain Neilson, who 
is now here, be requested to attend and be examined, also the ship’s carpenter, 
W. Ellis, 20, Frondeg-street, Bangor, and the sailmaker. 

Captain Neilson, we believe, in spite of the crew’s statement, to be a sober, 
hard-working man, and one who insists on those under him doing their 
duty. 

Captain Drakeford we know little of, but from his references, and inquiries 
made in Bombay, we have every reason to believe him to be the same.

“ Royal Sovereign :” sailed Liverpool for Bombay, 7th January 1875; cargo coals ; 


Captain Neilson. . 


Some days after sailing, two of the crew complained of the beef, which was examined 
and found good; the cooking was bad, and put right, and ‘there were. no more 
complaints. 


The men were afterwards found making “ ia scouse ” with the cook’s slush, which 
was stopped. 

Arrived in Bombay 4th June 1875. 

One man slightly unwell; might be scurvy or not; nothing of importance. 

Men were scarce in Bombay ; none to be had. 

The crew wanted their discharge in order to take advantage of high pay obtainable, 
This was refused. They had liberty on shore; an advance on account of wages ; 
and lived on fresh Ppiaistond all the time while in port; no complaints of any kind being 
made 

The day before sailing for Kurrachee on the 6th July the crew refused duty, were 
brought before the magistrate, when they accused Captain Neilson of drunkenness and ill- 
treating them; one and all said they had no fuult to find with the ship or provisions. The 
senior magistrate found the charges not substantiated, and ordered the men back to pe 
work ; ‘and on their continued refusal, said he would send them to gaol, 

As another European crew could not be obtained it was considered advisable to transfer 
Captain Neilson to the “Edward Perey,” and put Captain Sumpton in the “ Royal 
Sovereign.” Ship sailed 10th July. 


In Kurrachee Captain Sumpton gave way to habits of intemperance, and died from the: 


effects thereof. 
Captain Drakeford was appointed. 


In Bombay the “ Royal Sovereign” supplied one of our ships with two tierces of beef and 
six barrels pork, which were replaced by two tierces beef and six barrels pork purchased 
at 51. -—s. 10d. and 61. 18 s. respectively, from the Peninsular and Oriental Company, 
being first examined by Captain Neilson, the steward, and carpenter, and found of good 
quality. 

‘In Kurrachee, ships bottom being foul, and passage home likely to be long; the “ Royal 
Sovereign ” was supplied with provisions for 150 days, and two barrels pork and two tierces 
beef were examined, found good, and purchased from the “‘ Avon”; also the quantities of 
coffee, sugar, flour and medicines were made up.

THE “ Royal Sovereign ” is an iron vessel of 1,388 tons, and was built in. 


1864. She is owned by Messrs. Edward Bates and Sons, of Liverpool. 


This vessel sailed from Liverpool on the 8th January 1875, with a crew of, 


30 hands, all told, for Bombay. About 10 days after leaving, the crew com- 
plained to the captain of the salt beef. This beef appears to have been a 
portion of the surplus stores from a previous vovage. It is described by the 
crew as “unfit for any man to eat,” but the officers who ate the same meat 
declare that it was good. 
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“ Royal The crew state that on several occasions on the outward voyage, meat was 
Suvereryn.” — served out that smelt badly, but that nv complaint was made to the captain as 
it was of no use, he having already told them not to make complaints, as he 
could not rectify the cause. One fresh mess was served out on the outward 
voyage. . 

The vessel arrived at Bombay on the 5th June 1875, after a passage of 147 

days. Two of the crew had symptoms of scurvy, but so slightly that they had 
not made any complaint of it to the master. 


During the stay of the vessel at Bombay (34 days) the crew had one general 
leave on shore of 24 hours. A bazaar boat was daily alongside, and the crew 
had a liberal allowance of money to spend. The ship was daily attended by a 
medical officer, and fresh provisions were regularly served out. The mate left 
the vessel at Bombay. 


The stock of salt meat was replenished at Bombay from the stores of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company; six barrels of pork and two of beef were 
taken. These were examined by the master, carpenter, and steward of the 
vessel, and every precaution appears to have been taken by them to ensure that 
the meat was of good quality, and also that the barrels were full of brine. The 
water-tanks were also filled up at Bombay. 


The day before the vessel was to sail, the crew refused duty, and on being, 
taken before a magistrate, complained of the master. This led to an exchange, 
by direction of the owners’ firm, between the master of the “ Royal Sovereign ” 
and the master of the ‘‘ Edward Percy.” ‘The stewards and boatswains were 
also changed at the same time. Whilst before the magistrate, the crew do not 
appear to have made any complaint against the ship or provisions, although 
it would appear from the following extract from a letter put in by Messrs. Bates, 
and received from their firm in Bombay, that they were specially asked the 
question :— sipiadaa t 

‘“‘ They one and all stated that they had no fault whatever to find with the 
ship or provisions, but that they declined to proceed in the ship with Captain 
Neilson.” 


The vessel sailed from Bombay on the 9th of July 1875, and arrived at 
Kurrachee on the 23rd of July, after a passage of 14 days. She remained 56 
days at Kurrachee, during the whole of which time the crew had fresh pro- 
visions daily and were regularly attended by a medical officer. A bazaar boat 
was also alongside daily. At Kurrachee the stock of salt meat was further 
replenished by the purchase of two barrels of beef and two of pork from the 
barque “ Avon.” ‘The medicine chest and medical comforts were examined by 
the medical officer in attendance, and were replenished in accordance with a 
list drawn up by him. ‘The water-tanks were also filled up at Kurrachee. 


The new master died in hospital at Kurrachee, and another master and a 
mate joined the vessel. The cook and a man called Dunn who had gone from 
Bombay to Kurrachee by the ‘‘ Royal Sovereign,” in order to join another ship, 
now formally joined the “ Royal Sovereign,’ the other ship having’ sailed. 
Dunn appears to have been in hospital at Bombay suffering from scurvy, and to 
have left the hospital and gone on board the “‘ Royal Sovereign” before he had 
properly recovered. 


The “ Royal Sovereign” sailed from Kurrachee on the 18th of September 
1875. Everything appears to have gone on well till the vessel was off the 
Cape, when on the 16th November the following entry occurs in the mate's 
log-book :— 

ne One, man Doyle, came aft with the allowance of beef, and in the name of all 
hands complained that they could not eat the beef. The captain and I examined 
it and found it quite unfit for the men, and broached a fresh cask, which was 
better.” 


The remaining portion of this barrel of beef was thrown overboard by the 
captain's orders, and the harness cask scalded out and thoroughly cleansed. 


It appears from the evidence that. this bad meat was eaten by the crew for 
about three or four days before it was complained of. 
. The 
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The vessel passed within sight of St. Helena, and communicated by sending 
letters on shore by a fisherman’s boat. At this time there was no one off duty, 
although the man Dunn, above referred to, was complaining of the symptoms 
of scurvy. On the day after passing St. Helena this man went off duty with 
scurvy, and the following entry appears in the official log-book :— 


“John Dunn, A.B., is off duty with scurvy in the leg. Stopped his 
“* allowance of salt beef, and gave him preserved vegetables, rice, and oat- 
“ meal, with double of lime-juice. John Dunn left the General Hospital 
“at Bombay before he was properly recovered, having been some time 
*“‘ under medical treatment for scurvy.” 


Shortly after this, tiie men were attacked by scurvy rapidly, and on tle 17th 
January 1876, it appears by an entry in the official log book that nine men were 
off duty suffering with it. Two men were also suffering from other sicknesses. 
The numbers increased as the cold weather was encountered, until at last the 
vessel put into Falmouth, after a passage of 138 days, with 11 men suffering 
ee and seven others exhibiting more or less severe symptoms of the 

isease. 


Five fresh messes were issued to the crew on the homeward passage ; com- 
plaints were made by the crew of the pork, beef, fiour, peas, and compressed vege- 
tables ; also of the short supply of sugar and medical comforts ; they are, how- 
ever, unanimous in declaring that the captain treated them with the utmost 


kindness, and was most areata to the sick, whom he visited three times a 


day. 


We propose to report on each of the above complaints separately, but before 
doing so it is desirable to say with respect to the lime-juice, that it was served 
out daily, and we are of opinion from the evidence that it was drank regularly 
by the whole crew, with the exception of the second mate and the boatswain. 
These men refused to drink it on the ground that they did not believe in it, and 
that it did them no good ; they both had scurvy, the boatswain severely. With 
reference to the boatswain’s case, the following entry appears in the official log- 
book :— 


17 January 1876.—“I charged William Ross, boatswain, for refusing 
* to take his lime-juice, also, for not drinking his lime-juice during greater 
“part of the passage; he acknowledged the offence, saying lime-juice did 
‘* him no gud: 
(signed) “‘ EB. Drakeford, Master.” 


In fact, it is quite clear that, so far as the lime-juice is concerned, the Act has 
been fully complied with; more than the required quantity was issued, and a 
considerable surplus remains on board. A sample of this has been re-examined 
at the Iniand Revenue Laboratory, and is found to be still of excellent 
quality. 


Pork.—This was supplied from the owners’ stores in Liverpool, and although 
two witnesses complain of it, all the rest state that it was good. What remains 
on board has been examined by us, and in our opinion it is quite good. 


rm ! 


Beef.—The beef supplied to the ‘‘ Royal Sovereign” in Liverpool was pur- 
chased for the owners by Messrs. Marquis Briscoe and Company, provision 
brokers. It was sent direct from the importing ships to the “ Royal Sovereign,” 
and was not in store at all in this country. The broker states that the brands 
of the barrels supplied were Harmer, and Watts-Parker. Harmer is a Kansas 
packer; Watts-Parker has places in both Kansas and Texas. In the broker's 
opinion, when it was placed on board the “ Royal Sovereign,” the beef had not 
been packed more than six weeks, and was of the quality known in the trade as 
prime mess, and extra Indian mess, which means medium and superior quality. 
The whole of the salt beef was examined by men who make it a business to do 
so, and is declared by them to have been quite good. It was further examined 
by the second mate on the quay alongside the ship before being put on board. 

We X He 
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He states that it was quite good, and the barrels were full of pickle. We 


examined three barrels on board the ship, one of which was good and two bad. 
The contents of the good barrel appeared to us to be coarse in quality, and to 
have been some time in salt, otherwise there was nothing against it- The two 
bad barrels had been opened at sea,-were found short of brine, and smelling 
badly ; one had been opened for five weeks when we saw it, and the other for 
four days ; we considered them both unfit for human food. 


We append a copy of notes on the subject, made at the time of our visit to 
the ship at Gravesend. 


We are under the impression that the very fact of the freshness of the curing 
may account for the complaints made by the crew. We think it would be 
better to re-pack, or at any rate to re-pickle, all meat so fresh as this isshown to 
have been before shipping it for a tropical voyage, as it is known that a certain 
amount of blood remains in the meat which is absorbed by the first pickle and 
will spoil it in hot weather. We think this is sufficient tv account for the bad 
smell said to have been discovered when the barrels were first opened, and we 
think the remedy would be to turn out all the first pickle, and re-pickle the meat 
before shipping it for a long voyage. : 


We have been unable to discover whether the bad barrel, part of which was 
thrown overboard at sea, and the two bad barrels brought to London, are part 
of the original Liverpool supply, or are a portion of that obtained at Bombay 
or Kurrachee, because the marks are blurred, and cannot be identified. 


Flour.—We have examined the dealer who supplied the flour, and examined 
samples, which we consider to be of excellent quality. The evidence shows that 
the complaints are not against the flour generally, but against two or three 
barrels, the contents of which are said to have been musty. “Witnesses among 
the crew, on the other hand, say that the flour was all good. We are of 
opinion that the flour was good, but that the contents of one or two barrels 
were musty. This we attribute to the dampness to which flour is liable at sea 
unless carefully looked after. 


Peas.—The remarks on the flour apply also to the peas. 


Compressed Vegetables —The crew complained of these on the ground that 
they were tasteless. Several witnesses said they had never seen them before, 
and did not know what they were. We had some cooked, and, although pre- 
pared very hurriedly and insufficiently, they were found to be quite good, and, 
when properly seasoned, very palatable. We consider the men were prejudiced 
against these vegetables. The evidence shows that they had an unlimited 
supply, but it was not eaten. 


Sugar.—The crew complained of the short supply of sugar, but the evidence 
of the captain is, that “ the stock of sugar for the crew was not exhausted, but 


, re 


‘“‘ | had stopped the allowance for tea and coffee in order to reserve it for the . 


“ sick men and for the lime-juice ; they had molasses all the passage for their 
“rice, &c., three times a week.” With such a large number of sick persons, we 
consider the master acted most prudently. 

Medical Comforts.— As already pointed out, these were replenished at Kurra- 
chee under the direction of the medical officer attending the vessel, and were 
doubtless intended for an average number of sick only, and not for such an 
unforeseen emergency as subsequently arose. 

The evidence shows quite clearly that on the passage home the men ate scouse 
very frequently, also that many of them used the cook’s slush with it, although 
repeatedly warned not to do so. Ae 

There is also distinct evidence that the salt meat was not soaked to such an 
extent as is usual at sea, and that, instead of the soaking water being changed 
three times in 15 hours, it seldom, if ever, was changed at all. 


The 
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The cook moreover was an uncleanly man, both in his work and persen, and Be Royal p 
appears to have neglected his duty. . sovereign, 


The crew are said by the officers of the vessel to Be below the average phy- 
sically, and to have been badly supplied with clothes and bedding. 


The owners attribute the outbreak of scurvy in this vessel in some measure 
to the water taken in at Bombay and Kurrachee, and have put in a lengthy 
correspondence with the Bombay Harbour trustees on the subject. ‘This corre- 
spondence includes an analysis of the Bombay water made by. a Government 
‘officer, which sets forth its impurity. The owners’ further state that as the 
Bombay Harbour Trust cannot take the matter of rectifying this evil in hand 
for want of money, they have offered to lend the trustees 6,000/. at six per 
cent., so as to get it done without further delay. Several of their vessels’ crews 
have been very sickly from drinking this water. 


We:cannot subscribe to or indorse the suggestions made in the above remarks 
as to the influence of water in the production of scurvy, for if they were correct, 
a preponderance of cases of scurvy would exist in homeward-bound vessels 
from Bombay and Kurrachee, which statistics do not bear out. Moreover, a 
Targe amount of scientific evidence, gleaned both in India and England, goes to 
prove that water, when bad, may directly cause dysentery, and directly and 
indefinitely, cholera and typhoid fever; but is certainly not an exciting, and 
only faintly a predisposing, cause of scurvy. 


A review of this case would be incomplete if we failed to call attention to the 
fact that during the voyage there were no less than three masters and several 
chief officers and stewards. It will thus be apparent that the persons primarily 
responsible for the custody, storage, and good keeping of the provisions were 
so frequently changed that it is impossible to bring home to any one of them the 
neglect that, in our opinion, did most certainly take place, for which it is but 
fair to add the owners cannot be held responsible. 


In recapitulation of the foregoing narrative, and in dealing with the sanitary 
aspects of the inquiry, it is desirable to confine ourselves to facts and events in 
connection with the homeward passage from Kurrachee to Falmouth, which 
occupied, as before stated, 138 days. 


The prominent facts are,— 


1. That a considerable quantity of meat unfit for human food was eaten 
during the passage. 

2. That only four or five fresh messes were served out during the 
4 (a small number in these days of varied preserved pr ovisious). 

. That the lime-juice was served out regularly, and appears as a rule to 
inte been taken regularly by the crew, except in the eases of the second 
mate and boatswain, both of whom had scurvy. 

4. That no other ‘specially anti-scorbutic articles of diet were given ex- 
cept some compressed vegetables, which the crew declined to eat, but which, 
if perry prepared, are undoubtedly palatable and nutritious. 


The events are,— 


1. That scurvy commenced i in the person of a man who had been im , 
hospital with the disease at Bombay, and who very naturally was the first 
to succumb. 
2. That others were successively attacked, so that when the ship arrived 
at Falmouth; 18 at least out of a crew of 30 men, all told, were affected, 
many of them v ery severely. 


The best. scientific evidence shows that the exciting, 7.., the direct, causes 
of scurvy are,—- 


1. Want of fresh vegetable diet. 
2. Bad quality of other food. 
3. Insufficient quantity of other food. 


These conditions almost invariably exist in times of famine and war, 
and so (to quote comparatively recent. examples) scurvy attacked severely the 
Irish during the last famine, the besieged during the siege of Paris, and 
Leia French, and English alike during the Crimean War. 
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“ Royal ‘The predisposing or indirect causes of the disease are,— 
git 1, Cold and wet. 
2. Dirt. 


3. An inactive or monotonous life. 
4. Bad water (possibly). 


Since the Merchant Shipping Act of 1867 came into operation (by the terms . 
of which the good quality of the lime-juice is guaranteed and the daily quantity . 
issued is doubled) the entries into the ‘“‘ Dreadnought” Seamen’s Hospital, Green- 
wich, for scurvy have decreased from 100 to less than 20 annually (or more 
than 80 per cent.) ; the total number of entries from all causes having remained 
almost stationary. 


The undoubted decrease of scurvy in the British Mercantile Marine between 
1868 and 1874 is due not only to an improved legislation as regards lime-juice, 
but to shorter passages, the opening of the Suez Canal, more varied provisions, 
better accommodation, and, as we believe, also the gradual substitution of iron 
for wooden ships. 


The crews of most long-voyage ships are now provided with a fresh mess at 
least every week ; and we were informed by Messrs. Bates that another of their 
vessels, the “Sydney Dacres,” has just completed a passage of 205 days to San 
Francisco with all her crew in good health on arrival. Butter and a weekly 
fresh mess were given, and the only incident of the passage was a brief stay at 
Juan Fernandez to procure a supply of water. 


Having regard to the above facts, the conclusion in our minds is irresistible 
that the bad meat eaten was the direct exciting cause of this outbreak of 
scurvy. For it must be remembered that lime-juice is provided as an imperfect 
but convenient substitute, not for animal but for vegetable diet, but no quantity 
of this juice will keep men in health if they are fed on animal food which on 
account of age, imperfect curing, or careless packing and storage, has lost its 
nutritive properties, and is in an incipient stage of decomposition.

We have this day examined six barrels of salt provisions, three of beef, and 
three of pork remaining on board this vessel. 


The three barrels of pork were.unopened. We directed them to be opened 
for our inspection. Two out of the three were believed to be the remains of 
those shipped at Liverpool, and were in good order. The remaining barrel is 

_ believed to have been received at Bombay, and is also in good order. 


Of the three barrels of beef, one was unopened and two opened. The un- 
opened barrel we had opened for our inspection. It was found to be full, and 
the pickle well in sight. So far as we could judge by sight and smell, the meat 
was coarse, but of good quality. From its appearance we are of opinion that 
the meat had been at least two or three years in pickle, and had been butchered 
in Europe. This barrel is thought to be part of the stores shipped in Liver- 
pool. One of the opened barrels had been opened on the passage from Fal- 

mouth, 
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mouth, and was said to have been short of pickle when opened. It. looked bad 
and smelt rather offensively. We also saw a portion that had been cooked ; it 
had been taken from this barrel, and was very dark in appearance. It tasted 
unpleasantly, and was unfit for human food. 


The second opened barrel of beef is said to have been opened for rather more 
than five weeks. It was opened at sea, found to be short of pickle, and, as it 
was considered to be bad, was not issued. When we saw it, it both looked and 
smelt very bad. This barrel and the preceding one are believed to have been 


supplied in Bombay. They are apparently both of the same brand and 


identical as to butchering, which is very rough. 
The brands on all these barrels were obliterated to such an extent that it 


was found impossible to make out what they were with any degree of accuracy.

We bought “ Busck” brand here last week in 28-Ibs. tins, at 153 d. per pound, and it 
would cost us under 1s. 4 d. per pound to send it up to London. Are you satisfied that 
butter such as you supplied to the “ Bates family,” will keep for an India voyage, say 10 
months? Our idea was to supply, say, 3 cwt. (out of the 10 ewt. ordered) Danish butter, 
to be kept for use during the last three months of the voyage. Please supply the 
“William Fairbairn,” Captain Murdock, East India Dock, with stores as per annexed 
list, taking care that all are A 1 quality. 

Please receive back from the ship all empty packages.

Epwin DraxkeFrorD, 38, Master of the “ Royal Sovereign,” examined :— 


I JomED ship on 15th September 1875, at Kurrachee. A list of provisions was handed 


- to me onjoining. I thought them sufficient for the crew for 150 days, and made no addition 
to them. I did not examine them, my time being too short, so cannot say if they were. 


good or not. According to list, I believed them all to be good. Ship sailed three days after 
I joined, or at noon on the 18th September. To the best of my knowledge, I had the first 
intimation of one man suffering from scurvy on the Ist December; a man named Dunn, 
who joined at Bombay for passage to Kurrachee, had come out of hospital from scurvy. 
On arrival at Kurrachee he was placed on the books as A. B. At that time I 
knew nothing of his being in hospital suffering from scurvy, but he told me so after- 
wards. ‘The ship was then between the Cape and St. Helena. I passed St. Helena 
on the 5th December. I did not call at St. Helena; I sent letters on shore by a 
fisherman’s boat. Dunn made no application to me to be landed at St. Helena. 
He was on duty at that time, and appeared to be afraid of being landed at St. Helena, 
as he had heard the first officer and myself say that if we had any men sick that 
was the place to leave them. He knocked off duty on the day after passing St. 


Helena. I haye only seen one man suffering from scurvy before; I think it 1s somewhat 


infectious from indiscriminate use of beds, plates, &c. I base this opinion on my expe- 
rience in this case only ; I am not. decidedly of opinion as to its being infectious. The 
next case after Dunn’s occurred on Tuesday, 4th January. I had had others on the sick 
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list, but these did not appear to be then suffering from scurvy, but two of them, Doyle and 
Bell, afterwards did so. The second mate, Mr. Blackie, was ill from stricture, but on arrival 
at Falmouth the doctor said he was suffering from scurvy too. On the 16th November, 
the ship being in lat. 34° 52'S., 25° 6’ long. E. off the Cape, the men complained of 
the beef; it was examined by myself and the mate, and the following entry made in the 
ship’s log: “ One man, Doyle, came aft with the allowance of beef, and in the name of 
“ all hands complained that they could not eat the beef; and the captain and I examined 
‘it, and found it quite unfit for the men, and broached a fresh cask, which was better.” 
The remainder of the bad beef was hove overboard. My impression is, that some of this 
bad beef had been eaten by the men. I cannot give any information as to the brand of 
this beef. I cannot say that the beef opened yesterday by order of the inspectors was 
similar to this. My impression is, that the bad beef had been bought in Bombay. It 
was coarse beef in quality, and from the appearance of the cask it would seem that the 
damage to cask caused the pickle to leak and the meat to become bad. It would have 
been the duty of those who opened the cask to have reported the case to me, if they had 
found the meat bad. ‘This is the custom, but I had given distinct orders that, in accord- 
ance with my letter of instructions from the firm, all bad provisions should be reported to 
me and the casks headed up again. The second mate and steward opened the casks. 
There were no further complaints from the crew, but on one subsequent. occasion I 
myself found a cask bad, and stopped it from being issued. It is still on board, and was 
inspected yesterday. I believe distinctly that all the other meat was good. I ate a portion 
of each cask myself, and found it good. Only those two casks were bad. After Doyle came 
on the sick list on the 5th of January, as we approached the cold weather, the cases of 
scurvy rapidly increased. On arriving in Falmouth the stock of flour was not exhausted, 
there being two-thirds of a barrel on board now. The stock of sugar for the crew was 
not exhausted, but I had stopped the allowance for tea and coffee in order to reserve it 
for the sick men and for the limejuice. They had molasses all the passage for their 
rice, &c. three times a week. The last fresh provisions were used on the day we sailed 
into Falmouth. ‘The peas were not exhausted, but they would not have been served out 
again. The vinegar and limejuice were not exhausted. There are five cases of limejuice 
still on board. It was issued to the crew daily all the voyage home, and also as a medicine 
to the sick men. After the men became sick, the whole of the preserved provisions 
which had been held in reserve were devoted to the sick. ‘The whole crew had five 
messes of fresh provisions on the way home. This was in addition to the fresh provisions 
issued to the sick. The crew would not eat the compressed vegetables issued to them. 
There are five tins of about 56 los. each still on board. I think it is palatable when 
properly seasoned and eaten with pea soup, but some of the crew would not eat it at all, 
and some would not drink pea soup at all. One man suffering badly from scurvy would 
not take the limejuice. There were plenty of days on which the men would not drink 
the limejuice at all; that is, some of them refused to drink it. We started from 
Kurrachee with 6,240 ozs., and we have now remaining 2,400 ozs. ; this shows an issue of 
3,840 ozs. Thediscrepancy between 3,840 ozs. and 5,080 ozs, the quantity which is declared 
to have been issued, is accounted for by that which the crew did not drink being used 
the following day. We ought to have issued 3,302 ozs.; in reality, we issued 3,840 ozs. 
No man declined to drink the limejuice as a continual thing except one, the boatswain, 
who was logged for the offence. His is, next to Dunn, the worst case on board. His 
name is Koss. The men had scouse continually, and used the cook's slush with it; on 
one occasion I found them at it, and ordered the cask to be put down below. I had 
frequently told them they should not use it. There was no butter amongst the ship’s 
stores for the crew. The butter I had for the cabin, which I bought at Kurrachee, was 
good. There was one jar in broach when I joined; it was bad, but I cannot say what 
became of it; at any rate, it was not issued to the crew. After the salt provisions were 
issued to the crew they were placed in the soak tub, which is half an old beef or porter 
cask, I think. The meat was always icsued at a quarter to 4 p.m. every day. The water 
in the soak tub should be changed three times, namely, at midnight, 4 a.m., and 6 a.m. ; 
but the two first changes were always neglected, although I repeatedly spoke to them 
about it. I think the crew would have been much better in health if they had been 
better provided with clothes and bedding. There were men among them who had 
neither bed nor bedding. There were 13 foreigners amongst them, and, physically, 
they are below the average. They were an average crew as regards ability. I should 
certainly have refused to ship the man Dunn had I known he had been previously 
afflicted with scurvy and had left hospital before he was properly cured. We were 138 
days from Kurrachee to Falmouth.

LaurRitz CHRISTENSEN, a Native of Norway, aged 20, an Ordinary Seaman on board 
the “ Royal Sovereign,” sworn :— 


I sorNED the ship at Liverpool the 6th January 1875. On the outward voyage from 
Liverpool to Bombay two men had scurvy very bad, and two had symptoms of it, ‘Ihree 
remained with the ship, and .one was discharged at Bombay. ‘The man discharged was 
named David Coleman. Whilst at Bombay the doctor came on board, and besides attend- 
ing to the three sick men, looked at all hands who liked to complain. On the passage to 
Bombay the crew went aft to complain to the captain of the provisions, and were ordered 
off the quarter deck. They complained of the beef. The beef complained of was eaten 
by the crew; we had nothing else to eat. The pork was passable on the passage out; 
I should say good. I have been five years at sea, in two English, one Danish, and three 
Norwegian ships; all long voyages, on which we had salt provisions. There was no 
complaint about the rest of the provisions on the way out. We had fresh provisions every 
day in Bombay. After discharging part cargo at Bombay we went on to Kurrachee. There 
was no complaint of provisions on the way from Bombay to Kurrachee. We had fresh 
provisions every day while we were at Kurrachee; I think about six or seven weeks. 
After leaving Kurrachee, on the homeward voyage, we at first had good beef and pork, 
which we had from a London bark called the “ Avon.” We had six casks; three of 
beef and three of pork. When we came to the ship’s own provisions they were bad; some 
were good and some bad; none very good, and some stank. The crew used some of 
the stinking meat by making scouse of it. They complained about it to the master, and he 
gave us pork every day. One barrel of the bad beef was kept; I think we used the rest. 
4 should say we had stinking meat for six weeks, but !am not sure. The whole of the 
meat stank more or less. I do not know that any of the stinking meat was thrown over- 


board. Limejuice was issued regularly every day. We had some bad peas and flour on 


the way home; it was mouldy. ‘Two or three times we complained to the captain, and 
he gave us preserved potatoes instead of flour. I always drank the limejuice myself 
every day, and I think the rest did it. We had scouse every morning for breakfast, but 
never for dinner or supper. Sometimes a single man would have it for supper. When 
we made scouse we never used the slush; we always cut up a piece of beef or pork into 
small pieces. The cook used to put the meat in soak; I cannot say how often the water 
was changed; I never once helped to change it myself; I once or twice saw it changed 
by the watch, not regularly. The captain attended to the sick regularly, and gave them 
all the fresh provisions he had.

JOHN ARMSTRONG, Steward of “ Royal Sovereign,” aged 24, Native of Liverpool :— 


JOINED the ship on 9th July at Bombay. She sailed the day after I joined. Salt meat 
was served out on the passage between Bombay and Kurrachec; it was of good quality. 
She lay in Kurrachee about six weeks, and during that time fresh meat was served out 
every day. Only a few men had leave at Kurrachee; no general leave. Potatoes and 
onions were.served out at Kurrachee, and some stuff like turnip-tops; also cabbage. We 
had no limes or fruit. The men were allowed to take credit from bumboat to the extent 
of 50 rupees each man. Grog was not allowed; the captain gave the men one allowance 
the day we sailed from Bombay: that was the only time I saw it, and that was from the 
captain’s private stores. ‘Two barrels of beef and two of pork were taken on board ‘at 
Kurrachee from the “ Avon” and another ship.. The medicine chest was replenished, and 
the supply of water filled up. ‘This water was not good, and was not clear during the 
whole voyage; it tasted right enough. The tanks were not cleaned at Kurrachee; the 
water was put with the water from Bombay. One man, Dunn, was under medical 
treatment at Kurrachee, and saw the doctor daily; he had small sores on his hands and 
feet. ‘The doctor seemed to think Dunn was suffering from venereal disease. This man 
was the first case of scurvy on the homeward voyage. After leaving Kurrachee Dunn 
was the first case of scurvy in the early part of December. Prior to this no complaint 
was made by any of the crew of the provisions. I opened all the salt meat casks, assisted 
by the carpenter and some of the watch. I found none of the meat unfit for use before 
we arrived at St. Helena; some smelt strong on opening, If I had found any part of it 
bad before this I should have reported it to the captain. ‘Those who were present at the 
opening of the casks made no formal complaint. The carpenter used to say sometimes, 
« That is rather strong.” I should not think meat was bad if it smelt on opening, unless 
it were soft, or the pickle turned in colour. All the casks opened were well filled with 

= ; pickle. 
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pickle. The first bad cask of meat was after we passed St. Helena; Doyle complained 
of it, and the captain ordered pork instead. I opened the cask. It had been in issue to 
the crew for four or five days. I thought it bad, and told the men to go to the captain. 
No complaint was made till this, though | told the captain it was rather bad on opening. 
He told me to let the men complain. When they complained the bad meat was hove 
overboard, and the captain ordered pork instead. There was about half the cask remain- 
ing. Two casks would last about 13 days. After this the harness cask was scalded with 
boiling water. We afterwards found two more casks of bad meat, which are now on 
board, and have been inspected by the court. None of this was issued to the crew. I 
should not condemn the meat tasted by the court as bad; it was passable. This was one 
of the two casks condemned as bad. I should not have condemned it on my own autho- 
rity; I considered it fit for food. All this was beef. No complaints were ever made of 
the pork. I consider the flour on the homeward voyage good; we only found one cask 
bad, and of that only one day’s allowance was issued. The men complained, and another 
cask was opened; but about half of the cask complained of was used for scouse, &c., sub- 
sequently. Two easks of peas were found to be mouldy at top and bottom; the centres 
were issued to the crew, who did not complain. The boatswain spoke to me about them once 
or twice. ‘he bad portions were used for feeding the sheep. The boatswain seldom 
ate his pea-soup. We had plenty of lime-juice, which was issued daily at 12 noon 
by myself. I am quite sure that the proper allowance was issued every day to every one. 
If one man was unable to come for it, another of his mess would take it forward to him. 
T issued one 40-oz. bottle every day to the 26 men forward; what was left I threw away. 
If any one wanted a drink during the afternoon, it was given them. We had 13} cases 
below when we left Kurrachee, besides some dozen bottles in the cabin, as near as I can 
recollect. I entered on the list 134 cases. 1 cannot account for the discrepancy between 
the amount now on board and amount we should have issued if a bottle had been used 
each day. I might have reserved a little at the bottom of the bottle over till the next 
day occasionally. After the scurvy broke out, all the cabin stores except the fowls were 
given to the sick. Comparing this vessel’s stores with those of other ships I have been in, 
I think them of fair average quality. I have seen worse meat issued to the crew on 
board other ships. We issued four fresh messes to all hands between Kurrachee and 
Falmouth; this was besides the issues to the sick. I have had seven years’ experience 
at sea, all long voyages, as steward. I never saw a case of scurvy until the passage out 
on board the ‘‘ Edward Percy,” belonging to Messrs. Bates. We had four cases altogether 
on board. These men recovered in Bombay, and were well in a week after arrival. The 
provisions on board the “‘ Edward Perey” were very good; better than those of the 
“ Royal Sovereign,” and we had no complaints. I account for the badness of the stores 
of flour and peas on board the “ Royal Sovereign” by reason of the store-room being 
below, damp, and without ventilation, The water would come down the scuttle when it 
rained. I consider some of the salt beef complained of on the voyage home was Bombay 
beef. I concluded ‘so from the butchering, which was clumey, and from the shape of the 
casks, which were old beer barrels. I have never seen any like it before. The bad 
casks of beef on the homeward passage were full of pickle, but in two casks the pickle was 
as pure as water, without sufficient salt. I cannot judge the age of this meat. I cannot 
give the brands of the casks. I cannot give an opinion as to the cause of this outbreak 
of scurvy, unless it is the Kurrachee water and the salt beef. 


JOHN ARMSTRONG, Steward, Re-examined:— 


I have seen the crew make scouse on the voyage several times. In cold weather all 
hands would have it, and always used the cook’s slush. The salt meat was soaked in 
a steep tub, the water of which was not changed between 4 p.m. and 6a.m. The > 
captain and myself have spoken to them several times about changing the water oftener. 
It was not changed so often as is usual at sea. Physically, I do not consider the crew 
a fair average one; there were two-thirds of them foreigners. About six of the 20 A.B.’s 
were Englishmen. Of these six Englishmen, two escaped scurvy. Of the foreigners, two 
escaped.

Louis GiLarpont, Cook on board the “ Royal Sovereign,” 34 years of age : — 


I nave been six years at sea. Sometimes cook, and sometimes steward. I joined the 
ship at Bombay from the shore. After leaving Kurrachee the provisions were good; after- 
wards the pork was good, not very good; the beef the first days was very good, after, from 
some casks, very bad. I cannot say how many for certain. The crew made scouse very 
often, and used slush; I told some of them they used too much, and that they should take 
care, they would get sick. The casks of flour were generally good; sometimes bad, but 
not very bad. Peas I think were bad. Good peas boil in three hours; these required four. 
or five hours’ boiling. I cannot say if this was the fault of the peas or of the Kurrachee

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water. We had plenty of lime-juice; I drank my allowance every day; Idid not get scurvy. “ Royal 
We had four fresh messes for all hands between Kurrachee and Falmouth. At 4 p.m. I Sovereign.” 
drew the salt meat from the steward. J then poured 12 or 14 buckets of salt water on it. 
It remained in soak till 6 a.m. I them scraped it thoroughly, washed it, and put it in the 
galley. The biscuit was very good, except the last cask, which was not very good.

Ricwarp S. THompson, sworn :— 

CutrF OFrricer on board the “ Royal Sovereign.” I joined her at Kurrachee a fortnight p g pide can 
before she sailed. No liberty was given to the crew during the time I was on board. A =" ee 
bumboat was allowed alongside. A doctor came on board regularly at Kurrachee. He 
prescribed for four or five. wo were regularly on the sick list; they were Bell and 
Dunn. I did not hear what disease they had, but I know he prescribed iodide of potas- 
sium, because the stock became exhausted, and we had to send for more. We had some 
salt provisions from another ship at Kurrachee, and the medicine chest was replenished. 

The doctor attending the ship made out a list of the medicines required. The fresh water 
was filled up. In my opinion it was good. The tanks were not cleaned out while I was 
on board. ‘The crew had fresh provisions all the time they were in Kurrachee. ‘l'here 
were no cases of scurvy till the day before we sighted St. Helena, when one man knocked 
off with it. The master did not consult me on, nor did I suggest to him, the propriety of 
putting into St. Helena with this single case. 1 believe scurvy is contagious, just as 


smaill-pox or scarlet fever. Butstill we did not consult as to removing him at St. Helena. 


If this had been a case of small-pox I think we should have separated the man from the 
rest, but not put into St. Helena on his account. Before sighting St. Helena one com- 
plaint was made as to the quality of the beef. I inspected this with the master. I con- 
sidered it was unfit for human food, and it was thrown overboard. Our attention was not 
called to it till formal complaint was made, and then it had been eaten for three or four 
days. Our attention was called to it by the crew. Two casks were broached, which I 
considered of inferior quality, one a month after leaving Kurrachee, and the other one, 
the second cask, was the one complained of, part of which was thrown overboard. 
The first cask was all served out, and no complaints received. It was old meat 
and had been a long time in pickle ; I have eaten worse, but still I considered it inferior. 
After leaving St. Helena another cask was broached, which was considered bad, and none 
of it was issued; I considered it perfectly sound good beef. It is still on board. The 
pork was all very good with the exception of one cask, which was slightly rancid, but not 


‘unfit for human food. I have no complaint to make as to the other stores, all of which 


were of fair average quality. The crew had five fresh messes, independently of what 
was taken from Kurrachee. The last was after passing Ascension, but I eannot be 
certain as to dates. The lime-juice was regularly served out; it was the best I have seen 
on board ship. With the exception of the boatswain, the men drank the lime-juice gene- 
rally, and seemed to look forward to it. The crew partook of meat which I considered 
unfit for human food for at least four days before they made complaint. None of it was 
used in the cabin. I consider they took the usual necessary precautions as to changing 
the water in which the meat was steeped. They made scouse every morning, I think. In 
my opinion the forecastle of this ship is an excellent’ one. The crew were rather below 
the average, physically. They were generally very indifferently clothed; some were 
entirely without bedding. I think they were generally clean in their persons. I saw 
the forecastle cleaned every morning at 8 o’clock in my watch, that is, every alternate 
morning. I think the cause of scurvy in this case was idleness. When I joined the 
ship the crew were demoralised, and did very little work. I attribute this to the frequent 
change of captain and officers. IfI had been in command I should not have taken Dunn 
to sea, as he had shipped from the hospital in Bombay, and was under treatment at Kur-~ 
rachee. After we got to sea there was little work for them to do. If the ship had been 
leaky, and they had a little violent exercise with the pumps daily, they would not have 
had scurvy at all, in my opinion. I noticed that all the men who had most exercise were 
free from scurvy when we arrived at Falmouth. I have been to sea 31 years and have 
only seen two cases of scurvy before. Once when in command of the “ Calabar,” I had 
a man taken ill with scurvy, and immediately separated him from the rest, and cured him 
without having any others taken ill. The second case is so long ago that I cannot recall 
the particulars. In the case of the ‘“‘ Royal Sovereign,” I think everything was done that 
could be done by the captain under the circumstances. He was extremely attentive to 
the sick, whom he visited regularly every day. There was no grog on board. On one 
occasion, in the “ Calabar,” we were 168 days out from Sunderland to Suez. That was 
in 1859. The lime-juice was very inferior, and I condemned it. I called the crew aft, 
and offered them a glass of rum daily, instead of the lime-juice. They agreed to this, and 
the result was we did not have a single case of scurvy, although we had nothing but salt 
provisions the whole voyage. very other vessel arriving at Suez from England had 
seurvy on board. I consider alcohol a good anti-scorbutic. On the “ Royal Sovereign ” 
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we had one tin of compressed vegetables which was utterly tasteless. It was very inferior. 
T cannot say anything as to its age. Practically, it was not eaten by the crew, who said 
they did not care about it. I did not see it until it was put on the table.

Wittram Hewry Tartor, Aged 19, was Apprentice on board the “ Royal 
Sovereign ” :— 


I wave been in her four yearsnext July. I-have not been suffering from scurvy on the 
way home. We had two cases of scurvy on the way out. Both these men came home in the 
ship ; one of them had scurvy on the homeward voyage. We had one fresh mess going out. 
We were close on 150 days going out. The beef was complained of on the way out. They 
went aft, but the captain told them he had no better to give them, and ordered them forward. 
I ate the meat complained of ; it was passable and did not smell. I cannot say if any other 
provisions were complained of on the way out. The flour and peas were good. Five 
or six casks of salt provisions were received at Bombay from the shore. I could tell the 
difference between those casks received from Bombay and those from Liverpool. I can- 
not say whether those remaining on board are from Bombay or Liverpool; some of them 
are either from Bombay or Kurrachee. The crew had general liberty at Bombay once, and 
a bumboat was allowed alongside daily. The crew were allowed to run up bills with the 
bumboat man for 20 or 30 rupees each. ‘The crew had no general liberty in Kurrachee. 
A bumboat was allowed to come alongside and the crew were allowed first to have ten, 
and then five rupees more, making 15 rupees in all with the bumboat man. At Bombay 
and Kurrachee, both, the ship was daily and regularly attended by a medical ofticer. The 
pork on this voyage was good, the beef bad. On the passage out the beef was passable, 
and for the first month after leaving Kurrachee it was good. The rest of the way home 
the beef was all bad. On the way home one or two casks of both flour and peas were 
mouldy. Lime-juice was regularly served out, and I think everybody on board drank it 
every day except the boatswain, who missed once or twice. Ehave no complaints to 
make as to the other provisions. The provisions.on this-voyage, as compared with other 
voyages in this ship, have been worse than usual. I cannot say whether I saw the salt 
meat taken in at Liverpool. I recollect the meat being taken on board in Bombay. It 
was taken on board with slings and straps, not with can-hooks. I have never seen any 
can-hooks in the vessel. We had four or five fresh messes on the way home. We had 
butter on the half deck; a little was served out some three weeks before arrival, but it 
was not served out regularly. The water was bad between Kurrachee and Falmouth. It 
was slightly brackish. On the half-deck there were six in all; two of these had scurvy. 
One of these, the boatswain, was the man who did not take his lime-juice.

THomas VARIAN, aged 21, is Apprentice on board the “Royal Sovereign” :— 


I mAvE been inher three years and seven months. I had scurvy slightly on the way 
home in my gums. We had two cases of scurvy on board on the way out. We were 
between 140 and 150 days on the way out. We did not have any fresh messes. The 
crew complained of the beef once on the way out, and also of the flour. The flour was 
musty, and was also spoilt in the cooking. The beef was bad; it smelt bad; some so bad 
that you could not stand near the cask. It was putrid, and unfit for human food. The 
men had to eat it, as no alteration was made. We were obliged to throw our allowance 
overboard; we could not stand it in the house. ‘ No other provisions were complained of 
on the way out. ‘There were two or three complaints made about the beef on the way 
out. I assisted to scrub the store-room out on two occasions; this was on the outward 
voyage. The provisions were put on one side. After scrubbing we put a wind sail down. 
It was in calm weather, on the Line. There was no rain. J do not think that there is 
any possibility of the stores being wetted while we were scrubbing. We all had 24 hours 
leave in Bombay once. A bumboat was alongside daily, and we had fresh provisions all 
the time we were at Bombay. We took in some salt meat at Bombay; I cannot say how 
much, It was slung. I believe there are two pairs of can-hooks in the ship, but I have 
never seen them used. A doctor attended the ship daily at Bombay. Wehad no regular 
leave at Kurrachee, but we had fresh provisions and a doctor on board daily. The 
bumboat also came alongside regularly. On the voyage from Kurrachee home the pork 
was just good; some of it rancid, but it was generally good. The beef, with the exception 
of what we got at Kurrachee, was very bad on the way home; in fact, the same as on the 
way out. The flour, towards the end of the homeward voyage, was musty, and so were 
the peas. The water, when it came alongside at Kurrachee, was like ditch water; of a 
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whitey colour and a brackish taste. The lime-juice was regularly served out, and every- 
body drank it; some of them would have drank more if they could have got it. Compared 
with other voyages I have made in this ship, the provisions were worse than usual this 
voyage. I was not on board at Liverpool when the meat was put on board. It was 
stowed down the forehatch close to the collision bulkhead. It was stowed on its bilges, 


and nothing stowed above it.

Epwarp WatTEeR NB&ILSON, sworn; and Examined :— 


Was master of the “ Royal Sovereign.” Am 49 years of age, and have been 35 years 
at sea. Joined the ship at Liverpool. I saw the provisions stowed as I joined, before 
anything wasinher. They were stowed in the forehold close by foremast. The casks 
looked to be in good order and undamaged. They were slung on board with slings; we 
have no can-hooks on board. The crew on the outward voyage were below the average, 
physically. Some had just arrived from San Francisco, but I believe them to have been 
in good health, so far as I could judge. I cannot say how many had just arrived from 


San Francisco. ‘The crew were badly clad; some had only a few thingsinabag. All 


were very badly provided with clothes. We sailed from Liverpool on the 8th January. 
When we were about 10 days out, the crew complained of some beef, which was part of 
some surplus stores from previous voyage. Two of them came aft, and asked if I thought 


“that was fit for any man to use.” It looked black, but I thought that might arise from 


dirty coppers. I tasted the pickle and found it good. I think the badness arose from 


bad cooking. One man complained of the flour to the steward (of the quantity only), and 
I requested him to complain direct to me, and he promised todoso. There were no formal 
complaints, but on one occasion the boatswain complained of the quantity of his allowance. 
Lime-juice was regularly served out, and was drunk by the whole of the crew. There 
was a pig killed and given to the crew ; with this exception, they had no fresh mess. The 
compressed vegetables were served out and eatenevery Saturday. ‘The crew made scouse 
on the outward yoyage., They used beef fat as long as they could get it, and afterwards 
slush from the galley. J cautioned them against the slush. There was not much made 
on the voyage out, as I stopped it. I had the crew under medical treatment shortly after 
leaving Liverpool, from colds, &. We had no cases of scurvy on board. One old man 
was ill with a bad hand. He had bad hands when he came on board at Liverpool. He 
had swollen legs and sore gums, I should say from overfeeding. I did not consider it 
scurvy. ‘This was the only case. He knocked off, I think, a day before we entered 
Bombay. His name was Charles Slackman, A.B. I was in the ship 33 or 34 days in 
Bombay, and the crew had fresh provisions all that time. A bumboat was allowed along- 
side, and the crew were given credit to the extent of 30 rupees. They had one general 
leave of 24 hours for the whole crew. I did not discharge or ship any men at Bombay. 
I had to take them before a magistrate for refusing duty, and before the magistrate they 
declared I was drunk twice on the outward voyage. This was after they had been 30 
days at Bombay. This resulted in the owners’ agent removing me to the “ Edward 
Percy.” Itook no men with me from the ‘ Royal Sovereign.” We had no scurvy in 
the ‘* Edward Percy” on the way home. We bought two casks of beef and six of pork 
from the Peninsular and Oriental Company, for the “ Royal Sovereign.” I examined 
them before they were bought. I examined two casks of pork and two of beef, by taking 
off the heads and unpacking them. The pickle was deficient, but the meat was good. 
No one else from the:ship was with me. I went twice; the second time to make 
preparations for re-pickling. I afterwards sent two of the crew. From what I saw of 
this meat, I am perfectly sure it was in good condition, It was re-brined after heading 
up. ‘The casks were in good order; not shaky in the least. On the outward voyage we 
had the store-room thoroughly cleaned out once. The stores were piled up on one side. 
The room was ventilated by a scuttle being left out, and by means of a wind-sail, I have 
no reason to think that the stores were damaged in any way by this cleaning. I attribute 
the outbreak of scurvy on this voyage to idleness, to a certain extent; also to the use of 
scouse. I think scurvy is catching, to a certain extent; not like small-pox or scarlet 
fever. I think dirtiness is a great help'to its contagiousness. During the time I was in 
the “ Royal Sovereign,” I never saw any bad provisions of any kind. I had never had 
better. I did not notice any difference in the butchering; the style appeared the same 
throughout. The beef I inspected at Bombay was equally good. I had strict instructions 
not to take bad. I gave the same instructions to those who re-pickled it. It was as 
equally we!l butchered as our own stores. I had never seen scurvy but once before, and 
that was two cases some 24 years ago. The forecastle was kept properly clean. It was 
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inspected by the chief officer, who saw it scrubbed out every morning. It was afterwards 
well ventilated. She was a very dry ship, especially when by the wind. This was my 
first voyage in Messrs. Bates’ employ. I think the provisions on board the “ Royal 
oa ea were of fair average quality, the flour, bread, and peas being better than 
usual,

JoHN JAMES Briscoe, of the firm of Marquis Briscoe and Company :— 


Our firm are provision brokers. We purchase the salt provisions for Messrs. Bates’ 
ship. We have done so for about 10 years. The largest quantity was some six or seven 
hundred casks. ‘This was some years ago. The salt provisions are bought from the ship 
or quay, and afterwards delivered either direct to the ship or to Messrs. Bates’ own stores. 
The usual season for curing provisions in America is from November to March; the 
November and December curing being considered the best. They are not kept in store 
any length of time, nor do we keep them in store asarule. I think the average age of pro- 
visions supplied to shipowners does not exceed a year. The surplus of the year’s supply, I 
think, goes to foreign ships and to short voyage ships. The price falls materially when the 
new season commences. Uninitiated persons might not tell the difference between the 
stores of different seasons. I have seen meat 14 years old sold, I think, for the purpose of 
bartering in African trade; this was quite an exceptional case. I should advise the 
rejection of all meat after two years for foreign voyages for ships’ use. After 18 months 
I should reject it for Indian voyages. If it was left to my discretion I should reject it, 
after 12 months, for all voyages east of the Cape or west of the Horn. We do not supply 
ships, our business is with dealers and merchants. In October and November 1874, we 
were asked to supply certain provisions to Messrs. Bates. It was the beginning of the 
curing season, and we purchased 20 casks, 10 casks of prime mess and 10 of extra Indian 
mess, which means medium and superior quality. On the 16th October we delivered to 
Messrs. Bates 15 casks of prime mess. Some ofthis went to the “ Royal Sovereign.” The 
pork was also purchased by us and delivered to Messrs. Bates inJune. From my experi- 
ence as a provision broker, I should say that the butchering in American beef is superior 
to that of European packed. I could declare whether the butchering of a cask was 
European or American, and I am clearly of opinion that the American is the better in a 
general way. We knock in the bung of every cask before it is delivered, and smell it. 
We test the brine by seeing if it floats a piece of beef. When we deliver casks for 
Messrs. Bates we see that they are in perfect condition. Can-hooks and slings are used 
indiscriminately in Liverpool. The price on the date on which this beef was sold was 80s., 
82s. 6 d., at which latter price it was sold to Messrs. Bates. ‘The extra Indian mess was 
supplied at 110s. Our original instructions from Messrs. Bates were to get nothing that 
could be complained of in any way. We have often bought salt provisions for the same 
firm for Indian export. When we purchased the beef above mentioned, we considered 
it of the best quality. I should say the beef supplied to the “ Royal Sovereign” had 
not been a month in England. Its age would thus be about six weeks from the time of 
packing to the supply to the ship. When we supply two different qualities the casks are 
generally marked for first or later use. I think I could identify the quality of the beef if 
the brands were obliterated. I should say approximately, we supply 1,500 casks of beef 
and pork to Messrs. Bates during the year. The brand of the casks supplied to “‘ Royal 
Sovereign ” would be Harmer and Watts-Parker. Harmer is a Kansas packer. Watts- 
Parker have places at both Kansas and Texas.

PETER WILLIAM Barr, sworn :—

Now of the firm of P. W. Barr & Co., late Harrison and Harbridge, biscuit makers. 
We supplied the “ Royal Sovereign ” on her last voyage with biscuits, flour, oatmeal, and 
barley. The paper produced is a correct copy of our instructions. We supplied the 
* Royal Sovereign” with 75 cwt. of fine Navy bread, 6 cwt. of second cabin bread, 
11 barrels of flour, half American marked first use, and half kiln dried, for last use, half 
barrel of barley, and half barrel of oatmeal. Our instructions were, “Take care the 
quality of all is right.” We put the stores on boardéthe ship. In our opinion these stores 
were the best that could be supplied, and the bread was made some 10 days only before 
it was put on board. We generally supply Messrs. Bates’ ships on an average about one 
a month. Our men stored the bread in the tanks, which are first fired out with charcoal, 
and then fastened with a screw top, which is whiteleaded up. I produce some 
bread which has been stored in this way for 12 months. I find this mode protects it from 
weevil.

We supplied the medical comforts and small stores to the “Royal Sovereign,” also 
lime-juice. 1 declare the quality of these stores to be the best that could be bought at 
the time. The peas supplied to the “ Royal Sovereign ” were the same as those supplied 
to other vessels, and we have never had complaints. We do not keep a stock, and there 
is no possibility of the peas in this case being old stores. We only examine the cases of 


» the lime-juice, as it is under the control of the Customs.

GILBERT THompson Bates :— 
I aM a partner of the firm of Messrs. Bates & Sons. It is my particular department, 


as a member of the firm, to see to the supply of ships’ stores. I order them and see them 
sent down. The quantity of beef we order depends on the number of ships we are 


likely to have ready for sea; but in the case of the “Royal Sovereign” the beef did not 


come into our stores at all. During the last three years we have had no beef in store 
for more than nine months; that is, for ships’ use. Each cask as it leaves our stores is 
rolled out and the bung knocked in, and the brine, &c., examined, and, if necessary, 
filled up. We always purchase our salt meat from the same broker. We send salt meat, 
when necessary, to London and other ports. We have 30 or 31 vessels. I cannot say 
exactly without a list. We have ordered as much as 500 or 600 casks, but this was for 
sale as well as for our own use. There was one barrel of pork and some lime-juice 
remaining on the “ Royal Sovereign.” I cannot say whether there was any beef or not. 
It certainly was not allowed for in the provisioning scale. I give very strict orders that 
the salt provisions are to be constantly examined and the brine filled up. Salt is 
supplied for this purpose. Small stores, such as four and peas, are sometimes kept in 
tanks, but I cannot say if this is the case on the “ Royal Sovereign.” The beef supplied 
in this case did not go to our stores at all. I did not see the crew personally before sail- 
ing. I know of no previous outbreak of scurvy on board this vessel. ‘The only way I 
can account for the scurvy is by the use of bread scouse and the Kurrachee water. The 
“ Sir Charles Napier” had 11 cases of scurvy on board. She was also from Kurrachee. 
Dr. Leach held an inquiry in this case, and found all the provisions he examined to be of 
good quality. ‘This and the ‘“ Royal Sovereign” are the only vessels recently from 
Kurrachee. We did not supply tinned meats to the “ Royal Sovereign.” It is our custom 
to supply them now. We give a little meat in excess of the stated quantity. No grog is 
allowed on board. The captain is allowed to take a certain quantity only. We supply 
the hermetically sealed compressed vegetables of Messrs. Chollets. We now supply to 
all our ships sufficient tinned provisions for a fresh mess once a week. We have had no 
complaints from other ships of the meat supplied by the same broker. I am sure it was 
neglected in this case, the pickle being allowed to run off the beef. This is from what I 
have heard. I have not seen the cask. It is my usual custom, in ordering stores, to 
make no reference to price. I only ask that they should be of the best quality.

I am one of the employés of the firm of Jones & Co. JI examine meat which is sent 
out by that firm.-I-cannot say whether I examined the beef sent to the “ Royal 
Sovereign.” I examine all that leaves Messrs. Bates’ stores. I take out the bung, taste 
the pickle, and put in a tryer and try the beef. The tryer is put into the beef, and is 
then smelt. I think in this way | should detect any bad meat that might be in the cask. 
T sometimes go with the stores to the ship. I cannot say how they are hoisted into the 
vessel. I see them on to the quay alongside only. I generally unpack one or two casks. 
Out of 100 casks I should unpack 10 or 15 according as I found them. In my experience 
the American beef is sufficiently pickled. I have tested it with the strongest brine I can 
make. If the brine floats a piece of beef, in my opinion it is strong enough.

WiLiiamM Evirs:— 


Was carpenter on board the “ Royal Sovereign.” I have been in the vessel 13 months. 
Joined at Liverpool. I have been in Messrs. Bates’ employ nearly three years. I lived 
on the half deck with the other petty officers and the apprentices. We had ample 
accommodation, and it was wind and weather tight. I suffered from scurvy on the voyage 
home. On the way out I did not find any stores unfit to eat, or had anything to complain 
of. I opened every cask of beef we used on the way out. No unpleasant smell came 
from any of them. I always shook each cask after it was unpacked; there was always 
plenty of brine. Sometimes we headed the casks up again, to be used for other purposes. 
I saw the meat the men complained of on the way out. I did not think there was any 
reason to complain, and that it was thoroughly good for human food. It was surplus 
stores from the previous voyage. I heard no complaints about the flour on the way out. 
It was good. I went to see the meat we bought in Bombay, and opened every cask. We 
took out a few pieces from each cask and found it good. They were all short of brine, 
but I smelt nothing unpleasant. They were all re-brined. The casks were well coopered 
and undamaged. 1 cannot remember whether there was any difference in the butchering. 
One of these casks of beef was opened on the way to Kurrachee, and-found to be very 
good. I cannot say when.the other one was used. Some more beef, two casks I think, 
were brought on board at Kurrachee. There was a dispute on board as to when these 
casks were consumed, but it was very good. On the way from Kurrachee we came 
across one bad cask, and it was put away, and pork served out instead. I cannot say what 
became of this bad beef; I did not head the cask up again. On the way home the 
ateward opened some of the casks. I left the ship at Falmouth. On the way home I 
believe we had one bad cask of flour, but it was put away. Complaints were made of the 
peas, but I attribute that to the bad cooking. I drank lime-juice all the way home every 
day. I did not eat scouse. I was on board the “Royal Sovereign” about 10 weeks 
before she sailed. From the time we started I never ate a piece of bad meat the whole 
voyage. I have never had scurvy before. I attribute it in this case to the Kurrachee 
water. No complaint was made by the crew of the provisions-at Bombay. Iwas in 
hospital at Kurrachee for 17 days. I was not quite recovered when I came on board. I 
was suffering from lumbago. I consider the provisions we had on the “ Royal Sovereign” 
were fair average provisions. I did not think the crew a good crew physically. We had 
two cases of scurvy on the way out; it was very slight. The beef was not soaked as 
much as is usual on board. The men were very careless about it. It was not changed 


at all.

GEORGE BLACKIE :-— 


T was second mate of the ‘‘ Royal Sovereign.” I joined her at Liverpool. I am 42. 

I have been to sea about 27 years. I was on shore about four months before I joined her. 
I was then in good health. After the meat came down to the ship, the carpenter and 
myself opened some of the casks. It was good beef. It was slung on board; can-hooks 
were not used. The casks were in good condition. I saw the meat the crew com- 
plained of shortly after leaving Liverpool. It was part of two surplus casks from the 
previous voyage. I did not think it bad, though it had been knocked about a good deal. 
I attribute its black appearance to its being a long time in pickle. I ate it, and found it 
quite sweet. Ido not think it was spoilt in, the cooking. JI did not hear any other 
complaint from the crew on the way out. I did not hear any complaint of the flour on 
the way out. We had one man ill on the way out; his leg was stiff; I cannot say 
whether it was scurvy or not. I did not see anything wrong with his gums. The crew 
had leave on two occasions in Bombay. I cannot say whether it was general or not. 
Five men were discharged in Bombay, the chief officer, the steward, the boatswain, and 
two men. The crew made no complaint of the provisions in Bombay. We took two 
men in Bombay for passage to Kurrachee, for the “ Sir Charles Napier.” In the event 
of that ship having left, we were to keep them, and we did so; one of these men was 
named Dunn. He had been in hospital (from the “ Acrington)” for scurvy, and the man 
was sick and under treatment from the time he came on board. The crew did not com- 
plain of the provisions on the way to Kurrachee, nor at Kurrachee. They had fresh 
provisions all the time we were at Kurrachee and,at Bombay. I remember the two 
barrels of beef and two of pork we took on board at Bombay. It was used on the way 
from Kurrachee to England. As to the beef now on the ship I cannot say where it came 
from. We were about St. Helena, I think a day or two before we passed, before any 
symptoms of scurvy were seen. Dunn was the first case. Before we got to St. Helena, 
ne 
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no complaints were made as to the meat. ‘There was a complaint made of one barrel ; 
some of it was eaten; I cannot say how much; I ate part of it myself. I cannot say 
whether this was to the northward or southward of St. Helena. It was not good meat; 
I thought it was not wholesome; I thought it was one of the casks we got in Bombay. 
I heard several complaints of the flour and peas on the way home. Better flour or peas 
never came on board of a ship. With the exception of this barrel of beef, I did not hear 
any complaints of the beef. One barrel of pork was rather rusty, but the meat was good, 
I have never had scurvy before. I attribute the outbreak of scurvy to the Kurrachee 
water. It was brackish apparently, half salt and half fresh. We cleaned the tanks out 
at Bombay and cemented them. I did not take any lime-juice ; I have never drank it 
since 1 went to sea. J had kidney disease on the way home. ‘The captain called it 
stricture. ‘The crew were not a good average crew, more than half of them foreigners. 
They were not well clothed, and not very clean. ‘They had the full allowance of water, 
the rain water as well; the least they had was a gallon aday. Some of them were and some 
of them were not properly supplied with bedding. They had scouse regularly, and used 
slush, although they were cautioned against it. I have seen them eat the slush itself. I think 
scurvy catching, especially if a man is not clean. I have seen it before, once round the 
Horn, in 1862, one or two cases; I cannot recollect how many. I cannot recollect how 


-many fresh messes were served out on the way out; there were some I know. ‘There 


were four fresh messes on the way home. I did not eat the compressed vegetables. 
Some of us did not eat it and some did; I do not like it; it was boiled, not eaten as 


a salad. The crew regularly drank the lime-juice; all hands; the boatswain and I were 
the only exceptions.

Wiuuiam Ross, boatswain:— 


I sornep the “Royal Sovereign” in Bombay, from the “Edward Percy,”-on the 
9th July. I was then in good health. I did not have scurvy on the way out. The 
captain (Captain Sumpton) and the steward also came from the “ Edward Percy.” The 
ship sailed the day I joined. The provisions served out between Bombay and Kurrachee 
were very good. We had fresh provisions all the time we were at Kurrachee. The 
doctor came on board every day. There was a bumboat alongside daily. No complaint 
was made of the provisions all the time we were at Kurrachee. The first complaint of 
the provisions was made about a fortnight after we left Kurrachee. It was a bad cask of 
beef. I considered it bad; it was tainted, and tasted bad. I ate it. The crew com- 
plained of it. I am not aware of any other complaints of the meat on the way home. I 
cannot say whether any of the beef issued afterwards was bad or not. I never ate any 
more; I kept to the pork. I did not eat the beef because I thought it was not good. I 
do not eat much meat. I had some onions and chutnee and pickles of my own, and lived 
on coffee, tea, and bread, &c. I did not drink the lime-juice; it does not agree with me. 
I am under the impression that what remained of the lime-juice one day was mixed up 
with the rest of next day’s issue. I cannot say if lime-juice will keep if kept from one 
day to another. The statement entered in the official log about my not drinking lime- 
juice is true. I heard several complaints of the flour and peas. They were musty. I 
attribute it to the neglect of the steward and captain. The store-room was never cleaned 
out, and was damp and badly ventilated. I had scurvy when we arrived at Falmouth, 
and have it now. I have never had it before. I have no complaint to make of the 
accommodation on the half-deck. I have been in ships in which we had worse provisions, 
and J attribute the outbreak of scurvy to the Kurrachee water. Physically, I consider 
the crew an average one; I think about half foreigners. I cannot give any opinion as to 
their clothes and bedding. I do not class her as a wet ship. We had four or five fresh 
messes on the way home. Lime-juice was regularly served out. I cannot say if it was 
drank. It was usually taken forward in pannikins, but I cannot say whether it was 
drank. There was plenty of it. I consider the provisions on the “Royal Sovereign” of 
fair average quality. I have known the cook boil the beef in the same water for 21 days. 
I am sure of this, and I think the crew will confirm it. We did not complain to the 
captain, as he wasin favour of the cook. We complained to the chief officer, but as he had 
borrowed some money of the cook he did not interfere. I think the meat was not properly 
soaked or properly boiled. I attribute this to the neglect of the cook. Complaints were 
made to the chief officer, but I do not think he ever passed them on to the master.

JOHN JONES :— 


Iwas A. B. on board the “ Royal Sovereign.” Iam 24. I have been to sea eight 
and a half years, I joined her at Liverpool. I had been discharged from the steamer 
“ Surata,” about three weeks before I joined. The “ Surata” came from Callao. There 
was no scurvy on board. She had copper ore on board. We had no sickness on board. 


I was in very good health when I joined the “ Royal Sovereign.” I had a good supply — 


of clothes and bedding. On the way out, about eight or ten days, we had some bad beef. 
I never saw worse in my life. Two of the crew went aft and complained, and the captain 
told them not to come there again. The beef was eaten by myself and others, I did not 
see any thrown overboard. About five weeks after leaving, the boatswain went aft with 
the kid, and shewed a piece of beef in it to the captain. I was on the poop; I cannot 
remember what he said. He threw it overboard, after speaking to the captain, in the 
presence of the captain. We had other bad beef on the way out, but no complaints were 


made. I have no complaints to make of any other provisions on the way out. I did not — 
then have scurvy. We had one fresh mess. I always drank the limejuice every day. . 


I did not eat scouse to my recollection on the way out. While we were in Bombay, 
we had fresh provisions every day. We had a bumboat alongside. I ran up about 
18 or 19 rupees credit with the bumboat. We had 24 hours’ general leave at Bombay. 
We lay in Bombay close on a month. We made no complaints to anyone of the pro- 
visions at Bombay. We did not complain of the provisions before the magistrate. 
We were there about the captain. I cannot recollect whether we were asked about 
the provisions when we were before the magistrate. When we were at Kurrachee 
we had fresh provisions all the time. We had a bumboat alongside. We did not 
complain to the new captain or steward of the provisions. I was laid up for one day 
only at Kurrachee. I suffered from dysentery or looseness. On the way home from 
Kurrachee, the beef and pork was bad. The pork was green. When it was cooked. 
and cold, it smelt strong, not. stinking, but had a bad peculiar smell, such as I have 
never smelt of pork before. As for the beef, we had to put-some of it outside the 
forecastle door. It stank and looked bad. We ate as little of it as possible, as we had 
nothing else. One of the men took this beef and also some flour aft, and showed it to the 
mate, who took it to the captain, but this meat was consumed by the crew. The only good 
beef we had was what we had from the “Avon.” The beef we complained of was the worst 


we had on the voyage. This was about a month after leaving Kurrachee. We did not 


have any more so bad as this. I cannot declare that the rest. was good. The peas were 
mouldy. The only bad cask of flour was the one | mentioned, some of it being taken aft 
with the beef. I have no complaint of the rest of the provisions. I had scurvy; I am 
better now. I have never had scurvy before or ever seen it. I was in hospital at 
Falmouth about five days. We had five fresh messes on the way home, as near as I can 
recollect. Compressed vegetables were served out three times a week on the way home. 
Tate it. Limejuice was regularly served out and drank by the crew. There was no 


stint of it. We used to get as much of it as we could. I considered the fresh vegetables - 


were good. I had never seen them before. Those produced are the same as those we had 
on board. 


Examined by Dr. Cummings. | Wenever complained of the compressed vegetables, We 
did not know what it was. The pork on the voyage out, some was bad and some good. 
There was a good deal eaten on the voyage that was not complained of. We never 
complained of the pork. I saw scouse made on board on the way home, and ate some 
of it. It was as good as we could make with the things we had. We used the slush at 
first when we made it for all hands; this wasfor about a fortnight. I did not think much 
of the cook on the way home. We were short of sugar for our tea and coffee for about 
four weeks before. we came to Falmouth. We had it in our limejuice. The Kurrachee 
water was not so good as the Bombay water. It tasted differently; rather brackish. I 
have drank worse. I was three weeks at Kurrachee before I was ill. 


Examined by Mr. Bateson.| I was one of the men who went before the magistrate at 
Bombay. Ido not remember being asked anything about the provisions. We never 
complained of the provisions at Bombay or Kurrachee. We had always sugar for our 
limejuice all the way home. I was ill with scurvy four weeks before I laid up. We had 
medical comforts while we were laid up. Arrowroot first, then oatmeal. I had 20 
rupees advance at Bombay, in addition to the bumboat credit for 18 rupees. The meat 
was soaked in this vessel in the same way as it generally is at sea, There was always 
a cake of compressed vegetables in the galley that we could use whenever we liked.

I wave been six years at sea. I was A. B. on board the “ Royal Sovereign.” I No. 19. 


joined her in Liverpool. I had been discharged from the “ Surata” steamer, .one of the WE eer clt 

| Pacific boats. I was three weeks on shore. I hada good supply of clothes and bedding 
when I joined the ‘‘ Royal Sovereign,” and was in perfect health. I drank the limejuice 
regularly on the way out. I would have drank more if I could have got it. I ate scouse 
about six times on the way out before it was stopped. I made it for myself, and I put a 
little slush on top. I had a sore throat for about two or three weeks while we were in the 
Bay. On the way out I was ill, and could not eat. I was ill with stricture while at 
Bombay, and was under medical treatment from the captain and from the doctor. I went 
on shore at Bombay. I had an account with the bumboat, together with the advance. I 
had about 60 rupees. I was one of the lot up before the magistrate. I did not make any 
complaint about the provisions then. We had bad peas, pork, beef, and flour on the 
way home. I ate some of the beef, and then stopped it. We had scouse three or four 
times a week. Slush was not used. I drank the limejuice regularly on the way home. 
I cannot recollect what was done with the bad beef we complained of. A cask stood at the 
mainmast covered over with canvas. I had scurvy on the way home. I had a fall after 
I had scurvy, from which I suffered. I have never had scurvy before, nor have I seen it. 
In my opinion, the meat was the cause of the outbreak of scurvy. It was never properly 
cooked. It was always dirty. The cook did not keep the coppers clean. I do not think 
the meat was properly soaked. ; 


22 February 1876. 


Examined by Dr. Cummings.| I donot know why we did not complain to the magistrate 
of the provisions. I ate the compressed vegetables about twice going out, but not at 
all coming home. I aid not think it fit fora man to eat. I did not feel the scurvy till 
we were close upon the Western Isles ; not on the Line. I have no complaint to make 
of the water at Kurrachee or Bombay. The Kurrachee water tasted bad at beginning. 
The rain water was caught and mixed with the other. The captain gave orders to catch 
it. We put some in casks and some in tanks. The pork on the way home was bad. It 


smelt bad after being boiled. I did not notice whether the brine was deficient when the 
casks were opened. 


Examined by Mr. Bateson.| The rain water was drunk. There was plenty of other 
fresh water on board for drinking. I cannot say what tank it was put in, or whether the 
tank was partly full or not. We were all sick on board the “‘ Surata,” from working in 
the copper ore we had on board. The sickness only lasted a couple of days.

_ Was A. B. on board the “‘ Royal Sovereign.” Am 26 years of age, and have been No, 20. | 
to sea 12 years. I joined the ship at Liverpool. J had been discharged from the “ Wild F. Brown. 
Hunter” on the 24th December 1874. I had been about a fortnight on shore. The 
“Wild Hunter” came from Wilmington. There was no scurvy on board of her. I was 
quite well when I joined the “ Royal Sovereign.” On the outward voyage, about three 
days after sailing, found the beef in such a state that we had to complain of it. It smelt 
bad. It was properly cooked. The captain told us that we were not to come on the 
quarterdeck again, and we must eat it. Some of us ate it andsome did not. I ate some, 
I threw some overboard. Some of it was good and some not much account. The lime- 
juice and other stores were good. Some of the peas were mouldy. I did not have scurvy 
on the way out. I drank the limejuice every day ; I was glad to get it. We had one 
fresh mess on the way out. 1 was ill at Kurrachee; I was suffering from colic. I was 
not sick on the way home before I had the scurvy. After sailing from Kurrachee the 
provisions were worse than on the way out; the beef was the worst. It was not all bad;, 
some good and some bad. Only the beef was bad. I had scurvy on the way home. I 
never had it before; I think the scurvy was caused by the bad beef. I did not eat scouse. 
T drank the limejuice every day.

Joun PETER Mipre :— 


I was A. B. on board the “ Royal Sovereign.” I joined her in Liverpool. I had 
been discharged from the steamer “‘ Mexican” on the 27th December. She came from the 
West Indies. She had no scurvy ; 1 had good health when I left her, and when I joined 
the “ Royal Sovereign.” I had a good supply of clothes and bedding when I joined. I 
complained of the beef when we were between seven and eight days out. I and a man 
named Doyle went aft to the captain about it.. He said it was no use complaining, as he 
had no other to give us. We ate some of it, as much as we could, and the rest we hove 
overboard. Itsmelt too bad to keep in the forecastle. It was properly cooked and soaked. 
I shifted the water myself every other night on the way out. J always drank the lime- 
juice and liked it. We had other casks of bad beef on the way out, and as the captain 
had told us it was no use complaining, we’ had to eat it; we did not complain but ate as 
much of it as we could. This was the beef. When the second -cask was opened, the 
boatswain took a piece aft to the captain, who told him he ought to know better than 
complain. We had no other stores to complain of. I had scurvy onthe way out, and 
was treated for it by the doctor who came on board at Bombay. “We were about 35 
days at Bombay. We did not complain to the magistrate, or anyone else there, of the 
provisions. We did not complain to the new captain and steward. The new stores of 
beef and pork were not better. We went before the magistrate at Bombay about the 
drunkenness of Captain Neilson. We did not complain of him till a few days before we 
sailed, as the captain appeared to have reformed. But he took to drink again. 1 opened 
all the casks of beef. The carpenter did not open any, except when I was laid up. I 
opened them both out and home. There was not one cask that did not smell rank, the 
two casks from the “ Avon” excepted. It was not the smell of good meat. I was sick 
at Kurrachee, for about a fortnight, with dysentery. Iwas quite well at Bombay. I 
did not declare before the magistrate at Bombay that the provisions were all good. I do 
not remember them being spoken of; I did not do so. After leaving Kurrachee the 
meat was not good during the whole voyage. When we were passing St. Helena, we 
spoke to Captain Drakeford of the beef, and he gave us pork instead. We had pork all 
the way to Falmouth. It was better than the beef. The cask we complained of, off St. 


Helena, was about two days in use. I cannot say what was done with what was left, or - 


whether it was hove overboard or not. I drank the limejuice regularly every day. It 
was regularly served out. I can say of my own knowledge that every man every day 
drank his allowance of limejuice. The peas were mouldy and smelt. No complaints 
were made to my knowledge of the peas. ‘The flour was maggoty, and had to be sifted 
by the cook, We were short of sugar also, on the way home. We had none in our tea 
or coffee. I am suffering from scurvy still. I did not have dysentery on the way home. 
Captain Drakeford prescribed for me, and I was cured, I did not have feyer or ague. 
I never ate scouse on the way home, except once. I never used slush. The cook was 
not aclean man. He always changed the water every morning when he put the meat 
in the coppers. Ihave often drawn the water for him. The meat was soaked. The 
soaking water was not changed at night-time. ‘The crew were indifferent about it. We 
thought the beef was not worth the trouble. The pork -was good, but the water was not 
changed on that account. We had the sugar with our medical comforts instead of in our 
tea and coffee. The captain was very kind to the sick; he was most attentive, and came 
to see us two or three times a day. In my opinion the cause of scurvy was the bad salt 


provisions. I do not think it can be the water, as we had first-rate water on the way out. - 


The water from Kurrachee was good. We had Bombay water on the way home in casks, 
and kept: it for drinking. The crew were a good average crew; as good as you could 
get out of Liverpool Sailors’ Home. There were about 12 foreigners. I ama Swede. I 
have been always long voyages ever since I have been at sea. I have only been six 
months in a steamer. No complaints were made to the captain of the maggots we found 
in the flour. The maggots were alive. | 


Examined by Dr. Cummings.| We saw that the casks were clean before we filled them 
with Bombay water. We did not scrub them. I did not notice the marks on the beef 
casks. We were served with compressed vegetables on the way out and home. On the 
way home they were mouldy. I became ill from scurvy about four’ or five days before 
we reached Bombay. We had fresh provisions while in port. _ We had one fresh mess 
on the way out. We had two pigs; one died and was thrown overboard, the other was 
killed and eaten. It had brown spots on it. We were then about two and a half months 
out. I did not eat any of this pig. It was the property of the captain, not of the ship. 
I had scurvy very slightly, and did not complain to the captain of it on the way out.

Epwarp Percy BatTEs. 


I AM managing partner in Liverpool of the firm of Edward Bates & Sons. We own N 
the “Royal Sovereign.” When we obtained the services of Captain Neilson, he wasp P rey 
recommended to us by Captain Boyd, one of our masters, now a shipowner, and also by ba eae 
| his last employer, Mr. Wm. Nichol, in whose employ he had been many years. From 
the inquiries I made, I believed him to bea thoroughly sober and competent man. We 
had no difficulty in procuring a crew for the “ Royal Sovereign,” though’ men were 
searce, I believe. We have had written instructions as to bad provisions to our masters, 
but that was when we bought from provision dealers.. Our present letter of instructions 
does not contain them. There was such a letter on board the “ Royal Sovereign,” so I 
have been informed by Captain Drakeford. Surplus stores, on arriving in this country, 
are examined, and if found good are re-pickled and put on board again for first use. If bad, 
they are condemned and sold for boiling down for tallow or soap. When we received in- 
formation of the men being brought before the magistrates at Bombay, mention was made 
that they had been asked if they had any complaints of the provisions, and that they had 
replied in the negative. (Letter put in and read.) The complaint of the men led to the 
captain being changed, as the crew refused to proceed with Captain Neilson. I put in docu- 
mentary evidence as to the nature and amount of the flesh provisions supplied to the 
crew in Bombay and at Kurrachee. We have had a previous case of scurvy on board 
the “Sir Charles Napier,” from Kurrachee, and an inquiry has been held by Dr. Leach. 
The provisions in these cases were all bought through the same broker. I think the 
cause of the scurvy on the “ Royal Sovereign” was the dirtiness of the crew, accelerated 
by the bad water, and the use of scouse made with slush. We have had several cases of 
this sort. In most of them the men have been found to have been suffering from other 
diseases previously. The last case was the “Sir Charles Napier.” I have had 13 years’ ex- 
perience, and we have had more cases in the last 18 months than in the last 10 years. During 
the last 18 months we have made a few additions to our provisions scale, and medical com- 
forts, compressed vegetables, &c. During the last five months we have added butter, and it 
is now regularly supplied to the crews of our ships. ‘The scale put in is now filled and 
posted in the forecastle, so that the crew may know what they have to get. Ishould say we 
shipped and discharged between 1,600 and 2,000 seamen annually. As the result of my 
experience, I think scurvy is on the increase. The case of the “ Bremen” was a similar 
one to that of the “ Royal Sovereign; ” the result was, that the court found that the pro- 
visions supplied were better than usual for ships on long voyages. I have never at any 
time bought old salt provisions from Deptford, or any other Government depéts. For 
the last seven years, we have bought it all through Marquis, Briscoe & Co. It is a long 
time since we had a scurvy case on board a ship from Bombay. I think the water there 
is bad; it has made crews of other of our ships ill. The water, I believe, is contaminated 
with sewage, and we have had a long correspondence with the Bombay authorities about 
it. The Bombay authorities urge. as a reason for not remedying this, that the money is 
not forthcoming from the Government. In my last letter, to which I have not yet 
received a reply, we offered them the loan of 60,000 rupees at 6 per cent., for the pur- 
pose of improving the water supply at once. Our object in dealing with a provision 
broker direct is to ensure getting good provisions, and not old re-brined stuff. We send 
it from here to London, and also to ships abroad. I can say of my own knowledge that 
the pork supplied to the “ Royal Sovereign” was sent from our stores. The beef went 
direct from the ship in which it was imported. I have made particular inquiries on this 
point. (Instructions put in). We find on an average, that about a dozen of our Indian 
vessels call at St. Helena yearly. I account for the complaints on the voyage out from 
the bad cooking. On the homeward voyage, with regard to the peas and flour, I think 
that they have been allowed to become damp. With regard to the beef, the pickle has 
been allowed to run off.

Examined by Dr. Cummings.| Our instructions do not allow any grog on board. 
Captains are allowed practically to have about a dozen of spirits. Our instructions are 
not hard-and-fast ones. In the last 18 months, three of our ships have had scurvy. 
I cannot tell the number of the crews in these cases, or the number. of sick. The pro- 
visioning of the ships is left to my brother, who was examined yesterday. ‘The pork for 
the “ Royal Sovereign” was put on board from our store; the beef from the “ Abbotsford” 
and the “Spain.” lam not aware of any accident to the “ Abbotsford” on the voyage 
on which she imported these provisions. Our former letter of instructions was on board 
the “ Royal Sovereign,” and Captain Drakeford acted on them. We have supplied the 
compressed vegetables for some eight years; in increased quantities for three years past. 
To my knowledge no scurvy has occurred on board the “ Royal Sovereign” before. 
We have altered our victualling scale in consequence of the outbreaks of scurvy on our 
ships; we now give butter and tinned provisions. The number of seamen I gave would 
include men who re-ship in our employ. I will not give a particular instance of dirtiness 
on board the “ Royal Sovereign” as predisposing to scurvy. I cannot say beyond the 
references to the official log. .

I wave perused the draft copy of the finding of your inspectors in the case of 
the “Royal Sovereign,” and I would point out to you that I think an act of 
injustice has been done to me and my firm, I believe unintentionally, in the 
following instances :— 

I addressed your inspectors an official letter, dated the day after they com- 
menced proceedings, offering to give them any original documents, &c., and offer- 
ing myself, in case they required me, to give evidence, also inclosing them a 
newspaper from Bombay containing the particulars of the case of the crew of this 
ship being before the magistrates, when they stated distinctly they had no fault 
to find with anything but the captain ; also a document from the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company as to the quality of the salt provisions they sold to my firm in 
Bombay. 

These documents I consider in all fairness should have been printed in the 
finding; as they would prove, first, that the statements now made by the crew as 
to the badness of the provisions on the outward voyage are untrue by their own 
showing ; that these very men who gave this evidence were the men that were 
taken before the magistrates in Bombay, and fined, and ordered to return to their 
duty; the charge against the captain not having been proved : 

That the document produced and handed in from the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company proved the statement of the crew respecting these provisions false : 

That the correspondence between the Water Trust in Bombay and my firm 
shows that we are not unmindful of the health of our crews.

Wiru reference to the letter from Mr. E. P. Bates, of the 4th instant, Mr. 
Bates, senior, certainly wrote a letter offering himself as a witness, and offering 
any documents required, but he also stated that he had not taken any active 
part in the management of his firm for some years; so it was considered that 
no useful end would be gained by examining him; the documents referred to 
were subsequently examined at Liverpool, and are frequently alluded to in the 
report. 

"The newspaper mentioned contained a police account of the complaint of the 
crew against the captain, but was quite silent about provisions, &c. J submit 
that the report gives the owners the full benefit of the omission, which is also 
shown in the evidence of witnesses, Nos. 19 and 21. As far as it goes this news- 
paper can still be used by the owners in defending the claim now being made 
by the crew for compensation. 

The document from the Peninsular and Oriental Companyis a copy of telegram 
received from Bombay; it did not appear to me to be good evidence, specially 
as we had the witnesses before us who had seen the meat in question, and who 
all say it was good. 

I consider the correspondence with the Bombay Harbour ‘Irust about the 
water supply at Bombay is foreign to the subject of our inquiry ; and, moreover, 
is too voluminous to print. _ We have, however, referred to it in the report, and 
have given the Messrs. Bates full credit for their philanthropic intentions.

This is to certify that I have made inquiries of the crew of the above-named 
vessel unaffected with scurvy, who stated that it was their opinion that the men 
who were foreigners did not pay proper attention to cleanliness, and also that 
they were in the habit of taking the cook’s fat (or slush), and eating it with their 
bread. 0 Peay 

Ialso questioned the men affected, who attributed the cause to the water 
supplied at Bassein, and which they said was not good, but acknowledged to 
having received their full allowance of good limejuice, and also that they had no 
cause of complaint, either against the master or the provisions supplied, which 
on considered good. 

aving questioned the master as to his treatment of the men, he stated that 
they were well treated and supplied with fresh provisions, and in addition with 
one pound of fresh butter per man per week, a double allowance of limejuice of 
Pee teed Mee : Z4 the 
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‘ Black Prince,” the best quality, supplied by Messrs. Robertson & Crow, King-street, Liverpool; 
he also stated that he distilled water for their especial use, and that he mainly 
attributes the outbreak of the disease to their own dirty habits, and the use of 
the cook’s fat which was forbidden by him.

Sir, Liverpool, 1 March 1876. 

I wave no donbt that the cause of the outbreak of scurvy on board the “ Black 
Prince ” may be attributed to the dirty habits of the crew, the badness of the 
water, and the use of the cook’s slush by the men, Recent inquiries certainly 
point to the conclusion that bad water is very often the cause of the disease; 
thus in the cases of the ‘“ Mary Blundell,” and the “John Peacock,” the water 
was complained of, and also in the ‘ Royal Sovereign.”” My opinion on the 
subject is this: _ | 

Scurvy is essentially a disease caused by mal-nutrition of the body, and any- 
thing that favours this mal-nutrition may cause it to break out. It is the common 
opinion that the real origin of scurvy may be looked for in the deficiency of 
certain salts contained in fresh vegetables, and that this deficiency may be com- 
pensated for by issuing limejuice. Recent cases, however, certainly prove that 
the issue of limejuice is not per se able to prevent the disease,-and we are there- 
fore driven to find out other causes, which act-at any rate as predisposing and 
secondary, or, as is my own opinion, very often as actually primary and exciting 
causes of the attack; these causes are those which induce mal-nutrition of the 
body, and consist of: 


1st. Too great monotony in the diet of sailors ; whatever may be the quality 
of provisions, the stomach in time gets disgusted at the same thing day after day, 
and in time becomes incapable of digesting it. Sailors, as arule, are fed on worse 
than workhouse or prison fare. . 


2nd. Bad quality of the provisions. Salt meat, if good and recently cured 
is not more productive of scurvy than fresh meat ; but we all know that salt 
may conceal a multitude of sins, and that very often an inferior kind of meat 
is supplied to some sailing ships, the bad quality of which the salt may render 
difficult to detect. 


3rd. Bad water is a very powerful agent in the production of scurvy, both by 
deranging the digestion and poisoning the blood. The water appears to be 
frequently bad at some of the South American ports. 


4th. The use of the cook’s slush will certainly, by the large quantity of salt it 
contains, derange the digestion and predispose to the disease. There is a stand- 
ing rule in the Navy forbidding the use of this slush, as it is considered highly 
injurious, — 

5th. Dirty habits of the crew by interfering with the functions of the skin, 
and so deranging the quality of the blood, will tend to develope the disease. 


6th. Wet and exposure, by lowering the vital energy and inducing a low tone 
of the system, will interfere with nutrition, and are therefore powerful agents. 


7th. Previous bad health of the crew; many, sailors are now shipped suffering 
from syphilis and other constitutional diseases, and are therefore more liable to 
scurvy ; many others being only a few days on shore before re-shipping, have had 
no time to eradicate, by a shore diet, the ill effects of their previous monotonous 
ship regimen. During these few days, moreover, the probability is that they 
drink too much, derange the functions of their stomach, and so become incapable 
of digesting the hard salt meat which is supplied to them. pe 

8th. Bad ventilation lowers the system and interferes with nutrition.

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The remedies to be adopted appear to me to be: : “ Black Prince.” 
ist. A much greater variety in the scale of provisions issued on board ship ; Ses 
the substitution of preserved meat for salt two or three times a week, a much 
larger supply of fresh vegetables for the first months of the voyage, and of pre- 
served vegetables afterwards, and the daily issue of a ration of rum with their 
dinner. 
2nd. That all provisions put on board ship should be duly inspected, and in- 
ferior meat rejected. 
3rd. That great care should be taken in the selection of water for drinking 
purposes, anda filter kept on board every ship. Impure water might also be 
boiled before using. A distilling apparatus would also be useful. 
4th. Tie use of the cook’s slush should be strictly forbidden. 
5th. The master should endeavour, as far as possible, to induce cleanliness 
among his crew. 
6th. Every sailor before signing articles should be medically examined. 
7th. Good ventilation should always be provided in the forecastle. 


I am convinced that if these suggestions were carried out, scurvy would cease, 
and the issue of limejuice might be dispensed with.

days’ passage home, W. N. Wade, master. 

The master landed, and brought before me two seamen, named James Brown 
and Viliam Klass, to be discharged; both seamen were suffering from scurvy 
severely. On inquiry I find that two seamen, named Francis Duggan and 
-—— Kirwan, died from the disease scurvy on board said ship; Duggan died so 
recently as Saturday last. . 

I made further inquiries of the two seamen, Brown and Klass, to know if the 
provisions, water accommodation, and limejuice were sufficient and of good 
quality. They both informed me that the bread, tea, sugar, and coffee was very 
good, and sufficient served out; beef very bad after leaving Bassein; pork very 
had; water drawn from the river, and they consider that it was bad water; lime- 
juice served out regularly every day, diluted with sugar and water; double 
allowance given for the past two months from tlie first appearance of scurvy. 
Accommodation, topgallant forecastle very wet, leaked from the top; canvas had 
to be nailed underneath the deck to shoot the water from the bunks that were 
under the leaks. They further stated that it was not well lighted or ventilated. 
There are no other members of the crew sick on board. 

The ship has received orders to proceed to London to discharge cargo. 

Boulli soup served out to the erew, with other vegetables, about six times 
during the passage to England.

I pre to acknowledge receipt ofi your communication of 23rd instant, and to 
inform you that the “Prince Rupert ” sailed for London on the morning of 
25th instant. 1 bave had, however, an opportunity of visiting at their lodgings 
three of the discharged seamen; and of examining samples of provisions, &c., 
which had been brought on shore on 24th instant, by the superintendent here, 
Mr. Lyons. 

James Brown, aged 28, is the subject of scurvy, but not in severe form; he 
joined the “ Prince Rupert” at the Cape of Good Hope on the 29th July 1875. 
States that he got salt meat, with the exception of one meal of fresh pork, 


every day till arrival at Bassein, a period of 35 days. The beef and pork were 


very good during that time. Pea-soup with the pork three times a week. 
Bread, tea, coffee very good, also the water. Top-gallant forecastle was generally 
wet and ill ventilated, always leaking through the deck. Ship lay in Bassein 
for three weeks, during which time the fresh meat supplied was tough in the 
extreme and could not be eaten. Soup was made from it, with carrots and 
parsnips. The water-tanks were replenished with the river-water, which was 


muddy. Sailed from Bassein early in October, and in December scurvy attacked 


him, and confined him to his berth from 18th January till arrival here, four . 


weeks. During the homeward voyage of 140 days, says that he only got eight 
fresh messes of preserved soup and bouilli. That the beef and pork were very 
bad, could not be eaten ; the stench from them when cooked being abominable. 
The water was turbid and hard to drink from its bad taste, and even went 
short; so that the rain-water was collected to keep up a reduced supply of 
about two quarts daily per man. The forecastle continued leaky and wet. On 
the other hand, the bread, tea, and coffee were very good; that the limejuice 
was served out regularly out and home, and even in double quantity, from the 
time he fel] ill; and that the captain was attentive. 
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“ Prince Rupert.” -V. Klass, aged 21, shipped also at the Cape; he has scurvy, pane was laid up 
oe the same time as the preceding case. His statement is alike in all particulars to 
Brown’s, save that he could eat some of the bad meat. 

The third man, Fred. Hopkins, joined the ship also at he Cape. He hasa 
rheumatic attack, "and makes the same general deposition as his comrades ; while 
he speaks very strongly of the badness of the meat, and the wet condition of the | 
forecastle.

I BEG to state, that in accordance with instructions, I inspected the crew- 
spaces of the within-named vessel in the Mill Wall Docks on the 4th, and | 
again on the 6th instant, and respectfully submit the following defects for the | 
Board’s consideration :— | 

I found the crew have been berthed in the side wings of the top-gallant fore- ) 
castle, which is partitioned off by two fore and aft bulkheads; some of the deck | 
overhead is in very bad condition, being rotten round the fastening, and has 
evidently been leaking, and requires overhauling ; canvas has been nailed to the 
beams in one or two places to shoot the water clear of the bunks; some small 
round air ports which are through the ceiling should be plugged up, and some 
of the seams require caulking to keep out the effluvium which may be caused by | 
bilge water or cargo; additional light is also required when the doors are closed | 
in bad weather, which could be afforded by fitting two extra deck prisms. The } 
spaces are not provided with either cowl or mushroom ventilators; the only i 
ventilation being through a square hole or scuttle in the fore and aft bulkhead, . 
which is not fitted with either slide or flap, but in other respects the require- d 
ments have been carried out. A 

The petty officers are berthed in the deck-house, and the bulkhead between 
the berths and the galley should be doubled with felt between the doubling of | 
the bulkhead, and two mushroom or other ventilators are required. | 

With respect to the officers’ births in the poop, I beg to state, | see no cause 
for complaint ; the vessel appears to have had a reduction for crew space, but I 

. am unable to say whether the reduction is exists, as 1 could not see the ship’s 
certificate of registry.

We beg leave to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 
13th instant, enclosing, for our perusal, reports concerning the condition of the 
forecastle of our ship “ Prince Rupert,” and also as to the circumstances attend- 
ing an outbreak of scurvy on board that vessel. 

As regards the condition of the foreeastle, we may remark that this was mainly, 
if not entirely, caused by the exceedingly stormy weather which the vessel 
encountered in the North Atlantic on her homeward voyage; and that before 


the vessel proceeds on another voyage, the alterations and repairs suggested by 


your surveyor, will be carried out to his satisfaction. 

As regards the.cases of scurvy, you will observe that the outbreak was con- 
fined to the men who joined the ship at the Cape, all of them being at that time 
in agreatly impaired state of health, and almost destitute of clothing and bedding. 
The enclosed letter from Captain Wade, master of tiie ‘ Prince Rupert,” a most 
excellent officer, wiJl show that everything was done for the men that it was 
possible to do, and that the provisions were both good in quality and ample in 
quantity. The statements of the master will be confirmed by a reference to his 
log books, and by the testimony of the other members of the crew. 

We have always taken the greatest pains to supply our ships abundantly with 
provisions of the best quality, and to provide in every way for the health and 
comfort of the men, but a long experience teaches us that sailors, when on shore, 
in the majority of cases lead a very dissipated life, and consequently are them- 
selves to a great extent responsible for most of the evils and discomforts that 
befall them, as we submit was the case in the present instance. 

We enclose, along with Captain Wade’s letter, a duplicate list of the stores 
with which the vessel was supplied before she left London. 

We are unable to furnish any account of the fresh provisions and vegetables 
supplied the ship at the Cape and Bassein, but the captain states that the supply 
was a very liberal one. 

Any further information we can afford, we shall be happy to supply.

Ship “ Prince Rupert,” Millwall Docks, 
Gentlemen, 16 March 1876. 

I BEG leave to bring under your notice some information bearing on the last voyage of 
the ship “ Prince Rupert.” 

The vessel sailed from London, bound to Cape Town, in April 1875; at that port, 
nearly the whole of the crew deserted, doubtless with a view of obtaining larger wages 
up country at the diamond fields; seeing the inducements held out onshore, you can 
readily suppose that it is the worst description of seamen that can be procured. Such 
was my experience; nearly all the men came on board in a destitute condition in respect 
to clothes, bedding, &c., their constitutions being also shattered by a life of dissipation 
and wild living at Cape Colony. | 

The ship proceeded from Cape Town to Bassein, which passage was accomplished in 34 
days; we were in that port about 25 days, during which time the men were provided 
with the best description of fresh meat and vegetables obtainable at that port; the water 
tanks were perfectly clean, and a fresh supply was obtained at Bassein; the only source 
of supply at that place being from the river, but the water soon settles down in the tanks 
and becomes perfectly pure. : 

On the 1st October 1875, the ship left Bassein, and arrived at Quéenstown on 18th 
February, after a passage of 140 days. Four men were discharged at Queenstown, two 
of whom complained of scurvy, viz., Brown, Klaas, and Hopkins, the latter of whom com- 
plained of rheumatics. 

I would point out that Brown, shortly after joining the ship at Cape Town, was suffering 
from a very severe venereal disorder of long standing, and during the whole passage he 
has never been rid of secondary symptoms; and by referring to the official log book, it 
will be found that I treated him ror venereal disorder during the greater part of the time 
he was on board ; in fact, the man was more fit for an hospital than to ship as an able 
seamen on board a ship. 

In the case of Klass, he also joined at Cape Town as an A.B., whereas he was only an 
indifferent ordinary seaman. I heard after leaving the Cape, that he had been a boy on 
board the Russian ship “ Venadis,” from, which vessel. he deserted, and in which vessel he 
was rated as boy only. At Bassein, he deserted from the “ Prince Rupert” also, and 
lived in the bush for almost a week, sleeping undera-hedge in the rainy season, and . 
living on wild berries, in which condition he was found by the police; this week of ex- 
posure in the south-west monsoon, in a swampy district, would be sufficient to ruin the 
health of any European, more especially after the dissipated life led at Cape Town after 
his desertion from ship “ Venadis.” ; 

Hopkins shipped at Cape Town as an able seaman. On his coming on board, I found:he 
had never served as a seaman before in any capacity, having been employed in the colony 
as a navvy or railroad labourer. 

The provisions supplied in England before sailing were of the best quality. As you are 
aware, gentlemen, you supplied the ship fully with everything requisite, and also sent on 
board a large quantity of flour and Indian meal for the use of the crew, together with a i 
large quantity of preserved meats, soups, &c. ; and during the voyage out and home (par- a 
ticularly home), the flour was issued without allowance, and the Indian meal in cold | 
weather, with molasses, without stint; butter was served out every week at the rate of 
one pound per man. 

At Cape Town, I took in a stock of vegetables and fresh meat, which was freely shared 
with my crew as long as it lasted. 

At Bassein, the sea stock of vegetables consisted of pumpkins and yams, the only 
description of vegetables obtainable there, but the very best for anti-scorbutic use. On 
the homeward passage, I killed two large pigs, which formed part of the food of the crew ; 
preserved meats were issued frequently, and when the men showed symptoms of illness, 
the allowance was issued twice a week by my orders, with lime, pickles, and jams, as long | 
as they lasted, lime juice was supplied daily, and during the greater part of the passage i 
home the crew had a double allowance. “a . 

The beef and pork were of good quality, except a few casks turned by the extreme heat i 
of the climate at Bassein. The steward of the ship can confirm my statements, that only 
good sound meat was issued to the crew, as we had a plentiful supply leaving, and have 
at present date some six casks of beef and pork remaining, also three barrels flour. . 

The forecastle was in good condition when I left Bassein; the ship since then has | 
encountered very severe weather, and through the violence of the storms and heavy seas 
was strained considerably, which statements can be verified by the ship’s log book ; and in 
my opinion there are few, if any, ships afloat that would have stood the very severe test 
the “ Prince Rupert” has undergone without leaking, and otherwise suffering from the 
severe gales experienced in the Northern Atlantic Ocean. 

If I may be permitted, gentlemen, I would respectfully beg to observe, that until there 
isa proper Board to examine seamen as to their qualifications as able seamen, and a 
medical examination as to their physical condition, the mercantile marine will never be in | 
that efficient state that it. ought to be.

ActiNG upon your instructions and my appointment, I proceeded to Rams- 
gate on the Ist March and opened an. inquiry as to the cause of the outbreak 
of scurvy on board the ship “ Talisman,” 1,026 tons, owned by Messrs. Brymner 
& Co., of Greenock. . 
The ship sailed from Calcutta about Ist October 1875, with jute, for 
Dundee. Her crew were 21), all told. 
She arrived in the Downs in the middle of February 1876, and on the 20th 
of that month she landed at Ramsgate eight of her crew sick with scurvy. 
Four of these men had left before I arrived; the rest I examined in the » 
hospital, viz. :— 
C. H. De Vis, A.B., 28, Rotterdam. 
Hans Lansen, A.B., 20, Norwegian. 
Alfred Antoni, A.B., 28, ditto. 
Hans Gustavsen, 17, ditto. 


They joined the ship in Calcutta almost immediately after being paid off from 
other ships. 

They became unfit for duty about a month before landing. 

They are convalescent and about to be discharged. 


~ General Report of the Men.—‘‘ We were all in sound health when we 
joined the ‘ Talisman,’ at Calcutta, and remained so until the middle of January 
1876, when one after another became sick, until the whole crew, with the 
exception of the master, two mates and the steward, were more or less affected ; 
we became too ill to do our duty. We knew it was scurvy by our gums swelling 
up and bleeding. Being very bad we applied to the master for medicine, but 
procured none; had no extra food except thin sago and arrowroot, without 
sugar, which we could not eat; were not supplied with medical comforts, and, 
being unable to eat the salt provisions, could get no vegetable diet. The 
cooking was insufficient and dirty ; were regularly served each man with one 
ounce of limejuice, with water and sugar, each day at noon. . 

‘Previous to being sick had our proper rations, for which we signed, and had 
no complaint to make about them.* Every Sunday we had a mess of soup and 
bouilli. Pickles were served out only after disease broke out. We had vinegar. 
We make no complaint as to ill-treatment of any kind. The master was kind 
to us; but would give no medicines or extras.” 


The medical evidence at Ramsgate made it clear that these were genuine and 
severe cases of scurvy. Some men were unable to walk, one being insensible 
and pulseless on admission to hospital. 


Evidence of the Master, taken at Dundee.—J. Gray, 71,418, stated :—“ I am 
master of the ship ‘ Talisman ;’ I shipped my crew in Calcutta about the 25th of 
September 1875, among them the eight sick men; some of the men had sailed 
with me from Liverpool. My ship was well found, and during the outward 
voyage I had no sickness of any kind. This is the first time I have had scurvy 
on board any ship under my charge. I am positive that only those eight men 
we landed at Ramsgate were sick. Their statement as to the rest of crew being 
affected is untrue. When the men became sick I gave them opening medicines 
and a double allowance of limejuice. 1 dieted them with fresh pea soup every 
day, fresh potatoes, oatmeal porridge, sago and arrowroot, with sugar. I killed 
a pig and gave them fresh pork. The man De Vis was not well; he was suffering 
from syphilis when he came aboard. Of those who sailed with me from Liver- 
pool, none took scurvy. I cannot account for it. I did all in my power for the 
men. The water was taken from the Government tanks in Calcutta, and kept 

in 


* The complaint about dirty cooking made by one man only. 
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in tank on board. Each man had a gallon a day. I did not give wine or 
brandy to the sick.” 

This evidence was corroborated by two sailors, shipped likewise in Calcutta, 
Kullin (Jersey), and Pearson (Swede), both of whom contradicted the four 
sailors’ evidence as to their treatment and diet after being taken ill, and testified 
to kindness and humanity of the master. They say that in their ordinary diet 
‘they had pea soup three times a week. 


Examination of Stores.--1 opened the beef. and pork in casks, as well as 
that in the harness casks, and found the meat sweet, and in good condition, 
taking the time it had been on board. The water was very good. The biscuits 
crisp and free from mouldiness. Medicine chest complete. 


Men’s Quarters.— Were in the deck house; were roomy, and so arranged as 
to be easily kept clean. They had abundance of light; and by means of doors 
and windows could be well ventilated. ; 

The probable cause of this outbreak seems to be traceable to the sick crew, 
and the sick alone. Just off a long voyage, they re-ship for another of equal 
length, with intervals on shore between the two varying from two to four days, 
during which time they contrived to get rid of all their money, the majority of 
their clothes, and to have sustained themselves upon drink rather than solid 
food. Taking into consideration this long voyage, with its large consumption 
of salt food, and these habits of the men when on shore, and their destitute con- 
dition when re-shipped, I can come to no other conclusion but that, as they alone 
were sick out of the whole crew, their sickness was due to that condition of blood 
induced by the above causes, which rendered them peculiarly liable to an attack 
of scurvy. 

I regret that I could not obtain the evidence of the two mates and the 
steward, but they had taken their discharge, and gone away,

I nave to report that I have inquired into the circumstances attending the out- 
break of scurvy on board the ship “ West Ridge.” I find that the “ West Ridge” 
left Calcutta on 26th September 1875, and arrived at Gravesend on 26th 
February 1876, making a passage of 152 days. 

The supply of salt provisions issued to the crew was ample, being 103 lbs. of 
meat per week, with 7lbs. of bread, ?1lb. peas, + 1b. rice; there was a full 
supply of limejuice and vinegar, and I was assured by the captain, the mate, 
the steward, and three forecastle men that the usual supply was issued and 
taken; also that when the disease appeared a considerable quantity of limejuice, 
sweetened, was placed in the forecastle. 63 

The captain and steward state that fresh meat was given occasionally, but the 
A. B.’s say that on the passage out they had none at all, and on the passage 
home only twice before reaching St. Helena, once on Christmas-day, and on one 
other occasion. . 

It appears that the disease broke out about three weeks before the ship reached 
England. All those who showed the symptoms were kept on fresh meat only ; 
all agree in this statement, and that the captain put himself and officers on salt 
provisions. . 

I examined the provisions. Beef and pork very good ; peas, rice, flour, biscuit, 
all good ; limejuice of very good quality ; vinegar not so good; water from the 
tank rather turbid, but sweet and fit for drinking; quite free from taste and 
smell, | | 

In conclusion, I must say that, in my opinion, the causes of this invasion of 
disease are the length of the voyage, 152 days, and an insufficient issue of fresh 
meat. I think, also, that we ought not to neglect a very significant fact, that, 

out 
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out of these 11 cases, eight were of men shipped in Caleutta, who, most likely, “West Ridge.” 
had been living in-dissipation, uncared for, in an unhealthy city, their constitu- 

tions thereby brought down below the average capacity of resisting the causes 

of disease.

_ I told them that they could apply to a magistrate under Section 223 of the 
i Act of 1854, and they might be awarded the maximum sum of one shilling per 
day. One of the men was going off on a visit to a relative, and the other did 
. not believe in securing compensation. 

| On asking the latter why he had come to that conclusion, his reply was: 
| “ We were told the meat was prime Navy, such as supplied to Her Majesty’s 
| “ships, and he might not get more than twopence per day, which would not 
4 “ pay him to wait for and to run the risk of being denounced as a dissatisfied 
i _ “man; besides which, if the case was remanded, he should miss an opportunity 
| “of employment which had been promised him.” He looked upon an applica- 
e: tion to a police court as avery doubtful affair, because he would have to fight 
against a wealthy firm. Having elicited certain information from him, I have 
since engaged a person to investigate the case ; and if the statements furnished to 
" me are correct, the prevalence of scurvy is partially accounted for. T. Spencer 
ie Well, ¥.n.c.s., late of the Royal Navy, in his book on medicine, says that bad 
| food will. produce scurvy. The late Dr. Mills, one of the oldest and most 
117. icra experienced 
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experienced naval surgeons, told me the same some years ago at Rio de Janeiro. 
Sir A. Cooper has referred to the same cause and effects, and I believe many 
eminent medical practitioners entertain the same views. 

I am told that surplus stores from long voyages are sent to Her Majesty’s 
Victualling Yard at Deptford. On opening casks of meat, the stench is so 
great as to compel the labourers to keep a distance after unheading. This meat, 
it is said, is placed in new pickle and then sold. Where it goes to, by those who 
purchase this unwholesome food, I have been told; but it is not my purpose to 
enter upon a crusade against those who purchase rotten meat, for they may or 
may not know the manipulation it has undergone. 

If, therefore, the facts are as represented to me, I think the executive authority 
of the Merchant Shipping Acts should ascertain the truth from the proper 
department.

To-day, how- 
ever, 1 deemed it better, before finally abandoning the matter, to make one more 
effort, to which I am the more inclined, as ships in as bad a condition are, from 
similar causes, going out of classification every week. : 

The causes are that the owners cannot afford, or will not incur, the cost of 
those repairs which the surveyors deem necessary, if they are to continue 
classed. 

You say that all the ships which have run off their class are not, therefore, and 
necessarily, in a state dangerous to human life; this is so probably ; but surely 
because ail are not, that is no reason why.those should not be surveyed which 
obviously are. 

A reference to the list, which is as follows, willeshow you that very many are 
in this condition; I refer. especially, ‘inter alia,” to the “Emily,” respecting 
which Lloyd’s surveyors state that she is “ not fit for any character; treenails, 
planks, &c., defective.” Hig 

To the ‘ Erromanga,”’ of which it is stated that the “deck clamps, topside 
planking, timbers, and treenails, defective; not fit for any character.” 

To the ‘‘ Glenara,” which is described as a “bad case ; many rotten timbers.” 


To the “ Lion ;” “lengthened 40 feet, over 18 depths in length ; not fit for any 


class in the register.” 

To the “ Loretto ;”” “top timbers and beam ends defective ; necessary repairs 
not complied with.” 

To the “ Patrician ;” ‘‘ extensive repairs would have to be done, which the 
owners were not disposed to do.” 

‘To the “ Patriot ;” “timbers dry rot, planks defective ; would involve large 
outlay, which owners declined going into.” 


To the “ Queen of the West ;” ‘‘ put into Belfast strained and making water; 


recommended to be docked ; sailed without repairs.”” 

And to the ‘“‘ Thompson ;” “ part of deck, beam, planks, &c., defective ; requires 
repairs ;” since “missing :”’ and how many more of the long list from which I 
have quoted are since missing would be an interesting inquiry. At any rate no 
one would have a right to be surprised if they were all “‘ missing,”’ for the owners 
won’t do their duty, and you won't use the power which Parliament put into your 
hands in the Act of 1873, and survey and compel repairs. 

-I should not now revive this subject, but for the fact that I have lately ascer- 
tained that another long list of vessels have come into the same condition, and 
are still allowed to go to sea.

You say that all the ships which have run off their class are not therefore and neces- 
sarily in a state dangerous to human life; this is so, probably, but surely because all are 
not, that is no reason why those should not be surveyed which obviously are.

At any rate, no one would have a right to be surprised if they were all “ missing,” for 
the owners won’t do their duty, and you won’t use the power which Parliament put into 
your hands in the Act of 1873, and survey and compel repairs. 


I should not now revive this subject, but for the fact that I have lately ascertained 
that another long list of vessels have come into the same condition, and are still allowed 


to go to sea.

For Mr. Plimsoll to reflect on a vessel because she has changed registries is 
only in accordance with his usual absurdities and distortion of facts. 


My firm prefer the Liverpool to the London classification, and all their 
steamers were built under the inspection of the former. 


The “ Adela” was purchased (not built by me). When lengthened she was 
ofiered for continuation with the London registry, but finding all their require- 
ments affected the bilge and other less important parts while all above the 
between decks was left untouched, I changed her to Liverpool, and had the 
whole of the upper works materially strengthened. The wisdom of this course 
has been confirmed by the fact that she has run a long time in the ore trade, and 
taken the ground so laden in very awkward positions, and up to the present not 
a wet butt in the vessel. 


That. there is anything wrong in the design or construction of this boat is 
further disproved by the fact that the “‘ Adela” was No. 2 transport during the 
Ashantee War, after she was lengthened. You will of course be aware that the 
acceptance for the service was subject to the most strict examination by the 
Government surveyors. 


Should you require any further proof that the reflection cast on the “ Adela” 
by Mr. Plimsoll is quite unfounded, I shall be most happy to render all assistance 
in my power. 


Referring to the question of strengthening the upper work of ‘‘ Adela,” I would 
add that the London Lloyd’s wished to make her a spar-decked ship. I 
consider such ships not safe, as they are just strong enough to, tempt immersion, 
but not sufficient for safety ; 1 prefer a substantial upper deck and sides, or a very 
light awning deck. 


The ‘“ Presnitz’’was also bought by my firm when nearly finished building; 
she was arranged to class as a spar-deck ship in London, but so strong was my 
objection to this sort of ship that we strengthened all the upper works, and classed 
her at Liverpool. She is now classed in both registries. |

We are in receipt of your letter of the 9th instant, relating to an alleged 
unseaworthiness of the “Annie Laurie,’ owned by us. 

It is quite true that so far back as the spring of 1865, Lloyd’s surveyor here 
found fault with some of her timbers, and on what we considered insufficient 
grounds, declined to give her the class for which we thought her eligible. We 
pride ourselves on keeping our ‘vessels in good order, and as the class was no 
advantage for the trade between Quebec and this port in which the “ Annie 
Laurie” is regularly engaged, we could afford to tell Lloyd’s that we would 
dispense with the class. The want of the class wade no difference in our 
Insurances, and so little did we trouble ourselves in the matter that we have all 
along let the vessel stand’ with a blank character in Lloyd’s book, while on a 
written request from us she might have been withdrawn from it. 

Tn the early part of February 1874, we were about to give the ship an over- 
haul, and as there was so much said at that time about Mr. Plimsoll’s agitation, 
we wrote to you on the 3rd of that month, requesting you to send a surveyor to 
inspect. the vessel, as we believed she would be in a list of vessels which had 
then been made up by Mr. Plimsoll as standing in Lloyd’s book without a 
character. 

Mr. Cornish was sent by your department, and we beg to refer you to his 
report (M. 2816), dated 17th February 1874, more especially to the clause as 
regards the timbers, viz.: 

“Listings already cut out right fore and aft, between decks and in the hold. 
I had a number forward and aft cut out in addition; two cut out under the 
counter ; found the timbers. good in wake of decayed part inside. Backed out 
treenails ; was fresh and good ; not the least signs of working about the ship.” 

Mr. Cornish’s report bore out our own opinion that the ship was, in 1865, 
and still is, perfectly adapted for the trade in which she is employed. She was 


_ not salted until she came into our possession, but the steps we took effectually 


stopped the slight decay on the one face of a few timbers, from getting any 
worse 

The ‘ Annie Laurie” is now here discharging her second cargo from Quebec 
this season, and remains in port until the end of March next. 

Be good enough to read over the correspondence between your department 
and us in February, and ‘also our letter of 23rd March 1874, and we think you 
will agree with us there is no necessity at present for taking further proceedings 
in the case of ‘‘ Annie Laurie.”

This vessel was in dock in January 1874, when the dock bill was 333 /. 17s. 9d. 
without the metal. 

She was then overhauled from keel to gunwale, all her fastenings carefully over- 
hauled and renewed where required, three planks taken out of the starboard bow 
and replaced with new. 

-Three new deck beams forward, and all re-fastened round the bows, and 
caulked from keel to gunwale, and re-metalled over felt: — 

In November 1874 they had the misfortune to run this vessel on to the Good- 
win Sands; she was ashore five hours, loaded with iron ore and Esparto grass, 
and when she got off made no water.

On reference to Lloyd’s Registry of Shipping it would appear that this vessel 
was originally classed for 14 years, after being built under special survey ; but 
for some reason, not assigned, her name now appears with the addition of a 
black mark (thus . 

The vessel being in the Clarence Dry Dock an opportunity was afforded to 
examine the metal sheathing (previous to its being stripped off), the whole of 
which was found to be perfectly smooth and free from wrinkles; this in itself 
being an indication of the absence of working or undue straining. 

The caulking on being tested in wales, middle course and bilges (square down 
from the fore, main, and mizen riggings), was found to be good and efficient ; 
as a necessary precaution, it was suggested that the seams of the butts, of the 
outside planking, and the hood ends be overhauled as the work of re-metalling 
progressed. 2 . ie 
The whole of the outside planking, from keel to gunwale, is sound and 
rood: He 
: Throughout the entire range of between decks it was found that out of a total 
of 224 timbers, three only were found in any way defective, namely, one in the 
starboard side abreast of the after hatch, and two on the port side at the after 

part of the fore rigging. The former, although undoubtedly much decayed, is 
immediately abaft, and next to a sound timber, to which is bolted a substantial 
iron hanging knee. 

‘The two latter are by no means decayed to anything approaching a serious 
extent, and the defects existing in the three timbers referred to in no way effect 
the seaworthiness of the vessel. 

The timbers, where exposed in the way of listings, cit face and aft on both sides 
under the lower deck beams, are in good condition, as well as those similarly © 
exposed about 10 feet up from the side of the keelson in the forward and after 
waist of the ship. 


In 
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In the forward run of the vessel on each side a listing was cut about three 
feet up from the side of the keelson, exposing the heels of the cant timber from 
the first floor to forward. In this range, one timber was found somewhat 
decayed ; on the port side, crossing this, and other timbers, is a substantial hard 
wood pointer 93 in. + 93 in. + 12 ft., which amply compensates for any exist- 
ing defects in the timbers or heel chocks. 


In the after ran a similar listing was cut, extending from aft to about 20 feet 
forward, all the timbers tested in the way of this listing were found to be sound 
and good.

We are in receipt of your communication of 9th instant, addressed to Mr, A. 
M. Davidson, one of the owners of steamship “ Garrison” (which boat we 
manage), and in reply we beg to say that Mr. Plimsoll (who appears for reasons 
of his own, which, as he takes the liberty of presuming so many things to the 
discredit of shipowners, we cannot think are any other than a morbid desire to 
get himself talked about or see his name in print, at the cost of no matter how 
many misstatements, which in many cases have the most glaring colours of 
“fiction” stamped upon them, and which after his late ridiculous conduct in the 
House of Commons we should have thought the Board of Trade would have 
sufficiently “seen through” to take no more notice of) seems to have dropped 
haphazard on this boat without making any inquiry into her strength or build 
from those who know best what these are, and who (others not having surveyed 
her) are alone able to give a correct opinion. The “ Garrison” was built on the 
Clyde in 1867 of the best materials, of great strength, and at great expense, and 
classed A 1. In 1871 the advice of competent shipbuilders and_ practical 
nautical men having been taken as to its advisability, she was lengthened by 
Messrs. Hawthorns & Co., of Leith, a firm of the highest standing, material of 


' quality and strength being used which were fully calculated to keep up the 


original or necessary strength in a ship of the increased size. In some. points, 
however, we believe Messrs. Hawthorns & Co. and the owners other advisers’ 
ideas differed from Lloyd’s rules, and the class of the boat was not troubled to be 
continued, though we have no doubt the Liverpool underwriters’ surveyors would 
have granted a class at once had they been applied to. The owners, however, 
did not care about a class; they knew they had got a good strong ship, and she 
was and is worth as much to them without a class as with one. This might have 
been different had she been a weak or second class ship before she was lengthened, 
but such was not the case with her. The result has fully proved this, for we 
should think that even such a bigoted and prejudiced person as Mr. Plimsoll 
will allow that four years’ hard work since she was lengthened should be suffi- 
cient test. The ship has run constantly since (with the exception of necessary 
time laid up for repairs to machinery, docking, &c.) and carried all sorts of 
cargoes. She has had full cargoes of iron ore (bona ore, the heaviest iron 
ore we believed shipped, and, therefore, more strain upon a ship from its small 
bulk), and also pig iron, and conie through some fearful weather with them, and 
never shown the slightest strain at. any of her butts. She is now on the Wallsend 
slipway being painted here ; and on Saturday we personally examined her along 
with some of the officers, and defy any unprejudiced practical man to say she is 


-. not as strong a ship as anyone could wish to go to sea in. - There is no sign 


whatever of straining either in the lengthened or other parts, and if the recom- 
mendation in the list you refer to was carried out (of putting in additional longi- 
east e C4 tudinal 
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tudinal strength) it would be nothing but a waste of iron, and adding more 


weight for the ship to carry about with her. Our insurance club takes the ship 
on the same terms as the highest classed ships at Lloyd’s, when other boats are re- 
fused, and. the simple reason is that they know her, which Mr. Plimsoll does not. 

You ask in your letter if we have taken any step to repair her. The question 
"is inappropriate, as she needs no repairs of the kind suggested. ‘The ship is 
otherwise in a perfectly good, sound and seaworthy condition, and well found. 
and kept up in every way, which everyone on the Tyne who has anything to do 
with our boats knows we spare no expense about. If you wish to have a survey, 
by all means have it now when the steamer is on the slipway. We court it 
rather than otherwise, for we have nothing to fear, and we know what the report 
would be. It would perhaps be only just to us that you should survey her and 
exonerate us from the scandalous imputations cast upon us, even although they only 
come from such a raving sensationalist that no practical man would give them 
serious thought. We may mention that the boat will pass her “annual survey ” 
for insurance associations to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock, and if you wire your 
surveyor to attend we shall be glad to see him. We cannot, however, pay any 
expenses or fees for same, for as far as we are concerned we do not consider it 
necessary. We think perhaps the foregoing will be sufficient to show you the 


unfounded nature of the allegations made, but we cannot help making some 


remark upon Mr. Plimsoll’s letter, which being little more than a tirade of abuse, 


untruths, and slander (for we can prove what we have said about our ship to be 


.true, and, therefore, his statements must be untrue), we think would have graced 
the waste paper basket much more than the situation it has achieved, viz., being 
printed and circulated by the Government of the country. He says, in 1st para- 
graph, ships in as bad condition as ours (one of the 104) are going out of classifi- 
cation every week. What right has he to say our ship is in bad condition when 
he has no means to prove it? If she had been as bad as he says for over four 
years surely some of the crew would have observed it, andthe Board of Trade’s 
attention called to her. 2nd. Regarding classification, how can he prove that 


classed ships are better (in some instances) than unclassed > Some owners. 


never class their ships at all, even when new. 3rd. He says ships should 


be surveyed that have run out their class, and are obivously dangerous to. 


human life, and he puts ours down on his list of same, and urges that she should 
be surveyed. As stated before, we have no reason to object to a survey, but 
should like to know who told Mr. Plimsoll she was obviously dangerous to 


human life, or if he has seen her and judges from his own large and long expe-- 


rience of the way an iron steamer should be built. We are rather under the 
impression that such a statement against anyone as that they send a ship to sea 
in this condition (which is equivalent to calling them a would-be homicide) is 
actionable. and; we shall consult our solicitors on the subject. 4th. He accuses 
both you and us of neglecting our duty; of course courtesy or gentlemanly 
language from such a man is not to be expected, but we should have thought 
that even he would have omitted such an assertion, as far as you are concerned, for 
we have always found it far otherwise. Asto our duty, we know we have done 
what is right in keeping up our ships (whatever others may have done in some 
cases, and we don't wish to defend every individual shipowner). « “ Facts are 
stubborn things,” however, and Mr. Plimsoll’s strongest assertions cannot alter 
them with regard to our vessels.

Here are extracts from the master’s letters, written on arrival at her various 
ports this year:

I may also mention 
that she is as tight and. staunch as a vessel nved be, her pumps rarely being 
required. _ . 


The remarks.in the list referred to have been made in consequence of my 
refusal to comply with Lloyd’s survey at half time, the requirements of which 
I considered unnecessary, and as a proof that I was correct | may state that the 
vessel ran six years afterwards without the ceiling bein removed, and at the end 
of that time she was perfectly tight and seaworthy. 


In March 1870, she was thoroughly repaired by Mr. Matthew Simpson, of 
Glasson, near Lancaster, at a cost of 8467., having had new keel and keelson 
with greenheart rider, new ceiling all through, new planks in the bottom, and 
other extensive repairs, by which she was made almost equal to new, expense 
being a secondary consideration to making her every way strong and fit for sea. 


In conclusion, I may name that she is a favourite family ship, that we have 
not a farthing insured upon her, or ever had since the first year, and that I am 
quite willing to place her under survey if you think it necessary.

As managing owners of the above ship we have to reply to your letter of 
9th instant, addressed to Mr. Robert Kerr, our co-owuer. 


The “ Lancashire Witch” was built at Quebec in 1854, and then classed at 
highest grade for colonial ships. In 1863 the ship was almost rebuilt, was made 
a regular three-deck ship, and again classed A 1 for seven years, that is up to 
1870. ; 
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In November 1869, on return from Rangoon, and when being caulked and re- 
coppered, our overlooker, a practical carpenter and shipmaster, discovered that 
though coppered to 23 feet a few worms had got into the two-next planks in the 
bends amidships ; these being about nine inches thick, and being fastened in a 
very superior manner, he advised to dubb down these two to ascertain to what 
extent worms had penetrated, and finding that by two inches dubbing they were 
effectually cut out we sheathed or doubled these parts with two- inch pitch pine 
thoroughly bolted, in preference to cutting out the entire nine inch planks, as we 
had on other occasions found it much easier to cut out than to replace efficiently 
planks of such thickness. Some misunderstanding arose about this betwixt our 
overlooker and Lioyd’s surveyor, and as we felt that we had done all that was 
necessary, we declined to again cut out the two-inch planks, as doing so might 
injure the remaining seven-inch wood, and thus render it a necessity ultimately 
to remove them. 

In consequence of this, Lloyd’s Committee thought fit to take the ship out of 
their book some two months before she would have lapsed from time; the 

“waterway seam open” was merely caused by want of caulking 1 in one of the 
waterway scarfs, and was made good by half a day’s work. 

These are the circumstances which led to the report (1869), which you now 


quote to us, and that our overlooker was right has been amply proved. by the: 


ship’s career since that time. 

After being caulked and re-metalled, &c., at that time ship carried 2,048 tons 
coal to Bombay (March 1870). Freights being low there, she ran to Callao, and 
brought to London 2,082 tons guano (April 1871}. The next voyage (after 
dock examination) was from Shields to West Coast with 2,000 tons coal, and 
back from Callao with 1,973 tons guano to Antwerp (July 1872). Her copper 
being then two years old; the ship was dry docked, caulked, re-coppered, and 
thoroughly overhauled and re-fitted ; crossed again to Shields (Sept 1872), and 
carried 2,000 tons coal to West Coast, returning with 23054 tons guano to 
London (May 1874). On this return passage she encountered a “ pampero ” off 
River Plate, and lost her topmasts and yards, and was compelled to go to Rio de 
Janeiro to refit these spars, but required no repair tothe hull, and_we inclose you 
the freight account for that cargo as delivered at Victoria Docks, London, to show 
that her entire cargo of 24,476 bags, weighing 2,065 tons, guano was landed 
without a pound of damage, a result almost unprecedented considering the cargo 
had been in the ship over eight months. 

Outward freights to the West Coast being then very low. the ship went in 
ballast again to Callao. On arrival there, after very severe weather, about Cape 
Horn, and her metal appearing thin and worn, she went into dock, was stripped, 
caulked, thoroughly overhauled, and re-coppered, and the surveyors of the 
American Lloyd’s (Universal) the only registry recognized by the Peruvian guano 
authorities, except English and French Lloyd’s, voluntarily placed the ship on 
their registry as A 1 for five years from March last. We enclose copy of their 
certificate to that effect, and we may add that when the ship. left the West Coast 
with about 2,100 tons guano in end of June (1875)—as_ per copy of captain’s 
letter enclosed— she was making one to one and a-half inches of water per day, 
and the captain reports to us from Queenstown (11th instant) that she was then 
in same excellent condition. 

The ship is now on her way from Queenstown to London to discharge cargo, 
and we trust we have shown by these records that she lias proved herself to have 
been kept up in a thoroughly seaworthy and efficient state, and we may add 
that for the past eight years our half of the ship has not been insured. 

We append a memorandum of the amounts that have been expended on the 
ship since 1869 (inclusive), and may also state that her re-building and outfit 
in 1863 cost very nearly 20,000 /.

In reply to your letter of the 9th instant, I beg to say that in the month of 
February 1867, I purchased for the sum of 1,000 /. the schooner ‘‘ Mizpah,” of 
Dartmouth, then in Ramsgate Harbour. 

The above vessel was on a voyage from Amsterdam to Zante with a cargo of 
sugar, but in consequence of thick weather touched the Goodwin Sands, the 
weather calm and sea smooth. 

She was taken into Ramsgate Harbour and placed on the patent slip, and after 
a proper survey found to be not in the least injured, the copper not even rubbed, 
in proof of which I have sailed her ever since in the general coasting trade, in 
which she has always delivered her cargoes in first rate order. 

‘In January last year I placed her on the patent slip in Dover, and had. the 
copper taken off ; she was chipped all over and caulked, and nearly all the tree- 
nails and fastenings renewed. J 

Within the last three months she has had a thorough fit-out, including new 
foremast, topmast, bowsprit, jib-boom, and a quantity of new rigging, and I con- 
sider her now to be in first rate order for any dry cargo; and if Mr. Plimsoll’s 
brains were in half as good condition as the “ Mizpah’s”’ timbers, we should not 
hear so much of unseaworthy ships, which to a very great extent exist only in 
that gentleman’s disordered imagination, and if all his statements as to wrecks 
and casualties are of a similar nature to the ‘‘ Mizpah’s,” I think they may be 
taken for what they are worth.

I believe Mr. Watson, Board of Trade surveyor at Deal, can certify as to the 
efficient manner in which I keep all my ships up, which area superior class of 
coasters; also’ Mr. Gill, shipbuilder, of Chatham, who is surveyor to the Kent 
Mutual Maritime Insurance Association, in which they are all classed A 1, and 
are not insured to half their value.

We duly received yours of 11th instant, with Board of Trade letter, which we return. 

We presume that the time to which report refers was when the “ Queen of the West”’ 
put back here after having sailed from Clyde with coals and iron for Quebec, April 1866. 
When she arrived here we found that the ship was making no water in bottom, and that 
having met very bad weather, and iron being improperly stowed, she strained and made 
water in topsides. The iron was taken out, topsides caulked, and steam-winch, which was 
connected with pumps, put into her. She then proceeded on voyage, which was satis- 
factorily completed, and we believe we are correct in stating that ship was perfectly tight, 
and was not put into graving dock until following spring, having made two Quebec voyages 
in meantime. From that time until we sold her we spent a very large sum in giving her 
_ new beams, sheathing, and keeping her in good order, which we think you proved by 
having her classed for three years in American book, after purchasing her. 

For many years she only made two Quebec voyages, and before sailing in spring was 
regularly put into graving dock. 

On looking up her account we find that since 1866 the ship carpenter’s account was 
2,400 J., to which, of course, has to be added a good many other items which were required 
to keep her in proper repair.

In 1871, after being in collision in the Chan- 
nel, she underwent repairs in London. While this was being done, Lloyd’s sur- 
veyor demanded certain removals of plank, to which her master objected as being 
rather an injury than a benefit to the ship, and he then placed her under the 
inspection of the Bureau Veritas surveyor, had her thoroughly repaired and classed 
in Veritas 3/3 1/1 for three years, and in mid-winter carried a heavy cargo to

On the 25th of October, Boaden was discharged on recognisances, and con- 
tinued on bail until the 9th of November, on which day ne was committed for 
trial, his bail being renewed until the next sitting of the Central Criminal 
Court. a 

He was therefore in custody at the House of Detention under the authority 
of this Court from the latter part of the day of the 24th until the early part of 
the 25th of October, 2.e., for one night.

Reena v. Ricuarp BoADEN. 


Copy Oxsservations of Deputy Recorder on Trial at Old Bailey, 
November 1871. 


Mr. SEYMouR submitted that there was no case to go tothe jury. The Deputy 
Recorder (after hearing Mr. Poland) was of opinion that there was no case 
upon which a jury could be asked to convict. As to the counts charging an 
unlawful imprisonment after the arrival of the vessel in port, some argument 
might be urged, but the evidence showed that the captain had taken the 
earliest opportunity of releasing himself from the responsibility of the man’s 
custody. — 

With respect to the imprisonment during the voyage, the man’s insolence and 
insubordination fully justified it ; and as the acts of the crew in demanding his 
release amounted in reality to mutiny, the captain was fully justified in retaining 
the man in confinement for the protection of the lives and property entrusted to 
him. With regard to the tricing up, it was limited in point of time, and was 
not shown to have caused any pain or injury. It was a punishment for a verv 
grave offence, but not such an abuse of authority as to justify the indictment.

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REPORT 
PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE 


Action of the Board of Trade under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1871, Section 11, and the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, 
Section 4. 


Presented to both Mouses of Parliament by Command of Mev Majesty,

I HAVE prepared a statement of the 17 several cases of unseaworthiness which 
have up to this date been referred to me for prosecution under the provisions of 
sec. 11 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1871, and of sec. 4 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1875: There has been an anxious desire to enforce those provisions. Speaking, 
however, of the new enactments of 1875, the prosecutions have so far been-very few, 
but in estimating the operation of the Act, certain considerations should be borne in 
mind. In the first place, very few cases of so-called unseaworthy ships ever come 
within the scope of the fourth section at all. The offence, as there defined, is the 
“sending or taking to sea,” or attempting, or being party to an attempt to send to 
sea, an- unseaworthy ship. Unless, therefore, the ship is actually dispatched from 
port, or unless steps are taken to dispatch her which, but for interruption would 
result in her going to sea, the offence contemplated by the Act is not committed, and 
no criminal liability is incurred. In fact the detaining clauses which happily enable 
our surveyors to stop an unseaworthy ship before she leaves port, by that very means 
intercept also the completion of the offence of sending, or attempting to send, the 
ship to sea. In other words the mischief is stopped before it develops, by the ship’s 
departure to sea, into the stage of actual danger to human life, and the fourth section 
does not apply. Out of several hundred cases of detention an insignificant number 
only can therefore be referred for prosecution, owing to the preventive effect of the 
measures previously taken. Again, it should be remembered that the full operation of 
the Act dates from a recent period. The Royal Assent was given on the 13th August 
last, but the clauses which made compulsory the registration of managing owners did 
not begin to operate until the Ist November. It is probably premature:to estimate in 
any wide or exhaustive sense the results of the 4th section, and perhaps the most 
instructive review may be derived from a consideration of the four several cases which 
have proceeded so far as the application to the magistrates for a committal. 

Before referring to these, however, I may mention some of the difficulties which have 
beset these prosecutions. 3 


One question which has arisen is, as in the case of the “Sunbeam,” What are the 


precise proceedings which constitute a sending to sea, or an attempt to send to 
sea ? This question not only affects the dispatch of the vessel, as in the case mentioned 
but also the person to whom a sending or.an attempt to send is sought to be brought 
home. | 

Another difficulty which arose in all prosecutions under sec. 11 of the Act of 1871, and 
will still arise in prosecutions against the master under the Act of 1875, is to fix the 
person implicated with knowledge of the unseaworthiness. A difficulty of the same 
kind is also met with in preparing ourselves to meet the probable evidence on the part 
of the defendant-which the Act permits him to offer, to the effect that he “used all 
«‘ yeasonable means to ensure his ship being sent to sea in a seaworthy state or that 
« its going to sea in an unseaworthy state was, under the circumstances, reasonable 
«« and justifiable.” _ I have taken great pains in every case to complete this preparation 
_ to the utmost extent, but it is impossible to establish more than a primd facie case in 
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2 
this respect, which is liable to be rebutted, as in the case of the “ Leader,” by evidence 
in the possession of the defendant alone, and altogether beyond our reach. 

A third difficulty arises, and is illustrated by the cases of the “ Olive Branch,” the 
« Jane Innes,’ and the “Leader,” from the discrepancies between the evidence 
of witnesses at the inquiry and the evidence of the same witnesses before the 
magistrates given upon a new and criminal i issue involving serious consequences to the 
accused. 

A fourth difficulty is found in the facilities which exist in the case of seafaring 
witnesses who have ‘no permanent residence, for absenting: ‘themselves of their own 
choice, or through corrupt pressure, from the proceedings before the magistrates. 'The 
case of the ‘Olive Branch”’ presumably failed for this among other reasons. The case 
of the “Mino” furnishes a still better illustration in this respect, but the difficulty 
was obviated in that instance by actually-arresting an intended witness on. board. his 
ship, which had started on her voyage the day before the hearing. ’ 

Again, in a certain proportion of cases the question «of unseaworthiness is not 
itself a matter of fact but of scientific opinion, as applied to the. particular facts, 
a circumstance which necessarily increases the difficulty of proof. 

Another fact which has struck me as noteworthy is that the vessels which have 


come under consideration in reference to the Act have not been large vessels, and 


many of them were of quite small tonnage. 


It is a subject for regret that the prosecutions for unseaworthiness shout not be | 
heard before a stipendiary magistrate. It is imevitable and not unnatural that a lay 


bench of magistrates living among a shipping community, and probably themselves 
shipowners, should be supposed to “be less keen in the enforcement of the law than a 
stipendiary magistrate. 1 am afraid this is in many Cases an inherent difficulty phi 
we cannot obviate. 

Another matter for observation is the great expense attending the detention of nd 


witnesses after the close of the official inquiries for the purpose of ‘these prosecutions. 


This has been a source of considerable anxiety to me in view of our present expertnnee 
of the operation of the Act. a 
I have deemed it right to go somewhat fully into the cases of the “Olive Branch,” 


the “Leader,” ‘the “ J: ane Innes,” and the “ Mino,” which have actually been headed? 


before the magistrates, because the details may supply some instructive information. 
The following are the cases which have been dealt with in my department :— 


CASE OF THE “OLIVE BRANCH.” 


The “Olive Branch,” of Scarborough, was a barque of 318 tons, built of wood at 
Sunderland in 1856. 


She sailed from Liverpool on the morning of the 25th August last, with a cargo of 


salt, bound for Cronstadt. She was pumped before sailing, and’ a few hours afterwards 
she was found to be in a leaky condition, which gradually became worse. The crew 
were sent to the pumps for an hour at 8.20 a.m., again at noon, also again at 8 p.m., 
and again at 5 p.m. About 7 p.m. it was found. that the water which leaked into the 
vessel had melted the salt, and choked the pumps, which were useless. On the 
evening of the same day, the 25th August, the ‘crew informed the master that they 
would not work any longer unless he agreed to make for the nearest port. This the 
master refused to do, but the condition of the vessel continued to grow worse, and on 
the evening of the 28th August she was abandoned, and shortly afterwards she 
foundered. 

The Board of Trade ordered an Official Inquiry, which was held at Sunderland 
before two of the borough justices (one of whom sat upon the bench when the 
subsequent prosecution was heard), and two nautical assessors, on the 24ith, 25th, 27th, 
and 28th December last. 

In the report of the Court of Inquiry, signed by the four members, the following 
ee occurs: “The causes that led to the loss of this vessel are not difficult to 
“ define, for when it is considered that the ‘ Olive Branch’ was pumped before sailing 
“ and again on the 25th (the day of sailing) at 8 a.m., noon, 3 p.m., 5 p.m., and 
“« 7 p.m.; in fact, the crew were pumping off and on the entire day, and as the 
6 weather was such that the vessel was able to carry top ‘gallant sails, we cannot 
“ think that the great quantity of water made by this vessel was to be attributed to 
“ bad weather sustained after leaving port, but to the ho that she was leaking when 
* she commenced her voyage.” 

‘The judgment -of the Court was as follows :—* The Court having carefully 
* considered the evidence: adduced on » this 4 inquiry, with the statement of ae master, 


> e 


‘< finds that the abandonment and loss of the ‘Olive Branch,’ on the 28th August 
“ last, is to be attributed to and was’ caused by the gross and. culpable conduct, of 
“ Frederick Williams, the master, and finds him in default. 

« In. reviewing the facts and circumstances’ of this case, the court, taking into 
“ consideration the unjustifiable conduct of the master in, persisting in the prosecution 
“ of the intending voyage, on and after the night of Wednesday, August 25th last, 

“when the vessel was unseaworthy, and instead of seeking refuge in the Clyde, 
*‘ pushing out with a leaky vessel and pumps choked, through the North Channel, into 
“the Atlantic Ocean, thus unwarrantably endangering the life and property com- 
* mitted to his charge; and in addition to this, the fact of his having countenanced 
“the brutal treatment to which some of the crew were subjected by the boatswain, 
* adjudged that his certificate of competency, as master, No. 92409, be cancelled.” 

Qn this report being referred to me, I advised that a prosecution under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, must clearly be commenced against the master “ for 
“ knowingly taking an unseaworthy ship to sea, though in spite of the finding of the 
“ court, it was by no means free from difficulties, and success would be doubtful.” 

As against the owner, the case presented a different complexion. There was 
evidence at the inquiry, which tended to show a considerable expenditure upon the 
ship during the last few years, and to evince a bond fide intention on the part of the 
owner to keep her in a seaworthy condition. I did not, therefore, deem it right 
to prosecute him, unless at the hearing of the summons against the master the 
evidence should assume a worse aspect against the owner. 

The witnesses at the Inquiry were accordingly detained, and a prosecution was 
commenced against the master. The charge was heard at Sunderland on the 20th 
November and the 9th and 10th December 1875, before two justices, one of whom 
had. previously sat upon the inquiry, and had signed the report which has been quoted. 

Great pains were taken to ensure success ; and. at the request of our local agent, 
a barrister was sent from London to conduct the case. 

Two observations should be made upon the evidence adduced. The first is, that one. 
of the witnesses, whose evidence would have been valuable, absented himself, and was 
not tobe found. On the other hand, the case was supported by the evidence of 
independent witnesses who had not been examined upon the inquiry. 

The second observation is, that the witnesses did not all adhere closely to’ their 
statements at the inquiry. 

According however to the information of Mr. L. Hamel, who conducted the inquiry, 
and instructed counsel before the magistrates, it may be taken that upon the main 
question of seaworthiness on leaving port, the evidence was substantially the same as 
that which led the magistrate previously mentioned, to report with his colleagues at 
the inquiry, that the loss of the ship was to be attributed to the fact ‘that she 
“ was leaking when she commenced her voyage.” 

The magistrates dismissed the summons on the ground that the evidence did not 
justify them in sending the.case to a jury; but was most. contradictory, conflicting, 
and unreliable, and that the unseaworthiness from leaking had not been borne out in 
evidence.

‘CASE OF see iy LEADER,” 


-; “Mine: £6 Leader,” ’ of Liverpool, is a wooden nating schooner of 112 - and was built 

in Nova Scotia in 1856. 

_ She sailed from Llanelly on the 15th July last, for Limerick. During that 
voyage she was abandoned, but was afterwards brought into port and reclaimed by 

her owners. 

The Board of Trade ordered an Official Inquiry into the circumstances attending 
her abandonment, and the inquiry was accordingly held in Liverpool in the month 
of August last. 

The court found‘ that the master was justified in abandoning his vessel when he 
did, “ as it was clear, from the evidence, that the foremast was rotten, the mainmast 
“ rotten, and the whole of the rigging, both standing and running, in an unsound 
“ and defective condition,” and’ in conclusion, drew “the attention of the Board of 
Trade, to the fact, that the owner must: have’ known the defective and unseaworthy 
condition of the vessel which was not even sel to cope with summer weather with 
a cargo of coals on board. “!o°°! 

The owner of the vessel did not attend the inquiry after the fir st day. 
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Upon receiving the report, the Board of Trade caused some further inquiries to 
be made, and subsequently directed a prosecution. Proceedings were accordingly 
commenced, under the Act of 1871, against one of the registered owners of the 
vessel, for having sent the “ Leader” to sea, from Runcorn on the 21st February 
1875, and also from Llanelly on the 15th July 1875, in an unseaworthy condition. 

The defendant was summoned before the justices of the peace at Runcorn, who 
heard the case at great length during three days. 

The evidence placed before the justices was substantially the same as that which 
led the court of inquiry to report so strongly against the owner of the “Leader.” A 
former master gave evidence showing that this vessel had for some time been in a 
dangerous condition. The master who succeeded him, and who commanded her at the 
time of the abandonment, and two of the crew also gave strong evidence of the 
unseaworthy state of the ship. In answer to this evidence the defendant, the owner, 
availed himself of the liberty afforded him by the Act, and put in a number 
of letters recently written by the master to himself from various ports in which he 
had praised the appearance of the ship, and had not mentioned her defective condition. 
The owner also deposed to the expenditure of a considerable sum in repairs, and his 
evidence was supported by two ship repairers. : vs Pe 

-The justices dismissed the summons, but without costs, on the ground that the ~ 
evidence had been very conflicting and it was difficult to ascertain who was speaking 
the truth, but that contrasting the evidence generally, the justices thought that it was 
not sufficient to warrant a conviction, and in their opinion the defendant had 
relieved himself from criminal liability. 

Pending the prosecution the ‘‘ Leader” had arrived at Plymouth, from which port 
she again sailed for Runcorn on the 20th November. The Board of Trade being of 
opinion that the vessel was still unseaworthy, directed their surveyor at Liverpool to 
inspect the vessel and to report upon her condition. 

The survey was made by two shipwright surveyors, upon whose-report the Board of 
Trade directed the vessel to be formally surveyed as an unseaworthy ship, under the 
provisions of the 12th section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1873. 

The surveyors then reported that the vessel proved to be in such a bad condition in 
most of the places where opened that one of the owners who had been present at the 
survey, requested that any further survey should be postponed until he had had an 
opportunity of .consulting his co-owners as to whether they would abandon the vessel 
or open her further for the completion of the survey, expressing his own opinion that 
she was not worth the repairs that he could already see would be requisite. 

The surveyors further reported that the ship was at the time of leaving Plymouth 
unfit to proceed to sea without serious danger to human life. 

Upon this report the Board of Trade directed a further prosecution against the 
managing owner, under the Act of 1875, and certain difficulties having been 
cleared away, I have taken steps to bring about a second application for a committal 
before the magistrates at Liverpool. ; 


CASE OF THE “JANE INNES.” 


The “Jane Innes” of Scarboro’, was a schooner of 187 tons register, built at Leith 
in 1888. ux 

She sailed from the Tyne on the 9th August last with a cargo of 230 tons of coals 
for Boulogne and foundered whilst at anchor about two miles from land off Southwold, 
at about midnight on the 10th August, having been in a very leaky condition from the 
commencement of the voyage. 

The crew were saved in the ship’s boat. 

An Official Inquiry was ordered by the Board of Trade, and was held at Scarboro’, 
on the 27th and 28th August last. 

The court stated their opinion that the “ Jane Innes” foundered off Southwold, 
* she not having had sufficient necessary repairs after the storm of the 9th March to 
“ qualify her in being sent to sea with 280 tons of coal on the 9th August. 

The evidence given at the inquiry was to the effect that the vessel had sustained 
damage and been severely strained in a storm, which had occurred on a previous | 
voyage, and that the consequent repairs which had been stated to be necessary by 
Lloyds’ agent who had afterwards surveyed her, were merely temporary, and to enable 


her only to complete her then voyage to London, It appeared that the owners had 
not afterwards thoroughly overhauled and repaired the ship although they were 
informed that it would. be necessary for them to do so. 

“The Board ‘of Trade were of opinion that the owners of the “ Jane Innes” had 
failed in their duty, inasmuch as in the face of the statement just referred to they 
neglected to have such’ repairs completely carried out.’ In this view the Board of Trade 
_ were strengthened by the opinion of counsel who conducted the inquiry. The fatt that 
the vessel was throughout the voyage in a leaky condition, and that she foundered at 
anchor in ordinary weather in less than two days from leaving port, went far to 
establish her unseaworthiness at starting. 

The Board of Trade therefore ordered a prosecution to be instituted against the owners 
under the Merchant Shipping Act 1871, sec. 11. 

‘The case eame on at Newcastle in November last. The principal evidence adduced 
in support of the charge was that of the master, the Lloyds’ agent, and a shipwright 
who had given the evidence at the Official Inquiry which had led to the finding of the. 
court before quoted. 

The court dismissed the case on the ground that the unseaworthiness of the 
vessel was not proved. They declined to hear evidence on the part of the Board 
of Trade as to the sufficiency of the repairs which had been done to the vessel, and. 
further declined to grant a case to review their decision. 


CASE OF THE “ MINO.” 


The “ Mino,” of Liverpool, was a schooner of 88 tons register. She was built in 
1858, and was ‘at the time of her loss unclassed. She sailed from. Milford in October 
last, bound. for Waterford, and on the 30th of that month, being then off the coast 
of Wexford, she was run ashore by the captain, having been found to be sinking, and. 
she went to pieces in about 15 minutes afterwards. 

The Board of Trade ordered proceedings to be instituted under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1875, against the owner of the vessel for sending her to sea in an 
unseaworthy condition, and the case came on before the justices at Waterford 
on the 27th December last, when the owner was committed for trial at the next 
spring assizes. : 


CASE OF THE “JESSIE SCOTT.” 


The “ Jessie Scott,” of London, was a barque of 312 tons, built at North Hylton in 
the year 1863. 

She left Liverpool in the month of April 1875, with a cargo of iron pipes stowed in the 
hold, and during the months of July and August whilst in the latitude of Cape Horn, 
she encountered. heavy gales and finally became unmanageable. The master and crew — 
abandoned her on the 16th September 1875, in latitude 49°14 8. long. 78°24 W. 

Part of the crew reached Callao, where a Naval Court was held to investigate the 
causes which led to the abondonment of the vessel. | 

The court found that the abandonment was. justifiable, but were of opinion “ that 
«© the vessel was too deeply laden and her cargo stowed too low which was the primary 
* cause of the disasters which occurred during the voyage.” 

The papers were submitted to the professional officer of the Board of Trade, and upon 
the view which Be foo of the matter, it became quite clear that a prosecution could 
not be inspieatenio: 


CASE OF THE “ MARY.” 


The “ Mary ” was an iron paddle steamer registered at the port of Glasgow, of the 
registered tonnage of 409 tons, and was at the time of her loss a new vessel. 

‘The “Mary” sailed from Glasgow on the 15th October 1874, with a cargo of 
260 tons of coal, bound for Trinidad i in the West Indies. Six days after sailing she 
_ suddenly broke in two pieces, and in less than three minutes foundered off the coast of 
Cornwall. . 

Five lives were e lost, the remainder of the crew being saved. 

~ At the Official Inquiry which was held on the 21st October at Glasgow, the court 
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expressed their opinion that the “Mary” was “neither staunch, nor strong, nor 
seaworthy,” but a vessel of very light scantling, expressly intended for smooth 
water and river navigation, and in conclusion expressed their decided opinion that 
it was an act of great impropriety to send such a vessel to sea at all, even in the best 
season without effectual and substantial temporary strengthening. 


The, Board of Trade upon receiving this report referred the papers to the Lord 


Advocate of Scotland in December 1874, and desired him to consider the propriety 
of immediately instituting criminal proceedings against the owners under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1871. The case was by his direction submitted to Crown 
counsel in Scotland, who carefully and anxiously considered it, and came to the 
conclusion that it was not expedient under the circumstances to institute a prosecution, 
on the ground that the owner was clearly ignorant of the unseaworthy state of the 
vessel when she was dispatched, and that he would succeed in proving: Ist, his 
ignorance ; 2nd, that he used all reasonable means to make her seaworthy ; and thus 
establish his innocence under the liberty to give evidence afforded him by the statute. 
The Crown counsel therefore advised that no proceedings should be taken. 


CASE OF THE “ UNION.” 


The “ Union,” of Glasgow, was an iron schooner, built at port Glasgow in the year 
1867, and of 36 tons register. 

In the month of May last she was engaged in salying operations at the wreck of the 
steam ship “J. J.,” at Crail. Whilst so engaged, she struck on the rocks behind the pier, 
in entering the harbour of Crail, and was got off. The next day she was surveyed by 
two surveyors, who ordered certain repairs to be done. These repairs were executed, 
and the vessel, with the sanction of the surveyors, was allowed to proceed from Crail 
to Dundee. She sailed accordingly on the 27th May. On the voyage she was found 
to be leaking, and the water ultimately increased so much as to~put out the fires, 
whereupon the crew left the vessel, proceeding to St. Andrews in a small boat 
belonging to her. eae, ! 

The Board of Trade ordered an Official Inquiry into the cause of the loss of the 
vessel, and the court expressed their opinion, (1st) that the vessel was not fit for 
the service for which she was employed from the condition of her hull and machinery ; 
and (2nd) that in consequence of the persons in charge not being sailors, the master 
and owner being an engineer, she was not navigated with the skill and care necessary 
for her safety, and for the due protection of either life or property. 

Upon the finding above quoted, the Board of Trade determined to commence a 
prosecution under section 4 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, if it should appear 


probable on further investigation that a conviction could be obtained. It ‘was in — 


evidence, however, that immediately before the ship sailed, the master and owner had 
caused her to be surveyed by the only persons at Crail believed to possess the necessary 
skill, and had further executed the repairs which those surveyors had then ordered, 
and dispatched her to sea under their sanction. . 

This being the case, it was almost a matter of certainty that the owner would be able 
to prove that he had used all reasonable means to make the ship seaworthy before 
sailing, and that a prosecution would be unsuccessful. i 

No proceedings were therefore taken. 


CASE OF THE « FAY.” 


The ‘‘ Fay’ was a new screw steamer belonging to Glasgow, of 50 tons register. _ 

She left port Dundee on the 28rd September last, bound for Belfast with a cargo 
af about 84 tons of coal. 

During the voyage her sails were blown away, and she became unmanageable, 
Spee: touching the ground, she foundered on the 27th September near the Isle 
of Arran. : 

An Official Inquiry was held at Glasgow in October last, when the court found, 
Ist, that the “Fay” foundered owing to stress of weather; 2nd, that from her con- 
struction she was not fit for sea voyages, especially during the autumn or winter 
months, and that she was too deeply laden for any but canal or river navigation. 

The Board of Trade directed a prosecution to be instituted if a: conviction was 
probable, but upon a full consideration of the case they were advised by the 
Procurator Fiscal of Glasgow that it was almost impossible to obtain a conviction 
either against the owner or the master. It appeared that the question of the fitness 
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of the vessel for the voyage to Belfast was entirely a matter of opinion, and that 
a large amount of evidence would be adduced in support of the defence, that the ships 
going to sea was under the circumstances reasonable and justifiable. 

It would consequently be extremely difficult, if not impossible, to establish the 
necessary proof under the Act of 1875, and, inasmuch. as a failure to obtain a 
conviction in such a case would do harm in the district, the Procurator Fiscal advised 
that no proceedings ought to be instituted. 

The Board of Trade, therefore, upon a review of the circumstances, did not. feel 
justified in commencing a prosecution. 


CASE OF THE “ CAROLINE.” 


The “ Caroline” is a barque of 342 tons, registered at the port of South Shields, » 
and is 49 years old. 
_ The vessel was at the port of North Shields in the month of August last, waiting for 
cargo to be discharged. Having been informed that the vessel was chartered outwards 
for a fresh voyage and that she was in a defective condition, the Board of Trade 
detained the vessel as an unseaworthy ship. A suggestion was thereupon made that 
the facts might possibly warrant a prosecution under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1875, 
for attempting to send the “Caroline” to sea, but it was quite clear that the mere 
chartering of the vessel for a new voyage was not an act sufficiently proximate to her 
departure to sea to constitute an “attempt” within the meaning of the Act. An 
investigation was however made, with a view to ascertain whether a case could be 
made out under the Act of 1871, in regard to the previous voyage of the ship, but 
after further inquiry it was found that there were no sufficient grounds to justify 
a prosecution in respect of that voyage. 


CASE OF THE “ WILLIAM CONNAL.” 


The “ William Connal” was a steamer of 290 tons, built at Renfrew in the year 
1862. 

In August last, when lying at Glasgow, she was reported to the Board of Trade as 
having serious defects in her boilers, and the Board of Trade thereupon detained her as 
an unseaworthy vessel. The only circumstance bearing upon the intention of the 
owner or other persons to send the vessel to sea was the “ entry outwards” for a new 
voyage to France; this was clearly not an “attempt” within the meaning of the Act 
of 1875, and no proceedings were therefore commenced. 


CASE OF THE “SUNBEAM.” 


The “ Sunbeam,” of South Shields, is a ship of 988 tons, and was built at Medford, 
United States, in the year 1845. - 

She cleared in ballast at Plymouth, on the 30th July 1875, for Doboy, and. was 
towed into Plymouth Sound where she remained until the next day. On that day 
a pilot went on board for the purpose of taking the “Sunbeam ”’ to sea, but he found 
that the crew had refused duty on account of the vessel being in their opinion — 
unseaworthy. ‘This fact was communicated to the Board of Trade, and the vessel was 
detained for survey, under the provisions of the 12th section of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1873. The result of the survey made by the Board of Trade surveyors confirmed 
the opinion of the crew, and they reported the “Sunbeam” unfit to proceed to sea 
without serious danger to human life. : 

The “Sunbeam ”’ was kept under detention nntil she had been sufficiently repaired, 
and the papers were brought under consideration with a view to commence a 
prosecution under section 11 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1871. The gist of the 
offence consists, however, in the “sending the ship to sea” in a dangerous condition, 
and although everything was done and every preparation was made for the purpose 
of dispatching the vessel, as a matter of fact she did not sail from Plymouth and did 
‘not go to sea. 

It was therefore obvious that a prosecution could not succeed, and the Board 
of Trade were obliged to relinquish the idea of commencing it. 


CASE OF THE “ENNERDALE.” 


The “Ennerdale” is a barque of 322 tons, and was built at Whitehaven in the year 
1842. She sailed from Whitehaven in November last on a voyage to Algiers. Ten 
days after the commencement of the voyage she encountered severe weather, and put 
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back into Penarth Roads in a leaky condition, making 10 inches of water per hour. 
Whilst lying: in the Roads the crew refused duty, and six of them were taken ashore. 
Upon six more being taken back to replace them, the master ordered the ship to be 
got ready to go to sea again, and the boatswain and steward then declined to go in her. 
The ship continued to leak very much, and the second crew also refused duty. 

The vessel was towed into Cardiff, and the crew were prosecuted before the magis- 
trates. The magistrates ordered the vessel to be surveyed by the Board of Trade 
surveyor, who pronounced the vessel unfit to proceed, and thereupon the Board of 
Trade detained her as an unseaworthy ship, and sent down their principal shipwright 
surveyor to inspect and report upon the condition of the ship. 

That gentleman reported that in his opinion the “Ennerdale ” was unfit to proceed 
on a voyage to Algiers as intended, without serious danger to human life, but that he was 
strongly of opinion that her unseaworthy condition was to be attributed to undue 
straining in consequence of stress of weather after sailing, and he further stated that 
there was no evidence to show that the vessel was in an unseaworthy condition at 
the time of leaving Whitehaven for Algiers. | ie 

The Board of Trade were therefore unable to institute any proc eedings under the 
Act. Pa ry 


CASE OF THE “MARS.” 


The “ Mars” is a barque of the registered tonnage of 612 tons, and is 10 years old. 

She was about to sail from the Tyne, bound for Cronstadt with a cargo of bricks 
and coke, in the month of September last, when four out of the crew of 13 complained 
to the principal Board of Trade officer at North Shields that the vessel was unseaworthy 
by reason of defective hull and equipments. The crew also asserted that she leaked 
badly. It appeared, however, that the crew had made their complaint at the instigation 


of the owners themselves, in order that the vessel might be surveyed by the Board of 


Trade officers under sec. 2 of the Act of 1875. 
It was found upon such survey that the assertion as to the leaking badly which 


gave rise to the survey was erroneous, but the mainmast was found to be rotten at the 


deck under the coat, and in the way of the wedges, a defect, however, which was 
obviously a latent defect, and one of which neither the owners nor master nor crew 
had any knowledge. It also appeared that before loading for the voyage in question, 
the ship had been in dock for repairs, and that the repairs were executed. | 

Under these circumstances it appeared quite. clear that the prosecution would fail, 
and accordingly no proceedings were instituted. ‘ 


CASE OF THE “ EMILY.” 


The “Emily ” was a ship of 57 tons register, built at Knottingley in 1867. — 

She left Dordrécht for Middlesboro’ on the 3rd August last, with a crew of three 
hands only, having on board a cargo of between 90 and 100 tons of old iron rails, 
which had been loaded under the direction of the master. During her voyage she met 
with heavy seas which caused the cargo to shift, giving her a heavy list. Afterwards 
the seas broke on board, and the water poured into the hold in large quantities; the 
ship was then abandoned as she was sinking by the head, and the crew were saved. 

An Official Inquiry was held, and the court stated their opinion that the master was 
justified in leaving his vessel, and further, that the loss of the vessel was caused by the 
improper and unsafe way in which the cargo was stowed and secured ; “ therefore, from 
“a want of this most essential security, she left on her last voyage in.an unseaworthy 
condition.” ; 

Upon this report, the Board of Trade determined if possible to institute a prosecution, 
but the vessel having sailed before the passing of the Act of 1875, it was necessary for 
the purpose of establishing a case against the owner, to prove that he was aware of the 
unseaworthiness and sent her to sea in that condition, and as against the master, who 


was the person really responsible for the stowage of the cargo, the Act of 1871 


provided no remedy, inasmuch as the master took her to sea, and the offence under 
that Act is the “sending to sea’’ only. pein te pak Gs MEd | 

There being no evidence against the owner, and the section not applying to the 
master, no proceedings could be instituted. sice co Aeeaiane . A 
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CASE OF THE “HARDWICKE.” 


The “ Hardwicke” is a vessel of 268 tons, and was built at Sunderland in the year 
1848. 

This ship was loading a cargo at West Hartlepool in November last. The crew, with 

the ‘exception of the master and the cook, refused to proceed to sea in her, on the 
ground that she was unseaworthy, and the principal officer of the Board of Trade 
directed her to be surveyed. 
_. The Board of Trade surveyor reported that in his opinion the vessel was unfit to 
‘proceed to sea, without serious danger to human life, at that season of the year, having 
regard to the nature of the service for which she was then intended. It was denied 
however by the master that there was any intention to send her to sea in her then 
condition, and inasmuch as there was no evidence of any act which could constitute 
‘an attempt to send the ship to sea, within the meaning of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1875, no prosecution could be instituted. 


CASE OF THE “ EDEN.” 


~The “Eden,” of Whitby, is a snow of 223 tons, and was built at Whitby in the 
year 1854. 

She left Finclipping on the 23rd September last, with a cargo of battens for Berwick, 
making at the time very little water, although before arriving at Finclipping she had 
stranded on the island of Oland. The leakage, however, increased as the weather 
became worse ; and upon reaching the harbour of Elsinore, the crew, with the exception 

of the mate, refused to go any further in the ship on account of her bad condition. 

She was there surveyed by two ship masters, under the direction of the Consul, and 

was ordered to undergo slight repairs, which having been completed, she was pronounced. 
seaworthy. At the request of the two ship masters who had been ordered by the 
Consul to survey the vessels, two other British ship masters likewise examined the 
vessel, and concurred in their opinion that the vessel was then in a seaworthy state to 
prosecute the intended voyage. She then sailed away with a new crew, but they also 
haying refused, after a short experience at sea in the ship, to cross the North Sea in 
her, the vessel again put back to Hlsinore, whereupon the owner sent instructions to 
discharge the cargo and put the ship in thorough repair. 

In these circumstances, having regard to the fact that the vessel had stranded, and 
that after slight repair four surveyors had pronounced the vessel to be in a seaworthy 
condition, it appeared to the Board of Trade that a prosecution must fail, and 
accordingly no proceedings were taken. 


CASE OF THE “DERWENT.” 


The “ Derwent” is a barque of 440 tons, and was built at Sunderland in 1835. 

She left Hull for Cronstadt on the 31st July last at 4.a.m. with a cargo of coals. 
The pilot left about 8 o’clock, when all sail was made. The ship, however, according 
to the statements of the crew, encountered a strong breeze from the northward with a 
nasty head sea, and laboured heavily. 

- At 10 o’clock on the same morning all hands were called to the pumps, and pumped 
till noon, when the crew went aft and demanded to return to port. The master 
_ refused at that time to put back, but on the demand being peremptorily renewed at 
4. p.m. he wore ship and returned to Grimsby at 8 a.m. on the Ist August. She was 
then put upon the mud for repairs, and some repairs were done. The crew demanded 
their discharge, which they obtained after some difficulty. 

It is alleged that a second crew was taken down from London on the 11th August 
in order to sail again from Grimsby immediately, but that on seeing the vessel they 
refused to risk the voyage. 

On the same day, the 11th August, the Board of Trade received information (from the 
Plimsoll Seamen’s and Firemen’s Defence Association at Grimsby) which led them to 
order the above vessel to be detained for survey at Grimsby, as an unseaworthy vessel 
under the provisions of the 12th section of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1878. . 

The vessel being loaded, the survey could not be completed. The owners were 
unwilling to incur the expense of unloading at Grimsby, and requested permission 
from the Board of Trade for the vessel to proceed to Hull and subsequently to London. 
The Board of ‘Trade, after consulting their principal shipwright surveyor, Mr. Turner, 
allowed her to be towed to London, upon certain repairs (which Mr, Turner considered 
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to be necessary before commencing the voyage) being effected. She left Grimsby 
about the 6th September and in due course arrived in London. The survey ordered 
by the Board of Trade has not, however, yet reached its final stage. 

On the 27th August a memorial was received by the President of the Board of 
Trade from part of the crew of the vessel, complaining of her defective condition, and 
asking that the owner and master should be prosecuted. 

Tnstructions were immediately sent to detain the necessary witnesses in view of a 
probable prosecution. 

A question arose in this case whether the prosecution should be immediately 
instituted or should be held over until the formal survey which had been ordered by 
the Board of Trade should be completed. Other questions arose in the case, which 
made it necessary to obtain the opinion of counsel, who advised that the survey should 
be completed before the commencement of any proceedings, as among other reasons, 
it would be a subject of strong observation on the part of the defendants, were the 
prosecution pressed without waiting for the completion of the survey. 

A further survey was made at the end of October, and the report of that survey 
confirmed the surveyor’s previous opinion as to the condition of the vessel, but stated 
that the completion of the survey was still prevented by the vessel not having been 
placed in dry dock and prepared for that purpose, in accordance with the surveyor’s 
previous requirements. 

The Board of Trade, acting upon the advice of counsel, deferred taking proceedings 
until the formal survey should have been completed, but so much difficulty was 
experienced in the preliminaries necessary for the purpose, and so much delay occurred, 
that I have felt it right to consult counsel again, to ascertain whether he concurred 
in my own view, as he in fact did, that masmuch as the defects already discovered 
upon the first and second surveys unquestionably amounted to unseaworthiness, the 
prosecution need no longer be delayed. 


This being a case under the Act of 1871, very great difficulty has been experienced | 


in obtaining the necessary proof for the purpose of bringing the offence home to the 
parties against whom we are advised to proceed, and constant efforts are still being 
made to obviate those difficulties. I propose that even if after all, there should be 
some degree of doubt attending the success of a prosecution, it will still be proper, 
in acase of this kind, to take a certain risk of failure, rather than allow the parties 
whom we believe to be guilty to evade a trial.

Mr. Erskine to the Earl of Derby. 


My Lord, Stockholm, 20 November 1875. 
I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith the copy of a note I have this day 
received from General Bjornstjerna, informing me that the Swedish and Nor- 


wegian Governments have acceded to the proposals contained in your Lordship’s 


Circular Despatch, marked Commercial, of the 3rd of February last,* with respect 
to the precautions to be adopted to prevent the transfer of unseaworthy British 
vessels to foreign flags. 

His excellency, however, points out that, solely with a view to avoid the risk 
of vessels being unnecessarily detained, the plan proposed by Her Majesty’s 
Government has been slightly modified. The Swedish and Norwegian consular 
officers in the United Kingdom are henceforth not to grant. certificates of 
nationality without previously notifying the transfer to Her Majesty’s Board of 
Trade, and ascertaining from the competent British authorities that the vessels 
thus about to be transferred to their flag are in a seaworthy condition, but the 
formality of a special survey is not to be deemed requisite to complete the 
transfer.

DeEcrEE respecting the issue of temporary certificates of nationality for British ships 
purchased on Danish account in Great Britain and Ireland. 

Concerning the law of the 30th of March last, his Majesty has been pleased, owing to 
the humble petition laid before him by the Minister of the Interior, to declare that, as 
regards what the law of the 13th March 1867, Art. 13, prescribes, respecting the regis- 
tration of Danish ships, the said provisional certificates of nationality shall, in the case of 
a British ship being purchased in any port of Great Britain or Ireland on Danish account, 
not be issued, unless, in addition to the above prescribed proofs, is attached an attestation 
from the authorities of the British Board of Trade to the effect that the vessel is sea- 
worthy.

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MEMORANDUM. 


Tue following pages contain a statement of all the telegrams conveying 
intelligence of weather issued by the Meteorological Office in the year 1875, 
and also of all the storms experienced on the “coasts of the British Islands | 
during the sarne period. 


The facts on which the account of the storms has' been based are,— 


I. The continuous records of the direction and velocity of the wind 
furnished by the self-registering anemographs, on Dr. Robinson's principle, 
erected by the Meteorvlogical Committee at 10 stations distributed over 
the United Kingdom, viz.: Kew, Yarmouth, Falmouth, Stonyhurst, Holy-_ 
head, Glasgow, Aberdeen, Sandwick Manse (Orkneys; ) Armagh, and 
Valencia; as well as at the stations of Alnwick Castle, Seaham Harbour, 
and Halifax, the results from which are supplied respectively by the kind- 
ness of the Duke of Northumberland, the Marquis of Londonderry, and 
L. J. Crossley, Esq. 


II. The observations taken at the felestankae reporting stations (29 in 
number) situated in these islands. 


III. Reports furnished by certain volunteer observers: which have been 
received at the Meteorological Office. :

The office is without accurate information as to the wind on the west coast 
of Ireland, generally, from Valencia to Lough Foyle, as well as on the west 
coast of Scotland, from the Mull of Cantyre to Cape Wrath, with the single 
exception of that received from its telegraphic reporting station at Stornoway. 


The only stations at which the signals are hoisted within the above limits are 
Tralee, Limerick, and Galway, so that it is evident that the districts in question 
cannot be represented in the Keturn now submitted. 


The scales, according to which the violence of the gales is estimated, are 
two in number, and are as follows :—

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has been drawn up in the Meteorological Office from observations carried on at 
Holyhead and Yarmouth, and may be considered as approximately correct. 


The principles of the system of warnings followed in 1874 are fully explained 
in Parliamentary Paper, No. 10, dated 25th November 1867, in which (Letter 9, 
from the Meteorological Committee to the Board of Trade) it is said, “The 
signal would be simply of a warning nature, and, without conveying the 
impression that the storm would necessarily strike the port where it was hoisted, 
would imply that extra caution in navigation was requisite.’ The Committee 
therefore would consider that extra caution in navigation would be necessary 
for coasters and fishing boats when the force of the wind reaches No. 8 of 
Beaufort’s Seale, or even No. 7, while no serious danger can be said to exist 
unless the force reaches 9. 


All observations of the wind in which the force exceeded 7 (a moderate gale), 
or the velocity exceeded 40 miles an hour, have been quoted as instances of 
_ the occurrence of a gale, but it has not been considered that the signal was 
hoisted late or was hauled down too soon unless the force of 9 (a strong gale) or 
the velocity of 50 miles an hour was reached prior to the issue of the order to 
hoist, or subsequent to the issue of the order to lower. 


With reference to the definition of a serious gale, as force 9, which agrees 
with that adopted by the Board of Trade, a further limitation has béen taken. 
The experience of the office has shown that at exposed stations, such as Holy- 
head and Sandwick Manse, the force of the wind is exceptionally strong, while 
it is exceptionally weak at inland stations, such as Kew and Armagh. 


It is therefore fair to assume that the occurrence of a velocity of 50 miles an 
hour at Holyhead or Sandwick respectively does not in itself prove the preva- 
lence of a strong gale on the whole line of coast of St. George’s Channel and 
the Irish Sea, or on the east coast of Scotland, as the case may be. 


In the Summary, pp. 22 to 27, all cases in which the signal has been shown 
to be partially late by one single report of force 9, vr of the velocity of 50 miles, 
have been specially noted in the remarks. 


The converse modification of increasing the velocities reported at inland 
stations, in order to obtain an improved estimate of the force of wind on the 
coast, has not been carried out, owing to the absence of sufficient information as 
to the co-efficients which should be used in each case to obtain the true velocity 
of the wind on the coast. , 

The service of meteorological telegraphy is subject to a constantly recurring 
interruption,. by the fact of no telegrams being received on Sundays. It should 
be borne in mind that even if attendance were given at the office on that day, it 
would not be possible to render generally available-tothe public the telegraphic 
intelligence which might be issued. As a rule, the telegraphic offices at the 
seaports and fishing stations are closed on Sundays at noon, about which time 

jhe telegrams from the Meteorological Office would usually reach the coast. 


The Summary, p. 27, shows that the total per-centage of success is nearly 
the same as in the last three years, and far higher than those for 1871 and 
1870 (Parl. Papers, No. 504, 1871; No. 152, 1873).

It will be seen that a total proportion of success, above 75 per cent., has been 
maintained during the past four years. The difference between the results as | 
regards the warnings, justified by subsequent gales in 1872, as compared with 
the later years, is due to the fact that in the preparation of the Return for that 
year a lower force of wind was taken as indicating a gale, and there appeared 
to be, therefore, a more complete justification of the warning, than has sub- 
sequently been the case. 


The office having to issue its warnings on the first signs ot the apyroach of 
storms has in several cases only to show winds of forces 6 and 7 as justifica- 
tions of its cautionary telegrams. The warnings, therefore, were perfectly 
right in principle, though hardly necessary for large sea- ue ships, as distin- 
guished from yachts, coasters, and fishing boats. 


In this Return, as in that for 1874, the duration of each gale at the observa- 
tories is given, 7.e., the number of hours during which the velocity exceeded 
50 miles ; it will be seen from this, that in many cases where the warnings were 
late, or were not issued at all, the gale which was felt was of little consequence. 


The results of the six years’ work will, it is hoped, show that while the office 
cannot be expected to be able to give timely warning of all gales, it has yet 
been able to give such information as would, if attended to, have enabled our 


coasting seamen to avoid the violence of almost all the serious storms which 
have visited our coasts.

I HAVE the honour to report that, in compliance with your instructions, I have, in com- 
any with Mr. Godfrey, surveyed the above-named vessel, and find as follows, viz. :— 
ee laden with salt; draught of water forward, 20 feet 2 inches ; aft, 21 feet, having a 
clear side, in midships, of 6 feet 93 inches, or about 34 inches to 1 foot of depth of hold. 
At 11.10 a.m. sounded both main pumps, and found 22} inches of water in pump-well ; 
pumps sounded in presence of master, chief officer, and carpenter. At 11.12 a.m, sealed 
pumps, and commenced general examination of hull and equipments. 


Hull.—Outside planking in good condition; some planks evidently new ; upper butts 
of diagonal doubling, firm and solid; in fact, no portion of the outer upper works exhibit 
the least degree of working or straining.

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Examined both “side” ports, and found them well secured and watertight; exterior 
rim-plate of starboard port slightly started; irrespective of this, the ports are in every 
way reliably safe and efficiently secured. 

"The whole of the upper deck, from forward to proper shifts abaft the entrance to the 
poop, is quite new, and the caulking sound and good; a number of the upper deck beams 
are new; the others sound and good. fae 

The whole of the upper deck, lodging knees, sheef, ceiling, &c., are in a satisfactory 
condition, none of the iron “ hanging” knees showing the least signs of. movement; the 
same remark applies equally to waterways, planksheer, roughtrees, and every other por- 
tion of the hull that was seen during my survey. I personally tested upwards of 200 of 
the ship’s timbers, all of which I found in good condition, and free from excessive 
moisture. 


Equipments.—All masts in good condition. 

Standing rigging, of metal, in good order. 

Some of the running gear defective; this, however, could be spliced up and re-used. 

Foot-rope on “ crotchet” yard should be renewed. About 15 coils of rope of various 
sizes are on board, suitable for running and other gear. 

The mainsails are in good order, as also are those on the mizenmast; the lower fore- 
sail and fore-topsail are somewhat worn in places, but by no means to a serious extent, 
having sustained no other damage than could be easily repaired by a sailmaker of ordinary 
ability, a large store of canvas being on board for repairs and renewals. _- ; 

My attention was drawn to the.house on deck in which the crew were berthed; the 
carpenter complained that it (the house) was “too dark, very wet, and not fit to live in.” 
I found, however, that at some time previous to my visit some of the side-lights of the 
house in question had been covered with a layer of white, or lime-wash, thus excluding 
much of the light that would otherwise have been admitted. The ‘“ cants,” or founda- 
tions of the house, I found to be quite new, and securely bolted to the beams of the ship. 

The upper part of the house has, no doubt, been shaken, caused probably by the tear- 
ing away of the long-boat, which it would appear was carried on the roof of this struc- 
ture; there is, however, no serious damage to the house; any existing defect could have 
been remedied by the carpenter or his mate, which, in addition to a little more cleanliness 
on the part of the crew, would have made the place watertight and comfortable. 

The boats now on board consist of two double-ended and one square-sterned boat, the 
two former measure each 24°4 by 7°1 by 2°7; the latter 24-6 by 6°2 by 2°6. 

The rudder and steering gear is in good order; three knots of spokes of the steering 
wheel are broken off. 

At 3.15 p.m. broke seal and sounded pumps; found 23 inches of water in pump-well, 
being an increase of three-quarters of an inch in three hours three minutes, or, as near as 
possible, a quarter of an inch per hour. I am of opinion that even this small quantity is 
not all due to leakage, but that the cargo in some measure contributed to the quantity of 
water found in the well after sounding at the time stated. 

After an ordinary spell at pumping with one pump, with about the usual number of 
hands, the water was reduced five inches. 

The pumps. are in excellent condition, and worked remarkably well. 

From the general condition of the ship and her equipments, [ am unable to find that. 
the crew were justified in refusing to continue the voyage, as I believe her to be a sound, 
strong vessel, well equipped, and fit to proceed to sea without serious danger to human 
life.

THE Case or THE Suip “ Witp Ross.” 


The Crew at the Police Court.: 


At the Birkenhead Police Court yesterday, before Mr. Preston, 20 seamen, belonging 
to the ship “ Wild Rose,” were charged under the 243rd section of the Merchant Shipping 
Act with the following offences :—Wilful disobedience of lawful commands, contmued 
wilful disobedience, and continued wilful neglect of duty, combining to disobey lawful 
commands, combining to neglect duty, and combining to impede the progress of the 
voyage, The following are the names of the defendants:—James M‘Clements, Frederick 
Cook, James Hales, Charles Loush, William OBrien, John Lewis, James. Doig, Richard 
Muskey, Patrick Falvey, William Hartnett, John Clifford, Alfred Moller, Michael Kelly, 
John Christien, Peter Olson, James M‘Namara, William Mailly, Lewis Oison, William 
Cannon, and Ambrose Hawkins. Mr. Carr.appeared to prosecute on behalf of the captain 
of the “ Wild Rose ;” Mr. Potter, barrister, watched the case for Sir James Malcolm, 
owner of the ship; and Dr. Commins, barrister, represented the defendants. ry 

. Mr. 
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Mr. Carr stated that the “Wild Rose” was a vessel of 1,572 tons, belonging to the 
port of Liverpool, and she was built in 1864. At the termination of her last voyage she 
was re-classed A 1 for five years at Lloyd’s. She was re-coppered and re-caulked, and 
everything was done to her in order to make her a first-class ship. The crew, consisting 
of 32 hands all told, were shipped on the 13th December, and were to be on board on the 
165th. She had a cargo of salt, and was. bound for Calcutta. Instead of being on board 
at the proper time on the 15th, they were some hours late, and they came on board in a 
state of intoxication. The ship was in consequence compelled to remain in the Mersey 
until the 16th, when she sailed. She was pumped on the 18th, and also when going down 
the Channel, when high winds and cross winds prevailed, and the weather was very rough. 
When off the Smalls, on the morning of the 22nd December, the crew told the second 
officer that they wanted to sce the captain, and they all mustered in front of the poop. 
They said they would not proceed ‘further in the ship, and that she must put back into 
some port, as she was making too much water. The captain replied that they had already 
pumped her out in five minutes, but they still refused to proceed, and left the captain to 
his own resources. ‘There was nothing at all for it but to put back, and that was done, 
and the ship put to enormous expense. The captain and officers were prepared to proceed 
in the ship, and it seemed monstrous that the men under their charge should set them at 
defiance. When the ship arrived in Liverpool she was put into dock, and her owner, Sir 
James Malcolm, being determined to show that the ship was all right, instructed the 
Board of Trade to make asurvey. That had been done, and the gentlemen who conducted © 
it would concur with Lloyd’s surveyor that the ship was perfectly seaworthy, and as strong 
as ever left the port. Most of the crew had received two months’ advance. 

Dr. Commins asked if the men were charged singly or altogether. 

Mr. Carr: Altogether. 

Dr. Commins said. that the matter was one of great importance, particularly as it raised 
a question under a recent Act of Parliament, and he therefore asked for an adjournment 

‘in order that a proper Board of Trade survey under the Act might be made. If the ship 
was in such an unseaworthy condition that she could not go to sea without imminent risk 
to the lives of all on board, the crew would be perfectly justified in all they had done. 
The men had made a declaration to the officer of the Board of Trade appointed for the 
purpose, that the ship was in an unseaworthy condition, but no survey had been made in 
pursuance of that declaration, and, therefore, he asked for an adjournment in order that 
a survey might be made. The men were all charged together, and, therefore, they could 
not be witnesses for each other. The “ Wild Rose” was laden with salt, and a survey 
made outside her was of no avail. She would have to be cleared of: her cargo before a 
proper survey could be made. The men would not have unanimously refused to proceed 
in the ship except they had grounds for the refusal. They said she was leaky, making 
six inches of water per hour, and that her sails and rigging were rotten. This they were 
prepared to prove. He would call a gentleman who accompanied the crew to the Board 
of Trade office, and heard the declaration made by them. Unless it was proved that a 
survey was made after the declaration, he conceived his worship would have no other 
duty but to adjourn the case, so that the defence of the men might be put properly before 
the court. 

Mr. Carr said he never heard of amore outrageous proposition. The ship arrived on 
the 23rd December, and the Board of Trade surveyors were directed to make the survey 
required. That had been done. What could the object of the application be except to 
detain the ship. He had four surveyors in court to give evidence. 

Mr. Potter also opposed the application for an adjournment onthe part of the owner. The 
vessel had already been detained in port 10 days, and to have her further detained, without 
there being a shadow of reason for it, would be an outrageous injustice. 

Dr, Commins said that the Board of Trade was bound to pay the expenses. The 
defendants would be able to prove that a band of riggers were put on board the ship 
early in the morning, before the surveyors went on board. 

Mr. 7. C. Fyfe was then called by Dr. Commins. He stated that he was an agent in 
Liverpool for Mr. Plimsoll. He accompanied the men to the office of the Board of Trade 
on Wednesday last, where he saw Captain Moodie and Mr. Taylor. About a dozen of 
the men were with him, and every impediment was placed in his way. On Friday they 
presented their solemn declaration, which was signed by 20 of the crew, and he pro- 
duced the original document. Captain Moodie ordered all the men to be called into the 
office. They were-placed before two surveyors, and Captain Moodie read over the 

_ declaration, and asked the men if they declared the vessel unseaworthy. They replied in 
the affirmative. 

In cross-examination by Mr, Carr witness said that he was not Mr. Plimsoll’s paid 

ent. He never received a shilling from Mr. Plimsoll or the Plimsoll Fund for anything 
hedid. ‘The crew called on him on Christmas Day, while he was at dinner. He (witness) 
was a ship broker and share broker. When the surveyors came on board the “ Wild 

Rose” he (witness) was sent on shore. He did not remember Captain Moodie telling him 

that the survey was being made, nor did he know positively that it had been made. 

_ Mr. Carr.—Why did you not take steps since Wednesday last to get a survey on the 

part of the men ? Tiedt gt . 

_ Mr, Fyfe.—Because I have been humbuyged by the officers of the Board of Trade; 

they kept me dancing about from their office to the stipendiary magistrate in Liverpool 
and Birkenhead. BET ; 

he 7. ; A4 ; Mr, 
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Mr. Carr.—When you went to Captain Moodie, what did you ask him for ? . 
‘Mr. Fyfe.—I told him i called upon him under counsel’s advice, desiring to have 
their consent to take out a summons against the owner for unseaworthiness. . 
Mr. Carr.—Do you mean to tell the court you went to make the application without 
first getting a survey to see whether the ship was seaworthy or unseaworthy ? 
Mr. Fyfe. We could get no information from the Board of Trade. Their object was 
to keep us entirely in the dark. 
Mr. Carr.—When you made that application, had you previously applied for a 
survey? 
Mr. Fyfe.—I am not aware whether I did or not. 
Mr. Carr.—They refused the summons ? . 
Mr. Fyfe.—They referred me to Mr. Raffles. Witness added that Mr. Plimsoll was 
using his influence in London with the object of a survey being made. ‘The officers of the 
Board of Trade had humbugged him throughout. 
Mr. Carr.—I am not surprised at that. 
Mr. fyfe.—They ought to be protectors of the sailors. 
In answér to Mr. Potter, witness said that he did not-hear until he came into court that 
a Board of Trade survey of the ship had been made. 
The following statement of the crew was read by Mr. Fyfe:— | 
We left the Queen’s Dock, Liverpool, and anchored in the Mersey on Wednesday, the 
15th December last, at about 3 pm. We went to the pumps at about 3.30 p.m., and 
worked for about 13 to 1? hours before they sucked. We then had our suspicions that 
the ship was too leaky. We next went to the pumps at about seven the same evening, 
and worked for about three-quarters of an hour. We went to the pumps again on Thurs- 
day morning, when the carpenter found about 21 ‘inches in the well, the vessel haying 
made about five inches in the interval. On Thursday, the 16th, at about 10 a.m., we 
finished weighing anchor, and were taken in tow of the steam-tug “ Universe.” She took 
us as far as the Ormeshead. The tug left us about 5 p.m. the same day. Wind about 
south. We set some sail on the ship before the tug left us, and up to that time we thought 
all was well. Soon after the tug left, and when hoisting the foretopsail, we found we could 
not masthead the yard. One man was sent aloft to examine, and found the top block 
broken. One-half of the shell was gone. Another block was sent aloft, and we set the 
sail. At that time the weather was very fine, with the wind about, south, and no sea 
running. After the tug left us we had orders to pump every four hours. All plain sail 
set, we conuinued to beat down Channel, and about 8 p.m. on Thursday, 16th, we went to 
the pumps, did not sound them, but worked at them for about one hour and 10 minutes. 
After that we pumped ship every four hours. All went well on Thursday night; and on 
Friday, the 17th, about dusk, it commenced to blow a little. The vessel was then making 
three inches of water per hour, and observing that she commenced to make water’ more 
freely, we shortened sail, on the chief officer’s orders. While shortening sail we found the 
running gear, with scarcely an exception, so bad, that two hands pulling on it carried it 
away. ‘he badness of the gear was at once reported to the chief officer. It blew stiffly 
about midnight on Friday, the water hourly increasing. About this time the wind eased 
off, and we had fine weather until Saturday evening. About dusk it commenced to blow 
again; the vessel was then making from three to four inches of water per hour. On 
Tuesday, the 21st, when it was blowing, the captain gave instructions to sound the pumps; 
the port or weather-pump was sounded, and 154 inches found in the well. Sounded 
again in apn hour after (and after the mainsail was put on to heel her further over) and 
found 14 inches im the well. Pumped her out then, and orders given to pump her every 
two hours. We sounded again in an hour and a half after, and found 20 inches in the 
well. It continued to blow until we reached the Smalls on Wednesday, the 22nd, when 
we put about for Liverpool, leaking badly, and making five to six inches per hour. On 
the Sunday previous, and before we put about, all hands (white men) were making great 
complaints amongst ourselves about the ship’s leaky state, and our complaints were com- 
municated to the first and second offi¢ers by all of us. Complaints continued until the 
Tuesday afternoon, when all hands went aft to the captain, and asked him to put the ship 
back into any port, as we considered she was making too much water, and was unsea- 
worthy aloft. In reply to the captain, the boatswain said the ship was unseaworthy aloft, 
and the carpenter at the same instant told the captain that the vessel was making too 
much water. The captain replied that the vessel was only making what any ordinary 
vessel would make under similar circumstances, and he asked the crew what their opinion 
was. With one voice, all hands (including the Malays) replied, “ Put the ship back.” 
We then retired, and left the captain to consider, We kept the ship in her course. 
Shortly after, the chief officer came forward and told us that the captain would put into 
Queenstown. We replied, “‘ Any port; we do not care which; we want to get clear of 
her.” At this time the captain was on deck, and ordered the ship about, but changed 
his mind, and headed towards Queenstown. We continued that course until about 
7 p.m., when we head-reached the ship for the night; ship making much water; 
and we continued to head-reach until Wednesday afternoon, about 2 p.m., when 
the captain, of his own accord, bore up Channel. (Before then, in the forenoon 
of same day, our longboat lurched overboard and was lost, and at about the same 
time the captain’s chronometer, through some accident, was broken, and rendered 
unserviceable.) When off Point Lynas, next day, Thursday, about 10 a.m., the 
captain telegraphed ashore, and soon after the tug steamer, “ Commodore,” took 
us 
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us in tow, and we anchored in the Sloyne on the same night, Thursday (23rd 
December), before midnight. Next morning (Friday, 24th) a shore boat came alongside 
with the captain, and one river police officer came on board and remained all day. He 
left the ship on Friday evening, and was then relieved by another, who remained on board 
until 8 p.m., when he left, and no other police officer came on board. On the Briday 
morning, immediately after breakfast, the captain ordered all hands aft, and on the main 
deck demanded to know if we would dock the ship. We replied that we had never refused 
duty, and that we would most certainly dock the ship if he (the captain) desired it. We 
got the ship ready for docking by Friday night, the 24th, and docked her in the Hast 
Float, at Birkenhead, on the Saturday (25th) morning’s tide. After cleaning up we 
pumped the ship, and the captain refused to let any of us go ashore; some-of us went 
ashore without permission in the afternoon. All hands mustered on board at the pumps 
on Sunday morning (26th), and, after pumping the ship, we were at liberty. Some of us 
remained on board, and others, as we pleased, went ashore, and all hands mustered on 
board on Monday morning (27th), after breakfast, at the pumps. At about 8 a.m. on 
Monday a gang of riggers came on board and commenced to strip the vessel of her (set up) 
running gear, and at about 11 a.m. on Monday (27th) several surveyors came on board, 
and also a gentleman, who we learned acts occasionally in such matters for Mr. Plimsoll. 
Mr. Plimsoll’s representative, we observed, was ordered ashore by one gentleman in 
authority, and he was not allowed to take any part in the survey, but we heard him direct- 
ing the attention of the surveyors to the running gear that had been removed, and also to 
the sails aloft, and to the steering gear. And during part of the time the surveyors were 
on board we saw Mr. Plimsoll’s friend sculling alone in a small boat, and very carefully 
examining the top sides of our vessel. Immediately after the surveyors finished aloft, we 
had instructions to unbend the foretopsails. The riggers at the same time unbended the 
foresail and foretop-gallantsail. Before the surveyors came on. board on Monday morn- 
ing, we pumped the ship until we reduced the water in the well to 214 inches, when the 
_ehief officer ordered us to stop. Before we commenced pumping on Monday morning, 
the captain threatened to put the carpenter in irons for having sounded the pumps before 
pumping commenced. ‘ é 

We do not hesitate to state that we consider this vessel (the “ Wild Rose”) was sent 
to sea in a most unseaworthy state, particularly through her dangerously leaky condition 
in a seaway, and also in her sails and running gear, all of which (with few exceptions) is 
unfit for a Calcutta voyage, particularly at this season of the year. Under those circum- 
stances we considered ourselves perfectly justified in asking the captain to go into port, 
for we were-unanimous in our opinion that we could not keep the vessel afloat in a heavy 
sea. We declare the house on deck in which we live as totally unfit to sleep in. The 
water comes through nearly all the seams in its top and sides.

Mr. Carr.| If Mr. Plimsoll, who has got a good fund at his back, will undertake to pay 
for the detention of the ship, I will be satisfied. 

Dr. Commins. |'I have no authority to consent to that. The Act provides that the 
country shall pay the expense, 

Mr. Carr, in reply to Dr. Comming, said that the cargo had not been taken out of the 
ship, and they had no intention of removing it. 

Mr. Preston.| Has the captain taken any action in the matter since the 29th of 
December ? 

Mr. Potter.| Certainly not. In the ordinary course, when the vessel came back, Captain 
Moodie ordered an official survey under the Act. 

Mr. Preston said he would go on with the evidence. 

Dr: Commins said that being so, and as he could only defend the men by having each 
one of them examined, he would be compelled to retire from the case. 

Mr. Preston.] You would have the power of cross-examining. 

Dr. Commins said he must decline to do that. His evidence would be entirely shut out. 
Of course, in retiring he meant no disrespect to Mr. Preston.

Dr. Commins then withdrew, and evidence was taken. “ 

Captain Doswell was the first witness called. He stated that he had been a master 
mariner for 16 years, and had been: six years captain of the “ Wild Rose.” She was: sur- 
veyed and re-classed before she sailed on her last:voyage for Calcutta, witha cargo of salt. 
There were 32 hands all told, and they were to be on board on the 15th of De- 
cember, by eight o’clock in the morning. ‘They did not come for some hours afterwards, 
and they were then nearly all drunk. About three o’clock the ship:anchored in the river, 
and she sailed next morning. While lying in the river, the ship was»pumped, and she 
sucked at 16. The men were so drunk they could not pump properly. In going 
down the Channel they had fine weather for two days, but heavy weather afterwards. 
She shipped a great deal of water. On the 21st the ship was off the Smalls, and previous 
to noon of that day witness heard no complaint. The second mate then told him that the 
inen wanted to see him; and on going to them they told him they would not, proceed 
unless he put into some port, as she was making a great deal of water. She was pumped 
out in five or ten minutes; and witness told the men to satisfy themselves that she was 
dry. ‘They sucked her out, and it took them about five minutes. He (witness) sounded 
the pump himself, and found 154 inches; that was below what she:sucked at. Two:hours 
afterwards he again sounded, and found only the same depth of water in the weather 
pump. The men were again mustered to the lee pump, and she was sucked out in about 
four minutes. At three o’clock he found 21 inches of water, and she was sucked out in 
144 minutes. The men still refused to proceed, and:declined to-work. He was therefore 
‘compelled to put into Queenstown, and afterwards returned to Liverpool, arriving on the 
night of the 23d December. There was nothing in the state of the ship to prevent the 
men going in her, ‘Lhe ship was now in dock, and. he and the officers: were quite willing 
to sail in her. 

The carpenter of the ship said that she was “ gone above and below.” 

In answer to one: of the defendants, Captain Doswell said that the sails had been 
wilfully torn by some one. ; . 

Richard Henry Richmond, the pilot who took the “ Wild Rose” out to sea, stated that 
when the crew went on board they were all drunk with the exception of four or five. He 
(witness) could see nothing wrong with the ship. 

Thos. Jones, chief officer of the ‘* Wild Rose,” stated that the most water the ship made 
was from four.and.a half to five inches per hour in bad weather. ~He ‘corroborated. the 
captain’s evidence. we “a 

Captain Light, one of Lloyil’s surveyors for the port of Liverpool, stated that while the 
« Wild Rose ” was in port in October last she was surveyed and underwent. repairs under 
his supervision. After her return on the 27th of December he made another survey of 
her. ‘There was nothing about the ship that would justify the crew in refusing to proceed 
in her. He considered her a good strong ship. i 

Mr. Edward C. Wheeler, another of Lioyd’s surveyors, gave corroborative evidence. 

Mr. Walter Abbott, one of the Board of Trade surveyors, also stated that he made a 
survey of the ‘“« Wild Rose,” and his opinion was that there was nothing whatever about 
the ship to justify the crew in refusing to sail in her, There was no trace of rotten 
timbers in the ship. 

Mr. George Godfrey, also surveyor to the Board of Trade, agreed with all that had been 
said by the previous witnesses. 

Questions: were put by several of the defendants to the witnesses, with the view of 
showing that. the assertions made in the statement:read by Mr. Fyfe were correct. 

This was the whole of the evidence. 

Mr. Carr, addressing Mr. Preston., said the owners of the ship regarded the boatswain 
ue? the sailmaker (Hailes), and the carpenter (M‘Clements) as the ringleaders in the 
affair. 

The defendant Doig said that they were none of them ringleaders. They were all the 
same. 

Captain Doswell, in answer to. Mr. Preston, said that the ship was ready to go to sea as. 
soon as she got a crew. 

Mr. Preston said he would deliver judgment in the case on Wednesday morning. 

The proceedings then terminated, and the defendants were allowed to go at large on 
their own recognisances.

18a, South Castle-street, Liverpool, 
Dear Sir, 1 January 1876. 

In this matter, you’ stated to me yesterday afternoon, during our interview, that the 
owner of the “ Wild Rose” did not then know the result of your surveyor’s last Monday’s 
survey upon that ship. Proof that he must have known is, however, patent to the fact 
that Captain Doswell gave 20 of the crew in charge after they had done duty on Tuesday 
last, and had them handcuffed on deck and dragged through the public streets, and 
lodged for the night in the police court, Bridewell, at Birkenhead, where I visited them. 

While carefully abstaining from any personal reflection upon you, as a servant of the 
Crown, under the Board of ‘I'rade, and taking into consideration your short experience in 
the modus operandi of that “unmodernizing antiquity,” so faras you are personally con- 
cerned, I; can excuse the very great inconvenience to which I have been put, whilst 
interesting myself to see justice done to the ill-used crew of this alleged unseaworthy 
ship. Nevertheless, as touching the conduct of the Liverpool office, speaking generally, 
and before your appointment, 1 do not hesitate to state, that in my experience, whilst 
dealing with matters of grievance, in respect to seamen’s interest, [ have, I may say, 
with few exceptions, been thwarted in every possible manner, and judging from such facts 
within my experience, I shall not fail on every occasion to give open expression to my 
belief, that the Board of Trade has not yet been brought to a proper sense of its duty to 
the brave men, who, in reality, are the bone and sinew of our Mercantile Marine, and 
‘compelled. still, to live on board ship in condition, in food and lodging, worse (in too many 
instances) than the beasts of the field. 

Taking the question of food into consideration, in one case that in my early experience 
in Mr. Plimsoll’s good cause came under’my notice, was the cause of “Shepherd v. 
McDonald,” one of the many causes in the case of the notorious barque “ Roebuck,” whose 
owner, thinking he had his chief officer (Shepherd) under his thumb, because le deserted 
his captain (under the owner’s orders, he being on board at the time) on the coast of Pata- 
gouia, insisted upon paying off this chief officer with a wages balance of some 3. for a two 
years’ voyage, whereas, through my guidance, he recovered over 105 /. from her owner in 
our local Admiralty Court, and that sum you will be surprised to know included com- 
pensation for “bad beef” supplied on the outward voyage, and which abominable trash I 
afterwards compelled a chairman of our local Marine Board to acknowledge to me (by 
letter, which I now hold in my possession) as having been supplied by his firm to that 
vessel for that particular voyage. That same chairman of our local Marine Board had 
even the audacity to sit and adjudicate upon his own wares; whilst in one of the other “ Roe- 
buck ” cases I assisted Mr. Plimsoll’s London solicitor to prosecute her captain for drunk- 
enness, and consequent starvation of his crew on the homeward voyage. Stripping him 
of his certificate, as we did at that Board of Trade inquiry, we were compelled, at the 
request of the then’chairman, td* withdraw our charge of badness and shortness of pro- 
visions (from the fact that then we were inignorance that he furnished the beef), and for 
the simple reason that there was on board the “Roebuck,” at the time of the Board of 
Trade inquiry a quantity of Mr. Chairman’s bad beef, that for two years had been kept 
on board the “ Roebuck” as a standing dish for the several crews that in turn gladly and 
justifiably deserted that then unseaworthy coffin, My argument, therefore, is, that so 
long as such-like evil practices are allowed to exist in high official circles in the Board 
of Trade, the public must look with profound suspicion upon all its actions when called in 
question for a sailor’s protection. 

Let us hope, Captain Moodie, that through your long experience at sea, on board our 
Liverpool Model Shipowners’ vessels, you will cause to be brought to light the abomin- 
ably unseaworthy state in which too many vessels have hitherto been allowed to leave 
this port, and so help to bring about such an altered condition in our Mercantile Marine 
as before long we shall see gentlemen’s sons more ready and willing to enter the forecastle 
than the cotton broker’s office. A speedy return to the old apprenticeship system is the first 

_ and most important step in the right direction, not only for our Mercantile Marine, but 
- for the safety of the natidh. Pardon me for troubling you with a letter (so lengthy), but 
be assured it is a compliment that I have hitherto not felt disposed to confer in this kindly 
spirit to any other Board of Trade Official, and believe me, .

As requested by Minute, No. 236, dated the 5th instant, I beg to forward the 
following statement relative to. the survey of the ship “ Wild Rose,” viz. ; on 
Friday, the 24th ultimo, the owner called at my office to get this ship surveyed, 
his reason being that she had returned to port, in consequence of the crew 
having refused to proceed on the voyage after being at sea several days. 

The survey was accordingly made by my instructions, on the following Monday, 
the 27th, byMessrs. Abbott and Godfrey; a full and exhaustive report of which 
I forwarded to you on Tuesday the 28th. I mast add, that previous to the 
survey being made, the owner agreed to pay the fee due to her register tonnage, 
on Form (Survey 6) which you are aware he accordingly did. On Wednesday 
afternoon 29th, Mr. Fyfe, who represented himself as being Mr. Plimsoll’s agent, 
called here and stated that he had a deposition signed by a number of the 
seamen belonging to the ‘ Wild Rose”; believing he came with reference to a 
survey on said ship, I informed him J] could not give an order to that effect, 
unless one-fourth of the crew made application personally, or that an order 
from the mavistrate, before whom the men had appeared, was obtained; he 
again paid me a visit on Friday the 31st, at 3 p.m., with 19 of the crew, and 
presented me with a deposition signed by them, attached* to the enclosed 
papers; I accepted this deposition, and called out the men’s names attached 
thereto, which were duly answered by the men; before dismissing them I asked 
if Mr. Fyfe was their representative in this case, and they replied yes. 

During my conversation with Mr. Fyfe, which took place in the presence of

Mr. Taylor only, he stated that he had been put to a great deal of trouble in 


this case, first going to Mr. Preston the magistrate, then to his solicitor, Dr.

Whether this is all done in legal form is a point on which we shall be glad of 
the solicitor’s opinion.

I cannor find that the law has been distinctly broken, or disregarded, in this 
cease, and I think the most that can be alleged against Captain Moodie is, that 
he committed an error in judgment in assisting the owner to forestall the probable 
action of the crew, or of the magistrate, by a premature survey of the ship. 

When the statutory number of the crew formally presented themselves to 
Captain Moodie, his duty was to take proper steps for ascertaining whether the 
ship ought to be detained for survey, and although he had already satisfied him- 
self upon that point by means of the report ot Messrs. Abbott & Godfrey, he 
offered to have the ship again surveyed, and his offer was declined, 

og ; C2 Captain 
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Captain Moodie knew that the object of the owner in desiring a survey was 
to provide himself, if possible, with evidence to support a summons against the 
crew, and the error which he committed was that he did not give notice to the 
crew of the intended survey, so as to enable them, if they thought fit, to instruct 
their own surveyor, or to challenge attention to the defects which had induced 
them tc demand that the captain should put back. If this course had been 
followed, nothing could have been fairly said, but it must be conceded that the 
steps which were actually taken by Captain Moodie, though perfectly bond fide, 
had the appearance of assisting the owner, and of securing him an advantage in 
his proceedings against the crew. Those proceedings, whether advisedly or not, 
were not based upon those enactments of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, sec- 
tion 243, sub-sections 1 and 2, in reference to which (by virtue of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1871, c.110, s. 7) the magistrate is empowered to test the allega- 
tions of the crew by ordering a survey, and, practically, the whole case against 
the men turned upon the surveys which had already been made at the instance 
of the owner himself. The Board of Trade surveyors must be deemed, no 
doubt, to occupy an independent and semi-judicial position, and they, of course, 
made an impartial survey, but it is unfortunate that, although some of the crew 
were on board, they were in no way parties to the survey, and nothing can ~ 
divest it of this inherent defect. 

One can readily understand that the owner’s own request for a survey would 
tend to disarm suspicion, and throw Captain Moodie off his guard, but it will be 
advisable in future to conduct the whole of the proceedings relating to surveys 
with strict formality, and to hold a perfectly even hand between the master and 
owner on the one hand, and the crew on the other. 

I do not understand that the conduct of the magistrate is in question, and 
that would be, in any case, a matter for the Home Office.

In reply to the annexed letter, I have been informed that no repairs were 
effected between the time of the “ Wild Rose” putting back and the time of 
survey; but, between the time of survey and the ship sailing on the anh instant, 
the following repairs were completed, and other alterations made, viz. 


The petty officers’ berths removed from the house amidships to the front of the 
poop aft, several panes of glass that had been broken in the crew space replaced, 
starboard plate of lower bobstay taken off and replaced again and re-bolted, the 
donkey engine that was taken out of the ship whilst re-classing was put back 
again, three spokes of the wheel that were broken were repaired, a quantity of 
running gear replaced by new, the old being left on board for future use, new

making, on the captain’s showing, 53 inches water per hour, but which the 
crew say six inches, and whilst the second officer’s statement to me, when I saw 
him on board, on Sunday the 26th ultimo, fully bore out the statement made to 
me by the crew, as attested by them (20 of them) who signed the declaration of 
unseaworthiness that I first presented, in its first form, at your Liverpool office, 
on Wednesday, the 28th ultimo. In this matter | conceal nothing now, even 
though I promised the second officer that 1 would not compromise him for the 

information he gave me, but the lives of 32 men are now more to be consider ed 
than one man’s situation in a shipping employ. 
__ I have further, 1 may tell you, had such private information through the

All these defects, I 
maintain, could not help but be found out, had your surveyors, and the sur- 
veyors at Lloyd's, done their duty by advising that the ship be discharged. 
With these facts impressed upon the mind of any humane man, | defy the 
honourable President of the Board of Trade to come to any other conclusion 
than I have come to. 

I do not mean to say that, in this instance, your surveyors have accepted any 
pecuniary consideration to swear that an utterly unseaworthy ship was sea- 
worthy, but I do mean to say that bribery is very extensively practised by ship- 
owners upon surveyors, and in making that statement I feel assured that your 
chief surveyor, Mr. Wimshurst, will bear me out in its correctness ; for while for 
about five years we lived together (where Iam now residing), he has often related 
to me the fact, that bribery in various forms to surveyors was a common prac- 
tice, but which to my most certain knowledge he himself most conscientiously 
set his face against. In fact your surveyor, Mr. Abbott, who professed to 
examine the “Wild Rose” in her loaded state, while talking with me a few 
days ago on the balcony beside your Liverpool office, and in the presence of the 
Emigration Surveyor, Captain Geary, acknowledged that on one occasion he had 
a Bank of England note pushed into the breast of his waistcoat, which for the 
moment he left there, but afterwards sent it to the Board of Trade, from whence 
it was returned to the giver. 

In a matter of so much importance as endangering the lives of a second crew, 
even after refitting this vessel’s upper gear, and putting a donkey engine on 
board to work the pumps, I consider the Board of ‘Trade has acted most inhumanly 
in allowing her to proceed to sea before the wrongfully incarcerated crew were 
‘set at liberty, and allowed, with their surveyors and experts, to examine the 
vessel thoroughly in ber empty state, and accompanied by your-Mr. Wimshurst 
(in whose judgment [1 nave every contidence, for-I know his practical ability), 
as was in due time (and after I played the part of the ‘ignorant sailor” seeking 
advice), and before the vessel sailed, demanded, through me, as their undoubted 
privilege affirmed by counsel. Under those circumstances, and considering that 
a gang of riggers had been on board of the ship from daybreak, and before your 
surveyors made a survey (behind the backs of the sailors, for I was ordered 
ashore and prevented to take part in it) on behalf of the owner, and stripped her 
of much of her rotten running gear, and further taking into consideration the 
fact of her additional refitting, after her return to port, to make good some 
defects, and while even saying nothing of her non-discharge, | consider those 
latter circumstances alone ought to cause the Board of Trade to move the Home 
Office for the immediate release of those innocent men, and before the nation 
declares its full judgment against that of the stipendiary magistrate and the 
Board of Trade, whose officers have placed it in a very awkward position in this 
matter, now having my most determined resolve to endeavour to obtain proper 
redress.

In reply to your communication of yesterday’s date, I beg to state that I have 
not overlooked or forgotten what you term “ facts,” in relation to certain surveys. 
on the ‘‘ Wild Rose ;” but you appear to shrink from the fact that the innocent 
crew of that vessel are suffering in Chester Castle through the culpability of 
your negligence in not having had the “ Wild Rose” surveyed in the manner 
prescribed by me on their behalf, and as their legal privilege, in accordance with 
the 1875 Unseaworthy Ships Act. That fact I defy you to prove to the 
contrary. = 

The Board of Trade doubtless “do not intend to continue this correspond- 
ence;” nevertheless I submit that it is the duty of the Board of ‘Trade to respect 
law and justice, by setting free the crew of the “‘ Wild Rose,” and retain them 
with every possible assistance and protection from the Crown, to prove to the 
world that that vessel was in an utterly unseaworthy Btare, when, without 
violence, they most courtecusly prevailed upon the captain to put back for the 
safety of life and property.

18a, South Castle-street, Liverpool, 
Honourable Sir, 10 January 1876. 

Extreme danger to life alone prompted me, on Saturday last, to send a/ 
telegram to Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen. I did so because that 
morning [ learnt at the Sailors’ Home that the “ Wild Rose,” a most dan- 
gerously unseaworthy vessel, was shipping a second crew, and had put on board 
a small donkey engine to work her pumps, as a ‘“ Decoy Duck,” to induce a : 
new crew to risk their lives in her, and knowing that such engine would be un- 
serviceable, with a heavy sea washing the vessel’s decks and putting the engine 
‘fire out, and considering the very extraordinary and dilatory conduct of the 
officers of the Board of Trade from first to last in this all-important case, as 
‘touching the undoubted risk of life, and their determined perseverance through- 
out, in support of the owner’s interests alone, whose life was in no danger, my 
humane feelings overpowered me, and on the spur of the moment, I find (and 
I fear) | have committed an act for which the “ Times” of to-day has passed 

judgment as an “ unwarrantable intrusion.’ . 
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Be assured, honourable sir, that.as this is not the first instance, in several, 
that preceded (whilst actiug gratwitously in support of Mr. Plimsoll’s most 
humane cause) that I have had cause,‘and very great cause, to complain of the 
utter indisposition of the ‘officers of tli@Board of Tirade (I may say) in every 
department to protect in the slightest degree the true interests as affecting the 
small comforts, the safety, ani! even the privileged lawful rights of the British 
sailor, as inthe latter instance so forcibly brought to light, I saw clearly that 
having exhausted every effort that.my brain could devise to save life by stopping 
this snip, my last and only chance. was to Wire to our beloved Queen, in the. - 
hope that she would:command the Honourable President of the Board of Trade 
to detain the ‘ Wild. Rose,” and grant the wrongfully incarcerated crew the 
privilege of giving evidence upon oath, together with their ajpointed surveyors 
and experts, in proof of their just cause of alleged unseaworthiness, which 
would undoubtedly (in accordance with the new Act) have placed the owners in 
their present enviable position of profound safety. ‘To properly examine that 
vessel, as counsel, who, with mvself, walked out of Court in disgust of the un- 
just conduct of the Board of Trade, said, she would have to be cleared of her 
eargo before any impartial and disinterested conscientious surveyor could pro- 
nounce an opinion upon her actual condition. 

Through the Trade Union Experts in Liverpool, who have now: taken this 
matter up, information that I beliéve to be strictly reliable has come to my 
kuowledge, and says that this. vessel is dead rotten in ‘many of her beams, that 
nearly all her bolts are sham bolts, and that as she was diagonally doubled 
about eight years ago; her inner skin, 7. ¢., her main skin must, from practical 
experience, be in a very rotten and dangerous state, with the oakum in the 
inner skin* seams worse than useless, as in the course of nature it is found so, 
after four years’ use, after which time it can, as a rule, be blown out of the 
seams with a bellows, and can only retain moisture and become injurious to the 
constitution of the ship. te ; 

A vessel of this type, because of her diagonal outer skin, is most deceptive 
while laying in still water; because proportionately speakiny, she will leak less . 
than an ordinarily planked vessel that has the full surface of her longitudinal 
seams exposed under water. Pardon me for entering into these:details. It is 
more than probable that you fully understand them without my explanation. 

But to return to this vessel’s danger to life; you will have learnt ere this 
reaches you, by tie wire message, that in my horrible anxiety to-day I inadver- 
tently addressed to Her Most Gracious Majesty instead of to you, that the 
“Wild Rose” made her escape from this port yesterday morning, but could 
easily be caught in the chops of the Channel and sent back by a war vessel. 
Family illness at home prevented me getting my itformation earlier to-day, and, 
strange to say, your wire message of Saturday, through some blundering in the 
Post Office, did not reach my othce until about a quarter past ten this morning. 

On the survey made (as counsel says) behind the backs of the crew, at the re- _. 
quest, and under the special superintendence of the owner’s representative, I will 
confirm to you as follows: I was myself on the main deck of the “‘ Wild Rose” 
when the surveyors came on board; they were perfect strangers aud unknown to me 
except one, who I recognised as one. of Lloyd’ssurveyors. ‘The others | thought 
were scat there on behalf of the owner, and I did not know that any one of them 
represented the Board of Trade. Soon after they came on board one gentleman 
stepped up to me, and in answer to his interrogations I stated that I came there 
in the interests of the crew, who I-said had not: had fair play, inasmuch as a- 
gany of riggers had been on board since daybreak, stripping and: putting out of 
sight all the ship’s rotten running gear before the surveyors: came on board, 
whereupon I was ingloriously ordered to go ashore, which I did, and prevented 
the privilege of seeing justice done in all that could be seen in the vessel’s then 
loaded state. In what followed, you will learn from the supplement of one of 
our Liverpool papers, which [ take the liberty to send you herewith. In the 
first of my proceedings in this case, and while seeking advice from the servants 
of the Crown: here on behalf of the crew, [am not ashamed to tell you that I 
played out the part of the: profoundly “ignorant sailor,” and allowed myself to 
be knocked about, as it were, from pillar to post, in order to show to the 


public the true manner in which our British tars-are treated at the hands— a 


of selfish men, above their station, who I do not hesitate to state are assisting — 
our 
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our inhuman shipowners in a system af accention and injustice that is worse 
by far than slavery in its worst form, and 1 is rapidly degenerating our once prod 
arm in our national strength. vy 

Prompted already through my ‘short experience that accidentally brought 
me in contact with Mr. Plimsoll, who I have not yet spoken to (but who I 
have written much to), and led on by strong natural propensities that a kind 
Providence has gifted me with in the cause of right against wrong, I would 
willingly devote my future lifetime; could I but afford it, in the cause of the 
British sailor and his regeneration, in the hope of living to see the day when 
our gentlemen’s sons will be more anxious to enter the forecastle than the 
merchant’s office. Will you kindly explain to Her Most Gracious Majesty 
the cause that has justly prompted me to take the course that, iu this in- 
stance, I have done in the cause of suffering humanity, and in the hope that 
she may be most graciously pleased to pardon me.

TuIs is to certify that the undersigned surveyor to this society, at the request of the 
owner, attended at the Victoria Wharf, Birkenhead, on the 27th instant, for the purpose 
of surveying and reporting on the condition of the ship “‘ Wild Rose,” of Liverpool, 1,572 
tons, C. Doswell, Master, she having put back from her intended voyage to Calcutta, 
salt laden, the crew having refused to proceed on the ground of unseaworthiness. 

We met, on board, two of the officers of the Board of Trade, Messrs. Abbott and 
Godfrey, and with them examined the vessel in all parts, both on the outside, above the 
water line, and to the full extent of the inside, where clear of cargo, but failed to find any- 
thing that would in any way account for the vessel having to put back. 

We sounded the pumps and found the greatest quantity of water made during our 
stay of three hours on board to be as near as possible a quarter of an inch per hour on 
221 water, when sounded. : 

We also had her pumped out (one pump only working), and she sucked at 22 minutes 
- from the time of starting, thereby leaving no question on our minds of the full and effi- 
cient seaworthy condition of the vessel at that time. 

We further certify to having had this vessel recently under our special survey in the 
Queen’s dry dock, where all was done for re-classing A 1. for five years, in accordance 
with the requirements of our rules for continuation, Section 54, Part the Second, to our 
approval and entire satisfaction.
